there was a numerous assemblage of

A 
l^ter from Dr. Boswell, of Pinaug, with 
a case of 'I’uliercular Sarcoma.

• lives asseit that many persons hail been 
cured by this medicine after suiFering 
the worst symptoms — 7th. A letter 
iVom Dr. Desnoy es, ol the Mauritius, pfo- 
misiiig to draw up for the Society an 
aerount of the malignant fevers ol Ma- 
dagascar, and of the visceral disorders 
which often arise in the course of those 
fevers. 

The following Papers were then read 
and discussed tlie Sociely ; Remarks 
on Draciinculiis, or OuineH-worin, by 
Dr. Jolin Milne, ol Bombay, 'I'lie author 
is decidedly of upinioii that the Diacuu- 
cle is not'd worm, but a diseased lym- 
phatic; which* he describes, after ex- 
traction, to be a slender pellucid tube, 
varying from the thickness of the bass 
string of a violin to the size of a horse 
hair. It fs stated to be commonly larg- 
er in Europeans than in Natives, having 
a relation to the constitution of the pa- 
tient, firm ill tho.*je of strong fibre, and 
loose when it occurs in dt biiitated per- 
sons. 

Dr. Tytler's case of eruptive disease 
of the scalp occurred in a Hindoo, aged 
twenty ycare; it had existed for six 
. months, and Jiad not been cured by the 
reipedies used by Natives. The diseuso 
consisted in a species of warts on the 
scalp, which were removed by the knife, 
alter which a caustic application waa 
used for some dnys, and the disease waa 
cured. A highly finished drawing ac- 
companied this rase. After which was 
read Mr. Boswell’s statement oV^ingU- 
lar nervous affection, to which old Ma- 
layn are suiqectat Pinang. The l>atta^

noises, aift at the niumrnt the p<ttienfc 
imitates the loetions and gestures ut any 
s other person he sees ; iiist throwiii|;

Dr. Casanova’s ubser- 
fationa were also read, relative to the 
dissection of a subject wh^se habiu» 
dtiring life, had been the most intempe- 
rate tormauy years, who was for thn 
last two years constantly dyspeptic, ana 
ultimately died suddenly. « 


Mr. Black fooirs case of ampntaiioa 
at the shoulder joint, was a Hindoo 
woman, whose arm un(} shoulder were 
dreadfully lacerated by a tiffer; sixteen 
hours at ter which accident, tne operatiou 
was performed : the wound readily 
h<^le(l, althitugh there was diBicuIty 
in saving siiilicient iutegumenls/o make 
a covering to the bone. It is an instance 
of the facility with which Natives o|a 
India recover from very severe injiuriee*

I Bad that a good deal of the Pla- 
tina ore is brought from some moun- 
tain torreuts or small streams, which fall 
itt to the Kyendiveen river from the 
eastwafd, near a town called Kaifmee, 
anib^it is collected in b very ciudnui 
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niAtiner, AS Mr. Lane iflcnformetl, al- 
though lie heuitatea to believe the fact. 
The horns of a species of wild cow, in 
this ocuntry called 'Psain, perhaps the 
sanie as the Nylgao of ludia, have a 
velvet coat before the aniuTal reaches 
the age of ttvn or three years : a numi^r 
of theseHorus are taken and tixed in the 
beds of the small streams, and at the 
^lose of the rainy season, when the 
water subsides, a cloth is put down 
orer each horn separately, and th^. horn, 
as well as a portion of the sand around 
it, is taken up togelhor. The horns 
appear to collect around them a good 
deal of gold dust, which the gtreams 
^ bare washed dotvn, and with this dust 
^'^rains of Platina ore are found luixs d. 
The Burmese look chiefly for the goldi^ 
dust, separating and bringkig that alone, 
generally, to Ava : and, although Mr. . 
iLane has often urged the men who are 
engaged in this trade, to bring at once 
the whole of what they take up with 
the horns, he has not yet been able to 
persuade them to do so. These horns sell 
somciitnes for twelve and thirteen ticals 
a piece, and deers' horns are sometimes 
used instead of the^. r 

The Burmese call platina Sheenihnn ; 
much of this ore is also found with the^ 
gold dust, collected among the small 
streams which fall into the Irawadi to 
the northward, in the direction of Bau- 
wan.” ^ 

In allusion W a Correspendent's no- 
tice in the Government Gazette, Major 
B. remark H, ilmt Kannee is the name 
of a town in the district assigniMl to the 
’ King’s aunt and stepmother ; and that 
it does not signify a mine in the Jiiir- 
mese laCgnage. 

^d.'^A series of Geological specimens 
from the r^ge of hills at Chirra Puuji, 
was preseped by the President.

'I'liis ztraloua 
naturalist characterises all three ani- 
mals as of new species, and peculiar to 
ytose iiilla, unless tho deer should prove 
to he the same with the Cervvs Mantjnc 
olL Java, hitherto but iuiperfecliy de- 
scribed. 

7. — paper on the migrations of tha 
Nutatores and Grallatores, as observed 
at KalhraaD|J,oo, by B. A. Hodgson, Esq , 
W8S then read. 

The author commences by describing 
the local peculiaritie.s in soil au i climate 
of the valley of Nipal. It is an oval of 
about Bi.s:teen miles, longest diameter, 
elevated four thousand Hve hundred feet 
above the sea; temperature generally 
ten to fifteen degrees lower than that 
of India. 7'he valley is populous, and 
indiifltrionsly cultivated during the 
spring, the winter being too severe for 
•vegetation. In the rain.s. plantations of 
rice cover the greatest part of the laud, 
which is flooded for tiie purpose. 

The wading qnd swimming birds ge- 
nerally innko a mere stage ot tlie valley 
to and from the vast plaius of India and 
Tibat. Mr. H. classes them under four 
heads : — *i. I’hose wiiicli pass the valley 
without alighting. — 2. 8uch as alight 
and remain a few days or weeks. — 3. 
Such as seek the valley for the entire 
season ; and 4. Such as do uoi appear to 
migrate at all. 

The migration southwards of the snipes, 
teal, ducks, heron, stork.s, cranes, aud 
woodcocks, respectively, follows in suc- 
cession from Anguat to November, and 
their return lakes place in the same or- 
der, beginning with tho commencement 
of March, and continuing till the middle 
of May. The wild swau was seen hut 
once in NiptA, in the midwinter of ]S28. 
as Cl rara avii. The teal, widgeon, and 
coot remain for the whole season upon 
some few tanks. Also cormorants upon 
the larger rivers within the mountains. 
The red legged gull, the pelagic tern, 
and even the fishing eagle, have been 
met with at this distance from ua- 
tara) habitat, the ocean.

Cockerell, 'frail and Co. of London, and 
that mutual dealings and credits sultsist- 
ed between them, which continued till 
the "dGih April, 1830: when Messrs, 
Cockerell, 'I’rail and Co. received notice 
ot the insolvency ot Messrs. Palmer and 
Co. In 18*28 captain Sir Johu Pri. 
deaux being indebted to Messrs. Palmer 
and Co. executed to the 


the debt due to 
Messrs. Palmer aud Co. These docu 
inents wt:^re, amongst other coinmunica> 
tioiis, transmiited hy Mes?^f8. Palmer Co. 
to Messrs. Cockerell, I'raii and Co. di- 
recting lliero to carry the amount realiz- 
ed to the credit of Messrs. Palmer atid 
Co: in their exciiange. account, making 
them a pro fonna remittance. That 
iu Jiiue, 1829, a sum of .£1,210 was rea- 
lized, and placed to Messrs. Palmer and 
t'o.’s credit, and that subsequently to 
the Insolvency of that firm, and on or 
about the 20th April last, before the 
same was known to Messrs. Cockerell, 
Trail and Co. they obtained from Mr. £. 
Prideaux a further sum of £912 6s. 4(/. 
which was likewise placed to theore<|jft 
of Messrs. Palmer and Cu. in their eji- 
change accounts. 

Mr, Pearson contended that Messrs. 
Cockejrell, Trail and Oo. having placed 
the lattpr amount to the credit of Messrs, 
palnieir^d^ Co. in their exchange ac- 
count, mng previousto the netilicatutiott 
of Messrs. Palmer and Co.’s insolvency 
appearing in the 'London Gazette, atM

After the Grijlf/ury hftd been sworn, 
the Chief Justice del iveied his charga 
to them, of which the f .liowing is (he 
substance. He nb'-erved, that on iookiuj^ 
over the calendar lie was happy to 
find it was a light one ; there were 
however four or five cases to which 
he would call their particuirir attenlion, 
amongst which were those of Ann Louisa 
KaiAifay, Allan Ramsay. Munglou kbit- 
liitttgar^ and Mailou ohokeydar. Ana 
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{iOdina RamaaT stood ' inAoted for at- 
to fire two loaded piatoU at 
Xiieutenant Talbot Avith inteut to kill 
bim or do him seme grievous bodily 
bairn. This was an otFence ot^avery se- 
rious nature) and one w Liicb called 
their inoRt aUenttve coosideration, for 
the offence r»»»ied in the intention. The 
Jury would have t<> r«>n8ider what were 
ber intentions ; for no matter what might 
bav© b»»en her object — however diabo- 
lical, unless she intemied, by the act, 
io do that with which she was chaig- 
td, the Hill before Ihem could not be 
found. The question was this. Did she 
attempt to fire tire pistols for the pur- 
pose ol creating alarm, or out of brava- 
do ? or did she intend to commit, W 
Lientenant Talbot, some grevious bodi- 
ly harm — and the principaf point, there- 
fore, for (he Graiitl Jury to discuss, 
what was Mrs Kamsav's intention. The 
same principle, the i hief Justice observ- 
ed, was equally applicable to the case 
ol Allan liaui a\ . who, stood indicted 
for bfing HU arr^6s’a''y before the fact 
in the ab'*\e rase Before Huditig the 
bill, tb'e Grand Jury should be satisfied 
that .Mr Itanisay acuwedhis wife to go* 
out for the jitirpoa. ot being revenged on 
Jjieiitenaiit 'falbot, and that he wa.s 
aVare of tlte manner in which she in- 
tended !o efic* t that reiefi^e 

Wirh respect to ilie cu.^e of Mungloo 
kbitniutgaiv, ^nd Malloo chokydar, for 
cuttitiu and niaiudrtg ; the Jury iiirist 
be satrsiird in this also, ot tlir iriteritirm 
of the parties to com rn it .some urevious 
bodily harm. There was n • doubt that 
their intentions were to rob the party 
by whom thoy are arrii>'ed. 

rh^ case of a Biiiish subject, named 
Thonipsoii, charged with bigamy, his 
liordship statf^dthat soiii© doubt might 
perhaps arise, in cmi sequence of the 
offence having been c^lSfinHtted before the 
dato oi a ^^cent statute, which specially 
provided for the punishment of the 
offence in this count ry , bu t, upon the well 
known principle ot*‘"CTriC*B«iity, ihatin 
Kiiglisb Settlements, as affects British 
subjects, so iniicit of the iViunicipal and 
Commun Law of the mother country 
prevails, hs is applicable to the situation 
and condition of such settlements ; he 
ivoald recommend' ihe Grand Jury, in 
thjs case, fo find a hill ; at (he same time^ 
iC sny doubt arose in the mind of either 
nf tb|» ether iadges«> as to the legv^lity

tbe natter sbouTd be referred to Eitg« 
land for the consideration of higher an^ 
thorilies. 

After tbe learned Judge bad conclud- 
ed his charge, the Grand Jury retired, 
and in a short time returned with a true 
bill against a female named Poonee fog 
larceny. 

While ihe Grand Jury were absent^ 
klr. Turton made a motion, that the 
name of iMr. Claude Augier, summoned 
to'serve as a petty Juror at the present 
Ses-ions, be struck out of tbe Sheriff's 
list, in coDsequMire of his non-liability 
to serve. Mr. Turton read an affidavit 
made by Kir^laude Augier, stfi)tii>g that 
be is nut a Btiti^h boru subject, (but o£ 
French extraction,) be is not a house- 
holder, nor is he worth Sa. Bs. 5,000, 
after all his just debts are paid. Mr, 
Turton observed, that the rule of quali- 
licaiions stated, that a person is liabis* 
to serve as a Juror, it he is a household* 
er and paying Fifty Kupees per mensem 
for rent, or worth 5,000 Kupees. The 
ChiM Jiistite ordered iMr.Claud Augier’g 
name to be struck out of the Sheriff# 
list for the present, and gave direction# 
to the Clerk of (he Court to make inqui- 
ries as to the tacts of (lie case, as set torth 
in JVlr. Augier’s^ allidavit, although he, 
Mie Cb^ef Justice, had no reason to doubt 
its autheniicity. 

PooiiFe was then placed in the dock, 
and pleaded not <judttf. The indictment 
being readby*ihe Clerk ot the Crown, 
set forth, that she was charged with 
havin'!, on the llih November last, felo- 
niously stolen from (he residence of on# 
Hurry Kri&noa, a quantity of gold and 
stiver jewels, value above fifty Sicca 
Rupees. 

^J'he particulars of the case, as appear- 
ed from the evidence, are as follows:^ 

On the 11th November last, the pro- 
secutor, who resides in Jora Bagaiio, 
was absent from home at the time the 
robbery was efiected, and on returning^ 
at hO o’clock at night, he was informed 
of the robbery, on which he proceeded 
to the Tbanna and .gave information of 
his loss. The thannadar, naib, and a 
chokeydar, returned with him to bt# 
house, and took an account of th# pro- 
perty missing, and their auspici^i^. ialL 
ing on two ot^ the prosecutor’s servantgi, 
(one of whom is the prisoner,} they were 
talfen into custody and coAveyed U tb# 
Tbaiuia- e , . * f 
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• Tbe priii«cTi(Ar remamed at home, and 
during the night, the prisoner Tvas taken 
hack to the house of her employer, >nd 
in consequence of repeated threats held 
Qut by the Litter, she produced the stolen 
property . winch was secreted under a 
Tucl'tajjose, and delivered it to the 
Thaonaoar* Besides the jewels, there 
were in cash 34 Jtupees, 7 quarter, and 
a half Uupee, which were subsequenil/ 
found in a box iliat had been partially 
burnt. The money wds n<U produced hy 
the prisoner, but by one of the prosecu- 
tor’s fanniy from the box, from whence 
the jewels were taken. Jt used to be 
kept locked in the prosecuttr’s sleeping 
apartment. The prisoner had been about 
four months in the service of the prosecii- ^ 
tor, and she wasweil aware of the con- 
tents of the box. The piosenitor esti- 
mated the value of llie property stolen * 
at about 700 Rupees. 

The rhannadar was called and corro- 
borated the statement oi the proseemor ; 
he observed, that he hiuiscil did not hold 
otri any promises to the prisouer, our 
did he threaten her. 

Govin.i Doss, who was an inmate of 
the prosecutoi 'a, was culled and stated, 
that about 10 o’clock on the night of the 
1 Ith Nov. last, he was f^leep, but was 
awoke by the cries ot the pii.^one^, whq,^- 
stated that she had been beaten by three 
or four persons, and tlinl tin y liad made 
their escape from the ten ace. t)ii which 
witness went on the leirace, aud on his 
way he tound the box, (now produced by 
the naib, logetlier wiili the stolen ptu- 
perty, wiiicb was recognized by the pro- 
secutor as belonging lo him,) the bottom 
of which was burnt suilicientiy large to 
admit the band. 

The pris'uier made a very ingenious 
defence. She stated that she did not 
commit the robbery, but one Ramsydy, 
an old servant ot the prosecutor’s, of 
fourteen years’ standing, who placed the 
property where it was tound. The pi i- 
Boner observed, she cautioned Ramsydy * 
not to commit the robbery, to wbichalie 
observed “ why should be fear, he would 
nut be suspected, as be was an old ser- 
vant, but that all the suspicion would fall 
on her (prisoner), and if she was to ac- 
cuse him, site would not be believed.” 
l*he IQll^ijffener called no witnesses, and 
the Chief Justice delivered hi*i charge 
to the Jury. He recapitulated the whole 

the evidence, and observed that theto 
was no doubt % robbery had been aoiii« 
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mitted abore* the value of fifty Sicca * 
Rupees, and it was for them to consi«> 
der whether the prisoner was the guilty 
party or not. With respect to the de- 
fence of the prisoner, wherein she set 
fip'th that Ramsydy had committed the 
robbery, he, the Chiet Justice, thought 
It very inconsistent with the story the 
prisoner told, when sho was apprehend- 
ed in the first instaore ; she i.id 
at that period, make m*-iitioti ol Ramsy- 
dy having committed the robbery, I, om 
which he should infer, that Ramsvdy 
had no hand in it, and it was iViy 
improbable, if he intended to commit the 
robbery, that he would ted the prisoner 
of^his intentions. 1; was, however, for 
the Jury to decide upon the prisoner’s 
guilt or uot.^ Alter the Jury Ifhd con. 
suited (ogMher for a few minutes with- 
out leaving the box, they leturned a 
verdict ol Ouiltv d stealing iii a dwel- 
ling house to the value of fV/Zy Rv},eea. 

Judgment of death uas recoided 
against the prisoners.

Ihomas iMurtiri,a >outh about eiahteen

Liverpool, No. ob,4Jy, laliie ^'3, on rlio

Ibe parucularsof the cose.aa appeared 
from the evidence of the prosecutor and 
witnesses, are as follows 

About three months ago, the ffi-osec^- 
tor, who is tbeCnptuin’s servant of tha 
Duke of Biiccleush, lent to a Mt. Tucker, 
the third officey of the above Snip, his 
WHfeb, for the pSI^ose of keeping the 
time.— Oil the niglii of the Srd# October 
last, iVlr* Tucker, after his waicii was 
over, proQ#?eded to his cabin, in tlje Stee- 
rage, and after, hnaaj,ug the watch up 
therein, went fsitsleep, aifd on p;etiine 
up the foUovving rooming, abouiB o'clock, 
he missed it. — In consequence, he in- 
timated his loss to the captain, who 
desired all tbe crew, toaetber with tbeic 
chests, to be searched, which was subse- 
quently done; but tbe lost property waa 
not forthcoming. —After the arrival of 
the Duke of Buccleugk off town, consta- 
ble ^r%ham Prati, accidently went on 
boardr to^ see the second officer, and, ift 
oourse of oouvarsatioD, wa» gif to ua« 
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thftt % iiWev witeh bnd been 
•oU«n from the third mate’s birth.-*- 
PreTit>i)s to the C<>nstsble (^oiiignn board, 
& Nadve named ilanicliuua JNfnpit, who 
|s a sharer on board the Duke of hue* 
eteush, went with another shucer, named 
K'idt>iiit>huii Hitd the prisoner to the Pb« 
Jice onice» for the purpose of getting a 
pHHB to enable the latter to sell the stolen 
; but the application for the pass 
WHB refiiseii by Mr* blcCann, in oonse* 
quene*^ of tlie naiuea of the captain or 
the do- f aroe not hi iiig ouucliedgjo ihe 
ainTlif-uiK'n. in const quetire of Frau's 
oi the loss ' fa wntcli, and having 


oi>\aiu<-o art scrlptioii o: it, he went* iu 
sofircii o Ila^'UiT^tiiiirt, and after finding 
hmi, took tijc* wa'ch, and iigain -dViit on 
bonrd, where it wa?-. iiui»iertiately ren^ii- 
isixed by llie proseciitor und Mr, Tucker, 
in aonsequeuce ot which he took the pri*' 
•oner into custody. it appeared that 
the way the w»itc»\ got into the possesii ii 
of llartamohun was aa iollowa : — on rlie 
prisoner Cfuning on shore he met Kaiii- 
chiiiid in Tank Square, to whom he inti- 
mated that he wanted to sell his w'Htcli, 
•—on which lie was informed, by rhe mi- 
ter, that before he ^ould do so, i»e must get 
• pass fiorn the Folice, and to (he latter 
place they both went ; m arihin • at the 
Pouce gate, they ijfdl in w^uii Hidaiiio*^ 
Imu, who, being informed of the nature of 
the business, undertook to get a pass 
srithout much trouble, and accordingly 
got a petition written out by one Ncem- 
ohurn lioiin»rgee, after whicli tlie pri- 
•oner signed it, but failing in bis wishes 
to get the requisite pass, he left the watch 
with Ramcluind, observing that it would 
be B(»me titae before he could get the sig- 
nature of t lie captain or mute, and in the 
interim requested him (Kainchund) to 
take care of it: but it was aubsequenrly 
made over to Fratt by Hadaiunhun, who 
knew wi!)ere it was deposited. Mr. Tucker 
•fiU the prosecutor both recognized the 
W'atch which was produced by constable 
Pratt ; the former observed that the pri- 
soner, in insauplicHiijip^to^geta pass, had 
•Igned his name Thomas Martin, but in 
the ship^ ' books he was entered as 
Thornes Sazsly, bv whicti name be always 
Went on board. The prisoner ifierely ob- 
•Crred, In his defence, his true name 

•Iras 7'homas Martin ; v^hen ho went on 
^boArd o’ship, he took the name of Soxsly, 
"l^ecsuse he left home without the know- 
ledge of his parents, who would have 
pretented hia going to sea, if they had 
l^dwis hit iitten^ioiMi. He said nothing' 
qopeerning the crimq with which he was 
fihnrged. Tl'S Jury, without any hesita- 
tion^ returned a verdict of Guiity^butre* 
£^i]t(^ndedhifl]Ltoil>«xcy QA itccai^l of 


Mungut fctiitntitggr, and liUlo* ella. 
kedar, stood inaicted with having, on tlio 
5ih August last, comttiiited an oggravated 
assault upon Kurreeni Bux, by throwing 
him down, and tying a cord about his 
arms, and infiicting two severe wounds 
on his ihtoQt. On the prisoners being pal 
into the dock, tbeChiet Justice told them 
they might, if they wished, have iheir trial 
postponed until the Sessions, but at. their 
request It was at once proceedeu with- 
it appeared, from the evidence of Kur- 
reem Bux, that on a Friday, about loiir 
months ago, he was w'ulking about liie 
neighbourhood of h'S lioub^, which is in 
the sstrike enclosure a«(iiat ur the pitsoiier 
Moi surs, and, on it-iurriiiig |ioine, ho 
found the pr (toners htkI rwo women 
niaking in noise, anti drinking fodrty.— . 
He went and exposrnlaii ti witli tiiem 
on the imiMopriety ot their conduct, to 
Which .vlungul refilled, he would do ua 
* he ptea^ied m his house ill conse- 
quence of which the prosecutor took 
away the toddy winch tiie prisoners and 
tiieir companions were drinking, and 
curried it to tiie i'liaiiiia, where lie also 
lodged a complaint ai^ainst the prisoners 
for iiotous conduct. On returning homo 
jlie lourid that the prisoners tiad gone 
away, and he retired to rest about 3 
o’clock, in the afternoon. A little after 
du»k,v.ungul returned home, and asked the 
prosecutor if he was offended with Inin, 
\^to which the prokecutor replied lu the ne- 
{tative/ and commenced smoking, and 
after a short time had elapsed, Mtilioo 
cain^ in and also smoked, after which 
they all went oyt for the purpose of get- 
ting more toddy, and at the request of 
the prisoners, they all went to Short’s 
Biizar, where the latter observed the b"st 
was to be'obtained. At ter the prosecutor 
had been smoking and dunking iq tha 
shop of the iuree, he was taken by the 
prisoners to some unfrequented spot, 
where he was tripped up by Malluo, and 
his arms pinioned with a piece of coid, 
and Mungloo bohiing a knite to his throat 
demanded wdiat connection he had had 
with one Nussebund. to which he an- 
swered none. In struggling, he received 
two wounds from the knife. Some per- 
' sons in the service of Mr. Kr^inp, resid- 
ing,, iu Short’s Baxar, going to hia assis- 
tance the prisoners ran away, and the 
chokeydars arriving, the prosecutor was 
taken to the Thanna, and from thence 
to the Police Oihee, as iie was taxed 
with being drunk. Several witnesses 
were called, but their evidences were 
very conflicting’ the only onwtli^t eor^ 
roborated tliB testimony of the proseoa*^ 
tor, as f^ar as the seeing of the prisoners 
mhi prosecutor in company, was thatch 
% btoKkUtdimsi pfuimd 
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Wft9 formerly •mployed by 
the Police^ but 'waa discharged about 
eleven y^*ars since, owing to a murder 
having been committed in Shoring Ba- 
Jsar, in consequence of which, great 
blame was attached to him for neglect of 
duty, or a knowledge of the circuunstance. 

Dr. Vo-'S was called, and stated, that 
on exarnining the prosecutor on the above 
occasion, he found six or seven superficial 
marks on liis throat, and of which, hntt 
penetrated the gkin, and caused a few 
drops of blood to flow, he dul not See 
any maiks on his arms from the eflVota of 
the rope with which they were tied. 

The prisoners, in iheir defence, tried 
to prove^an IMuuruI Allied several 

’ witnesses, s <ii whom spoke to hav- 
ing seen him at 3 o'clock, (on the day 
on which the crime was alleged to have^ 
b«en perpetrated,) attending on his em- 
pl*yer, at the house of Colonel Craigio,, 
and others nt his owmi house, from 6 
o’clock 111 the ♦'veninn nunl midnight. 
M<ilioo aUo called several wunesses, who 
swore to their havinii seen him at the 
hou^e of one Bnddoo Mistry, at dusk, on 
tlie above night. 

The Chief Justice then proceedxl to 
charge the Jury at considerable length^ 
he obtseived that ihe prisoners were, 
in tiie fust itisrance, indicted for cutting 
and inaitnini\,witii intent to do some gne* 
vous budilv h iriu, and whe (jnmd Jury, 
83 he, tlie Ciiief J ustii e, thought, l(^ddoue 
rightiv in tlirovNing out liie bill. He eaid 
tliat the cnm^waanf a very seritnfs na- 
ture, and It ih prisoners had contem- 
plated any bodily harm,* if was liardly 
pos'iible fjr ihem not to have eftected 
tlieir purpose. U they only intended to 
frighten the prosecutor, such a practice 
ou.ht to be cfiecked by severe punish* 
ment. In recuputu ating the evioeuce, 
the Chief Jusuce observeti, that the 
whole of it was very extraordinary and 
Conti ctiuit, and the witnessess either on 
cne side ortheoth|r, must be perjured. 
He ohserrepl, that neither was u viicked 
contrivunee of the prosecutor's in getting 
his hands bound, for the purpose uf mak* 
iiig ihe present charge, or that the pri- 
soners were luUy guilty of the capital 
Clime for which they were originally in- 
dicted. The only corroboration of abor- 
tion of the prosecutor’s testimony was, 
that of Buddjimuth^S, who, by his own 
donfessien, iidd been discharged from the 
Holice, on supposition that he had some 
knowledge of the murder cominitted in 
fibo|:t*S|^Baaar, and bis evidence could not 
be a^aatistaciory as if it came from a per- 
son who bore an upright character. Tba

lyint* I here short time, he nrnin went 
to b€*d, hill forcot to take the money 

\\ith him. i)n rising about 9 o’cUx.k, ha 
went to look for it, and found it was 
gone, hut the hanrikercl ief in which it 
was contained wns leit heiiitui. Th# 
piisoner, who was in his service, in tho 
capacity of n hearer,# wa? in tlie liabit 
o( taktni: to him two suits oi c)i>iies 
every moininc from the Bhobv, and i>a 
,jlhe morning the njoney w'as mi-« n-- he 
had il'.iie SO ; hot on file proseemor calling 
him, for the purpose of n8e)^tln^ m oh^ks- 
iiig him, he w’as not to be fnuntl, in cou- 
sequence of w iiu li witness bri*nn to en- 
leituiii sc.rio biK'-pi( ions, ano lir ojtig hedid 
not again iiu'ke his api-taianc , he wt nt 
and lodvied n Cfnimainr at llie Holiee, 
where wiines^ again waw I iin about four 
mouths auo. All . i)off obi erred tlr i h 9 
was sure as to the idetiiiiy of the pii* 
soner. 

Bernard Riely was then colled, and* 
stated that he knew the piisoner; t)9 
was in 181^9 in the service ot l^r. Buff, 
liecollects Mr. Bufl' saying tliat he Jfeud 
lost lOS Rupees c.n the Apii1,at 
which period the prisoner ahbcondrd from 
Mr. Puff'sseprici^ nor did he evet return* 

'Jhe prisoner, ffniis defence, dt-ined the 
cliarce ; he stated that he had bfen in Mr. , 
Buff's service, and his reason for leaving 
it was, that he was severt ly beat by him 
and turned out of doors, ijti consequenc# 
of which ht wdutlohia country, 

Mr. Doff was recalled and asked if tfm 
prisoner had been beat by him on tha' 
above night, to which he answered la 
tlie negative', and observed, that oti 
controry he always treated the prij^oUdr 
With A great iieal of kindness. 1 he prtAoii- 
er called no witnesses, and the Jury, with 
out Uesitaticn^teturaed a rcrdiet 'oi

On his 
trial I was a witness both ioPthe prose* 
hution and defence. 

Crass examined by Mr. Clarke t Coun- 
sel for Mr. Ramsay* Lieutenant Ram- 
say was acquitted; I was a witness; 
lieutenant Mayliew was another. He 
is liere to give evidence upon this trial. 
He was tried for perjury upon that 
trial, and acquitted. He was put uuder 
arrest by that Court. 

He- examined. I was most honourably 
acquitted. Lieutenant Ramsay was tried 
in 1829, I in 1831. I did not call 
uoon Mrs. Ramsay after the I5th 
August. 1 have spoken about an at- 
t;rmpt to embrace her. oUpon one oc- 
casion, when Mrs. Ramsay and I.yvere 
playing- at conversation cards, one came 
up, kiss me and I’ll tell you ; ” J ask^d 
Mis. Ramsay how a gentleman should 
act on such au occasion.

inches of lieut. Talbot, aud snap it: ! 
saw sparks. A second pistol was prodn- 
ced. I looked at the face of the person;, 
a smile came over the countenance, and- 
1 recognized Mrs. Ramsay. 1 say a se- 
cond pfistnl was produced, because the 
cock and hammer were up ; I struck at 
it and cut my finger a deep clear cut, 
which must have been by the flint. Hav- 
ing reco^izsd Mrs. Ramsay I struck 
thejpistoT, which was raised, down with 
ipy right hand. As soon as the pistol 
was raised ah^ve the level of th# chair 
in which lieutenant Talbot sat, 1 struck 
?t down, and seized the person— -we both 
fell down, when she exclaimed “ how- 
dare you seize me? I am Mrs. Ramsay.’’ 
When she fell she had one or both pis- 
tols in her hands. I am sure she had one. 
The second pistol was'^not pointed at 
lieutenant Talbot, 1 did not allow of 
time to raise it. i called for some one to 
cBme and disarm her f captain Bell and 
lieutenant Fisher did so. 

When I rose she got up and was pla- 
ced in a chair. There were twenty or 
thirty persons present. When she was 
in the chair I asked her how 'she ascer- 
tained lieutenant Talbot’s situation at 
the table, and she said she saw him 
through the cheeks of the window. She 
-^<eaid she was determined to take lieute- 
nant Talbot’s life from the time he had 
embraced her, aud attempted to ruin ber 
charao^r, and that she had been to thq 
megs of his Regiment to (ook for^ htnse 
On being asked with what the puUolf 
were leaded, she replied with five, or 
six and thirty gmiqs of buol^ shot, which 
had been taken out oftbe punkah^ AfieC 
tbis she was placed in custody*^\ . 

On the subsequent day a Court of 
Inquiry was held by lieutenantcolonal 
Tapp, when I saw some Jhot. They 
wqtie pieces of le^ad, beaten with a ham- 
mer; not round.

Crots eieaminad hy Mr. Clarice, The 
pistols were loaded wiih such shot as is 
not usually used for fire-arms. 

the Court. The load of pq^wder in 
one of the pi^tols was very heavy, I 
cannot say that when the pistols were 
sealed np, the pans were in the same 
condition as wlteti taken from the prison^ 
er. It was captain Hell and neutenant 
Fisher who to< k hold of the lady's 
handsi^ whilst on the ground. * 

John Bell. I arn a cajitain in the 1st 
Rcgi mcnt Native Ini an try, and was af 
Delhi in April last. On the 9ih o’ that 
monih, I was dining at the mess of our 
Regiment. 1 was silling at table nearly 
opposite to lieut. Talbot. After the 
cloth had been' removed, f saw Mrs. 
Ramsay enter the room : I did not then 
recognise her. She held a pistol in her 
hand, which she presented and cock^l 
more than once. I called out to either 
Lieut. Talbot or Lieut. Co.ner toput him 
on his guard, f got up, ran round the 
table, and found Mrs. Uainsay struggling 
with Lieut. Corner. Observing a pistol 
in her right hand, I took it from her ; 1 
saw but one pistol ; the pan was down, 
a.nd it wos on half cock ; I examined 
it and found it loaded. When 1 took it 
from Mrs. Ramsay it was primed, for I 
threw out the priming. After exami- 
nation, 1 gave' the pistol to lieutenant 
^isb^; I have known Mr, Ramsay se- 
veral years ; I believe him to be an Eng- 
lishman; 1 am not certain. I do not 
Jtnow what country wumau Mrs. Ram«

. CroJ^-examinedhy Mr. Turton. When 
this took place, there were between 
twenty and thirty persons present at the 
fness.

T did not remark fire come from the flint. 

James Fisher. I am a litMiienani in 
the Ist Regiment, Native Infantry, 
which was quartered at Delhi Canton- 
ment, in April last. On the* 9th of that 
month, I dined at thn Mess ol my Re- 
giuient ; lieutenant Talbot was there. 

I sat on the same side of the table as be 
did. A short time after the, dessert bad 
been placed on the table, my notice was 
&ttracled by a person in the dre^s of 
an officer, coming from the r(M)m, in 
which the band played. I saw the per- 
son place the pistol close to lieutenant 
Talbot’s h^d, and holding iPwilh both 
hands, snap it once, cock anil snap itf 
again. I got up and ran towarils the 
person; in the mean time, lieutenant 
corner had brought Mrs. Ramsay to the 
ground, and was calling for some one 
to roiiie and disarm hur. 1 took a 
pistol from her hand, the pan of which 
was up, the cock do\vn. 1 went up to 
captain Bell, who had a pis'ol, viiich 
he ga'ie to me. One or two offici rs 
j came to me and toi»k the pistols out of 
niy hand, and returned llieni to me. 
Ensign (ir. nt poured water luio one, 
but I do i!itft'*^ktlow which. 1 < annot 
say whether kit was the pivstol which 
I tofk from Mis. Uariisay or the other. 

I prevented him Irom doing so to the 
s(Toiid,^l turned the one down, into 
which the water Jiad been poured, to 
allow the walcr to run out, I after winds 
placed the pistols on a table. Where I 
turned the pistol down was covered with 
a cai pet, if any thing but water had 
come from the pistol. I do not think I 
should have heard, it as there was a new 
and an old carpet on the fliior. I 
should not have heard shot i think It 
was between the^o doors which came 
from the bow room where I stood when 
1 turned the pistol down. I placed the 
pistfds on the Mess table and on the ar- 
rival of lieut.-col. Tapp, I asked what 
I should do wiih them ; he told me I 
jdiould seal them up. 1 did so, and I 
f ave them to lieut. Burn, but it is a 
long time since. 1 was present when ther 
were opened the next day by lieut. col. 
Tapp. They were examined, and in 
one there was found a heavy charge of 
shot and powder, and in the damp 
powder and wadding. In consequenen 
of seeing the different loading of thn 
pistols, and my having poured out water , 
tkfun one^ I retarned ho the xUeM rooo^ ' 
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f tdl received^ from the sweeper, twenty- 
ve pieces of lead, similar to those 
takeo oat of the other pistol; 1 gave 
them to lieutenant colonel 'Fapp. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Turton- I saw 
notlntii^ come from the pistol but water, 
when I turned it down; I did not even 
see the water, but 1 held the pistol down 
a suflicient time to allow the water to 
run out, and then raised it. There were 
many people talking, and probably the 
shot would not be heard running dowi# 
the barrel I do not know out of which 
of the pistols 1 poured the water. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Clarke The 
shot was ofiian unusnal kind. iiFbe charge 
,of powder drawn ttom the pistol, was 
Very great; I should not like to have 
fired it. I should say, the pistol was not 
loaded hy an experienced per.soQ. 

liy the ( ouit. Supposing tliere had 
been no ^iJot in Hie pistol, but only the 
quAUtiiv ot powder i saw, and (he wad- 
di. o;, fill'd close to lieutenant Talbot’s 
head, Serious consequeiices must, I think, 
have folio s\ e l, 

H. P. Jhirn. I am lieutenant and sid- 
jutant IsL Heguuent Native Infantry, 
which was at Delhi in April last ; I know 
Mrs. ikaiusay by sight, but kuow not what 
country woman slie is, nor what country- 
man Mr. Rauis<iV ts ; he Mid belong to 
the 8th Regt N. X. On the 9th Afird 1 
was dining at our mess, when slioi;|ly 
before 9 o’clock a person entered, dress- 
ed in luiiitary cioiiies. 1 saw the hands 
pointed towards Heut, ’Pal hot, and heard 
tile noise like the click of a pistol twice, 
but I did not observe a pistol. Ijient. 
Corner junippd up, and both fell to the 
grouno. When down, 1 observed a pistol 
111 her right hand, and beard her say 
^ bow dare you seize me ? 1 am Mrs. 
Ramsay.” Some time after Mrs. Ram- 
say had left the rootn, the pistols weie 
sealed up, and delivered to my care. I 
went with brigadier Cartwright to.capt. 
Toulon’s, to report what had happened, 
and with him to lieut coi. Tapp. Wso 
all went to lieutenant Ramsay’s, and, oq 
getting near the house, capt. Teuton 
went into the compound, and we met a 
servant; Mr. Hainsay asked who was 
there? he came out and met us; captain 
Teuion lead him towards the road, and 
said the brigadier wished to speak to 
him. Ud’ asked what was the matter, aud 
captain Tenlon replied, that sumething 
nopleasant had occurred^ 1 do not re,» 
oollsct clsiurly, but 1 think after he had 


been, fold" abolit pistols, or that INtrs; 
Ramsay bad gone to the mess with 
pistols, be asked if the pistol had gone 
off. 1 am not positive as to this When 
we got into the road, Mr. Ramsay Was 
ask^ed if he knew where Mrs. Ramsay had 
gone, he said he did D<it know, but that 
she went out, saying, she would be reven- 
ged on lieutenant Talhol. It did escape 
n»y memory, but it was brought to my re- 
collection while before the Grand Jury, 
that wl^n asked if he knew what she 
had done, he replied lie did not, however 
he approved ot what she had intended 
or what she had done. After this con- 
versatioi^ brigadier Cartwright said, he 
would put Mr. Ramsay in restraint, as be 
coLwidered him au accessory b' fore the 
Yact; Mr. Ramsay replied be ]^ad no- 
thing to do wilh it. 

» Cross- examined by ^fr. Turf on. I 
did not recollect this (ill a question was 
put to me before the Grand Jury. I 
should have had a better recollection, 
in all probability, it this trial had come 
on sooner. ^ 

C\ E. Trevelyan. I am a civil ser- 
vant on the liengal establishment, I 
api acquainted with the cantonments of 
the 1st Regiment Naflve lutantrv — it is 
called Uagepoore. and is in the centre 
division ot the Delhi district, within two 
miles of Delhi, and under the same juris- 
diction. On a Saturday, in April, I din- 
ed at the nif'ss of the 1st Regiment 
of Native Infantry. I sat near lieute- 
nant Corner, I observed, a person hold- 
ing a pistol in both hands, pointed 
towards the head of an individual. 1 
thought at first it was a joke. I ob.ser- 
ved a malignant smile upon the counte- 
nance of the person. 1 saw the (]!^sii of 
the fliiit. and beard the click. 1 sav^ 
lieutenant Corner jump up, and push 
the person over; while on tlie giound, I 
heard her say, ** uidiaud me Sir, ULliand 
me ; I am Mrs. Ramsay, how da/e you *• 
She was put sitting in a chair, when she 
abused the pistol for not going off, ex- 
claiming, “oh the vile pistol^ ” She said 
she would sacrifice five thousand lives, 
to take his. When asked, how she knew 
where lienicnau; Talbot was, she said, 
•he looked through the cheeks at the end 
of the room, and and saw his “ ugly face,^ 
When the pistols were being examined, 
she said, “ they are well loaded, 1 put,** 
either 32 or 35,” witne-s-s did not know 
which, ,j‘^rains of buckshot in ibeiVi, f 
took them out of the ptinkab.” Whleii 
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that if the pi»to) hal gone off, she 
Would here killed many othera^fibe B tid 
ehe did not eare. There was Bi% fingers, 
Jhadiog in one pii?tol'-7wet powder tu the 
other. * 

Crosit examined hy Mr. TutHon. Ire-^ 
member perfectly all I have now mlh< 
tioqed. 1 do not know whether it was 32, 
85 or grains ot shot she mentioned. 
From what she said, the impression on 
my mind was, that she had put that num- 
ber in each pistol. The inaiigoan^ fiend- 
ish smile, made an impression which 
has never since left ray mind. My idea 
was notwithstanding that it was a juke. 
Till the fire came from the flnit i did 
think it was a joke. 'I'lie smile was as if 
she had accomplished her object. 1 li»ve 
no doubt i saw the sparks come from the * 
flint. iTie pistol was held both hands. 
When on the ground I saw a pistol in, 
both hands, but not before. I did see her 
before upon the floor move her hand to- 
wards her waist ; this was 1 think before 
lieutenant Corner jumped up. I did 
not see her produce a second pistol. I 
sat on the same side otlihe table on which 
Mrs. Karasay stoo.i, perhaps four chairs 
removed from her. 

Crt^ss-examined^y JMr. Clarle. I did 
not .see the charge drawn, but one of the 
pistols had a loading of six fingers. 1 do 
not think U could have been loaded by an 
experienced person except to effect some 
desperate purpose. I think itwasdau- 
gcrously loaded. 

David Lester Richardson. I know Mr. 
Kamsay ; I do not know wbat country- 
man he is. 1 was at sciiool with him at 
Brighton for about two years. I do not 
know bis parents. I have seen Mrs. 
Hams^ once; 1 do cot know whatcoun- 
Iry- woman she is. I believe Mr. Ram- 
say’s father to be a wine merchant iu 
the city of London. 

Cross-examined % Vlr, Clarke- I 
knew fVj^. Ramsay in iSlI^and 1813. I 
think him a quiet inoffensive man, cer- 
teiuly. 

C. J, Matnwrtring. I belong to the 1st 
Begt N. 1. 1 was at the mess on the even- 
ing of this transaction. Shortly' after 
dinner I saw a person enter the room 
dreased in a foraging cap and blue coat. 
It^k no notice, but in a couple of ini- 
n^ter after I saw (iehtenant Corner 
•pring up and bear her to the ground. 
Afler abe hafl been placed in the chair, 
ioitie one t^arked, it was Infiky the 
pisio^ did sat go off, upon wmeh she 


observed “ oh that vile pistol ! I would^ 
have sacrificed (some nuraber of lives)* 
to have taken his. ” I had charge of Mr. 
and Mrs. Rarasav on tlusir passage down 
from Delhi to Calcutta, and during the 
assage L have heard her say “ I wish I 
ad scattered his brains upon the table.” 
This was one evening outlie bank of the 
river, talking to her husbaad. She also 
said, ‘‘ bis life will never be safe, 1 will 
have it yet, and if I die m.' brother 

^ ’’here she stopped. Lieutenant 

Ramsay has said to me that he did 
not see why he should be put in restraint, 
for she told her mteutiuus to others as 
well as him|elf. ^ 

Cross-examined hy Mr. Turton. The, 
conversation I have spoken to as having 
heard, was on the banks oftbe rivei ; Mrs. 
Ramsay must have known, I was within 
healing distance. I was sitting a few 
yards behind them. 

Fnckeran Meeter proved to having 
found some sliot on the floor ot the mesa 
room ot the Ist Regiment Native Infan- 
try. on the morning of the lOth April, 
which he delivered lo lieutenant Fisher. 

* It did not clearly appear in what part 
of the room, the shot was found. 

Mr. R. Marliiifock. I am acquainted 
with Mrs. Ramsay. I have known her 
for several ye.As. My acquaintance be- 
gan ifc Cheltenham, where she was, like 
mj^elf, tor a short time. I never heard 
her say what country woman she was. She 
speaks both Lnglush and Fn nch fluently. 
I hare only spoken to her in English,— 
she speaks English like a native. 

I have corresponded with her, I look 
8ft this paper, it is in French. I always 
corresponded with her in English. I can- 
not speak positively as to this being her 
writing, but I should take it to be her's 
rather than any one else’s. 1 can judge 
best from the signature, >I think it looks 
like her’s. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Tvrton. I 
have known Mrs. Ramsay for several 
years ; she Las lived occasionlly iu my 
house. I have seen her frequently. I 
nffversaw any thing in her to the contra- 
ry a humane disposition. I could not sup- 
pose she would be guilty of a deliberate 
murder. 

By the Court. If any one had asked 
me out of court, and not on giy bath, I 
should say Mrs. Ramsay ‘was an English 
womau, bnt 1 have no authority for it. I 
l^new both her former husbands. Doctors 
O’Neil and Fattison. Her maiden name 
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I nn^erstand, Lidding^ton. She had 
a sister, a charming young woman, who 
died in this country ; she came out with 
Poctor and Mrs. O’Neil from London, 
where T know she had been at school. I 
should have acted upon this signature as 
Mrs. Ramsay’s it to au English letter. 

Mrs. M. Bentii/. I know Mrs. l!ain> 
iay ; I have heard my parents say, she 
was born at Cirencester, in Gloucester- 
shire, and that she was a sister of mine. 
vl do not know where she was horn, asehe 
is an elder sister of mine. 

ff. T. Tapp. 1 am lieutenant colonel 
of the 1st Regiment Native Infantry, 
which wffi quartered at Dflhi in April 
.last. I remember two otlicers coming to 
me that night I went towards llie bun- 
galow of Mr. Ramsay, with lieutenant 
Kurn. rapt. 'I'eulon, and biigadii^r 
Cartwright; the two former went in, by 
dn ectiou ot the latter, and returned with 
Mr. Ramsay. Wlien upon the road, lie 
was asked where Mrs. Ramsay was, and 
he replied, she was ju.st gone out; it was 
then inquired, where she hatl gone to, 
and he said, she had gone out, saying, 
she would be revenge<< upon lieiiienani? 
Talbot, lie was then told, she had gone 
out dressed in his clothes, hut I think he 
denied any knowledge of her having been 
ao pressed, and my imprehsion is, that he 
disclaimed all controui over her actions. 

This witness spoke to the coniinetjgent 
of iMis. Raiusay, and his directions to 
lieut. Fisher at the mess room, to seal 
the pistols up, and continued, — 

On the following day I got the pi.stols 
from lieiit. Fisher, and ooened them in 
bis presence T unloaded one of them, 
and found in it 34 pieces of lead and a 
heavy charge of fine powder, about three 
times ns much us would be required for 
an ordinary charge, which 1 sealed up. I 
saw what was drawn from the second pis- 
tol, It consisted of blotting paper, com- 
pletely wet, and covered with wet 
powder. 

Identifies the pistols delivered to him 
by lieut. Fisher. ^ 

Cross- examined hy Mr. Turton. I 
found this bit of white cloth round the 
stock of one of the pistols. No. 3 — none on 
the other. 

Edmund Cartwright. I am brigadier 
comtuauding at Delhi, t remember the 
9th April last On that night, at about 10 
p. M.eapt. Teulon and lieut Burn came 
to my house. After consulting, we w^t 
to the house of lieutenant col. Tapp 


and proceeded with him to the edge of 
the compound of Mr. Ramsay’s house. 
1 then told capt. Teulnn apd lieut. Burn 
to go in and see ifdie was at home;. they 
did so, and returned wirh hiuf. I asked 
lV\p. Ramsay if he knew what hadpassed, 
and, to the best of my knowledge, fie said 
be did. 1 wasnoltiien aware that.he'’had 
been informed of what had passed. 1 
asked him if he had made any attempt 
to prevent his wife leaving his house, 
and hp replied, that she had gone out 
for an hour or two to take her revenge of 
lieuienaut Talbot, of which he highly 
approved. 1 turned round and asked 
.ihe gentlemen, if they had heard what he 
said, upon which, he observed, that he 
dh] not wish to deny, what he highly 
approvtMl of. I or colonel Ti|pp then 
observed, thet he was an accessory be- 
fore the fact. 

Witness identified parcels received 
from lieutenant colonel Tapp. 

Nothing material was elicited in cross- 
examination. 

hieidennnt- Colonel ^app identified the 
parcels, containing the wadding found 
m both pistols ; the powder in No. 1, 
sveighing 106 Troy grains ; the shot in 
Number I, weighing 670 Troy grains; 
the 35 grains of shot said to have been 
found in the mess room of the Ist Regi- 
ment Native Infantry. 

Cross-examined. I have not put up 
tbe powder tound in No. 3, which I con- 
sidered tube miMM less than in No. 1, 
owing to its Imvjng been wetted. 

Peter Tenlun. I am a captain in Isl 
RegimentNative Infanti y, and remembei 
going on the night of 9th April to the 
house of lieut. Ramsay. 1 saw him a< 
about 10 o’clock that night in l^s owe 
compound. I went to his bungalow 
ascertain if he was at home. On going 
in, r met a native whom 1 asked if he wai 
Mr. Ramsay’s servant ; he, said yea, and 
I asked if his master was at iiome, tc 
which be replied in the affirmative, and 
immediately lieut. Ramsay called out 
of the verandah. I told him the briga< 
dier and colonel Tapp wished to speak 
to him. He came out and asked whal 
bpd happened ; I said the pistol would nol 
go off — nothing more. 

This witness corroborated the formei 
evidence, as to the nature of the conversa- 
tion which follovyed and said, that aftei 
having been directed to see a guard 
lace'3>*urer Mr. Ramsay, he weuc into 
is bungalow and asked if he bad any 
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fire arin 0 , but witliant rCplying to the 
qiftfstiou, lient. Kamsay aftked* how 
Buaoy pistols Mrs. Hanisoy had with her» 
•111] on being; infoTined, two, he said he 
had none in the house. 

This, witness considered, fhat one^of 
the pistols in question, if fil'ed cioHe lo 
the head of a person, though containing 
but an ordinary load of powder, and 
wadded with blotting paper, would pro- 
duce latal consequences. 

DoUd Sing proved the purchase of the 
pisiois from him, by Mr. R:.iiisay, on 
ihe !;2Sth March last. 

C. E, Grant, an ensign in tlie 62d 
Regiment Native Infantry, proved hts 
having poured water into one of the 
pistola, on the night ot the 9lh Apti-il 
last. ^ 

Caplin Fenton, of theelst Regiment 
Native i“^Infautry, and ensign May hew, 
of the Sth Regiment Native luiantry, 
were called, but proved nothingmaterial. 

The Chief Justice refused to allow 
the deposition of the prisoner A. Ham- 
say, talcen beforesMr. Metcalie at Delhi, 
to be read, no proof of it having been 
given, except as to Mr. Metcalfe's hand- 
writing. ^ s 

The only document of importance 
read, was the translation of u I'rench 
letter/which 1 eutenant Williams’ pro- 
ved was brought to him, as oiKcer on 
guard overMra. Ramsay, on the 17th of 
April, by the haviiuar. It appears, 
that a note to Mrs. Ramsay, had. ou 
the same day, been found in some clothes, 
which a dhoby was taking to her, but 
it waaeabsequentlv forwarded. 

The following the letter which was 
admitted after ^e interpreter had been 
^amiwed for some time as to his com- 
fitemey 

. Mv Dba.k Ramsay, — ^Though your 
RreUch be not the best ip the world, 1 
Understand it very well,my fiiend. God 
be praisnd, that Mr. Metcalfe is prepar- 
ing a house for my reception, be is an 
honest man, he will not exercise against 
me tbemilitasy despotism of these low 
ionl^ Bat be that as it may, the time 
will come, perhaps, when I shall have 
th^ sarisfaction of exposing the ibfssmjr 

these who have done me so muba 
hafpi. I going to write, my friend', to 
iii|k Mr. Metcalfe leave that you may 
be allowed td remain near me, as soon 
M I smir under bis protectioi^ They 
bat^a been 80 ^>tttdious here to%ender 
I^Atinabien .piuafol, that I should pre- 


fer by far tbeir erecting n^ibei for* 
me, than to remain under the authority 
of those people : for the little air and 
light 1 am allowr^d to have, 1 am asto- 
nished at being so well in health, for 1 
must not omit to tell you that the roonr 
in which 1 am confined is very small, 
and witiiout a single window ; there are 
four doors, which 1 keepshut, the better 
to shelter myself from the sight of pas- 
sengers, otlierwis»» I should be shut ujv 
aft in a cage with the doors open and 
the guard pacing about on ail sides 
of the veranda, and when tlie doois 
are closed, it is impossible fur me to 
write from i^ant of light. Wilii irspect 
to what you have written to me on the , 
subject of the mon«;terT. all I can tell 
^ you IS, that there is nothing like the 
truth, and if you suspected I denied 
the fact, you are mistaken, and doint' ait 
injustice thiit I do not deserve. Without 
doubt, niy friend, it was my intention 
to blow his brains out ; and if iny pistol 
had been so goml as the heart which 
led me to attempt his days, 1 should 
not have missed my aim, 1 should have 
had the satisfaction to see his brains 
fall amongst the sweet meats ou the 
table ; — the monster will yet pay me the 
forfeit oi his crime. 

I hime, my l?i*»ud, you have received 
a siusuL note 1 have this moment writ- 
teii^lo you ; it is purposely written in 
English, «Lhat Mr. Ignorance may see 
the .sentiiueritse, I liave imbibed for him. 
Truly he is a barbarian, and the mean- 
ne.ss of his soul shines forth in his 
countenance; what a diirerence be- 
tween this one and, the young man, Mr. 
Bridge, of the 62d, who is reall v a man 
of honour ; — he bears on his forelu ad tiie 
outline of a generous soul, and bis 
manners prove that he is a person well 
brouglit up. However, he' did hts duty 
without my feeling that he was my jailer: 
that young man, too, whose name is 
Gifford, hash-haved towards me with 
politeue.vs, and never showed himself 
de;^rmis of tormenting me uselessly. 
Be quiet, and do not make yourself 
uneasy on my account, and believe mo 
that my heart is yours.

Mr. Turton and Mr. Clarke bntli snb- 
mitfed that no ease had h«en made oot, 
as to either prisoner, to to a Jury. 

The Chief Justice was ofopiniun there 

Mr. Turton, having first obtained per. 
tnission of the Court read, at her request, 
the defence of Mrs. Ramsay. 

Lords, and Gentlemen of the Jury. 

There are no concei\ablc circum- 
stHnces uudf-r which a person, not litef- 
olly devoid of feeiiiiir, could sJand in 
tile situation from which I now address 
you, without sensations of the aculest 
pain ! ** • 

» Dreadful a«ls the accusation, the con- 
solatory consriousness, even of total in- 
nocence, and a coididence of the means 
wherebv to deiur.ii^trate it, would not be 
suiHcieiit to sustain iuiy ordinary mind ; 
under the most soothinj* and tavnurahle 
circumstances it wonhi ho no easy task 
for a man. how rnurh less so for a 
female, to banish from the breast every 
painful sentiment, and every trembiiug^ 
doubt of tlie cleat arice of reputation. 

After aiono’and weary imprisonment, 
proti acted beyond the ordinary period, 
lor the mere personal convenience of 
my enemies, whilst mine^ in the hottest 
season of the year, aiivl my c mfin^meut 
within the walls ot a prison, were con- 
sidered unworthy of notice, 1 at leii>|fih 
appear be I ore you, to defencf irijself 
from this cliarjje ; a woman, and of that 
claws of Illy sex, amonjr whom such atio- 
cious-ness of conduct as is imputed to 
me, is rare. I am yet qp>ered with the 
Su.s[iicion of a crime, though actually in- 
nocent ot any ciiminal intention, and in 
a state so helpless, fiom the nature of 
the change, that I am compelled to rest 
^y acquittal on the delicicncy and dis- 
crepancy of the testimony ^veii to you 
on the part of the prosecution ; I can 
liave no witnesses «f ray own, because 
the motive which actuated nie in the 
overt act of my alledged oifence, can be 
Iehowu only to ray Maker and myself, «80 
that no mortal can depose to its nature, 
or enable you, from a knowled^^e ol my 
thoughts, to estimate its harmlessness 
or its criminality. 

You are well aware, gentlemen of the 
Jury, thaj my defence must be prepared 
in anticipation, for no opportunity is 
giYen to me to comment upon the testi. 
many after it has beek given in thlAi 
Court. Under ficcttustaaces at once so 


disadvantageous sr.d so painful, snd 
with a mind harraswe'd, und spirits de- 
pressed by an unusually protracted and 
peihafis unjustifiable imprisonment, I 
am compelled to leave much of my de- 
feitce, GenUeinen of the Jury, lo tlie 
suggestions*^ of your own breasts, and 
the legal prciiliarines of my case to be 
elucidated by bis Lordship. 

On your disci iiuiuation and judgment, 
depends the churaclor and tlie lite of an 
uiifortanate and ft iftidless woman, in a 
case where the whole point in issue 
turns upon the mere intention of her 
Blind ! 

In tlipeestablished character of a Bri- 
tish Judge and a British Jury, rests my 
cufivicti* II, that I shall not be pronounced 
guilty ol the imputed crime, if ^oti en» 
ti'itain a single doubt of the malevolence 
of niy intention. 

I shall entreat your patience while I 
detail to you, wi h all possible brevity, 
the particulars which incited iiuMo make 
an apparent attempt on th© life of Mr. 
Talbor, though, in lealftv, I neither did, 
nor meditated any tiling by v. hicb that life 
could iiavo been placed in jeopardy, lie 
bad groSvsly and wantonly insulted me, 
in the absence of my husband, and while 
i was by tlut liusbatid’s desire in tho 
fullest reliance on Mr. 'I’al hot’s friend- 
ship and hontrr, unsuspectingly solici- 
ting his assistance in regani to su* h 
difliculiieH as naturally occur to a latly, 
lell to manage her own hoiisoliold albiiiH, 
when she lias not been w ell prepareu for 
such HU emergency. 

'I'iiat AJr. Taibol should, at all bac- 
aids, cb‘Tiy the atrocity with which f 
charged him, knowing, as he did, that to 
confess it would be his ruin, and ^ten 4 ( 
«d by the loss of his ooinniiBi>ion, is not 
a ciicumstance that will startle any 
Jury ; but it would indeeAl have been a 
most unusual an cT most insaue proceed- 
ing, for a lady to have tabiicsAed such 
a charge against a gentleman, when it* 
there were a possibility ot keeping it 
from transpiring at all, wifliout danger 
to her fame, silence would have been 
the most natural course fur female de- 
licacy and apprehension to have adopt- 
ed.' Accordinglv, as -lotig as I thought 
that I had suilicient security against a 
renewal of the indecency in the solemn- 
ly pledged honor of Mr Talbot, that on 
condition of my over looking his first 
offence^ no future act o- hia should .dti* 
viat© from that respect which h© ao- 
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knowledged was my due, I burled bla 
trauscression in my own bosom, and 
leould there bare retained it from the 
knowledj^e of, my husband ; but when a 
aecood, and yet ^rbater outrage was at- 
tempted, and when I could j^ot but fee 
thatmy indulgent forgiveness had been 
misconstrued, i put it to yourselves, 
gentlemen, to say, whether 1 had any 
option left, but to endeavour to bring 
him to public puuishmeut. 

Upon charges then duly exhibited 
against him by my huRb;ind, Mr. Talbot 
tvas arraigned before a general court 
martial, and by tliHt tribunal, it need not 
anrpriseyou, gentlemen, to le<rn, that 
he was Hcqiiitied, though (he acquiUal 
would surprise you were you to peruse ^ 
the evfience. 

Unhappily, to n great ^tent for my 
cause, the jPorins ni our criminal law, as 
1 am told, will not admit of the proceed- 
ings of the tribunal being here produ- 
ced in evidence ; hut the world shall be- 
hold them }et, whatever my fate may 
be, and it in no pronouncing them most 
illegal, in many respects, and most un- 
just to me in ail, 1 nm giving tiiem a 
character which diey do not dtserv#, 
then let my namt^ he doubly branded 
with the guilt of wilful falsehood, added 
to that, of an attempt at wilful murder! 

For the present, however, let it sufiice 
to inform you, tibat unlortunately for Mr. 
Ramsay, who was the senior lieute- 
Jieut, he was disliked in the higher 
quarters, and it will not, therefore, sur- 
prise you to learn, that he iiad many 
enemies in the Regiment, who were 
anxious to perform the acceptable ser- 
irice of getdng him removed. 

^ Mr.^ Talbot’s false and infamous de- 
fence, was readily Hupportrd, and gree- 
dily received ! Uis acquittal left me in 
n situation most cruelly *perplexing, for 
it left a most injurious, and most unjust 
doubt dpon my viitue, and upon uiy 
Teracily ; and exposed me to the attacks 
of any libertine who might, iu future, 
ehoose to idhuU me by his behaviour. 

1 had failed to call down lawful pqhish- 
nent on bim> for an outrage at afi time^i 
extremely difficult for a wo^an to 
^htiltantiate by legal testimony ; a«cor- 
ilil^ly, 1 determined, but without |he 
.utn w.;calin deliberation, to reVeUge 
my wtotigs in the only manner left open 
te by exciting hisfear8,aiid exposing 
ridicule and contempt ! Whilst by 
ifietilmeat ef terror 1 terror of per- 


sonal risk ! Tn the minds o^eriona sOs 
ungenerously disposed, {secured to my- 
self that future protection which I had 
sought for in vain at the bands of a 
court martial. With that view, 1 pub- 
licly, and unreservedly declared, that I 
would be revenged upon mr. TaHjot, 
and I sought him in such a manner, 
and Q-pparintly with such a view, as 
could leave iiitle or no doubt that I 
considered the lite of my gross and 
xfanton insulier as no more than a suffi- 
cient expiation of his oflence, 'and that an 
easily procured acquittal, by a military 
tribunal, should not have the e(F ct of 
wliolly scr^,niug him from jf^nalty. 

1 am prepared to acknowledge, gentle- • 
men of the Jury, upon a calmer reuection 
than that winch the state of my mind, 
upi.n the promulgation ot the sentence, 
permitted, that the method I adopted 
was a foolish and a vain one ; but f am 
candidly opening to yourirapartial minds 
the motives which swayed me iu the first 
instance* ' . 

You will not, nor can the law con- 
demn me, lor now, admitting the im- 
propriety ot what I did, i(, at the time 
of doing it, I meditated nothing unlaw- 
ful or dangerous, nor any tlung but 
what then app^^ared to me a justifiable 
meat^ for securing tny peace ol mind 
and'my personal safely. 

Vou will probably have heard from 
the witnesses on the part of the prose- 
cution, as was* correct 13 sworn at Delhi, 
that one of tiie pistols I calVied was 
loaded with both powder and shot, and 
which was never drawn trom my belt, 
and that the other certainly contained 
a charge of powder in the barrel, but 
not of priming, of which it had none; 
these points 1 do not deny, as I shall 
explain to you, they formed an essential 
part of luy design, and that design was 
harmless; had I gone with empty pistols, 

1 was sensible that the efi'ect 1 medi- 
tated could not be obtained. On the 
contrary, an act so obviously harmless 
weuld have been followed b\ ridicule ; 
and would have been probably consi- 
dered as giving confirmation to the foul 
accusations of my enemy, i, therefore, 
deemed it necessary, to the success of 
ray design, to take care that there should 
be no doubt of my serioasne88,*froYn any 
want of apparent means to effect my 
supposed intention ; but that I took care 
fliere should be, in reaUtv , no chance of 
personal misebief sccrqiog to Mr. TnU

One pistol was fully loaded, the other 
]|ad uothinig^ but a charge of powder, 
witly)ut priming, nor bad it shot ; some 
shot similar to those with which I had 
loaded the other pistol, I took with me 
in my hand, and the moment of making 
my attack on Mr. Talbot, jthrew it on 
the ground, for the purpose of inducing 
the belief, that the shot had accidently 
fallen ont ; the two pistols I carefully 
distinguished by a mark, the one unloa- 
ded, with,;ia small piece t^rn off my 
^handkerchief, — you ^ will have heard, 
that there was no priming in the weap- 
on which I used, and that no shot was 
found in if, when examined. 

Will it b? believed, gentlemen, that 
if I had really meditated injury to Mr. 
Talbot, there would have been a dis- 
tinguis'iing mark on the two pistols, or 
that one pistol would not have retained 
its charge, as well as the oAer i 

ft was fully proved in evidence, that, 
though fire ^ame from the ffint, the 
pistol did not go off'; that 1 snapped it 
frequently Again, if I really meditat- 
ed injury, should 1 not, upon the failure 
of til • first pistol, have had recourse to 
the second ? 'fheie is not a particle of 

{ iroof, — there cannot be,becau8e^ it woJild 
>e opposed to the fact, that 1 tried the 
second pistol, or atie.mpteJ to do so. 

Every one of these important circum- 
stances is at total variance with a crimi- 
nal design; 1 believe, I may say, that 
his Lordship will give it to you as law, 

(I have been 8i^ce so advised,; that the 
resent indictment cannot be sustained 
y the Act under which it is said to be 
framed, if it appear evident, that the 
weapon employed, was in such a state, 
as to render it impossible lor any harm 
to ensue. 

You will have heard, that after 1 was 
Seized by the officers in the mess-rooms 1 
repeatedly declared my intention to have 
taken the life of Mr. Talbot, fur the 
injury which he had done me. I even 
wrote to my husband in a foreign lan« 
guage to that effect, knowing it must go 
through the officer of the guard, whose 
suspioion I wished to awaken, by tho 
nniisnal manner of addressing him in 
Frenok, which I knew ^uld be sent iff 
1km bvigadien >from his inability tw 


allow it to pass, not knowing its mean-* 

Gentlemen of the Jury, I broadly ad^ 
mit the fact, 1 did so, both before and 
atW; to, my enemies, and to my 
friends ; it joeing as I have already 
plained to you a part of my deaign«. 
But, Oentlenien, it were otherwise^ 
and such had really been my intention^ 
these declarations would not justify a 
verdict of guilty, in the event of your 
being (Kinvioced that the means 1 adopt-, 
ed to carry the intent iptp executiot^ 
w^ere not wholly adequate to the sup- 
posed end in view.. 

The intent to kill is only to be consL 
deiced, in reason, with reference to the 
v adequacy of the means 'employed to 
effect it ; but if the intent exisf^Vin in- 
ferred grouiiiTs, the guilt is not incur- 
red in law, unless the means are ade-t 
qnate to caiWy it into execution. Ac- 
cordingly, if we can suppose a person 
to have so little knowledge of iire-arma 
as to present an empty ^gun at another 
with the desire and belief that it might, 
be the means of killing or maiming 
him; the mere avowal of that motive, 
Ifowever sincerely made, could not bring 
the matter within the statute, becauso 
of the obvious futility of the means;: 
and, on a like principle, though the 
gun should be charged, if there bo 
a manifest impediment td its doing any 
injury by its goio” off', or if its contents 
be such as to be incapable of doing the 
mischief the statute contemplates, owing 
to the nature of those contents, nr any 
other sufficient cause, — in none of suoh 
cases, will the mere expression of an 
evil intent, warrant a verdict of guilty ; 
for in such circumstances there is^e^seiqw 
tially no overt act ; and the criminality 
is considered limited to the mere men- 
tal desire, fot* which our laws recog- 
nize no punishment ! As to the^ decla- 
rations, themselves, which 1 am stated 
to have made, 1 was too ignorant of 
law to imagine, that 1 stood in any 
actual danger from the imputation ot 
a purpose, which, in reality I never me- 
ditated. 

, I conceived the best thing for me to 
dnwas, to impress all who heard roe, 
Wifh a belief that Mr. Talbot owed his 
escape rather to my mismanagement^ 
than to the innocence of my intention. 

Any ^ther eonstraotion of what f saidi 
after my eeizuroi can only ba mada by 
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4mngtonk9 violence to the coarse of 
httman natare; for, generally speak- 
ing, a designing murderer^ on finding 
liis purpose kanlked, would be anxious 
So oreen himseir from punishment, by 
sh'sclaiming the meditatioii of anysfe- 
lonions act, wliereas> my own consci- 
ous gwiiil0iS8ne09 of such atrocity, ren- 
^red .mo naapprebenshe of any perii io 
from snob an avowal as, at the 
jMripd in question, I considered it expe- 
mieiil to make. * 

' ' ll^fore I conclude my defence, gentle- 
allow me one word as to my hus- 
band, be your opinion of mq what it 
may ; in ray acts, he had no participa- 
^ Hon. All 1 did was without concert or 
bomilq|nication with him ; for them I* 
alone am, in justice, responsible. My 
threats he may have heard ; but of my 
designs, he was in total ignorance, until 
after I was seixed in the mess room. 1 
have now little to add on the subject of 
jny bwu conduct; for which, however 
culpable, I have^already severely suffer- 
ed in an imprisonment, unnecessarily 
protracted beyond all example. 

Xvro points mas|^be plain to you; first, 
ihat I did not injure Mr. Talbot ; second- 
ly, that the pistols vfer^s not in a state to 
iiqure him by the pulling of their trig- 

f ers. For a third point, namely, that 
had no intention to imure him, you 
have my solemo declaratmu, supported 
by the proof of the two former circum- 
•tances. 

My intention, gentlemen of the Jury, 
to yon can never be more, than matter 
> cf conjecture ; that must be buried in 
sny own breast. I' most solemnly deny 
Jiie intent, with which 1 am charged in 
this indictment. 

Will yCn, npon conjecture! conjec- 
ture ! only, and directly* opposed to the 
total inadequacy of the means 1 employ- 
ed, consign me to an ignominious death, 
which must inevitably /o/W yonr ver- 
dict of guilty t

On Mr. Ramsay being called upon for 
his defence, he read as tollows 

hfaif it please your Lihrdship andOsn* 
tlemen of the Jury, » 

Placed at the criminal bar of this 
Court on an accusation which affects my 
life, T feel well assured, that my case 
will meet with a thorough and most nn- 
fiiasspd investigation, when you reflect 
that on the verdict which you shall give 
will depend my being absolved from this 
charge, or sentenced to an i|fnominions 

Gentlemen, in the observations which* 
I am about to make, I am desirous of 
pointing yiiur attention to three distinct 
considerations, — • 

1st, — The credibility to which the evi- 
dence adduced against me is entitled. 

2dly, — If you should consider the 
whole,or any part, of that evidence credi- 
ble, then how far it supports the charge. 

And lastly, what circumstances there 
' are in my favor, which tend io establish 
my innocence. 

Gentlemen, the first consideration, 
which relates jo the credibility to which 
the e/idence for the prosecution is enti- 
tled, is, under the very peculiar circum- 
stances of this case, one of its most im- 
portant leatures. The evidence against 
me is solely bonfined to certam expres- 
sions, which it is alleged that 1 uttered ; 
and on these expressions you are called 
upon to put a construction, which is to 
lead you to the conclusion of my guilt. 
How much therefore ought to depend on 
the accuracy with which the expressions 
are repeated, on the time at which they 
were uttered, the manner with which they 
were delivered, and the previous circum- 
itances or conversation which called them 
forth. Bvery one of these circumstances 
will alter, or aflect the real meaning of 
the party who is accused; and those 
therefore, who undertake to repeat the 
expressions should not only hate the 
most perfect accuracy of recollection, 
but should have had the most perfect 
noolness and sdf-poBsessioii when the 
conversation passed, and be devoid of 
bias through the whole progmn of the 
affair. Now^ gentlemen, I willnnder« 
take to prove to yon, from the evidence 
which has already been addnced, toot 
the fritaonsea far the |fesecntioR eke 
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^l^embert ol a party wbicb exista against 
RM, and canaot, therefore, be devoid of 
bias, and that you, therefore, should re- 
ceive their testimony with a caution, pro- 
portionate to the probability of their be- 
uig inflaenced by this party feeling, and 
to the accuracy which this case requires. 

I will not, gentlemen, detain you by a 
recapitulation of the circumstances, 
which led to the court martial of lieute- 
nant Talbot, nor by dwelling on the oc* 
currences connected with it ; I will oifiy 
ask you to recall them to your remem- 
brance, and judge to what an extent the 
party against me proceeded, when 1 
preferred^'Voluntarily resigning the ser- 
vice, which was my sole support, to en- 
during any longer the persecutions to 
which I was subject. Let me also remind 
you of the unexampled manner in which 
this prosecution has been conducted, and 
of the unprecedented length of imprison- 
ment which I have suffered. 

In April last this transaction occurred, 
and in twenty-one days my wife and I 
were sent off in custody to Calcutta. 
We arrived here on the 34th of June, and 
the Sessions began on the 37th of July, 
when we ought to have been tried. But 
although no time was lost in consigning 
us to a prison, yet the ^vitnesses for the 
prosecution were not to be hurried or in- 
conventenced. True it is, that they were 
on the spot, and could have ^been '^dis- 
atched at the same time that we were ; 
uthad we been acquitted, we should then 
have escaped protracted confinement, 
and had we been condemned, we should 
have been saved the torments of sus- 
pence. Neither of these alternatives suit- 
ed the tender mercies of our prosecu- 
tors ; — a bonus too was to be held out to 
the witnesses, for the good work they had 
in hand, and this was found, in favoring 
them with a visit to Calcutta, amid the 
festivities of its cold season, its theatre, 
and re-unions, and saving them from the 
damps and dulness of the rains. Gen- 
tlemen, this languaee is severe, but not 
too severe ifmerited, and that it is ifieri- 
ted, I can offei you proof almost equal to 
mathematical demonstration. 

[t mast be admitted* that as all the 
witnesses were on tite spot, that they 
coold he»ve been dbpatened, and might 
have arrived at the same« time with us. 
li must be admitted, that this was not 
dene and, thereibre, that we have auffgr- 
«d mentbs, nnneceesary jmprif on^ 


ment. But to ^ove to you that the whole 
was premeditated and desigtned, 1 will 
now tell you, that Mr. Metcalf, the ma- 
gistrate, who placed us in custody^ who 
took the examinations, who had all the 
witnesses diei'ore him, who was on the 
Bfibt where the transaction occurred, and 
who had the power, and whose duty it 
was to commit us for trial, did not de 
so. But he sent us to the Calcutta ma- 
gistrate for final examination and com- 
mittal — to a magistrate 1000 miles ofiv 
and from whom he was keeping back 
the witnesses. Mark now the skilTul ar- 
tifice—had we been committed for trial, 
we could have demanded onr trial, and 
in the aosence of witnesses must have 
b^n acquitted ; bnt by being committed 
for further examination, we could not 
demand a tripl, and the Court, fhs only 
one' sessions had elapsed,) would not 
interfere with the magistrate by discharg- 
ing us on bail. Couple these circum- 
stances together, not only our unneces- 
sary detention but the legal subtilty by 
which the magistrate secured his object, 
giving us a cruel and protracted impri- 
sonment, and gratifying his witnesses 
^with a winter in Calcutta, and ask your- 
selves, if you can l>elieve that the case 
for the prosecution is so pure from pre- 
judice, so free from bias, that you can 
receive evidence of conversations, (which 
of all classes of evidence is the most 
difficult and^elicate) without a suspici- 
on of its having been strained or per* 
verted. I may be told that these corns 
plaints are misplaced, that they coma 
not within your cognizance, and that 
there is a quarter which can afford re- 
dress. No doubt, gentlemen, there ts 
a quarter that can, but the question is, 
whether it wilL In the mother %oun^t 7 
there is but one person who can do no 
wrong, but in this, her colony, this royal 
rivilege seenf^ to be enjoyed by all who 
old place, or are connected w\^h power. 
But though 1 should call in vain for re- 
dress on those who could afford it, I 
shall not call in vain on a British Jury 
to bear my persecutions in mind, and to 
pause ere they place implicit credence, 
on the purity of evidence, produced by 
prosecutors, who have shown such n 
contempt for law, and avidity for op- 
j^fssion. Gentlemen, should it be your 
Opiniou that the -memory of the witnes- 
ses cannot be so tenacions as to enablo 
them \p detail correctly all that I utter- 
ed so many months ego, or if youbolte^ 
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ft ponaible tliat their ^btfemeirta maj 
tie tlSected by any bias which they en. 
tet^ahi, I feel (hat t have a right to do- 
%ialid my aconittal on the$i grounds, 
and to eay^ that you ought not to hnd 
lane goiliy" by putting a .cotiafl'uctton jpn 
my language, unlesa the whole of what I 
aaid, the putnner in which it waa utter- 
ed, and the circumstemcee which led 
to it, have been wholly and utwarnished- 
‘fy detailed to yi>a ; and, gentlemen, of 
how much importance to me wasjlt, tirat 
w trial on which 1 was only to be affect- 
ed hjr the evidence of conversations de- 
p'eirding on the accuracy of recollection, 
a'faonld have taken place at th% earliest 
pohstble period after the event? Gen- 
tlemen, should you he of opinion, that 
the w|^1e, or any part of the evidence * 
adduced against me, is so «free from all 
suspicion of bias, that you can safely 
pronounce a verdict upon it, I have to 
fntreat your attention to the second con- 
sideration, of how far the evidence tends 
to support the charge. 

' I need scarcely remind yon. gentle- 
men, that all evidence is divided into 
two classes, positive and circumstantial ; 
and that while decisions founded on po« 
■itive evidence mu&t depend solely on 
our reliance on the veracity of the wit- 
nesses, in circumstantial evidence we are 
obliged to reason on facts, and from that 
reasoning to arrive at the inclusion of 
the inaoceuce or guilt of tip party accu- 
sed. Hence it is, that verdicts founded 
bn circumstantial evidence are more 
liable fo be erroneous than those which 
depend on positive swearing, for while 
both are equUly dependant on the vera- 
city of the itnesses, a verdict given on 
cfTcumatantial evidence, involves the fur- 
iWr dimculty, that the Jury should have 
^reasoned correctly on the facts, and 
that the conclusion at whjch they have 
arrived is just But, gentlemen, if the 
difficnitjaof drawing a correct infrrf’nce 
is inseparable ^rom that class of evidence 
called circumstantial, how much more 
mbi^t it be ihcseased, when the infcn*ence 
is to be drnwn %iot from ach done, wof 
fr^ facts proved, but merely from mm* , 

f tions itfJsfied'l^^ /rhis is precisely my 
; no attemninii made to charge me 
any act which cpold lead you to 
was patticinatittg in what 
hai bat it is alledged, that when 

I custody, 1 uttered cer-

from which acts, had they bepn proved^^ 
you might have inferred mv guilt? Now» 
had it been substantiated before you, that 
Iliad prepared the clothee, the pistols, 
or the ammunition, that I had given any 
orders respecting them, or put them vki 
Mrs. Ramsay's way ; had it been proved 
to you, that I had been making any in- 
quiries where lieutenant Talbot might 
be found that evening ; had it beea 
shown that I had been assisting my wife 
tn put on the uniform, or had been with 
her Just before she went out. or that I 
was on the watch, or waiting for her re- 
turn ; all these are circumstances from 
which yon might infer that I Was acces- 
sorv to her proceedings. But the extra- < 
ordinary feature in the evidence for this 
prosecution is, that no attempt has been 
made to show that T did any net, from 
which an inference of my guilt cmiUl b? 
drawn, and yet had I done any thing, 
how easy would it have been tohave prov- 
ed it. Taken immediately into custody 
Us I was, removed from my house and 
servants, ray prosecutors, on the spot, with 
unlimited power, and every facili y of 
lifting the affair. Gentlemen, with re- 
gard to the expressions whicli it isallerlg- 
ed that I uttered, I confess my inability 
to detail to you what I may have said. 
My memory may not he so tenacious as 
that of the witnesses who hare appeared 
again.st me ; hut as I cannot recall to ray 
mind vvh^t I uttered, I will not make 
the attempt. 6>it this T will affirm before 
my God and my rountry, that innocent 
as 1 am of the offence imputed to me, 
no expression escaped me, from which 
an impartial persomwonld for one mo- 
ment Infer my guilt. I may have said that 
1 was not surprized at what I was told 
Mrs. Ramsay had done, for I knew that 
she considered hersclt to have been 
grossly injured, and that she felt it deep- 
ly. If I had been asked. 1 may have 
said that Mrs. Ramsay had threatened 
to be revenged on Mr. Talbot, and is 
there any thing to astonish ns in such a 
ihr^i by an angry and injured woman ? 
Are not threats of this kind constitntly 
in the months of all who are weak in 
body, and irritated in mind, from the 
beaten cMld to the helpless feiiMde, 'as 
if the uitemnee of them soothed tbeit 
passion, and consoled their fedileness? 

1 ask yon all, gentlemeni, as men >vho 
know human life, wbeiher if yon had 
hoard a woman in a pasmdn make dsn 
td tttoli aUiredt|Khtttier^ilwe«ld kaf# ^ 





yoAdtha any tlnag more than a 
iprocff of her being highly irritated ? 
R then, the witneaaei have spoken trne, 
and ytra believe that 1 said this, or any 
thing else to the like effect, it amounts 
maretyto the admission of having heard 
an irritated woman make aae of threats ; 
and is it therefwe to be inferred, that I 
must have aided her in carrying these 
threats into elcecution, and that in the 
absence of all atteurpt to ' prove one 
single act done by me, to further her ftf. 
tempt? — Gentlemen, all circumstantial 
evidence must also be inferential, but 
this would be inferential evidence, with- 
out one ct/Sutnslance to 8up|'A>rt it- Find 
tne guilty, and you must noi allow for 
the possibility of the forgetfulness or bias 
of the witnesses. Find me guilty, and you 
must not allow for the surprize and con- 
fusion in which a man must be involved, 
when arrested, and told that his wife has 
b'^en attempting to commit murder. 
Find me guilty, and you must put a 
construction on words alledged to have 
been uttered at such a moment, and 
which construction is to consign me to 
the scaffold, amid a total absence of proof 
of any one act having been done by me 
from which my guilt could be inferred. 
Fut it cannot be, for I wil], boldly affirm 
that no British Jury on such evidence 
ever did, as I confidently hope they never 
will, send a fellow- creature to the 
scaffold. 

Gentlemen, I have now arrived at the 
last frnint for your consideration, which 
is, what there is’in the evidence ami 
case offered by the prosecutors, which 
tends to negative the charge which they 
have made against me. When a man 
is charged with being an accessary be- 
fore the fact, it would naturally be pre- 
sumed, that his accusers would attempt 
to show, that some act had been done 
by him, which assisted the principal in 
the commission of the offence. But no 
act of any sort or kind has been imput- 
ed to me ; and I have, therefore, nothing 
to prove, nothing to negfative. 1 ha^ 
nothing to prove, because vf my whole 
condu^ of that day, and the preceding 
one, were laid before you, how could it 
prove, that 1 did not do some act to aid 
the attempt, when the prosecutors them- 
sehres haWe not charged me with any 
act : Hor have 1 any thi^ to negative, 
bet^anse no one act vs hnpated to me, 
which it would behoTbiXia to prove, that 
- 
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Gentlemen, when the evidence hi io 
meagre and unsatisfactory ; when the 
case .made against me vs so devoid Of 
facts, either positive or circuiDSlanlial,! 
have, ou that ground, a right todetnand 
mya acquittal; but how much stronger 
does that right become, when the charrb 
is in itself ino.^t 1 in pt cibftble. The more 
improbable the clsorge, the more convin- 
cing ought the evidence to be ; Ijrft 
you are now called ou to pionotinra 
roe guilty of a riime, so monsti <.iis in 
be almost incredible, on evidem e, wUleh 
at best ouglit only to lead to suiniisi^, 
but which is deioid of that proof, on 
which odly conviction ought to be 
founded. 

, Gentlemen, the crime of which I am 
accused may justly be ranked ai^ngat 
the worst, if not the worst of wliicli hiiiuan 
nature is capable. The impulse of pas- 
sion, or the fear of detection, may pali- 
ate the offence of the mnrdfrer; but! 
freely admit that no excuse, no puliation 
could be found for me, had I deliberately 
planned the assassination of a fellow 
creature by the hand of another person. 
But in this case the crime would be 
still more moustrnu^ for the h iiid 1 
must have employed was that ot a fe* 
male, and that female iny wife. It would 
have been not only a refinement on 
cruelty, but have betrayed an nt or 
nbandomnenyof every feeling or he ot 
pity, or of tenSerness. 1'he head wliicU 
could have conceived sucli a plan muet 
hare been callous to crime, and the heart 
which yielded to it, enamoured of enor- 
mity. GenUemen, bring h home to your- 
selves ; imagine, if you can, what your 
own feelings would be, if you knew that 
a fell ow creature was to be cut ofi^ 
existence, waiting in Jiis house in quiet 
expectation for the moment when the 
deed was to bo done, and knowing that 
the hand which was to perpetrate it was 
your wife’s, and that without a*' possi- 
bility of detection ; I ask you if the 
mind of the mam, who could devise and 
await the completion of siu^ a scheme 
must not have been under some fiendish 
influence, and, as it were, abandoned to 
tim devil* ^llbat such things have been; 
caitnot be denied, but their occurrence 
has been rare,— most rare. Still more rarii 
among Ehiglishmen,— unexampled amonj^ 
BritM officers — unprecedented in tho 
present age. Are not these observationil 
just ? i make them without shriilkhi^i , 
Eild; I Effirm ii«re^ in 'the intb of tm ' 
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<<;rowdedi court, that if tUia charge be 
true, that 1 seat forth my urSfe to aasaa- 
aioate lieuteoant Talbot, I must be a 
monster unparallelled in the annals of my 
country, my profession, or the present 
age« Conscious of my innocence, 1 a^opt 
the strongest language I can find, and 
if 1 knew of more forcible expressions, 
1 would select them as readily as 1 would 
utter them boldly. 

Oentlemen, the enormity of the of- 
fence must, to a certain extent,*weaken 
the probability of its having been com- 
mitted, by a person of tny station and pro- 
fession, and it,' therefore, demands that 
the evidence against me shnnlif be unim- 
peachable, decisive, and convincing.^ It 
IS for you to say whether, under the pre-# 
iudiCl^of party feeling, and the esta- 
blished persecution of unnecessary im- 

S risonment, yon believe that the evi- 
ence of the prosecutors is untainted 
by bias. It is for you to say whether 
that evidence is decisive, which is un- 
supported by facts, and is a mere infer* 
once from conversations. And it is for 
od to say, whether evidence tainted by 
ias, and doubtful, because inferential, 
is sufficiently concincing to induce y<fa 
to convict me of a crime, which is ira*^’'- 
probable from its enormity. But though 
K was my duty to point your attention 
to the uiter failure of the case adduced 
against me, yet must I oimp^more protest 
my entire innocence, in m full reliance 
on which, I with confidence await your 
verdict. 

The Chief Justice having stated the 
nature of the indictment against the 
prisoners. Ann Louisa Ramsay and Al- 
lan IV^insay, observed, that upon the law 
*1Cf the case there was no difficulty, for 
to support the charge it was necessary 
that the pistol should, be so loaded, 
that it went off it would have effected 
the intontion, and that it was natural to 
'expect that it would have gone o£F on 
pulling the trigger ; therefore, in the 
case ot Mre; Ramsay, before the Jury 
could find her guilty, they must be 
satisfied of two points — first that she did 
actually make tne attempt to discharge 
rM pistol — ^secondly that the pistol was 
mk loaded"* aa she might have expected 
it to have gone off, in which case it 
arould have done George Richard Talbot 
grievous bodily harm. With re- 
ference, to AUan Hamsay, there *was the 
fact of $iia,.i>thjdr piiaoRer having been 


his wife, and the Jury slmnld, before 
conviction, be satisfied that he knew the 
articular intention of his wife, and that 
e might, but did not, prevent her from 
attempting it. A great deal that he 
should otherwise have had to comment 
upon, his Lordship said, would now 
require no remark from him, in conse- 
quence of the line of defence adopted 
by Mrs. Ramsay, in wbicb she had ad- 
mitted so much of the circumstances, 
that he could not, with any degree of 
benefit to the case or assistance to the 
Jury, go over the evidence which refer- 
red to them ; and he wonld, therefore, 
be the better enabled to diSiw their at- 
tention to those points in the case, whiclk 
remained, and which were controverted 
by the defence, and which would re- 
quire the most anxious and painful con- 
sideration. It appeared, that Mr. Talbot 
was on terms ot intimacy with Mr. and 
Mrs. Ramsay, and was in the habit of 
going to their house, and that, on one 
occasion, a familiarity took place, which 
was resisted ; but on an explanation 
having taken place, it was forgiven, on 
' a solemn promise that it should not be 
repeated. That in August, the visits of 
lieutenant Talbot, to the house of Mis. 
Ramsay, were interdicted, upon which 
occasion, be spoke of what had formerly 
occurred, which, as was natural, became 
th^ subject of conversation, and a court 
martial *Upon lieut. Talbot took plate, 
upon a ebargi;, that he had behaved him- 
seif improperly towards the wife of his 
friend ; that in his defence, he charged 
her with grossly improper conduct, and 
that he was acquitted ; that there was 
a good deal of bickering and ill blood 
in the Regiment, and that bad feeling 
existed amongst the officers. All this, 
his Lordship said, was in evidence, and 
he only referred to it as^the sole ground 
upon which to rest the malicious feel- 
ings of Mrs. Ramsay towards lieut. 
Taibut. It further appeared, that on 
9th April, a number of persons were 
present at the mess of the Ist Regiment 
N. I. and the account given by them 
of what passed on the occasion, his Lord- 
ship thought was marvelously consis- 
tent ; he recapitulated the substance of 
it, andsaid that the most material point 
in it for the consideration oR the jury, 
was as to her having been seen ^ to put 
her bend to her waist, from which she 
might have perhaps taken a second pis- 
tol, as was partly the t^preaaioa -of 
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^Df the vitiieBseB ; he then briefly stated 
what had been proved as to the loading 
of the pistols, the expressions used by 
Airs. Ramsay, and the French letter 
which had been put in for the purpose 
of showing that she admitted to her hus- 
band that it was her intention to have 
destroyed lieutenant Talbot. 

With respect to Mrs. Ramsay, this 
was the most material evidence, and his 
Lordship did not know that he ha^ 
omitted to state any thing which might 
assist the Jury in giving the case a 
proper consideration, or be of the least 
beneiit to^jdrs. Ramsay hei^self; it re- 
^ mained for him to apply it to the two 
points upon which the Jury should be 
satisfied before they convicted. His 
Lordship would here relieve the case 
entirely of the second pistol, for the 
evidence as to that rested upon what 
had been stated by lieutenant Corner, 
and seeing the small share of knowledge 
even he had of it, and the great cent 
fusion which must at the time nave pre- 
vailed, he did not think the Jury could 
safely conclude that any attempt waa* 
made with that pistol ; the question 
would, therefore, resolve itself into this, 
was i;he pistol presented at lieutenant 
Talbot’s head and snapped, so loaded 
that it might naturally have beea ex- 
pected to have gone off ; for there couSd 
be no doubt, if it were so loaded, of Mrs. 
Ramsay's intention, ft was in evidence, 
that in that pistol there was powder 
and paper, but there was none as to its 
having been primed, and his Lordship 
was of opinion it might be safely con- 
cluded, that when that pistol was tak- 
en from Mrs. Ramsay there was in it no 
shot*, upon one of the pistols was a 
white rag, and on this point he was afraid 
to suggest any use it could have been, 
other than what Mrs Ramsay had stat- 
ed in her defence. It was true that, if 
as she stated, there was no priming, the 
pistol could not have well gone off', and, 
consequently, it was not so charged as to 
support the indictment. ^ 

The facts his Lordship said which left 
ihe whole matter in difficulty were, that 
no witness spoke to having seen sparks, 
when the click of the pistol was first 
beard; there might have been none, and 
ihe very act of snapping, and of re- ad- 
justing the hammer and cock, might have 
thrown out the powder, — on the contrarp, 
iC sparka had been sees, as wove on the 


second occasion, tbe inferettce would 
naturally have been, that the pistol waa 
not primed, or so prepared as to do the 
mischief intended. As tA the shot, he 
thought it very doubtful, if any bad been 
in ihe pistol, and this would have been 
most material, but for other oircum- 
stances. These were the considerations, 
which, in bis Lordship's opinion, left the 
case so doubtful, that the Jury would 
have to go into other circumstances, to 
see if She probabilities were in favour 
of the pistol's having been so loaded as 
to support the charge ; and the first 
which presented itself was, that the other 
pistol w^s properly prepared, so that 
the^ probable inference, in the absence 
»o( other circumstances, would be, that 
the mischief was really intended fllshavo 
been done ; ffut there was this which 
should, by no means, be forgotten, that 
one of the pistols was marked with a 
white rag, and that it was the one which 
was snapped, and in which no priming or 
shot was found. This fact gave rise to 
a doubt which the Jur/ would have to 
consider — why it was so marked ; Mrs. 
Ramsay said it was to show the pistol 
v^hich was harmlessly loaded, but upon 
that the Jury would nave to decide. 

The second circumstance was the shot 
found, and his Lordship was of opinion, 
that there could be little doubt it was 
brought intol||[e room by Mrs. Ramsay, 
whether in tne pistol or not; bnthedid 
not think it a material fact that the 
Jury should determine that it remained 
in the pistol after the first snapping ; 
for, upon the evidence, he thought the 
powder and wadding would have been 
sufficieDt to do the mischief ; but it was 
by no means immaterial to coosidOv 
wnetber or not it bad been in the pistol 
at all. Mrs. Ramsay said sbe took it into 
the room in herhand and threw it on thn 
floor, and that such was apart^of her 
Ian. If this were true it would show sho 
ad no hostile purpose ; on the contrary 
if ihe shot had been put inti^tbe pistol, it 
would show that her intention were 
deadly. 

Tbe third circumstance bis Lordship 
observed, was with reference to the wordii 
spoken at the time of this' occurrence 
by Mrs. Ramsay, which he read to the 
Jury, and explained why the law attach* 
ed considerable weight to such declarA- 
tiona, observing, at the same time, that the 
Jury should cunpla with these words whet 
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jlb^liad«aMlinr bfr^^fe pee, which, iC nat 
true, waeceiUmiy a moat artful one, and 
4key muet remember that she h.ad> ex- 
piaining them by saying, it waa piart of 
iser purpose to instil )ieu'eQ|int Talbot 
with terror, to hold him up to ridicvle, 
nnd that she wanted to impress all 
piesent, with a belief, that he owed hia 
life ra Uer to her mismanagement, than 
to the innocence of her intention; the 
iury would have to say. whether the 
wordn spoken, were uttered with ^his in- 
tention, or wete a full declaration oi what 
her object was. 

The next circumstance was the French 
letter, and there were in it the^se words. 

Without doubt my friend, it was /ny 
inteonon to bio v his brains out, and iff 
toy hdd been so good as the heart 

which !ed me to attempt his days, 1 
should not have missed my aiin,l should 
have bad the satistviction to see his 
hrains fill amongst the sweetmeats on 
the table; the monster will yet pay me 
the forfeit of hi^ crime.” 

This, bis Lordship said, was apparent- 
ly an answer sent to her husband ; the 
offence was a serious one, and it wa8ui%> 
doubtfldly dilficulC under such circun^. 
stances, to account in any other way, fo‘^^ 
such expressions, than as an open <lec]a 
vation of her real intention. If it ha<l 
been writteabefore, it tuigl'f appear to 
bavcf been done with the of fright- 
ening, but considering that it was writ- 
ten to her husband, and eight days after 
the transaction had taken place, it was 
difficult to attach any other sense to them, 
than the obvious meaning of the words 
wonld imply. Much would depend upon 
thin Iftter ; she had given an explana- 
tlSn of it in her defence, and it was 
lor the Jury, under all (he circumstances, 
to say, whether it was written for the 
Jhi^rpose of keeping up terror; if not, 
4nd they were of opinion it was giving 
ber real intentions, it would go so far, 
bod still farther ; for it would show, that 
the pistol was really loaded.

The Chief Justice remarked, with re- 
ference to Mr. Ramsay, that unless the 
Jury were satisfied of the guilt of Mrs. 
Ramsay they could not go into the consi- 
deration of his case ; for if there was no 
criiuinal act or intention there could be 
no accessory. As against IV^. Ramsay,, 
there was the evidence of tlie Officers^ 
who went to his bungalow, (which his 
Lordship recapitulated,) lieyuud which 
was the fact of Mrs. Ramsay being his 
wife, and living in the same house ; so 
that if he did know of her intentiun, he 
did not, ihough he might, have attempted 
to prevent her from putting it into exe- 
cution — he would therefore be an acces- 
sory before the fact; but the Jury mustfirst 
be satisfied, not only (hat he knew she did 
•intend to be revenged, but that ho knew 
she wont out with the precise intention, 
on the night of 9th April last. There 
was beyond all ibis the fact of the pis- 
tols being purchased on the '28th of 
March, from which the Jury would have 
to draw their own conclusions. 

As far*as Mrs. Ramsay was concern- 
ed, the Chief Justice urged upon the 
Jury the necessity of giving the fullest 
and best attention to what she had 
stated in her defence, and as for Mr. 
Kam.say, he suggested the improbabilities 
which must present themselves, of a man 
in his situation of life and an officer, 
being guilty of the base and cruel inten- 
tion of taking away the life of a brother 
officer by the hands of 'a woman, and 
that woman his own wife, and in con- 
clusion observed, that though not the na- 
tural, yet the civil life of the prisoners-— 
all that was worth living for, was in 
th|,ir hands, and be therefore impress d 
upon them, in the most solemn manner, 
the necessity of giving to the case the 
deep and , attentive consideration it so 
much meritud. 

The Jury after a rather short iionsut- 
tation, brought in a verdict* of Not 
Chtilfy.

,who was nn Saturday last convicted of 
uttering a forged note for five hundred 
rupees, w-ith intent to defraud the Bank 
of Bf^hgal. 

Mr. Habberly was next called and 
stated, rlmr ho explained to the prisoti(*r 
)ns deposition as given at tlie Police 
Otiice upon oath. The deposition of the 
prisoner at thu Police in the case of 
Kahnnchundar Ciiatrenie^- was read to the 
Juiy by the clerk of tlie Court, It set 
lorth that the prisoner went on the thud 
of Chourn Iasi from Calcutta to Santioore 
in com anv with Eshanchunder Cha ter- 
jee, anti Ju»ggisaore Mullick, the two 
lotrer w^re in pariuership, aud went to 
Siinmiore with five hundred rupees lu 
silver for the purpose of buying cjoth, 
but on arrival, finding it dear they tiid 
not purcljase any, and Es]ian< hundj^r 
CuatfergHH requested the pnsuiifer to go 
into tiiH Ihisar and purchase a Ibmgnl 
Bank ii'iie ol the above amount. He ac* 
cor-ongly went fo the shops of Goviiid 
and Ham Mion Podars, but not being able 
to pioc'rn a note ot the abov* amount at 
their shoos, he went to Uustumchura 
Podnr’s »ih<'p, w'here the iatter sold him 
one, for Sa. Rs. 501. 8, which turned out 
io be a forgery, and upon which Eshan* 
chunder Chatterjee was convicted on 
Saturday last for uttering it wuh a guilty 
knowledge of iis being ioiged. 

Bustumchiirn Podar was then sworn 
and deposed, that he is a resident of 
Santipore ; he left the latter place for 
Kishnaghur where he arrived on t he ?3d 
ilttg’im last, for the purpose of def^mdu.^ 
an action brought against him for Sa. Rs. 
10,000 resoecting some Indigo which he 
bail purchased. He leturned to Sauti 
pore on the llth Cfwitro last. During his 
stay at Kishnaithur, he uved at the house 
of Comol JBodar, during which period ho 
nerer paid a visit to Santipore. He did 
BOt see the prisoner at Santipore on the 
eth ChidtrA last, nor did lie er^t sell him 
Hauk of i^ngal note fti’r Sa. Rs. SOOr. Ho^ 
iht^ar obaerredi tkat fait faUtex Raia* 


dhone Podar, to whose shop the prisoner 
stated he went on the 8ih O^oitro last, 
has been dead ten or twelve years. Comol 
Podar deposed, that Busiumcbum lived 
with him pt Ki.shnaghur, trom the 23(1 
Au^un to the ll li Choitro Us\ be produ* 
ced his hooka in ('our , winrii shewed that 
cm the 4tli Choilio last. HM«>tu'nchurn bor- 
rowed of him Sa, Rb. :>0. 'Diirteen of 
which he repaid on the 8ih and borrowed 
twelve pice ; and on the l\th Choitra 1>« 
repaid witness the balance oi 37 Rupees, 
after wbicb he returned to lii.s house at 
Santipore. Bustumchurn never remained 
away from witness house lone enough, to 
go to Santipore and retain to Kishnnehur; 
as tlie dietaiice each wav is seven cos*. 

The prisoner on being called upon for 
liisRiefeuce, observed t!»at no thief would 
^dinit he had commuted a robbery ;^here 
weie many w^ys and means to gt^froin 
Kishnaghur to Santipore, and hack agaio 
in a day ; w‘hen a man h»»« committed t% 
crime, he has no repugnance in repeauiig 
it.

H. Pratt, who, taking his text 
from John XIII. and 35 verse, By 
this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye love one ano- 
ther,’* delivered a most feeling and 
eloquent address, in the course of 
which he impressed upon his hearers, 
the practice of those moral princi- 
ples, which are generally understood, 
and we believe are admitted, to be 
the end and aim of Masonic Union. 

Tlie Reverend gentleman stated, 
in the coiiise oi his sermon, tliat it 
w«)ul(l be impossible for him, (consi- 
dering the very brief notice he had 
received, that he should be called 
upon to preach, and that he was not 
himself a member of the fraternity,) 
to urge as iiiiiy as he could wish the 
excellences ol masonic regiilatiiins, 
or to direct himself to his hearers 
in that language which one 'brothel 
should use to another; but these cir- 
cumstances could arise from no 
want of inclination, heart, or desire; 
for to any monster of the Gospel it 
could not be otherwise than pleas- 
ing, to view assemblies of men join- 
ed together to promote the purposes 
of charity and love, for it was known 
that Masonry charged all its fol- 
lowers to unite with the virtuous 
of every persuasion in the firm and 
pleasing bond of fraternal love — that 
it taught them to view the errors of 
mankind with compassion, and t^ 
strive, by the purity of their conduct, 
to demonstrate the superior excel- 
lence of the faith they profess ; thus 
showing Masonry to be the centre 
of union between good men and 
true, and the happy means of con- 
ciliating friendship amongst those 
who must otherwise have remained , 
at a^rpetuai distance. 


On the question so offen asked^ 
why persons should unite in com- 
paratively small bodies for the exer- 
cise of charity, which is the bo lind- 
en duty of all (Christians ? the view 
of the Reverend preacher was 
clear and judicious. Indiscriminate 
charity, he justly observed, was no 
charity at all, hut almost a premium 
upon idleness ; for many there were, 
who would rather live upon alms 
than exe?t themselves to be indus- 
trious and useful ; and if persons 
did not unite for the purposes of 
supporting those objects of ^dis- 
tress, into whose circumstances they 
had the means and power of inqui- 
ry, many a deserving being would 
be allowed to fiass by and to fall 
neglected into the grave; but where 
the union exists the idVe can be re- 
proved— the industrious encourag- 
'ed. To ask why that poverty exists 
atv all which Masons are called 
upon to relieve, would be withdraw- 
ing the veil which covers the coun- 
cils of the Almighty ; but without 
it — that industry which- keeps tho 
world in mofioii — that society which, 
by mutual wants, connects mankind 
—that charity which is the bond of 
affection — that brotherly love which 
is the cape stone — the cement and 
glory ot the ancient fraternity of 
Masons, would h^e neither a name 
or place. It existed — it was tj 
relieved, and this duty of charity 
was, perhaps more than any other, 
enforced by scriptural precept ; the 
discharge of that heaven-bora i^irtue 
was the boundcri duty as it was the 
exercise of all good Masons, and it 
was the test by which the true 
followers were known, for “ by this 
shall all men know, that ye are my 
disciples, if ye love one another, ” 

We much regret our inability to 
attempt, at any length, the feeling 
manner in w'hich the Rev. gentle- 
man impressed upon those, whose 
very bon.^d of union, — whose profes-r 
sion and practice is charity, the exer« 
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oise of that principle ; or the Ian- nor in which he enforc^ upon the 
^uaire in which he pleacled the cause fraternity tlie exercise of brotherly 
of the poor and indigent, the dis- love, whe(h«*r they moved in a higher 
tresacd,the fatherless^ and the widow^ or less exalted statioii in life.

Durfag tbd lata 
Epidemic Variola, the natives, in several 
opulous d istricts were forced to ac- 
Qowledge their confidence in the pro- 
tection aiforded by vaccination, and itig 
painfiii to observe, that in several instanc- 
es, there were not means to afford them 
the berA*fit of the pro|diy lactic, when they 
most earnestly sought lor it. 

9. — Uemarks on the mode of perform- 
ing the operation of vaccination, by J. 
Htitchinshn, Esq. in which the author ad- 
vises the vaccine lymph to be inserted in- 
tto the usual puncture in the arm, by 
means of au ivory point in prefercUce to 
the lancet, asbe thinks the lymph is more 
apt to be pushed back along the blade of 
the lancet instead of being efieclualiy iu- 
siuualediato the puncture.

Mr. Brett's case of Lithotomy on a 
Hindoo child, in which the operation was 
fallowed by teianus, and the patient ulti- 
mately recovered. 

Dr. H. Mackenzie's case of inveterate 
ulcers, with diseased bone, in a native, 
qui kly cufed by the use of Madar; ana 
Dr. VVard’s account of an Epidemic 
Catarrh that had prevailed very generally 
in the Island of Penang, during the 
monilus of July and August, 1831 Thiu 
Epidemic seems to have depended ‘Oa 
some disordered condition of the atmos- 
phere, and the pulmonary symptoms with 
fever were, in many instances,very severe. 

' 3'he author says ‘‘ no circnmst.ance%cc^* 
red during the jirogress of tke malady to 
induce the belief of its being contagious** 
A similaii: disease appears to faav e prevail- 
ed exiensiveiy in the Island of J^va, and 
in some distnets to have been, ma con- 
siderable ptoporiion of cases, fatal. The 
account of the disease at Jftva, transmit- 
ted by Dr. Ward, states, that in the dis- 
trict cf Soorabaya, whet'e. the popuUtioa 
is 811,192 souls— 48,217 persons were 
attacked with the Epidemic, of whom 103 
died and in. the depai'tment of Grissea, 
with a population of 223,626—62,^23 
persons suffered from the Epidemic, of 
whom 8 died. Here also the disease wag 
ascribef^ to sudden alternations of tempe- 
rature, with an unusual degree of biuet4j^ 
ty of the atmosphere. 
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, At tlie Meeting of the Medical and 
Piiyaical So'ciety on 4he 7th January, 
1S33, Messrs. Wood, Macnee, Ghristop> 
her, and J. P, Clrant, were elected Mem- 
bers ef the Society. The ballot was then 
taken ior office bearers for the 
1832, and the following gentlemen were 
elected :

The following Communications were 
then presented to the Society. 

1st. — Dr. Boswell’s casw of Pendulous 
Tumors of the nose, with a drawing, by 
which it seems ^le patient must have had 
a most grote.sqne appearance, as some of 
the tumors hung down as low as the 
chin : the disease occurred in a Malay 
man. The tumors ^ere removed by liga- 
ture and the knife. 2d — An account of 
the varieties of East India Opium, by Dr. 
Smyttan, of the Bombay Service. 3d. — 
Dr. R. Tytlers, account of a plant used 
by Natives* topreventthe scorpions from 
stinging tlicin, with a relation of the trials 
made to provoke the scorpion to sting 
the' arm of a man while the plant was 
bold near it. These trials were made in 
presence of other witnesses besides Dr. 
Tytler, and, as far as can he judged of 
the 'experiments related, it appears that 
tllb scorpions then used were not easily 
provoked to sting those who handled 
them ; but there is no information as to 
whether anv trials were made to irritate 
these aeptiles when the plant, which is 
supposed to stupify or fascinate them, 
was not held neslr. A^large blue scorpion, 
and a brown scorpion were used in these 
experimeoisv A ^ell finished drawing of 
the scorpion and of the root alluded to, 
ncoompanied thi« communication, and 
t^i specimens ofthe plant, in its dried 
which is said to be of the class 
l^^fffiiesia ; but not being accompanied 
by the flower, its botaoicat characters 
CjUinot h'^ exactly asoerUined. ^ A short 
nuiiee of similar experiments^ which 
Wftt Bade ia presence of Brigadier 


O’Halloran, was also transmiifed through 
the Medical Board by Mr. Playiair of 
Benares. 4th. — Mr. Bosvrell’s Abstract of 
meteorological register kept at Penang 
for the months of August, September, and 
October, 1831, whereby it appears that 
in those three mouths, the quantity of 
rain which fell on the hdl was 35 inches 
and|^, while in the talley, at North 
Bearii' the quantity of rain in the same 
period was 25 inches The thermo* 
fneter was, on an average, nearly eight 
degrees lower on hill, than in the valley. 
6th. — Two tables, presented by the Me- 
dical Board of Bengal, showing the 
nuiuher of%ick, and rate ol’^nortality in 
the European and Native Troops at the* 
Madras Presidency, for several years, 
6th.— Observations on the contagious 
nature of Cholera, by James Hutchinson, 
Esq. 7th. — Medical Report on the diseas- 
es at Penang for three moiitbs, ending* 
September, 1830, with copy of cases, by 
Mr. J C. Boswell, Assistant Surgeon at 
Penang. 8th. — Case of Elephantiasis of 
the Scrotum, wiih a drawing, by J)r. J. 
N. Casanova. 9th. — An E.ssay on the 
peculiarities ol' the loetal circulatitm, 
printed in the Gordon lan.iuage, by J. 
Tytler, Esq, lOth. — A letter from J)r. 
Gregory Vos, pf Calcutta, ofl'eriug to the 
Society an analysis of authenticated facts 
relative to ^le contagious nature of Chu- 
lera. 

Dr. Mount’s observation, on the pre- 
valence of Hepatitis at Bangalore, were 
then read and discussed by the Meeting. 
A detail of Meteorological Observations 
■made at Bangalore, is prefixed to thi^ 
Essay,, showing that, for a considerable 
period of the year, the morning tempe- 
rature in a cool room is from sixty two 
to seventy-four degrees of Farenheit, 
while there is often n bright sun at noon, 
and frequent variations of temperature 
from the refreshing showeis of two 
monsoons. The climate of Bangalore al- 
together, is described as excellent, con- 
ducive to rapid convalescence after acute 
diseases, not liable to cause a tendency 
to pulmonary complaints; and for the 
greater part of the year agreeable to the 
feelings of Europeans — intiting them to 
use acjtive habits, often inducing them to 
expose themselves much in the aon* 
The station of Bangalore^ inttfe provinoe 
of Mysore, between the eastern Ghauts, is 
described as a barren table land^ at ai^ 
elevation of nearly three hundref|j|||^et 
abore the lerel of the a^ a^ aoiroimii)^ 
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luxtindhi Tallies at a Utile distance. 
Tlie prevailing diseases in the regiment 
of European dragoons, above six bund* 
red strong, stationed at Bangalore, are 
stated to be Fever, Dysentery, Hepatitis, 
and Bbeumatism. The causes of Hepa> 
til is among Europeans are considered to 
be stimulant food and drink, active exer- 
tions, and exposure to the diurnal vicis- 
situdes of temperature, &Q. 

Dr. ATouat concludes with observingii 
that tuedioal writers of repute have con- 
sidered Hepatic diseases as endemial to 
certain parts of the Madras territories ; 
and others, >^rticularly Dr. Xames John- 
fon, who is supported by Dr. Annesly, 
supposes its frequency to be attributable 
to the nature of the soil and seasons, 
causing the high medium annual average 
temperature uhich prevails in the In- 
dian Peninsula. ^ 

“ Dr. Annesly, besides enumerating a 
great variety of exciting causes, agrees 
with the view oi Dr. Johnson, and says, 
the greater prevalence of Hepatitis and 
Dysentery amongst the European Troops 


on the Madras, than the Bengal Presi- 
dency, seems, in some degree, to be owing 
to the greater warmth of the climate.*^ 
Dr. Mouai says, therefore Kuropeaiui 
residing wt Bangalore may be looked 
uptfti as peculiarlv subjext to HepatitiS| 
nor can ibis be accounted for, on conaiv 
deration of the high prevailing tempera- 
ture, since the medium range of the ther- 
mometer, as extracted from the records 
of the corps, would give hut an annual 
averagd of seventy-four degrees of Fa- 
reuheit, for several jears past. Dr. 
Mouat is, therefore, of opinion, that the 
causes assigned by Dr. Johnson ai^ Mr. 
Annesly, tor the prevalence of Hepatitis; 
so t]|^r from being correct, are positively 
wefuted. a.^ far as regards high tempera- 
ture at this Station ; (as Hepatitis much 
aifects tlie Natives, and in a very small 
proportion the European women or chil- 
dren). The author says weiuubtlook to 
other sources for its frequency at Ban- 
galore. The real cause ot the prevalenca 
of Hepatitis at particuli^ Stations, can 
only be ascertained by the most careful 
» comparison of correct data. — Govi- Ga§» 
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The Annual Meeting of the Subscri- 
bers to the Civil Annuity Fuiid to^ 
place on the ‘id Jan. at the.

A good deal of conversation then took 
lace as to the appropriation of the large 
alause, (amounting, as we understood, 
to about eight and twenty lacs,) anisiug 
from the accumulations of subscriptions. 
A letter was read from Mr. Onslow, a 
Subscriber at Fii^ttehpore, in the interior, 
proposing that the rate of subscrption 
should be diminished ; but indepen- 
dently of tbe consideration that this did 
not dispose of the question as relating 
to these vast actual accuiIiulatioDS, it 
was observed that a lower rate of sub- 
scription would only leave more to ba 
paid when the time of retirement came, 
and the only possible advantage would 
result from the family of a Subscriber 
benehtlngto the extent of the sum not 
subscribed in the event of death. After 
much discussion Mr. Middleton mada

and that the attendance and attention 
of all members resident inCalcuttamay 
be earnestly recommended, to the op- 
portunity afforded of expressing their 
sentiments on any proposition that may 
. then be submitted to the Service at large 
^n. this finhjWt. ^

ed;, managers of the past year were 
, re>e)ected ; and the thanks of the meet- 
ting votec^tO those gentlajl^en, and to 
Mr. Morley for his able conduct in thq 
pbair.

MEETING AT THE PARENTAL ACADEMY, 


Pursuant to nnblic advertisement, a 
tmhlic meeting wn«« on Thursday the 5th 
Jan. held at the Parental Academic In* 
Btitution, for the purpose of taking steps 
for the erection, by auhacription, of a mo- 
nument to the late Mr. H. L, V. Derozio, 
At the apuointed hour of meeting, (seven 
o^clock,) the lower hall of the above bpild- 
ing was numerously and most respectably 
attended ; among those present, we ri>- 
ticed, with pleasure, several Hindoo gen* 
tlemen, some of whom took an active part 
in the nrooeedinzs. 

Mr. J. \V. Ricketts was unanimously 
called to the chair, and in a very feeling 
manner opened the business of the even- 
ing lie observed that the matter upon 
which they then met, was of a melancho- 
ly nature, it was the loss of one of the 
community to which he belonged, and ro 
whom they are indebted for past services- 
The late Mr. Uerozio was one whose briU 
liant career of services rendered to the 
Eastlndian community could never be for- 
got, and he was sure, every body in the 
present assembly would sympathize with 
bim in his feelings of sorrow, caused by 
tlie premature d^ ath of their late dopart'sd 
friend. For four or five years, he was a 
teacher at the Hindoo College, in which 
capacity he exhibited a degree of zeal and 
imrivity hitherto unprecedented, and to 
which, several of the Hindoo youths could 
testify. At^ter he left the College he de- 
livered bictareson Moral Philosophy to 
them, and continued to do so once a week 
Vp to the time of bis djeatb. He considered 
It uiup^ecessary for him to add any thing* 
(ttrthSr upon the lybject ^ and having made 


these preliminary obssr^ntions, he ob- 
served, that u was the wish ot rhe E ist 
• Indian Community to raise a public mo- 
nument in memory of departed worth. 

®lVrr. W. Kirkpatriefcsthen rose end ad- 
dressed the meeting at coii'^Hlerahlo 
length. He remarked that the s^^nsnuoa 
caused by the death of Mr. J)**rozio waa 
extraordinary, and such as was never felt 
before; his abilines h.'id exci«ed the sur- 
prise ofev^ry one, pariicuhirly those wiio 
read bis first volume of Poems, It was 
thought by Europeans, that the East In- 
dian body was destitute of tah nt, hut ho 
showed the fact to be otherwise. The 
late Mr. Dvtozio, when he took that work 
in hand, was not favored with the smiles 
and paitrouage of the great ; he brought 
himself to public notice by Ins extrXordA* 
nary talents. Europeans, he was sorry to 
say, are slow to perceive abilities in bis 
community, au^ still slower to reward 
them. Whatever he undertook was so 
satisfactory that his friends could uot ex- 
pect better. By establisbing the East In- 
dian Newspaper be brought the disabili- 
ties under which the East jfndian Com- 
munity were labouring into greater notice 
than they otherwise would have been. Hc 
observed that he waa sure every indivi- 
dual would deplore his premature death. 
In the most prominent pages of history, 
the grave, it may be seen, receives 
honours, which came too late for the pos- 
sessor to enjoy. He concluded by moving

Resolution 4lh, moved by Mr.L. Fraser 
and seconded by Mr. J. A. Lorimer. That 
any surplus wiiich may be left from tjje 
■uharription raised on account of the mo- 
nument, he handed to the family of the 
late \Tj-, Deiozio, 

The whole of the above resolutions 
Were carried unanimously, and a letter 
whs read from Mr. G. H. Stapleton, the 
proprietor of a lithographic press in the 
Cossitollah, suggesting the propriety of 
atrikina off in Lithography, a Portrait of 
tbelate Mr. H* L. V, Derozio, which yvouid 
be charged for at two Rupees each copy. 
He stated his confidence of Being able to 
sell one thousand copies, and his willing- 
ness of undertaking the work free of any 
prcufliary consideration to himself, and 
that the proceeds arising from the sale 
thereof, after all expenses are deducted, 
should be handed over tu the Committee 
towards the erection of the monument. 

Mr.u Roger Dina seconded the above 
motion. , * •

. fibit bugbt tf be'Sttbinittrd to the consi- 
dern^oii pf thet)ommiuee and not to the 
eonveited. , 


Mr. J.' A. Lojimer tbougM the obyec* 
tioD raised by Mr. Hill quite Trrelevant, it 
was a subject conceruing Mr. Derosio and 
ought to he at once discussed. He obser- 
ved that he had several objections’ to make 
to Mr. Stapleton’s resolution, the first of 
which was, that he thought publishing a 
portrait of tbd late Mr. Derozio would, in 
a great measure, deteriorate the sale of the 
work about to be published by Miss De- 
rozio ** A memoir of her late brother,'^ as 
it was her intention to attach his portrait 
tpher work. He further observed, that the 
only individual who had> a miniature of 
their late friend, was Miss Derozio, and 
she had expressed her unwilluigness to 
give u up until her work was published. 

Baboo kishna MohiiiP Bonneijee 
thought the publishing of Mr. Derozio’s* 
portrait separately from his memoirs, 
would not in the least hurt the sale of 
Miss Derozio's intended work, us the lat- 
ter would not be purchased lor the sake 
of the portrait, but for the history of a de- 
parted friend, and, as he considered him, 
a benefactor. 

After some desultory conversation, the 
following resolution wussubmitted to the 
Meeting by Mr, J. W, Ricketts. That 
*Mr. Slopleton's proposal be accepted, and 
,a portrait of the late Mr» Derozio be pub- 
lished in Lithography, with the consent 
of the family, and that the thanks ot this 
Meeting be pxeseuted to Mr. Stapleton 
for li^s generous offer. 

Resolution 6th, moved by Baboo Kishna 
hU^hun Bonuergee, and seconded by Mr. 
Roger Bias. 

That the thunks of the meeting be given 
to the iManagers of the Parental AcaUemic 
lustitution for the use of iho hall. 

Resolution 7ih, moved by Mr. W. R. 
Fenwick and sedouded by Mr. M. Crow. 

Thar the thanks o*t the meeting be given 
to Mr. Ricketts for the able manner in 
which he discharged the duties of Chair- 
man. 

Several persons addressed the meeting, 
the plirportof their respective speeches 
were high eulogiums on the late Mr. 
Derozio. 

Subscription books were handed round, 
and douations to the amount of about 
Sicca Rupees 900 were entered.

Rhootun Haur, was iudictecl for having, 
on tl»e J6tli July lust, feloniously receiv- 
ed fioin fliirrytnohnn Dutt, n pf'Sil 
nf'cklact' of tiie value ot Sa. Ra. S,000, u 
lif-ad dress oruanaentof The value ot Sa. 

^.000, a diamond necklace, value 800 
Hupeos. uud tt variety ot ojtiter Valuable 
jMWfllery, the property of Conuylull and 
Ci')pe\loli Tagore, kuowiug them to have* 

been stolen. 

Messrs. Turtoi and Dickens appeared 
on behalf <>t the prosecutors. 

The par*icel^rs »>t the case 'jro &s fol- 
Icvws: — On the ni .;hi of the l3th July last, 
thf' premises of t h<' i^roseeutora werebnr- 
glornusly entered by seveial persons, 
Vviio curried way about atx thousand Ku- 
pe« 8 wofthot plate and jew '•llory Seve- 
ral oftiieae concerned in this robbery were 
sub'^equently apprelieiided, and convicted 
at the present S“aslons. On the night 
t>r tlie robbery, ten or twelve persons aa- 
seinhled at the houSf of a female nam« d 
rarbutty Ilnur, and after reinainiiig some 
time, went. av>ay, and on the iollowiiig 
inorning S(»me of them returned with a 
portion ot the stolen propeity, w'hich was 
put into a sweetmeat pot, andcarried awuy 
bv some ot ilie party. 

'fwo of the peisotia implicated in the 
robberv w’ere 1 lufrvmohtm Dtittand S^«is- 
terniri D.itt, whonhscoiidt d, but the fortiier 
has not yet been apprehend(*d . In coupe^ 
quence of Hifonnatioii received hy the 
l^oiice oificers. tlie prisonei , who used to 
C'dialut with Hurrymoliuu Dutt, W’as ao- 
prehended at the house of one Joynerain 
Siicar, at (/bore liagauii, two days after 
tile lobbeiy had been commuted, and on 
searcbinA h'^r.six pearls w’ere found tied 
in the corner of her difooty, but on a 
further search being made at her shop, 
where she sold flour, no more of the 
property w'Us then found, and a padlock 
was placed on the door, and a guard was 
set over the premises. The most active 
eearcii was immi^diately commenc ed, to 
apprehend Hun ymohun Dutt,but with- 
out success ; his brother, Susteram’ was 
however taken into custody, about a 
month after the robbery had been comA 
mitted, in the district of Jessore, ana 
brought down to Calcutta, and, as he stat- 
ed, he was ill-used by the persons attach- 
ed to the Larkin’s Lane Jhanna, for the 
purpose of pointing out where the stolen 
property was concealed. 

Mr. McFariane here requested the in- 
dulgence of the Court, to have the evi- 
dence of Susteram Du't taken down in 
writing, for the purpose of inquiring into 
the truth of the alleged illtreatxnent etpe- 


rieoced by him from the Tbapnodar abd. 
hiaomcers, and if it could be proved that it 
was j^Mthout toundatiun, tlte witness will 
be tried for perjury. Susteram Dutt 
stared, that on being taken to the 1 hanDtit 
three iiaibs and a chokeydar placed bricks 
under the hollow of his knees and tfed up 
his legs, after vi hichthey laid him dowu 
and placed a bamboo across his breast, and 
after extending his arms, « man stood ou 
each end of the bamboo, and pressed his 
chest to such a degree, that ha could nei- 
ther eat or speak, and that he has now got 
the iMaiksov his person. 

In CDiisequence of the above alleged ill- 
treatment, Susteram took the Thannah 
people to the shop of the prisoner^ where 
he pointed out a liole, on digging whi^h a 
great portion property was found 

secreted in a lotah. Susteram Dutt was 
asked how he knew the property was bu- 
ried ID the above spot, he leplied that he 
went to sec his biother, to wlioin the shop 
belonged, on the I6ili Jiilv last, nnd saw 
the hole dug, and on bein^ questioned at 
the 'l'hannail he knew' of any hole that had 
^been lately dug, he pointed out to then! 
the above spot. 

'Liie prisoner in her defence stated that 
she was innocent. She observed thac 
Murrymoliun Dutt was lier paramour and 
allowed her two anuas a day for hermatu- 
tennne*, but she did not know how he 
gained his livelihood. — She called nowit^ 
nesses, 

Ihe t’bief Justice after charging th» 
Jury ut considerable length, told them tho 
point tor them to consider, was, whether 
the prisoner received the stolen property 
with a guilty knowledge or not. 

The Jury tlicti retired and after twenty 
minutes’ consultation, returned a verdict 
ot' Not Gtiilty* ^ ^ 

FniDAY, DrcLMBEH 16, 1831. 

John Green was^placed in the dock and 
indicted with having, on the 4thSeptember 
last, assaulted a man named John Sullivan, 
by tlirowing him in«the ri ser, by which 
means he lost his life. 

After the prisoner had beep arraigned 
and before the Jury were sworn, the Ad- 
vocate General on behalf of tJie Crown . 
rose, and addressing the Chief Juauce, 
observfMl that the principal witness in 
this case was Hutchinson, who, he this 
moment understood, W'ss unable to attend 
from severe illness, and he submitted to 
his Lordship, iliat os tlie case could not 
be supported without his evidence, it was 
discretionary with the Court to postpone^ 

V if It pieasdb, the trial ualil llutchixiaott 
was able to atiend. 
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Mr. Clarke, on bolialf of tb« priponer, 
opposed the putting off the trial, unless 
an application, accompanied with an affi- 
davit was made y he observed that yester- 
day was the thirteenth day of the Ses- 
pions, and the trial of hii client was 
fixed for yesterday, on Sattiida>r last, 
daring which time an affidavit oucht to 
liave been prepared, if it was the inten- 
tion’ of his learned friend to move tor 

the postponement of the trial. 

The Chief Justice said he would, at all 
events, adjourn tlie case till ti^'inorrow- 
ynorniiig. He recommended the Advocate 
General, in the mean time, to be prepared 
with an afiidavu, and get, it possible, some 
Medical man to swear to ^he stale lu 
which Hutchinson is. 

Harroo, Mangloo, Cnngloo, and Muxijo 
Ally were then brouglit up. 1 hey stood 
indicted with having, oti the I6ih .Mine 
iast, commuted an ngravated assauU with 
aticks and a hatchet, upon one Isuialjee, 
with inteut to do him some grievous bo- 
dily harm. The whole of the piisoners 
were acquitted in consequence of the 
prosecutor no^ appeniing. Ills imme was 
repeatedly called, but not nnsvs eniig, tlio 
Cinef Justice gave directions to hove hii^ 
recognizances esciieated,

The demui rer raised by John L hompsou 
as to the itu ongrnUy of the C’ourt taking 
cognizaucG of tbecliargeof bigamy with 
wliich he stands indicted, was tliis-morn- 
ing argued at great length by Ins counse l, 
Mr. Turton. The proceedings, generally 
apeaking, were very uninteresting, 'J he 
grounds upon wliieh lUr. Turton argued, 
were first, that the law of bigamy, as pass- 
ad in the reign of James 1. did not ex- 
tend to this country, but to the King's 
^oinininusof England and Wales, and not 
to the King’s dominions generally. And 
secondly, that the offence was coiiiiimied 
bi'fore the Act came <nro lorce. With 
respect to the first point upon which Mr. 
Tuttoq chiefly hinged was the wording of 
the Act. He cited several nuthors, and 
slso Blackstone’s Commentaries, one of 
which stated, that if a British subject 
married a wife inEngland, and afterwards 
crossed the seo, and married a second 
wife, he was not amenable to the laws of 
England, us the offence was committed in 
h foreign country, 'lo constitute the of- 
fence, a man must be married 4n either 
England or Wales o second time, al- 
though it was immaterial where the first 
marringe took place, Jf A married B in 
^ireiand, nnd nfterwurds weutsto England 
liud there nianied C whilei his first wife 


13 was alive, he would be %nenableto the 

law, as the offence of bigamy took place in 
one of the King's doimuions pointed out 
in ibe Act of Parliament. But on tbo 
other band, if A first luunied in England 
and subsequently inairied bis second 
wife in Irelnna then the offence would 
not come within the words of the Acr, 
as the latter spot, although one of the 
doinirnons of ilie Kmc, was not men- 
tioned 111 the Act. — Mr. Turron observed 
that it would b^- verv absurd if natives of 
iln^ country. Iln-doos for instance, were 
to be iuuictecl for imirrying two or more 
wives.— He stated rlmt liieie ja a law m 
England oblming executors to individu- 
a>s, wiio die in I'.n Hand. to bury tliem m 
wooden, and if ilu v ftnlef^o do so, tliey 
were liable to be fined ; and be submit- 
ted to tlieir Lorsiiips that if they could 
take cognizance of his clieni’s case in this 
country tliev ouglit to enforce the cu&iorn 
of bill ying in woollen. — He furtlu t ob- 
8erve<i ibm t)i« gi aininntical con>»truction 
of the wording of th»* act did nor cf'rsii- 
tute an offence in hi^ client ; the 1 rt r 
was Dll Irishman, and after crossing the 
seas married two wives, neither of wlioio 
had ever been to Kn<?l;ui(i ; he contended * 
that if their Lnrrisliips took into their 
consideration the ^^or•ilng ot the ucr, in 
’ts grammatical sense, rhey would hold 
<118 client’s denuirrei good. — 'I’lie ('hief 
Justice said that he would not at presf-iit 
make any fihservations on the ca-e, but 
ouv'l’liursday next he would give hi-^ oui- 
nion as to ilio vaiidiiy ot the objections 
ffinde by tlic prisonei’a counsel.— He fur- 
ther observed, that on I huiaday next the 
petty jury would again meet, and if the 
demurrer was over-ruled th^ prisoner 
would bn at once put upon ids trial. 

Wednesday# Dicemri r 21 , 1831. 

The case ot John 'I horupson, against 
whom a tiue bill fur bigamy was tounu at 
tlie last sessions, came on for decision 
this-day, upon a cemurrer filed to the in- 
dictment. Both niairiages w’ere said to 
have been solemnized previously to the 
passing ot the 9G. iV. so that in this in- 
stance ilie offence was co};inzable only 
under tlie act ot James. Upon this act 
ihe indictineut rested, and Mr. Turton 
contended it could not be supported on 
the following grounds ; — 

Ist.— That Stfit, 1. .las, I. c. 11. on 
which this iodictinent is framed, is local in 
its nature and application, and never waa 
extended to Bengal or any part of tha 
East Indies. 

2dly.— Tiiat it only applieis to felonious 
mnrnages soleiunized in England and 
Wales. 

3dly. — That it appears on the face oftha 

indictineut, that Uie second marriage took 
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place nt Port William in iho East Indies 

4'tlilv. — 'I hat the art does not refer to 
per SOP 8 within the dominions of Ent;lniul 
and Wales, (even if tlmi would refer to 
deoendencifi'* of either,) bur to the kini;’s 
dominions of £n<>1and and Wales only, 
and rhat tliere are no domini<»ns whicli 
can be called the domiaions of England 
and Wftle*^. 

othlv.— riint tire indictment is repug- 
nant and absurd in alleging an offence to 
have been committed wiih n the King’s 
dominions of England and Wales, on an« 
art shown to havi* been done ar Fort 
William in the East Indies, where the 
Fani defenriant is alleged and shown to 
have resided at the time of the supposed 
offenee. 

' tirldy. Tliat there is no certain and 
dis'inct venue. 

7ihly. —That this Court has no )uiia- 
rliijrion over an oflence rommitted in the 
Krug’s dominions or England and Wales. 

tlililv. — I'hat ii does nor aonear that the 
defriuiant ever was within or an inhabi- 
tant ol il'.e King’s dominions of England 
and Wales, and that liie act never did 
appiy to any otlier prison.

Tlie first 'rerm of (lie Sopreme Court 
roiurnenced tlii.s day, when Mr, Wll«on 
was admitted as an Attorney and Solici- 
tor of the Court. 

Tiiore were .several applicants, buMbe 
Chief Justice said tliat (he pieference 
was <^i\eri liy the (buirt to iM r. Wilsoi#, 
in consideration of liis age, his havmif 
studied the Scotch law before he came 
to India, and in cnnaecjumc.* of his firo- 
fessional expei irnre, and the testimonials 
as to his legal knowledge. 

’rhe Cliiel Justice stated that the Court 
would pronounce it.s uecision in cause 
Ellis versit<i Larkei steeii, and on the pe- 
tition for wages against the Tam O'Shan- 
ter, on Monday. 

In the Martin Charity some conversa- 
tion took place, in the course of which 
the Ciiif f Jiisticft suggested to the Advo- 
cate General, tliat it would be imposni- 
ble for the Court to confirm the Master’s 
Report, as to the Calcutta School, in :»s 
much as he had only furnished a plan 
without giving any estimate of the pro- 
bable expense. 

Monday, Januray 9 , 1832 . 

E. S. Ellis versus Lackerstssn. 

It will be in the recollection of our rea- 
ders that this cause was tried so far back 
as iha 19tb July last> when a verdict was^

given for the plftiDtlff, for Sa. Rf. 3,052, 
with liberty to defendant to move to enter 
anon suit, co.sts being reserved. 

Mr. Eerfrson having, on the commence - 
mcnt of lastterm, obtained a rule Nisi to 
set aside that verdict, and that a verdict 
be entered lor the defendant, upon the 
grounds that the guarantee produced in 
evidence, dated the 12tii Sept. 18'i6, did 
not contain an agreement valid in law, 
and there was no evidence to prove the 
aveirneiNs in tl«e special counts of the 
piaiiititf, or to support the conimou 
counts. The rule was argued during the 
last term, and the Court having takerk 
time to coi^sider of its decision. 

The dhief Justice delivered his judg- 
Vaent this day, holding that the guaian- 
tee given in eiidence at the trial, was 
not a giiarantet^ as it was termed by tlio 
parties, nor a collateral security to pay 
the debt of another, as there existed no 
such debt ; but that it was an original 
agreement between the deteiidant and the 
plaintilf to pay a ceitam debt. As to the 
second objecticn iiis LnrcVsliip consider- 
ed, blit not witlioiit some doubts, tliat 
* the plaintiff could support his case on tlio 
spscial Counts and tliat the averincnts 
“ that the ship was liable to be detained 
until the port dues were paid ” was prov- 
ed, in as much as it vVas in evidence 
tliat the ship could not leave the port 
witiiout n pilot being on hoard of Iier, 
and that the refusal of apilotto proceed 
con.stitiited a detention of the ship. ’Die 
third objection, his Lordsliip observed, 
involved a question of great nicely, 
whether there being a wrilten agreement, 
any parol evidence could be received in 
support and explanation of what iho 
consideration of tliat written agrectnei^t 
was, he vras ot opinion that it could be 
done, and taking the written and oral 
evidence as to cousideration, it constitu- 
ted a mutuality. 

llis Lordship added that he hhd ex- 
pressed his doubts at the tiial, which 
stjll existed in his mind, whether the 
plaintiff could support his Action on tlio 
special Counts, hut as he would not rest 
his decision on it alone, he con^idered it 
was clear, that the plaintiff could recover 
on the count for money paid and laid out 
by him for the use of the. defendant, and 
take the agreement as an implied pro- 
mise, from the defendant to (he piaiutiiT, 
for the nay merit of the iimoiint. 

Sir John Franks coincided with thft 
Chief Justice. 
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Sir 'Edward Ryan differed with tha 
other Ju(lj>e8, observing that» strictljr 
ppeaking, the docament was a guarantee 
to pay tlie debt ot‘ another, tlie considera* 
tion whereof ought to have been express- 
ed in writing, and that the debt was |iot 
payable to Mr. Ellis, hut to the Govern, 
inent, through the Marine Pay Master, 
tor the time being, acting as its agent, 
and that therefore Mr. Ellis could not 
bring the action, and if it could be done 
it ought to be supported by ^special 
counts, and the averments proved, which 
was not done in this case ; the common 
erupts would he of no avail, as there was 
a special contract. • 

On the question of costs being raised, 
the Chief Justice stated that the costti of^ 
the action and of the rule ought to be 
borne by each of the parties, in couse- 
qtieuce of the difference of opinion on the 
bench, but as the other Judges were of 
contrary opinion. The verdict vras enter- 
ed with costs for the plaintiff and the 
costs of the rule to be borne by each of 
the parties. ^ 


MARTIN CHARITY. 

In the case of the Martin Char^fy 
nothing decisive *was done this day; 
there was, however, another conversation 
between the Chief Justice and the Advo- 
cate General, as to the plan of the Cal- 
cutta School, which has been fu ni-shvd 
by the Master without any estimate of 
the probable expenses, in the course of 
which his Lordship suggested, the pos- 
aibiltty of Court’s directing a further re- 
ference as to that fuaterial point, and at 
the same time refusing to direct the costs 
of the former reference to he paid out ot 
' e (^inds of the estate, in consequence of 
te omission. 

Thursuay, Januai^y 13 , 1833 . 

In ^he case of Tam 0^ Shanter^ the 
Court gave its decision this day, by di- 
recting the registrar to compute what is 
due to the ^plicant, and that, when the 
same was computed, the amount thereof, 
together with the applicant’s costs, to be 
taxed by the taxing officer <>f the Court, 
be paid out of the funds paid in Court, 
by the party intervening. The Chief 
Justice observed, that as there was no 
answer put in on oath, by the party in- 
tervening, to the summary petition exbi- 
bited by the applicant, the Court must 
tsJte the fasts of the petition, as son- 
fessed« 


Mr. Turt on subseqoentlf applied foi^ 
leave, to the party intervening, to file 
two affidavits, and a responsive allega- 
tion ; he stated that the appiication 
would have been made long ere this, but 
owing to the absence of the Chief Justice, 
and his mentioning his application to the 
other Judges, lie was directed to lenew it . 
when tbf beiicb was full. 

The Chief Justice refused the applica- 
tion. 

• The Chief Justice ordered the regis- 
trar to take a minute of the practice, 
which, in his opinion, lie considered the 
suiters in like cases ought to follow in 
future. • ^ 

That on a siimmaty petition for suh.^ 
traction of wages being filed, vcrifi'*d by 
afbdaiit, the party would heeuti-hd to 
have the necessarv process to attach iha 
ship. 

That a paity on intervening to protect 
the interest of I’lie ship, ought to answer, 
upon oath, the allegation conlaiGtd iu tbs 
petition. 

And that if no party intervened, the 
petition will be taken in due course of 
' time, as confessed, and decree pronoun- 
ced. 

That on the party intervening, the 
course to be followed next, will he cither 
to propound tlie libel or to have a term 
proljatory assigned to the parties to prove 
tlseiT lespeciivo ailcgaiioiiB, or tloii wit- 
nesses he examined vivavace^ if the par- 
ties consent to it. or to allow the paitiea 
to ffle Affidavits in support of their case. 

. In i/ip case of Marihi's Calcutta Cka- 
ritif. — Tlie Chief Justice adv piling to an 
application of Mr. Pearson’s to cotiffrm 
RJaatera. report as to the plan submitted 
by the Master for ihe building of the Cal- 
cutta Cliaiity School; staled that ilm 
report must be aent bade to the Ma.ster, 
inasmuch as the Master, in .subniitting 
the plan, had not staled his approval 
thereof, neither lias be given a rough 
statement of the expense which will be 
incurred iu its erection. 

Jw ihe matter of Capiam Macnayk- 
ten — 'rhe hearing of the petition of ap- 
peal from the order of the Insolvent 
Court, apportioniog a part of the insol- 
vent's pay and allowances towards pay- 
ment of his debts, came on to be argued 
this day : Messrs. Tiirton and Cleland 
f were heard at great length iu euppor,t 
nf the petition^ wey epntendiug that tha 
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C«ort^ littd -jot made a proper order of 
adjudication in respect of the aniount to 
be retoined bv the ns»it;nee, and that no 
part of the allowances given to an otb- 
oer, could he taken fiomhiin, in as much 
as tlie allowauces vvt ro made for parti- 
cular public service, and that they were 


given to defray them, and to support hit 
rank, and station in the army. 

The Court, without calling on Mr. 
Cluike, who appeared for the ossignea, 
gave their^decision, upholding the urdtr 
ofihe Insolvent Court.

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IIAM<3HUR INSURRECTION. 


. The Ramghiir Insurrection haviti)^ 
occupied a considerable portion of 
public attention, during the entire of 
tlie past, and a portioii of the pre- 
ceedin^; month, we now propose giv-* 
ing a view of ail matters ooritiec<ed 
with it, which haveyetiranapired, in 
this department of the Calcutta Ma-> 
gazine ; and for this purpose shall se* 
feet from the leading Bengal Jour- 
nals, that portion of the ir|telligence 
^hey offer, which we think, re- 

liance may safely be placed. Before 
\ve proceed to the details of this 
disturbance, it may be as well to fur- 
nish a short account of the country 
subject to their depredations, and 
of the habits and manners of the 
Insurgents themselves. 

It appears that the extensive 
tract of hilly and jungly country, 
extending along the boundary line, 
north and south, between Pala- 
iiiow and Midnapore, on the one 
hand, and liuttiinpore and the 
mouth of the Mahanuddy, on the 
cither, has been, in point of civthza- 
tioii, always considered far behind 
the more eastern parts of Bengal, 
and that of this district,* the valley 
of Chota Nagpore, bounded to the 
north, by Harnghur and Falamow, 
to the south by Gangpoor, to the east 
by Ramghur and Sing boom, and 
to the west by Palamow^ and Jiish- 
poor, is the most cultivated, though, 
with the rest of the country, it con- 
tinues the wildest and least subdued 
ortion of the Company’s territories, 
ts inhabitants, from tjieir vicinity to 
the Mahratia frontier, seem to have 
assumed, in a considerable degree, 
the habits and manners of the onye 
formidable tnbe| W'hich were itmg 
the terror of Bengal, and to be even 
now at best but a predatory race, of 
which the Lurka Coles are the most 
warlike people, though the Danga 
Coles are equally dishonest; both 
are, however, a sturdy, brave people, 
but poor in the , extreme, scarcely 
clothed, and armed only .with bowsf 
orrOwsj spears^and battle axes, all of 


which they use with considefoble 
ski^J. Thiefy are remarkable for a total 
disregard to the rights of property, 
and a readiness to dy to arms on the 
slightest provocation : — such is brief- . 
ly the character ol the Insurgents,— 
such is tlie nature of the country they 
inhabiti^ hereafter we shall have oc- 
casion to speak of the causes which 
led to the recent disturbances. 

On the 28tli of January last, ac- 
counts first reached Calcutta, that in 
tiic^district of Ramghur, the entire 
*Dangha Cole population of Chota 
Nagpore wa^ in arms, roving about 
the country in bodies of considera- 
ble number, committing the most 
frightful and abominable excesses, 
and that having been joined by their 
neighbours. theSenkaCoIes ofShing- 
buoni, they had withiit <he previous 
fortnight burned no less than two 
hundred villages, murdering every 
rtftipectable pevsoii,tbey could find, 
in consequence of the recent impo*- 
iitic reductions of Government, the 
only military force vrhich appears to 
have been at once available for fin? 
purpose of redressing such acts of 
open and lawless violence, was the 
Harnghur Local Battalion which 
unfortunately has of late been 
reduced from 1600 strong, inclu- 
ding 200 horse with 2 guns, to 
600 men only, without cavalry or 
artillery. Notwithstanding tbis,!io>v- 
ever, ('aptain Wilkinson, the politi- 
cal agent on the frontier, at once pro- 
ceeded into ClfintaNaf pore with all 
the disposable force he could muster, 
120 Sepoys of that corps, whilst the 
50ih N, 1. irt progress to Barrack- 
pore, received orders liinapore, 
to march upon the same quarter. 

For some days siibaeqiiently, the 
reports in circulation were various, 
and some . eveti of a contradictory' 
nature, and tlie fact of a robbery of 
treasure, at a place called Sherghotty^ 
having by mistake been connected 
with th^ affair of the Coles, dmibt"!, 
Was thrown in the opinion of . 

upon the statements before giveil of 
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tlie nature and extent of the distur. 
bances, which were increased on the 
one hand by rumours, that orders 
^iveii to the 34tb Native Infantry to 
proceed against the Insurgents from 
Barrackpore, and two CompanieS of 
SSdiNative infantry fromMidnapore, 
bad been countermanded, though 
strengthened on the other by state- 
inents equally deserving of credit, 
that not only this force was tq,march 
to the disturbed districts, but also a 
troop of cavalry and two galloper 
gnns from Benares. 

The next intelligence received in 
Calcutta was conlirmatory of /the 
serious nature of the insurrection, and* 
further of the fact, that troops were in 
till! march from Dinapore, Benares, 
the Presidency, and Midnapore, to 
check the Insurgents, which had not 
yet passed the Rauighur frontier, and 
to assist Captain VV ilkinson, who, be- 
ing unable to act oft'ensively was en- 
deavouring to maintain his position at 
Puthooreeah, where he had been join- 
ed by Mr. Cuthbt^rt, the magistrate, 
with a body of irregular foot and 
liorse, and was anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of captain Maltby, with a 
company of the 2nfl Native Infantry, 
which had passed through Chittra, 
a station between Sheerghatty and 
Cliota Nagpore, on its march to his 
relief. A communication from the 
camp of the 50th N.l. continued the 
intelligence before received of the 
estimated number of the Coles, and 
Iho S'act of that regiment having 
been ordered against them, as well 
ns the cavalry and artillery before- 
mentioned. « 

Letters from various quarters, re- 
ceived in Calcutta on the 5th, fur- 
nished detailed accounts of the 
force which had marched against the 
Coles from Benares, on the 25th of 
January, consisting of a squadron 
erf horse, a brigade of guns, with a de- 
tachment of artillery, and two com- 
paiii^aof the 54th Native Infantry, 
all nildjsr the command of captain 
the 3d Light Cavalry, and 
conveyed tiit^iiigence that the 34th 
Native Infantry had marched in the 


same direction from flfcrrackpore, 
with two pieces of horse artillery, 
from Dum-Dum. They also throw 
additional light upon the proceed- 
ings of captain Wilkinson, who, it 
appears, with his party, had fallen 
in with the Coles, and would have 
been doubtless overwhelmed by 
the prodigiously superior force op- 
posed to him, had he not fortunate, 
iiy provided himself with a gun, 
which having been worked by some 
sepoys with considerable i fleet, was 
the means of checking his adversa- 
ries. At^this period 8#.dens appre- 
hensions were felt, lest the f "ob g/ 
who had sacked the towns of Go- 
viridpore and Biirkinggore, siiould 
get possession of Sliahur Dinga, and 
with accumulated force proceed 
northward, and in consequence a re- 
quisition had been sent to Brigadier 
General O’lJalloran, soliciting aid, 
blit it appears, that from the paucity 
of troops under that officer's coin- 
niand, only 100 men, with a captain 
and two subalterns, could be spared 
from Dinapore. 

The next decided accounts from 
theuistiirbed district, appeared in the 
journals of the Presidency on the 10th 
and llfh, fr,om which it is to be col- 
lected, that the situation of captain 
Wilkinson was becoming more and 
inure critical, a large body of the 
enemy having tftken up a position so 
as to cut off the communication be- 
tween that officer and the expected 
reinforcements. The Ramghiir batta- 
lion had been several tunes attacked 
at Puttoocha, but the result was not 
known. It would also appear that 
capt. Maltby with his company of 
the 2nd Native Infantry had twice fall- 
en in with considerable bodies of the 
Insurgents, which he defeated with- 
out loss to. the military, killing from 
twelve to fifteen of his opponents on 
each occasion. That on the second 
of February they again opposed him 
ill numbers about 3000, at Tikoo, but 
had fled before the troops — forty 
or fifty were cut down on this oc- 
casion by the irregular horse. At 
this date detacluuents of the 50lb 
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Native Infajitry were at Chittroo,and 
38tli Native Inl’antry at Bancoorali, 
on flieir march to liis relief. 

Up to the 14(h nothing i'lirtherwas 
known, tlian that capt. Maltby had 
succeeded in Joining capt, Wilkin- 
Sv>n, and that several skirmishes had 
taken place in which the troops had, 
with much dilliculty, but scarce any 
loss, succeeded in capturing a lew 
prisoners. , 

From this period up to the 18tli no 
certain accounts were received, hut 
on that day a letter had reached Cal- 
cutta, dated%Petwoiireah,'12th Feb. 
which represents the force then in 
camp, and ready to undertake active 
operations asfainst the Coles, to con- 
sist of two hundred men of the 
Kamghur Battalion with a six pound- 
er; one hundred men ot the 2.1 N. f. 
under captain iVIaltbv, and three 
companies of 54tfi N. I. witii two 
six pounders. With this force it 
was believed that the insurrection 
might be at once put down, but 
it was considered advisable (o await 
the arrival ol 50th N. 1. at Ghoorea, 
At this period, one hundred piison- 
ers had been captured, and between 
three and lour hundred of the rebels 
killed, principally by the §owai^, 
wlio are represented to have ren- 
dered most eflicieiit service, 

The Calcutta journals of the 20tli, 
furnish some iurllier interesting in- 
telligence Irom the seat of war, bring- 
ing news to the I4th instant. 

A letter from Tekoo, a place to 
the south of Sheerghatty, dated the 
10th November, state.s that a body of 
troops had halted there for two days, 
the Coles having shown themselves 
in numerous bodies from all sides. 
They appeared anxious to avoid 
direct collision with the military, so 
much so, that a body of 2,000 m^n, 
which approached the day previous, 
within a mile of the camp, had fled 
before a company of infantry and 
twenty troopers, sent against them, 
without standing a shot. During the 
halt of this body of troops, about 
seventy of the Insurgents had been 
taken ; they are stated to be 
general^ lut men.^ 


A communication from the diV 
trict of Sherghatty, furnishes intelli- 
gence to the 13tli, from which we 
collect that the Coles continued to 
ravage the Ramgliur and Tosco 
peFgiinnalis, keeping at some dis- 
tance from the line of inarch pursu- 
ed by c?iptain Impey, with the 50th 
N. I. and captain Maltby, and 
lieutenant Lawrell, with their de- 
tachments of 2d N. I. and 3d Light 
Cavalry, though at times pillaging 
the bazars and villages in the rear 
of the troops. They had entered 
the perg\innali of Falamore, where 
they were for a time opposed by an 
• inlfueiitial native at the head of 10()0 
men, but a general panic having 
seized this Torco, it was flying in 
all directions, aiiil many of the low- 
er classes had absolutely joined tho 
enemy. F«r the protection of tbe 
district, one of the two troops of the 
3x1 Light Cavalry, on its march from 
Benares, had been detached under 
lieutenant D'^unmond, which it 
ims hoped would arrive in time tr> 
save a portion of this valuable tract 
of country. No distuibances had 
taken place at this date, to the west- 
ward of the river Soane, and the ac- 
counts received ol tiie country, as far 
as iVIirzapore, being in a state of in- 
surrection, were much exaggerated. 
The coiuitiy to the southward of 
Burwa had been laid waste, but of 
the slate of the district to the south- 
ward and westward of that pergun- 
nah,. nothing was known, all <'odi- 
municalion having been cut olf lur 
some days. 

We publish the fi^lowing from a 
letter dated Sherghatty 14th Febiu- 
ary ; it lurnishes the latest intelli- 
gence yet received:— 

“ Cftptain Wijkinson, rfhd also tli« 
50th, uinJer captain Inipey, liiive each 
had u brush with the Insurgents. In tlu» 
former case they retalitf^'-d on a village, 
the inhahitanls of whit ' iad peculiarly 
signalized thenisrlvesf their cruelly, 
and refused to snbiiiitf Some forty or 
thereabouts were cut th- The 5t/tb, Oft 
their arrival at 'fikoo, found the body 
of the cliowdry of that place, whom, it 
seems, the Coles, on the advaiKit 
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eapfain Malthy’s lUtacbmaiit towards 
Peetliowrea, mardi^red in revenge for 
the aB8i8tance he had given the troops. 
On the nppioaob of the Coles, a parly 
-was sent out which succeeded in kilting 
filVy ar sixty men, and taking a fe>^ pri- 
son era. 

There is no metaphor in the assertion, 
that the pergunna of Chota Nagpore ia 
becopie a desert — it ia literally but too 
true, insomuch that every article of con- 
sumption for the tro«>ps is forwarded 
from Chitern or llazareebaug^or Sher- 
ghotty, for in the district nothing is 
procurable. All these military move- 
ments have, as yet, had np eifect, as 
though one or two bodies, or one or two 
tillages may sntl'er, yet the generaUfea- 
' tures of the instirreclion are the same, * 
** Since writing the I have learn- 

ed, that on the llth instant, some four 
thousand of the Coles, who did not like 
the cutting up system, surrendered to 
captain Impey at Tikoo.” 

Letters from the camp at Puttoreali 
communicate intelligence of the 
Coles up to the 15fh, the general 
tenor of which indicate, that the 
' insurrection was fast drawing to* a 
close, and that the measures of exter- 
mmation, which the obstinate resis- 
tance of the rebels had compelled 
the officers in command of the dif- 
ferent military detachments to adopt, 
would soon be brought to a conclu- 
sion. A. party of one hundred Na- 
tive Infantry, a six pounder with 
some Europeali and Native artille- 
ry men, fifty sewars and one hun- 
dred burkeiidazus marched late on 
‘tfce Evening of the 13th, under com- 
mand of captain Syers, with the 
Tiew of surprising two villages, situ- 
ated about twenty miles south of 
the camp, which they succeeded in 
accomplishing during the course of 
the same night, killing about fifteen 
^or twenty ^ of the Insurgents and 
making between twenty-five and 
thirty prisoners. Mr. Ciithbert, It. 
A.'Taloot, and ensign Newton accoiii- 
' panied this expedition as volunteers. 
*On the paikie day another party, 
und^ command of Ueut. Corner^ 
dtspitfobed against the villages of 
0;frry' Burra and Gurry Chota^ was 
eSl||^letety successi'uh, killing' four 


men and rapturing soii|e thirty pri<* 
soners. These villages are situated 
about twelve miles west of the camp, 
and one of them it was found neces- 
sary to destroy by fire, as the inhabi- 
tants refused to leave their houses. 

Oil the 14th captain Impey, with 
four companies of the 50tli N. I. 
and a troop of the 3d Li^ht Cavalry 
engaged the Coles in considerable 
iniinbcvs, commanded by their leader 
— Booddoo Bbugghut, at a village 
named Sillah, which he defeated 
with the loss of their chief and 150 
of his fsJlowers, am^igst which 
were seven of his sons and his ne- 
phew. An eye witness describing 
the conflict observes : — 

The wretches we attacked took the 
frights at once, and would show no tight. 
1 was quite <lisgasted at being obliged 
to see the brutes shot and bayoneted ; 
but the villains deserved all they got for 
the cruel murders and pillage they havo 
been committing. 

The following will throw some 
light on the further movements of the 
force now in the disturbed districts : 

We march in a day or two, in .3 co. 
lumrB, towards Soonaporc. (southwards,) 
and expect to bo employed in many at- 
filirs of ^he above description ; and, as we 
shad have regular cavalry, I am afrahl 
there will he a good deal of slaughter, 
as little or no quarter is shown. 

We have now in camp 3 vsix pounders 
with the necessary complement of anil* 
lery men, 1 troop of the 3d Light Ca- 
valry, about loo Irregular Horse, 3 
companies of the 33d N. I. and ona 
company of the 54th N. I. with about 
300 of the Ramghur Battalion. 

It is, perhaps, impossible to trace 
the origin of this insurrection to its 
real cause, and the conflicting state- 
ments which have been advanced, 
repder the difficulty more than ever 
insurmountable of assigning any suf- 
ficiently ostensible reason for tliq 
disturbances which have taken place, 
unless we suppose it to have sprung 
solely from a desire of plunder, ami 
an attachment to those roving and 
idle habits which the Coles have ac- 
quired, from their vicinity to the 
Marattafa tribes. The assertion at 
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jirst made, Jfiat the imposition of a 
tax by Government on hanria or 
spirits, and tin* forced cultivation 
of tile poppy, induced the Inaiirf^erUs 
to fly to arms, has been contradicted 
by authority oti which implicit re- 
liance maybe placed; and as no odn*r 
cause has l>eeii advanced, w * must 
wait till all matters connected wtth 
the insurrection have mideri* one pub- 
lic irivestig^atinri, wlieri wc hope to 
discover tlie real »rnuiids ol dis- * 
content, il, in tiutli, any exist. In 
the meantime we shall conclude for 
the present v'wth the followiiiij from 
a correspondent at the seat of 
war. 

“ Indeed w** have had very cruel work, 
for which there is neither reiueily nor 
help, as you will perceive from the brief 
arcouut herein g’ven of tlie distuibed 
state of affairs in Chota Nagpore. 

“ We are in the very thick of the cora- 
motioii. and have not had a moment to 
ourselves since the I7th ultimo; cutting 
and clipping the heads of the InsurgentvS, 
right and left, wherever the rasca.s are 
to be seen in hodie.s: and caotam Malt- 
by, from Dinapore, with bis detachment, 
hasheen thinning them also in the neigh- 
bourhood of Clioridli and Loherdugp^le. 
8 coss west of this, as he proceeded on 
from Chittaha to join us here. ^ • 

“ Chota Nagpore is compl-etely sacked 
by the semi bai barons race, who have 
suoceedeii in frighting and dusting the 
respectable and higher class of people, 
and aro themselves the malliks ot the 
whole pergtinnuah. However, notwith- 
standing all their atrocity and excesses, 
my opinion on the subject is, that their 
spirit will soon be subdued, and they will, 
indeed must, submit to authority and 
allegiance, when they find resistance with 
our force is useless, and seeing the num- 
bers that are cut down by our horsemen 
at every attack we make on them, must 
terrify the villains ; such despicable 
wretche.s for warfare I never met withtir 
heard of. They always appear in large 
and strong parties of 2 and 4,000 men at 
n time ; stand and look on and flourish 
their thul was, (battle axes,) from i a mile 
off, and as we advance upon them they re- 
tire ; and the moment a charge is made by 
the auwars, they run off in ail directions, 
and get into ravines and jungles impene- 
trable by cavalry, by whom all stragglerel 


and fugitives falling in their way are cut 
up in style. 

Reinforcements are daily joining us, 
and a week lieoce we shall have a very 
formidable lorce for operations in this 
district; and the judge and political 
a‘ 4 enr, who are the anpointed coinmis- 
siorifrs, will, no doubt, be enabled topn« 
ni^li the lawless Coles, and sortie and 
tranq illize the country as the furce ad- 
vanc<*s. The origin ot this insurrection 
bus not b eii exactly traced, hut it has 
been gefleml tiiroiighout the Nagporo 
district, and desirucuon of propeity iiii. 
mense — hy which many poor families of 
respt*ctabilyy. and the higher order of 
residents aie beggared and ruined, in 
the i^hort space ot ten or twelve days. 
The whole of Chota Nagpore was a de- 
sert, and the Coles alone powertul, who 
tried to spread tiieir depredaliuus to Pa- 
lainow to .the west. Jungle iVIehals to tho 
east, an * (lougpore towards Sumbhel- 
pore, and on our side Hnzorut Katnghur, 
hut lorlunately they have been stopped 
in their career, and very shortly will bo 
S'urouuded on all sides by our troops. 
Reppf'Cting the rise and progress of this 
dreadful and lamented catastropiie, there 
ar5 divers reports tindiConjectures, which 
1 redrain from puhlishiug at present, for 
particular reasons, if the vagabonds 
would only keep ground and show fight, 
I should not tniod, as then we could very 
soon come to an understanding, and set- 
tle business; but instead of wliich we aro 
obliged to be constantly on the alert, and 
are continually making run without be- 
ing able to get within s^t of them, and 
after being on the move double-quick, 
from 6 to 9 hours, trying to catch the 
villains, we return to camp quite harass- 
ed and fatigued. Three subalterfto^. 
cers are just appointed to doduty with 
the Uainghur corps, and I hope now to 
get rest, peace, iiud quiet, from such un- 
profitable service. in which I neither con- 
ceive any honour nor glory ; pleasure 
there is none in it, I confess, i have tried 
‘ the wretches often, bntthejs won’t fight; 
the instant they see our men approach 
they scamper off ; we have got an auxilia- 
ry force with us, besides the regulars, be- 
longing to the Rajahs, Mitterjeet Sing 
and oTiunshara Sing. I don’t approve 
of the men belonging to the former; a 
worse set of ragamuflins I never, saw; 
however, my friend Mittrehhan, (Ghon- 
sham's Han,) has got some good match- 
lock men and welbmoanted horsemen 
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Witk him. The military force will con- 
eist, when combiaed, of the fofiowing 
gtreogth : —

“ With such an army , 1 think, we ought 
soon to eradicate the foaurgents altoge-

INSPECTION OF H. M. s 38 tm REGIMENT. 


Gazeepoor, Jan. 18, 1832. — The 
usual monotony and diillneHs of this 
otherwise plcas.inl station, have been 
agreeably diversified witfan these 
few days past, by tlie visit of Briga- 
dier General Wliitrs aceornpanied* 
by his stialF, to hold the half-yearly 
inspection of H. M.’s 38tli regiment. 

* In order to afford the Brigadier 
General an opportunity of seeing 
the regiment at field exercise, it was 
drawn up underarms, and mastering 
upwards of 800 bayonets, on Mon- 
day morning, on the cantonment pa- 
rade ground. On the arrival of the 
Brigadier Gfnrr^l he was receivtd 
with the usual salute. The regi- 
ment wheeled back into open co- 
lumns of companies, and marched 
past in review order ; having regain- 
ed its original ground, the field 
Tnovernents, according to the follow- 
ing proL'rauime, were forthwith com- 
menced :

From Mr. Piddiiigton, of Nimtullah, for* 
warding snine liavonah botanical publics* 
tioiis, presented by Dr. Ramon tie la Sa- 
gra.Direcror of the Royal Garden there, 

Fioni Air. Findley, at Gloster Works, 
reporting* upon the three gpecimens of 
cotton yarn made from U daiul Georgiin 
cotton, and grown by Air. Hams at Kbaul 
Boulya. 

From Mm Laruletta, Air. Hurry, and 
WTllis and Katie, sending to the Society, 
5, 8,9 and 3 casks of S<‘a Island cotton, 
commissioned by them last year foi tho 
Society, and intimating that sugar c.uie 
plants, and tol/hcco seeds, woulJshortly 
urrive on the Georgian. 

From Mr. David Andrew, of Mulnaut, 
seii<iing a quantity ot cotton grown by 
him there from American seed furnished 
by the Society ; tor the purpose of being 
spun by the Gloster miichifery , 

From Mr. Newman, Supei uneixh'nt of 
the Royal Botanic Garden at the Almiii- 
tius, accompanying some seeds, and ofler- 
in-g%wggestii>ns respecting the culiivaiioii 
of veg»‘table and grape vine in tins coun- 
try Also stating his wish to contribute 
to tlie w'elfare of the Society. 

From Baboo Ram Cornu 1 Sen, forward* 
mg a report on the cultivation of cuchonit 
Ol jute, and manufacture of gunnies lu 
Bengal, together wiiii rnodids of the ma- 
cbmeiy used therein, and Bpecinx ns of 
clillerent sorts of guiinv, and some of the 
seeds, fc^ the purpose of being tiaiisinit* 
ted to the Bombay Government. 

Air, Robison presented, in the name of 
capt. Bruce Roxburgh, and the other sons 
or the late Dr. Wm. Roxburgh, 
and 2d vols. of his “ flora Indica,*' edit^ 
byl)r. Wm. Carey; which is to be com- 
pleted in 4 vols. and presented to the So* 
ciety, * 

Air, Robison also presented parcels of 
seeds received by him from Fiance and 
Sidney. 

Regarding the specimen of cloth, manu* 
fdctured by Mr. Andrew’ from*! enass -iim 
cotton, Mr. Bindley states it “ tube of a 
firm and very even texture, and a fabiic 
that would answer w’ell for printing the 
better sorts of Bengal patterns on, and 
w’orih about 3^ annas per yard. 

Alajoi Burney writes— “ since sending 
the above (his paper on cotton,) 1 hare 
discoveied lu tins country a species of 
coiton, culled Thenihan ]Vau, or sfiip cot- 
ton, wliiclf 18 evidently an exotic, as the 
Buriussc terni all couotriei beyond £ea 
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Thembau Pyee, or ship countries. At Ava 
tiiere are ouly one or two plants, uud at 
Aniarapoora ten or twelve, anil these ap* 
peart^ be regarded as curiona toreit^n pro- 
ductions ; but one of iny informuiits tells 
me, that the inhabitants ot Taroup Myo, 
a place on the Eruwadi, a little betow 
YaniUboo, cuUii'&te this kind of cotton to 
some extent, 'The plant is described to 
me as bluing perennial, ^rowin:; to a lofty 
tree, as thick as a man's thigii, and ad- 
mutini; of u in an climbing up it. But a 
■young plant) which i have seen here, re- 
feemhlea much the liihhctbS inuLiiHlis. T'he 
L af and seed are much huger than those 
of the cotton plant curnmon in tiiis conn- 
i y, and not only are the aoetls iiiucii more 
easily removed from the coti m, but the 
staple ut the cotton is unusually long— so 
much 80 , indeed, that the Burines.'^ find 
fault with it tor this quality, and do nbt 
use it for any other purpose than that of 
making wicks for tlieir himps. The plant 
yieldsthe cotton in the Burm«-'fie montfis 
o! I’abouiig and Togoo, our lattei end of 
iVUruary and Marcli, and part of April. 
^Vllh some Uifhcdty L have just succeeded 
in procuring a little of this descnpriou of 
cotton withtlu' seeds, and I send them, to- 
gether with a leat of the plant, fur inaoec- 
tum at Calcutta, ll this is not the common 
brazil cotton, I should think that ihe qua- 
lities which It pqpaeases, ol being a hnrdy 
parenuial, and yielding cotton ot a re- 
uiarkaliiy long fibre, and rnuat easv to ho 
separated from the seeds, must pniticular- 
Jy recommend this species to the notice 
ot cotton planters in India. The seeds are 
not placed like tlio.se in llie Pernambuco 
cottou, of which species there are a few 
plants at 'rsu-<rairi, opposite to Ava. That 
filso IS calltil Tbemhau Bun. by the Bur- 
in ese, who desciibe it to be a peretiiijal,^ 
glowing to a largo tree in this country, 
its leaves also are very large." 

Mr, Wilhs, in reportiugon these epeci- 
m^is, says— 1st, “ Of the specimen from 
j'sa-gain, 1 am of ihe .same opiniou with 
Major Burney, iii believing it to be of the 
species called IVrnambnco cotton. 'The 
seeds, in tlieir contiguous and spiral fur- 
xnation — the fibre ot the cotton in its se- 
veral characteristics — anil the leaf of the 
plant, also, in its size and appearance, — 
are all comHrmaiive ot this opinion. It 
may reseinlile other descriptions of the 
8outh American or Brazil cotton trees in 
its growth, form of seed. 6cc. &c. viz., the 
Muranhain or Bahia kinds, which X am 
not acquainted w'ltfi, but it evidently cor- 
xespooos with such kinds as we, in the 
Agricultural Society, have seen brought 
liiiher, and termed as from Pernambuco 
seed originally. The fibre is long, fine, 
and good ; w'ell suited for our spinning 
luuchinery— it IS readily freed fiuiii the 
Sk«d --it has dottbtUss bssA good lu 


strength, but is now, from age and transit, 
through altermiTions ot damp- and dry cli- 
mate, and in contact, likewise, more or 
less, with the seed during its course of 
decay, become impaired in this respect. 
Such cotton wool in Liverpool, in proper 
condition, w’Oold be worth from 7^d, to 
8d I per lb," 2d, Tn regard to 'the long 
stapled cotton grown at Taroup Myo, the 
fibre resembles most the Brazil or South 
American cotton, to the besioi'rny recol- 
lection. Tlie leaf of the plain resembled 
much, esppciallv in its eiz**, that which vee 
believe to be the Pernanibuco kind ; hut 
the seeds, ihouuh in themselves pretty 
large and hold, are loiinder and shorter 
than the Pernamhuco kind, 'i’he fibre of 
this cotton 18 lunsr, ver^ fine^ and god ; 
and 13 excellently adapted tot out spin- 
ning iiiaciiiuery. 'J'he cotlon is likewise 
freed from the s-ed with, great laciiity. 
This specimen is noul)ile«s also soinewliat 

imuaired in its strength fiom the lapse 
of time since it was gathered, and expo- 
snie to a variety and chairii' of clunare. I 
value It ui the Liverpool market, wlieu in 
its periect condition, at from Bd. to per 
lb. at least." 

Mr. Cracoft writes — 1 have given to 
the chief of Mootflong (whose village has 
produced the be.st turnips and potatoes 
ye*^ seenin this neighboiiihood.) some wf 
the Zen, ( Indian (*orn,) and fruit stones 
— also to Dewan Singh, ('the agem’vS in- 
terpreter,) who lias produced very eood 
turnips in the poonjeo (or villatie ) of 
Cliirra. To the JCiiropean r.'SKients, 
^'hom 1 thought likely to prove siicc(*ks- 
ful, 1 -ijave gi\ en some bcciIs of each sort ; 
ami in my own garden I have put the 
fi nit stones in raised ground, well w.ifer- 
ed — the apple uiul qinnre seetis lhava 
sown in pots plunged iti (iung The ther- 
mometer range.'* at present 11011144^^ 

Par., in a sheltered place out of UooiS'— 
but exposed on cloth or wool, falls aa low 
as 36^ and 1 have seen it at the beginning 
of the iiinnih at 31". The cold is so great 
as to to check vegetation. \\ lieat, bailey, 
and oats were twelve days coming no — 
also carrots and peas. Hadishes came up 
ill seven days — but nothing makes much 
progress. Potatoes, fioin seed dug at 
JVXyrong, in September, that have been lu 
the ground u month, have only now began 
^ vegetate, while old seed from J>acc« 
came up in a fortnight, audhas given otf- 
sers. 1 find some of the Khasins very anxi- 
ous to receive seeds and plants, and ilia 
old women of Moc»rflong refuse to sell any 
more potatoes, on the ground -of requir- 
ing all that remain us seed for the next 
crop. This sounds well, and 1 think that 
next September you may have some sent 
to Calcutta for sale, and that in two <»r 
three years the market will be supplied 
from the Khasia liilU) from the 15th Sep.^ 
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til! you^owii new crop comes in ; 
perhaps with carrots and turnips also. 

]V< nrly tlic whole of the Irnit trees 
hi oimhthere by Sir Kdward J-lyuii, have 
boen s#^nt to Nlm^kl()w and iMyrong, as 
'well as several I'nifts Irom my ownEnr -ue 
fruit trees at Dacca, on Kliasis stocks, I 
intended to hnv.- taken tlio Jar?.onell 
pear, and the IJ.iwtbornden apple ibere 
also, under my own care ; but not know- 
insf whether the gentleman for whom lam 
othcnmng, has any predilection for horti- 
culture, and (iuding the ulaiita were suffer- 
ing trom coutinemeiit in the pots, 1 have* 
put them in the ground here, but 1 shall 
take grafts on the Khasia stocks as soon 
as the plants will uffoid thert^. L was very 
successful in raiding SHedliii gs O'Jl tlie klia- 
feia crab at Dacca, as stocks lor propagat- 
ing the iMirope apple upon, and recom- 
nieud tlie practice to the Society, tor 
whicli purpose 1 send a supply of seed« I 
have, taken gratis by .ippioach wIumi the 
stocks wen* troin only si.^ to nine mouths 
Old, troin ilie eiuis of branches of the Eu- 
rope aptdo that vteiv quite gteeii, and 
found iliac they atlhered nertectly hi a 
iiiouih or six weeks, i llien loosened the 
bannages at the midd.e, and let the wood 
thicken there, then at the upper part, and 
lastly separated the gralt with inranable 
success, wliile older stocks oiten failed. 
Seven! tiees grafted m this msumei are 
now at Clurra, Myiong, and Nuogklow, 
taken from two Kuiope plants, putchased 
ill lS‘i9 from tlie Society, tlie iiame| of 
vhich I should be glad to lecover, 1 have 
piuctiiu d this kind of grafting with plurr\^ 
an<i m'uclies for many yeais, and think the 
plan superior to using older piams. The 
Virginia, Mary laud, aiul I’eisiau tobacco 
nave ail come up, luid I nave a sup- 
pi v of young plan ts in a .sliolteied spot, 
ic.iflv to be planted out when ihcie is no 
longer d iiigei trom frost 

Ilespec.iing his eKueriuifiits at Gloster 
on (he American saw gin, IVlr. Painck 
reixirts that lie apjjlo-d a belt from the 
inaciiiuery there to the saw gin, which 
madi* tlie ssaws revolve at the rate of 130 
to 160 revolutions per minute, and the 
speed gave him, with only one man attend-* 
ing it, about 31bs. of clean cotton iii ten 
minutes, equal to ld4flbs. per day ot 8 
hours. Tins could be effected by manual ' 
labour also, viz. by 3 men, but a more ^t- 
iective diiving apparatus thnu the cme 
accornfiauyiug tiie inachiiie, would be Re- 
quired. The effects of the saw gin, com- 
pared to that of tho native Qhucky. or 
rollers, is as 18 to 1. As far as Mr. Pat- 
rick could perceive, he did not tlnnlc tho 
quality of the cotton was deteriorated by 
ihe saws; uwas, liowever, comparatively 
abort stauledcuttoulthat he Itad cleaned by 
them , how far long-stapled cotton uiighc 

be injured, he could uot just iheu say. 


In speaking of the specimens of cotton 
and cotfoti yarn received from IMr. Har- 
ris, Mr. Findley says—'* with reference 
to the cotton, 1 have much pleasure in 
stating tiiat it would suit our machinVry 
admiiably. The highest numbers we can 
eoin Id present, will not rate above No. 
90, and tor these Nos. we could not desire 
a bettei quality of cotton than it. Tiio 
hiiest of your twist spun by the handfiom 
the same cotton is, 1 should say, nearly 
double that iincnesa ; and the evenness 
and smoothness of each of the specimens 
far surpluses any thing I have as yet seen 
of the kind, and of even some that h ia 
been spun by machinery. From these, 
and the many other specimens you have 
been kind efiougb to send me formerly, I 
should say, as far ns regards the quality, 
tberttueed be no apprehension of its not 
tfucceeding in this country ; and I have 
no hesitatiou in saying, that tlie generali- 
ty <*f the speciii^eua I have seen, is htilo 
interior to the same descriptions of Aiiie- 
ncaii cotton sold in the, English niarkt'f.’* 
Mr. Newman 1 ecommeiuls that allseeds, 
(parucularly those thatliave come a long 
vo\age,) be sown in moist ( but Mit wei > 
earth, and not waiet ed for thvpp dai^itajler 
snmngf (in wet weailier it is atlviuiblc to 
bav<‘ matting to cover the seed beds,) un- 
til the plauts have appealed above ground , 
wh^nthey may be watered as is usual. 
Ey this simide piecauiion, Mr. Newiiiau 
savs, even many old seeds will vegetate, 
w bereas seeds sown in wet earth, oi water- 
ed iinmetiiatel) , /nqiienily rot, by hai ing 
two mucti water at iirst. Mi. N. has tri- 
ed seeds, (nom the same packet,) on tho 
wei and (tiy plans, at the same nine, and 
siate.s, that It requii es only one trial to 
prov« ibe supeiioiity of the loriner. 
Tliere are, of course, many large seeds, as 
peas, beans. &ca, that ilo not i equiro sui h 
treaiment, however, Mr, Newman adopts 
the same plan with them, except they ate 
not sheltered in the wet weather, 
found au advantage also in raising bis 
parsley, celery, and such like things lU 
large pots and pa^s, ot earthen-ware, and 
even the cabbage tribe, in wet weather : 
tliey get what water 1 .S really necessary for 
them, but if sowed m tlie ground it is too 
frequently cold and w'ec. It would ap 
pear to be a troublesome plan to rai'-.e 
seeds m pots; but it require.s but few 
pots to raise a large quantity, and the 
seedlings c.in be transplanted into seed 
beds, ul a tew days after they come up. 
Alluding to the soil of B^uigal as too wet 
and cold for vines, Mr. Nevvu*aii says, he 
feels persuaded that if a terrace be maUe, 
with a few Indies of sand «t ihe borcom to 
drain the vi'ater <»ff', and a good compost 
used, the vines would thrive^ well, parti- 
cularly if the lenace be wholly aboc$ 
ground f and oj good dmennons.

'MEETING OF THE SCHOOL-BOOK SOCIETY. 


A. Meeting^ of tlie ATembera of thiB So- 
cTpty, anil ibe friputls of educationj took 
place at llie Town Hall, on Satiinlay the 
4tli February, pursuant to public ailver- 
tisement. The chair was taken by sir 
Filwaril Ryan at ten o’clock, ami after a 
brief adilresB from Mr. Sh.ikapeare, con- 
atulatino; the Society on the election of 
a Chuirnian so cfticient, a report wao 
read by Sir Edward, of which tlie follow- 
ing particulars are an abstrai t : — 

The report commences with a notice 
of the loss whi.'Ji the Society hbs sustain- 
ed l)y the return to England of their late 
president. \V. B Barley, K^q. and of 
ilolt Mackenzie, Esq., as well as by the 
ileatbs ot the late Bishop ot (’aientta, Dr. 
Breton, and the Bevd. J. 1). Eearsoii. 
With reference to die sentnneuts express- 
ed at the last IMeetin^ of the Society, 
by Mr. Mackenyie, icspecting the facili- 
ties it oflVrs foi the study ot tlie I ngli^h 
languaj^e, the roinniittee slate, tliat, im- 
pressed with a conviction of the necessi- 
ty of pilntirig books .suited to the wauta 
of llic peo]de, for promoting the improve- 
ment and progress of sclioids in India, 
they haip, in concurrence with the Com- 
mittee of Public Instruction, undei taken 
to publish a serie.s of hooks in the Eng- 
lish language Some account of ti^s 
fseiies ia pionil.sed in llie A|ipeiidix ; we 
must, tliPictore, defer our notice of it 
tdl the [luhlIrritioB of the repoit. 

A nuinher of wo ks on thus plan has 
ftlr^^ady been i.ssued, the demand for 
winch is described as great ; and some 
are now in the press. 

Some details are tlien entered into of 
the extent of publications in the lan- 
guages of the country. V history of 
tlreece in Bengalee is in course oi pre- 
paration for the press, by one of the 
youths educated In the Hindoo College. 
Another of them has completed, under 
the superintendence of Mr. H. H. Wil- 
ton, a translation of Lord Brougham’s 
treatise on the Objects ot Science. Whe- 
ther this translation is to he publishecl, 
is not mentioned ; but it may be ques- 
tioned if a work rd* that nature could be 
advantageously perused by tlie natiies 
without much previous instruction, which 
they are more likely to derive from the 
English, tlian their own laniinage. 

it is stated iiy the Comniittee, that the 
kpoki published^ by them are also £ent ib 


the Upper Provinre.s, but that, from tb» 
diHicultie.s in tlie wav of coininunication, 
uiitcb benefit is not likely to result, until 
societies like lliat exiNling at CalciiUd 
are lotmrd in the principal cities ol Hin- 
doos! an. 

At the conclusion of the repoit, the 
attention of natlv»» gentlmien is ( ailed to 
the nece»Rity ot their suppmting ihe .So- 
ciety more libeially than t!u-y have 
done ; and they are inloruied that seveial 
of its European friends, wilne“sii»n the 
want of zeAl on the pait of tlu* nativrs, 
for whose bentlli il vra.s ililifly institu- 
ted. Iiave withdrawn their support on that 
ground. We know that lliis feeling ia 
parliripntrMi in by many, and It is on© 
which (annot he cond^’ .lined ; for the 
native community, mimheis very opu- 
b*nt men, aoine of w'hiim are ready to 
make a display of their wealth in any 
way hut that by which 111 ir country men 
may be bentfiied. 

After the rei>ort had been read, th© 
following resolutions wcie introdncfil 
wvh a tew appropriate ninaiks by the 
inoiers, ani having h^tn seconded, weie 
unanimoiisiy carried ; — 

1. 'J’liat the Monorahle Sir I'i. Byan b« 
rp(|uestcd to accept the olhee ot Bre- 
Bident. 

2 That the repoit now read he 
adopted, printed, and ciiculatrd, under 
the diieition of the Committee. 

3. 'f'hat this meeting desire that the 
respectful sentiments they enteitain for 
the long and valuable services of ilieir 
late President, may he communicated to 
him, and that he he earnestly riqu.<citMl, 
to aiiord his es.sistarjc© in forwarding 
the ohjecis of the Society in England, in 
such way as raa| appear to him most ad- 
vantageous to its intcie.9tP. 

4. That agreeably to the recommend- 
ation of the report now read, an adiii- 
ticinal secretary be ap]miiit.»d; and that 
the Dili constitutional rule oi the Society 
be altered accordingly. 

5. That the thank.i of this Meeting bo 
presented to the Biglit Honorable the 
Patron of the iSoci»‘ty, and to llie Vice- 
Presidents, Ooiiiinittee, and Officers of 
the Instiriition, tor their attention to ito 
concerns since the last general meeting; 
and that* the foDdwing geiiilemeo be re- 
quested to act as the Vice Preside 
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OAifters, hikI roramtttee nf the Institatioo 
till the next ceneral meelin^.

The CliRinnan further observed, 
dbB-t he could not t'oiget the claims that 
matother gentiemaii, Air. H. H. Wilson, 
bad upon their attention; anil with other 
eDcomiurns said, that be con ivleied him 
to be the presiding genius of all that 
tended to tlie improvement of education 
in this count! y. lia then, in conclusion, 
tn.ide some apology for lutrodunng a se- 
cond time his remarks, wliieb had been 
read in the report, relating to tbetxer- 
tioof, that ought to be made by rosf'ect- 
able and influential native.s, I y suflicif ut 
aTid liberal contnloitions, to iorwaid the 
\iews of a Society founded solely for the 
benefit of the lisiiig geneiatiori. 

Thoiigli rlje Meeting was not numer- 
ously, it WHS very respectably, attended ; 
and among the visihirs, besides the gen- 
tlemen we have already mentioned, we 
recognised Mrf W. W. Bird, Mr. Wilson, 
and seveal other Eiiropeau friends of 
education ; and among the wealthy anti 
influential natives present, were Rada- 
caiitilh Deb, Dwarkaiiuih 'ragore, Rada- 
persaud Roy, and ICurnrii H ossein.

A SociETir was some time since esta- 
blished, und^r the designation of thk co- 
OPi-RATivK sociEiY, for the purpose of 
•uDplyiug the members and friends of it 
with SUCH commodities as tiiey constantly 
require. Accordingly, a small sum, m 
the shape of entrance fee and monthly 
deposits, was laised, and operations car- 
ried on for seven montlis, under the 
most disadvantageous circumstances, the 
•gtnts, owing ta other engagements, not 


having been able to give sufficient aid in 
their department. Notwithstanding, the 
Ml’mbcrs realized a clear profit of more 
than M) per cent per annum. 

The stock of tins Society was lately 
sold off at discount, at outcry, on account 
of the unfortunate circumstances alluded 
to, and the accounts, which showed the 
result above stated, closed ; but it was 
thoug;Iu that the operations should be 
taken up immediately again, upon a mote 


A rariety with rufous band. 
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extended scale, if proper persons could be 
found who wilihttend to the management 
of the business. In consequence of this, 
n number of persons disposed towards the 
object, including several members of the 
hit'' Society, met together to take the 
matter into consideration, revised its 
rules, convened two successive iiieetiiiga, 
and formed themselves into h Society, 
under the denomination of The Cal- 
cutta Co*optuATivt SociiiTY. The pro- 
ceedings of the last of these meetint;s are 
)iere presented to the reader, and these 
remarks have been prefixed, to render th<A 
marter clear. 

The fundamental rules of the Society 
are the following, from which an idea 
will be formed of its iiatur^ which is 
more lully devf^ped iii the didereut sec- 
tions ot the Kules : — 

That persons are to become Members 
bv paying an entrance money, and month- 
ly deposits ; tliat tlie tornier is to be not 
less than iis. and the latter S Hs. 
monthly, in addition to which, each,^ 
member may pay quarterly, whai Quuk.^ 
pieas(‘s, and that tliia Society is to cf 
truer no debts. 

d'hetuud to he raised will be applied to 
the purchase of a .stock of the most com- 
mon a* tic es 01 use und consumotiou, and 
from this stock tlie Members are to supply 
thomselves wi|^h sucli ihincs us they re- 
quire, getting, at the same time, their 
Iriends to do the same, li will appear evi • 
dent from this, that ir 13 oalv necessary 
for the INleinbers to be true to themseftres, 
und the Committee and Agents to be 
active, in order to ensure complete su<^- 
cess ; purchasers being resuly at hand. 


Other and more powerful afgutneDt8» 
allowing tbe practicability and advantage 
of such a Society, might be adduced; but 
this will suliice for the present. 

The followin; is the substance of the 
Kesolutions which were adopted at the 
Meeting, held on Wednesday evening last, 
the i^tii February, : — 

I'hat the individuals who have put their 
signatures to the paper ot agreement, 
form themselves into a Society, deumni- 
natirig it The Caicutta Co-opFUAi ivR 
Society, for the purposes embraced iii 
the Rul^ now read and revised ; that 
these Rules be adopted and printed tor 
the use of the Members of tlie Society, 
the opeiacions of which are to commeiica 
on the Is? of May next, the Meiubers 
paying their entrance fees before that 
i^iite^ that Mr. 1. N. Vaur Hurt be re- 
quested to accent tlie office 01 Treasurer, 
and Mr. W. Jl.

VISIT OF THE OOVERNOR OP BOMB.W, TO BUIIRO.OA, OK BRODRAO, 


THE CAPITAL OF THE GAIKOWAl 

We undenstaiul, from a correspondent 
on ilie other side of India, that Ijord 
Clare, the Governor ol Bombay, when 
proceeding from Bombay towards Anz- 
inere, to meet His Excellency the Go- 
vernor General, was splendidly enter- 
tained at Burroda by Malta Kajah See- 
^tlijee Row Gaikowar Beliadoor, who, in 
reiuru, was received by the Governor of 
Bombay at his encampiuent, with simifar 
<leiuunstratioas ol respect and Irieudship. 
Lord Clare’s retinae being baited at a 
place called Jaumboo Shur, about 40 
miles distance froua Burroda, upon the 
S2lst of November, 1831, the Maba Rajah 
dispatched an ofiicer of rank, with a 
regiiueut of artillery, to the Governor’s 
Camp, to pay HU Lordship due honor, 
iiud, as is customary, the Maba Uajab|

entrusted the ofiicer with some horses, 
precious stones, hiuI rich dresses, as Wfo- 
ghaty to be presented to His Lordship, 
which His Lordship kindly did the Malta 
Kajah the honor to accept. After this. 
Lord Clare proceeded towards Burroda, 
the said ofiicer and troops of the (juiku- 
war forming part of Uis Luiftishiii’s re- 
tinue as an escort. > 

On the moruiog; of 24th November, 
His Lordship arrived within 2oi 3 miles 
of Bnrruda, where the Maba Uujaii,witb 
a large body of tronps, elepiiHtiis, horses, 
&c. and accompanied by the principal 
•tHcers and persons of rank atteiidaut 
upon him, and by ibe sowcar.s, origreat 
n^erchants and bankers and prioi ipal 
inhabiianis oi the city ol Burroda, weut 
to meet HU Lordship ; and to pay hiiu 
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their respects, the flag called Zurree 
Putka or Golden Girdle being carried at 
the head of the Maba Rajah’a retinue, 
with the other flags belonging to the aeve- 
ral regiments of horse and artillery^ dis- 
played some from the backs of elephants 
and the others borne by horsemen pro- 
perly arranged. The Cavalcade proceed- 
ed with musicians mounted on elephants, 
horses, and camels, playing the music 
iiowbut or martial music, nuckarrras or 
kettle drums, audduukas, truippets, and 
Tarious other iustiunients, till it arrived 
un the race course, between 7 and 8 
o’clock in the morniug, when the Gover- 
nor and the Maha llajah me<. and saluted 
faidi other, and conversed together with 
much courtesy and friendship; the other 
p«;rsous wno accompanied the Maha 
Ilajah approaching the Governor to pay 
their respects, which were kindly received 
and returned by His Lordship ; after this 
K salute of artillery was fired, and His 
J 40 idsliip with his retinue was accompa- 
nied by tlie Maha Rajah to His Lord- 
nhip’s tent, where the Maha Rajah 
took his leave, and return^’d to Rurroda. 
On the !2()tli November the Maha Hujah 
invited Lord Clare to his palace. ^His 
iiordship was pleased to accept the in- 
citation, and to visit the Maha ttajah at 
about 8 o'clock, v, m. Upon His liord- 
eliip, with his reimue, arriving at the en- 
trance of the city, called Lahareepour 
^ate, he wak received with a discharge 
4 tl fire works ol various sons, which con- 
tinued to be played oil, accompanying 
the procession on either side till it i cach- 
ed the outer gate of the palace, where 
I he Maha Rajah, with all his attendants 
»nd other persons of disiiuction, having 
de^cende.d trom the palace, received His 
f-oVdship with all customary honors^ 
the Maha Rajah conducted His Lord- 
ship by the hand to tfie hall in which is 
the rausnudt or throne ot the Maha Rajah, 
liis Lordship was placed in a handsome 
chair, and His Lordship’s secretaries, Mr. 
Williamson and Mr. Money, and seven 
or eight oUier British gentlemen ol dis* 
tinction, who accompanied him, took their 
seats at His Lordship’s side. 

The dewatis or chief ofltcers of the 
Government, thesowcars and attendants, 
aitd servants of rank of the Maha Rajah, 
rsho were present, made their due obei- 
hances, and seated iheinseives accord- 
ing to their rank, and all the armed at- 
toodants, the chupdaurs, aussa and 
tobttta^ tke baurdars; and the seapoys 


were properly arrange<V. according tb 
their several ranks and duties. The 
durhaur or hall in which the throne 
is, is about 60 feet in length and 45 
in breadth, and it was crowded to 
excess by the number of his respectable 
and wealthy servants and subjects in 
attendance on that occasion. The hall 
was furnished with a prolusion of rich 
lustres and mirrors, branches with waX 
candles; pictures and engiavings orna- 
mented every pari of the walls and 
pillars where they could be placed ; 
carpets Were also spread, upon which 
groups of dancing girls were dancing 
tor the ^amusement of the company. 
While the inuuiuerabl6' wax lights dif- 
fused a brightness all around, which 
equalled that of the sun. After his Lord- 
ship and the Maha Rajah had passed 
some time in friendly conversation, the 
Maha Rajah introduced his son, Row 
aheb, about 14 years (»f age, to Lord 
lare, whom his Lordship received very 
kindly, and with many maiks of atteii 
tion. After this his Loidship remained 
for two hours longer looking at the 
iiautches, and apparently very happy, and 
much amused. About 1*2 o’clock at 
night, wlieu liis Lordship was about to 
leave the palace, the JMalia Rajah hail 
the honor to present his Lordship with 
a cilrpaich, or oriianient fur the head, of 
precious stones, a pearl necklace, a rich 
dress, three excellent horses with rich 
saddles, and an elephant with an am- 
barree or seat with a canopy, as is cus- 
tomary upon such occasions, and he also 
gave to the geptlemen, who accompa- 
nied his Lordship, Birpaiche.s, pearl neck- 
laces, ant) dresses, according to their 
ranks ; ottar of rose and rose water were 
used in abundance, and every one was 
highly pleased with the entertaiumeut ; 
bis Lordship and all the gentlemen at- 
tending him were mounted on elephants 
by the Maha Rajah, and his Lordship 
WHS attended and amused as on his ar- 
rival with a similar display of various 
sorts of fire-works, by which both sides 
61 the streets and road were lighted till 
he reached his tent. So many of the in* 
babitanla came to view the retinue of 
Lord Clare, that from the Lahareepour 
gate to the palace of the Maha Rajah, 
there was hardly room to pass along the 
street, besides which many people were 
on the terraces of their houses to view 
the procession. By the nearest guess 
that can bo made; the people assembied 
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on itiat ninrlii^ceeded 15^000; all wlio 
vere present (feci ared that the splendour 
ot the procession, ot the oruameuts of 
tile hallj and of the entertainment alto, 
^ether, exceeded what they had ever 
witnessed. 

The invitation given by the Maha Ra- 
jah to LorU Clare was for the purpose of 
making (irm the claims of friendship 
which Tiave bound the Hon’ble Company 
and the Gaikowar’s State from the be- 
ginning, and which the Maha Rajah, 
up to this day, has laboured attentively* 
to preserve and strengthen, of which 
Lord Clare appeared to be entirely 
satisfied. On the 28th Novyiiber. his 
Lordship invit%l the Maha llnjah to 
return the visit, as is usual, at his liord- 
ship’s tent, where he received the Maja 
Rajah at three o’clock in the afternoon, 
with great courtesy. His Lordship pre- 
sented the Malta Rajah with a serpaich 
of precious stones, a pearl necklace and 
rich dress, two horses, and an elephant’ll 
HU ambarree, and a valuable English ' 
sword, with a gulden handle ; he also 
presented Row Saheb, the son ol the Mali a 
Hajali, with a sirpach ot precious stones, 
a pearl necklace, and dress ; and he gave 
to the dewatis and sowcars and other 
persons attending upon the Vlaha Hajuh, 
amounting in number to about 200, to 
some serpaichs and rich dresses, and 
to the others a dress according to their 
rank, and to the custom, • 

In 1S20, when the then Governor of 
Bombay, the Honorable Charles Mount- 
fttuart Elphinstone, visited Hurroila. he 
paid his respects to the Maha Rajah 
Seeahjee Row (iaikowar Behadoor, in a 
courteous and friendly manner : the 
friendship between tke two states, that 
of the Honorable Company and of the 
Gaikowar, was cemented and increased; 
Lord Clare has, in like manner, shown a 
disposition to cultivate a friendly inter- 
course with the Maha Rajah, according

In huiubut I8S6, which cor- 
respond.a with paits of the Etigli.sh yearn 
1829 and 1830, when Sir Jolin Malcolm 
came to Burroda, he, without examining 
into the foundation of these falsehoods, 
declined to accept the invitation of tho 
Maha Rajan.oi to inipiire into ihegriev- 
aocc^ ol which he complained, or tho 
♦iolatinns of the engagements of tlie 
treaty on the part of the Honorable 
Company ; all* iliis had afllicted the 
Maha Rajah with great grief and per- 
plexity, which Lord Clare, soon after 
coming to Burroda, greatly alleviated ; 
his Lordship was kind enough to receive 
personally iVom the Malia Rajah, while 
at Burroda, an account of the grievances 
and oppressions of whlcli he complain- 
ed. ami gave him hopes that these mat- 
ter.# would, at length, inquired into 
with fairness, and redressed according to 
justice and the faith of the treaties, and 
it is understood that he has left upon 
the mind of the Maha llaj^li the most 
satisfactory impression ot .the courtesy 
of his manners, his excellent characier, 
his good understanding, and fairness of 
his intentions.

leave to bring to your Lord sbip-s notice, 
that he has heiird and believes that two 
Christian officers attached to the Supreme 
Court, by oath, have, since a long time, 
monopolized tlie dutie.s of tran.slating 
into English the Bengalee and Persian 
documents, &c. that are produced to tha 
said Court on any cause ; and filled their 
own pocket to the complete seclusion of 
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all; tills system, (yonr petitioner beg* to

Your petitioner also heard that some- 
time ago, when government felt desirous 
to get the principal parts of 'Sanscrit 
Poorans, and several other Persian works 
translated into English, this was done 
clirough the assistances of .sevc^ral natives 
of Bengal consisting chiefly of a few of 
the fliudoo college students, at the head 
of whom, asyoiir petitioner believes, was 
liaboo KamcomuL Sen ; iporeovcr. there 
are several learned Missionary Gentle- 
men, both ill Calcutta and at Serampore, 
and among whom some are the moat 
cleverest men in the Oriental languages, 
and upon some of whom your petitioner 
believes the charge of trunsluiiiig ragu- 
latiuns was vested by government for 
some considerable time, therefore if your 
Ijordships will be pleased to divide the 
duties ot the tranJation, besides the two 
monopolizers, either between the mis- 
sionary Gentlemen, or some of the ablest 
men, whether Hindoo, iMoosulman,or( ' hns- 
tian, after due examination us to llieir abi- 
lities, it will iTifallibiy afford a greater or 
moreproeniiuent facility to the suitors or 
the parties concerned in any suit in car- 
rying on with their suits, as the propofcd 
system, as your petiiiouer thinks, would 
afl'ord the parties free liberty to apply 


to any of snob translators get their pa^ 
pers translated, without any restriction 
as is now experienced. By the foregoing 
remarks your petitioner does not wish 
that the charge of translation he snatch- 
ed away altogether from the said two 
oflicers, (the Monopolizers,) who have 
since a long time been fed by the suitors 
or the parties uninterruptedly ; but he 
only means to say, that tlie said two 
oflicers, owing to their different, other 
engagements, besides the duties of the 
translation ahsigned to them, and upon 
various other causes, which, are not ne- 
cessary to mention here, they do not, or 
at least conuot, duly alteud to the re- 
quisition of the suitors ^)r the parties at 
a more proper lime ; and fcnis puts the

it appears fit to your Lordships to afford 
greater redtess to the suitors or parties, 
as your Lo.'dsbips have already done 
so on many other occasions lu their be- 
half.

defendant, and a verdict waa friven for 
the penal aum mentioned in the bond.

Several witnesses were examined this 
day ill proof of the two wills found 
alter the decease of the'^ittrigatlier ; ong 
of them being r'^gularly executed and 
the other unexecuted. It is the intention 
of the connHel engaged to estalilish the 
two papers^ an4 after the exa^iii^ation of 
tlitt witnesses are closed^ to argue on a 
future day the merits of each. 

Thursday, January *26, 183‘2. 

There waa notiiing dcnie iii Court this 
day ; the only case ready on board of 
causes was the argument of a Plea lost 
bill; but which, owing to toe absence 
from Court of Mr. Cleland (we believe 
thro’ indispositionj was postponed to 
jMouday next, and the Court rose atd 
little atter 1*2 o’clock. 

Friday, January 27, 1832.

Several other witnesses were examin- 
ed tliis-day, in lurtner proof of thet^o 
testamentary papers found alter the 
decease of the Brigadier* 

Thursday, February 2, 1832. 

The Court was occupied all day in 
hearing the arguments of the Advocate 
General and Mr. Cleland in favor of the 
last and unhnished Will, of the late Bri- 
gadier Sir Alexander McLeod ; and 
those of Mr. 'rurton and Mr. Dickens 
against it, and iiiiavor of the Will dated 
in 182S. The decision ot the Court in 
this case will be given on Monday next. 

Monday, February 6, 1832. 

In the Goods of Sir Alexander Macleod, 
Deceased. 

The Chief Justice delivered judgment 
in this case, and stated that he believed 
there would be some dilFerence on the 
bench, though in cases of the present 
nature, it would have been better if th«» 


Court were unanimous ; but however as 
delay was of some moment to the parties 
interested, he would deliver his opinion 
at once. 111 .** Lordship observed, that the 
partv proaioveiithad propounded a paper 
written in 1831, bearing no attestation of 
the Testator, and without date, and this 
they alledged was a revocation of the 
will duly executed hy thft Testator in 
1828 that Will was in evidence to have 
been regularly and soleinnly executed, 
and. in his opinion, was never cancelled ; 
if it wa*s, tiiere ought to have been an 
expresiS revocation, for it was certain 
tli.it thti'Pestator did not intend to allow 
boiii tho {Vipers to stand for his will. 
By law it was necessary that the pa{>er 
so propoumled, in older to make it n 
*linal revocation, should contain the liual 
disposition ot the Tc^stator, but here the 
tenor of the paper showed an iiitentiuu 
to alter the will of iS28, circumstances 
having occurred in the interval upon to 
ground that supposition, such as the sis*, 
ter of the deceased having died, and th« 
natural daughter, who had incurred tho 
Testator’s displeasure, being reconciled, 
so that some provision was to be made 
for her. 'I he deceased, had he lived 8 or 
KRdays, would have most probably made 
a new will, and in the absence of that, 
the Court must take the will of 1828 as 
containing the 'Pesiator’s hxed and final 
disposition ot his property. 'I'liere wers 
circumstances from which the paper pro- 
pounded could uot be reckoned as a hual 
disposition, the omission of the name of 
]Vlr.s. Sutherland, to whom the Testator 
had lett 1000.;^ in his first will, and 
spoken of her in thai will in terms 
of gratitude, and nothing was shown to 
diminish lliat regard towards her, al- 
though her name was omitted in*'tlt(» 
paper as a legatee, us well as that of 
Airs. Dalzell. The will of 1828 it ap- 
peared was kefit in a place where the 
Testator kept his valuables, and the se- 
cond will was not found till the day 
alter the Testator’s death, amongst a 
heap of old and ioo.«ie papers. It this 
will be taken as a final disposition of 
the I’e stator s effects, the question arose, 
why was it not signed by him, and kept 
in a place of security I Placing the will 
of 1828 in its proper repository waa 
conclusive that the Testator did not 
eancel it; and if the Testator really in- 
tended to execute the paper propounded* 
why did. he not place it in as secure a 
place? Therefore, taking the clrcumstaa* 
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ttii of the caae into consideration, he was 
tff opinion, that the proinovents had 
foiled to prove that the naper written in 
1B3I, rontained the final and formal de- 
termination of the Testator, and, there- 
fore, it ought to be rejected, and that pro- 
bate granted of the will of 1828. 

Sir John Pranks coincided with hla 
Lordship. 

Sir Rdward Ryan dissented with the 
ether Judges, holding that it was clearly 
established, that the paper written in 
1831 was the draft of a will, anti if 
the '^Vstator had lived a tew days he 
^Vould have fairly copied an<l executed 
it, such being the case, the Oourt oiigat 
to take that paper us the last will of the 
deceased.' • ^ 

Tuesday, FebruarYc7, 1832. 

Mooherjee versus Judge. 

The greater part of the day was occu- 
pied in arguing the plea filed by the de- 
fendant, in this suit ; the substance of 
which was, that the defendant liaving ob- 
tained judgment at common law, its pio- 
eeediugs ought not to he ransacked in a 
court of eipiily. jrvithout coiliision mr 
fraud being charged to wan ant such a 
concinsion, but mere want of considera- 
tion was no ground for such a proceed- 
ing. The Court allowed the plea with 
costs. 

Sre Kissen Doss v. Prancis Hasted. 

This was an action to recover the 
amount of two drafts, one for Its, 33,246 
nod the other for lls< 5,000, drawn by 
the defendant on Messrs. Palmer and 
C(K ip 1829, accepted by them, and nego- 
ci^^ by the plaintitf. The plaiotiif is 
a banker at Benares, and the defendant, 
who is an indigo planter near the same 
place, had occasion to raise money in^ 
the manner already stated, for the pur- 

S ose of carrying on his factories, the title 
eeds of which were in the hands of 
Messrs. Pallncr and Co. Before the 
draffs became due, which was in April, 
1830, the bouse of Messrs. Palmer and 
Co. failed, and the defendant entered 
into negociatioua with the plaintiff for 
the settlement of his claims, by a morU 
cage on some of his factories; which 
however was never executed, in onnse- 
naence of the plaintiff having declined 
the arrangement, he having heard that 
they - were already encumbered.' la 


March, 1831, the defendai^ made a ^nal 
settlement with the assignees of Messrs, 
Palmer and Co. and received from them 
the title deeds of his factories, which he 
made over to Mr. Hurry, who now carriee 
on the concern. 

The Chief Justice thought the plain- 
tilTs case had not been sufficientiy made 
out, though he would not pronounce a 
nonsuit till the counsel had had an op- 
portunity of being heard. Judgment was 
accordingly deferred. 

Wednesday, Feb. 8, 1832. 

In the cfee of Sre Kis^eii DosvS versus 
Francis Hasted, noticed in our paper of 
Wednesday, the plaintiff* was nou.suited, 

Thursday, Feb. 9, 1832. 

Sir John Franks, on taking his seat this 
morning on the bench, intimated to the 
bar, that he Ind received information, 
of the severe indisposirion of the flou'ble 
the Chief Justice, wiiich would necessa- 
rily oblige him to be alisent for a few 
days, and that, therefore, the case, wliich 
was partly heard yesteiday, before his 
Lordship, mast stand over till he was 
able to attend Court. His Lordship for- 
ther^added, that if counsel wished it, all 
motions of importance might as well 
aland over, till a iiiture day. 

The Count proceeded to try the re- 
maining causes, in the term hoard, four 
in number, which were devoid of any in- 
terest, and occupied but a short time ; — ■ 
the Court rose about one o'clock. 

In the case of Strettell v. Omackurn 
Donnerjee, for debt, a question arose as 
to the legality of 8U.staining the action 
in the name of the plaintiff, on account 
of the insolvency. Mr. Turton, the plan- 
tift’^B counsel, said that he believed it 
was the practice in England, where one 
partner was solvent, and the other insol- 
vent, for the former to use the name of 
th^ latter conjointly with his own, in the 
recovery of debts due to both parties, 
subsequently making over to the assign- 
ees the insolvent’s proportion of the 
same. Sir Edward Ryan cited authori- 
ties to prove that such was not the case, . 
and that such a suit should he instituted 
iu the names of the solvent partner, and 
of the assignees to the estate of the inr 
yolvent. Mr. Turton thought, thM^ uodei 
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'ttiese clrcums^nceSi there would be little 
use in going further into the case, as he 
was not very likely to be able to get over 
this diihculty, and-eequested to bo allow- 
ed to withdraw the record. This the 
Court could not allow j they thought he 
must be nonsuited, though there might 
be a question about the costs, on which 
head, howevfr, Mr. Turton expressed 
bis inditfernnce, there being little or 
none. The plaintitf was accordingly 
nonsuited. ^

oT t, being the amount of tlieir bill for 
the repairs ol ihe Deteudaiu's boat, 'File 
Uefeiniarit pleaded a tender of Sicca llu- 
p^-es 400, and issue being t^ken by the 
IMaiiiutis for tho balance, the cause came 
on tor trial this day. 

iMr Clelaud opened the plea<linss, and 
ISlr Turton staled the case for the Fiaiu- 
tills. I he Adiocate General and Mr. 
Clarke appealed tor Mr. liudow. 

Mr Anibrobe, lato toremuu, employed 
in the dock, and the person uTider v\Ji03e 
supermleiidance the boat was repaired, 
was exuiuiued at great length. • 

From the evuleiK'e of Mr. Ambrose it 
appealed, that the bout lu question was 
purchased at llie sale ot tUvUndgewatei’s 
stores in June, 1830, by M*r. fladow, at 
vinch time a con ver.sation passed be- 
tween him and the Defendant, in which he 
distinctly suid that tlie expenses of repair 
wuiiid not exceed Sicca Rupees 200. He 
admitted having, a day or two subsequent- 
ly, received the following note from Mr. 
Ifadow, together with the articles ilrereia 
specified.

J. Ambrose, Esq. 

Dear Sir,— 1 have desired my sircar to 
clt livtr over to you tlie tollowing articles 
J yesterday purchased tor my boat, viz.

wanted.

To this no reply was given, nor did 
he remember that when he afterwards 
saw Mr Hadow in the office of Mr. Currie, 
any conveisatioii passed about the expen- 
ses of repairing the boar, but matters w'eiiC 
on nil she was finished, when on presen- 
tation of the bill payment was refused. 

Witness examined the bill, and admitted 
that It was made from tlie daily book of 
the yard*kept by himself, and that all the 
materials charged were given out by him 
tor the repau.s ot tins particular boat, and 
he b**lievejJ they wtre all used, and that 
ail the charges were fair and reasonable, 
according to the port rates, (i. e.) accoid- 
the usual charges of the New 
Howrah JJock Company — he said tiie 
reason that ber paint might not have 
pleased Mr. liudow was, that she was re- 
piiired in the. wet season, and that being u 
very old boat it was not thought advisable 
to jeiTiove tier from where she lay, so 
that sho was dunng the whole time, 
(about three moiiiha,) exposed to the 
vveaiher, and thu paint, ol couise, subject 
to be washed cfV by the rain. 

'I hn witness, in his cross examination 
by^tiie Advocate General, stated, that the 
New Howrah Doctk (JcRupauy consisted of 
JMes>4rs. J , Cullen, H, lirown, and John 
Armstrong C’urne ; that the two former 
gentlemen were inerrhuiits and agents iti 
Calcutrn, and had nothing to do with llio 
inuiiagement of the Dock Yard; that tho 
lattei was llie inanaiiing piopiieior, but 
that be was a reiired miUtavij geutlemun 
and not brouglit up to the line of busi- 
ness be was now engaged in, nor was ho 
much coniersant with boat building; - 
that be (w’ltnesa) never in any other in- 
stance hudraad't a contract for the propri- 
etors on bia own responsibility, but that 
whi n any body aaked him his opmi)5<ii»'of 
what would he the amount of a job, h© 
never hesitated to state, ns he had done in 
tins instance, w lmt he thought would be 
the cost ; that he bad never in any way 
whatever, until after payment of the bill 
had been refi.sed by Mr. Hadow, stated 
what had passed between them to his em- 
ployers ; ihatt.'aptamCuriie Bari, however, 
repeatedly seen the work going on upon 
the bout, but that no inquiries were ever 
made how it w'tis to bt charged for ; that 
upon the bill being re.tunied he had told 
Captain t^unie tliai be said to Mr. Hadow 
the expenses would be about 200 Rupees. 

The bill was again banded to wiiriess, 
and after being reminded, that he bad 
sworn to the correctness of it — tfie fol- 
lowing, aoioiigsi many other uems, Wi}i% 
brouglit to his atlcnlioiu 
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Igt. Fifty feet of Locker. The wit- 
ness admitted that the boat was only about 
3() feet long« aud that he could not explam 
where all this quantity wad applied, 
though he was confident it had been used 
in htUQg out the boat he suhsequanily 
explained, tiiat it was used for the sides as 
well as seats of the locker', bur even that 
he admitted would not account for ail 

2d. One hundred and twenty pounds 
of paints. This the witness said had all 
been properly used ; he stated, that, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hadow^s luscructiou, the 
boat was to be green, and in aocounting 
for the very large quantity of black 
charged, be said, that as the boat w'aa 
originally black, it was necessary, before 
she could be painted green, tlid^ she should 
leceive a coat of lead colour, to coinoose 
vrhicli the black puiut bad been mixed 
with white. On his being reminded 
fin Item of the hill was for lead colour, and 
nsked if the boat hod no\ at first been 
painted black by mistake, he admitted 
that she had, and that the black paint 
ought not to have been charged, bur. with 
the exception of that coat, he did not 
think too much paint had been used. In 
his opinion, for such a boat 2 Cwt, of 
paint would not be too much, but though 
iu this instance only 1201b. was used, 
he considered she was properly finished. 

5rd« Ossoo ni^st hounds and cross- 
tlrees. These, though cliarge.d for, the 
witness admitted had never been deliver- 
ed to Mr. lludow, they, having nut suited 
the eye of the builder, had been repiaeed 
by iron ones, wluch were also charged for, 
with 20 per cent commission on each. 

Upon the other items of the bill, his 
evidence was of less importance, except 
that, when speaking of spars tor the masts, 
he stated, that if a mast of 25 feet only* 
were required, tlvs proprietors of the 
Howrah Dock were accustomed to use a 
Bptir of 35 feet, provided they had none by 
tUoiVEi ot smaller dimenhions, uud charge 
m that rate, aud the pei:»on paying wa^%t 
liberty to remove what was not used ; but 
he did not know an inai^ance where par- 
ties had been so informed. 

On hts re-examination he stated, that 
he never did agree to repair the boat for 
Sa. Hs. 200, and that he had no authority 
to do sn. That the ctiarges in the bill 
were moderate, and chose then demanded 
iu the ordinary way by the Howrah Dock 
Company* That he himselt, a beginner 
with a comparatively trifling estabiish- 
lueiit, would not have done it for less than 
fc>a. Ils. 500. In reply to the Court, be 
admUted, that even after he had received 
Mr, Hadow'snote he did believe, from the 
former conversation, that the impression 
the Defeudant’a mind waf , that the 
srapenses would not exceed Ss. Hs. 200. 
fUid tiiougU he did not i^epiy Co that ikoie^ 


and be afterward# aaw Mr. Hadow, be 
did not remove that impreiSiou, nor did ho 
recollect speaking to him at all about the 
repairs Deducting all improper chaigea 
Sicca Rupees 400 would not be a fair re- 
muneration to persons who keep an esta- 
blishment like the Howrah Dock Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Kydd, judging from what he had 
heard iu Court of the repair done, consi- 
dered thatSicca Rupees 450 would be suf- 
ficient to cover -he expenses. The majo- 
rity of clinrgesin the bill were moderate, 
oeveral, however, were beyond what he 
would charge. 

These items Mr. Kydd enumerated, and 
some appeared to ba in excess cent per 
cent, but as they were small in quantiiy 
the reduction wou'd not'ainnunt to more 
than twenty or twenty-five Rupees, Mr, 
Kydd, however, observeil, that he was of 
opluion conSidHraule economy might have 
been observed in the use of material, and 
stated that he had about the same time 
repaired a boat for Mr. Alexander, 26 feet 
by 7— given lier two masts, two gaffs, 
bomb and lookers all round, like a life 
boat, together wuth iliree sails of new 
Russia Duck ; the masts were fir, 24> or 
S5 feet long, but no topmasts, and the 
charge for the whole was under 430 
rupees. In reply to the Court Mr. Kydd 
said, that placing out of consideiatiou 
his own cate of cliarcmg, rho-^e of ihe 
Coiupuny, or ot the llowrali D )ck, he 
considered that for the ri*pairs slated to 
have been done Sa Rs. 400 would nor bo 
i^fair reinuiuT.iiion, but Sa. Rs. 450 
would , however, judging oulv from tiie 
lelt^ of directions from iMr Hadow, he 
cop^vered thur the repair and work could 
have been fairly done tor Sa. Rs. 400. Ho 
believed be bad stated previous to hearing 
the evidence of the first witness, that he 
would have undertaken the job foi 400. 

A Sircar in the ouiployinant of the 
Plaiiiiiffs stated, that he made out the 
bill iu question, aud the charges were the 
usual Ones. 

For the defence the first witnessexa- 
xniiiod was Mr. Savigny andlie coirobo- 
rated Mr. Ambrose’s evidence ns to tfie 
promise of repuiringt^he bout for Sa. Rq. 
200, but his recollection of the particulars 
appeared to be indistinct. 

,He had been for 23 years at sea. and 
speaking as a sailor of tlie fitting of the 
sails and rigging of the bnat lu question, 
which he saw the first time, Mr. liadow 
sailed^her, he said lie should have been 
oshained to turn them out of hands, 'i'he 
cordage was very inferior, aud, to the best 
of his recollection, it was twice laid ; he 
believed there were no lockers ; there 
might have been in the after part of the 
boat, but ceicaiuly not uudor th« seat# in 
in]x% cabin. 
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Mr. Clieine.^foretatQ in tbe Pock of 
Metsrf. Jop and Co. examined the boat 
•bout five or eight montha aitice, (could 
not aay exactly when,) with Mr. Bowie 
forernon of Mr. Kyd'a yards, who has ro' 
turned to Europe, and on that occasion 
neither of them could trace the application 
of all the Items charged in the bill as used 
— not within 16 orSfO feet of the timber, 
charged for lockers. There were no lockers 
whatever but merely benches supported by 
•tsMcheons. If the workmen had been 
watched to prevent their cutting wood to 
waste for the sake of the chips, the re-* 
pairs micht have been done for less than 
Sicca Jlupees4()0 Jop and ('o. would have 
done It fo! Sicca Rupees 4(K), and the wit- 
ness liiniS'dr wo'^d have done^t for less 
than sicca rupees 300, on his own ac- 
count, if he could have siipeniuonded the 
repairs. The rope, if not twice laid, wua 
▼erv inferior. 

J'liis wna the principal evidence adduc- 
ed by both parties, and niter the coinmentt 
of connsel, the Court gave ifs decision. 

Jiuth Judges were unanimouaiti finding 
for the Defendant, but each separately 
delivered their reasons for so doing, winch 
were briefly these — that they would be 
notrytohave it supposed that the law 
proniul,;aied by Mr, Turton on this trial 
would ever find ratification in that Court, 
VIZ. that tt contract made with the foreman 
of a yaid, (more parncuiariy where the 
evidence adduced by the parties themsel- 


▼es went to prove that the principals were

activity has prevailed in the market for 
the better qualities. The hijrlipst sale 
price of fine Jrssore has been 155, the 
Sericole, of quality inferior to its usual 
standard, has been bought for the Lon- 
don market at 145. The Diibrakole 
at 150. Fine Nuddea has fetched 135 
to 146. The J. S. P. much iuferior^to its 
usual standard, is held at 140, part of 
the C. V. H. has been sold at 135 The 
Company have made bwt^few purchases, 
excepting one extensive transaction in 
the IVl. & H. fromTyrhoot, at 125; some 
tenders have, however, been made to 
them at prices rather lower than before. 

There is considerable dilHculty in the 
sale of the lower qualities, and of mid- 
dling Indigo, from the higher Beugal pro- 
vinces, although, comparatively, those 
sales which ha v^ been made are at^iet* 
ter rates than the best qualitio.-) have 
realized. The latter are disapneating 
rapidlv. The total quantity sold is about 
7600 chests. 

At oiir public sale of the 30th instant, 
about 260 chests went off freely at our 
former quotations ; they consisted almost 
entirely of iaferior qualities, rejections 
from past sales, with one or two lair lots 
of native, Jessure. and Nuddea ; blue 
ranged from 135, for good violet, in 
good condition, down to 116, large 
Pisces and mixed, from 90 to 1 15, burnt 
and defective manufacture 80 to 105 ; 
good native manufactiue middling 
90 to 115, inferior 8(f to 95 ; 20 chests 
of Furruckabad of 1330 found no bid 
higher than 55.

‘ PRESO^AVE AND CO. 
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RAMOHUR INSURRECTION. 


In a former notioe oftlie Ramghur Tq> 
surrection, published iu this department 
of the Calcutta Magazine for March 
last, we brought down our accounts of 
the military operations against the Coles, 
to the attack upon the tillage of Sillah, 
which was taken on the 14th of Febru- 
ary, hr four companies of the 60tli Na- 
tive Infantry and a troop of the 3d Light 
Cavalry. und»*r Captain Iiupey, who de-* 
feated the insurgents with considerable 
loss, and killed a leader of notoi iety, nam- 
ed Booddoo Bhugghut ; we sha^ now pro- 
ceed to lay be!o«! our readers an out-^ 
line ot the further particulars which have 
since reached the presidency, together 
witli a short review ot the different causes 
which have been assigned for the dis- 
turbances ; first, however, adding some 
few reniatks, to those we have already 
made, concerning the habits and man- 
Tiers of the Coles themselves, but differ- 
ing in no material particular from what 
we before stated. 

Of the religion of this people, no- 
thing has yet been said upon which 
much reliance may safely be placed, 
though it has been boldly asserted by 
one writer, that the divinity they worship 
is Esso, Es'se, or Jesus; who goes on 4o 
say, that some of their words are He- 
brew, ami he strongly suspects that they • 
are connected with the Black Jews of 
Cochin, and have got the name of J^ns 
from the Syrian Christians, 'i'his opini- 
on has been, we think, very justly 
ridiculed notwithstanding it is said 
to have emanated from authority of 
considerable theological notoriety ; and 
it has been as firiuiy advanced on the 
other hand, that they worship only 
the rising sun, and at times sacrifice 
a cock; so that amidst this conflicting 
testimony, it is scarcely sate to conclude 
mure, than that their religious institu- 
tions, if they have any definite ones, are 
far removed from those of their neigh- 
bours, considering, that in their incur* 
fiions they have not hesitated to violate 
the sanctuaries of worship, and, with sa- 
crilegious hands, to plunder and destroy 
the most venerated Ido’s. 

Though the Coles have but in few in- 
stances attempted to withstand the su- 
perior discipline and arms of their more 
civilized opponents, they appear, on more 
than one occasion, to have evinced a do* 


gree of spirit in tbeir resistance, wbich 
shows that they are not deficient in 
that active but savage bravery wbich in- 
duces, amongst such people, a reckless* 
ness of character, and even a care* 
iessness of life itself, though in all other 
respects they appear to he an indolent 
race, much addicted to the use of ar- 
dent spirits, and so utterly beyond the 
exercise of every useful employment, 
that all labour, both domestic and agri- 
cultural, becomes the peculiar duty of 
the female /lortion of the population, 
a stout and sturdy race, ill fed, and 
wors^ clothed, but still well adapted for 
stich employments, as must appear front 
the fact, that the country Singhboom, of 
which we have* already given a rough 
geographical sketch, is. on the whole, 
better cultivated tbau that of their more 
peaceful neighbours, who live in constant 
terror of the warlike habits of the Coles. 

Of the language of the Coles a good 
deal has been written, and various coa« 
tradictory statements have been made, so 
that we shall not, at present, attempt to 
say emy thing of it, but^t once proceed 
to detail the military operations which 
have been undertaken for the suppressi- 
on of the iusurrectioD, and their various 
results, extending from tho I4ih of Feb- 
ruary to the 17th March, the date of the 
latest news from the seat of war wliicli 
has reached Calcutta ; first observior^ 
that they are by no means as numerous 
as those we have hitherto bad occasion to 
notice, which is mainly to be attributed, 
we suppose, to a disposition evinced on 
the part of the Coles, to return to habits 
of subordination. » < 

A letter from the Camp orPuthoureab, 
in Chota Nagpore, dated ^4th February, 
1832, states, that *C<4ptain Wilkinson 
had been for the few days preceding at 
Cho'irea and Teekoo, receiving the subs 
mission of several villages; and another 
coiiimuuication from the samo quarter, 
dated 25tb, mentions the receipt of a 
dispatch from Colonel Bowen, inlorrning 
the Commissioners, that in the neigh* 
bourbifed of Jaldab, the country was in a 
dreadfully disturbed state, and that the 
Coles were in considerable force at the 
villages of Jumraood, Para, and Vona* 
huttoo, in the Piirguunah Bivudall, the 
latter of which places be expected to 
reach on the 23d, having been joined by 
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Captain Horaliprg^b’ii detatjbmeiit of the 
d8(li Native Infantry. 

The fullest ami most satisfactory ac- 
counts which have, from lime to time, 
reached Calcutta, and those upon which 
the greatest reliance may, we think, be 
nafely placed, are from a gentleman, who 
writes from the camn at Bondoo, t26th 
February. On the night of the 522d, he 
says, it was considered advisable to make 
a forced inarch upon Sunahuttoo, which 
was reached early ou the morning of the 
!23d ; but in consequence of the military 
baring been marched in columns of sec- 
tions through the centre street of the 
town, a mile in length, camp equipage 
nod al), the enemy fled at one end as 
the troops entered at the other, so that 
only eight of the Insurgents were killed. 
At this place the troops^halted for that 
day, and on the following the town was 
destroyed at the request of the rajah 
of Race. 

On the 25th, the right wing of the 
same Regiment attacked the village of 
Hoomptuh, situated five miles to the N. 
W.of Boondah, which was burned down^ 
the inhahitanlH having previously fled 
to a strong hold at the back of a hill, 
which, being iurthe heart of a deep' jan- 
gle, might, with a few armed men, have 
been easily defended, but from thisthe re- 
bels were driven with considerable loss, 
wounding one sepoy severely and an- 
other slightly. From this place the same 
detachment marched toKooncli by a cir- 
cuitous rout, which place they found de- 
serted ; they burned the village, and then 
proceeded to Boondah, where thej 
tell in with the other wing, which it 
appears had destroyed two villages, at 
one of which, a leadin\r man amongst 
^he Coles, Rajah Kali Doss, was cut 
down by an ofiicer ot the Horse Artillery. 
This writer, in speaking of the country, 
aays it strongly reminds him of Swit- 
zerland, and as tntbeorgin of the insur- 
rection, writes thus : — 

“ In tact five-sixths of the inhabitants 
are up in hrms against the remaining one- 
eixtb, who are, in manner and appear- 
ance, little better than Bunnealis, andyet 
they are to be put in possession of a 
beaotiidl country, in defiance of the 
fixed determination to resist it, of the 
other five sixths, comparatively a war- 
JRi^e race of men* * The origin of the 
^hellion was in fact this; Chota Nag^ 
pare is o country well adapted for the 
^growtbof OfiHUDyWhidk was originally 


collected by an Opium agent, but by a 
regulation of Lord William Bentinck, it 
was early, in his reign, made over to the 
judge, at the same time imposing upon 
each ryot the obligation of cultivating a 
certain number ot begalis of that drug. 
The Chooars, (a tribe of the Coles,) en- 
deavoured to excuse themselves, by say- 
ing it was contrary to their custom to 
grow Opium, and they were unacquaint- 
ed with the manner of cultivating it ; but 
their remonstrance was not attended to ; 
"so after the third year they rose in arms, 
other tribes joining them, and have con- 
tinued in revolt, finding a life of plunder 
most adapted to their tastes, and no 
force to oppose them ; an equally wise 
regulation having disbanded the Rani- 
gliur battalion, and left Captain Wilkin- 
son with a handfnl of troops, to keen a 
large tract of country in order, upon the 
inhabitants of which a despotic regula- 
tion had been imposed. These are the 
facts of the case ; the original cause of 
dispute is now almost forgotten, but f 
have my infoiroatiun from good autho- 
rity. ” 

It is but fair to remark, that this view 
of the matter has been most positively 
contradicted by a writer whose opinion 
is entitled to considerable weight, but 
it has been since reiterated and, we may 
afmost say, confirmed by the latest ac- 
counts. 

A letter from the camp of Puthoureab, 
da^d the 27 tb ot February, roetilions 
that Captain Drummond's squadron had 
met with the Coles, and had some rather 
serious skirnlishiDg with the rebels, ft 
appears that ofiicer, having received 
intelligence that the Insurgents wero 
plundering the village of Sithurwu, 
in Palamow, dispatched Lieutenant 
Marsh to reconnoitre, who falling in with 
the enemy, charged and cut up about 40 
or 50 ot them, but not without loss, 1 
Jemadar, 1 trooper, and 2 horses hav- 
ing been killed, and I naick, 3 troopers, 
and 6 horses wounded. On Captain 
Oruinmond's arrival, he found that the 
enemy, amounting to six or seven thou- 
sand men, nut ail Coles, were inclined 
to cut off bis retreat, so he was obliged 
to make a retrograde movement. Col. 
Hawtrey had also cut up some foi;ty or 
fifty, but in consequence of Lieutenant 
Marsh’s aft'air. Captain Johnson bad been 
ordered to march frf’m Tekoo and rein* 
force Col. fiawtrey in PaJainow*

The next ^counts from the disturbed 
districts are from the camps of Booudoo 
and Tekoo, 27th, and E^uthoureah 28th 
of February, but they contain merely 
accounts of some slight skirmishes of 
little importance, and mention the burn- 
ing of some villages. On each occasion, 
however, fifty or sixty of the Coles weie 
killed. Tlie letter from Bondoo men- 
tions, on the authority of Mr. Cuthbert, 
that all the villages and sirdars iu the 
neighbourhood of Pitkarveah were daily 
surrendering and tendering their se^ 
vices, so that a speedy termination, 
to this unfortunate system of warfare, 
was expected. One of the liters says, 
** it is really a^ity, — a thousand pities, 
that so beAuiilul a country should have 
been destroyed by the paltry policy of 
R Court of 'I'urtle fed Directors. Surely 
this has some chance ot opening the eyes 
ot even Lord W illiam himself. ( have 
every reason to aiippo.se that what I com* 
inunicated in my last letter, whs the 
origin of the dispute; further to state, 
that their Opium was taken by the Com- 
pany at 3 ra. 8 as- per seer, CompaD)’s 
weight. Whether that was a fair price 
or not, I have not ascertained, but the 
thing the Chooars rebelled at, was the 
being obliged to cultivate Opium at all.” 
'J’he opinious of this writer we have rea- 
son to believe may he fully relied upon ; 
indeed in no respect has be been con- 
tradicted, but rather cunfnmed by cfl*- 
cumstances and statements irora various 
quarters. Another observes, “ I am partly 
of opinion that, with lew exceptions, every 
man, in this exten.sive district, of wealth 
and influence, is more or less concerned 
iu the present insurrection, and many 
and weighty causes are assigned in ex- 
tenuation thereof. But considering that 
those matters are still sub judice, and will 
DO doubt soon be brought to light, I 
forbear to haZArd any thing in the way 
ot anticipation.’’ 

The next letter to which we shall re- 
fer, is dated from the camp at Bondoo, 
1st March, and states, that on that day 
the right wing of a Hegiiuent was El^nt 
against Surgeeah, which was taken to- 
gether with an imadlense granary of grain, 
a large quantity of salt, and numerous 
flocks of cattle, all of which were plun* 
dered by the rajah of Bondoo’s iben, 
who accompanied the expedition, ^ and 
must have made a good thing of it.” 
The left wing of the same Regiment was 
to have aittacked Kotah on the foilowini^ 


day, but the commanding officer had 
reason to expect, that this might, perhaps, 
be avoided, as be bad received intima* 
lion that the iuHurgent leaders were ar- 
ranging to give in ; with this exception, 
all the villages at the foot of the billa 
which surround the plain, in which 
Bondoo is situated, had been taken. 

From a native paper it appears tliat 
Maha Rajah Miterjeet Singh, of Tekaree, 
had placed 300 Burkundazes with 200 
Cavalry under the orders of the magis- 
trate of Sherghatty ; that Baboo Bisim 
Sini!h had supplied the commanding 
officer of the district with 70 Cavalry 
and E50 Burkundazes, and that Rajali 
Khan, Baliadoor Khan, the son of Rajiili 
,lVliftrjcet Singh, was at Sherghatty with 
300 men under his personal command, 
waiting the osders of the commissioners. 

The following letters are from the in- 
telligent correspondent to whom we have 
more than once alluded, and as they af- 
ford a general view of the state of the 
disturbed districts, and give some idea 
of the causes which have led to the insur- 
recti(*D, we shall not attempt to curtail 
them : — 

t^AMP ToM4R, Masch 4, 1832. — The 
left wing went to Kotah, on the morn- 
ing of the 2d instant, and found it desert- 
ed, as WAS anticipated. The remainder 
of ilie detachment followed them at day- 
break, and we encainped at Kr»tah that 
day and the following; we found a large 
granary at the place, and every man of 
the detachment took what he wanted of 
the. grain, &c. and the remainder and the 
village were afterwards destroyed. From 
its position, the place might, even by the 
Coles, have been defended tor a few hours 
against infantry or cavalry, but not Tor a 
quarter of an hour against a single gun. 
It is situate in 9^ narrow ridge, between 
two sloping hills. Yesterday, whilst en- 
camped opposite Kotah, we received a 
dispatch from the joint commissioners, 
with an account of the strength of the 
place, and of its having tlirce or four 
thousand armed men within its walls, 
tant pour cela. Tomar is the capital of 
the district we. have now entered, it is 
a large town, but has been almost com- 
letely destroyed by the Insurgents, f 
ave made repeated inquiries regarding 
the origin of this, so general an insur- 
rection, and the invariable result, of 
them IB what I before stated about thn 
Opium Uegaiaiiou ; Added to which, all 
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the Colee objected to Lord William’s sys* 
tem, and a tax introduced by him of four 
apnafl each house. Inetead of the fiolice 
establishment, they offered to a$rree to any 
£ue for a murder or robbery committed 
ivitbin a district, to be paid by the inha- 
bitants of the district, in the event of their 
not being able to prod^^ce the murderer 
or robber. They state* that a vakeel 
was sent to Calcutta a vear back, deput- 
ed by them to obtain a redress ot what 
they considered their grievances, hut the 
remonstrance of the vakeel being unat- 
tended to, they set up a pi an for a general 
insurrection, and agreed to attack those 
who would not join them, atld consider 
them as enemies to their country. The 
nonsensical idea which some papers'give 
publication to, of their having arisen 
against the oppression their zemin- 
dars, is confuted in the following few 
words. The zemindars are themselves 
the leaders of the Insurgents. *l give 
you my word we have not come across 
a single zemindar as a partizan of 
ours ; but we have lists upon lists of 
their names as leaders of the Insurgents. 
With regard to the property of some few 
shroffs having been discovered in the 
possession of the*' rajas siding with us, 
it is easily explained. The raja’s range 
of buildings is all that they have been 
able to save from the general wreck, and 
consequently it was natural that the pro- 
perty should be removed in, as far as 
possible, from the part of the town that 
was abandoned, as indefensible against 
an overpowering enemy, and placed in 
their raja’s house, which they seem al- 
ways to have defended at the most im- 
minent ri^k of their lives. Ai Boondoo, 
I saw and conversed with a roan who was 
cut down and severely wounded at the 
threshold of the raja of Boondoo’s house, 
and the valuable property bad of course 
been placed within its precincts. It is 
annoying, in the extreme, to see letters 
containing such trash put forth as good 
information^ when two words would con- 
fute them. Ryots have risen against 
the oppression of iheir zemmdars, and, bif 
way of seeking redress, they have ohosen 
their zemindars, (or oppressors^ as their 
leaders in rebelling against the same. 
Another wise genius has discovered, that 
these amiable creatures are Syrian Chris- 
tiansj and merely joined in t(e insurrec- 
tibUjin hopes of meeting with some bre- 
tbrsR lA Christianity, amongst the ranks 
Aftpy# that would^ as a matter of 


course, be sent against Hiem. Trash ! 
Trash ! Trash ! Lord Sahib kee insal; 
chota hna, oter koochnuheen ! ! All that 
1 can say is, that our commander has 
written to , the zemindais repeatedly 
without r'^ceiving a reply, altho’ he stat- 
ed it was ill his power to pardon them 
on their returning to their obedience, 
as^^laying down their arras. They have 
invkriabiy done their utmost to resist 
our forces, and hitherto not one leader 
^as given in* 'fhey retreat after each 
defeat to their fastnesses at the backs of 
the hills, into which a monkey could 
hardly follow them. Wo are now ad- 
vancing imfour columns. Mai thy is com- 
manding the right coluifj'n which is near 
Palamow. Angelo the next, at Tikoo ; 
Wilkinson at Pilkarriah, and Bowen at 
Tumar, Boondoo, and Lilkee. 

One Regiment will, I fear, be kept for 
some time to settle the country. The 
nights are still remarkably* cold, in so 
much that kids are seen lying dead from 
its effects ; and I can assure you, 1 roll 
myself well uo in both my blankets and 
boat cloak. The days too are still cool 
under canvas. In fact the climate here 
is far superior to that of Barrackpore 
or Calcutta, during the hot season, but 
in the rains I believe it is dreadful. No 
dak T find leaves onr camp to day for 
Callutta, sol shall conclude thisto-mor- 
rpw as we halt here. 

Camp Tomar, March 5, — Nothing of 
any sort ofSaterest or worth commu- 
nicating in onr division has taken place 
since yesteiday ; but we hear that the 
64th Regt. of infantry has entered Ciiota 
Nagpore from Diaapi>re, which 1 am hap- 
py to hear of, as we ought, with our pre- 
sent force, to be able to settle the busi- 
ness very soon* There is nothing like 
an efheient force being sent in the first 
instance, as it leaves plenty of troops to 
act independently in each direction with- 
out cramping their movements tor want of 
a sutHeient force. Drummond was de- 
tached with a squadron of cavalry by 
colonel hawfrey , and on hearing of an as- 
semblage of 300 men, sent off one troop 
under Marsh of that corps. Insfead of 
300 men he oame across 3,000, and al- 
lowed himself to be led by them into a 
defile where, after some loss, he was obtig. 
ed to retreat towards Drummond, who 
would have had to retreat upon the Slier- 
gotty pass, had not Wilkinson arrived 
at Pilkarriah from an excursion, just 
^ in time to roiuforco him wub infantry. * 
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Camp ToMAif; Mauch 6. — Our riarht 
wing has ju<tt returned from the most 
formidable pass 1 have ever come across. 
The wini>; was commanded by Capt. 
Philott, and left camp at half past 8 a. 
M. so as to reach by day break. We ar- 
rived at Bhuffi^ahee just at the proper 
time, and two coiiPf»anies were sent to 
the lelt, unde LieutenaiitAruaud’scmst- 
mand, and two went to the right. Oiir 
guide was taking us through a lorraidable 
defile considerably to the right of the vil‘ ^ 
lage, and Fbillott thought he ivas leading 
UH wrong, upon which 1 cpiestioned the 
man, and he acquainted me, that he was 
leading us to a stockade, iti ^htch all 
the enemy wei e'^assembled, at the rear 
ol the village, in which they had lots of 
plunder ; consequently, “ forward ” was 
the word ; and after advancing half a 
mile, in a narrow pass, on each side of 
which was a steep range of bills, we 
came to a small plain, ot about an acre 
square, from which the jungle had been 
recently cleared, and the road was block- 
ed up by areal stockade^ first I hate 
ever seen. Phillott led the little column. 
Upon lorcing open a passage, we found 
fires lighted, but the Kholes had just 
made oif After advancing a few paces 
beyond the stockade, in which we left a 
havildar's party, to cover our rear,aoiiio 
men from the hills screamed oat,'^dawa%e, 
duwaee.” Phillott prevented his orderly^ 
from firing, and was giving directions 
for their lives to be spared, iti the event 
of their laying down their arms, — when, 
on advancing a few paces, we encounter- 
ed a small picket ot matchlock men, (al- 
nioat the first I have seen with theKhoies,) 
who filed slap at us. Tiieir fire was re- 
turned by the leading section, and I hope 
with mors efiect, fur nut a man of ours 
waai touched, although they were not 
forty yards off, and lacing the road, or 
rather pathway, through which we were 
marching. They immediately made off 
uuder cover of the jungle, and in iollow- 
ing them up, we came acro.s8 a granary, 
to the lett of the pathway; but whilst 
advancing to place our men in advanta- 
geous situations, we came in sight of 
another granary. We consequently left 
the rear section under a soohadar, to pro- 
tect the road, and advanced towards it, 
after firing a few shots, (the men kneeling 
to take aim, when they fired.) This gra- 
nary was deserted by the enemy, and we 
took whatever we required, in the shape 
nf goats^ calyes^ moorghees^ grain, and 
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halchjf and wound np the bnsitiess by 
piling up the remainder, and completely 
destroying it. The whole pass was one 
blaze or fire* Had the Kholes stood, wo 
most have sa.«)tami’d a heavy loss, as we 
were absolutely pinned in a defile, full 
two miles in length, and between two 
ranges ot high hdj^ covered with a heavy 
jungle Our men are rernaikahly cool 
and steady ; it is now really a pleasure 
to command them. 

The Bnondoo rajah wrote yesterday 
to Cuioiie) Bowen, stating that some 
leaders ot the insurgeuts m his district 
were willing to sui render, ou a promise 
ol security lor their lives, and we ex- 
pect them to lay down their arms on 
Ue.irin^^ ot sucU guarantee being made ; 
we bad not a single man touche i by shot 
or allow. OiiV present position cnveis 
both Boondoo and 'Pomar. The oiHoer, 
(should it bean officer J of the 5Uth, who 
signs himself a KUoiiii: KiLiitiit, in a letter 
published in the^ HtirJcaru, should be 
stripped to the skin and whipped round 
camp by every Kliole that could he laid 
hands on, for the egregious 'alselioi-ds 
contained in his correct detail of pro- 
ceei^ings against the Kholes The whole 
ctmniry is one scene desolation, but 
it the Kholes give m at once in a body, 
they will still be in time to gather in 
their crops : if not, thoiisaniis of lives 
must inevitably be lost by starvation, as 
famine will stare them in th j face wherc- 
ever they move, and they will find, to 
their cost, that they cannot run from that 
so successfully as they do from our 
troops. 

Camp Tomak, MAnniiO. 1832 — On the 
morniug of the7tu, Hoisburgh’s detach- 
ment ot the 38th Kegiment, and 5th an 1 
6th companies 34th Kegiineii', marched 
to the village of Sosokotee. liistant 6 
miles from Tomar, which they found had 
been very recently de^eited, tlie grain 
and cattle beiug still theie. One prison- 
er was taken ; he was found a.sieep on 
a hill at the rear of the village.* 'I he place 
was plundered of its cattle and gram, and 
the village destroyed. 

Yesterday morning the right wing 
34tb and the 4tb Company, (which was 
sent iu lieu ol the grenadiers, the gre- 
nadier light company being detached 
for the commissariat supfllies coming 
from Calcutta towards Jauidah,) went 
against the village of Arkee, distant 10 
wiUs irom Tomar> Tho road waaremark* 
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«bljr g'ood ootil wittrifi 3 miles of the point 
of destination, where there was a deep 
defile, surrounded by juog^le and ravines, 
I'or about half a mile, at the end of which, 
as the guides had previouslf reported, a 
deep ditch had been <^ug, to obstruct our 
assaire, and a strong breastwork ot bam- 
oo fencework was ejected at each side, 
to cover ao attack. In the advance was 
an open plain where the euemy’s spies 
were seen makin» offat our approach. 

Shortly after the nakhara sounded in 
all directions, and a body ot about, 3,00U 
men were assembled. On arriving at 
the village, two companies twere sent to 
the left and the remaining two to the 
right, under the command of Lieutenant 
Arnaud. To the lett the enemy had 
thrown up very strong breastworks, and 
in addition’ there was a succession of 
deep ravines. Some of the euemy were 
bere killed, and upon the information of 
the guides we proceeded towards a gra- 
nary, which they stated to be a quarter 
ot a mile distant, but which was found 3 
miles up a narrow defile, skirted oo each 
side by hills and a deep jungle. Mere, 
I regret to state, that a sepoy was mor* 
laiiy, and Bnsv n McLeod severely 
wounded, by an arrow ; he is since dead. 

On our return to Arkee, we found the 
remainder of the detachment, with the 
baggage, &c. &c. drawn up in a pfain 
to the right of the village. The eniemy 
were in great numbers all round, quite 
within the rang# of guns, but out of the 
range of musketry. After burning the 
village we proceeded on our return. 
As we had anticipated, the enemy did 
their utmost to cut nlf our baggage, and 
bad thrown themselves in great num- 
bers in the jungles skirting the defile 
mentioned above, as being on the high 
road. Trees were ert down aud laid 
across, and our flanks aud rear were 
repeatedly attacked, but from having 
placed all the baggage in the centre, co- 
hered in^the front by one company, 
flanked, on each side by a chain of sen- 
tries, and covered in the reur by two 
companies, we proceeded without the 
•lightest confaaion, and the enemy must 
bave sustained great loss. 

The nndermentioned is a list of eight 
moondaa, (or beads of villages,) who 
came into camp to day ^'nd yesterday, 
to surrender in the names of ibeioscives 
imd followers.

and many more are hourly expected, so 
that now we have seme prospect of a 
termination of this warm campaigo. 

The right wing, (accompanied by the 
^ gttns,) toil! again proceed towards Arkee, 
at 3 o'clock to morrow morning, when 
we are in hopes we shall be able to give 
the enemy a lesson, that even distance 
will not save them. VVe expect to come 
acriissthem in consideifable numbers, and 
1 shall, in my next, be sure to communi- 
cate the result. 

Accounts from the Camp at Lohur 
Doggo, dated 9tli, give favorable repre- 
sentations of the state of affairs in that 
quarter, aud state, that since the ap- 
pearance of troops iu the neighbourhood, 
confidence has been restored, and the 
people have begun again to attend to the 
cultivation of the country, which for some 
time was totally neglected. 

Letters from the same place, dated 
13th March, state, that at that time all 
was quiet in the neighbourhood, not an 
eo^*ujy having been seen or heard of for 
nearly a month previous, and that iu 
Palamow Colonel Hawtrey had joined 
Lieuteuant Drummond, and tranquillity 
was restored 

With the following letters we must, 
for the present, conclude, earnestly trust- 
'ing, that when vre again have occasion 
to recur to this matter, we shall be ena- 
bled to present our readers with the 
Gommis<«ioners' Report, or some equally 
good information, upon which they^may 
be enabled to form a tlecided opinion 
as to the grounds of revolt, and we be 
placed beyond the necessity ot judging 
from the contradictory statements now 
belore the public. The writer, it will be. 
observed, still maintains that the Abka^ 
fee Tax and the Opium System are the 
causes of the insurrection. 

Camp Toai\k, Makch 11, 1832. — The 
right wing with the guns, proceeded 
again, yesterday morniug, against Arkee, 
but the inhabitants had retired beyond 
the bills. A quantity of grain was 
brought into Camp from their granary, 
and what could not be carried oft’ was 
destroyed^ in addition to all the hats,&c« 
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f>n thf bnnlc«i the hills, in the neig;h- 
botirhood, that had not previously been 
burnt down. The moonda of Hoomtee, 
the moonda of Boorahatoo/ and a great 
tiiimber of others have given since 
my last ; and as they say they have influ- 
ence enough with many others to secure 
their doing the same, we may now. I 
think, hope to have the busioess settled 
in a month hence, in so far as the army 
is concerned I regret to have to state, 
that IVlacleod is in great danger; recent 
appearances iudicnie that his liver musif 
have been touched by the arrow that 
entered his breast a couple of inches 
above the waist. He tore th%arrow out 
himself, so that, talthough his wound was 

f imbed by the doctor, he could not ful- 
y ascertain the amount of the injury in- 
flicted. Poor Macleod was also in a bad 
Mate of^ body at the time, which goes a 
great way in rendering a bad wound in- 
curable ; however, by to-night or to-mor- 
row morning we shall be able to speak 
decidedly as to his chance of a cure. He 
was a good jolly chap. A private letter 
this day received trom Mr. Cuthbert 
mentions, that the insurgents are daily 
giving in ; that reports are more favour- 
able at Palamnw, and that he lully ex- 
pects the business to he settled m a 
mentli, with the exception of his own ju* 
dicial arrangement. I hear nothing 4ur- 
ther about projected attacks from our 
Camp. In our last advance ufion Arked*, 
my company preceded the main body ; 
when within 8 miles of the place, being 
a distance of about a mile between, in 
hopes of decoying the insurg-ents into the 
plain, at the sight of so small a force ,|80 
that the gnns might hear on them with 
good ett'ect when they came up 1 found 
the place deserted. In our first march 
upon Arkee wc left Camp at 3 o'clock 
A. M. and returned at half past 2 o’cbick 
p M. [n our second, we left Camp at 
half past 2 o’clock a. m. and returned at 
half an hour after 12 o’clock, lo each 
we had a precious scorching from a 
bnrniog sun, but we are all, 1 am happy 
to state, with but one or two trifling 
ceptions, enjoying the blessing of good 
health. Poor Macleod’s extremities are 
getting cold which is as bad a sign as 
possible. It is melancholy that in cur 
last skirmrsk viih the enemy, weahould 
have lost the only officer wounded in tho 
Cole Campaign, and he Ck jolly suh* 

P.S — PoorMacleod breathed his last 
At half past 12 o’clock. Thus have we 


lost a fine young lad, deeply and sin* 
cerely regrelted by us all. War will 
have its victims, and in this instance it 
has selected a good soldier as one of 
them. Macleod's body has since been 
opened, when the two. medical officers 
found the head of the arrow buried ia 
his entrails. He Jbad so decidedly de« 
dared that he bad torn the arrow out 
himself and thrown it away that no one 
doubted the fact. The pain, I imagine, 
wAs 80 great in tearing the reed away, 
that he must have thrown it from him un- 
consciously, and fully persuaded himself 
that the head of the arrow was attached 
to the reedi He died apparently with-> 
out much pain. 

Camp Bunt4 Hojaw, March 16, 183’3. , 
“Atthfc raja of Sihee’s particular de- 
sire, the 34tii Native Infantrv came here 
to-day, instead of prooceeding to Silhee, 
as was originally intended. According 
to this information, we were to coma 
across an insurrectionary village, and ha 
ointed out, whathesaid was one, which 
e appeared particularly anxious that wa 
should destroy. I suspect it was all a 
humbug, and that be merely wished to 
employ the force in resenting a private 
picpie against an iinforiunate moonda. by 
nsme Mohuii Sing, who came into our 
camp last night, to par his respects, and 
has, since our arrival here, been duing 
his^uimost to bring in some individuals, 
upon whom the Silhee raja hns, (1 have 
no doubt, unjustly,) contrived to fix sus- 
picion. I believe Moh^n Sing is to be 
repaid for bis good intentions towards 
us, by being kept in confinement, pend- 
ing a reference to the Commissioners re- 
garding him. To-movrow we positively 

t iroceed on our Silhee expedition, where I 
lave no doubt, hut that our friend, the 
Silhee Raja, will point out some equally 
formidable insui^ents, as the untortu- 
nate individual above alluded to. 

From my own personal observation, I 
should decidedly say, there has been no 
insurrection in Biruda, or Bunta Hujan. 
Private squabbles, in which Ve liaie no 
right to interfere, there have undoubted- 
ly been, and they are kept up still ; but 
there has been no insurrection. I strong- 
ly suspecr as much of the district of Sil- 
bee ; but of that hereafter. Our commis- 
sariat supplies, for the month of May, 
have left Calcutta. Bunta Hujan is eight 
miles to the eastward of Biruda, and Sil- 
hee, 4 miles to the eastward of Bunta 
Hujan. 1 perceive by tho papers, that 
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mast of tln“ letfers from the Pitkarriah 
campi maintain the idea, that thisinaur- 
rection was merely an attempt on the 
bide of the Coles to turn out the peace^ 
ahh and respectable inhabitants. Per- 
haps that was the reason that they at- 
tacked Captain Wilkinson’s camp at 
Pitkarriah, wh n they were only pie- 
^ented from cullinir ^ip the Itamgurb 
battalion, commissioners, and all, by 
their good luck in having a gun to keep 
them at a distance* 

Camp SiLiiEB, iVfVtRcn 17, >83^2 — Wo 
are now at 8ilhep,aiid on the road from 
Buuta Hojan to this, 1 have seen no- 
thing, iniiiV opinion, to indicj^te the least 
signs of any disturbance, much lean the 
propinquity ot a body ot msuiiients /I’he 
mostfo inidable thmcs I have seea,aie» 
the buifaloes yoked in the small hakrees 
used ill this part of tlie tvodd, and the 
hideous coaotenances ot the drivers, peer- 
ing above their heads — our good friend* 
the •: ilhee *'aja, still keens up the joke ot* 
pretending that a body of insurgentfi is 
in oiir neighbourhood, but whether he 
will give it upas a bad job, on finding 
that be cannut em^Moy the force in re- 
, tenting some puvate pique, or will go 
the length of applying f(*r a force to^be 
sent on some wild goose chase, merely to 
save appearances, has not as yet been 
determined. I bless my stars that the 
right wing will not be the dupes of, 
artifice, as they were last on a ddu^ ^ 
non est inventus^ micrht I imagine be 
the report from the ofticer sent in com- 
mand of any tnbb party. As we have 
laid aside our arms tor the present,! 
have taken the opportunity of forward- 
ing a summary ot my investigation re* 
garding this variously reported insur- 
rection. as follows : — 

My firm conviction is, that this almost 
eneral insurrection was brought about 
y the instrumentality'^ oi an unpopular 
method ol taxation, 1 conceive the new 
system of levying the Abkaree tax to 
have been unpopular — and to have been 
objected to by rajas, zuraeendars, (cr 
jnoondas,) and people, and the new 
opium system to have been unpopular 
smonpt all, and odious to the Chooars 
<--aDd I am borne out jn this conviction, 
by the admission of bigbiy infiuential in- 
dividuals, gbose interests I imagine 
vottld have inclined ihem to assign a 


contrary cause, for t1ie|Jiave acted a# 
friends to our Government, throughout 
the disturbances. I will not put them 
forth to stand the brunt of giving such 
unpalatable information, but [ pledge 
myself to the fact of their having so stat- 
ed ; and further, that in as far as it is 
possible to judge, they must, from their 
situations, be possessed of a real know- 
ledge of the cause of its origin. 

I am fully of opinion, that the reduc- 
tion of the strength of the Hanigiirh bat- 
talion alone would have been the signal 
for warfare and confusion amongst ma- 
ny of the heads of these petty states, and 
their zuoicendars (or mnondas), from 
their seeing that there wUs not a siiflici- 
ent force to keep them under proper con- 
trol, hut I am as fully convinced there 
would have been “ no geneial Insurrec- 
tion, ” nor do I imagine the present to 
liHve been aimed at any body ot men. 
I'lie first insurgents (the v hooars), previ- 
ous to attacking a village, ofi'ered the in- 
habitants, betriey who they might, pro- 
tection if they would join them, but war 
to extt^rmination if they refused. 

In BO insurrection, even in a civilized 
country, the leaders have it not in their 
power to prevent plunder, even the plun- 
der of their friends, if rich, as we may 
plamly perceive by reviewing the late 
proceedings, at Bristol where, I believe, 
it will be pretty generally admitted 
that the insurrection did not originate in, 
a hatred to the wealthy inhahitauts, and 
still many of them were plundered with- 
out a reference to their being friends or 
foes to reform. 

I have entered ttus fully upon this sub- 
ject, from feeling anxious to point out. as 
deal ly as possible, my grounds for main- 
taining, that as long as th^ new opium 
system and the new method of collect- 
ing the Abkaree tax are continued, so 
long will disaffection to our Govern- 
ment remain. By restoring the Ram- 
gurh battalion to its former efiicient state, 
the seeds of a future msurrecticn may bo 
Clashed ; but I am fully persuaded, that 
the disaffeciioQ will never be removed 
until a more popular system of taxation 
is adopted* An ludian legislature should 
always bear in mind, that the prejudic- 
es even of aeciB, are not to be treated 
with levity.

Much aa has been written respecting 
this eanatory station, we liave no doubt 
that further intelligence concerning it, 
from sources of the moat unexception- 
able kind, will prove satisfactory to the 
public. Through the kindness of the 
secretary to the Medical Board, we have 
been permitted to peruse a variety of of- 
ficial documents on the subject, from 
the first establishment of the sanatanitn:^ 
up to the present month — including the 
monthly reports of Mr. Rhodes, the as- 
sistant surgeon of the station — that of 
lieutenant Fisher, of the quarter master 
geiierars department, and the still more 
recent general one of ]Mr Skipton, the 
supei'inrendiiig surgeon of Berhampore ; 
who visited Chirrs towards the end of the 
last rainy season, for the purpose of gam- 
ing every possible inforuiation respecting 
tlie place, which the Medical Board had 
arranged within Ins cirhle of supermten- 
dence. 

It may be premised that the tract which 
has now passed under the sway of the 
British government, is comprised under 
a long irregular figure, about fifty miles 
in lengtli, between tbe parallels of 8 
and 2.")® 52’ north latitude — and the meri- 
dians 0** 0’ 20” west from Sylliet. About 
fifteen miles on the northern side of this 
tract, are occupied by wooded bills, form- 
ing tbe descent from an open table Idbd, 
which (ills all the central parts, easily 
accessible by cattle, or pedesiuana,thouga 
traversed by ravines, and broken into 
Steep knolls of considerable aliitude. I'lie 
chief difficulty of approach to this cool 
and salubrious region, is on tbe side of 
Sylliet, whicli commences about three 
miles from Fandua. The vegetable pro- 
ductions between Pandua and Cliirra may 
be comprised in the jungle usually found 
at the foot of a mountain range in tropical 
climates, and which diminishes as the 
altitude increases, until about Chirra, the 
site of the sanatariurn, the country be- 
comes remarkable for its bareness, and 
the great scarcity of trees, 'lut* principal 
among those near the foot of the hills 
are the orange, the lime, the bamboo, the 
jack, the mangoe, the cotton, and nearer 
the summit (at Chirra), will be found tRe 
raspberry and the strawberiy. The rocks 
consist of limestone and sandstone, tlie 
latter of which is Very soft and easily 
acted upon by the atmosphere, and all 
the precipices are formed of it. Tliia 
limestone contains several fossils, and 
the quariies from which it is procured 
are all situated near the foot of the hills 
and contiguous to navigable streams, by 
which it is conveyed in the rains to 


Chattabk . Tbe orange trees are planted 
only about tbe foot of the hills, and yield 
a large crop of a very superior fruit, 
which is exported in great quantities to 
Bengal. They ripen in November, and 
are brought to market in baskets by the 
Cossyahs, or natives of these hilly re- 
gions, until the end of March, selling 
usually at the rate of one thousand for 
the rupee. 

The table land commences at the crest 
northward of Chirra, and continues, with- 
out maiked alteration, to Nunclow. I'his 
tractunay be conveniently divided into 
two portions ; that north of the Bogra- 
pani, distinguished by its barrenness, tbs 
absence of all cultivation, and the char'* 
acter of its rocks, which are all sand- 
stone ; the other, lying to the southward 
of the above stream, has a superior soil, 
canable of cultivation, and produces con* 
siderabie crops of vaiious grain and pulse, 
besides large crops of paddy grown only- 
in numerous small vallies by which this 
part of the country are intersected. Tha 
other cbaractersistics of this division are 
its nine woods, whiclf'begia to appear at 
Mofiang and Molim in clumps of small 
tre%s, and the granite boulders which are 
found oi vaiious diioRnsioris, contaiuiug 
from one humired to five tiiousaiid cubic 
feet. Judging from tbe variety and per- 
fe^on ot the grains and pulse grown on 
thh^lope of the hills, and the depth and 
richness of the soil. Mr, Fisher thinks 
that wheat, barley, oats, and European, 
grams, as well as glasses, might be ad- 
vantageously cultivated here, though a 
senes of experiments would be neces- 
sary for ascertaining their proper sea- 
sons. with reference to the frosts of win- 
ter and the heavy summer rams. The 
climate, be states, appears to be influenc- 
ed not merely by the altitude, but also by 
proxiiiuty to the central parts of the range. 
Those which lie near the edge of the table 
land, as Chirra, &*c. being subject, during 
parts of tbe year, to mists and heavy falls 
ot rain. Some idea of the coolness which 
prevails lu the summer, through these 
tracts, may be formed from Jhe circum- 
stance of woollen cloth dresses having 
been worn at Chirra throughout tlio 
month of INlay, by all the Europeanti 
engaged in the operations among the Cos- 
syah bills, altbniigh that month is consi- 
dered by the Natives, as in other parts 
of India, the warmest of the year. Duiiiig 
the winter, t rests are frequent, and ice is 
commonly found m all the rivulets at day- 
break, but melts in the course of the 
day. No suow ever falls. Mr. Fisher 
•ppeara to tUxak that the cbaiactcr M 
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bravery of the Co8syalis» baa been exag- 
gerated ; though it is not improvable that, 
avitli the advantage of superior armSt ana 
under the dirertion of intelligent leaders, 
they might be found capable of support- 
ing their pretensions to military fame. 
In their ordinary habits, they appear like 
moat savage tribes, to be idle and in- 
active, throwing all labour upon the wo- 
men, who not only manage the house 
affairs, but work in the fields, and per- 
form the duty of portera between the 
different markets. 

So much for the general nature of the 
country — lot us now inquire as to the 
access to it— and more espeuially to 
Chirra Poonjee. On this head, we have 
sot before us ail t)ie information we dould 
•wish for— the different obaerveis com- 
mencing as it were at the loot of Pandua,^ 
but not particularising the stages of their 
progress hither. Thus we learn from Mr. 
Skipton’s report, that he lelt Berham- 
pore in the latter end of July last, and 
that after visiting all the various civil 
and nailitary stations, (witliiii his circle, 
•we presume,) on the Ganges and adjoining 
livers, he reached Sylhet in the middle of 
September. Leaving Sylhet on the, 5^4th 
of that month, he arrived at Fatidua on 
the 26th, from which place he proc^^eded 
to Terriah Gliat by land, the baggage 
following in small dingliees -tiie wffter 
being shallow even at that season. During 
the rams, boats of barthen may approach 
within a mile of Terriah Oliar, at the foot 
of the Pandua bills, and during the dry 
season, they can always get to Clinttack, 
six miles from 'rernoli Ghat. Colonel 
Tickeli, of the Engineers, we learn from 
one of the documents before us, was 
eleven days in getting up by water in 
December and January, 18’28.29, from 
Dacca to Cliattack : the Soorma river, lu 
some places, becomes very narrow, and 
not more than forty or filty yards across 
— the banks high and steep, covered with 
strong high reeds, and presenting very 
difficult tracking trround near the water's 
edge, which is genertilly covered until 
December, when the river is at its low- 
est. The country on each side, is describ- 
ed as low and swampy, with long grass 
and reeds, and, of course, thinly inhabited. 

The situation of Chirra Poonjee is 
good, and the scenery beautifully grand, 
and from its vicinity to the plains, sup- 
lies and necessaries are easily obtaina- 
le. There is no danger whatever in 
private parties approaching the hills, for 
It but a six houra’ ride from Pandua to 
Chirra. Couvalescents and invalids would 
not get further than from Pandua to 
U’erriah Ghat in their first march— re- 
maining at the latter place all night; 
const^quantly; tents ought to be provided 


for their reception — though there is a bujfc 
for the accommodation of travellers. The 
dry season therefore is indicated on tlieir 
account. The ascent up the hills from 
Terriah Ghai is steep, and there is but 
little, jungle to pa-«s through— and none 
having pestiferous exhaiation;i. 'I'he road, 
or raiher path-w’ay, is forrhed in many 
places into steps by stones of various 
sizes, and leads, with little diviation, 
Btraiaht over the hills. Doolies are re- 
quired for the weakly and the sickly, but 
the usual mode of travelling, is on lull 
pomes. On reaching the summ it <if the 
bills, the table land of Chirra Poonjee, 
on which the Sanatnrium stands, appears 
stretched out before the spectator, oc- 
cupying aiuircurnference of about ten or 
twelve miles ; and beaurt.fuJIy diversified 
with gentle undulations, and covered 
with a rich green award ftee from junglt 
or trees of any kind. I’lie landscape la 
intersected by numerous small rivuieta 
of delicious water, in many places rising 
out ot the earth. I'his 'table laud is four 
thousand or tour thousand five hundred 
feet above the plains, and la bounded on 
the north and the east by deep precipit- 
ous vallies and ravines -towards the 
south by tli*^ plains of Sylhet, and on the 
west by a small river, winch forms a 
grand cascade of eiglit hundred or one 
thousand leet perpendicular. 

From the perusal of various documents 
on the subject, and from coversution also 
with several gentlemen who had visited 
the interior ot this romantic region- --Mr. 
Skipton comes to the conclusion that, all 
circumstances considered, the iSanata- 
rium is now very eligibly situated, and 
could not be removed as yet, with advan- 
tage, Hereafter, when many necessary 
•changes may have been effected w’lth re- 
ference to the p'opulation — the cultiva- 
tion---ilie facility of access, and an im- 
provement in the feeling of the Nativea 
towards us, a more elevated situation 
may be selected, having milder weather 
in the rainy season, and free from mists 
and fogs. 

In respect to supplies the water is ex- 
cellent, the beef is good, and the mut- 
ton tolerable. Fish and poultry are always 
procurable in abundance from the plains, 
srfke in the warm weatlier, when the im- 
portation of the former, of course, ia 
affected, as it is difficult to get it up so 
high ID a fresh state ; Sheep, however, 
do not thrive well at Chirra, but goata 
are plentiful among the Cossyahs, and 
thrive well. Fat pigs in great abundance 
may be had at moderate prices. The 
latter, with fish, seem to form the ,prin- 
Cl pal articles of food amongst the Natives. 

PguUry, thers isliuls doubt, would thriv* 
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VTfill — blit ibft Sliirm folks sret tlieir sup- 
plies from tile plains. Veij;etables, as 
migUt bo exoecteil, were at first scarce j 
but aa seveial gnriiens have been culiivat- 
fed, we may expect to hear ot the daily 
diminution of tins inconvenience, liuild- 
ing materials, excepting beams, we be- 
lieve, are plentiful, and firewood and 
charcoal are l»roiight for sale by the 
Natives in sufficient quantities. Good 
carnage roads are being consiructed in 
various (iirections, both by convicts sent 
from Gowbatiee, for the purpose, but 
chiefly by private subscription ; and se^ 
yeral suspension and other bridges are 
being constructed both at Chirra and the 
interior of the liills. At Chirra too, an 
Europe shop haj been late^ opened, 
wlu're wilier of all kinds }ire procurable, 
at (of course) advanced prices. 

Chirra Pooiijee, observes Mr Skinton, 
in his report, dated lid ii January, baa now 
bad a fair irial as a Sanatory Depot tor 
fifteen months, as ou tlu* 6fh of October, 
l8o(), thiriy-eiiht In valid soldiers select- 
ed from the Artillerv Corps at Dum<l)um 
joined ; of course none of them favourable 
cases for Medical treatment. Of these, 
one sliot himself in a fit of temporary 
derangement, wnibout any known cause 
hnsides. One man died from disease to- 
tally unconnected with any effects of cli- 
mate 'I’he men were frequently mustered 
for inspection, and appeared generally to 
enjoy robust good health. In case oiiier 
detachments should lie sent up, several 
iniiiunie itt point of clothing «5cc. ar* 
pointed out by Mr. iSkiptou proper to 
be adoptfitl.~On the whole he thinks the 
health of the men altogether to be as good 
as that of the same .soldiers, siiwilaily si- 
tuated, would be in England, and tho 
improved appearance of the convales- 
cents speaks very favourablv for the 
iianutanum ; but the good eftVcts of the 
climate are more clearly evinced in tho 
regenerated health of the families resid- 
ing at Chirra. All have found benefit 
from the change, and the children, with- 
out exception, are in the best of health. 
The air is bracing and invigorating — the 
heat ranges from 50 to 75, averaging 60 
to 75- never disagreeable, and in the 
mornings and evenings cold, making a 
lire extremely pleasant. Altogether, Mr. 
Skipton reports that the climate agrees 
well with the European constitution, and 
from ins own experience, he eiueriains 
no doubt of the great advantage that will 
be derived from it as a resort for Invalids. 
The Bazars cannot as yet, he expected 
to be supplied as they will probably be, 
wiie^ the place acquires something ot a 
permanent nature, and u greater number 
iuhabitaucs ; but the proximity of the 


large station of Sylhet can always supply 
what is wanted at a short notice. 

The soil is generally sandy and poor, 
but with proper cultivation and manur- 
ing, produces tolerable crops. Potatoes 
of a fair quality ore growm by the Cos- 
syahs in the interior of the hills, and peas 
are procurable as tine as in Calcutta — 
notwithstanding that tho gardens were 
suffering from frosty nights, there wero 
peas, carrots, cauliflowers, turnips, and 
radishes looking well. The Eiirone fruit 
trees do not seem to suffer from the cold, 
and the roses and lupins thrive beauti- 
fully in sheltered places. Oranges of de- 
licious fiavoiir. a kind of cherry plumb 
apples, (oSly eatable when conked,) and 
some other fiuits are abundant ; also 
^sweet potatoes, and a variety of esculent 
fiuits which Mi.Skipto% has not seen 
elsewhere. 

Heavy dense fogs have been mentioned 
aa tending to onrravene the healthiness 
ot the climate. Many or those Mr. S. had 
seen, and had no reason to think tiiey 
were attended with any furllier bad ef- 
fects than letting a damp air into tho 
house (which might bo prevented by 
shutting the glass windows, ) or wetting; 
one’s clothes if caught outside. They had 
oftmi the appearance pf passing clouds, 
and did not long continue, the atmos- 
phere soon becoming biiglit and clear, 
neither exciting or leaving any species of 
deleterious miasma. Mr. S. adds, that 
he has witnessed the same on the Island 
of St, Helena, wdiere they were never 
thought unwholesome. 

With respect to buildings, excepting 
the hospital and barracks, the papers be- 
foie us give us no information. Materials, 
liowever, being easily piocurahle, several 
have been erected, we believe, by private 
individuals. These are generally com- 
posed of what IS culled wattle and dab, 
thatched with the grass procurable on tlia 
spot, or covered vith planks or shingles, 
which the Natives bring in for sale, 
prepared for immediate use. We under- 
stand them also to be glazed, and to 
afford, ail circumstances considered, very 
comfortable accommodations.* 

Respecting the persons most likely to 
find advantage from a visit to Chirra 
Booiijee, they may be generally stated as 
convalescents from liver disease— affec- 
tious offi llie spleen, and from dysentery, 
and all cases of debility, save those of 
rheumatic and pthisical subjects. For any 
kind ot pulmonary complaint indeed, as 
far as we have as yet learned, tho climalo 
is not indicated. • ^ 
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ASIATIC SOCIETY. 


Amongst tYie papers read at tbe last 
XOeetiog of the Physical Class of the 
Asiatic Society> (oh the 7ih February, we 
believe.) was one of much interest, anil 
which we feel ourt^elves bound to notice, 
on more accounts than one ; we mean 
the valuable reports on the Saharunpore 
Botanic Garden, by Dr. Royle. its late 
superintendf^nt, who is now proceeding, 
we nnderstand, to Europe. 

We were not present at the meeting, 
and the friend to whom we dwe the re- 
marks, defers, for the present, any h^^he 
report itself ; we trust, by the by, that it 
will be forthwah published, for it is but 
an act of courtesy which the Society owe 
to so very distinguished a member of 
their body, that it be so before his depar- 
ture ; but that to which we would direct 
public attention as guardians of the public 
interests, Is the invaluable collection of 
facts relative to the Botany, Materia Me- 
dica, Zoology, and above all, to the Phi- 
losophv of Botany, (the use, in plain Eng- 
lish, of Botanical knowledge,) which the 
MSS. of that genKciiinn contain, anif of 
which, we grieve to say, only one copy ex- 
ists, which is to be risked by a voyage 
home, with all its uncertainties, and all 
those attached to a single life in the tfme 
which may elapse from now till their 
publication. 

We said these MSS were invaluable, 
and we repeat our assertion : when we 
say, that the part relating to the Materia 
Medica alone. Botanical as well as Mi- 
neral, contains a list ot many thousands 
«)f plants and drugs, with their native 
and Botanical names and descriptions 
carefully noted, their ^uses, and many 
other valuable particulars, down even to 
the references to and comparative de- 
scriptions and synonyma from the Greek 
nuthors, such as Dioscorides and others, 
showing thifs the early connection of the 
Arabic and Persian Medicine with that 
of the Greeks ; when to all this we add 
tables of tl|^e hative Materia Medica, ar- 
ranged according to their uses, valuable 
notes on Ihe commercial properties of 
every article in the bazars, list of the 
gums, resins, fixed-oils, — ^in short a mass 
of information on every subject which 
could possibly come within the scope of 
the esiablishiaent; such as oplj the most 


able and indefatigable inquirer could 
collect ill the space of many years, joined 
to much more which, though foreign to 
it, is knowledge of the most valuable 
kind, and attests the unwearied activity 
of mind which could embrace so much, 
and so well execute it ; when we add all 
this, we say we are yet assured that much 
Remain to be enumerated ! 

Our Indian apathy, which is often 
enough but another term for the sense of 
uuccrtalut^ which besets every Euro- 
pean who encamps in Inclia, has, we fear, 
done often more, and woise than to make 
us indilTerent to what is around us; it 
has ended, by making us, passively at 
least, * art and part’ in the burial of the 
labours of those whose energy has risen 
above the obstacles which surround us, 
sudiciently to pioduce some useful record 
of what they had learnt; in a woid, 
when one reflects on the subject, we al- 
most appear to have been ignorant of the 
art of writing, as far as the transmi.ssion 
of knowledge in many pursuits from one 
* flight’ of us to another is concerned; 
every man who lands now has, within a 
trifle, to go through and to pay for, ei- 
thei in purse or in time, the same routine 
of tediously-acquired experience, in aU 
ihost all our pnisuits, as his jj^redecessor 
thirty years ago had ; with some few 
exceptions, and these are meagre enough, 
the knowledge of every man appeals to 
die or be carried home with liini ; we 
trust this state ©fc things will be correct- 
ed now, and, but that our observations 
have already, perhaps, led us too far, we 
would say more on the subject. 

To return to Dr. Koyle’s papers, we 
say then, that such knowledge is publio 
property, the properly of mankind ;^hat 
it is very far too valuable to be exposed 
to any risk which can be so easily guard- 
ed against, and we do most sincerely trust 
that the Physical Class, and the Medical 
anVl Physical Society will take means to 
have duplicates of these valuable MSS. 
taken, and duly preserved as records so 
interesting to science and to humanity 
should be. 

A very numerous meeting of the Asi-. 
atic Society was held at their rooms on 
Wednesday, the 7th March, at whieff tho 
£lou*ble Sur Charles Grey, Prestdeiit> 
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Sir Edward Ry#n; Vice President, and 
niany other gentlemen of rank and talent, 
both European and Native, were present. 
The attraction of the evening was the 
unrivalled collection of Dr, Koyle, who, 
with the greatest liberality, and at infi- 
nite trouble to hiniBrlf, had kindly con- 
descended to gratify the Society before 
his departure tor Europe, with tlie sight 
of such portions of it as could be conve- 
niently exhibited, and with a paper com- 
prising a hurried precis of his researches, 
the reading of which was a comment on* 
the numeious specimens and drawings 
with which the immense table was co- 
vet cd — we had nearly said 4he room 
filed. • 

Never, perhaps, in scientific matters 
at least, 'and certainly never in India, was 
the homely adage of “ silent streams 
run deep'’ so strikingly verified as in 
looking round on these noble results of 
one man’s silent labours for a few vears 
only in the vast and yet almost untrod- 
den domain ot Indian scientitic research- 
es. “ 1 offer to the Society a few remarks 
on the collections which 1 have made at 
a dhtanccy — in silence — and alone ” were, 
if we caught the words correctly, the 
modest expressions of tlie opening of the 
paper. And we had heard a most ta- 
lented Native, but a few minutes before 
the opening of the sitting, exclaim, hdfd- 
ing up his hands in astonishment— j 
‘‘ this, sir, must he the work of ten gen- 
tlemen’s lives ; no one man •can do so 
lunch ! ” No comment of ours could add 
to this. 

VVe Lave not been able to obtain a 
sight of tlie paper, or we should he tempt- 
ed to give some analysis of its contents: 
but we are enabled to state, if our hur- 
lied notes have not misled us, that the 
cnllections comprise upwards of thirty 
thousand specimens of about four thou- 
sand species of plants, amongst which 
are very many new genera ; twO hundred 
and thirty-three specimens, of birds, 
skins, and bones of the IVIamraalia; rep- 
tiles; cabinets of insects; geological 
and inineralogical specimens from the 
plains to the peak a. of the H imala^ a, so 
numerous as to form complete sections 
of the country ; t'ossil bones from gieat 
elevations, singularly beautiful ; and dis- 
tinct impressions of plants, from the coal 
mines of Hurdwan ; and, as we weie 
informed, upwards of 40d splendid draw- 
ings of the rarer plants, are the princi- 


pal features of this Invaluable collec- 
tion, to which we should not omit to add 
the MSS., to which we alluded on a for- 
mer occasion, which alone are more 
valuable than even the specimens. 

The paper, we would ns we have be- 
fore. said, fain descant upon, but as we 
are somewhat pressed for time, and still 
more for space, we hasten to notice the 
conclusion of the meeting, which we 
thought of high interest to ihe true 
friends of science. When Dr. Royle 
had concluded his paper, the learned 
President rose, and in a most able and 
impressive ngldress, in which the princi- 
pal points of inteiest in the paper were 
skilfully touched upon, and an eloquent 
fl-ibiite paid to the talented naturalist, 
wlio.se treasures wore thus displaied, 
stated, what we are sure was the feeling 
of every individual present, “that the 
Society could not content itself with pass- 
ing an ordinary and a common place 
vote of thanks on such an occasion.” and 
concluded with requesting, that any mode 
might be suggested, if such occurred to 
the meeting, by which they could more 
particularly testify the sense which they 
entertained of Dr Eo^Je’s merits. Thi» 
was happily done, (we believe by the Se- 
cretary to the Physical Class,) who pro- 
posed, that a public letter should lie ad- 
dressed by the Society to the Court of 
Directors, soliciting their special patro- 
nage of Dr, Royle/s labour.^, and the 
proposal was carried ne?n con, to the 
lieartielt delight, we venture to say, not 
only of every one who was present, hut 
to that of every friend to science in India* 

This is as it should be ; and we do most 
heartily exhort the Asiatic Society to 
continue on the course which they have 
thus so ni'bly began ; to rouse themselves 
from the deadly* apathy which seems 
so long to have beset them, and to stand 
forward, as they ought to do, the patrons 
of talent and industry, wherever they bo 
found ; and whenever the influence of 
the Society can be exerted to forward 
the interests of science, to use it at once^ 
and heartily, and they may be assured 
that in so doing they will best fulfil the 
intentions of their illustrious founder* 
We trust our contemporaries, too, will 
aid us in reminding them of this duty ia 
future— for ourselves we promise them 
that, if they again go to sleep, luslial^ 
lah ! we will Jia^ them. . 
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At a MoetiQ^ of ilie Ag^ricultiiral and 
Horticultural Society of India, held 
witliiu the Society’a apartment, Town 
Hall, on the 1 5th day of February, — 

The Hon’ble Sir Edward Ryan, Presi- 
dent, in the Chair. 

Mr. Joh*n Hunter, of the Civil Service, 
was elected a Member. 

The following; letters to the address of 
the Secretary were read : — 

From Mr. Thomason, Deputy Secreta- 
ry to Government, convoying the t(^nks 
of Government for the Report jSi,;^,the 
manufacture of Gunnies in Bengfw;'’und 
models of the Machines used therein, 
lately furnished by the Society. 

From the same, intimating; that a Trea- 
aurv order had been issued for Rupees 
6,750, in further support of the Experi- 
mental Farm at Akra, being the balance 
of the Brat year’s grant. 

Two more letters from the same, cover- 
ing copies of letters from the Secretary 
to the Sudder Board of Revenue, and 
Reoorts of experiments made in the cul- 
tivation of cottoi* by the collector^ in 
the Cuttack and Chittagong districts, 
and intimating the wish of Government, 
that ihcSorietv would permit the several 
collectors of Government to communi- 
cate, in future, directly with their Se- 
cretary. 

The Secretary was requested to inform 
Government, that the Society would have 
much pleasure in acceding to the propo- 
sal. and that it had now sown fresh Ame- 
rican cotton seed, in store, a portion of 
which it would make over to the com- 
missioners of these districts fur distribu- 
tion. 

Prom Mr. H. H. BeH of Ounghon, re- 
porting the result of his experiments 
with the cotton and tobacco seed, fur- 
nished to him by the Society. 

From Mr. Lamb, of Dacca, dated the 
28th Novefuber last, to the President, 
enclosing a p,aper by himself on the cul- 
tivation, at thar place, of the cotton from 
which the’fine muslins have been manu- 
factured, and forwarding specimens of 
the cotton and thread spun from it Also 
fending a specimen of the cotton im- 
ported from A va. and some hemp grown 
In Assam, called reeha soot 

From Captain Sage, Secretary to the 
Dinapore Branch Society, reporting very 


favorably of the last garden seeds sent 
up by this Society, and requesting to be 
furnished with plants from the Society’s 
garden. 

Captain Sage’s letter was referred to 
the Horticultural Committee, for the pur- 
pose of the Dinapore Branch being sup- 
plieil with the plams required, and the 
‘Secretaiy was requested to apply to him 
for a quantity of seeds, the produce of 
those sent up, for distribution next 
season, t 

From Dr. John Tytle^ to the Secretary, 
enclosing two letters from Lieutenant 
Charlton, offering to the Society some 
gum copal, cooatchoie, and tea trees, 
sent by him from Assam. 

The Secretary repoited that these 
plants had already been received into 
the Society’s garden, and he was request- 
ed to convey to Lieutenant Charlton, 
through Dr. Tytler, the thanks o( the 
Society for the donation. 

From Mons. Jeueve, dated Mauritius, 
15th November last, to Mr. Piddingtou, 
Foreign Secretary to the Society, sending 
some seeds and two pods ot the va- 
nilla ; and promising to forward, by the 
next opportunity,^ a larger supply of 
plants and seeds, and to contribute to the 
views 4)f the Society. 

Mr. Piddingten was requested to offer 
the thanks of the Society to Mons. 
Jeneve. 

From Colonel Vincent, of Barrackpore, 
to Mr. Calder, 'presenting some furza 
and broom seed, the produce of seeds 
brought by him from Ireland. The Se- 
cretary was requested to convey the 
thanks of the Society to Colonel Vincent. 

From Mr. Andrew, with some 'speci- 
mens of large cauliflower and cabbages, 
raised by him from seed which he had 
procured from ^ansi. 

The Secretary submitted, on the part- 
of the Committee, the accounts of the 
Akrah Experimental Farm, from Octo- 
ber, 1830, to the end of January, 1832. 

He also submitted, in the name of Cap-* 
tain Richmond, Secretary to the Garden 
Committee, a specimen of arrow root, 
prepared there this season, which ap- 
peared to he very flne. 

The Committee appointed at the last, 
General Meeting, to examine and leport' 
upon the money affairs of the Society^' 
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rabmitted their uport and accounts, and 
vrere requested To accept the thanks of 
the Meeting;. 

Sir Edward Ryan submitted, on the 
part of’ Mr. Colin Shakespear, Models of 
an invention by that gentleman, for im- 
proving the manufacture of silk, called a 
“Pottery (iihye ; ” together with a paper 
descriptive of its various parts ; and an- 
other paper, by the same gentleman, on 
the cultivation of silk, and of rearing of 
silk worms. The Secretary was request-^ 
ed to convey to Mr. Shakespear the 
thanks of the Society for these valuable 
papers and the Model he was kind 
enough to place under their inspection. 

The “ Pottery Ghye” of Mr. Shakes- 
pear, is an improvement upon the Native 
earthen boiling pans. The earthen 
dishes are fixed iu masonry of bricks, 
moulded for the purpose, and heated 
with a stove entirely composed of the 
same material ; the flue is so contrived 
as to reduce the waste of heat to a mini- 
mum. The Pottery basin forms a per- 
fect adhesion to the masonry, whereby 
the passage of smoke is prevented, which 
cannot be elFected wlien metalic basons 
are set in masonry ; it is also fjofh cheap- 
er and simpler than the copper ones. 

Mr. Shakespear attributes the dis- 
colouring and harshness ot Bengal sflk, 
partly to the use of copper pans, in tb^ 
Company’s filatures: lie suppo8e.s the 
metal to produce an injurious'excilement 
in the organs of the grub, causing a large 
accumulation of filth from its secretions ; 
whereas, cleanliness is stated to he one 
of the prominent merits of the Pottery 
Ghye. Some specimens of silk have 
been exhibited, which were wound at the 
Company’s experimental factory, at 
Sulkea, under Mr. Sliakespear’s direc- 
tion. At the standard filature at Ran- 
gamaitee, and likewise at the filature of 
Oonatea, the copper pans are said to be 
avoided by the cuttanies, since the in- 
troduction of Mr. Shakespear’s invention. 

The following appear to be the results 
of the experiments made by the c.onimis- 
aioners in Cuttack and Chittagong, to 
introduce the cultivation of superior 
kinds of cotton in their several districts, 
in the north division the whole of the 
cotton seed sent there by Government 
remained on hand, none of the Natives 
being willing" to make the experiment. 
In the south division the experiment 
irai made, bu( lit^e or uone of the seed 


came up, and the quantity of cotton rea- 
lized would not cover half the omiay. In 
Midfiapuie^ the seed was sown in eleven 
hoodahs, in the months ol October and 
Noveiul er, iS30, but the failuie was ge- 
neral, although the country cotton, in the 
same hoodahs, throve. Some of the seed 
was given by the collector to his own 
people, but with them the faiUiie whs al- 
so complete. In the Maihatia Muhals, 
which are near the sea, some o| the seeds 
vegetated, but the plant was too weak, 
to live, and after throwing out a tew 
leave.s, w ithered and died. 'J'he cause 
ot the failure seemed, to the collector, to 
be owing teethe seed not being fresh. 
In HiMgehe, the experiment was made 
by tWe'e Natives: in one instance, the 
fl%ed rotted before being sown, and ia 
the other two cases, though sown ia 
ground seemingly the best adapted to its 
cultivation, it entirely failed. Respect- 
ing the experiments made in Cuitachf 
the collector, ^Mr. Hunter,) says, “ tbo 
Tena.s8erim cntlun seed appeared to 
have been injured either by long keep, 
ing or some other cause, as only filheeu 
or sixteen trees vegetated ; from tliese, 
however, which were planted in April 
and* May, 1830, a sujicient supply of 
seed was, in October and November, 
procured, to plant asjiot of nearly a hig- 
gah Nviih it ; this had tliriv en re inarkahly 
well, was then in full flower, and tlie 
produce promised to be copious. A 
small quantity of cotton procured from 
them iu March and April last, was s nt 
by him to the cotton mills at Fort 
Gluster, but the fibre was reported by 
Mr. Patrick to be too short, and of too 
woolly a description to answer lor the 
spinning machinery. The Te.nasserim 
seed distributed to the Natives, from 
the first supply imp oi ted from the 
Tenasserira Coast, did not appear to have 
thriven, as none oT the Natives had been 
able to give Mr. Hunter any satislactory 
account, or to show any produce. 'I'lie 
Georgian seed, received in August, 1830, 
had been planted out in September, in 
ground similar to what had been chosen 
for the Teuasserim, (viz. laud which had 
for many years continued in pasture 
grass, a light loam,) no manure was 
given to it, nod it continued very back- 
ward for the whole of the cold and hot 
weather ; it had, however, thriven re- 
markably well throughout the rains, and 
was now in flower. The Orleans seed 
had failed to vegetate, except three ofii 
four plants, which had survived th^ hot' 
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weather, anil ffave every appearance of 
producing pode. Several plants from 
Bourbon seed, which had also been 
sown in March and April, looked re^ 
nuarkably well, and promise to give a 
good crop ; and the fibre being long 
and very s lky, would doubtless answer 
for the spinning machinery. In conse- 

a uence, the Natives who were at first in- 
ifferent. or, indeed, averse to cultivate 
any description of cotton, besides their 
own annual, seeing the promising appear- 
ance of some in his plantation, nad of 
late sh'iwri considerable anxiety to pro- 
cure seed. On the subject of tobacco, 
Mr.l-funter reports, that having p^pcured 
from the Agricultural Society tw^&kall 
phials of Virginia and MarylaniPS^ac- 
CO seed, he planted it in the fixperf- 
mental Garden which he had made for 
the cotton, and obtaiued a remarkably 
copious crop, though, owing to heavy 
rains at the cutting season, in February 
last, thr flavour of it was not so good as 
it otherwise would have been. The 
tobacco* of Cuttack being only cultivated 
on puttuo land, or that which, from the 
annual overflowing of the rivers, collects 
a large portion of fresh silt, it is, there- 
fore, not very extensively cuitivRted,^od 
very high rents are exacted by the 
zemindars for land of this description ; 
the American tobacco had, however, 
been shown to be procurable from ordi- 
nary land, and as the produce is very 
copious, and the flavour highly approved 
by the Natives, they were anxious to 
extend its culfivalion. Mr. Hunter’s 
bead writer. Mr* Weekes, had, during* 
the past seaaori, undertaken the superin*- 
tj^dance of two small fields of cotton, 
which were thriving. Mr. Weekes esti- 
mates the net profit of a biggah of 
Tenasserim cotton ground at sixteen ru- 
pees per annum, the biggah of the town 
of Cuttack being, however, about two 
and a quarter Calcutta biggabs.’^ 

tn the Chittagong Division, all at- 
tempts made by Government, through 
the cuileetbrs, to introduce the growth, 
by Natives, of American cotton, had 
been a taiinre. Some of the gentlemen 
of the station had sowed some of the 
•eed, which produced a beautiful cotton, 
with a long staple ; bat their experiments 
were cmducted on too small a scale to 
•aactiou any opinion beyond the expres- 
zioti of a conviction, that if sown on hill 
places, where it cannot be injared by rain 
«nd wet. its produce would be superior 
to that raised m the distrieU 


On the Dacca muslin^ and cotton, Mr.^ 
Lamb writes; I have the pleasure to 
send a few samples of the Cotton produc* 
ed in this neighbourhood. They are 
generally discoloured and ill looking, 
from having been kept for months in the 
smoky huts of the owners. 'I he staple is 
short, and the seeds form an unusually 
large proportion of the weight of the raw 
material ; but although 1 am persuaded 
that more favourable specimens may bo 
produced by careful search araoflg the 
'dealers, yet, at the best, it will be infe- 
rior to the American and Bourbon cot- 
tons. The finer qualities of thread are not 
now prod’iced, and I am told there has 
been a great falling offy within these few 
years. I failed altogether in procure a 
larger quantity of No. I, which looks 
so old and black, that [ suspect it must 
have been spun by some young girl, in 
the morning of her days, and that now 
with fingers rigid, and sight dimmed 
with age, she is no longer able to pro- 
duce the same itelicate work. In the 
packet I have also sent a specimen of the 
reeha soot, from Assam. It is much 
stronger than hemp, but the fibre, though 
fine, is not, I fear, suiiicieuily flexible to 
make the substance so valuable as its 
strength promises. It is propagated by 
slips, I understand, and is used by the 
Aseamese to make fishing liues*’^ 

^ The following is what Mr. Lamb says 
on the cultivation of the cotton, from 
which the 'fine Dacca muslin is manu- 
factured, and was obtained from that 
gentleman in reply to the informatioa 
obtained by Msjnr Burney, our resident 
at Ava, laid before a former meeting, 
that these fine cottons have been for a 
long period imported from Ava. 

The Cotton from which the fine Dacca 
muslin is manufactured, is cultivated on 
both banks of the Megna and Ganges, 
near their junction, and un the lowlands 
between those rivers. 

It is an annual plant,and, in good soil, 
grows to the height of four or five feet, 
biLt it is generally too closely set to admit 
of its branching out well. 

It is sown in October and November^ 
The seeds are wetted for a few minutes^ 
then dropped by the hand* into tha 
ground, in drills, from sixteen to twentjt 
inches apart. > 

When the plant has attained the height 
of five or six inches, the ground is care^ 
fully hoed up on both sides, and kept 
clean by repeated weeding. f 
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' The crop is pothered in April, May, 
«Dcl June, and wlier«i ihe sitii.u it>n chuseii 
is bevoiui imp reacli of the inniidatiuD, a 
second crop, hut inferior both as rejjarda 
quaT)4)tv and quality, is obtained ; but 
more t^enetali^, the land is inundated, 
and proiiiices only one crop ot tr«>m one 
and a halt to two mannds of undressed 
cotton troin the hig^ah. 

Some of the most industrious ryots 
conryve to iiH'e a subsidiary crop tiom 
th(* giound, by aowiiii; rice iu the spaces 
between tl)o diills, a tew weeks before* 
the cotton is removed, the rice rising 
with the v> ater. 

Tilt coittui crtkjj does not, 9t present, 
icciu to be in l;i\our with the t.iiiners; 
it is an utHertain one, being liable to in- 
jury frtnii insens in the early months, 
from hail and ram when further ad\anc> 
ed. and fioiu being mostly ciilti\Hted on 
low iautis. it is not uutrequeritly destroy, 
ed by tbe n\ er in June, before the pro- 
duce can be gathered. 

The cultivation has declined with the 
IDOslin ttade, and tlie firice obtained is 
now scitcely remunerating; it lias full- 
en from fi\e iiipee-; to ihiee aud a half, 
williin ih^ ae lew years. 

For tlie finer thread, the hand is used 
in sepai atiug the seeds from the cotton ; 
iiidet-d, the ciiinilers employed hete.^re 
80 itielicctne and thecotlou adheres 
ftiougly to tile seed, that an active per- 
son will do nearly as rnucli wdrk with the 
band alone, as lie can do with the aid of 
the machine in common use. 

Accompanying 1 do inys^df the plea- 
sure to send you a tew samples of the 
cotton and ol the thread, (the belter 
qualities,) spun Irora it. 

From the enclosed extract from the 
books ol tiie Customhouse, you will per- 
ceive that little or uo cotton is introduc- 
ed from A\a. The imports noted at se- 
Ten hundred and fiUy-four, two hun- 
dred and eighty. four, and three th<»usand 
one bundled and eleven luauno's, in- 
clude noth what IS brought by the B^r- 
jnab boats, and the supply from our own 
provinces. The imported cotton is only 
iBsed in the coarser manufactures, and if 
there is eny considerable importation of 
cotton from the Ava territories, it is ab- 
torbed id Chittagong and about Lucki- 
ore, among the baftah weavers, but 1 
ave great reason to belisve that the ini- 
portalioftisttUogether trifling* 
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Cleaned cotton^ or rooee, passed tl\€ 
Custom House y Dacca.

_ Tins report does not incluile the pnn- 
cipal import of cotton from the western 
provinces, which being covered by 

rowauiiahs from IMirzapore, Faina, or 
Aioorshedabdd. is not noted in the books 
of the Custom House at Diccd.” 

Lieut. Charhon states, that ” the Gum 
Copaui tree is found in die Nagah bills, 
a high range about 40 miles south of tba 
staiioQ of Jorebath, in Upper A.ssam ; it 
iw described as a large forest tiee, and 
the gum to be procurable in largo 
quantities. The Kills alluded to had 
nei er been visitedT by any Kiiropean, and 
owing to ibe slight intercouise sub- 
sisting between the people of the plains 
and the Nagah bill tribes, a wild, uncivi- 
lized Trice, very little was known of the 
iiufrioi of tb^ir country. Tlie gum ia 
not exported by the Natives aS an article 
ot Hade. 

The Tea free grows in the vicinity of 
Suddea, the must remote of the ttritish 
possessions towards the east, in .^ssam, 
and adjacent to the Burmah territory. 
Some of the Natives of ^iuddea are in the 
habit of drinking an iiifusitiu ol the 
dried leaver, bui they de nut prepare 
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tljem in anv particular manner, Al- 
the leaves are devoid of any 
frayranre, in ilieir green slate, thev ac- 
quire the smell and taste ot” ChineKO 
tea, when dried. 'I’he tree bf ars a fi-iwer 
Very like that of tbe wild white rose, 
but much smaller. 

The (^aoufchouc iree, which is inditjeu- 
ooa throu^iioui Assam, very much resem 
bles the Ficus liidica, nr banyan, in its 
growth anti appearance ; it rises to the 
boi'>Ui o*’ s>xty or seventy feet. On an 
)iKn$H)n bein^ matte inthehaik, a milky 
while juice exud> s, wl.irh acuui concretes 
and becomes black frtim exp^oaureto the 
air ; if put into a phial as soon asj^^re- 
ted the nir carefuilv exciudiji, it 

yerains i'S flacciditv fora length of hme, 
witlioiit uiulertioitig aiiv perceptible al. 
teration Fnun the abundant supply of 
this li’iira, wliicli may be obtained in As- 
sam, the tree growing in the jrreatest 
luxuriance througitout the province, it 
nn'iht be applied to a variety of useful 
and important purposes.” 

Monsr. Oeneve writes — “ Flattered by 
the circular whiv'h the Agilcultural and 
IJorticiiliural St'Cie.y has addressed to 
Jiie, I lose no tlni|i in seizing tiie fa- 

vourable opportunity, of vihich 1 have 
linroriiinateiy been iniVurned only at the 
last m iti^ nt, to send you such seeds as I 
iia\e ready at hav d, or could collect in a 
vuiik ound niy ganleii I have to 
you will please to olFer fr'iu me to 
the Society, tlo’se amongst flu m w hich 
you in.y think accepiahle, and 
for voiir-'ell »ueh as. though common and 
well knou n, afford still the advantage of 
re evving seed ; by the next safe occa- 
sion, I will endeavour to have ready the 
mrltcies which you have pointed out, and 
will add to thrill some of the indigenous 
plants oi our island. ^ 

Your ciicular has also been commu- 
nicHied to tlie Society of Natural Hist<iry 
oflhe Maui ifius, who will have the higli- 
e«l pleasur e in ass sting: the Agricultural 
and Hoktii ultui al Society, ^'in their en- 
deavours /or the advancement of science. 

The Vanilla was wanting to the rich 
colleciiou of ihe treasures of the veget- 
able kingdom from the four quaiters of 
the globe, wliich seem to have alike cho- 
sen as th^'ii favored spot, the beautiful 
climate of flie Mauritius ; the learned 
liotaiiisrs and travellers, to whom the 
colony owes so much of its vegetable 


riches, liad either forgotten or neglected 
this plant, alike so curious in a scientific 
point of view, as interesting when rom- 
merrmlly considered, when rriy ‘riend 
M. Marchaod, comptroller of ihe Isle of 
Bourbon, hav ing introduced it into ilint 
Island in 1822, sent rne a plant of his 
V'riillafiom liOT or Leg. fri f8'?7. from 
which I had the saiistaction nl g;»iliei in ^ 
in August, 1831, eleven pods perfeidy 
mature, of which 1 heg to offer two to tlie 
Agricultural and 1 lorticultiiral Sonets 
^>f India not queHtjoning hut that they 
will fe«l highlv int rested in tlie pma- 
pect which is offered of this rich plant 
multiplying snfhcieritlv to become one of 
our culuuiai products 

Capt. Vincent sowed a small quantify 
of the furze seed under the sliade of a 
south wall, and had the salisfactioM soon 
alter, of seeing it come U}) as vigorously 
as it could have done in the bogs. \a 
this practical trial was not however cal- 
culated to satisty him, that equal suc- 
cess was to he expected in situations ex- 
posed to the heat of the sun. he fenced in 
a small tank (for the convenieiue of 
watering?,) and having prep ired double 
borders, all round, with a vpiy small 
quantity of rich mould near the sortaie, 
put broom seed in that ncaiest the barn- 
boa j a ffrey, and furze in the utlier ; by 
watenng them every evening they soon 
liame up ; and without any sli.ide what- 
ever, are tip ivingdaily ; paiticularlv the 
furze, which seemed actually to force 
itscll tin oijgliout the clay, rendered trn- 
aeiiMis by the heat of the sun acting on it 
after the night’s moisture. Capt Vin- 
cent concludes, with hojiing that the Na- 
tive gentlemen of Calcutta may be con- 
Tinced of the utility of ihe furz’, not 
only as a fence for paddy fiehi , but also 
in superseding the horrible, (and indeed 
uunatural,; use of cow dung as fuel. 

Mr. Andrew^ speakingof ra liflowera 
produced fiom Hansi seed, fiats tliat ho 
has seen many weighing seven and a half 
ji^unds, with most of the leaves taken 
off; and that specimens have been 
brought fiorn Nuddea weighing from 
eleven and a half to fourteen aud a half 
pound.s The Seed, he reuiarks. does not 
succeed in new lands ; and some (hat 
he gave to Natives, residing on the op- 
posite hank of the river, failed, owing, 
as he thiuks, to the clayey nature of the 
euii.

The lonff- existing difTerencea be- 
tween ihe olv( and new Wardens of the 
Principal ivom.'in ('atholic Church of 
T^osso Senhora l)e Kozarlo, not being 
yet settled, the Vicar, F/ e An^oiito i>e 
Savfrr Mftriay coniened, on bunday 
the 26ih Feb., a public meeting of the 
pAMsliionera, tor the purpose ot obtain- 
inp their signature.s to a petition intend- 
ed to he fiie.'teuted to the Judges of the 
Supreme ('Ourt, A repo; ter attended tlie 
nibeiing, for the purpose o( laying be- 
fore the public a report of the proceed- 
ing's, but on being espyed, be beard a rii- 
iHonr among some of those present, that 
In jj presence was not wanted ,* he remain- 
ed. however, until the business was con- 
cluded. 

The nature of the petition, which was 
read in English by Mr. Joseph Dias, 
and afterwards interpreted in Porlu- 
gueze by iMr. Thomas Gregor}', was to 
solwit the Judges to witlifhaw the funds 
of the church from the trustees, in 
wh' se hands they are at present nested, 
and place them under the controul of 
the Government agenls, and al.so to 
order the interest tliat has uccurnniated 
thereon, to be made over to (our re- 
Bp^'ctable and disinterested parishion- 
ers, (or the lepaiis of the church and 
paiocliiai house, which, the petition^ he t 
ioitii, are in a ruinous state, owing to 
their noi having undergone any rij^pairs 
for a considerable time past. 

Two other petitions were also read, 
by Mr. Joseph Oias, from the servants 
of the above church, staling tiiat they 
vere starving, in consequence of not 
having had any salary for the last 8 
iuoitib 0 » After the first petiiiou had 


been read, Mr. Roger Dias proposed, 
that a c py of the same .should ap- 
pear in the Oovirnitient (Inz'^tte for 
three suc,(es.slve weeks', with a vi^vv of 
enabling the pai ishioners to come for- 
ward, for the pnipose ot making any 
objections or .suugestioos lliey may 
deem Dpcessary.” I’lns proposititm was 
at first objecied to : but a'ter a b ng and 
desultory conversation, it was seconded 
by^Mr. Raul D'Mello, wiib the follow- 
ing amendment, “ fciiat u copy ol tlia 
petition be sent to the tjusli'es, previ- 
ously to its b' iag pr<\senred to tiie 
Supreme Court. ” A gentleman suq-grst- 
ed, that the petition .should appeei iii (he 
Bengal Jfurl'aru attd ( lirontrlr instead 
of the Govtirmneul Cazefft\ as the (or- 
mer paper has the grcaies^ circulation 
of any in the Presitlency. 'rhia propo- 
sition was not however liecdeiJ. 

Resolution 2d. — Mf'ved by Mr. Uewig 
D’t’.oata, and seconded by Mr. Paul 
D’Mello, that eight ilays he allowed 
the trustees, to return an answer, pro- 
vided tiiey deem it expedient .so to do. 

The Vicar tilien suggehJted to tlio 
nieetiog, the propriety ot at once elect- 
ing four gentlemen, parishnniers, to pre- 
sent the petition in question ; but Mr. 
L D’Oos a, in continuatioii^of his propo- 
sition, suggested that the elecliou slioiild 
be, postponed until tiie determination 
of the trustees he known, which wag 
unanimously earned- 

After ' the above proceeding.^, which 
were conducted in any thing hut a quiet 
xnaoner, were concluded, several signa- 
tures were (ditained to th^ petition, and 
for such persons as were unable to 
wriie^ an amanuensis, in the perBon of 
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Mr. Mcrntipl hffndpx, afteTi(ic*(1 to tlo the 
veet^ful, after which the nieetintj hr<»ke 
up. A person nanred Lewis Almeida 
was repeate<»ly called to order hy the 
Vicar and some gentlemen present, tor 
boiaterons and scii'’rilnuK conduct. This 
last named genfhman politely threatened 
to “ mahe tear vp and throw away ’’ the 
Reporter's notes, and concluded \\\h gab- 
ble with the following quaini remark : — 
Y'»u want make publish in newepa- 
per Gazette, you make report Tvro 
TREE time.s. ”

Til compliance with various communi- 
cations from correspondents, a Reimrter 
attended for the purpose of publishing 
an aro(.unt of the proceedings On his 
entree^ he was requested to walk aside 
bv a Mr. Martyr, who as well as the 
Vicar, informed him, tUat according to 
the terms of the notice convening the 
meeting, he could not be present as he 
tvas not a Roman Catholic, and the latter 
remarked, that he had no right to pub* 
lisb, in the newspapers, anything con- 
cerning the affairs of the Church, or its 
priests, and he, as the Vicar, would 
not allow him to do so. The Reporter 
upon tbis was mute, but was immediately 
surrounded by a number of persons who

sooner had the Repot ter tak- n liis seat, 
than he was desired, by ihe above per- 
sonage, to leave the tneeiing. as he 
would not he alloweti to remai To 
this mandate he demurred, upon which 
the Vicar went to the do<viH and called 
some people t(. turn him out. Doting the 
absence of the Vicar, a L'entlemau sijjr- 
jested to th Reporter, that he had bet- 
ter leave the place quietly, and thereby 
save himself from being illtreated, and 
he accordingly left the Meeting ; hut 
not before he had beep pronuseti, by a 
friend, the following report of the pro- 
ceedings 

The Vicar, Fre Ajjtonio De Santm 
Maria, opened the business ol the Meet- 
ing by stating ihai the members had as- 
sembled for a public piiryOhe, and not a 
private one ; but previous to entering 
into the bu8iMe.s8 of the day. he read 
from a slip of pauer whicli he hebl in his 
hand, three rules, the put port of which 
wa.s, Thai none but Patishioners <d the 
Churcli would he allowed to sneak. 
tSec.ondly, that no persim who did not 
sign the proceedings ot that day would 
be yllowed to submit any pioposition; 
and lastiv, that no person coubl propose 
ar/iv thing foreign to the subject upon 
which {hey wet ; and that those persona 
who did not agree to the above rules, and 
who did not sign the proceedings, would 
be struck out of the list ot ihe Par- 
ri.shioners : nor would they be allowed to 
enter the Vestrv Room upon any other 
occHsion. 3’he Vicar then rc-ad the reply 
from the Trustees, to the coinniunicatioa 
that had been sent them, dt went to 
state, that ihev were enabled to refute the 
charges sot forth in the communication, 
and, a.s Trustees of the funds of the 
Church, they were bound tn pay the in- 
tere8< accruing thereon, to none lint duly 
elected wardens; and that, under the exis- 
ting* differences between the Old and 
New Wardens, they could not, with any 
propriety, pay them into the hands of any 
other person.*?. It further went on to state, 
that they had already deposited the 
funds in the hands of Government 
agents, in whose possession they had 
been for some months past. They also 
obif'rved, that it was in the Vicar’s power 
to hiring the existing differences tom 
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g|T<‘e<ly' coTiclu^on, ntidi restore peace 
ai)<i lifirmony Hraonj*; the eont;r«g;ation. 

To this reply from tlie Tiua^ees, the 
Vicar wrote the followinij rejoinder : — 
that if the old and new Wardens would 
authorize him, he would call a meetinj:^ 
for the purpose of electinj^ a new^ set ot 
Wardens; but not having received an 
answer to his letter, he, the Vicar, left 
it to the Meeting, to say whether it would 
have any objection to the following reso- 
Jution which he was about to propose: — • 

** That in consequence of the Trustees 
having depoefted the funds of the Church, 
in the hands ot Government Agents, with- 
#Mit the consent ol^the Parishioners, they 
beoged the Court would interfere, and 
pl^rethe same under the sole controul 
of the OovKriiment \gen<s, and thereby 
prevent the Truatees from having any 
controul over them.” 

This lesolution was carried npm ron, 
and Mr. Manuel Mende.s then came lor- 
ward, and oh8»*rved. How daie the 
Tiustees jilare the funds in the hands of 
Government Agents, without the sanction 
of the Pari.shi(»ners The latter are the 
proper persons to dispose of the funds. 
Mr. Harret<o, the founder of the Church, 
doling his hie time, made a tr-ist deed, 
lie wa.s a Moses among the Catholics of 
hhs time but tbe Catholics of the pre^jnt 
dav don’t want any Moses. I tell you 
what, my fi sends, observed Mr* IMendea^ 
it is much better to place the funds ot 
the Church in the hands of the (^OTejn- 
irient Agents, than allow them to be un- 
der the controul of persons wfio takf? up 
their abode at Serampore, Chanderiia- 
g(tre. and Chin.siirah. The whole ot those 
present acquiesced in Mr. Mendes's re- 
marks, by loud and fiequent shouts. 

A desultory conversation then took 
place ahoui the absence o( iMr Pereira, 
one of the Trostefs, who was present on 
Sunday last, and .signed the petition, fc-. 
but on a copy of it being sent to the 
Trustees, he also joiaetl in the reply that 
was sent to it. 


Mr. Roger Dias then proposed, that 
cnpif^s oi ih^ coniiTiiinications that had 
transpired durtnu; ll»e past week, should 
also be presented with the Petition to 
the Judges ot the Supr erne Court, 'fliis 
propo.sition was seconded by Mr. Ja- 
cob Huhn. 

iMr iVlanuel Mendes then observed, 
that Mr. R. Dias’s proposition was unno- 
cessarv, in which he was seconded by 
Mr. Thomas tlregoi v, wiio reniaiked that 
they would employ rotinspl to ijres.ei*t 
the Peiition to the Judges, a^d if tlirir 
counsel thought it necessary to have 
copies ot the comm uicaiions, then ihey 
would be suimiiited. 

Mr:' Roger Dias in rrplv, observed, 
fliat in that case tbe original peiition, 
which was to he signed on i he tireasi.sn, 
would also be .subject to tlie correctmo 
of cmin.sel, and this course he deemed 
irregular, ar, the petition ' ught, in the 
li st instance, to have been drafte.i f-r 
coiins*^! M*-. DM.sInitlo r f>lv.ervpd, that 
he (houglit a if soluii<n pasc^*d by the 
Parishioners wi uld be ofuiore avail than 
the, advice of parties who were absent. 

TJie Vicar here observed to Mr. R. 
Dias, that his propotition was not in 
conformity with the rules he, tbe Vicar, 
had prescribed for those wlio could 
speak at the, meeting, and that be, Mr, 
Dias, nnglit do as he ple.is d, as no at- 
tention would be paid t<> his .'^utigesti ns. 

Mr Dias here observed, that th* 
Vii ar was becoming absolute, although hs 
pre.sideiJ without being chosen. Mr. 
Dias also said lie would not trust tiim- 
seif ativ longer among the a.ssemblv, af- 
ter which he, with stone other gentlemen, 
left the Meeting. 

After stitne order wa.s reslored, the 
Meeting proceedgd in elect throf. gentle- 
men to act as agents in the pi e.sentation 
of the Petition ; their names me — Mr, 
Joseph Dias, Mr. Paul D’iMello, and Mr. 
Thomas Gregory. 

After this the meeting disp^raed.

On his '"return 
boitie about gun-fire on the following 
morning, be observed the outer gate, 
belonging to the compound, closed but 
Btot locked. On entering the compound 
be oWerved several articles, bis pro- 
l^erty^ ^jUg scattered about. He then 
proceeded op to his shop^ which was in, 
second story, where he saw the 
l^ndlbck which had secureid the door the 
previous evening broken ; the staple was 
attached to the chain. On entering his 
chop he immediately proceeded to a 
chest which contained a small box in 
which the jewellery had been deposited, 
and found it bad been taken away with 
iU contenij|. "An almiraii', which stood 
in the shop of the prosecutor,- was also 
broken- open, and the coutenisjcunsisting 
^fTarious pieces of piece goods, carried 
^way. The prosecutor recollected hav-

He attempted to elude the vigilauce of 
the naib, by secreting himself in a stable, 
an alarm was, however, given, and 
Mnodosooden made a retrogade march, 
and was secured by the naib. Oo re- 
tracing their steps, two bundles of cloths 
werefeund, one lying in the ditch, and 
the other in the lane. The above pro- 
perty was recognised by the prosecutor, 
as forming a part of what bad been 
taken away on the night his premises 
were entered. 

Rahomec Ally, another naib attached 
to the Cubbadanga thanna, deposed: 
That on thd morning following the rob- 
bery; about 1 o’clock, life heard a noise 
of “thief! thief! ” and ran in the direc- 
tion from whence the noise came. He 
was informed that the thief had run np 
a lane ; he was followed and subsequen- 
tly taken into custody. On being taken 
to the thanna, he gave his name Cos- 
sinauth Ghose, but at the Police, said 
his name was Mudden Mohan Ghose. 
Some of the property produced was 
also picked up near where the second 
prisoner was taken into custody. They 
were searched at the thanna, but only 
two keys and six pice were found on 
the .pei;§on of Mudden Mobun Gliose. 

Moodosooden stated in bis defence, 
tha\ on tbe above morning he was going 
{rom Garatollah home, and on his 
way he heard a cry of “ thief, thief,” and 
the naib cabglit held of him, and shoved 
him in a stable, and afterwards pulled 
him out, and charged him with tho 
robbery. The naib, he stated, bought 
some time ago, a piece of silk from him' 
for two rupees eight annas, and had 
only paid him a rupee in part The other 
naib, he obser vglfe. also, wanted a piece 
of silk, and on l^^emarktog that he was 
a poor and unable to give him any, 
he tbmtened to make him suffer for 
his refusal* 

The second prisoner made a similar 
defeneCi 

»ir John Fyanks, in charging the jury, 
leased a ht(^ CDcomium on the thanna 
people for their vigilance in stopping 
and chailenging persons who appearea 
(yi be of a suspicious cbaracter, and 
having recapitulated the evidence, ob- 
.serve'd, that it was for them to dispose 
of the case. The jury then retir^,>nd, 
after an absench of abofft a quarter of 
an hour, retained with the loilowiiif

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Wa 6n^ IVr^jen MohuQ Ghose and 
Mu(ldo8ooden Gliose guilt/ of stealing 
tile property of the prosecutor, amotrat* 
iDg to upwards of fifty rupees, but ac- 
quit them of the burglary trith which 
they stand indicted.

BEFORE SIR 1(>HN FRANKS. 

Xohoran and Zyphoo, were respectively 
ibdicted with having, on the 28th Oc- 
tober last, feloniously stolen in th^ 
dwelling house of John Mufiin, a silver 
watch with appendages, value 
and divers oilier articles •f valuable 
jewellery, the property of the prose, 
cutor’s son, Joseph Lief Muffin , a se- 
cond count in the indictment charged 
them with stealing a pair of gold ear. 
rings, value ;C6, a gold neck chain, 
value £20. a pair of gold bracelets, 
value £12, a fifty rupees bank note, 
No. 248, of the bank of Hindostan, 
and one hundred and fifty rupees 
in silver, and divers other articles, the 
property of the aforesaid John Muffin. 

The particulars of the case being of 
an interesting naturo, we have given the 
proceedings verbatim. 

.lohn Muffin sworn: I live iuGdiogah ; 
Zohornn lived in my house lor four 
years previous to the committal of #he 
robbery ; she has a child that was, and 
is still living in niy house. On ih(f 
night of the 28th October last, 1 went 
to bed a little after 10 o’clock, and 
rose about 4 o’clock on the toll owing 
morning. Ou getting up, 1 went to the ' 
room adjoining my bed room, where 
Zohoran used to sleep, but she was 
not there. I made inquiries after her, 
but could not gain ai^ intelligence of 
her. T returned to mj^roo.a, to know 
the hour, and on looking under my 
pillow, found my son’s watch, with Its 
appendages, missing, and alaoabuuoh of 
keys bploDging to various drapers, my 
properly. On going to a cheat which 
was in my bed room, I found it opc»n, 
and the contents carried f>away, Oa, 
inspecting my premises, 1 found a back 
door in my compound, which had bteen 
nailed up, forced open. The keys ^and 
my son’s watch, and also mine, were 
always kept under my. pillow. T went 
nnd gave information of my loss, to Mr, 
Andrews, the Magistrate. . The pro- 
perty missiqg , consisted as folIoWf^-^^ 
Two phit of gold oarrings, a gold neck 


chain, a pair of gold bracelets, a paif 
of gold bangles, a pair of gongoroQ^p 
two English imitation shawls, Ayfdcco.o'f 
American sheeting,, a pearl ring, andt 
sundry clothes, the property of my |aiP' 
wife : and aWtwo pairs of gold earHiigB, 
a gold neck chain, a pair of gold brace- 
lets, a Casbmere sbawl, and a pearl 
ring, the property of my son. 

T made every search for the prisoners, 
but without success, and on the IStli 
November last, I learnt from a chokey- 
dar, that the prisoners had proceeded 
to Berhampore. Since the robbery had 
been committed, neither of the prison- 
ers ever returned to my service. Zyphoo 
was a kitmutgar in my service, and had 
been with me about three months. 

The prisoners were taken into custody 
at Berhampore, and 1 saw them at the 
Police on the 8th January last, when 1 
charged them with the robbery. 1 sub- 
sequently saw a portion of my property 
at the Police. 

Cross-examined by Zohoran . — In what 
capacity did I live with you? As a 
housekeeper. 

Who is the father of the child you 
have spoken of? I am. 

Cfid you not give rn# the thiogs, as I 
was in your keeping? Mo, I did not, you 
stole them. 

Did you not entice me away from the 
house where 1 was living ? No, I did 
not. 

When you wrote to Berhampore, did 
you not describe me as a female slave ? 

No, I described you as a female wom 
mai^. 

Hy Zgphoo — Did not [ accompany 
Zvhoran a« her servant ? No you are in 
my service. 

Was I not as much subject to her 
ord rs as yours ? No. 

Why did you destroy all my property 
in my house ? The chnkeydars searched 
your house, hut I was not present. 

Mr. Blackquire deposed* That the 
prisoners were sent down to Calcutta 
from Moorshedabad. No hope^er threats 
were held out to either of them. Zohoran 
admitted that all the property produced 
was found upon her. She acknowledged 
having taken -away the whole of the 
property, hnt deuied having stolen it; but 
on the contrary said it was given to her. 
The reinaind^r of the nroperty was lost 
in a gale or storm on her way to Ber- 
hatupore. She had lived with the prq* 
sectttor for four years as liis^ 
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and quitted bit bouse because 
be did not treat ber so well as hereto- 
fore, and that Zyphoo had accompanied 
ber. 

At the Police Zyphoo stated, tl^.at the 
whole of the propeity was taken by 
Zohnrarit and he beUered it belonged to 
Ler, ae he had seen her wear some of the 
articles. 


I, therefore! went to whether 

you had sent him or not. 

Mr. Muffin junior, on being sworn, de^ 
posed : that on the 2d December last, 
vW father sent him to Berbampore to 
identify the prisoners. He arrived nt 
the latter place on the lOth December. 
On the 12tb, he went before Lieutenant 
Dudraan of the Commissariat, where he 


Mr, Blacquire observed, that at the 
Police, Mr. Muffin, junior, charged 
Zyphon with having had a shawl in his 
possession at Berbampore, which he 
denied. 

With respect to the Bank Note! for 
fifty rupees, Zohornn admitted haring 

S snt it through Zyphoo to be cashed 
y Bunmaiy podar; she also denied hav- 
ing stolen it, but said that it was her own! 

She further observed, that six or 
seven davs before she quitted the pro- 
escntor’s house, ^he had been in posses- 
sion of a bank note for one hundred 
rupees, the produce of some jewellery, 
which she had sent to Buntnaily podar 
to be changed, fur which she received 
Ibe note for dfry rupees, and the balance 
of dfty rupees in silver, and the note 
she g|?e to Mr. Muffin to, keep for her. 
Zypl^o sdmitted baring exchanged both 
request of Zohoran. 

r; *l|^bb^pyosMOtor recalled. I never enter- 
foined any wuspicions that Zohoran was 
going to leave me. On the 28th October 
.last,^ she wanted me to change the note, 
I told her that £ had cash« and it would 
i>0 useless to do so ; she again' to)d me, 
after a short time had elapsed, that there 
was no money in the houeOi but on 
going to my drawer to get some cardo’ 
niuns, I found a bag^coidniaing several 
Xttpees. ZypAoo knew where the jewels 
imd money were kept. She never ap- 
pHsed, me of her intention to leave me. 
t^p^fe^alj^y Doss, Podar, deposed to the 
, ChnngiilB <^f S Bengal Bank Note for 
Msbandlrcd rupees, on the 23d October 
biUt for which he gave, a fifty rupees 
248, of the Bauk of Hinvlostan

saw the prisoners and some of tl«e pro- 
perly. K shawl was found on Zyphoo, 
which belonged to his father, the pro- 
%ecutor- 

The prisoner Zohoran, made a very 
long defence. She stated that Mr. 
Muffin wi^iited a female, with whom 
she, Zohoran^ was liaiog, to give her 
up, but she refused, on the grountfs, that 
she had brought her up from her in- 
fancy. One morning wlien this female 
was out, Mr. Muffin went into the room 
when she (Zohoran) was sleeping, and 
took improper liherties with her. Mr. 
Muffin had a dhye who induced her, 
Zihorant logo and live with him, as 
his mistress. He secreted her for ten 
days, and afterwards took her m keep, 
ing. He treated her very well for three 
years, and had a child by her. At the 
above period the prosecutor's son did 
not live with bis father, he was a mar«* 
rted nfan and lived at Dacca, whore 
Ilia wife died. On his return to Calcutta 
he went to live with liis'faihsr, and in 
Vne absenco of tiie latter wanted to 
have carnal connection with her Zo/m- 
ran. She intimated this to Mr. Muffin 
Senior, and he beat ber in consequence- 

She expostulated with him upon the 
trealineuc she received, and threatened 
to leave his house, to which he replied, 
that she must stay, and threatened to 
poison her, and being afraid he would 
put this threat into execution, she left 
his house. 

Zyphoo stated, that he accompanied 
Zohoran to Berbampore, as he consi- 
dered himself her servant. 

The learned judge, in .charging tho 
fold them, that the principal point 
for^tbem to consider, was, whether the 
. ariuiies had been actually giveb to 
female, (as represented by her,) by tha 
prosecutor, as he kept ber, dr bdt. 
But this fact was denied by the latter^ 
on oath, and as it was a very matenal 
point for them to consider^ he il^dohn 
Franks), trusted, they, the jttrypfisbbld 
give it due dymdbnttidib : 
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' The jiiiy, af^r a few minates* consaU 
tatinn, returned a verdict ok’ guilty 
against both the prisnnera. 

John 'D’Cruze^ who, our readers will 
perhaps recollect, was to have taken his 
trial last sessions, for forgery, but was 
unable to do so from severe illness, was 
this morninQ placed at the bar. He 
was brouarht into Court in a chair, and 
is still labouring under severe bodily 
pain. 

He was indicted for having, on th® 
S 5 th July last, felonbiuaiv forged and 
counterfeited an order for the payment 
of money to this efl’ect — ^ 

Messrs. Bagslyi^. and Co. Gentlemen. 
Pay the bearer seventy five rupees, 
being three mont]i^ advance. 

'V^our’rt obediently, 
(Signed) D. Pavvson. 
with intention to defraud David Dawson. 
A second count in the indictment charg 
ed the prisoner with having uttered and 
put it away with the intention of de- 
frauding Robert Cunningham Paton and 
others. 

The only witness against the priso- 
ner, was Mr. Paton, who deposed that 
he was a member of the firm of Messrs. 
Bagshaw and Co. On looking at the 
prisoner, he heUevetl him, to be the inan 
who presented the forged order, d>ut 
could not swear to him, aa he had seen 
him but upon one occasion, which wa% 
the above. On going to. the Police 
about the matter, he did not see the 
prisoner, as he was ill in the HospitaR; 

The order was purported to be grant- 
td by captain D Dawson, commander of 
the ship Lord Eldon, which left this 
port in August last, for Liverpool. 

The learned judge informed the jury, 
that it would be useless to proceed with 
the trial, as the identity of the pri- 
soner was not made out. and to esta- 
blish the case of forqery^ with which 
the prisoner stands indicted, his identity 
must be proved, which could net be 
done ; he, therefore, re(|aested the jury 
te acquit the prisoner. • 

A verdict of not guilty was, accord* 
ingly^ immediately returned. 


MARTIN CASE. 

Thdbsday, Pkb. 23, 1832. 

Wtt day, the Chief Justice detiver. 
#a the decree of the Jaiiges' ift the dif* 
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ferent consolidated causes, arising out 
of the will of the late General 
Claude Martin, which settles, * as far 
as the Court at present is enabled to 
do ,80, every m^aterial point connected 
with this much discussed case; The maU 
ter came on for judgment upon a re-hear« 
ing to amend some of the minutes of the 
former decree, between witich and the 
present, there seem but few material dif- 
lerences ; the first of which appears to 
be, that the lands of which the Testator 
died possessed in Bengal, but beyond 
the limits of Calcutta, were hitherto 
considered to have passed under the 
vvill, but i^jk those within the town of 
Calcutta itself, which it was thought 
must re veit to the Crown, by reason of ^ 
General Martin having died an alien* 
though an alien friend with a domicilo 
within the province of Canterbury; 
whereas by the present decree all lands 
and houses both witliin'and without CaU 
cutta. but in Bengal, except the house at 
Chandpaul Ghaut, whi b has been sold, 
are left open to any claim made on be-* 
half of the sovereignty, the Court consi* 
dering that it has not before it sufiicf* 
ent evidence, and such pariies as could 
enaiile ifTo decide that question: and* 
therefore, it is directed, that a distinct 
account of the rents and profits, wKicIi 
have arisen or may hereaftw^ arise from 
such property, shall he kept subject to 
any claim which may hereafter be made. 

The next principal alteration which 
we noticed^ is one affecting the benevo^ 
lent intentions of the Testator ; who, by 
his will, directs a sum of ten lacks to bo 
divided amongst certain charitable in* 
siitutions, and the surplus to be allowed 
fo accumulate till it exceeds ten lacks, 
which sum is then to he divided a- 
mongst the same bequests and the ex* 
cess permitted to accumnUte till it »* 
gain, exceeded uiat sum, when it is to 
ne applied in the same way, and the 
entplus ‘ so to go on in perpetuity. 
This the Court does not, upon sufiicient 
greundf, see nece>«sary to difect, and it 
therefore orders the accumulation to stop 
and n final division to be made, when 
the surplus amounts to ten lacks, after 
, the first distribution. 

The next point to which we shall re* ' 

, fer is undoubtedly not an alteration, for, 
by the foftner decree, it was not decided 
%vhether the Lucknow Charity should bu 
carried into effect or not; the Court con- 
sidering that it was not in a sitnation td 
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see effect to tbe IntentioDBof the 

Teetator, m which opinion it remained 
atill ; but in aa much aa the Jndgea think 
the Governor General in Council could, 
and are willing to undertake the duty ; 
and the Court oonaiders that, if posaihle, 
the^wiahes of General Martin ought to be 
carried into operation, they have di- 
rected t^e . proper funds to be applied 
for aucK^^urpoae though the Governor 
Gpneral in Council, for the time being, 
aa well as those aet aside for keeping up 
the tomb and house at Couatantia, and the 
Collage at Lucknow. 

With respect to the Calcutta Charity, 
that'part of the case moat interesting to. 
our readers, the Chief Justice said, that 
the master bad made his report, and 
furnished a plan for the building, witK. 
a rough estimate of the probaoie ex- 
pense ; so that if the Advocate General 
would move, that such officer be direct- 
ed to advertise for estimates, the Court 
would allow it, and the building^igbt 
speedily be commenced ; and his Lord- 
ship would, if we were permitted, ad- 
vise Mr Pearson at the same time to 
snore, that it be referred to the master 
to ascertain, whether, while the building 
was in progress «of erection, it was*^aot 
practicable to make such temporary 
arrangements as would permit of the 
charity beipg at once carried into par- 
tial operation under proper Masters, 
and according to the scheme wltich the 
Court had approved of. 

We have taken occasion more than 
once to speak of the delays which have 
occurred in the decision of this case, and 
the opinion we then advanced, is by no 
means alterecl, though Sir Charlea Gr^ 
informs us^ that it has been as speedily 
detersnined, as many cases presenting 
fewer difficulties have been decided by 


all hnatters connected w^th the Caicntta 
Charity have been conducted, and in this 
we have the-Chief Justice, to a consider- 
able extent, upon our side ; for though 
his Lordship considers that many ex- 
cuses may be made, yet still bethinks 
that the eight years which were peimiu 
ted to elapse from the decree of I 
confirming the Charity, in awaiting the 
master’s report made in 1830, was much 
too considerable a period to be permit, 
ted so to pass. In truth we think so ; 
oaud however much a detective system of 
Jurisprudence and other difficulties may 
nave precluded the Judges of the ;Su. 
preme Coprt from coming to a final de. 
cision, as regards tbo§i^ who were anxi- 
ous themselves to litigate ihe matter, 
without, as it now appears, any good re- 
suit to themselves, those faults can in 
no way be permitted to account for the 
delay which has taken place with re- 
gard to the Calcutta bequest. 


CALCUTTA CHARITY. 

^ Some days since, when the Chief Jus- 
tice delivered the decree of the Supreme 
Court, in the cases arising out^f the will 
of the late Claude Martin, hia Lordship 
staled, that he could then see nothing to 
prevent immediate effect being given to 
the Calcutta charity, if the advocate 
general would only move, that the mas- 
ter be at liberty to advertise tof estiiuatea 
tfbr the erection of the school house, anti 
for directions to that officer to inquire 
and report, whether temporary arrange- 
ments might not be made, for carrying 
the school on, according to the scheme 
approved of by the Court, till this build- 
ing was erected.

BEFORE SIR JOHN FRANKS- ^ 

The Court was occupied a considera* 
ble time this morning, in hearing an ar- 
gumenc between counsel in a case ofv 
conspiracy. 

The Advocate General, upon a former 
occasion, applied to the Court to grant 
a writ of Habeas Corpus adWestifican- 
dum. to compel the prosecutor, one 
Shaik A zee Muddeen, to produce his 
wife, a Beehee Alemma, to give evi- 
dence upon the approaching trial, as she 
is a very marerial witness, and he now 
moved that the Court allow the rule to 
be made absolnte. 

Mr. Longueville Clarke followed on 
the same side. 

Mr. Turton appeared on behalf • f ilie 
prose^i^mor, to show cause againef the 
rule being absolute, on the grouodii thkt 
his elfeni’s wife is a purdah woman, apd 
woaid disgrace both herself and her 
husband if she made her appearaace in 
public, Mr.Tnrton further observed, 
^at be bad been practising as counsel 
rn the .Supreme Court for nine years, 
during which time lie had Jierer ns aril 


of a purdah woman having been obliged 
to attend a court of justice. ^ 

The Advocate General remarked, that 
Mr. Fergiisson, who was formerly the 
Advocate General in this country^ had 
made mention of an instance, which Mr* 
Pearson quoted, of a female who whs a 
purdah woman, bring commatided by 
the Court to>9^pear and give evidence 
upon a trial. She accordingly complied 
with the mandate, and being brought 
in a' palanquin, she was spoken to 
through a purdah, and unless the Court 
ordered the attendance of the prose* 
cutor’s wife, his, the Advocate General’s 
client, could Riot safely go to trial. 

After some observations from Sir 
John Franks, the rule was made ab- 
siblute. 

Bissonauth i^|rr was indicted with 
having, on the'oth October last, fehi- 
nionsly forged two promissory notes, 
purporting to be of the Bank of Bengal, 
for one thousand rnpees each, with in- 
tention to defiaud the proprietors of the 
above Bank. A second count in the in- 
dictment charged the prisoner with hav- 
ing ^uttered and put the above notes 
away, with intention^ to defraud one 
Jessroop. From the evidence of Jessroop 
it appeared, that be resides in Burra 
bazar, near the thauna, and is a mer- 
chant. On the 8th October last, he re- 
collected a pefsoh named Rammohun 
Duit, going to his house, accompanied 
by tbf prisoner, who acted as his duloll, 
for the purpose of purchasing gome pep- 
er. AfteV a short time bad elapsed, a 
argain was made for two hundred and 
fifty matinds. at Sa, Ra 9-2 per mannd. 
The priapnsv took down the weight as 
the pepper was being weighed, and 
Rammohun Dutt and the prisoner car- 
ried it away. While the pepper, whicb 
was contained in . 134 bogs, was being 
put upon faackries, Hammqhon Dutt 
gave the prisoner two bank notes, eaoh 
purporting to be for one tbousfwd rupees, 
oflne Bank of Bengal, for the payment 
of the p epper, which amounted to 
Rs^ >1,430-1, and the prisdser handed the 
notes. over to ifitoess, who subsequently 
gave them to bis cash-keep^. The 
; notes Were here handed to witness, who 
immediak^y recognised them to be the 
same that prisoner gave him qn tbi 
above occasion, from some mark hs bad 
put upoB them ; they were numhersd 
93fi7 and 10,312. The balance waa to

point for them to conbideT' wdd, trKether 
the prisoner had actually forged 'the 
notes. The altering of a note ‘after it 
had been i.ssued from ibe Bank consti- 
tuted a forgery, and it was for them to 
consider whether the prisoner was the 
individual who had committed the for- 
gery or not ; if they, (the jury,) were 
satisfied in their minds that he was not 
the person who forged the notes^ the 
only point for them to consider, was, 
whether the prisoner had uttered them 
*Svith a guilty knowledge of their being 
forgeries. 

The jury then retired, and after an 
absence ol^ about half an huur, returned 
with a verdict of not fu-ilty. 

We, as well as several others, were 
favoured with a sight of the notes, and 
they certainly were altered in a manner 
that would almost defy any person to 
detect the forgeries. The alterations 
evidently were made by some indivi- 
dual who is a great adept in such prac- 
tices ; and tVom the appearance ot the 
prisoner, whp seemed to be a dull per- 
son, we should not think he is capable 
of having executed the alterations in 
such a mastei^y style as the notes in 
question were executed ; and there is not 
a doubt but he has been the tool 
of Rammohun Dutt or so^Tother de- 
signing person. 

Jamfs Herbert and Anthony Gomess 
were placed at the bar, upon a charge of 
conspiracy, hut the prison'^rs having 
stated to the Court their inability to 
take their trial, in consequence of not 
having been able to serve subpoenas 
upon all their witnesses, they having 
been comnlitted to take their trial on 
the 15ih Inst, aud their defences not 
being prepared, the Court very hu- 
manely, at the request of the prisoners, 
post poned their trial until the next 
sessions. 

Anthony Gomeee was also separately 
indicted tor perjury, in having, on the 
13th July last, gone before Sir John 
Ffanks and falsely sworn, that one 
Virilliam Walker was indebted to him 
Sicca Rupees €66, for goods sold and 
delivered, by which means, he, Gomess, 
obtained a writ of Capias, against thq 
iSaid William Walker, by virtue of 
which writ he was arrested ; but in 
truth, William Walker was not indebted 
to him the above sum for any thing 
whatever.

OAOL DELIVERY,— Feb. 38, J8S2. 

Tbe first sessions <>f Oyer and Ter- 
miner^ for 1833, having concluded^ on 
Saturday last, a gaol delirery'.of tbe 
prisoners, who were triad during the 
aessTons, took place this- day. Tb^ 
following sentences were passed upon 
tne undermentioned prisoners, by ^ir 
John Pranks; they baring been found 
guilty ot' ibe res|rective charges pre- 
ferred against thibm. 

Alexander Copk, for Manslaughter, 
was sentenced to he imprisoned in the 
Great Gaul for a period of six months, 
bir. Justice Franks, in passing sentence 
upon the prisoner, informed him, that 
the jury bad, alter a very deliberate 
consideration of his eaSe^ found him 
guilty of the above crime. Upon the 
inquest on the deceased, another in- 
dividual was charged with the offence, 
but the identity of the prisoner was 
proved, and he was found guilty. 

Sir J ohm Franks observed that this 
point waf^uly weighed by the jury, 
and there was not adoubt, but tlia^he 
(.Cock) was the person who caused th| 
death of the deceased. The jury, on 
returning their verdict, had very hu- 
manely recommended him to mercy, 
and he, (Sir John Franks,) upon all occa- 
sious was willing to pay every atten- 
tion to their recommendations. There 
was one point, Viowever, in his favour, 
which WHS, he bad no weapon in his 
hand ; had he one, he, (Sir John Franks,) 
would have inflicted the severest punish- 
ment the law awarded. He had con- 
tulied the other Judges upon the pri- 
soner’s case, and the .Court had miti- 
gated bis punishment ms above. 

Waked Ally, was convicted, during 
the sessions, of having stolen, frpm^ a 
child, four years of age, some ^^orua- 
meiits it wore. The learned Judge told ' 
the prisoner, that his ofifencS was .cow- 
ardly, cruel, and knavish, and deter 
other persona from oommitiing sOch- 
offences, it was the intention of th« 
Court to make an example of htm.'^ The 
prisoner was sentenced to be trankport. 
-.ed for the term of seven years, fo the 
Jiffitish territories^ oa the EmterA

(Teen Ctmrie, was found guilty of ste«b- 
ing a box^ the property of Mr, Dadow, .

Sir John Franks, in commeuting upon 
this case, told the prisoner that he had.

He warn 
sentenced to'be transported to the BrL 
tish territortes on the East Coast of tho

Pooickemnd, breaking into a shop 

in the night tiinS; with intent to enter a 
shbp adjoining, for the purpose of steal- 
ing some valuable property it coutained, 
was sentenced to be imprisoned in tho 
Great Jail for two years, and also to^ 
pay a fine of one hundred rupees To 
the King ; and further to be imprisoned* 
until the said fifne be paid. Mr. Justice * 
Franks johserved, that if a person had 
been Sleeping in the shop at the time, tho 
prisoner would havw been girilty of 
burglary, and his life would hayo'been 
forfeited for the crime. 

Sumboo Does, waq convicted of rob- 
bing bis master, Dvvark'anatli Tagore, 
of property above the value of fifty 
rupees, The prisoner’s case was aggya* 
vated by his being a servant, and 
in whom great confidence was placed. It 
is the duty of every masCerto protect him 
servant, and in return a servant ought 
to be faithful to his employer. And as 
he, (prisoner,) had violated that faith, . it 
was high time to remove him from thiV 
city. He was ' sentenced to fourteen 
years’ transportation. 

Muddosooden Gkooe and Muddumohun 
Gkose, were each sentenced to be trans- 
ported for a period of seven^years^ f®*" 
stealing property, value fifty rupees, from 
the dwelling house, Oi Joy sing Doss. By 
the Vigilance of the Palice they were 
taken ^to custody, and the property 
founds near where they wferer *a^re- ’ 
bended. « , " ;

Goluchchunder Chose, was convicted 
of perjury. The learned Judge told the 
prisoner* 'that when he was brought up 
to tube his trial, he pleaded guilty, al- 
though thih Court cflutioned hiin as to 
that plea, and the consequences that 
would follow ; it was recorded against 
him. The crime of perjury is so fre- 
quent in this country, so enormous in 
its effects, and so mischievo.os in its eon^^ 
sequences, that it was the determinafton 
of the Court, to inflict the Severest pu- 
nishment it could, whrn persons are 
found guilty. The prisoner was sen; 
tenced to seven years* transportation. 

The following prisoners were discharg- 
ed hy proclamation; viz., .1/esr 
SydoOf Thalloo, Khookoonee THyncq^ Kus* 
simoody, Kuddin llossein, Bissonauik 
JUuloll, and Shaih Damoo,. 

Tuesday, Mauch 13* 

The KifuG v. Goluckchundbr Ghosb. 

This was an Indictment for peijury 
tried at the last sessions, upon which 
the defendant was convicted. The pro* 
aeculion was instituted at the recom- 
nieodatiou pf the Court, in the face of 
wl)fich the perjury had been committed! 

Wr. Turton now applied for an ordmr, 
that the taxed bill of costs of ps osecd- 
tion be paid out of the fuuds in Court, 
made applicable to .that purpose jhy the 
late Act of Parliament. 

The Chief Justice inspecting the bill 
«f costs which was- handed to him by the 
n0tcer, remarked upon the amount, SOQ 
Rupees, and upon the necessity ot look- 
ing closely into the elyirges' before they 
disposed of the public money. Amongst 
Qtber ireios, he observed upon the. em- 
ployment of twocounee't as a charge that 
Gonldyiot beallowed- T'he case was ooe, 
nn.doubt.^^of great enormity, and the 
prosecution both proper and necessary. 

Mr, Tyrtoif. begged to state, that tlie

of the charges, jparticuUrly the fees te 
Counsel, which he thought out of all pro* 
portion : the lees of oflicers of Coort 
amounted to 100 Rupees only, whereas 
those of counsel were nearly half of the 
residue, it was impossible to allow the 
whole of the bilK 

Mr Turtvn took the liberty of sfp^ting, 
that the Court here must not measure the 
amount of professional remuneration by 
the scale in England. Sen ices of all 
kinds, from the highest to the lowest, had 
Always been rated higher, and Farha- 
ment itself had acted upon that higher 
scale. Without meaning disiespect to 
the Cnurtpbut reverting to llie scale of 
salaries and emolumnuts fixed hy the 
JLegislature, he would begin with the 
highest — 

The Chief Justice interposed. “ Mr. 
Turton, we have heard you. The line of 
argument you are now commencing is 
neither respectful to the Court, nor such 
as we ought to hear. 1 will not hear ir.^ 

The discussion was dropped ; but we 
understand, that tlieOouri, having struck 
out some of the fees and charges of nio* 
tion, and made an order for part of the 
taxed bill only, the counsel retuined 
their fees, intimating their resolution in 
future to take up no prosecu^mn on the 
direction ot the Court. 

Ckeiohtow v, Thomas and Frazer. 

*' Mr, Turton stated the action to be 
brought for the value of a buggy horse of 
plaintiff, which had been killed on Christ* 
•mas eve last, by coming into contact with 
the shaft of the Defendants* buggy in 
Tank square, and as be should prove by 
the ambitious or improper driving of the 
charioteer, who was not only going at an 
unusual pace, but was on the wrung side 
ot the road, and in the endeavour rashly 
to pass a third buggy that preceded 
them* Some correspondence had past 
respecting the indemnity of the Plain' 
titf ; but lu the end, it seemed tliat the 
Defendants had refused all compensa* 
tioB, beiug advised to defend on the 
gf»oand of inevitable accident. As the 
PUidti£F was not content to put up thus 
easily with the loss of his only horse, be 
«VAS ah^i^^fore compelled to bring the 
case into Court, and was prepared to 
prove, not only the value of the animal, 
but that its death bad been r ceasioned 
by the fault and neglect of the Defent* 

dants. 

Mr, Porter, 1 first taw Defeodantt 
turn the eorner of Utire Street, fron tW 
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$trfknd, oppositA the Hurhara office; 
they r«tn foul of a hu^^y * it was not 
very dark ; Plaintltt’a bug’ify was close 
t<k the left hand side ; 1 examined the 
horse, he had a hole on the right breast^ 
ae if the shaft had been into it ; he died 
immediately. Both shafts were broken, 
as as the splash board and other 
damages. Beard the Defendants say af- 
ter the horse was dead, it is of no use to 
wait Plaintiff asked whom he was to 
look to for damages — the Defendants 
said, IVlr, Prazer of Tulloh’s — Defend 
dants were driving very fast — Plaintiff 
very slow. 1 could not be above 6 or 7 
yards off when the accident diappened. 
When I heard the noise, I stopped. Should 
say there was room for two — certainly 
for one buggy to pa.ss — Defend.int8 were 
driving so as to pass me. ^ Should value 
the horse at 500 Rupees. 

Examined by Adi>ttc»te a pneraL Am 
an acquaintance of Plaintiff’s — call myself 
his friend — know very little of Defen- 
dants — swear it was not so dark but that 
I. could drive with safety — Plaintiff was 
coming down Tank square. Did not see 
which of Defendants was driving; they 
were close alongside my buggy. After 
the accident 1 brought a candle from 
Mr. — will swear Mr. Thomas 

was ther^lwill not swear Mr. Frazer 
was — but I think it was he — cant say 
which was driving, but I think it was 
Frazer — one of them said, apply to Mif 
Frazer of Tulloh’s, you shall iiave every 
“ satisfaction.” 

Re examined. Had gone 6 or 7 yards 
when [ heard the crash ; they were dri 
ving at a very fast trot— rtoo fast for a 
crowded road. 

Bulram Sing, Durwan of Hurkarn 
Office-— was sitting on my master’s steps 
— ^saw the accident — the baggies weie 
both driving fast. 

Peters proved the value of the horse 
from 1550 to 400 Rs. 

Mr. Coull had conversation with both 
Frazer and Thomas —understood from 
them that they were in the buggy when 
the accident happened, and Mr. Creigph' 
ton’s horse was killed — never heard 
which was driving. Believe Frazer ' has 
a buggy and horse ; believe th^ have 
two horses. Doot know whether 'l(%oiiias 
baa a buggy. Frazer bo^ht one some 
fime ago, and a pony. They live and 
keep house together ; have' frequently 
seen them driving together in a buggy ; 
i^uiatiiaea one, aumetiues ihe other, dri- 


ving ; one as often as the oilmen I happen- 
ed to pass at the time of the accident that 
night, but did not stop, having no Syce;^ 
and did not know till next day that De- 
fendants were there. I past about the mid* 
die of the road where the buggy was; 
there was rpom between me and the op<. 
poslte side for one buggy to pass safely. 
People were collected about .the horse, 
which 1 beard groan, but did not see. 
Two buggies could have past between 
me and the buggy and horse which was 
standing on the road. 

The^iicTooca^e General for Defendants, 
submitted, that inasmuch as the driver 
only was lisihle, and not his companion, 
and the evidence leaving it indoubt 
which was then driving^ the Court could 
^ive no verdict against either ; and after 
some disciistiion, the Court inriniated the 
same dpinioii. and the PUintiff was 
therefore nonsuited.— G’evf. Gaz, 


ALIEN LAW. 

In consequence of the vast sensation 
which has been generally felt in Calcut- 
ta since the decree of the Supreme Court, 
in the case of the late Claude Martin, 
we extract the folloi^ng from the Ben- 
gal Hurkaru and Chronicle; — 

The decree lately pronounced in the 
Martin causes involves a question ot such 
immense importance to the European and 
to the Native community, that we are 
surprised it has not excited more atten- 
tion and remark. To us it seems quite im- 
possible that the matter should he left by 
the public to rest as it is, whatever the 
parties in these causes may be adtised 
or inclined to do : whether to submit to 
the decision ns it stands, or to carry the 
matter by appeal before a higher tribu- 
nal. * 

The opinions of the three Judges, which 
have been published, we have every rea- 
son tothink correct, in all material points, 
and from them it will be seen, that it is 
the unanimous opinion of all* the three 
Judges, that the Alien law of England 
does extend to British India ; — that Aliens 
born are wholly incapable of holding 
property of Ireehold^ tenure within the 
boundaries of Calcntta, and that all es- 
tate of free- hold tenure, (and lease hold 
"too, if we do not misapprehend the Chinf 
Justice,) purchast^d, or in any manner 
acquired, by Aliens within those bounda- 
ries, becomes immediately prQpet^f^ 
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Crown / / / Wiill regard to real 
estate in the mofassil, beyond the boun- 
daries of Caicntta, there ir a difference 
of opiiiioii-~tbe Chief ^stice^ and ae- 
nier of bis brethren, being of opinion, that 
the English Alien Law with iis incidents 
does not attach ; while the innior upon 
the Bench is decidedly of opinion, that it 
does aiMh ikoro alao* On th it gron nd» 
an account has been directed to be taken 
by the master of the accumulaied rents 
and proffts of all lands and real eatate of 
the testator, General Martin, as well 
within as without the boundaries of Gal • 
cutta ; and of the proceeds'^of s^le of such 
bis real estates in the mufussil as have 
been sold, and of the accumulaied inter- 
est thereon-^the amount to be carried t|» 
n separate head of account, to abide the 
claim of the crown. 

The first thing to bt' observed is the 
novelty of the (foctrine It is perhaps 
the most important of the many novel- 
ties, both of doctrine and of practice, 
that we are daily deriving from the 
acuteness and learning of the present 
Bench. For we believe, that, until the 
case of Doe on the demise of Ponchefette 
vrersas Stansbnryy which was cited as 
baring been aruued and decided in ihe 
4th term of 18*26, it had never occurred 
to any former Beach or Judge of the Su- 
preme Court, to deliver a dictum in fa- 
vor of any, claim of the crown to real 
property of Aliena, in this part of the 
world. Before that, cases innumerable 
bad occurred— ;;of real estate in the 
bands of Aliens — wills of Alieof pass- 
ing real estate had been proved in the 
Supreme Court— rsuiis and actions in 
regard to real estate of AUeps, or de. 
rived from Aliens, had been instituted, 
tried, and determined — Dower bad been 
decreed and assigned to tbe widows of 
Aliens — ‘Mortgages by Aliens had been 
redeemed and forec^sed — executions 
bad been levied on real estate of Aliens 
—and all without any comment or re- 
mark, tba| we are aware of, on the part of 
the Court, until the case' of Doe on demise 
of PonoheUtte Tersus Siansbuty, above 
mentioned. That was an action of Eject- 
ment brong^l by tbe son of a native of 
‘Francp, biS^lf bom at Pondiobvrry, to 
Ira^er real estate in Cbowringbee, of 
^jjtibb bis father bad maby years before 
^Hed in possession. * In that cate no ob* 
jSbStion on tbe ground of Alienage was 
/ jbade oil^tbe part of tbe Defendant, who 
possesstoit nn Bsteeulnir o£ 


the father’s widow ; thd^S tbe Court itseff 
took the objection, no doubt considering 
itself bound to protect the interests of thn 
crown : the Plaintiff was nonsuited, ex« 
pressly on the ground of Alienage alone ^ 
and that nonsuit was coufirmeci on sub* 
sequent argument. No appeal was pre- 
ferred ; and the decision passed with 
much less notice than its importance de- 
served, probably, because the party was 
poor and a stranger, and the property 
^in dispute scarcely worth further contes* 
tatioD. And thus was established the 
only precedent, which has been cited 
for the declaration now pronounced 
unanimo^^y in favor of the right of tho 
crown to all real estate of Aliens in CaU 
ouita ; and, by one Judge, in favor of a 
similar righttoall real estate of aliens 
in the mofussiL 

On tbe next point of obsorvatioo, tbe 
ruinous consequeures of this doctrine we 
anticipate no ditference of opinion. 
For if tbe doctrine be a sound one, 
there is scarcely a title in Calcutta 
that is unimpeachable: Armenians have 
resorted, and are continually resorting 
to Calcutta, not only on the invitation of 
tbe Company and its Government, but, 
as we are informed by Mr* Bolt, in bin 
^ Considerations on India .^airs,** un- 
der the sanction of an express agreement 
uifiier seal of tbe then Company, and sig- 
nature of its then Governor and officers, 
dated June, 1688, authorizing them 
to buy, sblli^and purchase lands and 
houses in any of the Company cities, 
'garrisons, or towns in India, in the same 
manner as if the/ were Englishmen born. 
Under that sanction, they have bought, 
sold, bui^c, cleared, cultivated, and inhe- 
rited, are holders of lands and 

houses and Jhe mofussil, to a 

very great^ aBmunt Arabs. Persians, 
Moguls, frbni' beyond the Company’s li- 
mits ; Portuguese, from different parts of 
the East ; French from tMaurilius, Chan- 
dernagore and Pondicherry ; Danes 
from Serampore ; Dutch from Chinau- 
rah and their other Eastern settle- 
nttents^ ; Jews. Greeks and Tartars, 
Christians and Infidels, to say nothing of 
Americans and natives of foreign Europo 
have ^sorted to Calcutta, and contsibutt. 
ed to form its vast and varied popula- 
tion, and to increase its trade and wealth. 
By such foreigners great part of CaleuU 
ta was originally built— few parts b'lit 
bave passed through tbe liaiids of som# 
such Mono time or other. What laadb 
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%t CalcatU can be safe 

from a claim of the orown, which no 
inches or delay cau impair ? and who, 
that otters his estate tor sale, can 
furnish an abstract of title fr^^e from 
this objection ? or compel a purchaser to 
accept a title, in which the name of afor- 
cigner appears upon the abstract In 
a matter involving so largely the security 
of private property, we must be scruou* 
Iona in the mention ot names, which God 
knows, might lead to inquiry, p^^rliaps to^ 
inquest ot otiice, as it is technically call<» 
ed, or to some equally harassing exche- 
quer process ; but we have personal 
knowledge oi many large pri^erties in 
Calcutta irivolve<^ in this claim ot the 
crown ; in some ot wiiich the Alienage is 
matter of record in the Supreme (.ourt 
itself, and could not he denied or gain- 
aayed. According to the best estimate 
we can make, limited as our information 
certainly is, we should say, that a good 
balfot the houses and lands in Calcutta 
either are now, or within tiftv years have 
been, in the hands of propiieiors of 
Alien birth. 

If the doctrine is to be extended to the 
mofussii, we hardly know to what extent 
it may go.,, But this at least is clear; 
that no ^renchmah, American, Dane, 
Spaniard, or Germau* bora can either liwld 
or give any title by Sale, mortgage, or 
otherwise to the property of an indig(f 
tactory. Certainly it behov|is4he agency 
bouses to look to it ; for we suspect there 
are many such deep in their books. Arabs, 
Persians, and Moghuls, as they are called, 
even natives of Oude, Nep%$ii, and the 
Punjaub, stand in like predicament of 
incompetence. Nor can the grant of the 
Company Itself avail to coiiV,ey a Jag- 
bire in reward of service to any one not 
either born in British territory or made 
'ft denizen by conquest of bis own country. 
Neither is there any power or means 
that we know of, by which the disability 
can be removed. For we believe it to 
be altogether without precedent, that 
naturalization or even denization by let- 
ters patent, should be granted in favor 
of an Alien settler in any nf the British Co- 
lonies, whether in the Bast, or in thoi^West. 
Yet, so far as we have been able to under- 
stand the argument, we are disposed tp 
poncnr ift the opinion of tbe junior Judge, 
ftnd to say, that tbe Alien law,of England 
ftppiies quite as well to the moiussil as 
4 p Cftlciitu ; for tbe sovereignty of bojJi 


t\T 

was acquired at tbe same time, by tbe 
same means — and under tbe same title ; 
and the assumption of sovereignty by the 
Biiiish crown was a general assumption 
of the whole territory. This position 
will be still stronger, if, as declared 
by the Judges, the question be one, not 
of tenure, but of prerogative. 

Froin^'bat date this alarming right o£ 
the crown commenced, we are not in- 
formed by the Bench. It is only declared, 
that it has existed, at all events, ever 
8:nce the establishment of the Supreme 
t-ourt. It would have been something to 
have had so^ important a date clearly de- 
fined ; for, in addition to ail the annihi- 
lation of titles, which such a decision 
jnust necessarily operate, is now to be 
added the anxiety, that must necessari- 
ly prevail, respecting the period to 
which that annihilation is to be carried 
back. 

Is it not extraordinary, however, that, 
during ail this tiine, the crown should 
have remained ignorant of rights so im- 
portant and valuable ? that the Supreme 
Court itself should have been lett, from 
its first eHtablishment, in 1774, at least 
till ^lie last renewal of tbe 'charter, in 
1813, if not until tbe jjfreseut day, whol- 
ly unprovided with exchequer jurisdic- 
tion or process to enforce such right nf 
the crown, if it ever had been protended 
or dreamt of? To ourselves this omis- 
sion appears either conclusive of the 
question, or altogether unpardonable 
and unaccountable. But we strongly sns- 
pect, that such a pretension on behalf of 
the crown, had it been urged at any pe- 
riod earlier thaii 1835, would have exci- 
ted little else than a smile at the specu-* 

1 alive acuteness of him who should have 
advanced it 

It is DO Idngey p matter of jest or spe- 
culation ; it has acquired a grave im- 
portance ; too grave to be passed over 
in silence by those who arrogate the 
duty of keeping alive the public atten- 
tion to objects of general concernment. 
We shall not, in this instance, shrink from 
that duty, or cease to do our utmost to 
awaken the public to their interests be- 
fore it be too late — before the crown 
shall have tasted the sweets of the deci- 
sion, and found them too palatable to be 
relinquished, without a struggle. Ail 
yet we are not aware that the crown has/ 
IP a single instance, made claim to 
veal estate ot an Alien, in any patt olijtii 
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do]lktmo«. Inquest of office Iim 
b«>^it A procefs unbeartil of. We trust 
it will always be «o<^Bat tbe claim of 
the crown o|»ekily invited by tbe 
Cenrt ; an<i» vbUe it shall consist of tbe 
present^ Judj^es, the Court stands pled». 
ed to admit and support tbe>cro'wn in its 
claim* The^^foss injustice, an<l,inma> 
iiy ca#es^ total ruin to individAls. fami- 
lies, snd commercial that must 

ensue from tbe rec^^nitiou of sucb a 
nrini^iple of law^ oiigTht to warn tbe ^ood 
lolks of Calcutta, ave and of the Mofussil 
too, to resist the cl Him in the outset, by 
nil possible means : and if resistance be 
rain by any judicial appeal, to'aopeal 
to tbe bijybewt qiiarter—to tbe justice of 
the Parliament and the nation, ag;aiiu^ 
so monstrous a violation of common equi- 
ty, as^ the invitino^, by every inducement, 
th^ result and settlement eN' foreigners, 
and wiif II they have coitie and settled, 
have built and planted, in the expecta- 
tion of possessing for themselves and 
their children the bouses built, and tbe 
lands impioved, by their industry, ex- 
posing tbe whole to tlie gripe of the ex- 
chequer as a droU of tbe , crown, which 
for ought we know, will, like the Bar- 
liadoes duty, be« claimed by "the dti«k- 
lers for prerogative, as a revenue exempt 
from the control of Parlijiment. The 
bait is a tempting one in point of value 
-—it will make the Cro^n the gr^at pro- 
prietor, in Calcutta at least ; and. though 
at present, thanks be to Providence 
therefore, 1 peit^er king nor ministry are 
likely to be teranted to injustice even by 
auch a bribe ; the cliauceV, of Hfs pnd 
eourt favor are far toogreatjio reckon on 
a continuance of such favoaVa|)ie circnm- 
stances. Therefore we sap again and 
again to the, house and liind-hnlders of 
Calcutta, awake and behjlivetoyoiirdan- 
frert Resist this,devosiring fnnorattieti in 
the law of Bridsh India, for such it wiH be 
iuitiid to be. Watch every fq|-ther step 


in this important omnsoji At nresant, this 
riglir of the crown is put forth as, by tbo 
Court, ground of postponement and de- 
lay ; it will shortly become matter of 
undeniable authority. Therefore, we say, 
be vigilant — resist by argument — by ap- 
peal — by petition — byevery lawful means, 
that can be called into the defence of 
property, against a danger so imminent 
and so extensive, as to shake the very 
foundation of the great majority of titles 
to real pr-tporty in ('alcutta, and to 
* threaten the security of most of the pro- 
perties in the Mofussil in the hands of 
Europeans. 

We shall take occasion to recur to the 
subject more than onc^; — it concerns at 
too nearly to her lost sight for an ittsiant. 

We are gla^tofiud that the above 
remarks on the important question of 
the Alien Law extending to this conn- 
tny, have been productive of bvneHcial 
consequences It had been tor some 
time iu agitation to adopt measures to 
petition the legislature upon the subject, 
but in the course of Tuesday last, a re- 
quisition to tbe SherilF for convening a 
public meeting, was put in circulation, 
and will be presented to that ofiicer as 
soon as the necessary number of signa- 
tift esares are obtained. 

' The object of the above Meeting, 
which has'been called by tbe Sheriff, and 
is to take place at the Town Hall on the 
. 24 h, is to petition the Legislature for 
an enactment, d^laring. 1st. That no ti- 
tle to re%l estate shall be impeached^ 
in any opart of justice, in consequence 
of its being derived by descent or other- 
wise from an Alien.

The Hon’ble Commissioner now.' ad-

Higgins having, on a tornier day, ob- 
tained an order for the attendance of 
the Insolvent, with a view to htive some 
part of bis pay^and allowance, as aa assis- 
tant in the Treasury, assigned over to 
his assignee, for the benefit of his credi- 
tors, the Insolvent attended this-day, and 
Mr. Strettell, bis attorney, was beard 
against sucb appropriation, be contending 
that the Insolvent was not a covenanted

Very little has been done in silk dur* 
ing the past mouth; in fact there hgvo 
been only three small importations from 
the interior for sale in this market, the 
rest being for direct exportation to Eu- 
rope, in drat hands. 'I he produce from 
the November bund has been neither 
superior nor abundant, and Native mer- 
chants have nvohled altogether coniracta 
for supplies of this bund. Prices st the 
Burungs *oi' rosaimbasar and Bauteah 
have been unusually high, and are likely 
to remain so while tbe present very ac- 
tive demand for silk piece goods conti- 
nues. The season promises a very fine 
March bund, particularly so in Radnngore. 

There was an auction sale on the 22d 
nltimo, at the Company's Export Ware- 
house. of their factory surplus weight, 
inferior and damaged raw sjik ; in ail, 
about 245 inauuds, ^prices ranging rather 
higher than ihose of similar sales in past 
seasons.

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I will first Qf^^ice somfr mistsket in the 
disiaDoes, and discrepancies contained in 
the two iists of Suging Bungaloa,*' 
and ** Oak siages/* published by the 
post Master General. Th« distance by 
the book Irom Calcutta to Benares is 434 
miles, but accordin<{ to the mile-stones 
only 421^ miles. Banoorah, in the* **Oak 
Stages/ IS nailed 100 miles from Cal- 
cutta, but we passed the lOlst mile stoue 
before we er tered Baocorah, and the 
lirar house of the English station, is op- 
posite the 102nd. In one list ot “ Oak 
stages/’ li oiarf'S is called 432^ miles j 
in another 436 miles from Calcutta, lu the 
list of “ Staging Bungalos/’ from Aryara 
to Ilugnatpoor is called 17 m. 7 fur. 
from ChaisS to G'>mea 28 6 fur. and 

from Oungye to giheergatee 16 m. 3 fur. 
whereas in the Oak Stages,’* th'^se 
dis'ances are put dowu resoeciively 18 
m. 5 fur. 30 m. 5 fur. and 18m. 2 fur. 
Others nnghc be mentioned ; but they 
may easily be asoertai'ied, sliould the 
different lists alluded to ever be revised. 
It may also be observed, that in the hat 
of “ Staging Bungalos/’ the Bokaru tor- 
rent la said to be crossed between Do- 
brachattee and Chunduokearee, whereas 
it IS three stages on, botwetjn Angwallee 
and Goinea. 1 regret that 1 did not note 
the position of the whole of the mile 
stones, but 1 did not think of doing so 
at first, until I^baervfd that they differ- 
red from the diat.mces in the printed 
lists of the roud generally ^^11 that can 
be said is, that, with the temporary aiAiu- 
al repairs, it is rather better than the 
common unrepaired roads of Xudia. 
fore the repairs are made, it is not at all 
better, and in some parts, perhaps, worse. 
Indeed between Chase and Dungye 
(nine stages,) one would suppose it quite 
impracticable for a wheel carriage of 
any description to pa^s along the road; 
most of the ascents and descents are too 
steep lor carts or carriages to pass with 
out asMStance from m^n. Between 
Cliiiss and Dungye, they never could havo 
done so, even, when the load was in its 
best state. Within the fiat part of Ben- 
gal many drains and bridges of masonry 
were built. These are now more annoy* 
ance than use. For they were not made 
large enough to allow Ireo passage 
during the rains to the water, winch 
consequeiitiy flowed over and washed 
•way the made road : and the road lanow 
so much lower than the bridges and 
drains, that to cross them is almost like 
getting a carriage over a low wall ; soma 
of the iaiger ones are obliged to be a- 
Toided altogether, by going over bye 
tracks. Between Norunga and Nobut* 
poor, (five stages,) tlie road la generally 
lower than the aurrodsiding country, 
which, in itself, is iow and flat ; Conse* 


qnently, if but a small quantity of raia 
bas fallen, this whole distance is one lino 
of mud and water, varying from a few 
inches to almost three feet in depth 't If 
the weather has been dry for some time^ 
this part will be good enough for horse- 
men, or palkee travellers, for whom a 
path ia suflicient ; nod this will' account 
tor the diifereut accounts given of thin 
part of the road ; some travellera pro* 
nouncing it “ execrable,” and otlierg 
“ very good. ** For carts it is always 
bad, being either muddy aud wet, or cut 
up into ruts, and very rough. As to carts 
coming up this road during the rains, I 
am told that it has been done ; but 1 can 
hardly credit it ; and it may be observed, 
that any pt^oject for couveying the Dak 
from Calcutta to Benares by mailcarts, 
or even horsemen, throughout the year, 
baay as well be laid aside until the road 
is improved ; for during the rainy season, 
and perhaps as late as till the end of No- 
vember, the road is in such a state, that a 
horseman could not travel so fast as a 
man on foot, who could scramble alon^ 
ridges dividing fields, and other places,, 
impracticable ior a horse. In some par- 
ticular short parts of the road, for a few 
miles together, perhaps a horse or even 
carriage might travel tolebrably well at 
all seasons. 

In^bisyear tbe repairs in the Sheer- 
gattee district, were, *by some accident, 
not commenced until about two months 
later than usual, (lam told that the super- 
^iitendeoce of the road was vested in tbs 
military board, who forgot the circum- 
stance,) aud being beguu at the Soane, 
bad only been carried on as far as be-^ 
tween Hazareebagii and Deegwur, when 
we passed, ( Feby. 4rh.) The Moonshes 
in charge of the work, told us it would 
require tw'o moaebs more Co complete 
the renairs iu his division, i e. to about 
Jway between Angw allee and Cbass. 

The bungalos are all on the same plan,, 
wiih the exception of the one at Chass. 
Bach Gontains two moms, each fourteen, 
feet square, with»three doors; and has 
aveiandohall round, in two corners of 
which are two bathing rooms, lu tha 
bmigalo at Chnss the rooms are smellier, 
and the verandah wider. Every buii£;alt> 
bas a table, a bed-atead. ai/d three or 
four chairs. Some have two tables, soma 
have two bedsteads. They say “ona 
should not look a gift horse in tha 
mouth.” The public are indebted to Go- 
vernment, for building tbe bungalos : 
such as they are, they are a convenienco 
to all travellers, especially to those pro* 
oeediog by dak. They mighr, however, be 
‘ made much more comfortable than they 
are, at very little expense. The veran- 
dah on one side should be enclosed, •• 
• Udy might then, (there not being •a;!' 
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coniintinieation betwean the two rooms^ 
in ^r^er to acconimodato two separata 
p]i^es«) go from one room to the other, 
ai^from the bed room to the bathing 
room, witboat being exposed* During 
the cold season, from having only vene« 
tiapa to the doora, the bungalos are 
vnooinfortably cold. The objection to 
furnishing them with glass windows 
would, probably, be the expense, and the 
difficulty ot repairing them in along line 
of road out of the way of anppUea of 
£ngUsh goods: but th« inconvenience 
might, in a great measure, be remedied, 
by fitting the doors with outside wooden 
shutters, as usual iw Government offi. 
cea and houses in India ; the bolts, 
binges, andr furniture of the bungalos 
nre considerably out of repair. At 
Kamsagnr ihc* thatch of the bungalo was 
purely off; and at Kuttoolpoor and Jey<« 
poor, the cook rooms hod half tumbled 
dovi^ii.The want of trees abou^ ihe bun- 
galos is also an inooDvenience to the aer> 
Tfints and camp-followers. At several 
there are no trees at ail, at others one 
or two, and at not above lour or five of 
the station a, sie there trees enough to 
give shade to the usual attendants and 
cattle of one Enalish gentleman. Had 
ft score or so of trees been olanted about 
each bungalo, at the time they were built, 
there would, by this time, have been yery 
tolerable shade, < But better late thau 
never, and it might be doue without any 
expense. 

The estahKeliment of Government ser* 
TBntsat each buni^Hlo consists of a bearer, 
khidmutgar, and sweeper, besides a oho* 
l^eedarand sweeper at the serai attached 
to the bungalo, where it atilt exists, 
{for in lUHoy places the serais are in 
ruins.) 'ihese men have a great deal of 
leisure time : they might easily be made 
to plant trees, and to erect mudwsli 
fences round eacli ires, and keep the 
latmr m repair for two or ihreo years, 
un(il the trees were hi«h enout;h to be 
out of the reach of cattle, as has been done 
ftloftg the roads in many districts by the 
convicts. Thn only one of the above ser- 
vants, who might bare resa > ' to claim 
exemption from coolie.^* work,*’ ia the 
khklmutgar ; but as thf khidmutgars 
Xaftke, on a^i average, fiom to 30 Rs. 
ft month by their pay, and what they re- 
ceive from dak travellers, in return for 
waitiogon them,, they might be made to 

I iay for few days of 

sboriU 

Mnpier could from travellers 

Wither their orders bad beeo obeyed or 

not. 

The stages are, on the whole, much too 
loitg : they averag*^, through the whole 
dis^uoe between Calcutta and Benares, 
Biei^ly fourteeu milcA each i but aomc of 


them are from sixteen to^venmore tbeii 
nineteen miles long. A person marching 
down theepufttry with camels for the con* 
veyauce of hit baggage, and servants in 
good training, might manage well euough; 
but hardly any one marches downwards, 
river traveliiog in that direction, being 
more expeditious, as well as cheaper, 
and less trouble. Those who march up 
the country, who ere obliged to take 
carta for their baggage, and either Cal- 
cutta servants, (who ere coropletp cock- 
neys,) or up countrymen who have lost 
)beir stamina from living on rice*, find 
the marches much too long. Nor do they 
gain any thing in point ot time, for after 
each of tb^se long stages, travellers are 
obliged to laake a halt to rest their ser- 
vants and cattle, which^wiU not be won- 
dered at, when I mention that nn officer 
who marched up just after ua told me that 
in one stage, hia carts w»'Te eighteen 
Lours at the drag. Some of the bun* 
galos might, perhaps, have been better 
situated, with reference to supplies, but 
it IB, perhaps, hardly worth while alterirg 
any now. The addition, however, of se- 
ven more would be a great convenience 
to travell'^rs, and divide the road into 
tolerably easy stages, as they would then 
average about eleven juues. The sta- 
tions should he, one-half way berwetii 
Doorhuttah and Mayapoor, on the banks 
of the Dtimoonah, for Diitnoodur, as the 
natives proiniuuce it :) one- half way be* 
tween Muyti^oor and Kutoolpoor : one at 
Cbandiirkoriah, hall way between Ram- 
sagur and Baitcorah : one at Ch itnu, half 
Way between Banuorah and A'rara : one 
at Gorandef, halt way between Arrara 
and Bugnatpooi ; one at Kenaree Adda» 
half way between Clinas aud Angwallee ; 
and one at Deree, on the hanks of the 
ISoane, just opposite Baroon. I’he two 
first and tiie last arenhe most required : 
by having short ain<^es at first setting ofiT, 
the servants aud cattle get into marching 
trim, and the necessity of the last, is 
explained, in the observations in the ta- 
ble of stages. At all the places sugg»*st- 
ed for the erectionof bungalos, (i lur^eC 
the names of the two first.) there ar« 
already very tolerable bazars : some of 
them are mere buzars in the midst of jun- 
gle, formed entiieiy in consequence of 
the great traffic of the ro.id, which proves 
the* necessity of these long or heavy 
aiageaheiog divided; for bunnea.s woul4 
not have settled in such places, but for 
the certain cy uf a good sale for their 

* An amiiidng Incident occurred in illustration 
of Heber’s remark, that, ** in the upper provinces 
he found a rare of people despising rice end rice- 
eaters** <^ic. a Bengalee wa» bungling about tying 
a Tops on a cart : on upcountry carter came up, 
exclaiming '* stand back| whM strength hs» a ricu* 
eater, let me ue it.’’ 
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goods. wHiob confined to eatablea. 
The Quarter Master Geueral’a route di- 
Tidee the wliole diatHOce from Barrack, 
poor to Bwnsires into thirty four stages, 
making it 4^9 luilea. 

i will a<id a tVw hints for the informao 
tion of travellers. 

When a lady U of the party, th^y 
ahouicl hi mg with them a tent. This will 
not only be couronieot, in case of finding 
a bungaio previously occupied, but will 
enable them to divide the long stages, 
as above suggested, which our party 
did. Indeed during the cold weatlmr tents 
would be altogether more comfortable 
than the bungalos ; but in the spring, 
when the atm is hot, and the air still 
cool, the Utter are of courEe to be 
preferred. Until t’se road is in a bett^-r 
state tliun it now is, truvellers should 
have their breakfast and other things, 
whirh they want to send on before, in 
baiigies, as, in many parts, it is quite im* 
poasiliie for carts to proceetr ac night, 
even if it ehould he moou-li,;ht. It 
will render the huntjaiu'* more comtorta- 
hle, to bring four oc five purdahs, si- 
milar to tliose of a tent, (wuh n so iplyof 
nails and a hammer,) to hang at the bun- 
gaio doors ; these differ a little in size, 
but none are more than eightfeet high, by 
four wide ; a counle of sutrinjees should 
also be brought, as many of the bun- 
galos have not any mats. 1 would not re- 
commend any one to bring a four- 
wheel-carnage. Our party did so, Cso did 
an officer who marched tip short) < aft^ 
us,) and contrived to bring it up without 
receiving any ill] iiry ; but it was with 
great trouble, and some expense. We 
were obliged, in many stages, to send on 
before, to hire laborers to repair the roads, 
and even then, altliouvrii we had four 
Jiorses to the carriage, it was with dilfi- 
ctilty that we hiought it on, wuh ihe as- 
sistance of coolies ; in some parts, ii was 
only prevented from being overinru^ d, by 
the men holding it up os it weui slowly 
along. Of course, had the repairs been 
finished, It would have come on tolerably 
Well, bur even then not without four 
horses, for we found it impracficable for 
one pair to drug it up the htet'p*^, or 
through the sandy parts of the road. 
Fortunately we had a spare pair, ai d by 
getting a village carpenter to make a 
leader splinter bar, contrived to put on r.ll 
four, the syces leading the leaders; and 
even then, in some of the stages, where 
we hired doolies to carry the ayahs and 
children, that the barouche might go 
empty, it was as much ai the itursea 
could do to keep up with the doufjes. 
The steepness of of the descents 
may be imagined, wIk u it is stated^ that 
BithougU we had a drag'Ohaia breeching 


to the horses, and five dr 8iE naeti hold* 
ing back the carriage, the footboard of 
the dickey was scrutoh»^d against th» 
crupper buckles ot the wheelers. 
gies, cwrts, or any two wheeled curri- 
age can get alons; tolerably well, by 
hiring people to help them m the bad 
parts. 

A traveller, however, should not bring 
a buggy, unless he has two horses for it; 
which he will find ooiiveuient to put 
in tandem fashion, (the leader being led,) 
in many places. For a lady, the best 
, conveyance would be a riding horse or 
palkee, the bugcy heug used where the 
road will admit of^it. For ayahs and 
children, a native’s two-wheel bullock 
carriage, (calfed a bylle,) will be most- 
convenient. 

Fora camp of not more than a hun- 
dred or a hundrt’d and fifty people, with 
fifteen or twenty horses, and as many 
bullocks, supolies could he procured at 
every stage, by merely sending on notica 
the clay before ; and ar many of the stages 
this would not berfquired, there being 
large bazars : hut 1 would recommend 
every traieller to bnna; on the rooming 
feed of gram, from the last stage ; as that 
article has Bom^'imes to be brought, (par- 
ticularly in the Jungle Ah ha) district,) 
from as far as three miles rr< m tlie bun- 
galo, iwhjcli occasions a dels} ot two or 
three hours mi pr<»ci)rii«y it. 

Travellers should hire the up-country 
carts, which, of late year?, have totnc down 
to Calcutta. 'I’Jiey are irJinitolv belter 
than the Bemialee ones, (which ur*', per- 
haps, only excelled in inefiicieiioy by 
those in use about Hazareebagh ; the 
latter are renLy cuno-mes ; some of 
them Hie liteiaby maiiuiactu ed of two 
pieces of round wood tor w) eels, and aU 
together four pieces of stick, it cannot 
be called timber: a good up-country bul- 
lock would carry the whole concern with 
Its load , on his back , ) as there is no fear of 
the owners or drivers running away on 
the road ; and considering ilie load they 
carry, cheaper. Tb^y are to he procured 
at Sulke;*, as they are ecaic»*iy ever 
tekc-u across tiro river Co Calcutta, 'iiie 
reason is, that on tliis “ grand n. w mili- 
tary rood,’* at tbo Hoogly ferry, under the 
very eye ot Government, thtr^j is not 
a boat fit to carry- over a cart, or cattle. 
The merchants are obliged to unload 
their goods, tnke them across the river, 
and then bife other carta to convey the 
goods to their ahopa alHi ware housea. 
Mr. Cook the stable-keeper has a very 
good boat, fitu'.d lo carry horses and car- 
nages across ihe river, which he lets OA 
.hire for the lairpose. 

The best sort of men to bite os bearen 
h; the ukka« fur the trip to Beairaa; 
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are the Dhan^uri from about Hazaree- 
bogh. They are willing, hard-working 
men ; work either as bearers or coolies, 
and are more to be depended on for nut 
running away on the road, than any other 
class. A fact worth noting, as to the 
good disposition of these people, occur- 
red with our party. We hired tweuty 
ot them in Calcutta lor the raaich to 
Benares, at Rs per man, paying them 
the full hire beforehand. On our arrival 
ftt that place, we found that fourteen of 
them were inhabitants of Chota Nag- 
pore, where the insarrecrion has taken 
place ; and although they were, of course, 
^njEUius for the fate of their families, 
they said not a word about the matter, 
mitil Ciicy had completed tfieir contract, 
wheti they asked fur a pass to enable 
them to proceed to their houses without 
molestation on the road. ' 

A single getUkniau wishing to pro- 
ceed quickly to Benares from Calcutta, 
and not liking the fatigue or expense of 
dak-travelling, might manage well 
eoougfi by taking only two or three 
bearers to carry his bedding, a couple 
or three liglit bangies with clothes and 
a little tea and sugar, and wine, his horse, 
and two or three servants. He will 
(ud furniture enough fur himseli in each 


bungalo ; and the Government lerranti 
have plates and cooking pots enough to 
dress his meals. In this way by making 
here and there two of the short stages 
into one, he might reach Benares ia 
seven or eight and twenty days. 

In conclusion, it may be observed that 
any traveller, who is leaving Calcutta 
for the Upper Provinces, any iiiiie be- 
tween the end of November and begin- 
ning of April, will find marching up by 
the bungalows inhmtely preferable to 
going by water, provided he has ever 
marched in India, and knows how to 
arrange his baggage, snd make the neces- 
sary arraugemeuts. A person wiio has 
never roMrclu'd, leaving Calcutta with 
the Cockney servant^ of that City, would 
not get on very comforlahly. I'he bt'UU- 
ty of the scenery, > in u great part of the 
road, is well worth seeing ; particularly 
about Dungye, and the splendid tombs 
of Siieer Shah aud others at Sas'^eram. I'lie 
traveller should be provided, it he leaves 
in the cold season, with warmer clothes 
than he has been accustomed to wear in 
Calcutta. Some of the passes are above 
two thousand feet above Calcutta, aud 
on one or two mornings the ground was 
covered with hoar frost.— Juhn HulL 
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At the Medical and Pliysieal Society’s

would desire to see ilie leal properties of 
the medicines ORcertained by (be most 
caretul experiinenis, winch, of couise, 
can only b» accomplished by the united 
labours of the Members of the Society, at 
some remote period ; f'»r the present, Mr, 
K. brought for luspecuon of the Society 
arranged specimens of nearly a thousand 
&i tides of Materia Medica. wnb au her- 
barium, containing the plants from parts 
of which many of the articles are produc- 
ed ; aud tor the purpose of facilitating 
the labois of others, he stated the mode 
which he adopted to procure the sped- 
Tneus now laid before the Society, In the 
first place, he collected the various arti- 
cles of Materia Medica procurable in the 
bazars, and then eniphsyed Kiuharees to 
bring in tlie plants which produced the 
tespecti^e inedicinea ; by this means he 
was enabled to ascf^rtaiu the botanical 
names 01 many of the plants indigenous 
at several statioua. 

In investigating the medicinal proper- 
ties of tbe several articles, the author ob- 
serves, that we may be somewhat guided 
by the sensible properties of the meai- 
sioes : and no siifihc aseistauae may bs 


obtained by reference to the natural fami- 
lies to wtiicli the plants b°lomt —for iu* 
stance, the Convolvulaceas afford tho 
Jalai). the Sc-nnruony, ihe I'oorbad^ 
(Convolvulus rurpeibeni,) and several 
Indian purgatives. 'I'he Aaclepiadeas af- 
ford emetic medicine, as tli<> 1 pecacuaiihd 
of America, >ind Asclepias Voiniioriu.and 
Asclepias Asthmatica. 'I'he ComferaB it| 
India, as in Europe, yield i'urpentiue* 
The Euphorbiacete yiejd Euphorhium^ 
and the JatropbaCurca!»,1^Barba<iot8 nut,) 
and in India, the Castor 0 I. and iha 

• Croton* Tig hum ; the latter affording aa 
acrid oil of highly active prop^rtiee. Tiitt 
Lahiatse in both countries p assess aroma- 
tic and heaiint^ properties ; whilf* inauf 
of the Soluuese are poigonous. Tfi^ Gen- 
tiuncm being all bit'^'r ; tho Riibiaceae, 
mostly as'.riugent, and the Umbelhteias 
aromatic. In fact, veiy extended accor- 
dance may be obs ved in the sensible aiidl 
medicinal prop^^n es of a large propor^ 
tion of each of th>^ naturnl families into 
which plantB are uivided. In preparing 
Ins MSS. the author states, that he com- 
menced by adoptin.; the alphabetical ar- 
rangement of the Persian authors, inser- 
ting first tlie As'aiic iiaiaes and syi.ony- 
mes ; then the Greek names, fol lowed by 
the botanii'Hl name, the class, and order^ 
accoraing to the Linnacan System, and tiiB 
iiaturaf order of the plan^; after w liu h he 
notices the country whence the article ]• 
8Hid to be procured, the part of thd 
plant which is used, and the medical pro- 
perties ascribed to ii by the Hakeems, or 

• stated lu tiieir bnoks, w'lth some general 
remarks tending to identify the ariicle. 
Separate lists contain the ineuicmes be- 
longing to the niiiieral auu animal king- 
doms.

If 
each Member of the Society woutd care- 
fully make a senes of experiments, ta 
ascertain the medicinal pr.^perlies of tha 
drugs which he collected, wiien used by 
^^atives, as Well as by KuropeBna, and 
forwarded to the ^iociety a concise ac- 
count of (be same, much useful inioroia- 
tion would soon be obtained, which might 
be printed in an arranged series in tha 
Society’s Transactions.

Mr. Prinsep, after some remarks up- 
on lUe advantajires of the It-^iian svatem 
of cro^^B reeling, which was introduced 
into the Company’s silk fi aiurea many 
years ago.stat^ the following particulars 
X' specting th^%Bbita and product ui the 
aiJk worms reaied Bengal : — 


We have two descriptions of worms, 
the annual worm and the monthly one. 
Ot tile first, the wonna are kept" in a 
close vessel for a twelve month ; at their 
term of npeneps they eat for forty-three 
days, they remain dormant one day, 
then complete their spinning in two days. 
Ill fifteen davs more they eat their way 
out, if not killed in tlie inside of ilie co- 
coon by exposur' either to ihe noonday 
sun or to the heat of an oven— on the 
same day that tliey emerge from the co- 
coon, they will, in twelve hours, lay, in 
the average, four hundred eggs, and they 
then die. One maund, of eighty sicca to 
the seer, of these cocoons, wilt yield 
about three aeexa ot good siik in th« 
skein. 


m 

The other worms, called generally tb# 
aindii cocoon, which ripen almost every 
month during the year, in dilFerent pans 
of the country, are ot very inferior qua- 
lity. The egg ripens in eight days ; the 
worm then eats for twenty four days^ 
remains dormant one day, completes its 
spinning in one day, and witl emerge in 
eight days, it not destroyed, as above men- 
tioned ; in three hours after emerging, it 
lays three hundred eggs on the average. 
One maund, of eighty sicca weight to tha 
seer, will yield, on average, about two 
and a quarter seers of good silk in tha 
skein— there will be prodiiced, at tha 
same time, from this weighf^of cocoons^ 
twenty-five vliatiaiks of chasauni, or 
waste silk ; the remainder is dirt and 
dead cocoons. 

• The following extract shows the extra- 
ordiDory success with which cabbaged 
have been raised by Mr. Sage, of Dina- 
pore, under jiiciicioiis tieutmeut: 

'Ihe unusual size of some cabbages, 
cut from a small garden of my own, may 
be worth notions. They were sent to 
jMr. Havell, of Deecah, who weighed 
'them. Savoy 10 lbs. Battersea S^ibs., a 
ditto 13 lbs. Sugar loaf ll^ibs, and durm- 
head lO^lbs. weighed by myself. Tiiera 
was n *tliing out of the common way 
practised in the treatment of these cab- 
bagesfwiih the excepti'sn.ot their being 
grown in boxes in a veiranduh, iii Juivj, 
and transplanted as often as the stfmn, 
from the heat, appeared to be getting loo 
long and weak.— Guut. Gas. 


ALIEN LAW MEETING. 


On Saturday, the 524th March, a Meeting 
of the inhabitants of Calcutta, convened 
by William Melville, Esq. Sheiiif, took 
pltice at the Town Hall, for the purpose of 
petitioning the Legislature for an enact- 
ment, declaring, that no title to real 
tstate shall be impeached in any court, 
of justice, in consequence of its beifig 
derived, by descent or otherwise, from 
an Alien ; and ihatAlieiis may be declar- 
ed to he entitled to hold real propertjr 
throughout India, and to dispose thereof, 
and to transmit it, by descent, to their 
heirs;* 

Shortly after eleven o’clock, the 
Sheriff read the requisition addressed 
to him, and his notice conTeoing the 
Meeting, and requeated those present to 
appoint a ohati man. 


On the motion of Mr. Longuevill# 
Clarke, seconded by Mr. Andrew Wight, 
Co). Young was unanimously called to 
the chair. 

Col. YOUNG, on faking the chair, ob- 
served, that ihe Sherifi', having read tha 
requisition and notice, had suflicieotly 
explained the objects of the Meetiog, 
BO (bat it only remained for li\m to pre- 
serve proper order, which he thought 
he should have no difficulty in doing. 

Mr. CLARKE, in proposing the first 
resolution, bri^H^' addressed the Meeting, 
and in a few words explained the oauses 
which gave rise to the necessity' of 
adopting the present measure, the Su- 
preme Court having, in more than ono 
case, declared, that the Alien Law ex- 
teoded to Iadia> and be, Mr. Clarke, i| 
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he wfre nnw- t 4 i gWe an opinioo, would 

inriinetl to agree in the valuli^) of 
the d^rirtiori ttelivered by the Judges; 
but at ail events, it was t>t first rate iiu> 
portance to have the matter definitely 
aeitied. He stated that the object of the 
peliiion to the Legislature was not to 
alter the law, but have that confirmed 
uhich had alwavg bern considered as the 
law in India, and upon which no doubt 
bad before been raised It was an ac- 
knowledged principle, that people should, 
if possible, have their laws preserved to 
them as they bad bet-n lound ; surh was 
the law or custom that alwais prevailed, 
ns it had been found hv the Lngiish 
in India, and it had worked well, he 
in aiiit allies), for ilit- benefit of ilie country ; 
and^oD thisstrt>ng ground the petiliouerg 
might safely take their stand. 

Mr. CI.1AUKFI concluded by proposing: 

“ Resolved, 1 st — That no laws ever 
existed among the Natiies of India, by 
which -Vlieos were pi evented from ac- 
quiring lauded propel ty, and that lo- 
Yeigiierh, ti • m time iiiiin moriai, have 
been the liolderfi of lar^e estates through- 
out the whole ot IJiudosiau. 

^ *id — That ikappearsjhy recen** deci- 
iionsol Hta Majesty’s Supreme Court of 
Judicatuie in henga<, that the Alien law 
of blngland extends to this country and 
that the titles to landed property, are, 
therefore, threatened with the moat 
ruinous coDaequencea. 

“ 3 rd. — That the Alirnlaw is inappli- 
cable to the local peculiacities of this 
country, and that the interests of the 
state will best he consulted, by u per- 
^everauie in that usage, which is the 
ancient law of the people, and which has 
so much condu,ced to the prospeiity of 
the empire, under khe British Govern- 
nient.** 

This resolution was seconded by Mr. 
W. Bruce. 

Mr. fUBTON said, that as no person 
seemed inclined to address the Ale img 
c.n the lesolutions then read, he might, 
pet haps, be excused for soliciting its 
indulgence for a few moments. He tiid 
not rise to give his sujipbrtto any of the 
reStdutions proposed, though he fully 
sdmiited tne iinportance' ot the subject 
to which they rd' rred ; for. he did 
feel surprised and mortified to find, that 
|i requisition for such a meeting should 
'b« the fiiai got up, si s moment when 


the appalling news nf^lbe defeat of tbs 
Reforni Bill had just been receivedn^ 
when he fount! that a question which 
had convulsed England, decided the fa^ 
oi the Peerage in France, and had been 
discussed in the Diet of Bay^ia, was 
received in the capital of Brinsh India 
w itliout creating sucli an impression as 
to induce tht»se reqiiisitmists to call 
any meeting, who immediately came 
forward to protect their pockets, when 
the breath of suspici.in wascait upon the 
title to their lands. He should have 
been happy to have seen such a re- 
quisition as he had ineiitioued, when 
It was kAown, that Sir Jolin Malcolm, 
who, flora his long refiidence in the coun- 
ti y, at leag', may, by some, he considered 
an authority, had declared from his 
place in Parliament, that the people of 
India were friendly to the Kotieii Bo< 
rough system. But no meeting was 
called to repel^hat slander, and even an 
aiteuipt to convene one was met with 
coldness and iiidiflerenre, though the 
shop keepeis of Bond Street and Saint 
James’ Siteei, when they were Sriid, »>r 
Lord VVai nclifF**, to be hostile to Reiorm, 
or at least indifi'erent to it, iinmediateiy 
met to deny the accusati m. Under these 
circumstances, Mr. 'I'lirton feared, that 
the road 10 the enthusiasin and public 
s^iirit ot those he addi essed, was through 
their pockets, and not through their 
' hearts, and felt himself for once to be of 
tiie same opinion with the Duke of Wel- 
lington, “iliat Public Meetings 'tere a 
farce.” For these reasons he w<»uld take 
«io part 111 siipporiing the re-olntions, 
which, however proper in themselves 
were, as it seemed to him, corilemptihle, 
with refeience to the lime when they 
were proposed, nor should he waste his 
time nr euergips in iqeeiiiigs, till he 
found more public spirit alive in CaU 
cutta. 

Mr. CLARKE concurred in what had 
fallen from Ins friend, Mr. Turtpn, as to 
the Reform Bill, and entered fuily into 
his teeliugs of the importance of the 
measure ; but he considered his re- 
proaches scarcely fair. He was, perhaps, 
correct in not supporting the resolution 
propo.'ted, hut he was der.idedly incor* 
rect in not doing what he might have 
done — in not exerting the weight which 
his station in society and his talents gave 
him, in getting up a meeting — 'in accom- 
plishing that whi^ be now blamed otberi 
ior not doing. , 
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ATr. TURTO^ here stated, that he had 
eig^ned a reqtii8itioo to the Sheriff, to call 
• meetiQg on the subject of Reform. 

^ IMr. OLAiiKR observed, that he could 
only wish, his Inend had been more ac- 
tive in his measures and chary in his 
reproac* es 

Mr. TURTON said, that he had sitrned 
a requisition, but undoubtedly did not 
press it, because the question of Ue> 
form was one which, he thouglit, neither 
required uor ought to be iorced. and he 
fouud that others were not equally zeal-* 
ous with himself. He was surprised to 
see the matter met with coldness in point 
ot time ; by some it was cons^lered too 
earlv, by f»tlieis rjmught too late, and 
it was deferred by him most reluctantly ; 
for he felt satislied Sir John iVldicoiin 
did not speak the seutiments of the peo- 
ple — of India British subj cts, and he 
theretore wished it iiumediately con- 
tiadicted. While addressing the Meet- 
ing, he would, however, beg leave to sug- 
gest, that 111 reforming any point ol law, 
they should tack a clause to the petition, 
praving tor trial by jury in civil as well 
as ciiroinal cases, for lie would now de- 
clare, as he had done before, that from 
various circiimstanoes, the Judges of the 
Supreme Court were necessarily iiicoui 
peterit jurymen, and he hud no doubt, 
from the opinion of the Judges llieinseivw, 
and the feeling at lioiiie, that such a re- 
qu<-st would be complied with. 'I hank ^ 
God, he had lieen ioteifsted is but few 
tnais him .4^ If, but lor those around him 
he had heeii interested in many, lor 
which, also he thanked God ; but from 
expeiieiice be was sati^l]ed, that nine- 
tenths of the adunnistraiiou of justice 
depended upon matters of fact, go that by 
such an alteration tiiey rrilgiit have niue- 
teritiis ot the law in ibeir own hands, if 
they would make up their minds to part 
with a little ot their tim«>, which he 
knew they looked upon as money ; but 
lie teared the same teeiings which made 
them indifferent to all which did not im- 
mediately and palpably touch their 
pockets, would make them averse to so 
great a sactitice. 

The first Kesolution was carried una- 
nimously. 

Mr. W. BRUCE then rose and propos- 
ed the following resolution, wliich was 
seconded by Mr. D. Uare and adopted 
con, 

RasoLVEO.'— “ That in consequence of 
the lieotsions of the Supreme Courts it 


is expedient, that petitions be presented 
to the Houses of Lords and Commons, 
praiipg for a legislative enactment, 
which may confirm all titles to landed 
property , which are derived trom Aliens, 
and which may enable them, for th« 
future, to hold and transiuif landed 
eSt-Htes to their heirs ami lepreseuta- 
lives,” 

The next resolution proposed by Mr. 
A. Wight, and seconded by Mr. A. 
DeSouza, was carried unanimously. 

RhSoLVb.D.“~"^‘ 'that a Committee con- 
sistintr ot the loilowing gentieiii' n, ( olo- 
iiel Young, Messrs. G J. Gordon, Al- 
exander Calvin, Longueviile Clatke, 
'J’beodore Dickens, Lawrence D^Son/a, 
%nd Andrew Wight, be appointed 
transmit the petirious to Enulaiid..^ and 
to adopt such ineasoreg as may be ne- 
cessary to secure the attainirieiii of their 
object, and tliat the Coinniitiee be em- 
p vvered to adil to tiieir riumbets’^ 

Mr. Claike next rose and stated, that 
having been placeil in the siliiatioiis of 
goal d an i.nd executor io those who 
were deeply interested in properties of 
cotisiderabie aintmni, *aft'ected by the 
decision of the Siipieme Court, he had 
felt if to he his duly lo sndeavoiir, as far 
as pussibie, to protect tlie interests of 
lliose, who being widows or orphans, 
were unable to piotect ihcmselves; for 
these reasons he had felt an iiitere.st iu 
the qiiesiioM. and had accordingly done 
all he could to g<*t up the, present \iee*ing, 
and ue could only wish his Iriend Mr, 
Tiirton had u.sed the same acti\ ity, in- 
stead of reproaching oiheis lor neglect- 
ing what he hiiiiseif might have effected 
but had left undone. 

Mr. Clarke then read the following 
petition : — • 

To the Hovorffhh the Commons of th€ 

United King om of Great iiritain 
and Ireland, in Caniament 
assembled. 

The Mumble Retnion of th^ under- 
signed British. Native, and other 
inhabitants of Calcutta 

SHEWBrn,r-That vour petitioners ear- 
nestly solicit the attention of vuur ilono- 
rabie House . to the danger with which 
(he titles to vast real estates thtougliout 
India are threatened, by an appiicatioa 
of law opposed to the uuvatied usago 
of the country. 

'1 hat from the earliest establishment 

of the power of the BriiisU lu iudia. 
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g eir pMSfSilotii timT» been increased 
population and opulence, by the 
number of enterprising foreigners, who 
have resorted to them from neigbboar* 
iogs states, and distant nations. 

That by a liberal policy, in making no 
distinction between the privileges enjoy- 
ed by Natives and by AlienSi encouiuge- 
iiient has been indirectly held out to the 
talent and euterpiise of other coun- 
tries, to place Itheinaelves under the pro- 
tection of the Government, and to con- 
tribute their aid to the prosperity of the 
state. 

That this system, prevailing for up- 
vards of a century and a. hah, has been 
the cause of Hliracting to British ludla, 
persons of every nation, who have ac- 
cumulated fortunes, purchased estates^ 
and founded families, in the full conh- 
cience of having been adofited by the 
country. That many who settled more 
recently in India, have, in the same belief, 
transmitted their property to their child- 
ren, by whom it is at present enjoyed ; 
while numerous instances exist of the 
individuals themselves being now in the 
pQ8.5es8ioo ot the estate which they have 
thu.s acquired, ^ 

That while the sanction of the% Go- 
vernment, and t*lie unqu'^stioned usage 
of the place, has encouraged Aliens to 
invest their furtouesin land, the title.*) to 
their property were never impugned in 
Bis Majesty’s or any other court of 
justice in India, from the lime of the 
establishment of these Courts, until in a 
very recent instance. But your petiiion- 
ers can atHiiu, that dunng this extended 
period, al least the indirect, if not the 
direct, sanction of the Court to such 
tjtles.bas trequently been obtained. 

That in the case of Doe on the de- 
mise of Poncbelette v, S^ansbury in the 
4th term of 1826, thp plaintiff was non- 
auited, because he claimed the property 
through bitv father, who was au Alien, the 
objection which was then, for the ffrst 
tune, raised, being suggested by Sir 
Charles Edward Grey, the present Chief 
Joatice of Bengal, although it bad not 
hean put forward do bebolf of the de- 
letidaoi. That is a more recent case of 
Geoeial Martin’s will, which occurred 
So the pecond term of the present year, 
the Court, of their own accord, reserved 
the fluestioa as to the real property , which 
had been disposed of* by the will of the 
Testator, thereby virmaily refusing, as 


right of an Alien to devif? his real estate* 

Under these circumstances, your peti*^ 
tionsrs most respectfully and earnestly^ 
represent to your Honorable House, that 
without the protecting interference of^ 
the Legislature, the most frightful ruin 
to property must spread itself throughout 
lodia. Your petitioners venture not to 
impugn the law, as propounded by His 
Majesty’s Judges, but they do question 
the soundness of the policy which would 
extend to this country a system, the 
onuounceraent of which they can couii* 
dently afiitra has spread cousternaiioa 
through the land, and threatens num- 
bers with tiiital rum. Vour petitioners, in 
conceding that the la^ may have been 
correctly laid down, must still appeal 
against a departure from an usage sane* 
tinned by the encouragement, and re- 
gulations of the government, and the 
decision.^ of judicial tnhiinaU. 

Throughout the city ot C.ilciitta the 
greater portion of the real property 
might escheat, through the enforcement 
ot this law. while Zeraiudanes of im- 
mense value all over India, possessed by 
Arnifiiians — Indigo iacioiies created 
by toreigners — extensive property on 
the eastern side oi the Bay, possessed by 
Chinese— and estates which have been 
acquired by Moguls, Persians, and 
Ai^hs — in line all the landed property 
which has been amassed by the talent 
*atid unwearied assiduity oi enterprising 
Aliens, vnglit, through this law, bu 
wrested from its owners. 

’J'he entorceioent oi law is often in- 
oompatible with justice, and your po- 
titioners respecttnlly submit, that it 
would be so in this instance, should cus- 
toms designed for the protection of tlie 
British Isles and their people, be en- 
forced throughout a vast empire, whoso 
population differs from yours in every 
respect, and on whom the Legislature 
has not yei conferred the privileges of 
British subjects. Your petitioners firm- 
ly believe, that the Crown will never 
avail itself off even its e8t<iblisbed pre- 
rogatives to deprive the meanest mao of 
the property which his industry bad 
earned — but the possibility of escheat 
is destruction to title, and property be- 
comes valueless when the law forbears 
to protect the possessor. 

But while your petitioners implore 
your Honorable House to quiet the 
doubts which have arisen, and to secure 
themseltes i^d their felLuw subjects 
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tlie pessession ||f iliat wliicb they now* 
eojny, tliey must alno entreat ot' you to 
lei Uie past ot the country continue 

to be its law tor the tuture. 

We are surroumied by neigliboiirJng 
States not subject to British rule— the 
Armenian, the Jew, the Arab, the AJogul, 
the Persian, the Chinese, the Natives of 
Lucknow, Hydrahad, Nepaul, and Scind, 
Lave been constantiy euricbii)|£ the coun* 
try by settling tiinuug us, and oontri* 
butin^ vast accessions of wealih, indus* 
try, and talent, 'Fhe Aden law waav 
unknown to the people ol India, and 
these fo eigners were received and en- 
rolled, as if they had been ilia children 
of the suit All persons conversant with 
Indian history will bear testimony to 
the vast advantages which have resulted 
from this liberal policy. It is the anci- 
ent law of tlie land, it was found here 
by the English, and they have not only 
perruitted it lo exist, but the beu<bts 
which th^'ii newly lounded empire has 
deiived from it, are mculculable. It is 
tite condiiuiiiice of this law we implore, 
the reveisal oi it which we deprecate. 

It 18 under these circumstances, and 
for these reasons, which we most re* 
apectluily iiitreat your Honorable House 
to take into your serious consideration, 
that we pray lor a ieglslalive enaciiiK'nt 
which may prevent titles to real estates 
troiii being impeuclied in any court of 
justice, iM consequ-iice ot their being* 
derived, by descent, or otherwise, from 
Aliens, which may also preseive to 
Aliens the properly of which they are 
unw possessed, and which may, tor tlie 
lutiiie, entitle them to hold real estates, 
and transmit them to their heirs or re- 
presentatives. 

And your Pclitiouers will ever pray. 

It was proposed hy Mr. Clarke and 
Second d by Mr. £ Arakel, that the pe- 
tiiion now read be adopted. 

Mr. D. HAKE proposed, that a clause 
should be added to the petition, praying 
fur the introduction of trial hy jury in 
civil cases, but he withdrew it at (ho 
Sjuggestinii of several gentlemen. 

Mr. DICKENB considered, that the 
petition did not fully embrace the case of 
an Asiatic foreigner, upon which the 
Supreme Court bad, hitherto given no 
decision, and moved for the introdnetion 
of a clause, praying for a declaration of 
the law on (hat point. It was, perhaps, 
involved generally in the pi-aycr ofihe 
|^titioii> bat ia that gejteiaiity bs cs^ 
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sidered there would Idrk a doubt, and 
be, therefore, thought it safer to have u 
special decision upon the subject. 

This reboluiion was rejected after 
tiiurh desultory conversation, as it wut 
considered that the petition on the point, 
was sufficiently exoiicit. The following 
proposition moved by Mr. Gordon, was 
also rejected 

“ 'rliat the Committee be empowered 
to make such alterations in the draft of 
the petition, as they may deem expe* 
dient, adheriug to the spiiit of the reso- 
lutions.’^ 

The next resolution was proposed by 
Mr, John BPighlman, and seconded by 
Mr 0. Hare. 

^ Resolved, that a subscription be open- 
ed for delrayuig the expenses of obtain- 
iug an Act of I^arliameut for the objects 
of this meeting. 

Mr. CLARKE stated, that the only ex- 
peu.se8 which would be incurred weiu 
those unavoidable ones of having tiis 
bill passed through the Legislature ; m 
this c«mi)lry there would he none, as Mi. 
A Wight had kindly undertaken to have 
the pe irion engrossed free of expense. 

Tms motion was earned unantiriously. 

Ii* was next moved hy L. Clarke, 
ami seconded by Mr. Gordon. 

Resolved, that the thanks of this meet- 
ing he given to our Chairman, ( oioiiei 
Yonng, for the able and irapariial luau- 
ner in which he has presided. 

Col. 1 OUiNG briefly returned thanks, 
and pioposed that the thunks of the 
meeting be given to .Mr. W. Melville, the 
Sheriff, fui hts ready compliance with tbS 
requisition. 

This lesoiiition wa.<i seconded by Mr. 
Dickens and canied unanimously. 

Mr. MLLVILLE felt fully the honor 
dune him, and only regretted, that iu caU 
ling such Meeting!, it was a part or bi« 
duty, first to consult the Government. 

Before the Meeting broke up, tbe fol- 
lowing requisition to the bhenlf wa# 
numerously signed • 

Sir,— We the undersigned Britisb 
and other Inhabitants of Calcutta, request 
that you will convene a public meeting 
of the inhabitants of this city, to tak« 
into consideration the expediency of 
petitioning Parliament for a legislativw 
enactment, to enable parties in civil 
lions at law, to hare iieir cases tried by 
a jury, at the option of either the plailiK 
Iliiil or iiiittudskaUkfJieugai t 
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On Saturday, tlieTtli April, a numrroua 
meetings of the inliHbitauTa of Calcutta, 
convened by the aherilf, was held at the 
Town Hal), for the purpose of considering 
the propriety of presruting an address to 
His Msjesty, expressive ol deep regret at 
the loss of the Hefortn Bill in the House 
of Lords, and of confidt'Ot hope, that a 
measure of at least equal efficiency may, 
before this, have passed the legislature. 

O J. GOKOON, Lsq,ia<he Citatr. 

Mr. J’UliTON, in pioposing thehist 
rssolatioo, said, that be should have 
owed it to the present meeting to apolo- 
gize for having taken so prominent 
a part in this proceeding, and so much re- 
•ponsibility upon himself in calling it to- 
gether, were it not, that he tound in the 
very numerous body, by whicti he was 
surrounded, a fully sufficient excuse. He 
bad, he said, been found fault with, for 
the very short notice which had been 
given of the present meeting, hut he 
would shortly explain why it wat^fAhat 
be wished it to take place at so eai^ly a 
period. He w^J aware that another 
meeting had been previously fixed for 
the fidlowing Saturday, and there were 
but few days upon winch it was conveni- 
ent for every one to attend ; so that, if 
tbe present were to be held at a later 
period, he knew that the native holi- 
days would commence the next week, 
when many persons would he out oi Cai- 
cutla, besid-s which, the ciiminal 
sessions, which would open on Tuesday, 
would interfere and occupy the time of 
the gentlemeb'xof both .grand and petty 
juries, and as the/pre#tlM was a ques- 
(toti, in its imppi^^Rl^ls. ^eply affecting 
nil, be, VIr. TurtoU, should r^i^ret the 
eircumstauce that would compel avy one 
to he absent 

' If any Iverson was prevented from at- 
tending, in consequence of the shortness 
lit* the notice, he regretted it ; but he 
did think the question of time was of little 
ennsequence. considering the subject had 
been so long before the public, ana they 
were, no doubt, prepared to decide upon 
ft« hflr. Torion remarked, that the re- 
form question was one wbtch needed no 
soniiiiFnt of his ; he did not Intend to di- 
late upon the many benefits and advan- 
tagea wbieb wauld result from ii-^tkey 


were self-evident, and if they did not 
come home to the bosoms of those 
around him, no lemaiks of his could 
give them adilitional weight. It had 
been asked, what the people of India 
bad to do with reform ? 'Pliey had eveiy 
thing to do with it. Was it to he said, 
^hat they felt no interesi in the questions 
which agitated their native country; 
was it to be supposed, that in quitting 
home, they were to cast away every 
atfection and sympatlj^y tor th<»se they 
loved? Hut he would inaiutain that 
every individual in India, b^^. he whom 
he may, was deeply interested in the 
fate of that measure. From whence did 
the laws emanate? Partial ones miuht 
be passed in India ; hut if a wrong 
were to be redressed, from whence wag 
redress to come ? Since 1771, at lease, 
the people of India had aiwais been 
accustomed to lay their grievances be- 
fore the British Parliament, and was it 
nothing to them, that it should he, amiiow, 
made up oi parties arrayed against each 
other for political purposes, or a fiee 
chosen assembly ? If any one of you, 
sakl Mr. 'rurtoo, had now a petition to 
present to Parliament, thirst question 
tvould be — what is your interest? A'^our 
answer would be, my Lord so and so ; 
or, the Duke of so and so, and he. vou 
know, po.sse8ses great inier.est. If re- 
form were carried, what would be your 
reply? My just Vights presented to a 
free Parliament Taen h ive you no real 
interest in ibis question? 1 say, you ail 
have — nay. you have more than can ho 
felt inEnuiland, tor ther^e a free press 
can do much ; here it is essential you 
should have the means of presenting your 
wrongs to a free Parlioment. Mr. Tiirton 
having admitted his error in supposing, 
that ill Calcutta there was no public ieeU 
inx upon the fate of the reform bill, 
which was fully shown by the numerous 
assernhiy present, concluded by moving 
the ioilowidg resolution. 

f. — I'hat the inhabi antg of the British 
Empire in India are deeply interested 
in the question of Parliameutary re- 
form. 

This resolution, which was seconded 
by Mr. W. F&ftCussoN, was then put by. 
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tbe cljRimtin, fmd earned amidst long 
and loud rdie^ring. 

Mr. W YN^'H in moving lli#» next reso- 
lution, sard that it needed neither woids 
lior commentaries of his to give ited’ect ; 
>et he should (eel himself wanting in the 
cause i( ite did not accotupany it with a 
fevv observations H« coiife.ssed him- 
self to have been one of those who came 
under the lash of his fiiend at the last 
tueetins:. ^onie had thought (he time 
too early, anrl others had thought it too 
late. He cofifcS8'“d himself to have been* 
one of those who thought it too eany. 
lie thought they would 8'>oii have had to 
meet to congratulate their ^reat King 
on the success o( ^he great measure of 
Parliamentary llefoim, and heliitle ex- 
pected that their fi- st meeting on the 
subject would have been one ot condo* 
lence. rather than congratulation. Mr. 
Wyiicli then called the attention of the 
meeting to several meetings which had 
attaiious times taken place in Calcutta, 
to sliow tint the ialiabitants thereof 
were not backward in public sftirit, and 
among the rest letened to one which 
bad been held as (ar back as the year 
18(>0, when the liritisii inhabitan s met 
to congratulate his Vlajesty Krug, George 
the 111. on Ins escape (rcnii the hands 
of an assa'<sin. It was so analogous to 
the present occasion, that he trusted ^he 
meeting would excuse his reading it. 

‘‘ We, tlie iiihahitants of Calcuttajium- 
bly <»llep t<» your Majesty the* unfeigned 
expression ol (he iinatiimous sentiment 
exiitediii our hearts, by the atrocious 
and ireasouab e attempt made against 
jour Majesty’s sacred person, and by 
the providetictal preservation oc a life so 
justly dear aud valuable to ail yoursub* 
jects. 

We assure your Majesty, that the dls- 
tance of our situation Iroin our native 
country has in no degree impaired our 
veneration (or its laws and goyeiument, 
nor abated the zeal of our loyal aud af- 
fectiouate attachment to those royal vir- 
tues, which have preserved, against every 
assault, the blessings of oar happy con- 
stitution, and have diifused i]is mild and 
benignani spirit over every region of the 
glob'^‘, which has submitted to the wis- 
dom of your Majesty’s councils, and to 
the glorioa s success of your triumphant 
^rms. 

Animated by these sentiments, the 
desperate act which endangered th<) 
j^ubiic weli'aie has not raised in our 


breasts emotions of abborrenoe and de* 
testation more powerful, than the lively 
sfose of joy, admiration, and devout gra- 
titude with which we cemtemplate, from 
this distance, the fortitude and magnani- 
iBity of your Majesty’s princely spirit in 
the hour oi imminent danger and of ge- 
neral consternation ; tbe loyalty of an 
united people rising with the peiil of 
their beloved Soveieipn ; and the mani- 
fest interposition of Di\iue Providence, 
protecting your Majesty *s sacred^erson 
Irom injury, and securing to your faith- 
fui subjects the coniinuance of your Ma- 
jesty’s paternal care, and the iuestima* 
tile benefits Sf your iilusuioiis example. 

That the guardian hand of Alin ighiy 
Slod may continually extend, over your 
Majesty’s safety the same nier* iiul pro- 
tection and providential defence, is our 
fervent aud unceasing prayer, and must 
be (be un.inimous wish ol all who tender 
our laws aud liberties, the happiness, 
prosperity, and gloiy ot the Biitish Em- 
pire, or the cause of order, virtue, aud 
religion among mankind.’^ 

Such was the language used in tho 
yeal^^lSOO, and it was so applicable to 
ilic object of their meeting, tha(, with tho 
exception of the words “ destesiatioo 
and abhorrence,” for which might bo 
substituted condolence and regiet,” it 
tiiight always be adopted to convey (heir 
sentiments on the present occasion. W iih 
respect to the rejection of the hill hy the 
Lords, they had only exercised a cousli- 
tuiionai act of right, though how fur tho 
exercise of that right was prudent, hov 
far it might involve the country, was a 
great and momentous question, yet if 
they looked at those whose interestf^ 
were likely to be placed at stake by tba 
bill, they cool4 hot wonder at their op- 
position. It iherqfor^ became those who 
rofessed admiration of the principles 
y which His Majesty and his .Ministers 
had been guided to come forward and 
congratulate them. To congratulate their 
gioiious King, and his IMiuisters, who 
had come forwaid at the head ot hia 
people, to rescue them from the tyrannF 
of an oligarchical party. To congratu- 
late their patriot King, who had placed 
himself at the helm of the vessel ol state» 
and who, though surrounded by difficul- 
ties aud dangers, would still conduct 
them safely into harbonr. Comparison* 
were sometimes odious, yet he would 
▼enture to compare the present King 
with his predecessor, fur which purpo^ 
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Ire would i$k» ilift words of Colonel Na- 
pier. 

“ Hereafter when history shall spread 
her pages for the instruction of posterity^ 
she will point vritb delightto this period. 
6iie will say that the reign ol George 
the HI. van marked hy unjust wars 
abroad, and hy eucroat^hmeots a on pub- 
lic liberty at home! She will say that 
the reign of George the IV. with the 
exception of one hriiiiant, One beneficent 
inoin.-|i, was chiefly remarkable for sul- 
len pride on the part of the monarch, in- 
solent pretention on the part of the aris- 
tocracy, for ostentations journeys, and 
for rant and use ess structuVes But of 
VViJIiam the IV. she will say, that he 
was the first monarch of his family thak 
konestiy acknowledged the full rights of 
bis people J She will say, that this was 
the reign of good government — that it 
was the reign of a patriot King ! A 
glorious title — too glorious to Ire either 
lightly given or lightly withheld! But, 
Sir, I do think that posterity will he rea- 
dy as we are to bestow it upon William 
the IV. ; for no sooner did he a cend* 
the throue, than, despising the tinsel of 
Otate, he cast a penetraiiog glance upon 
the polifieal ^ondVion of the realm. * He 
saw on the one side an imporenshed, op- 
pressed, and insulted people; on the 
Other an insolent oligarchy, proud, men- 
acing, sordid, corrupt, corrupting, fierce- 
ly pointing to their penal statutes, while 
they tore the bread from the hands 
of the famishing laborers., ISeeing this 
the King camo down from hi.s throne, 
and turning hia,fo|kGk upon ihc oppressors, 
with genuine'MjCSty strobed forth bis 
right hand hvs siiflFcrrnir people. For 
Ibis he will l|ie justly ckllea the patriot 
King ; for tnih^we owe him our grati 
%dc» abd for this we are^to show onr- 
delves such men, tbtg history shall nut 
.nay these people were less sensible to 
their own wron’k^ lCfS intc^rested to re-” 
cover their rights, the King Was. 
Yes, sir we must iskh'care thd hlstoii-: t 
an shall not he a^^lelo. put dowh*thaf

his people ? Tyrants in their souls, and 
in their conduct, they had so long ruled 
by fraud and violence, that even to the 
last hour they thought to put the mo- 
narch, and they still think to put the peo- 
ple, from the right path. But the peo- 
ple are too mighty for them. The King 
18 too mighty for them. Undisturbed 
by their subtlety, and undaunted by their 
violence, he pursued his own just course, 
*and scourged the money changers and 
the false ones from the precincts of the 
temple. It was a great action. He is a 
great Monkrch. And we are a grateful 
people, and we wilt support him even as 
he has supported us 

.After this it was the duty of every libe- 
ral subject to come forward with an ad- 
dress — it was their duty, because they 
had been misrepi esented — thy hod been 
held op as friends of corruption — as 
praying for the protraction of decay, but 
not to misrepresent Sir John Malcolm 
as he had imsiepresented them, iiehad 
brought the mirror of Parliament with 
him, and would quote his ('>ir John's) 
own words. 

^ Having watched the progress of this 
bill, I have no hesitaiien in declaring,

.It was well that Sir John Malcolm was 
a soldier and a dipl* maiist — it was well 
that he wasknowu as such, or they might 
otherwise suppose that he belonged to 
a profession, the members ol which wero 
used to deal in subtleties. The repre- 
sentation iof which he alluded was indeed 
so indirect that he he ieved not a soul 
there was aware of it— ’indeed, to use % 
home I V expression, a person might pot 
the quantum of representation iu big 
eye, and j^ot Aee the worse for it Mr» 
Wynchthen proceeded to read aao^ief^ 
pairagraph of .the same work. 

1 am perfectly satisfied, with the ho* 
norhble member for Taunton, that men

. H 9 d^ojbt that there were men 

amply qualified to do justice to, afid 
adoro any legislature, but they were too 
independent to sit as the mere nominees 
of ao^ nobleman. It might accoi'd with 
the views of Sir John Malcolm to sit as 
the nominee of the Duke of Northumber- 
land, and it might equally well accord 
tvith the views of the Duke of Northum- 
berland to have such a representative as 
Sir John Malcolm, for they were all 
aware that the noble Duke was ** no 
orator as Brutus is,** and it was well fof 
him, since be was not able to speak lor 
himself, that he should have a nominee 
to speak for him. Mr. Wynih then read 
another extract. 

** It has been ol^ected to this bill, by^an * 
honorable and gallant member, that^t 
will prevent gentlemen connected with 
the East fndia interest from obtaining 
seats in this hoase. It has been said, 
that by this bill my honorable friend, the 
member for Old Sarum, and another ho- 
norable director who sists for Midfanrst, 
will both be shut out from this house. ’* 
But in answer to this objection I may be 
allowed to say, that although two mem- 
bers connected with the Bast India Com* 
pany will be shut out, it does not follow ' 
that all who are connected with that ib- 
terest will be excluded. Out of twelve 
persons coonected with the East In^ia 
Company whom I know to have seats in 
Parliam<*>nt, nine, or I may say ten, bav* 
fat for places not touched by tbisbill. As 
the honorable and learned member for 
Kerry thought proper to allude to the 
representation of this borough, 1 think 
it my duty to say, that the present mem* 
bers for Old Sarum are as worthy and 
■dependent members as I know in this 
House. They do not, however, represent 
the people ; — they represent themselves.’* 
Mr. Wfnch then proceeded. He should 
like to know what measure, since the re- 
newal of the charter ip 1813, had been 
brought forward for the advancement of 
India by any of the opposer^ of the Bill? 
He should like to kn$w whether the first 
grent reformer who brought nbout that 
object went slinking into Parliament 
through n rotten borough ? If they were 
not indebted to the opposoTS of the bill 
fur any measure tending to the advanpe*^ 
meni of the country, they were pre*emi>‘ 
ently indebted^ tu Mr. .Hume, who,, by 
is own qualifii&tionK, raised himsell tP 
the represpntaiion of the Srst coUUty ih 
Bngland, that of Middlesex. He brongbt 
forwnrd a proposition which the Honan 


of Commons were pleahed to receive 
with shouts of laughter, though lie, (Mr. 
Wynch,) saw nothing ludicrous about it, 
but a great deal of sound sense aUd wis<* 
dom. 

Mr. W^ich concluded with a (ong 
and flattering eulogium on the talents^ 
wisdom, and principles of the principal 
members of the Ministry, alter whicii 
he proposed the following resolution, 
which was seconded by Mr. a. wight, 
and carried unanimously. 

11. — That we feel ourselves called up- 
on to present an humble address to His 
Majesty, expressive of our regret at 
the rejection of the Reform Bill in the 
House of Lords, and our hopes that snioe 
measure of equal efficiency may pass 
"into law to secure a full, fair, and equal 
representation of the people in Far- 
Uament. 

Mr. TURTON next rose and said, that 
after the able address of itts friend Mr. 
WYNCH, who had just sat down, any re- 
marks of his wouUl be feeble indeed ; ha 
had intended to offer some general ob- 
servations upon the matters embodied 
in the Address which lie would read, but 
they had been so fully treated upan by 
the dast speaker, that he was now spar- 
ed the necessity.. * 

JV!r. I'nrton said he came forward 
to propose an address to the King on 
the rejection of the Reform Bill, which, 
however persons night differ upon its 
details, still, with all its defects, it was 
a great boon, and he would briefly stats 
why he said so. If it got rid of the 
system of rUtten boroughs only — if it 
contained nothing more uian schedules 
A. and B. and tbo disfrani^hising clauses ; 
still it was the greatest bepefit that had 
been conferred upon the people sinca 
the Bill of Rights, and, as Mr. wyncjei 
bad observed, it \v)uld do much for In- 
dia. As to Mr. Hume’s scheme for re- 
presenting the colouies, notwithstanding 
it had been received with laughter, 
ho, Mr. Turton, did hope the ii/ne would 
come when the people of India would 
have a direct representation; but could 
that he expected from any but a re- 
formed Parliament? He should also wish 
thpt eveu man who paid taxes and had 
a house, ^ould have a right to vote, but 
was he, on these accounts, to re use bin 
sanction to thfe bill ? No; on the great 
theatre of life all men are bound to 
make xoDcession to each other. Mt*# 
Turton remarked, that he had now lived 
to see what he never expected to beholds

It ' is. therefore, with feelings of the 
deepest sorrow and disappointmeht, we ■ 
have learned, that a btjl for. the reform 
^ of the repiesentatiou of the people of 
England, whicl>, after full discussion, 
had passed the Commons Rouse of Parli- 
ament, by a large majoriiy, has been re- 
jected, heforethe second reading, by the 
House of Peers. 

Firmly attached to the principles of the 
ifritish Constitution, we cannot adequate- 
ly express our regret, that a majority of 
the pee»'age^atid episcopacy, coinpof>ing 
^oive brauch of the legislature, should 
flitm' have placed tlt^m^lves in collision 
witV the wishes of an United King and 
people, a position in which that respect 
and atturhirierit' which the aristocracy and 
hierarchy have long: eVijoyed, is likely to 
be we,akened, if not destroyed. 

In the energetic hrmbess of your Mu- 
j'^ty's mind, ,m your parental solicitude 
for the happiness of rour people, and in 
the coupcils of an upright aqd enlighten- 
ed ministry, in whom your Majesty has 
^'so justly confided, we found our best 
.^liopes, that ere this our humble address 
shi^all he laid before your Mojestv. some 
measure of at least equal suihciency, 
shall have passed into a law, to secure to 
the Veople of England their natural rights, 
a^id the full beuefits of an open, free, and 
equal representation in Parliam»*nt,

eouceded, we can entertain no doubt — our 
earnest desire is. tba): they may be con- 
ceded before ilelay may deprive cbncea* 
sion’‘of it.q grace.]

Bir J. P. GRANTiSaid* I rise to second 
the motion Tor adopting the Address 
which has beetr read ; I haye so 
become Bn iuh^abltant'of Calcutta/ and 
l^msp 4}nim]^ottant^a member* of dta* So* 
€iety, that I skoulU ftOt hart considered 
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it 1)eeoiDiiig to^ffer myself to your no. 
tic« upon this occasion, but that the 
pari the circumstances 1 have been plac** 
etl in have rendered it my duty to take 
in public matters during^ a considerable 
part oftnydife, mio^ht lead. 1 think, if 1 
were merely togl\e my vote in silence 
upon the resolutions proposed to you, 
tu a supposition, that 1 either had not 
made up mv mind upon this great ques- 
tion. or that I was iiidill’ereut regarding 
it. Itidilferent upon such a question 1 can 
nut conceive anv ifiap, not only who calll 
biraeelf an lilneiishiuaii, but \^ho is a na- 
tive of any country subject to the crown 
of Eugland ; for it is a quesuoii of vital,, 
importance to et^ry ’part ot the British 
dominions; nor do I think, considering 
the time the measure has been before 
the public, there is any man who can 
Lave failed to make up his mind one way 
or other upon its propriety or its im- 
propriety. For my own part I concur 
most heartily in the addre.ss that h^ 
been moved to our patriotic sovereign', 
and I cou.'iider it our especial duty, 
placed as we are at this ureat distance 
from the seat of bis government, to 
present to him this address, expressive,.' 
not merely of our attachment to his per- 
son and government, but of condolence 
on the fiuatration, fora time, of his gra- 
cious intentions for the happiness llud 
welfare of his people. ^ 

Upon the importance of the question 
of reform, indeed, all persons seem 
agreed, whatever side they take upon it. 
Some say, tiiat it is a re-censtruction of 
the constitution ; all say, tiiat it is a 
material alteration in the construction of 
the House of Common'' of England. Some 
say, that it is to destroy the constitution^ 
tooveiturn all 3),ricient establishments, 
all laws, all venerable institutions, all 
distinction of ranks, all property ; to 
introduce ruin, revolution, anarchy, con- 
fnsioD, and bloodshed ) and strange to., 
gay, those who hold this language, have 
not made up their minds apon the ques- 
tion of reform. 1 see throughout all the 
^batesl have read, an universal admis- 
gion, that some reform is necessary ; yet, 
when- a measure of reform is proposed, 
which has ail the <iualittes, iU their opi- 
nion, here ascribed to it, its Opponents 
appear not to have made up their minds 
Upon the measure, which, gome measure 
being necessary, they tvpnld substiliftte 
.foKit. Others declare, that this reform 
in.Fajdiament, will ra-pfodueg thg goldi 


en age ; that there np longer b» . 
any bad laws, or dear bread, any difa^ . 
tory or expensive courts 'of .or 

any want of emplovment for labCtir.^ any 
monopolies or restrictions on irade^ .dr;,' 
any discouragement to leariimg'-and tK^" 
acquisition pi knowledge ; that it wifi at 
once render us ail rich, all good, all ^ 
happy, and, as 1 supposp, must ot course 
be included, all wiae ; that in short, it ia 
at once to undo all the mischief and to 
remedy all the evils which have been 
heaped upon the country by half a cen- 
tury of misrule. One writer, in a late 
periodical publication, and a very cle- , 
veriy written publication too, seriously 
congratulates himself upon the improve- 
iimcut it is likely to produce in the 
science, of music and lu the fine arts.* 

1 am al.^0 an advocate of the measure ; 
but I am compelled to say, that I must 
view it more soberly, I sincerely beiievo 
that no good can now he done in Eng-- 
land without it, huc‘ after a refoim m 
^Parliament has been carried. mu<-h will 
yet remain to be done ; meainMnle F 
concur in thinking that it is a rneasuio 
of vast iiniiortance. I agree that if the 
change is for the worse the consequences 
will he highly calamstous — that there ist. 
nocalculating to wiiat th.y may lead; okr 
to what distant times they* may extend; 
that it is no light matte) to alter the cha- 
racter of that body in the state, whick 
in truth conliols all i he rest- 
On the oth^r hand, if this measure shall 
correct abuses, restore the confidence o£ 
the people in^ their repieseiitati\eri, ren- 
der the House of Coramons'less a tool ia' 
the hands of an unpopular minister, tho 
creatutre of an interested and illitj^ral 
faction, less unmanageable by a popular 
minister, the advocate of liberal opinious, 
less opposed to the principles of freedom 
and to the pro^e^s of knowledge, in 
.^sUort, less capable of It^eiug the instru- 
'ment of another half century of mis-go- 
vernment ; no man will deuy either its 
importance or its benefits hut* those who 
rofit by the abuse. But if thi^ question 
e of such importance in itself, it is doub- 
ly so when we consider the hold it has 
taken upon the public feeling of England.

England were not as onli. Are the How- 
ards, the Carendishes, the Fitawiliiams, 
the Itussells not part and parcel of the 
aristocracy of England ? Are not inad 3 ^ 
more that 1 could name, who are zealous 
supporters of this bill ? dud when 1 see 
ihe?' whole of such a nation as Enjilaud 
almost, to a than united' tn their advoca-

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what that reform in tbeir opinion fi. 
The man who tells me that no reform 
is necessary— -and that he believes every 
measure ol* reform to be fraught with 
mischief, and who confines lijmself to a 
simple opposition to thisbill, is consist- 
ent 1 ran understand him ; 1 can ap- 
preciate his independence, and admire 
hts courage — and what is more, the peo- 
ple of England will respect his independ- 
ence^ and admire his courage also. But 
srhen a man says, he admits reform to bo 
necessarj^, but that this is a bad bill ; 
that a reform of some soi t ought to be 
granted and must be granted, but that 
be opposes this measure as fraught with 
all sorts ot mischief, while he declines 
to say what sort of reform he would pro- 
pose, his conduct appears to xre incom- 
prehensible. 

But if these gentlemen will not tell us 
what Iheir plan is, I think they have 
afforded us the means of tellifig what it 
ih not. In the first place they will stick 
to the qominatioii^^ boroughs. Be it so. 
This one uart ot fhe reform which 
their plan wilt not embrace But will 
they give members to the great unrepre- 
sented towns? What did these very 
persons do so long ago as when Gram- 
pound was dislranclnsed*^ What did 
they do mote lately in the case of East 
Retford ? Did they not move heaven 
tud earth to prevent representatives 
being bestowed upon the large unrenre- 
sented townS? Will they disfranchise 
the rotten and open boroughs, that is the 
pfaces brhich are ^leable to any man 
and bribable by ail ? Then what be- 
comes of all they have been saying about 
vested rights and tbesacredoess of fran- 
chises? Will they grant a represen- 
tatiopto Scotland, which ^at present has 
Don-^? Whai did they say when this 
question wasjfiat to them by a lamented 
and noble friend of mine. Lord Archi- 
bald Hamilton, who brought forward Ja 
motion'uynpit this subject? Mr. Canning, 
who Was the organ of that party of anti- 
reformi'i^ hrbo are now the opponents of 
thhl ifllt^asiireii^ admitted, in answer to the 
^ hopil^ person who now addresses you, 
that if BcoSland stood alone, no country 
could go oil with a House of Commons 
so constituted as it would be by tho 
mods of election in Scotland, but that' 
Scotland was so fortunate and so safe in 
being niiited to the absolutely immacn* 
late representation of England, that sha 

needed AO rsfovm. Wbetdid thssaaii 
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do wiven an boQonraUfi and learn- 
ed friend of mine, Mr. Abercrombie, now 
tbe chief baron of Scotland, brought 
jforward afOieaaure tor giving a popular 
repreaentation to the great city nf Edin- 
burgh, aa an introduction to a gradual 
reform of the repreoentation of Scotland? 
t therefore think we may aay they would 
not do any of these things. They would 
net part with the nomination borOughs, 
They would not grant repreaentatives to 
the great unrepreaenied^ towns. They 
would not distranchise the rotten bo- 
roughs. They would not reform the 
representation of Scotlandt Ifhen I am 
at a loss to see iji what their reftym 
would coDsi8t> or* these things being 
winitted, what would remain in a measure 
of reform. 

But rperhaps they have altered their 
opinions on some of these matters. 1 
cannot tell. 4 can only judges from their 
former opinions till they lay beiere me 
the plan which is to develope their new.j 
ones. They say they have a plan ready. 

1 presume some one has it cut and dry 
in bis pocket, or in a pigeon hole of his 
escrutoire^ but when we desire to see 
it, that It may be laid beside the one 
that has been offered to us, in order that 
we may compare them. No. — he re- 
fuses to produce it, or to tell us a wo|d 
of its contents, but keeps it locked up in 
bis escrutoire, of which he has one key,^ 
and, I suppose the Duke of VVeliington 
the other. ^ 

But the most whimsical objection to 
tVie reform proposed, is that statt^l by a 
gallant general, lately a governor of 
another presidency. The gallant gene*' 
ral is said to have declared, that if thw 
nomination and rotten- boroughs were 
done away, India would Hot be repre* 
sented in the House of CktxnmODS of Bog' 
land, and the valiant general has die*, 
covered, not only that the best way, but ■ 
that the only possible way by which In- 
dia can be represented, is by' Ids repre- 
senting tbe Duke of Northumberland. 
Now this reasoning 1 . GimHO|'’ltdlomv 
and 1 have two reasons agaibat it First, 

I doubt whether Sir John MalcoJiii wcald v 
be a good representative, of «»Iadia, bow*^ 
soever be was elected — and secondly^ ' I .. 
am quite persuaded that thn Dcute of ' 
Northumberland, whom he does yepr#* 
seat, dues not care a faitb^g about 
India. Whether the Bast India Compm^ 
ny enjoy the monopoly of thn trade in 
(or |he trndo is opeEtdi 


and the trade of India thus encouraged ; 
or how much cotton, or opium, or whe« 
ther any at all is sent from (odia to 
China ; oraugar or cotton from India to 
Europe, d^s not coOcern him in tbo 
least. He will not drink one cup of 
tea the less or the more, and 1 hope ho 
consumes no opium. But it is said that 
tbe nomination boroughs belong to tho 
peerage of England, and that they form 
the great shield which stretches its pro- 
tection over tha Jieads of her nobility. 
Now to this I have to say, that it is a 
most insecure canopy ; and that in fact 
these boroughs do not belong to the peer- 
age of England generally Some of them 
have this species of property, but they 
iTave it not as a body, and olbeis Lave it 
who form no part of the aristocracy, 
and have no connection with the peerage 
of England. They belong some to some 
of the peers, but ofhers to country geU- 
letmeu, and persUiaa of the monied inter- 
est. They come Into the market, and are 
to be bought by any one who chuses, 
and they do not fetch a very enormous 
price; for though the commodity is 
scarce the buyers are yet scarcer. There 
are few people who desire to have seats in 
the Housa^of Commons ih perpetuity. Tbs 
grektt^obiiity do noi want them, for they 
hav^e^ nothing to ask. It is those who 
want to uet a peerage, or those who 
being in the House of Feeisbut ol a re- 
cent date desire to get a step in ths 
peerage, or persons of the monied in- 
terest who want favouis from the mi. 
nister, to who«d these boroughs are im- 
porten^ Fe^rseno whose interests and 
ohjects'^e not only Irom, but 

Opposed^ tq those of tbs aristocracy. 
There are but Yew who possess or desirs 
this sorh of parliamentary interest for 
its own sake, to be* used independently 
for other than selfish purposes. 

1»For the rotten . or venal boroughs, no 
one CUD 4ottbt but they are at tbe dispo- 
" sal of the monied interest, chiefly if not 
entirely. l«stvmenot be misunderstood. 
Tcohsidl^r ths^ monied interest a very 
res pet^abls interest, and as well entitled 
tpjl>6 represented as any other interest, 
’fisdjlt is not entitled to be so represented 
ai t%||mder it iodepeudent of personal 
character, and easily capable of forming 
sdeh eombinations in Parliament, by tho 
onAay of money alone, as to control tbo 
minsitcr for interested purposes. Tbo 
history of our government is fall of 
iEob iMtincss of control* They WUb cw 
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tlie colonies beings represented hj means 
of nomination and Tenat bonm^ha ; bow 
comes it that the sugar refiners of Eng'- 
land hare prerailed to prohibit the sugar 
growers of the West Indies from refining 
their own sugar, and obliging them to 
send it to England to be refined, and 
then to carry it bark to the West Indies, 
to preserve their own fruiis with. Who 
has prevented the introduciion of East 
India sugar into England, upon equ^T 
terms? Ili»w came it, that the timber 
trade defeat<>d the iniuisiry, in the last 
House of C.)inia()iis, on a question of 
great interest to the commerciai, agricuN 
tural. Hod general in’ereat^ of the coun- 
try ? i^ut t< us it must always he, when 
a small number of persons can procur^, 
for ni -riey, HO many seats in the House 
ot Ooinnions, as upon questious which 
CTCcii'' no very geuergl interest, enable 
them to iioid ilie hatjlfce of the rotes. 

For India in particular, what she 
wants is not so tnucb. at least in the 
first iosiaure, \o be represented in Par> 
lianietit, as to exclude those whose iiicer- 
esis «re opposed to hers, from the power 
of so combining, as ui control the min- 
ister, and by rendering him independent 
of an^s but th^ voice of the coatutry, 
leave him at liberty to consult the in- 
terests of the colonies, with refef^nce 
only to the general interests of 'the 
empire. 

Gentlemen, I have already trespassed 
too long on your attention, 1 will only 
add, that 1 agree cordially in this ad- 


dress; that of His Majesty too mucK 
cannot bo said, as well for the firmness 
of his conduct, as for the feelings and 
opinions which have led him to take part 
with his people, as he has done upon 
this important occasion. In the expres- 
sion of confidence in the Ministry, I en- 
tirely concur, and T have, therefore, gieat 
pleasure in seconuing this address. 

At the conclusi..n of Sir J. P. Grant’s 
speech, the resolution was fiut amihcar- 
ried. with a slight a'' endment in' the ad- 
sdress, suggested by Mr. It.

leged facts — not6iat they wished to de- 
legate to him duties of inquiry belonging 
to themselves — but under the charitable 
persuasion that hi.s assertion was founded 
lu error, which might thus be removed 
— not in malice which will not he con- 
-vinced. He htis not yet, however, at- 
tempted to sabsU[titTBte his allegations, 
while be renewi his eqdeavo ir to im- 
press the creditors of Palmer and Co. 
with the heltef;?that the creditors have 
been wronged, and leaves the inference 
to he drawn that the assignees have, hy 
their acquiescence, connived at such 
injury.

We were much surprised, in common 
with many' others, hy «q extraordinary 
docnmeiit which appea?e4 . 'id the India 
GaMfUte of the 2d AfiTil, idlfg^d io he a 
report, of proceediDgs at a professed 
public meeting of Messrs, t^aimer.and 
Co.^8 Creditors) on the of last Prbm- 
/arjr* Tha report consisiod of spsochso 


from two individual en;ditors. Messrf. 
Dick and Lycke, and of certain abortivo 
resoluticns and petitions, which it does 
not appear, that those who may have 
been present at this meeting, were 
minded to sign. 

The Report was of conrse commented 
on hy our contempoi ary editorially after 
liis manner — and we shall say as littla 
as possible of the good taste or fairness 
of the rash and reprehensible mode 
adopted, in taking lor gospel the angry 
^ extravagances of parties sufiering un- 
der real losses and imaginary wrongs. 
There is, Heaven knows, enough ol real 
sulFering a^od wrong bound up in the un- 
fortunate event retei^red to, without in- 
dulging ill any extravagance or exag- 
geration. An Editor does well always 
to bear this in mind, even when a suf- 
fering party may not be expected to bo 
on his guard. 

We demurred to repub li.sh any of 
thi>se documents for similar reasons to 
those hinted at on the .3d April, in 
another contemporary, the John Bull, 
We were assured, on strict enquiry, that 
many of the allegations were either 
wholly unfounded or greatly exaggera- 
ted, even four and five fold ! and wo 
feared, therefore, to embroil ourselvca 
witii our old friend the libel law. Mote- 
oyer we doubted if the reported speeches 
had been really delivere.i in February, 
(^011 account ot sundry allusions to events 
of recent ilale. which looked as it thero 
had been rooking up in the mitt ter. 

Jit the India Gazette however of the .3cl 
April, a letter appeared from the assig- 
nees of IVles&r.s Palmer and Co, denying 
in toto the main allegation of traudulent 
ahfitractioti of indigo, and showing that 
one of the speakers had been repeatedly 
challenged to proof and discussion of his 
complaints, in vain. 

We have ourselves received several 
letters, three of which we publish, on 
various points of Messrs. Dick’s^ and 
Lycke’s accusations ; and as the whole 
case seems 4o have already obtained a 
puhiiciti, which our reprint may now 
extend beneficially, in as much as we 
give both bane and antidote, we have, 
accordingly, republished the whole thing. 
On the conduct ol our brother Editor in

We yesterday adverted to' a report 
which appeared in the hidia Gazette, 
professing to give an account of the pro- 
ceedings at a meeting of the creditors of 
the late firm of Palmer and Co. held at 
the Exchange on the 2’2nd, February, As 
the speeches deliiPered by Mr. Lycke 
and Mr. DTck, the report of which was 
tarnished to our rontemporary by tfs3 
speakers themselves, contain most seri- 
ous charges, not only against tiie mem- 
bers of the insolvent firm, but also a- 
gainst the asiignees, ami the roemhers 
of the London house of Cockerell, Trail, 
and Co., we did not think it fit to give 
any additional publicity to these accu- 
sations until we had made inquiries 
into the facts of the rase. We have 
therefore been at some pains to ascer- 
tain what foundation there is for the 
statements pot forth in the India Gn- 
zeite, and in now republishing the re- 
port of the meeting, and the editorial re- 
marks of our contemporary, we feel it 
our duty to lay before our readers the 
result of the inquiries wo have made. 
We would, however, in the first place, 
refer them to a letter republished from 
yesterday’s India Gazette, signed by 
Messrs, Mackintosh and Co. the secre- 
taries to the* assignees. 

Mr. Dick says truly enough, that he 
solely, and in rain, resisted the carrying 
on of the insolvent estate ^^in other 
words, he alone prpp^eed' to throw away 
the property for which purchasers 
would not come foru^rd. Mr. Dick 
having heard that the giant ppirit of Ke- 
form is stalking abmd, he hopes that 
he may take CaloiiHit in his. travels, and 
drive away the tyranny and corruption 
of those who disapprove the ingenious 
scheme for com f(^r ting*, the creditors, by 
giving them notbiifi^ tcf hope for ! Bui if 
onr information be <tttd we ham 

every reason to plape reliance 

upon its accuracy, Mr; wotdd seem 
to be rather out of his elj^ent when he 
comes to deal with fac^. jThe house of 
Cockerell,. TrsU* nud npt a 


hundred and fifty taJ^g, hut about the 
third partol thgt sum ; an amount suffi- 
ciently large in all conscience, but not 
exactly a ground for envy, although Sir 
Charles Cockerell andMr.Trail did make 
large fortunes in India, in mote prosper- 
ous times, than their successors fell upon. 
Although Mr. Dick seems to have attend- 
ed occasionally at the Supreme Court, it 
is not quite clear that he iintlerstanda 
English law terms; otherwise he would 
have known the difference between mu- 
iuality and identity, anj have under- 
stood that when the Court used the 
words mutual trusts,” they wnuld not 
more cleat*ly have expressed their con- 
viction that the twp estuhlishments of 
Cockerel), Trail and Co. and Palmer 
and Co. did not form one and the same 
body. He is wrong again in asserting 
that they were partners in any ar count 
at the date of Palmer and Co ’a insol- 
vency ; and as we understand he had 
occasion to hear his assertion disproved 
in the Supreme Court, he ought, in can- 
dor, to have rectified his erior when he 
sent his speech to be printed He is also 
wrong in his notion, that tiie balance of 
the exchange account formed the bulk of 
the claim of Cockerell, Trail and Co.; 
for, in point of fact, when the account 
name to be adjusted, the balance formed 
not the bulk, hut the part of Cocke- 
rell, Trail and Co.’s claim. Mr. Brown* 
*l-igg seems to have satisfied bis part- 
ners, who 'had at least good Opportu- 
nities of disputing the point, that he 
was entitled to the sum he withdrew, hs 
his, share of the divided profits, after 
leaving a proportion to go against bud 
debts. But Mr. Bro^nrigg did not take 
away eight lakhs; although entitled by 
his apcount to fully more tlian thai sum, 
he took away but .^45.01)0, sin rendei ing 
the remainder to the firiu,..to be adiled 
to the general account of profits, in which 
he was ncr longer himself to participate. 
So far from Mr. Brownrigg believing 
the house to be insolvent, be risked all 
he did take on quitting the firm, by put- 
ting it into' Cockerell, Trail and Co.’s 
house., shoring with them the risk of 
greatly extending the acconamodatioa 
thali|had previously been allowed to Pal- 
mer Co. say from £150,000 to 
£600,(100. If Mr. Brownrigg really be- 
lieved the house of Palmer and Co. 
was insolvent, .he must have been a great- 
er goose ihan his friends took him for, 
to run the risk of losing the. golden eggn

We will now notice a few of the facts 
set forth in Mr. Lycke’s oration. He 
commences hy ascribing the failure of 
Palmer and Co. not to misfortune or un- 
foreseen causes, but to nothing more or 
less than an unwarrantable abstraction 
of monies, goods, &c. and a shameful ex- 
penditure of other suina and property ; 
yet it appears from his next sentence, 
that the iiouse was insolvent before 'any 
sbaaieful abstraction took place; namely, 
before Mr. Brownrigg left it; a fact 
which, before examining tlie books, had 
been satisUcionly proved fo His mind, 
by its having been %not only a common 
report in the bazar of Calcutta, but the 
same in the streets of London.*’ After 
such satisfactory proof that Mr Brown- 
rigg knew the bouse to be insolvent, it is 
nothing surprising that Mr. Lycke, on 
examining the books of the hi m, found 
“ what WHS so generally asserted to be 
perfectly true.” In spite, however, of this 
powerful corroboration, some people, 
will, perhap.s, still doubt not merely the 
tr\ith of the report, but the capacity of 
Mr. Lycke to discover, by the books, 
whether it was true or not ; and bis pru- 
dence and forbearance are alike to be 
commended for not having made an 
athdavit of the fact in the Insotveift 
Court. As to the instance of the ** ab- 
straction” of the indigo from the go- 
downs ou a Sunday, it is gredtly to be 
feared that there is in it much that the 
members of the late firm might be called 
to a severe account for, were the epis 
copal authority here on the alert ; fur 
it is a S id fact, that similar, abstrac- 
tions” used to take place every Sunday 
during the shipping season, whenever 
any pretext tor such Sabbath-breaking 
was afforded by the urgency of dispatch- 
ing a ship on a stated day ; and aL 
though the ** abstractions” on the day 
in question consisted chiefly of indigo, 
for the Bedford and Nancy (not to 
mention a box of millinery delivered 
to its address) yet the bmrks show that 
on former Sundays, silks^ also and 
various other goods were similarly 
** abstracted” to a very large amcmt- 
It does not appear, however, that^ ai^/ 
monies or saltpetre were so ** abstract-' 
ed,” or that any of the said nbstrac- 
lions” ever became missing ; ” ail beiQ|^ 
found either in the account of consign 
meats for f arioas parties id Europe, or 


of goods sold and delivered- Mr. Lycko 
says, he will show proofs. Why does he 
not then ? Who or what hinders him ? 
His chivalrous forbearance indeed saves 
Mr. Brownrigg from his desperate aU 
tack ! Mr. Brownrigg has lefi the coun* 
try ? But have the partners of tlie late 
firm left the country ? Or has '■* the par- 
ticular friend ” of one of the pariuera 
purchased his indemuity by retiring 
from the stage ? If Mr. Lycke really 
ca esso mftch for the widow and the 
I orpnau," way uoes iie mu asuei i<tiu mv 
truth of what he insinuates or asserts, 
instead of endeavouiiug to excite un- 
lounded dissatisfaction in the minds of 
those who require soothing and consol a- 
tif|p, not irritation and excite ment, to 
lalliate their misfortunes ? The oracu- 
ar information of the “ individual,” that 
the books will show the remittauces of 
each partner, and that though it is 
po.s8ible (hat a certain shipmeui of han- 
danoes may not appear in tegular course, 

yet that Mr. can show how it 

was written off,” is quite of a pier a 
with the otheriuares’ nests wliioh havo 
been discovered ; as is aLso the annimuce* 
ment, that profits in bills of ex- 

change will be found ^in said books. 
The “ individual” unfortunately forgot 
to say whether these profits, which “ were 
very Urge,'’ belonged to the retiring 
paitueis alone, or to the lemaiuing firm. 
If to the Utter, as may be piesumed till 
the contrary be proved, it is difficult to 
see bow the fact bears upon the case of 
grievance. But. Mr. Lvclce maintains 
that this circumstance shows how very 
anxious the partners were to secure 
something for a future day. Perhaps 
Mr Lycke can explain also how these 
very cunning and cautious retiring part- 
ners, (two ^f them, at least, Mr. Hob- 
hou.se and Mr. Hall?) came to leave such 
large sums to their respective credits pn 
the books of the firm, that they now 
cUlni to rat© as creditors to a very con* 
sideWde amount, upwards of two lakhs 
each. 

VVe were told at one time that the 
house was rendered insolvent not by 
misfortuoe but by plunder. Afterwards 
it was said, or at least insiimated, that 
fhe period of msolvency was just ante- 
rior to Browi^igg^s retiring — but now 
we come to the discovery that the insol- 
vency dates as far back as the time Mr. 
brownrigg joineeji. the house, and Mr, 
Lycke claims the right “ to infer that 
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ikuch wtt§ the case for many years 
preceding that period. ” Granted ; but 
vhat tiiea becomes of the preceding 
assertion, that the insolvency was ibe 
consequence of the abstractions of pro> 
perty comc&itted by Mr. Brownrigg and 
the other late partners ? Leaviitir Mr. 
Lyoke and his ^ individual ” fri«*nd to 
settle that point between them, and car- 
ing as little as Mr. Lycke whether Vlr. 
Brownrigg comiived at the deposit on 

a e of paper placed hy the owners at 
screti <n of the fi in, or only did not r 
take the ^eiFectual meas-ire to prevent 
Buch maW'Irsations, by platjing the names 
of those owners oil the paper, it may be 
as well to notic.-*, that the extent or such 
malversation has been inagdlfied by tlse 
orator, according to a welt knaWn ligure 
of rhetoric, in the trifling ration of five 
to one ; and that this sum has been dis- 
pooed of, very wrongfully, to the benefit 
of Mr. Lycke and the other book credi- 
tors. It would, therefore, be mos^ just as 
well as praise*W(>,rthy. that dr. Dick and 
Mr. Lycke should set the example of 
subscribing their diviibmdtf to tlie extent 
of eight lacks, bebire they touch an ana 
arising from the estate property. This 
is oalTing on then for only one mth of 
thA pity the case is .supposed by them 
selves to require, and such “ generous 
souls, aitve to others* woes, forgetful of 
theilf own*^ cannot tail to adopt so simple 
and yet so effeetual amsoggestion. 

We have been led to extend our re- 
marks far beyond what we originally ia< 
tebded, but Mre cannot part with Mr. 
Jjycke wiibO^^ saying iifTew words upon 
bis notion of the injustice and impro- 
priety of certain claims being admt^d 
upon ibe private estates of ibe partners, 
though our liipits oblige us to postpone 
them till to-mOrrofr. — JohnBt^ll, Aprils, 

In our remarks upon the exaggera- 
tions and mis stateiheiita in Mr. Uick*s "

In resuming our comments upon Mr. 
Lycke’s address to the me<^iing, we pro- 
ceed to observe, that he alleges ail the 
late membeis oi the firm of Palmer and 
Co. were as poor a.9 be gars when they 
entered the house, and, therefore, could 
not, in conscience, have acquired any 
private property while they were^^nem- 
bers. But even if we should grant that 
those of recent admission had not either 
friends or fortune, or probable means of 
subi^isteuce. till they joined the house-— 
will Mr. Lycke venture to assert that the 
head of tftV Arm diil at no time possess 
means and property i f his own, independ- 
ently of tlie profits of thehou^e, to an 
extent greater than the aggregate 
amount of fortunes which the Into r< til- 
ing partners are said to have abstracted 
from it ? Had he no claim to call his 
furniture his own, whose character had 
nut only brought credit and ptofitabla 
business to the house, hut to whom a 
larsce amount of propeity had been be- 
queathei),as tokens of regard and gra- 
titude, by those who had the best meaua 
of kiibwing his worth, or esliuiatmg hie 
genet osity ? Yei it seems there are 
feeiiiigs wiiicb can lead some men to 
Question the right, (not of his enjoying 
sfich acquisitions, for if the law permit- 
^ted him to do so, we may safely say ha 
would only at must have varied the ob- 
jects to wboin the distribution should be 
mkde, not have appiopriated them to 
iiimeelf,) but of applying them in any 
wit^ eXQjept that which might promote 
their own immedate advantage. As for 
the , other meuibet'S of the firm, does Mr. 
Lycke mean to assert that they had no 
claim to the nse of the means necessary 
to support their station in society, be- 
'cause the truiU of their toil and anxiety 
were still inadequate to repair the losses 
caused by the misfortune or misconduct 
‘ of others, or their own occasional over- 
sights ? Again on what ground can ho 
object to ttustees recovering from their 
CO trustee, who placed the trust money 
in his firm, all that they can ; giving up 
ot ^onrse-Aheir claim on the firm ; wiiicb 
has^owever received all sneb ttust mo- 
nies to. the advantage of Mr. Lyckaand 
ofbefe ? Snpfiiosing in one of the casea 
alfnded to, the partner in question had 
Implied the trust funds to a private spe- 
culation of his own, instead of placing 
ihem in the houae’-^vroald Mr. Lyoke 
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baTe been tbe^ worse, if the money 
had been returned in full, in consequence 
of the fortunate result of the adventure ? 
And so lonpr as the co-truste^s can get 
back only 75 per cent, of their money, 
what right has be to say that they are 
paid out of money which ought to go 
to the general creditors ? In one of the 
ras^S which Mr. bycke has so delicately 
brought forward, the t^usteea can claim 
on only one of the partners, and. they 
recover 40 per cent ; in the other case 
they recover from two of the partners,* 
and are, consequently, still better od ; 
but had all or even a msjori^y of those 
in whose option it lay to claim either 
from the joint eslbte or the estates of 
any of the separate parties, chosen to 
claim on the latter, they would not, in 
most cases, have had four per cent, to re- 
ceive instead of 40 or upwards, — and 
this Mr. Lycke calls “ partiality and 
favoritism !’’ Whether, indeed, he means 
the partiality of the law, or of the cre- 
ditors, or of the partners, does not ex> 
actly appear — nor is it, indeed, of the 
smallest consequence to know. He next, 
in the overflowing of his charity^ gives 
a gentle hint to the creditors not to al- 
low the late partners to earn a liveli- 
hood for themselves and their families^/ 
He must be aware that one of ihoge 
partners was scarcely known as a part- 
ner, till be found himself involved, at * 
his very entrance into business, in the 
common calamity of his father and 
friends. He must be aware also of the . 
situation and conduct of another^ of 
those partners, whose character even 
our contemporary of tbe India Gazette 
has allowed to be “ unimpeacbed and 
unimpeachable,’’ and yet, lest the anima- 
ting spirit of “ Fresgrave and Co.” q.nd 
Crane and Oo.” should be permitted 
to exercise their talents and industry 
openly and avowedly, Mr. Lycke warns 
off tho-se who would come forward to 
release the head of the late firm, and his 
unoffending son ! And what .does Mr. 
Lycke hope to gain by aUttfis? What 
by accusing of deliberate peijary, not 
merely the partners of the l^te firm, 
but the assignees, who gave tli nn 
mate of the value of the pf ibe 

estate far beyond what, from well koowli 
circumstances, it is now ppssibls thly 
can produce? Wo fear this is blit 
another example of that nnfortnn^ta 
propensity of human natjure, wbicb 
laskes a man seek i^eiief from his own 


pain by inflicting wounds on others ; 
and lamentable it is that, blinded by the 
intemperance of such a feeling, men 
should rush so desperately at their ob* 
ject as to care not what weapons they 
use for the purpose. After the history 
of the abstraction ” of the 450 chests 
of “ indigo,” no one can be surprised 
at the assertion that, 5,000 Rupees wero 
abstracted fo^ a buggy and horse, 10,000 
for a masked Ball and Supper, -and 
20,000 for an entertainment given to my 
Lord this, and ray Lady that. 

In taking our leave of this subject, 
the discussion of which is in every re- 
spect most painful, we cannot help join- 
ing the Editor of the Hvrkaru in his ex- 
pressioj^ of regret at the course which 
has been adopted hj i\ie India Gazetie^ 
in regard to it.

opinion with the John Bull, but we do 
yo with nnmixcd satisfaction on the pre* 
.scut o'vusitin. In matters like this se- 
vere love I'l truth, tempered by honor- 
able feeling aloii” has to do, and tho 
subject IS unconnected with party or po- 
lit cH. Tne censures of the Bull in the 
anatysKs we allude to, are or ought to be 
more galling, b cause of tU'*i» mildness 
and evident treedom from any ieeling 
al led to personality and bitteines.'*. 

With regard to the defence of the fw- 
dia Gazette Editor, we shall say a.<» lit- 
tle sTs possible, that we may not prolong 
needlessly, a diRcuswiou which inu.st be 
fruitless. A disputant so sturdy as our 
infallible contemporary is beyond our 
powers Credulously, and without tak- 
ing the trouble toroake the smallest in- 
quiry into suspicions charges br.vuglit by 
interested parties, he raaishais a iiozeu 
of the blackest accusations against fall- 
, en wen ; calmly argue| on and con- 
^demns fiom them as fUcts, and when all 
ilia facts arepvoved to; be utterly worth- 
less, eiLceptone al« ne-— and tbatmalevo- 
lently^'^uilipiied five times— still our 
candid cojitemporary gdes on, pretend- 
ing that be had ri»atelAhis whole case on 
that one-fifth of a single fact ; and takes 
no riVitice. nor says a word of all the rest 
of the array, which had been blown to 
the winds. 

Nothing is easier than f t one of our 
fraternity, self seated as we are in the 
chair lif judgment, to dissert copiously 
of impaniality, of principle.^. <>1 sacri- 
fices, of virtuously tenacious purpose, 
and so firth; but such pretensions 
must be su^iported by cor rr. ‘.ponding 
acts of fairness' or they become mere 
vulgar common place ; and tenacity- 
of wrong doing is not a virtue, what- 
sover our contemporary’s habits 'if view- 
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in^ 0 iich thiags may lead him to sap- 

pose. 

These remarks are drawn from ns by 
the great disappointment we have felt in 
coromnti with many others, at the signal 
unfairness of the Editorial paragraphs 
in the India Gazette of the 6th ApVtl — 
4>ne would have thought that their author, 
even if too proud ta admit error, or too 
eold to atone for injury, would at least 
have beenjusf enough to take /h//iiotioe 
of the Assignees’ official denial of the in- 
digo fraud, and other allegations. It 
might have been supposed too, that the 
Brownrigg and Lady D’Oyly charges 
would have been at least alluded to, as 
things impossible and absurd, and prov- 
ed to be so, by our correspondents. ^ 
fiat none of all these things are 
touched on ; all are passed over with 
calm indifference, and the mistaken re- 
mark, that the authors of the stories are 
solely responsible for their truth; not 
tbose who have propagated and perse^ 
vere in propagating them. Our coutem- 

f mrary dwells only on one admitted and 
amentable lact; about which there ne- 
Ter has been, and never could be, but one 
opinion; and even in lingering over that, 
be testifies no compunction forbaiviQg 
been accessary <b the sin of exaggera- 
ting it five fol J.— fiengfu/ Hurkaru and 
Chronicle, April 6. 

We are not anxious to prolong the 
discussion which has arisen on the aifaiis 
of Messrs. Palmer and Co., nor are we 
anxious to discourage its continuan e, 
if the friends of the late firm think that 
there is any good likely to arise out of it«^ 
We now return to the subject, not from 
any respect which we owe to those who 
advocate the opposite view of the ques- 
tion, hut front the deference which is due 
to the public, to whometheir r^arks are 
addressed. 

The public will perceive and appreciate 
the character of the policy vrhich has 
been adopted pn this occasion. Every 
thing has been said and done to divert 
attention from the leading and most im- 
portant fact of the case^^the illegal and 
criminal appropriation of the most sacred 
description of private property, and the 
tolerai^dh with which a series of such acta 
has been attended in Indian society. To 
thege facts our remarks, oa both the oc- 
casions on which we have expressed an 
opinion, have been strictly confined. They 
ore the ^only points on which we hare 


formed, or expressd, or tinted an opini- 
on. On these points, therefore, we should 
have been met, if met at all ; but that 
would not suit the views of our oppo- 
nents and reprovers, ’fheir object seems 
to have been, by a brief and hasty ad- 
mission of what could not be denied, to 
keep the leading facts as much out of 
view as possible, and then to occupy the 
public attention wiih other details. 
We have been blamed fur publishing 
the report, and we have been accused of 
|dopting and sanctioning all its state- 
ments. We have been censured for 
speaking out, and we are censured for 
preserving ^silence. Reproach and mis- 
representation are d’^alt out with no 
sparing hand. We expected such a storm 
of indignation from certain qu^irters. 
We were prepared for it, and we are 
unmoved by it. What we ask of the 
disinterested and independent pottionof 
the community, is to observe the purpose 
for which this storm is raised. It is to 
obscure, to mystify, to conc-'al the real 
matter at issue. Let them judge between 
us and our opponents accordingly. 

A few words, we hope, will suffice to 
repel the allegations and misrepresenta- 
tions that have been directed agaiost 
us, ami the course we have pursued. 
Our original sin was the mere piiblica- 
tioa of the report, eien with those cur- 
tailments which we made in mercy to 
ttiose who now assail us. Now, let it be 
recollected'that this report was a report 
ot th6 proceedings of a meeting, cer tainly 
less known and worse attended than it 
ought to have been, but held at the Ex- 
v:l)pnge, the most public place in Calcutta, 
anff Ki'iowo to, an^ attended by, a con- 
siderable proportion of the resident cre- 
ditors of the late fiun — and that every 
statement which we have published, 
with the exception of one; in which a 
error appears, was made 
at toe meeting, and in much stronger 
language of condemnation than we have 
ventured to insert. Let these facts be 
considered, knd then let it be asked with 
what face any objection can be made 
to the greater publicity given to these 
statements by the press, — and that by 
those who, in former times, poured forth 
their wit, their scorn, and their wrath, in 
ample libations against the doctrine of 
^pernicious publicity.*’ Who does not 
see why publicity is now deprecated 
and denounced with a soreness of feeling, 
and a bitterness of malice far greater 
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than Pamna erir brought to bear 
against it? Some men seem to act as 
if all mankind were deaf, and dumb, and 
blind, except themselves, or to think that 
by hoodwinking themselves, they hood- 
wink others. The indisputable benedt 
proceeding from the publication of the 
report, was to give a public opportunity 
to those who felt themselves injured by 
Messrs. Lyokk and Dice’s assertions, 
to refute such as are wi.hout foundation, 
while what is indefensible is at the same 
time shown in its true colours. 

The next assertion to be noticed is, 
that we made ourselves responsible for 
the rorrectness of Messrs. Lycke and 
Dick’s statements. This is asserted in a 
paper which has frequently disclaimed 
responsibility for the statements and 
sentiments of others to wlkich it gives 
publicity. We will only remind our 
readers that we knew nothing of the 
meeting until after it had taken place ; 
and that Messrs. Lycke and Dick be- 
came expressly answerable for every 
statement the report contained, of which 
a distinct intimation was given by the 
announcement of their names. 

We are next told that we have not 
taken notice of the assignees’ oihcial 
denial of the alleged indigo fraud, v. e. 
We are first accused of having taken part 
against them, and then of not having 
taken part in their favour. To this we • 
have only to say, that we are ne^ither the 
accusers nor the defenders of the assign- 
ees. Their accusers we cannot be, for 
we have no knowledge i»f their transac- 
tions, beyond what is known to the rest 
of the world : their defenders, we need 
Dot be, for they are quite competent to 
defend themselves. We quite as readily 
published Messrs. Mackintosu and Co.’s 
letter, on the part of the assignees, as we 
did the report uf Messrs. LycrE and 
Dick ; and we are now prepared to pub- 
lish any refutation of what are called the 
Bkownbigg and Lady D’Oyly charges, 
that is communicated to ua on proper 
authority. 

Finally, we are told that we malevo- 
lently multiplied one single admitted 
and lamentable fact five times*, This is 
another instance in which we are made 
answerable for the statements of Messrs, 
Lycke and Dick. Not a single syllable 
of condemnation that we have pronounc- 
ed derives Any part of its force from the 
amount appropriated, whether ei gbt 
lakhs or forty, and the only sum we have 
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actually mentioned is tbe smaller of the 
two. Before Messrs. Lycke and Dick bad 
said or written a word on the subject, 
every man in Calcutta was acquainted 
with the single admitted and lamentable 
fact, and had formed his own estimate 
of its legal and moral guilt, without 
being accurately aware of the amount. 
What i i the public to think of tbe effron- 
tery and moral principle of a writer who 
is not asbamed to speak of the spoliation 
of 800,000 rupees, infilicting misery on 
I widows, and orphans, the poor and the 
needy, as “ i of a single fact ?’ Is such 
the state of public morality in Calcutta ? 

In this discussion we have performed 
a painful public duty, from which we dn 
iu.\ perceive lhat our situation as a 
public writer vvould permit us to he ex- 
cused. We leave it very much in tbe 
hands of others, to determine whether it 
shall be continued or allowed to drop, 
equally wlliing to accept either alterna- 
tive. In the mean time we have thn 
satisfaction of believing, and to soma 
extent ot knowing, that we enjov the ap- 
piobation of those who, unbiassed by 
partial interests, regard tbe rights of 
property as sacred, cherish that good 
faith which is essential in dealings be- 
tween man and man, and practise the 
duties, as well as profess the principles, 
of public and private morality.*— 
Gazette ^ April 7. 

We republish, in another column, the 
elaborate vindication which our contem- 
porary of the India GazeUe has felt it 
necessary to put forw ard in reply to our 
own and the Hurlarus observations on. 
the culpable credulity with winch he re-

title deeds, divested leai property of 
its character of assets. Both the rules 
were brought on tojfether. 

Mr. Pf inspp.inr tlie iMiiiutiff/contend- 
ed, that an equity ot reiiemptiou was 
assets in the hands of an execuror. and 
had always been so treated since the es- 
tahlishnient of this Court, though lie 
could not. find that the point had b»'en 
ever expressly decided, and admitted 
that, of late years, doubts had beeu 
thrown upon it both from the Bench 
and the Bar. Doubts, however, in the 
face of practice as old as the Court it- 
aelf, could be no ground of decision : 
ractice undisturbed must be taken to 
e declaration of the law. For the uni- 
formity of the practice of taking all 
interests in land on execution, and 
them aiiaeta on the laade of the 


expcutor, he cited the express word* 
of Sir P MHCuaglitcii, on his i>rlnteil 
ar||jUitient ot the crt.^c of Joseph v. Jlo- 
landson, p 5'. And this wa.s uot prac- 
tice only, but was consistent willi the 
statutes and (bartcis. \^ ith legard

which, in respv'ct of ex^^cution and se- 
que-it’ .'ilioo, was iti sliurar terms, vet 
I'luds vvecf* Jilvv.ivs tak«'5i and sold. 'I’he 
ciiarter <»f 177 1, udicr? hy this Court was 
esiahlfshed, give h more extensive re- 
medy agains; " hoiisps, lands, debts and 
other eftVcls ica'- andpei Bonal -In fact, 
gave the piocfss of this Court as wide 
a range ' s tiiat of extent in England. 
Nav, the term “ extent” was expressly 
used in the Charter, as applied to the 
seizure of debt — which cleat ly pointed 
out the intention ot the charter. Equity 
r>l‘ redrrn- tisn was liable to seizure in 
extent. ( .Manning’s Exchequer, p. 39 64). 
Whatever was seizable in execution 
as htdtts natatetix in the hands of ilie 
executor, was assets in his hands to be 
administered. Ifany dqnbt existed be- 
fore on this bead, Mr Pergusson’s Act, 
as it was called, [9 Geo, 4 c. 3.3 had 
entirely remove * it, (§ 3 and 4). As 
to administration, the chatter had not 
been very precise : yet on th« fair con- 
struction. and especially with relerenco 
to the statute above menlivmed, lands 
roust be taken to have been included. 
The charter of 1726, had given ndeed* 
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sistration of ** debts and estate’* in one 
' |>aper, iti another, of ** debts, effects, and 
estate and so had the Charter of 
1763: while the statute 39 4 Geo. 3, 
used in one passage the teim assets,” 
in the other “ effects,” and the charter 
had used no less than three different 
forms of expression. 

The constt action put by the Court 
snust tberfore determine ; and that cun- 
atruction had been uuilorra as to real 
estate being assets. Whether Equity 
of Kederoption, though an equitable in- 
terest, was legal or' only equitable 
as8t>ts, was long a disputed point even 
in England. (Tollie on* executors, p. 
415}: but the process of this Court 
reached even debts andcAo.ses in 
which was more than even a sequestra- 
tion could do in England. As to the 
second point, it was wholly inconsistent 
with the first; for the argument was 
then— a legal estate, which wasjclem^ 
assets, was rendered not so by an etpP^ 
able interest outstanding ; while it was 
contended, that an equitable estate was 
not assets, because the legal estate was 
outstaiidiog ; thus neither could be got 
at by the creditor. The sheriff hero 
always sold in execution the light, ti- 
tle, and interest*"’ of, the party — which 
words had been adopted from the prac- 
tice of the exchequer in extents; and 
numberless titles rested on no bettor 
foundation : sales by the Sheriff, jointly 
with the mortgagee, were daily adver- 
tized ; and had always been held to 
convey the whole interest. If a con* 
trary doctrine were now to be establish- 
ed, titles which bad of late sustained a 
rude'enough shock, would be destroyed 
altogether. 

Mr. Cleland, for the Defendant, urged 
the hardship on an executor who might 
be held liable fur what he fleither had 
in possession nor could dispose, of. An 
equitable mortgage was held to be a bar 
to the rights of the Crown in extent 
(Caibred V. Attorney General, 6 Price) ; 
and, by a parity of reason, land subject 
to it cotdd neither be assets nor liable to 
execution here. Equity of redemption 
was in Eo^lland seizable by no common 
law process, except in the exchequer ; 
and the creditor must resort to his reme- 
dy .»« equity. 

Tk€ Chief Jvetice bwft interposed with 
a suggestion, that by ctnisent the parties 
might have equal benefit, without the 
expense of equity-^if the Plsinfiff would 


be content to taka ssAsfaction out of the 
lauds in question. Defendant consenting 
to proceed to sell, subject to the mort- 
gage, or to redeem and sell, or to satisfy 
the Plaintiff out of the proceeds. If 
compelled to decide, he was inclined to 
think the Court must hold the equity of 
redemption to be assets, but yei not to 
be liable to execution. Unless proposed 
for a decision, however, he did not wish 
to determine the point. 

The Court having acquiesced in the 
proposal, no decision was pronounced. 
— Gotif Gaz.

ISSURCHUNDKR DuTT AND ANOTHBR V, 
VVOODYCHUKN I)UTT AND OTHRKS. 

This suit, which has been pending 
since the year 1824, and had been twice 
hi ought on and ordered to stand over for 
want of parties, came at length to a 
final hearing ; and appeared to have 
been commenced by Bill in Equity on 
the part of two of the s ns of Hurloll 
Dutt, against the only son of their 
uncle Russickloll Dutt, as principal de- 
fendant, and the other inembeys of the 
family nf ilurloll and his brothers, for 
an account and partition of real and per- 
sonal estate, which had been originally 
Required by the grandfather, and was al- 
leged to have continued joint between 
*Hurloll and Rossickloll and their respec- 
tive defendants ; and praying for a 
partition. 'I'he other defendants either 
disclaimed or admitted the right of tho 
complainants; but Wood^churn, the 
SOU of ilussickloli,^ filed a plea and 
answer, setting up, by way of defence, 
four several instruments entered into in 
the year 1793, by Hurloll, in his life 
time, with his brother Kussickloli, by 
which the family dwelling house and 
other parcels of real property were al- 
lotted between them, and the residue of 
the real estate was assigned over to 
Russickloll in consideration of a sum 
of Sa. Rs 7,000 in cash, Russickloll tak- 
ing upon himself the whole of the debts 
and liabilities of the grandfather, from 
whom the whole was derived. 

The case occupied several days in 
the bearing: and Mr Prinsep, who ap- 
peared alone for the complainants, con- 
tended, that the instruments, even if pro- 
ved to the satisfaction of the Court, 
were not a bon4 fide transaction, but a 
contrivance between the two brotberr 
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to sTiaretlie fatYipr^s estate between tbem, 
without diArharirini^ the debts, most 
of whic h appeared to he stii) unpaid.— 
in fact, that it was a mere hlind to the 
creditors ; — that as such it was fraudu- 
lent, and nor binding upon the heirs of 
Hurloll. upon whose death Riissickloll 
bad availed him of the infancv of hts 
beiis, to procure an instrument of c*'n 
firniation from the witlow au«i one of be 
infants, which was ^oid, hy rea.voii of in- 
fancy and incapacity, and. instead of 
■trengrbenlng tli * case, only rendered# 
it the more suspicious ; especially as 
Bussickloll had immediarely i^lterwards 
withdrawn himself to Benares, where he 
•pent ilie rt-maindeT of liis life. 

The Advocate Generid^ Sir J Grants 
•nd Afe.s'sra. Turton and Dickens, on the 
other aide, were heaid at gr*'at length; 
anti ins sted that the execution of thr. 
deeds was fully ptoved hv evidence of 
the surviving witnesses, and tliat the ar- 
rangement was shown to haie been ac- 
niesced in ever since ; that tlie con.si- 
erallon in money had been shown to 
have been fully received by Hurloll, and 
was ade^niikte to the value ot the lands 
rele}t>ei|fi t(f> Itiissii khdi. whn h liad since 
been grea‘ly iricrenSf-d in value bv the 
casual circumstance ol the improvements 
effected bv the Lotterv Coiiimittee ; that 
the plea, having thus been uliy support- 
ed by the widow, was a complete an-» 
»wer, h 8 to all the lands so relrased ; 
and that, as to those wliicli remained 
joint, the only partition to winch ct»m- 
plainants were entitled, was one in the 
terms prescribed by tlie instruments 
abovemettiionetl, and not the ordinary 
paitition of family pr(»petty, as asked for 
by the bill, woicli, tlierefore, they insist, 
ed ought to be simply dismissed with 
costs. 

April 2. 

The Court having taken for delibera- 
tion, this day pronounced its deciee, 
with some difference of opinion. The 
Chief Jusdce, after recapituiaiiug tlie 
leadings and facts of the case, stated 
is own iiripression, that the instruments 
relied on in the defence had hy no 
means been satisfactorily proved : never- 
theless, that the lapse of time, and the 
long delay of the complainants, led to 
the fair inference, that some fresh agree- 
ment had heen'Wtered into between the 
bf' thers, which after so many years it 
mi|i;ht be difficult to prove, and would 


be injiiftticye to disturb. He tbongbt, there- 
fore, that, as to all the lands, covered 
by the plea, and released to llnfi8ick)ol)„ 
the Complainants came too lute with 
their claim ; but was ot opinion, that they 
were entitled to a paiiiiion and account 
of the rest, to whicii indeed thr Defen* 
daut, Woodychui n, had, by his ansvrer, 
offered to submit. Tlie other Judges, 
however, concurred in finding the In- 
striimen'g to have been fully e.stabllgbed ; 
and, ina.smucb as the complainaiits had 
failed in the principal object of their siiit^ 
and had wrongly stated their claims, 
even to the rtsidiie. — thought the p»eler« 
able course to be simply to di8mi>s the 
bill vviili coats, reserving to the cum- 
l^ainants the right of preferring a fresh 
bill for the paitition of the lands still re* 
maining joint, if they sbou'd be so advis- 
ed. And such was therefore, the decred 
ot the Court . — Calcutta Courier,

the tollowiii'i' circum.Ht'r»ri es* 'I'lie Do- 
fendunt in J.iniiHrv, 182V’, being abom to 
pn»ct*eil lo Pnglan , find iiaving occasioa 
foi inonev , then apploMf lo the Him of 
Palmer and Co. tor a letter of inkrodnc* 
lion and credit, lo tf.e Plaintills, their 
c;oirespond,-nt8 in London, offeriuir, at 
the same t mil', to leave available funds in 
the hands of Palmer and Co, The laiter 
Him having assented to the application, 
liic Defend»nt placed in their hands a 
sum of Sa Us. and one of tlieir 

own interest bill.s for Sa- Rs. 30,ti00, 
shortly about to fall due, and iindei the 
strength of that deposit received from 
Palniei and Co. a letter, addressed to 
the Plantiffs’ Hi in, requesting them to 
give credit to the bids, which should he 
drawn by th». Defendant to a specified 
amount, advising that they held securi- 
ties. The two bills in question, amongst 
others, were accordingly drawn by tho 
Defendant in England, upon his own firm 
or Dick, Crump and Co. of Cidcutia, anti 
discounted by tae Plaiiiufth, who order- 
ed and transmitted them to Palmer and 
Co. to be recovered and past to their * 
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own Th« bills tint arrive at 

Calontt I until alter the failure of Palmer 
and Co , and acceptance being refu8ed 
hy OicIc, Crump and Go, thej ivere, on 
the demand of the Plantiffs’ new agents 
in Calciuta, indorsed and delivered, 
when over due, by the assignees to the 
agents of the Plaintiirs, who called upon 
the Defendant, as drawer, tor payment 
in default of acceptance. 

Mr. R. C. Jeuhins, late secretary to 
the assignee B, Mr. R. IK. CocherelK Mr, 
Cordon, Mr, Paitison, and Mr. HamiL i 
ion, were produced «s witnes.^ies on the 
part of the Plaintiffs, and their exami> 
nation and cross exainination lasted se- 
Tpral days — the object ol the DeloiidanCs 
cross examinatitm being to shmv tlmt 
the bills were discounted by the P»aio- 
tiffs solely on tlie credit, and as agenis 
cf Palmer and Co. ]iayahle out ot the 
funds in their hands, and also to esta- 
blish mutual dealings and transact ii||b8 
between the Plaintiffs and the firm of 
Palmer and <> 0 . in thfl^natnre of part- 
nership in the profits of a joint exchange 
account, which it appealed was lett 
open between two firms until the month 
nf when theJl^Uin- 

tiffs, in consequence of the great increase 
in the debit side of tlfo general account, 
refused any longer to give any particioa- 
tion of the profits on the exchange to the 
firm of Palmer and Co. 

Mr. Turton,iorK\\f‘ Defeotlant, submit- 
ted for a nonsuit — thatlheie had been no 
pretext for payment, or notice of dis- 
honor given in proper time, and cired4 
Barnwell arni Cresweil’s Uepoits, p. 330 ; 
but the Court tlmught circumstances 
bad been shown suilicieut to excuse the 
notice, and overruled the objection. 

Mr. Turton i\ien insisted, by way of 
defence, that the bWls haviffg been dis- 
counted by Cockerell, Trail and Co. the 
agents of Palmer and Co , and upon a 
new letter of credit, and with notice to 
Cockerell, Trail and Co , that they were 
to be payable out of a particular fund — 
vrhich fund was in the bauds of Paiiuer 
and Co at the tii^e of their failure — the 
Plaintiffs could not resort to the drawer. 
He also urged that the bills being iuder- 
•ed to Palmer and Co. and credit taken 
for them in the exchange account be- 
tween the firms, and being in th«* bands 
of the assignees at Uie time they fell 
due — the Defendant had aright to set off 
In'* own demand against the fiim, and 
could out he deprived of thtt set-off by 


the indorsement of the assignees after 
they fell due. 

That the assisrnees had a beneficial 
interest in the hills— ‘«>therwi8e theyconld 
not indorse — and tliat as the Defendant 
wOiild have had a set off against any ac* 
tion by Palmer and Co. or their assig- 
nees — the Plnintifis, as their intlorsers, 
stood ill the better situation, (Bayley on 
Bills, p. 140 — Deacon, 433 ) 

For the Defevdont — Mr. Crump, of 
the late firm iff Dick, Cnimp and Co. 
being called, admitted that he had funds 
of D< fendant in hand at the time of pre- 
sentment, ^ond should have honored the 
bill, had not the failure of Palmer and 
Co. occurred, hut (bat he should have 
looked to tl>e tniids in their hands as the 
fund out of which they were to he paid* 

Mr. W. Prntsep, one of the partners 
of the late firm, proved the purchases of 
indigo, by Delendant, from th^ assignees, 
on tiift credit of expected dividends ; ac- 
cording to the terms ol the advi rnseiuent 
others had also purrbased on like teims, 
Cockerell, 'Vrail and Co. amongst the 
rest. In taking credit for dividends. 
Defendant had not taken advance on ths 
Siirii he now claimed to set off, but on the 
residiii*. 

'i’he witness was then examined and 
r^-exaniined at great length, as to the 
operaiions of the late firm, and ilicir 
connexion with Plaintiffs — particularly in 
r*»fcpHct Jo tlie joint exchange ai count 
between tlve firms, wliicli he, stated to 
have been closed before these biils were 
drawn, and that from the way in which 
the bills were drawn, and tiieir date. 
Plaintiffs would, he conceived, not have 
participated m the pr<‘fil8 of the ex- 
change That the letter of credit had 
been given by Vir. Palmer in this form, 
at the express desire ot the Plaintiff, and 
that it differed from the form usually 
adopted. 

March 31. 

Several documents were put in to sup- 
port the claim of set off, and the Advo** 
cate General m as heard in reply. 

The Court gave their Judgment at 
length, and held that the Plainiitfs weie 
eutiiitid to recover.— Coutier, 

Monday, April 2* 

Jeftloll Day v. Dawson. 

Thisacti(>u wasbroui’ht by the Plaintiff, 
for the recovery of the sum ot Sicca llu- 
pe^-s 1,4(X), allep.ed to have been unduiy 
extoTied from him by *‘he Defendant. The 
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Advocate Generil stated the case. The 
Defendant ai rived at ('alcutta in the 
close of 18if8, in command of the ship 
JLord Kldon ; and, durins' hu stay, em- 
ployed one Sihcininder Sain as hia ba- 
niim, under whom the Ulaiutift served in 
the capacity ol a sircar, in Febiuary, 
18‘^9, and just before the sailiiii; of the 
ship on her liomn ward voyage, the D-^ten- 
dant liavhig rm«sed, Irom his desk, six bank 
notes, ainonniini; in all to Sicca Hnpees 
1,4U0, muuediatelv suspected the Plaintiff, 
and called upon him to find or to. make 
f;ood tlie money. The Plaintiff denied all 
icMowledye ot the rautter ; but the* Defeii-j 
dant, sailor like, takinc: the law- into his 
own ha'tda, detained the Plaintiff at the 
house that evening, and threatened to car- 
ry him before the police the next mo''ntng, 
on n criminal charge : whereupon the 
Plaintiff, by the advice ot his tricnds, 
and to avoid the disgrace and discredit ot 
such a public accusation, procured the 
money and paui it to the Defendant, who 
Boon after sailed for London. On his re. 
turn to Calcutta, last year,' this action was 
brought to recover it back, as paid under 
dureisa, and wiiliout legal coiisideratiun. 
'i'h» ilieft was atierwar(l.s biought home to 
another peiaoii, and Sicca llape<<a iiOO of 
tile mdney was actually lecover'-d and 
delivered ov^r Iroiu the Police, lor which 
the Platntiff was ready to give credit ro 
the Defendant, It w.is cleai that l^laiu- 
tiff liad been compelled to pay under a 
false accusa’ion. 

Hhchvnder 'iaiu proved the einolovnirtit 
of the PlaiutilF as siicar : witness was^ 
batiiiui to Captain Dawson, ill December, 
18-8; was lecomuiended by Dr. CaMtp< 
bell— remeinbers Defendant missiiit' hank 
notes <ff Ilia desk— told Captain Dawson X 
was responsible to him, but did not say I 
would make good the loss. Plaintiff was 
charged bv (’act am Dawson, but was not 
sent to the Police ; he wa.s kept that even- 
ing in the bouse oi Mr. Lee, where C'ap- 
tain Dawaon was residing. It was hy his 
own request a paper was drawn up by Mr. 
ISIarnell. Plaintiff said, I will remain 
)iere willingly, and it 1 do not make some 
arrangement by 10 o’cloi k tomorrow, you 
may send me to the. Police; two peons 
were placed at the door — not pi^lire 
peons ; it was so aVranged at Plaintiff's 
particular desire. The money was paid 
next in'irning to Capiain Uawsuu, uud 
Pioiutiff was released. 

Cro^s examined hy Mr. Tarton. I went 
to Piamtift’s mother, who said she would 
give the money rather than the family 
ehould he disgr iced. The money vi>8S 
given to Dr. (’arnphell on account of Can- 
lain Dawsou. it was ihe mother’s money : 
it was paid in a checque. R.ijbullub Seal 

S aid Sa. Rs. 1,400 to Dr. (yamuheU, m 

uly lb^9 ) it YiM puid in a checque*. 


Rojbullub Seal examined. I went to the 
motlier to inform lier ot the trouble Plain- 
tiff was m ; she said, she would pay the 
money ; she gave me the money in a rhec- 
que, wnd ti>hi me to go and give ii to Plain- 
tiff. Piaiuijff desir-'d me to go and give it 
to (‘aptaiu Dawsfi), who desired me to 
pay it to Di . Campheli. it was a piornis- 
soiyuoie. Another note was auerwa ds 
substituted. Delemiani told me he had 
paid him 

Mr. Rogers, of the firm of Hamilton and 
Co. proved the giving of a proiiiiesory note 
and Its payment 


Mr. Turton for Defendant, submitted, 
that, as the money W'as proved to belong 
to the mother, she alono could recover 
It in an action for money had and receiv- 
ejl. Plaintiff *s remedy , if he had any. be- 
ing by action ut tresi ass and tulse iin- 
prisonineiit. Besides, this was money 
paid on an illegal coesideranon, for com- 
promise of a criminal charge ; and both 
parties being in pun debeto^ the one could 
xutt recover from the other.

Sir "EdboarJ Ryan delivered a charge 
to the Grand Jury ; ILs Fiferdahip observ- 
ed, that RS far as be was able to form 
nny opinion, from the state ot the Calepi 
dar, the labour of the Grand. Jurors, in* 
the present Seaai^us would not be long; 
aud as the greiiifter part of the gentlemen 
sow preseiu had served ond'ormer occa- 
aions, he considered it unnecessary to 
state the law, as they must be aware of 
the different bearings on each case. But 
in the case of murder, the evidence which 
will be adduced are no circumstantial, 
tbat the Jurors cannot come to any conclu- 
sion without minute examination of the 
facta, supported with the evidence of the 
xueoical gentleman, who examined the 
body, from whose tf’sdmony it would 
mppear, that death must have eiifiiied from 
Strangulation and not from [i^ing hung, 
ISA evident marks of Violence were visible 
on the deceased. The other case was of 
Larceny against a person by the nara^ 
of Edward Hall, who had lured a buggy 
from a livery sta-'.e keeper and subse- 
4 |uently sold it; if the intention of the 
)iri8oner, when he hired the buggy, if 
proved was to have it sold, it was clearly 
a case of liarceny. and thereloie the bill 
ought to be returned as a true bill. 

His Lordship further observed, that 
there were two cases of forgery against 
Obpeenaath Shaw ; the law in such case 
tnat, if a person alters a genuine note, 
the alteration be even of a figure, the 
ofience is coastitateda forgery,; and ha 


would take the present opportnnity of 

stating, tliat it is the duly of ihe prosecir- 
tors, the Bank ot Bengal, to give ev pry 
facility in bringing the l•^FeIlder8 to jus- 
tice, aud the more so, when they are a 
corporate body, a duty, his Lordship sta- 
ted, which they owe not only to theiii-> 
svlves, as th>>y are materi<«iiy interested in 
it, but a duty which they owe to the 
public, that liy bringing to justice such 
offenders, they may, m some measure, put 
an end to the extensive forgeries novf 
practised in Calcutta.

The Grand Jurors after having gone 
through the whole of tlie cases hi ought 
befoie them in the course ol the day, 
were discharged. 

Dfi Souza, Executor, v. Palmer and 
OTHERS. In Lquicv. 

This case came on upon exceptions 
taken to the report of the master — mads 
upon taking ti e account directed by the 
decree — wherein he bad allowed interest 
on the cash balance of the trust fund in 
the hands of the late firm of J. Barretto 
and Sons, the agents of the trust, at the 
rate of eight per cent, peraniiurn, with 
Hhiuial rests, Hs well up to the date of 
<vihe failure a«< siihsequent (o that date. 

Me^sts. Turton and DicL'ens, on be- 
half ot the trustees of the .separate es- 
tate of . Barretto the elder, who was 
one of the trustees — contended, in sup- 
port of the exception, that although the 
estate of the deceased trusiee had been 
decreed primarily liable to make good, 
the default ot the trust funds, with in- 
terest, yet the master was not authoriz- 
ed to allow a higher interest suhsequrnt 
to the failure of Barretto a'nd Sous, than 
the Court rale ot six per cent without 
annual rests. Compound interest whs 
ney^ir allowed against a trustee, unless 
it was shown to have been made by the 
use of the money. And here, there had 
been no use made of it in trade since the 
failure ot the firm. 

Mr. Prinsep argued in support of the 
inasters report, that whether the rate of 
eight per cent, with compound interest 
was correct or not, the master, upon the 
retereoce made to him by the Court, 
could make no distinction, the account 
having been directed to be taken against 
the surviving aieahers of the film And 
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tYieir trustees, fluff] nnt Against t)ie exe* 
cutots oT J Barretto, without auy special 
direction to ilistin^uiah the account be- 
fore the failuie fioni the account subse- 
quent to it. ll the executors wished the 
distiociiori to be drawn, they should have 
come to the Court tor a special direction 
to tiie master in that particular* And in 
resfiect to compound interest, tlie trus- 
tees, in this case, Wf re, by the will, ex- 
pressly required to accumulate the fuitd« 
which, it'fiul} invested as last as rt'cei? 
cd, would have accumulated on half 
yearly and not yeurlv re.sts. I'lie Court* 
ol Chancel y at liome had allowed com- 
pound iuteiest upon tms^s itfl* accuuiuU 
aiioOj for which heyeieired to llainpsun 
on trustees, and the cas^^a there cited. 

The Court were ol o inion, that the 
decree haviiio- ciiaroed the deficit upon 
the estate of the deceased trustee, and 
not upon the assets of the fiirn, the mas 
ter was w lonj^ in allowing aoetiiy 
interest suhsequent to the failure; but 
that, as cotupouiid interest would have 
lieeu made, had the funds been invest'd, 
the trus ee was Ii.ible to that charge.

Appellant brought his ac* 
lion in the District Court of the §ub- 
nrbs, to render absolute the sale whi^ 
he alleged Respondent bad made Jiim 
of a six-abna share of village BsOri Fur* 
gana Rurrif, for the consideration oP 
9,000 Rupees. He dverred, that he had 
paid this, by cash 4,000, and bis father’s 
obligation ?or 5,000; — which bis father 
had satisfied,-* having^ Rnid into t|o 
Piovihcial Court, that sum, by order of 
Respondent, on account of some cause^ 
— aD4 received back his obligation. 

Appellant, after onnsing Respondent 
to be served with tjhe notice prescrib*/ 
ed by Regulation !lCVl1r. of ISOd, bronght 
his action of fore. closure. 

Res{^||hdeDt allegeil, that at the time 
of the jbtm ol sale, in Appellant’s name;'

The Judgeof the suburbs qf Calcutta 
considered the conDiettnn between the 
alleged Kuhooliyud and ifie Amalnamah 
as presumptive ut the fabrication of .the 
former, and that Appellant, (the original 
plaintiff,) wasentiiled to a decree of fore- 
closure, — which he passed, commlting 
the witnesses, examined in support of 
the Kuboolitfyd, for perjury. 

The Respondent appealed to tlTe Cal- 
cutta Pro\incial Court, and the case was

tisfied of the genuineness of the Kn^

A re- 
monstriiiice against this sale was prefer- 
red to jtVa rei^Due authorities, and the 
matter was brought to notice of the 
Governor General in Council. As no 
accnminodatiou of the matter could be 
effected, the heirs of the Ranee, (who 
died,) brought their action in the Pro- 
viiicial Court to set aside the sale. The 
complainants alleged, that the rule was 
illegal, inasmuch as the acting collector 
had sold one talootah for arrears due 
ofl both, making for the purpose an arbi- 
♦frnry distribution of the jemah. The 
purchasers contended that this was no 
concern tiF theirs and that they had 
bought on the faith of the advertisement. 
.The provincial Court set aside the sale 
as illegal, on the ground stated, aud it is 
from this decision* that this ease is an 
appeal.

Tolvesthe question of hereditary slavery. 
The Grandfather of Respondent bought 
tbe Appellant's father, when a child, as 
a slave. He united him in marriage 
with a slave ^ife, and afforded them 
support. Both, as well as Appellant, 
their son, contiiHied to serve the f^amily 
of Respondent ; but on death of Ke- 
•pondeaTs father, the Appellant, (then 
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J7,) bectme Mendicant, and Rea{>ondeQt 
iued him to i^atabiish his right to his 
serTiceSt — obtaining a favorable Judg- 
meot in both Coar^s^ Mr. Rattray was of 
opinion that» man, or at least his future, 
nrogpoy, could not be the ^b|eG|;' of a 
legal sale, and that the A ppellant 'waS 
entitled to his liberty, 'fhe ease remains 
over for the opinion of another Judge.

BEVORE MR. SHAKE^PCARE/ 

Doorga DuU Sing, Appdlant, versus 
Boonyald Sing. Respai^^nf « 

This was an appeal from a derision of 
the Provincial CouVt of Patna The 
Respondent was eldest son of Hholee 
Singh, a wealthy Zemindar. The Ap- , 
pellant and two other deceased brothers, 
were lus younger sons. Jiefore bis death, 
the father divided his estates in f<mr 
shares, causing, to the name of one 
of his sons, to be recorded, as owner of 
each respectively. Two ol his sons died, 
leaving widows, but no iasue.The widows, 
after much trouble and application to 
the judicial and revenue autboiities, 
obtained an order for the recoid oi the 
naifies, as to their husbands* shares. 

Subsequent to this. Respondent pro- 
duced a paper, purporting to be a de^jd 
of amicable adjustment between him- 
self and Appellant, and their sisters- in 
law, — whereby he wis constituted owner 
of nine annas and Appellant owner of 
seven annas, of all ihte paternal estates, 
and the right of the sisters-in-law to 
alimony, only, declared. He succeeded in 
getting the record in the Collector’s 
books to be made in conformity — Ap- 
ellant and bis sisiers-in law now 
roiight their action to restore the di- 
Tision of four shares made by Hholee 
Sing — Respondent pleaded,— let, the 
deed of adjustment,— SJd, that by liw he, 
as eldest, was entitled to 9*I6tbsof the 
family estates — Appellant to 7-16tbs, and 
their childless sisteA-indaw to alitnony 
only. . ‘ ' 

^ The Provincial Court deeming, the 
pleaded deed i^ithentic, on an opinion 
of their Pundit; that the sisters in law 
were not excluded by being childless, 
dismissed their claims, aud awarded a 
dUtribution, according to the deed. Ap- 
peliaot only preferred an appeal to the 
judder peewance ; the real object of 
which is, to contest the pretentions of 


Respondent, founded en bis primogebi* 
tore,— and the etficacy of the pretended 
deed, to make a distribution of the shades 
of the deceased brothers, other than 
what the law would make on the death 
of the widows. 

The case was first heard before Mr. 
Ross, who did unt regard the pretended 
deed as autbentio. 

He wa.s ol opinion, that the decision of 
the Provincial Court, which awaided 
7-l6th of property to appellant, who only, 
in pro senti, oJalrned 4-i(>tlis, should ho 
feversed. Mr. Hutlray was of opinion, 
that- the decision of the lower Court 
should he entirely reversed; and that the 
division of Bholi Sing should he upheld, 
a>|d the widows ot iiis deceH.sed sons 
regain .possession of their husbands’ 
shares. 

After hearing the ca.se Mr. Shakes- 
peare postponed his judgment. 

We present our readers with a fetr 
more bn-'f notices of cases heard in the 
Sudder Dewanec Adawlut. One otthem 
inv<dves the interesting question of here- 
ditary slavery. In the domes* ic servi- 
tude, which obtains in ibis country, thera 
is nothing very revolting to human sym- 
pathies. Hut on general prin iples, and 
for dignity of the biiinan species, wo 
shall bo glad to find, that at Irast, the 
progeny of the pui chased slave, d>>es 
not inherit the servile state of liie parent. 
Wjf- observe with pleasiue, that tlie Su- 
preme Government has lately indicated 
its anxiety Ip suppress the tiafiic of 
slaves within its own ternlories. Hy a 
regulation oi ISll, the iuipottaiion for 
tratlic of slaves tmm a fort ign conntry 
was prohibit ptl. Now hy the 3rd Re- 
gulation of 1S3'2, the removal from on© 
province to ani>ther tor sucli purpose is 
also prohiitited, aryi tire slave declared 
free We presume the word Province 
has some legal definition ; if it has not, 
this regulation is a proof how much 4 
good intent may be marred by an inex- 
pert workman. It also shows the difii- 
culty of patch- work legislation, — the tin.’- 
kenny — of winch the code of 

English statute law is so happy an ex^- 
ample. We should have been better 
pleased, if the govefnim-nt had at once 
declared illegal, any sale of the human 
species, 'rhis would be in unison with 
the spirit ot Reform, which we 
is spreading every — Bengal

— Agyour leading BdUorlal of to- 
day refere to a cage reported in a pre-

mentioned the deed. In this country, 
we beHeve, the acquisition of all domes- 
|ie slaves, is derived from a sale by pa- 
ren 8, thfifigh in many rases it may be 
impossible to trace bark to the original 
sale. It is our wish to he as accurate as 
possible, and it our coriespondc nt will 
send us, or we can obtain a copy of tho 
learned Judge’s argument, we will have 
a translation tnadeJor condensation and 
publication. When our information was 
collected, the Judge’s decision had not 
been lonnally drawn up.— /!««</«/

RAMGIlUR INSURRECTION. 


In continuing our account of the Ratn- 
ghur insurrection, it atfords ns consi. 
derable pleasure at once to observe, that 
daring the past m nth, the Military 
operations, undertaken against the Coles, 
have neither been as numerous, (.r as 
destructive to life and property, as those 
which marked the earlier stages of this 
unfortunate rebellion ; so that at pre- 
aeut we shall not be obliged to enter 
into those particulars h'thertn absolute 
ly requisite to a dun ppdersfhnding of the 
Mate ot affairs, in toe Uksturbeit dis- 
Viots, nor ia it necessary to follow the 
Aroops, in ail their excursions, uiidertakeu 
the purpose of dnstroying the food 
and htthitationa of the unhappy people. 
The Coles have experienced a heavy 
bhasttsemeot, the nielanclrioly coosequeti- 
^s of i|hich are not likely soon to pas;^ 
ftioi amongpt ; the measure 
iof rf^htttion, which has been inflicted 
■Upcrn them, is deep indeed. — and il^ the 
eiroamsrauces which demanded so heavy 
as the indiscriininate de- 
nPmlimi.of prupc|ly and almost of life, 
brought about, bj no epusesof just 


^complaint, which a proper regard to time- 
ly rein(>n.stran< es piiiirht have remedied, 
then lesswegret will he felt fprwhat has 
passed, inaMniich aS it has tatight a war- 
hka aod predatory people, to submit 
ihems^l^c^s to the subordination of tho 
laws under whiplw they live, and from 
which they should ^leek and receive pro- 
tection. But the conduct of the Coles 
catinpt be viewed precisely in this light, 
for they did not rebel, without having 
apparently strong complaints to urge, 
wliicb, lyhether just or unjust, have ne- 
yer^ that ^ we can learn, been even 
|ht fully investigated. In this slate 
matters now stai^l ; a spirit of sub- 
jection has manifested itself amongst 
^hOi insurgents, end the greater portiou 
of tne troops, engaged in this disagree- 
ble service, may return at once to their 
priginal stations, as a coinparatively 
triqing force will' be sufficient Jo aid 
the civil power, in maintaing order iq 
those quarters. But from what we oaq 
learn this is a peace not to be depended 
upon — it is questionable, how long if 
may iast^ it certain reforms a,e neglect 
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«<|, wliicli tlierrf CAn he now no doubt, 
cirrunDStances itiiperioiisly demand. 

Notwithstanding all, that has been said 
pro and ooo aa to the origin oC this insur- 
r^'ctiun, it appears from what has been 
publtshe'd in the different public prints 
at the Presidency, that it epruh^ trom a 
system of oppressive conduct observed 
towards the poorer classes by subordi- 
nates in power, who took effectual uiea* 
siires to prevent all remonstrances against 
themselves from ever reacbinjr ibeir su- 
periors in office — by a set of men who 
Could, we fear, render the Courts of Jua-^ 
tice, as well as ibe orders and regulations 
of those whose servants the 5 i were, sab> 
servient to the purposes of their rapacity 
end g'ain. Here is ih a alleged wrong winch 
the Coles considered nothing hut force 
could oppose uiid relieve, as every rli u- 
nel of redress was tried and found to 
he effectually closed. Rut in addition we 
.hear of a forced opium cuitivatirtn ; unpo- 
pular taxes ; forced labout upnu the roads 
unreiiiunerated, and other giievances of 
tliis nature, which have heroine a thou- 
sand times worse in coDhpqiience of the 
truitful field for extortion which ihey 
opened to underlings in authority. Upon 
this subject the tollowing fioni an in- 
teihgem corresfiontlent at the scene of 
action must go tuither than any remarks 
of mirs: — 

“ Unless I am raistdken the insurrec- 
tion wHHCoucocteu as follows : — An asas 
senihly of the several leaders took place, 
(agreeably tu a previous arrangement,) 
at Sone^iVe, a district situate between 
the drtSUiots of Tumar and Singbhoora, 
over which our jurisdiction has not for 
s -me tune bark veil ured to ejeert any 
euthoriiy, six weeks previous to the 
breaking out tif the irihurrection, when a 
jadoo ktirnng business took place, after 
each ch*efhad siuted the grievances uf 
his follovrers. 

“ In this jadoo-kiirring * or oracular 
rohsultation,’ it was ascertained, that, if 
an insurrection broke out, at that tifne 
the Kf'glish toices*svoald prevail, or i|i 
other words, they did not muster strong 
enough to embolden them to conimeUite 
operations. It was consequently arraugi^d 
that a second ass<mhly should take 
place in six weeks, and a day was fixed 
upon, when a second jadoo-kurring was 
more favoiable ; «>r in other words, they 
assembled in sufficieut numbers to make 
them fed corfident of success. 

“ It Was arranged to advance upon the 
^a4crs that had nut aiieuded the meeting. 


and to give them the choice of peace if 
they joined ibetn, or war if they refused. 

This was acted upon, and as a maU 
ter of course, they took the same oppor* 
tunny of s»-ttling their accounts with the 
shroff's, nut by inui dering tbem, as hav 
been stated, but bv plundering them aitd 
ctyino quits, nor because they were fo- 
reigners, as bus also been advanced, but 
for a much better reason, because they 
were rich. The latter arrungtoient was 
not, in as far as I can a> certain, previ- 
ously agreed upon, but whs Me natural 
consequence of any iusiirrection. The 
houses ot cow herds or other poor peo- 
ple were genhraliy left unmolested, hut 
their callle were of course taken when 
HC’^uirt'd for fht public service a custom 
nut confined to the Coles alone. 

“ Their grievances, in addition to wliat 
1 have before stated, weie, the bei^g 
forced to work upou the roads, without 
being paid for the same; having to pay 
as Abkharee, as mucb as could be serr w- 
ed out of ibeiti. by every species of 
extortion, siicli as paying 12 annas in. 
stead of 4 annas, one rupee additional 
assalainee; having to puicbane pucka 
ptce of llie collectors ot tbe tax, to pay 
the slime, having no pietbod of obtain- 
ing a redress of their grievances, owing 
to tbe distHDce of the Udalut, and i«s 
being Hurroiiniled by tbevaoRbonds that 
were concerned in the impositions, &u. 
&c , a ]>recir>ug long String of them. 
.Singhboom is said to have been very in- 
.^tnimeutal in abetting this inAui rection, 
hut I do not belipve it; perhaps a cou- 
ple of hundred boiderers might have 
been concerned, but I suspect no more, 
it even that In Singhboom there are 
seven independent chiefs, one of whom, 
(ICoondoo Pater, I is the Robin Hoed of 
the Cole^ each of these chiefs over, 
awes the other, and would, I imagine,. bo 
afraid of quitting Singhboom, for any 
leugtb of time, least the others should 
feel inclined to ease him of bis property, 
cLuring his absence ; besides, tbey hav- 
ing no such grievances to complain of, 
and have u'o common cause with lb.<> in- 
surgents There is a nominal Rajah of 
Miigbhoom, bu^is Raj does not ap- 
pear to extend w^ond Ins own chieftaia- 
ship. 1 imagine, they would all uutte 
in resisting au attack made upon either 
of them. They are said to have no vil- 
lages, hnt to live in detached lists, three 
or four together. No Kuropeati hasetiter- 
eu biogbhuuiu lur the la&t iiiiee

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TRIAL BY JURY IN CIVIL ACTIONS. 


Town Hall, — Satuuday, April 14. 1832. 

A Mf filing, couveneil by tbe Sheriff, 
was ttiis ilaj, at the Town Hall, 

for tlie purpose oi’ taking into cousitler- 
Btinn the expediency of petitioning Par- 
liament for a legislative enactment, to 
pliable parties in civil actions at law, 
to have their cdUHes tiied by a juiy^ 
at the option of either plainiill or delend* 
ant. ' 

Upon the motion of !VTr G. J Gordon, 
Mr. David Hare, the principal agitator 
of this question, was unanimously called 
to the chair. 

The Chairman having explained the 
purpose foi winch the Me«liuir had been 
called. Mr Longu vii.le Clahkk, in pro- 
posing the iirsi resolution, rose and said, 

IMr. Chaiimau and (ieutlenieri, I can 
aafely allirin, that at no period of my 
life have I over addressed a public 
«i'*etiiig’, with more sincere gratilicalion 
than L now feel, in calling your attention 
to the objects whicii have thi.s day 
brought us together. To me it is gratify- 
ing as a citizen, as an advocate, and 
an individual. As a citizen, b&caa^e I 
believe ii will administer to the weliare^ 
of that body to whom it is niy«pride to 
belong ; as ah advocate, because 1 be- 
lieve it will increase tiie utility and 
honor of that Court to wiiich at- 

tached, and as an individual, because 
I once more find myself offering my 
mite in the .service of my fellow tuwn.s- 
men; and pardon me ior sayiug, that it 
brings those times to my i«collecti.*n, 
when I fought their battles, and was 
honored with their confidence. Geiitle- 
tiien, it is for these reasons tliat I ex- 
perience such peculiar satisfaction in 
proposing that we ^hould petition our 
King and the Parliament, tli.at trial by 
jury in civil actions should be extend- 
ed to Inria. U was in 1726 that British 
law was first introduced into this coun- 
try. by the appointment of a corporation 
consisting of a mayor and nine al- 
dermen, who were also formed into a 
court of justice with a power to try 
civil actions. Two reasons may be as- 
Bigned why juries were not, av that time, 
introduced ; the one is, that the Engliab 


residents in Calcutta were at that timft 
far too tew to supply the number of ju- 
ries which might have been required, 
while tlie natives and the foreigners were 
too ignorant of our language to be eu- 
trnsied with the Outies of jury men. An- 
other reasiUi may have been, that with a 
court consi.stiug ot ten judges, it was 
less necessary lo have juiies, than if the 
administration of the law had been en- 
trusted to a ^smaller number. Things re- 
niiiiued in this state until 1774, when the 
Supreme ('ourt was estahlisiied, but even 
nlien juries were not introduced for the 
trial of civil actions, but their decision 
was left to the four judges of whom 
the court was composed. In 1826 an 
act ot Parliament was passed, in accord- 
ance with whicli the present jury rolea 
were drawn up, and published in De- 
cember of that year. The grand jury 
was then thrown open to all professing^ 
Christianity, and who had the rank of an 
Esquire, or a fortune of two lacks of 
rupees, while the petit jury was ex- 
ieudeli to all who wire sufficiently 
conversant with the lilngiish languago 
to discharge the duty. Gentlemen, thn 
result of this has been, that it has re- 
moved the impi'diment which existed 
to the iutroduotion ot juries generally. 
Your grand and special jury list 
contains 128 names, exclusive of th» 
Civil Service, and the pelit jury li.st 
556. i am assuied by my friend Mr, 
liure, and on such a subject there can- 
not be a better authority, that unwartig 
of two hundred names of qualified na- 
tives might now he added to the list. 
But I Will not calculate on what might 
be done, 1 t*ake things as they are, and I 
confine myself fo the now existing num- 
ber ot common jury men, which at 55G 
gives you 46 complete Juries Gentle- 
men, I have exumined, for the purposes 
of this meeting, and according to thd 
nearest calculation which 1 have heenT 
able to make, (there may be some slight 
eiror,) taking the whole nuinher of caseg 
which have been actually tried during 
the last three years in the Supreme Court, 
the average fur each year will be 135, 
or three cases to each juryman. 'I'hiti 
includes every discription of common 
law trial, exparte as well as defended; 
many of them occupy hut a few mir 
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Iiutfs, nnd if tried before a jury, all 
cif them would he dispatched with far 
l^reater expedition than is now exhibit* 
ed ; 1 believe, that allowing two hours 
to each case would be giving more time 
than would be found necessary. Gen- 
ilernen, the result of this calculation 
is, that each juryman would be occu- 
pied for only six hours in the course of 
fi year, but double it, and let it be for 
twelve, and where is the man, I am cer- 
tain that be is not in this assembly, who 
would begrudge so small a personal sa- 
crifice, for so great a public benefit Such, 
gentlemen, is h slight and r^,pid sketch of 
the history of juries in Bengal, and I 
trust that I have convinced yon that the 
cbjectifuis which niiglit have been urgiAl 
to their institution, when British law was 
first it, traduced into India, no longer 
«xist, and that no just fears ought to he 
entertained of their entailing on indi- 
Tiduals much personal inconvenience. 
Gentlemen, I shall now biicfly point out 
to you the expediency of introducing the 
jury fivsteni into Calcutta — partly as 
founded ou the local peculiarities of the 
place, partly as depending on the merits 
xif the institution itself, and first. 1 
Ishall proceed to^call your attenflon to 
the local peculiarities of this country ; 
to point out how they operate on the 
King’s Courts of Justice, and to show 
you, that of all parts of the British em- 
ire, there is no place iu which trial 
y jmy is so much required- In the 
remarks which 1 am now about to make, 
it may be supposed, by .some, that 1 
intend to attack the Jud;j;es of the Su- 
preme Court, I must therefore preface 
what I have to say, by a positive denial 
any such design Ncitlipr directly 
nor indirectly do I intend to cast the 
slightest censure upon them ;^he opinions 
which 1 entertain arc* I believe, entertain- 
ed by themeelve.s, and have been openly 
expressed by one of them fi uin the judg- 
ment seat. In April, 18:29, Mi. Justice 
P»yan concluded his charge to the grand 
jury in these words, “Ottlie heuefit that 
would arise from the introduction of ju- 
ries in civil cases, I have beinre express- 
ed my opinion from this place ; 1 can 
«nly say, that every day’s experience 
fcas strengthened the view which I for- 
merly took of this question, and I can 
finly express a hope, that it may not be 
long before parties are allowed the op- 
tion at least of having their causes 
decided by a jury, irbich 1 caa never 


cease to think is mofe competent to 
decide on matters of fact, than the 
Judges of this <’oort” Such was the 
frank and candid language of Mr. Jus- 
tice Ryan, and, in his words, I contend 
that juries are more competent than 
judges to decide on matters of fact. 
A judge before he attains the bench 
must go through a long course of legal 
education, and be habituated to the 
practice, ot the courts. While an advo- 
cate he learns to search for qhjeclions, 
to detect flaws, to hunt out ami expose 
Mie weak points of a case; his whole stu- 
dy tends to^the exposition of error, and 
be loses sight of the plain and obvious 
matter ot inquiry, h^ catching at every 
opportunity to involve in difficulties the 
case to which he is opposed- Such, gen- 
tlemen, is the daily practice of an ad- 
vocate at the bar, anil to say the least of 
it, one'half of ins duties aie comprised 
in this s)8tem ; far more depends on 
weakening liis adversary *», than in sup- 
porting his own case. Now is it possi- 
ble wlien a man leaves the bar, and 
ascends the bench, that he can, at once, 
divest himself of hahits which he has 
been acquiring ior years? The moment 
he begins to take an active part in a 
trial, be will, unavoidably, recur to Ids 
former piactises ; and if he has to dig. 
charge the duties of a juryman, he will 
^ot form bi.s opinion on the matter of 
fact, until be ha.v resorted to all bis old 
arts as a* counsel, in order, first to sa- 
tisfy his mind of what the fact really is. 
A juryman, accustomed to the ordinary 
aflai«i!i^|4tfe, takes a plain, straight for- 
ward view ot the cffse ; he seeks not for 
that which is hidden, in order that he 
may prevent himself from being imposed 
upon, but he contents himself with fix- 
ing on that which is obvious ; hence, 
gentlemen, it is, that on matters of fact 
the worst of all judges is your lawyer. 
But there is another objection to a 
judge a.s.siiniing the duties of a jury- 
man. From the ffftets of his legal 
ediicatif>n, he will take more time to be 
satisfied of the truth of a question than 
an ordinary man, for he will examine 
the subject in more points of view, and 
more objections will occur to his mind. 
This slowness to decide, and uncer- 
tainty of mind, will make it necessary 
for him to examine into and sift the 
matter himself. Conscientiously he 
cannot do otherwise, for how can 
he determine, while doubts prevad? 
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Tliifl indnces hi^ to examine the witneg 
ges himselt ; quegtion follows question ; 
a wilnetss is obshuate^ stupid, or kna- 
vish ; the judge will not be thwarted.be 
resorts to his forensic ine^^enuily, he be- 
comes anxious to establish a point, and 
in so doing loses sight of the real object 
of (he investigation ; an interesL is excit- 
ed in his mind, his feelings nceive a 
bias, and when the time arrnes for his 
giving an impartial decision, unknow- 
iiigly andk unconsciouely , he has ceased 
to be a judge uud iiecome a paiiizan. 
Ootutlenien, these objections to judged 
deteiuimiug matters of fact, apply to 
every country and to every couit, but 
in Oalculla they parlicuiatly strong, 
owing to ciicunistunces which exist here 
that do not prevail in Rnglaud. in the 
first place, the genet al disregard oi truth 
among a large class of the Native wit- 
nes<s. naturally throws an enormous rc- 
sponsihility on a judge, who lias to de- 
termine on tiieir evidence; it increases 
the nece.‘4‘!ity for those sifting inquines, 
and with it inci eases the probability of 
the judge adopting the tone and feel- 
ings of an advocate But there re- 
mains a still stronger reason tortile 
inti eduction of juries into India, and 
that arises from the unavoidable lucaua- 
city of a judge for dn.cliarging the func- 
tions of a juryman. No two things c%n 
be more opposed to each other tha^ 
the habits, manneis, customs, and opi- 
nions of the natives of EuglaAd and In- 
dia, and hence it is that the mote inti- 
mate a mao may be with Engli^i habits 
and manners, the more ('rroii^p||||i will 
be his estimate of them in this country. 
But a judge who arrives in this country 
is not only utterly ignorant of the ha- 
bits of the people, but 1 contend (hat 
lie ought to lemaio in that ignoiance. 
fSucii a knowledge can only be attained 
by mixing' with the people, and were 
he to do that, the mischiefs he might 
introduce would be frigiitfiil. Most 
properly do the judges of the Supreme 
Court keep aloof from all iiitiniucy with 
the Natives, for were it olherwisie, llie 
favored individual would be endowed 
with the means of unlimited extortion 
among his credulous countrymen. A 
judge of the Supreme Court, therrfore, 
arrives, reiualns, and departs, without 
posse.<;hing the fiist and most necest^ary 
qualification of u jurvman, that of 
knowing the people of whose actions 
and of whobQ evidence he to sit in 


judgment ; and these difficulties are 
still further increased, by his being uu* 
acquainted with the language. Gentle- 
men, these are some ot luy reasons, fevr 
iu number, and hastily expressed, for 
affirming that there is no part of the 
world into which English courts of 
justice have been introduced wbit h so 
much demands the inlerveutiou of a ju- 
ry in determining matters of (act Gen- 
tlemen, I shall now, veiy britfly, urge 
upon you the necessity of intioduciug 
juries into this couiitr}, on account uf 
the iutiinsic excellencies of the institut’- 
iou ; but dq not expect fiom me any 
studied panegyiic on trial by jury- fn 
an assembly of Eugli.sbinen, and of 
those who can appreciate the free spirit 
of our consiitutiou, it vveie iij.suhing to 
dilate on such a subject. Argumenfe 
would be idle, praise misplaced. Who 
is thc^re can be ignoianl titat juries are 
tlie bulwark of our liljrity ; ibat (hey 
stand between pi»wer and the people, 
and w'ith their indepeudance, that (lie 
freedom of the nation ha.s inci eased. 
Need I lemind you ot the expiessionof 
the second James, when encainpeil with 
his army at Hounslow, on asking what 
the sliouis among hi&soldieiy meant, bo 
was told that It was nothing but ilu ir 
rejoicing at the verdict of acquitt.il 
wiiicli a jury had pronounced — Call 
you that nothing ci ied the, tyrant. A ad 
rightly did he weigli the iiiiport<itice of 
that event, for those shouts struck ou 
his pioplietic cur, like a mice which 
warned him to leave ins empire. Need 
I remind vou of what hvis happened 
within the ie« ollec(ion ot us all, wheu 
thiee successive Louden juries pro- 
nounced, that theie should be no paleuc 
for parody, and that the impunity whiih 
tile Goverqmeiit had shown to the weal- 
thy and the powerlhl, would he extended 
by a British jury to the humble and th& 
poor. J'juch, gentlemen, are the ackuow- 
Jed'ied excellencies of tiial by juiy,aud 
such are the peculiar circumstances of 
this country, which make its introduc- 
tion here, so essentially necessary. I 
have now, for many years, been practis- 
iug in the Supreme Court, and every 
day’s experience has confirmed rue in tho 
expediency of the measure. 'I’he best 
interests of us all are miolved in its 
success, and it is therefore witli unfeign- 
ed pleasure I call upon ifty fellow citiz- 
ens to resolve, “ That trial by jury in 
civil actioBSp lU Ilib Majesty’s tiupitmo 
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Courts of Judicntiire. would be an essen- 
tial improvement imon tlie admini- 
stration oi Justice in India.” 

Mr. H. M. WYNCH rose to second 
the resolution, and said (hat no apology 
was necessary from one not a lawyer, 
but a layman^ for taking a share in the 
iiroceediugs thus early. Doubtless, the 
Jcarnerl gentlemen ari>und, said Mr. 
Wyncb, are the best judges of what 
Telnrms are particularly necessary for 
the better administration ot justice in 
court where they are in the habits ot 
practising, but other classes of the 
community are also interested in ob- 
t'.iiimg the introduction of the light of 
trial by jury in cisil cases Beioie 
wdverliog to the particular object tAr 
which we are met, I tiust that 1 may be 
allowed to congratulate the meeting on 
the glowing public .spirit whirli has ot 
late evinced itself, despite of antiliberals 
at home and here, and that we cait 
meet lor other piirpr.ses than those ot 
adulation to arising or selling sun, in 
the shape of airivio'j; and departing 
Ooveriiors (General and Coinmauders- 
iti Chief; that when questions connect- 
ed With the extending ol the berielits of 
our constitution, and of our nolfle in- 
utitutiona. and wlint one more so than 
the trial by jury, are agitated, we are 
assured of numerous and respectable 
ineetin<jrs. I am aware, that some worthy 
oclogenariaiKi, in nolions it not in yeais, 
consoler that a civil servant has wo busi- 
ness at meetings of tiiis sort, wr? sufar 
that ihe v«»ry desigiia- 
tuui ot servanL is a sort ot colUr or gor- 
get Hiich, as we find described in the 
dellglitful Uomance of Ivanhoe, worn by 
Ourtii, the born thrall of Cednc of Ro- 
thervvood, so loose as to torm no im- 
pediment to hr ealliiny:, but so tight as 
to be incapable ot bfing reinoied witli- 
ciut the use of the file. J, tor one, dis- 
nont trom this doctrine, not the doctrine 
of the Court of Directors, or tliey would 
not have founded the. College of Hait- 
f'ord with a law professorship, not that 
of the Governor General, or he would 
not have invited communications from 
all classes, including civil servants, to 
amend defects in existing institutions; 
not that of the Vice President, or he 
'Would not have given his assent so rea- 
dily to public meetings on late occa- 
aious. ( cQiidider that what leisure a 
I man may have, after his official avoca- 
tions^ cannot be better spent than in 


cherishing the reraemblanre of the free 
institutions of his country ; institutions 
analogniis to the present brought into 
this country by the establishment ot the 
Supreme Court, and not the least of its 
advantages, has been the introdurtion 
amongst us of a body of independent 
men oi mature years and finished edu- 
cation, independent in prinrdple, inde- 
pendent in fortune, by the force of 
their own talents and exertions; who 
have done much to liheraliKe ihe tone of 
feeling in tins settlement, and * to qua- 
•lify that exclusive or corporate spirit 
which must necessarily ptevail to auin- 
jnrioiiH extent in a soruty of which the 
eleini iits are so curipiisly compounded.' 
Men. many ot whom 1 have been pioud 
ot, i am happy to number ever since 
my residence in this country as iny per. 
foiial fiieuds, and with whom 1 am 
happy to hod mvseh associated on an 
occasion like the present. It would ho 
trile and supetfluous to expatiate <»n tha 
advantages of a trtal bv jury ; it we 
met last week to address one patriot 
Kin^r we cannot but lemeniber that his- 
tory aiiiiliutea Its origin to anoher— 
A I* led — an institution, as observed by 
Black stone, of which no gentleman 
should be ignorant, since he may be 
called upon to have to decide upon the 
life aiul propertv ot his neighbours — an 
^nstihitioo says the same elegant aod 
enio'hlened uutlwn , admirably adapted 
and iraniAd tor the luventigaiion of truth, 
beyond any other method ot trial in 
the world ; an institution introduced 
iiilcv,tkl!| French code, by that great man, 
whose merits, as a legislator, will sur- 
vive the memory of his triumphs as a 
conqiieior — and to make most particu- 
lar inquiries into the nature and practice 
of whicli, was the object ot a special 
visit made, a tew years ago, by an emi- 
nent French juiisi to England, I mean 
Blonsieur Coltu If the right of trial 
by jury is invaluable at home, there 
are many reasons »rhich make it ines- 
timable here. Have we not seen men 
of the first ranks in society arraigned 
at the heir on the gravest charges, some 
for acts done in their official capacity, 
and fortunate in being able to rely on 
a jury ot their countiymen lor a fair 
and impartial (rial. If trial by jury is 
desirable in •riiiiinal cases ; doubtless 
it id in civil; and it is rather a matter 
oi surprise, that warmly as the point was 
discus&ed between the publig and 
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Saprf^Tne Court oi^ 1779, and I do not 
know wlietlier the public of that day were 
not tully as enerjyetic and alive to their 
rights as the public of )8‘.V2, the ques- 
tion should ha\e been allowed to slum- 
ber so lon^. 1 am imlchted to the kind- 
ness of a learned fnend f«»r the loan of 
a most iiiteroatiuir work, heincf a collec- 
tion of pape» ^ coiitaininQ; the petitions 
of the inhabitants id Calcutta, in 1799, 
to the Court, comments thereon, and 
correspondence connected therewith. 

Ml. WYNClt here quoted the folio w- 
ing.*- ^ 

7th April 1779.^ 

Remarks on the petition ot the British 
inhuhitants ot Bengal, Behar, and Oris 
fta, to parliament, hy the gentbmen 
of the committee at Calcutta, appointed 
to transmit the petition to Rngland, and 
transact the business appertaining there- 
to. 

And then read the following extract 
fi om the petition of the British inhabi- 
tants, to Parliament: — 

'rhat your petitioners humbly r.on- 
reive that the trial hy jury, in all cases 
where it can be granied, is one ot these 
inherent, unalienable, and ind«’feiihiole 
rights ot whicli neither time nor circum- 
stance can deprive a Britisli subject, liv- 
ing under British laws. Judges, by actual 
or assumed powers of a charter, grant- 
ed under Act of Parli iment, refu.sed tl^ 
beneiit of this sacred bulwark ol their 
Ireedom, except in criminal c^ses. ” 

He next quoted the pditiou ot the 
Rriti.sh inhabitants, to Sir E. Impey : 

“That your petitioners haves^ilieard, 
with astonishiuent and concern, a decla- 
ration from the bench, that British sub- 
jects residing in Bengal and its depeii- 
deucies, are not entiiled to a trial by 
jury except in criminal cases. 

“ Your petitiouers Inimbiy apprehend 
that a trial by jury in all cases where it 
is admitted by law m Erighind, is the 
unalienable right of every British sub- 
ject, wliilst residiuig in a country where 
the laws of Great Britain are in force, 
bowcAer far removed he may be from 
bis nativfland — and that they were and 
^ are iutitled to tiie benefit ot this sacred 
palladium of their liberties, whenever 
they should chuse to demand it. 

“ Your petitioners do not admit that 
the chatter ol justice can onpose or de 
Btroy the intention of the Act of Parli- 
ament. If by its silence on the mode 
.«f uial to be adopUd iu civil cases, it 


should have left the Judges of the Su- 
preme Court without the power of com^- 
pelhntj i\ie attendance of jurors except 
in criminabcases, your petitioners hum- 
bly conceive that they are authorized 
to offer, and your Lordships to accept, 
a voluntary lender of their 8eivice.s as 
jurors, upon all orcasions, wheie the 
rights of British subjects are coiiccin<d- 

“ And your petitioners pray that this 
offer may he accepted, and they do nuw 
pledge themselves to perform such ser- 
vice-, when summoned, in an equal and 
impartial manner, according to the prac- 
tised usage in England, being peisuad- 
ed, that every Englishman sets too high 
a value on this bullying privilege to 
decline the perlomiance of a duty, oa 
which the safety of the community so 
essentially dppends. ” 

Mr. WYNC-H observed, that at that 
period a siillirieDt number of qualiiied 
jiirois Could not he procured, and au 
observation will nut escape lliose who 
peru.se the petition to the judges, and to 
the Pailiament, tliat the military, who 
a»e hy practice and usage in England, 
excu.sed aerxing ns jurors. hvi\i* offered 
their jfervu eft in the lonner. and defttand 
this right, iu coromoi® with their iellotv 
subjects in the latter. 

Mr. VVYiSl’n observed, that this waf 
the petiiiou of ihe British iniiHiiitrinis, 
to the judges ot that day, wuh which it 
ditl please them to comply. 

Judge’s aii.swer did not sympathize 
in expression of astonishment and cou- 
cern — to try civil HCliiois by a jury wag 
not a matter of election — there was no 
authority .so to do — no power to vaiy the 
mode of proceeding, and, therelore, the 
t'ourt cannot accept the t« nder of their 
services as jurois, except at the criminal 
sessions' * • 

Mr- WYNCH having next read ex- 
tracts from letters signed Philopatris, 
published in Calcutta Journal^ on this 
particular subject, which had ohialned 
tor the w'riter the esteem of the Vene- 
rable Beutham, and noticed, that by the 
measure it wag intended to introduce, a 
solemn declaration would he exacted 
fromjurors instead of an oath, for oaths 
he considered needless, inefficacious, re- 
pugnant to Scripture; he stated that 
he considered the advantages of trigl 
by jury to he general and particular. , 

(ienernl — in as much as it is a check 
upon those invested with high judjcitii 
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fanctions, and upon this he cited the foU 
lowing from ihe Petition of 1779 : — 

“ Your petitioners entertain all becom- 
ing respect for the authority ^the char- 
ter of justice^ and the utmost reverence 
for their Sovereign, whose sanction it 
has received ; yet they cannot but ob- 
serve, that by the powers delegated in 
this charter, men are conHtituted the 
judges of their own actions, which 
appears to yonr petitioners, highly im- 
proper and inconsistent. There is a 
principle in human nature which me- 
vitahly impresses a bias on themind in 
favor of its own decisions |Lud explana- 
tions has decided that reason and philo- 
sophy are too weak to restrain it. Hut 
ill ail well regulated communities wimii 
the consequences of any principle are 
foreseen, or found to be fatal, the wis- 
dom oi the legislature interposes to check 
its operation. 

Particular — in as much as it gives 
the judges the benefit of the local ex- 
perience of long residents lu the coun- 
try, conversant with the usage ot the 
place, the manners and customs ot the 
country. Mr, W \ nch remarked, that in 
the case ot the Natives who may sit 
under this Act, when passed, lh#y will 
feel a pritie in tak'ing a share in the ad- 
ministration of justice, when they have 
a direct interest in the system, that they 
are better appieciators ot llie degree of 
credit due to Native testimony ; better 
judges of fact, and that thereby the du- 
ration of trials will be shortened, and he 
concluded, by advening to one material 
amelioration about to take place, in re- 
gard to the simplification of pleadings, 
aud by expressing a hope, that when 
this additional one is introduced, that it 
would go tar to iuipiove the administra- 
tion of justice in the Suprtm** Court, 
an usetnl and noble ihstituiiou of which, 
in his opinion, every Englishman in 
India ought to be proud. 

Upon tliis motion being put, Mr. 
COCHRANE rose and said — 

Mr. Chairman and Genvlenien, — To 
oppose a motion, where an assemhiy is 
agreed— to adduce arguments where 
men's minds are made up. would be a 
task which I am not qualified to under, 
take ; yet differing as 1 do, emirely from 
the resolution proposed, 1 intend boldly 
freely to declare my sentiments on 
the subject beiore us. 

Believing Sir, as I sincerely do, the 
fMUi&eAU I am about to utter to be 


just, (and you shall hlar bold ones,) I 
claim to be heard with candour, if not 
with attention ; I have listened, Sir, with 
the utmost attention, as wed to the 
mover as the seconder of the resolution, 
and the only point which I think neces- 
sary to allude to in the observations of 
the first, toutids itself on an assumeil 
supcri ^rity of jurors over the judges, 
in deciding civil questions ; this 1 snail 
have occasion to notice in my subsequent 
oi)ser\atioDs. I now passovt-r to the se- 
conder of this resolution , and first,! beg 
••leave to congratulate that gentleman ou 
the shortness ot this speech incniupari* 
son with hi^toimer one on llie question 
of Reform. Iheard that (nation, and cer- 
tainly a more cxlraoi dlnary speech 
never was deliveied; solar as variety 
was concerned ; all specimens ul elo. 
qiience in ancient or iu modern times 
sink bet re it together to the dust. 
Masks, Iron Crowns, Shakespeare, Hyrou, 
Statues, Doctor Johnson, Niheu and old 
Holt Mackenzie, were dancing tlirough 
it iu all the mazes of metaphorical con- 
fusion, 'rhese, as Junius, Sir, observes, 
(lor this gentleman loves quotations, and 
i will give him one.j aie the gloomy at- 
tendants of a raiiK.aliy distutlied ima- 
gination — tlie melancholy madness of 
poetry without its inspiration. But 1 pass 
Ott to the subject bedore us. lu ascer- 
^aiuiug how far juries are fitted in civil 
cases, let us only turn oiir atteniion to 
their conduct in criminal. 1 told you 
that, at ail hazards, I would speak boldly. 
I will not now allude to the Dum-Duai 
robberies — 1 will not now allude to ouo 
miserable and brutally treated female at 
that place. 1 will pass over the publio 
prosecutions for forgeries ; 1 will even 
let pass that fearfully astonishing verdict 
ill the case of tin English female which 
lately pressed upon our atteution ; but 
there is one thing I will allude to, I will 
ehow }ou the awful diifeience in tha 
judgments of the tribunals of this conu* 
try, and leave you tt draw your own in- 
ference. A man was seized in his own 
dwelling house, taken away and barba- 
riously murdered by an Englishman. 
The Euglishmau was seized, sent to 
Calcutta, tried by a Calcutta jury, and 
acquitted. The instruments of brutali- 
ty and crime — the assistants nftbis man, 
were tried beiore a motubsil tribunal, 
couiicted, and justly so, on the same 
evidence, sentenced for ten years in 
irons, ou the ruadej aud while the 
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^retclie^ oLJcct of cruelty nuti of crime, 
lies silent in bis unknown grave, the 
English homicide walks ahroad, acquit- 
ted, but not absolved — unpunished and 
abliorred.. 

Sir J P. GRANT here rose, and 
fiubniitted to ins learned friend the pro- 
pi iety of avoiding swell allusions, to 
cases, where the parties had been tried 
and acquitted, and must, therefore, be 
considered innocent. 

Mr. COcHIlANfcl. Gentlemen, T have 
alwa\s considered public decisions as 
public prouerty^but on tiiis 1 have done.# 
'J’he mistaken error which our country- 
men have ever fallen iuto^ and one 
whicli has paralized the benevolent io' 
teutions of the l^islaluie of our 
country, has aiisen trom considering, 
that some iai cured institutions of their 
own, are applicable to eveiy country, 
and every clime. No matter, Sir, what 
the nature, the habits, or the lostilutious 
ol the people may be, they have some * 
panacea for every evil, and in this case, 

)t is a reform in juries. It is not be- 
cause you create iiistitolions, Sir, that 
you can gain tlie objects you seek. 
l.iook at Greece, in ancient times ;tliey 
renewed, as tlicy may do in model n, the 
institutions of that country, hut tiie ^oui 
and character ol the people, like the 
bieathiiig sculpture ol other days, ai»d 
the inoDuments ol that once mighty landi|^ 
no uiorlal hand can create or renew. 
Long will it be, Sir, before the gradual 
dilluMon of education and civilization 
apteud themselves aiouud, to humanize 
mankind, by the reciprocity of mutual 
blessings. What is it, that makes the 
great difference between man and man, 
but erudition? It is erudition, ^ir, that 
teaches us the broad distinctions, be- 
tween good and evil. In what respect. 
Sir, aie the judges of this Court less 
fit to decide on civil nght.s, than the 
men who are chosen for jurymen? ^J'he 
first are highly educated, and accustom- 
ed to difficult and intricate examinations, 
livhiclithe others are not — the judges are 
removed from local prejudice which the 
others are not. l^o you tliiuk, gentlemen, 
that the able and distinguished man who 
is now appointed to fill the situation of 
the present talented Chiel Justice, would 
be less capable ot determining here a 
question ot private property between 
man and man, than the generality of 
Jurymen you could chuse ? J apprehend 
Aot. Has the proposer or the seconder 


of this resolution even told you of what 
number the juries are to consist? Am 
they to consist of twelve or of what 
numhei ? ^re they to he unanimous or 
not? on these points we are lelt in dark- 
ness. 

Hindoo inhabitants of Calcutta, I im- 
plore you to pause on a measure which 
may he detrimental to the interests of 
your children, your iamilies, and your- 
selves- Can you be so blind as to bo 
ignorant, that there is not an important 
case wliere perjury on both sides is not 
apparent? IJo you think in our present 
condition that it juries are geueraily in- 
ti oduced, there will not be bribery — 
uiiitormly and broadly practised? Are 
ytiu so little acquainted with the details 
of Prawiikissen lioldai's case, where 
large sums were ready and undertaken 
to be tendered to pollute ihe very toiin- 
tain ol justice Will you shut your eyes 
to these tacts which are notorious, as tho 
sun at noon day ? 

Gentlemen, who are the persons who 
appear piominent iii these assemblies 
but lawyers — when they tell you ol tho 
benefits which this measure will iutio- 
duce, pay no attention to such interest- 
ed m^n. J ask you what benefits the 
introduction ot BtiLisl! law has produ- 
ced? VV hat has the cumbrous system of 
English equity done, with all its pleas, 
demurers, secret examinations; and that 
noble specimen ot wickedness, a cn.ss 
bill, pi oduced ? Has it not at Madras as 
well as here, ruined and beggared the 
best and most respectable Hindoo fami- 
lies, with years ot barren and Iruitiess 
litigaiiou. Do 1 complain of the judges 
ol this land? far trom it — it is tUe sys- 
tem — that I complain ot. Look at the 
chowdry causes; look at the long list 
of pariitioD suits which have induced 
the evils I Ipeak oO then draw your 
own conclusions. I tell you that tho 
introductivm ot this measure will create 
more business iu the Supreme Court, but 
it will create it in a manner detrimental 
to your interests, by causing more is- 
sues out of the Equity jurisdiction. 

Hindoo Inhabitants, 1 er.treat you to 
pause audeousider betore you adopt this 
resolution. It may be too late hereafter, 
and though the days of prophecy aro 
gone, 1 will take upon myseit to affirm, 
that you will find it injurious to your 
property and your.selves. And now, gen- 
tlemen, I iiave spoken out boldly and 
openljr ; these aro the open and uudia» 
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f Raised sentimetits of an honest mind, I 
eave them ^or your coiisideiation. I «ee 
those men who aie arrayed beioie me; I 
heed not their puny aarcasro^Hheir viru- 
lence or their interested abuse ; and I 
now, with the perfect certainly that no 
one is to sec^iod me, move, that this niea* 
Bure be unequivocally rejected. 

Mr. TUR'l’CN said, it was not his in* 
tention ai lirst to have presented himself 
fio suoD to the notice of the meetiiiii', but 
having been alluded to amongst others of 
the band ot cous)>irator8, wickedly de 
signing* to introduce the jury system in 
civil actions iiro India, would now 
beg to olTer some tew remarks. He was 
glad the meeting had listened with atteii 
tioQ and patience to the ob.servHtious^f 
Lia learned tnend, Mr. Cochrane, who, no 
doubt, deserved full credit for the honesty 
and sincerity of his declarations ; but 
Still his remarks very strongly remind- 
ed him of the anecdote of Mr. Pox aii'l 
the Butcher, whose suffrage he solicit- 
ed, when he was met vpiib this reply, '•* I 
hope you will forgive my caudont, I ad- 
mire your head but damn you heart ” »So 
wh' n his learned friend had spoken of 
the low moral condition ot the people 
of India, he could not but admfl'e the 
candour with which he abused the 
meeting, and be might have answered, 
though not in the woids of the Butcher, 
Sir, 1 admire your head but damn your 
maouers. He, Mr. Turton, did admire his 
■candour, but still he thought that a little 
more manners would have added materi- 
ally to the force of his observations. The 
first object of attack was tiie gentleman 
who sat next to him, Mr. Wynch. It was 
true, his friend felt warmlv and spoke 
eloquently, but why should these be ob- 
jects of animadversion? for that i\ir. 
Cochrane did so likewise, no uerson who 
had witnessed the vehemence of his man- 
ner and the ard >ur ot his declamation, 
this day, could possibly deny. The 
next object ot Mr. Cochrane’s attack was 
the band of conspiratr>rH, of which Mr. 
Turton confessed himNelf to be one ; for 
he would admit, that he bad conspired 
to introduce the jury system into India, 
to afford to its people the blessings it had 
bestowed upon England. For the judges 
^f the land he did, as he was bound, en- 
tertained all proper respect, but this was 
pot sntiioieiit for his eloquent friend, for 
he entertained equal respect for the 
judges upon the water, and he would 
U> aajf that the warmest buistii 


of his friend Mr. WyVcVs most impim 
sioned eloquence, never surpassed those 
winch had just been devoted to the wor- 
ship of the rising sun. But to a certain 
extent Mr- Turton did impugn the ca- 
pacities ot the judges of the land ; he de- 
nied their capabilities to discharge, e ffex - 
tually and juiitly, the duties of jurymen, 
for their exclusion from the society winch 
surround them, renders it impossibto 
they can so propeily decide, as thoso 
who are less Ignorant of Oie habits and 
inanuers of the people ainooght which 
• they live ; th y might be extremely good 
judges ot the law, but they were bad ones 
of the iaci:. It had been aeked was fho 
meeting satisfied with the decisions by 
Julies lu cntumal *cases? but did the 
gentleman wlio put tl»at question mean 
to say, that he Inm.seli' was satisfied with 
ail the decisions which the judges bad 
given ill civil ones, in ilie Supreme 
Couit ? He, Mr, Turton, would poll India, 
man lor man, without the least doubt, 
(hat four-filths would be in favour ol the 
funner. 

Mr. TURTON rerasirked, that it was 
freqiien.l) said by judge Jeffries, that he 
had given the jury a lick with (he rough 
side of Ills tongue, and his friend, who had 
last addressed the meeiing, might have 
made the same observation, with refer- 
ence to many present, tor he bad de- 
^ignated lbo.se who were iu favour of 
trial b) jury, a band of conspii ators ! 
He had 'asked, whether they bad duly 
coo.sidei'ed the state of that society into 
which they were de,.sitous of introduc- 
ing It ? and to this IMr. Turton would 
reply, that both lit? and his brother con- 
spirators had duly considered it, and 
were satisfied that the causes which ope- 
rated against it in 1774 were not in exist- 
ence. There were, at tiuit, lime no col- 
leges for Mus.selmans and Hindoos; .so- 
ciety was now in a far different state- 
But the reason which had been adduced 
in 1774, iu opposition to the iutroductiuu 
of the measure, wa^wortby of remark. 
It was not, that the native population^ 
as they had been politely told this day, 
were so steeped to infamy, that they 
could not be entrusted to discharge the 
dutiesof jurymen, but simply, that a suf- 
ficient number could not be found ac- 
quainted with the English language te 
undertake the labour. This was not sa 
DOW, and even if it were a burthen, it 
was one the people were willing to takw, 
Qpon themselves. . ^ ... 
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«Tr.TURTO!i^haTiDgdi lated, at some 
leugptb^ opoa the advantagea of trial by 
Jury, coQcladed by obaerviag, that if 
there were any justice in the observati- 
ons of Mr- Cochrane, it would be much 
better for that gentlemajl^.atonce to move 
for the entire abolitition 6f the Supreme 
Court, than content himself with merely 
opposing the present resolution. 

Upon the conclusion of Mr. Turton*s 
remarks, the Resolution was put to the 
meeting, and unanimously adopted. 

OVVARKENAUTH TAGORE, in pro- 
posing the next resolution, addressed thd 
meeting in so low a tone, tl|pt we were 
unable to collect the purport of his 
speech. We beUe{e, however, his re- 
marks wf^re in part directed to showing 
the similarity between the anci^^ut Pun- 
chaut and the system of trial by jury. 
Having remaiked, that a very consider- 
able portion ot the native community 
were fully competent to sit as jurors, he 
concluded by moving, “ That a petition 
be presented to his Majesty and both 
houses of Parliament, praying that civil 
actions in the Suprenlh Court of Judi- 
cature in Bengal, may be tried by juries, 
at the option of the Plaintiffs or i)elea- 
dauts.*^ 

Seconded by Mr. W. BRUCE and 
Cdiried iinanitnously. 

Mr. CHARLES PRINSEP said, tlfat 
after the eloquent manner in which th% 
question had been discussed, aud the 
unanimity which prevailed dpon it, it 
only remained to place the plans which 
had been approved of, in such n train, 
as to ensure their arriving at inaturtty* 
He was not to be disheartened, because 
similar attempts made in 1799 'i^ere 
uusiiccessCul, for since then, rircum- 
stances were greatly changed ; in those 
days there were scarcely enough qualiiied 
persons to form a jury, now there were 
abundance. But there was another cir- 
ciirastance infinitely more important ; the 
institution of trial by jury was then cou* 
sidered peculiarly English, and the Na- 
tives of fndia took no iuterest in its io- 
trodttction, but now they were found 
coming forward to demand it ; they had 
discovered it was an improvement on 
the ancient system of Punchaut. Mr. 
-Prinsep considered the numerous atten- 
dance of Natives as the best pledge of 
success ; for when they were to be found 
in such numbers asking for trial by 
jury, there could be no doubt they 
would be equally ready, when it was 


granted, by a punctual attendance, to 

give it full effect. 

Mr. PRINSEP coneloded by moving. 
That it b# referred to a committee, con- 
sisting of Sir J • P, Grant, Colonel Young, 
G. J, Gordon, Ksq., Baboo Dwarkee- 
nauth Tagore, T. E- M. Tortoa, Esq., 
Baboo Prusunocomar Tagore, David 
Hare, and Longueville Clarke, Esqrs., 
with power to add to their numbers, to 
prepare petitions for signature, and 
trausmit them to England, accompanitd 
by such suggestions and remarks as 
they may deem expedient ; aud gene- 
rally to carry into effect the objects of 
this meeting. 

The resolution was seconded by Ba- 
Ifoo UussdmoY Dutt in a few words, the 
purport of which we were unfortunately 
not able to collect. In conclusion, we 
understood him to say, that every Native 
would hail with delight the introduc- 
tion of the jury system in civil cases 
into India. 

This resolution was carried unani- 
mously, after the following persons had 
been added to the Committee, Mr. 
Dickens. Mr. Vint. Mr. Kyd, Hussomoy 
Dutt and Radakauntb Debh. 

Sif*JOHN ORANT^ in proposing the 
next resolution, congratulated the meet- 
ing on the numerous atieodance, on a 
subject of so great importance, as that 
which they had been called upon to 
discuss. In presenting himHelf to their 
notice, he felt the less hesitation^ as 
he might be said to appear, in some 
degree, in the character of A witness. . 
If there were any doubts, whether the 
Natives of this country were capable of 
filling yet more important ' public sta- 
tions than that of jurymen, the speeclres 
they had heard to-day, from Native 
gentlemen^ addressed to the meeting, 
would be Bufficilnt to remove it; it 
must be remembered, in a language t<> 
which they were not Native. It had hap- 
pened to him, in the early part of his 
life, to witness the admimstration of ' 
justice, in civil cases, in Scotland, with- 
out the aid of jurors, and' he must bo 
allowed to say, that if a court of that 
kind were to be established, no better 
court could be framed for the purpose, 
than the Court of Session in Scotland. 
But it worked ill, though if it had been 
to act as a jury only, it would have been 
an admirable jury. The judges werf 
fifteen in number, Amongst them were 
some of the ablest men, and a» Uami^ 
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as any country baa ever produc- 
ed; but being judges as weli as jury- 
men, it was impossible tbey should con- 
iiiie themselves to the question ot fact ; 
it was mixed up with questions of law, 
and the result was that, it was in such 
cases an unsatiafactory judicatuie, tedi- 
ous, expensive^ and uuct'rtaiu. 

It was his fortune to witness the work- 
ing of trial by jury, in civil causes, af- 
terwards> in uitnost perfection, in 
BngUnd, at Westminster, in Loudon, 
siud on the Northern circuit, the great- 
OBt circuit in England, for several years, 
and he there saw it wusk well, and 
give univeisal satisfacfion, and inspire 
eneral couiidence. He saw its iotM)- 
action afterwards into Scotland, )ire- 
posed by some of the ablest men who 
ever existed,— when it was much di«- 
cussed by some of the greatest lawyers, 
not Scots, but English lawyers, aUo, and 
i)y the greatest stat^snieq. It was not 
at first earned into eftect, but it was 
Booo after introduced na a temporary 
nieasure. He had the authority of the 
Legislature, for saying it had worked 
well in Scotland, for by the unanimoiia 
consent (»f Parliament, of the ^whole 
country, of the Q>iii't of Session itself, 
and <»f those who had been the most op- 
posed to it, it was rendered a perwanenl 
part of the aduiiuistration of justice in 
Scotland, and is now. fixed, and perpelu- 
b 1 in its judicial institutions- Besides 
which, from having been optional to the 
court, it is now imperative, in all cASes 
which are properly juc^^'^^causes, that 
they shall be sent to he trffed bv jury, 
6ir John Qrafit had himself witnessed 
its operation, in Scoiland,,awd could bear 
testimony to its having proved, what he 
knew it must prove, the greatest im- 
pfpvetneqt iq the administraitinn of jus- 
iic^ tlHsrp, and to its having given uni- 
versqi l^atjsfaction- It had further beeu 
bta foHuqe^tq hear a part, since he came 
4d administration of justice, 

in^civil^otpwB, without the aid of a jury. 
Hi had |ha^ bad been said, as to 

tb« jadgeh, called upon to

tbe diffittt^y, uneasiness, and dig. 
tress, resuhing from not having the as-

upon a charge effecting bis life; *be- 
cause be knew be had the assistance of a 
jury, to sift the evidence, and decide 
upon the fact, than in cases, where a 
large amount of property was involved, 
and where i\^, decision upon the fact 
rested with himself, without sacb assis- 
tance. He would say, that he had 
never had reason to be dissatitbed with 
any verdict of a jury, at Bombay, during 
the time he wSs there, and he would 
say further, from his own observation, 
and upon the testimony of the £uro- 
* peans who had sat on juries with them, 
that*' tliere«'vere no better jurymen than 
the Native jurymen of Bombay — and 
why should he lornst a different opinion 
of the Natives here? Upon what ground 
shpuld he arrive at the coorlusioii, that 
the Natives of this side ot India, are 
inrap;ib]e of tlie duties performed, and 
well performed, by those of the other 
side ? 

The main direct benefit of the jury 
system, in civil cases, is that it com- 
pletely sepal ates the question of fact 
from the law. The next is, that it relers 
the question of fact to those, who are 
the most competent to decide upon it. 
Those who, troiu education and acquiro* 
ment, are best calculated to decide 
upon questions of law, are by uo means 
tie best calculated to decide upon mat- 
tfersotfuct, aiidwheie both are referred 
to their decision at once, they become 
incapable* of deciding well upon either. 
One can easily suppose a case when a 
party may have jiidgment against him, 
tbbugk he has a majority of che judges 
in his favour, both on the law and the 
fact. Suppose one judge considers that 
the plaintiff has the law on his side, 
hilt that he has not made out his case in 
point of tact, he disbelieves a witness. 
The seeobd judge agrees with the first 
on the law, but differs as to the fact ; 
he believes the wTtuess. The third judge 
agrees with the second upon the fact, be 
thinks the plaiutiflfKias proved his case, 
but this is immaterial, for he thinks tbe 
law IS against him. Thus two judges 
out of three think he has proved bis case, 
and two judges out of three think him 
right in point of law, yet the verdict vs 
against htni' No prOceedisg can be 
more unsatisfaetory. He had himself 
seen cases in the Court of b'essiou in 
Scotland, under its ancient consiitutioii, 
when {here were aeterai points of iaw^ 
apd several points of faqL vrbera.. M 
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decided^ when he would have undei 
taken, witk a little pains, to show that 
the party who lost the cause had a ma* 
Jority oi'the judges in his favour on 
CTery one separate pojot in it. Now 
this could not happen wlien there was a 
jary, for the court will conhoe them to 
the fact; and when they have found this 
the court has only to pronounce upon 
the law, which is seldom amatternl any 
great dubiety. This was the benefit of 
separacing the law irom the tact. It 
might appear a technical view itj 
hut there were most importaut conse- 
quences attending upon thi? technicaii- 
ty» But as to the tribunal tor trying 
the fact ; no man Vho wished to have 
the truth of a transaotion discovered, 
would select, for that purpose, men wholly 
unacquainted with the society, and the 
character and habits of the people 
aiDoug whom it took place, and irom 
among whom the witnesses were; to be 
brought. Neither would he fix upan a 
man who lived secluded from the world, 
and knew little of tbe common inter* 
course and common affairs of life. It 
had been said, the fittest men for this 
purpose were men of great inioriuation 
and erudition ; that was to say, men very 
learned and very ignorant; well acquaint* 
ed with books* and knov^ing ^thing «of 
men ; but he denied that they "were goo^ 
investigators of evidence, or ot the 
meaning and intention of the ordinary 
contracts and dealings of mankind. 
The astutene^Ss and' subtlety produced 
by a lawyer's education and habits were 
not favourable to the investigation of 
common facts. -He sees difficulties and 
doubts, and concealed intentions, where 
no body else sees any thing but a plain 
and ordinary transaction, and thinks that 
he creates to himself a sort of reputation, 
when he approaches a plain case with all 
sorts of doubts, and surmises, and disco* 
vers hidden aneanings and reservations 
where all the rest d' mankind, acquaint- 
ed with the business of life., know there 
is nothing but the plainest and most com- 
mon dealing. The more iu^enious such a 
man was the more apt he was to fall 
into this mistake. Be did net say that a 
great man would be led into it by any 
course of education or professional ha- 
bits; the. natural power qf his mind 
overcame them* The aiiibtlest^ of the 
subtle where subtiUy was required, he 
would be tko. simpleat of the simple. 
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where the matter concerned the actual 
affairs of mankind. But this was not 
the turn of a lawyer's mind. It was 
not the business of a lawyer to discover 
the truth ; this was no affair of his* 
There were others whose duty it was to 
do this. Great part of his occupation 
was to bunt after difficulties, and excite 
doubts. This fits him for judging oa 
points of law. where nice distinctions, 
and minute investigation, and balancing 
of conflicting propositions are necessary 
to uniferiniiy and the avoiding contusion 
in thejiaw — but it does not naturally fit 
a man for thj part of a juror. But in all 
political institutions the indirect efiects 
were usually more important than thw 
direct — tbe indirect effects of trying civil 
causes by jury were highly important. It 
had the effect of making all the members 
of the community participate in the ad- 
ministration of justice, it made them 
acquainted with the laws. It raised them 
m their own opinion, and taught them 
the value of justice and truth. It was 
said this country was not sufficiently 
advanced for the introduction of juries 
in civi9‘ causes. It was true it was far 
behind the countries of Europe ; but was 
this h reason fur refusing to it those 
institutions which wodld lead to its ad- 
vancement ? Because it was now in its 
infancy should it be refused the nourish- 
ment that might rear it into manhood ? 
Was England always as far advanced in 
civilization, in knowledge, and in virtue, 
as.. she is now ? But was there evet a 
time when she bad not trial by jury in 
civil causes ? Was she not once rude 
and barbarous? and was it found that 
the trial by jury in civil causes was 
disadvantageous to her while still iit 
that condition ? or has it been one of the 
means which has contributed .to her es- 
cape from it. Trial by jury may have 
disadvantages in particular cirenm- 
stances, but they are so much lUore than 
counterbalanced by its vast benefits, that 
they may be laid on one s^e. They had 
been told that this was thr most anci- 
ent system of trial in this country — so it 
had been in every country ; and tbe coun- 
try which had arrived at the highest 
pitch of civilization, liberty, and of glory, 
was that which had the longest adhered 
to it, , 

Sir JOHN Gif ANT here read the fol* 
lowing resolution, commenting upon 
aa he proceeded 
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maietiiicp do rffoommend 
' IB' t 1 i 9 comiaittaa to consider how far 
Ihe provisions of the Special Jury Actp, 
nod of the Scots Jory Acta may be adopU 
•d t«rith advantage, and also how far it 
may be desirable to keep the following 
objects in view, viz. 

1. That in all actions, nu the plea 
side, the plaintiff or defendant shall have 
the right of demanding a jury — and that 
in cases on the equity, ecclesiastical 
and admiralty sides, th^ Court shall 
have the poi^er of directing issues, to try 
matters of fact, which issues shall be 
tried by a jury. ^ 

ft. iMiat a solemn declaration, on the 
part of the jurors, he substituted for the 
oath now required by law. * 

3. That the ^rv be nnanirooua in 
their verdict, profiJed, that incase they 
shall hot have agreed upon their verdict 
at the expimtton of eight hours after 
they shall have refll’ed, a majority of 
two-thirds shall carry the verdict, and a 
mere majority may then apply to the 
Court to discharge the jury, and the 
judge shfdl,in 8uc|i case, have the discre- 
tion of refusing or complying with such 
request. 

He explained that it had been thought 
^ advisably to recobunead, that the mea- 
sure might be temporary, as to 
ensure the re>consideration of it by the 
legislature, in order to the rendering it 
more perfect than \v could be at first, 
and particularly, with regard to the expe- 
ridient qf dispensing with unanimitj^a 
.the Verdict do certain ca|N|iL He said it 
was proposed to repder it optignal to 
either p^rty tg demand a jnry. He 
thought it of great imp^ortapce to the law, 

^ that t^ere sl^ld be h jt(ry in all cases 
of fnetf proper for the cognizance of a 
iptf % bvU Brpt ft was thought better to 
,^aveit opf^fbnal, and ueitber {(arty could 
cemfdhtn, i^e might have a jury if be 
liken The Court had now the^ power 
tn dIreciAissuvf on the equity side, but 
. Ihey^ werediines liirected to themselves. 
It was Ibaposed. that issues on the 
equity siae plmuld be tried by jury. 
On the ij^unxfaity and ecclesiastical 
aides, no .iWas ceqld how be directed $ 
tbia was W wmitt^ defeat in the law 
nLBnglaiidk.and.tt hai^l^fn ramhdied in 
WtHaod. |t was piopotfftd , to remedy it 
kgrOi by giving poWe%l% the Court to 
J^ct mich l8sae%tu be triad by a jury, 
stated, that tlkeB|niharot|»erlmiis oa- 
^jpnUa of serving on j«f ie«|,aaBinioa and 


special, supposing tha number of Native# 
to be qnly.ftpO) and they were estimated 
considerably higner, was calcnlated at 
BS4, but throwing off for casualties 1*24, 
there would remain BOO, If the plan of. 
th^ Scot’s act were adopted, by which not 
fewer than 36, nor more than 50 were 
to be returned to serve at one siftings, 
say that 50 were returned, this would be 
a 16th part of the whole number each 
sittings, or a fonrlh part each year^ 
bringing round each man’s turn once in 
four years only. It was proposed that 
dhe jurors should have a reasonable 
compcnsaliyii for their aitenflance ; and 
that such precautions should be adopted 
in the returning and^stnking the juiors 
try StBch cause as should prevent the 
possibility of tampering with a juror. 
It was thought that the provisions rela- 
tive to the Special Juries in England, 
and the Scots’ Jury acts afforded a 
snfficient guide. It had not failed to he 
taken^into consideration, by those who 
brought this proposition forward, that- 
objections — perhaps not strictly of a 
religious nature, but founded in manner# 
and usages which influenced public esti- 
mation, and entitled to every reanect, 
were felt by som^ of the mosbrespecta- 
ble, indeed by almost all the respect- 
able Native inhabitants of Calcutta, to 
tho taking an oqyi in a court of justice. 
1^. was proposed to suggest to the Legis- 
lature, the substitUliun for an oath of a 
solemn dvcUration and promise. Nor 
man could doubt, that ha must equally 
forfeit the favour t>f the Almighty, by 
acting in violation of a solemn noderta- 
king* in the presence of Heaven and 
of his country, honestly to administer 
justice, aud finding a false verdict 
against his neighbour, as it he had add- 
ed to tbf<i>bligatioa imposed upon bin 
conscie#^, the pronounoiog of au oatli. 
Such oath would not bind the lalsa 
mqn, and the true man did not require 
it. in regard to unanimity in the verdict, 
he was clearly of opinion, and was so 
upon long and careful consideration, 
that it was of great vmportsnce,, thab 
the jury should be ananimous. He and 
some others of those who bad been 
concsmed ni framing these resoluftous^ 
h^, however, so far yielded to thenipL 
nioDs of otheis, as to agree to«ihe draw*, 
ing of the reqnlution, as he had read it j 
but ail these were soggesfions for lurther 
consideration, T^ewrjrs«d«4ott Suggested^ 
tli»t the vosdmi must .ha^naaniinoiiii 
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iti erie CK8e» viz. that if the jQt5r 
shoaid remaio ioclosed for 8 hoard, with- 
out ag;reeiii^, then the verdict might he 
returned by a majority of" two-thirdn, 
and if two-thirds conld not agree, then 
the Gout t might discharge them. In 
Scotland they mast be nnanimous, and 
if they cannot agree within 13 honrs, the 
Coart is required to discnarge them. It’ 
was thought that 8 boars was a saffici^ 
ent time in this climate. 

Mr. G. J. GORDON observed, that 
there was a portion of the resolatinn 
to which he thought Sir J. Grant had 
not sufficieiiily alluded, and^it might, 
therefore, require some additional ex- 
planation. It had nqt appeared desira- 
ble to the committee of gentlemen who 
had framed the resolutions, that juries 
should be required to arrive at a una- 
nimnua decision, because, as they con- 
ceived, that no twelve men could be 
found to agree precisely on the same 
point, so to determine* that they must 
decide in the same way, was to legalize 
perjury. It was very true that in fact 
juries were in the hebit of coining to a 
unanimous verdict, but how was it done? 

It was not that all were agreed , but 
that the unchanged opinion of the mi- 
nority was conceded to ’the majority. 

The next question which Mr. Gordon 
said engaged the attentioo of the com- 
mittee was, what should be considered » 
proper majority, aud'-upon this they de- 
cided, that eight should be suifibient, but 
contemplating the possibility of no such 
nrajonty appearing, or ot the parties 
being equally divided, it was agreed 
that, after a certain period, the Court 
should be at liberty to order their re- 
lease. It then became necessary to fix 
that time, and with a view of euauring 
sufficient deliberation, it whs cefsidered 
that eight hours should elapse before the 
Court could receive any but a unanimous 
terdiot, after which the judges might 
take that of two-thirds ot the jury dis- 
charged. • 

Mr. L. CLARKE nexirose and aaid^ 
in order to guard against a charge of in- 
consistency, permit nfu t(^ explain, that 
there are two points in the resolutions 
fiioved by my frend Sir ^ohn Grant, 
in whi^h I , do not altogether concur. 
The first ts» where it is left to the option 
of the paKies to have their > cases decid- 
ed by a jury. * I would such 

option ; if the system of judges decid- 
ing on MUeSft etf ant be bad, it should 


not be left to any personas option to, 
continue it for a single hour ; and if . 
trial by jury be advantageoii.s, tbeii do 
not limit its advantages by a partial 
introduction of the institution. Thesi 
are my opinions, but T concede them id 
the majority of those with whom 1 anl 
united in forwarding these measures, 
and I do so the more readily, because 
those who will suffer most by not resort- 
iog to juries, will have only themselves v 
to blame in not exercising the option 
which is afforded them. The next point 
in which 1 differ from my friends is, in 
not leaving tlisf detenuinaiion of a^qiies-*' 
tinn to a mere majority of the jury. No- 
thing can appear more absurd to me 
thifti that species of parliamentary un- 
animity, which 18 supposed to prevail 
in a jury-box. No mniter bow strong a 
man’s opinion may be,*— no matter hcw 
solemnly he swears to give a conscienti- 
ous verdict, he givewa verdict in opposi- 
tion to his opinion, and wo are assured, 
that there is no difficulty in the case, lie 
may put bis own opinion aside ^ind sub- 
stitute an opposite one for it, and this, by 
act of parliament^ IS quite conscientious.’ 
Most Ittlly do I agree with Mr. Benthani, 
that unanimity in jurieg is legalized per- 
jury. But gentlemen, 1 withdraw my op- 
poBiiion ta’Hhis, because it is evident, 
that where it is only necessary for eight 
of the Jury to concede, and that in case 
of eight of them not conceding, they 
may be discharged in a given time^ 
that some iDcouvenience, but no injus-' 
lice, no legalising of perjury, can attend' 
such a. system. 

Genttemen, now that I am addressing' 
yon, Imust maks a few observations on 
some extraordinary stateiiacnts which' 
have been hazarded. You have been 
told that Jrial by jury m\\ increase 
the expenses of la^ suits to a ruinous^ 
extent, and that the bar had this in 
view, when/they advocated the measure. 

I shall not, gentlemen, make any proles- 
sioDB of candor, 1 feel that within mey 
which tells me it .is unnecessary, and 
were it otherwise it would be unavailing^ 
Without making any such professions, I 
will simply state, that had my friends or 
1 contemplated any such resnlt, thin 
meisure would never have been propqs- . 
ed j^piid 1 will boldly state, that (here 
is not a man umong you who does not 
cTOiiit the truth of my assertion* Bu| 
g^nll^Ulen,! will shfiw you, in one mo- 
meAti in whaf" mauAer iha, expemmi' 
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ngLQBt he most materially diminisbeil. A 
atacement has been jast brought to my 
notice which is published in the Hnrkaru 
newspaper of this-day. I believe it to 
be correct, and Irom this it appearSi that 
Upwards of 17 common law causes re> 
main undisposed of, and that a very 
large expense will consequently be in- 
chrred^ Now 1 tell you> gentlemen^ and 
1 state it as the result of no short expe- 
rience, that if there had been juries to 
try the.' civil actions, there would not 
nave been one reuuenant for the next 
^tbrm. When judges hare to decide 
questions of fact, tliey go ipto the whole 
of that system of investigafion and cross 
onamination which 1 have already de- 
ocribed to you, and by which an immen- 
sity of time is consumed. In addition 
to this, should th<iy take different views 
of any point of law, or of fact, they 
proceed to discuss it among themselves, 
during wbidh discussion the cause of 
course stops^aad I state to you as a fact, 
which many of my legal friends aie 
aware of, that in one cause I timed the 
proceedings by my watch, and the Chief 
Justice occupied tour hour8> while the 
witnesses and the counsel took but three. 
Had there been a jury, I am firmf^ con- 
vinctd that such il the difference of the 
systems, tiiat the case would have been 
disposed of in two hours. One of the 
results then that i contemplate, is a rapid 
dispatch of business and the total abo- 
lition of all those costs, which 1 admit to 
be enormous, which are occasioned by 
delays. Another advantage whicli will 
also be gained is, that there can he no ap- 
peals to England on mere questions of 
fUct, and that the takjng down of evi- 
dence may be entirely dispensed with. 
C^enilemeu, t cannot conclude without 
Inking some lii^e notice offhe unexam- 
pled aaseriioni' which* have b^n made to 
dny> in regard to the verdicts of our CaU 
nuttn i«n09, in the forgery cases, the 


Dum-Dum case, and the alledged'mnrdns 
at au indigo factory. It were unbd- 
coming in any one, but it would be most 
especially so in me, who was counsel for 
the prisoners in every one of these cases, 
to detain you by any comment on their 
merits, or to presume that this meeting 
was a fit tribnua) to review the verdicts 
of juries in capital cMea. But I must 
affirm, and in doing so, i know that I 
am but echoing your sentiments, that it 
would have displayed better feeling 
ii such assertions bad never been ha^ 
s zarded, and much better taste if they 
had not l^rn hazarded by the counsel 
for the prosecution. On the correctness 
of the verdicts, or the innocence of 
the acquitted, 1 wifi not waste a single 
word, nor presume.that the slanders of 
a defeated advocate can haie more 
weight with you than the verdicts of 
unbiassed juries. 

Some discussion here followed upon 
the propriety of receiving in any case tlie 
verdict ol a jury unless it were a unani- 
mous one, from which we collected that 
Colonel Young. JVlr. Gordon, and Mr. 
Clarke, were in favour of the measure, 
whilst Sir J Grant, Mr. Dickens, and 
Mr. 'I urtoii cdncelved that that the jury 
should be unanimous. 

Sir J. ORAN'f**S motion wasseconded 
bf Mr. A. Wight, and adopted. 

JVIr TUR.TON next proposed the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was seconded 
by lladaiiauth Debb, and carried unani- 
mously : — 

'That with a view to ulterior improve- 
ment in the act. and especially with re- 
ference to the experiment of a majority 
of the jury deciding in some cases, it he 
recommended that the act be passed, in 
the first instance, for a liuiited period.

^ saddle horses, must increase tiie value

“ qualities become better known ” 

The lleport continues with some re> 
marks on salting m|at for exportation in 
consequence of the low price of cattle. 
Mutt.^n 18 Slat'd to have fallen as low as 
a shilling per quarter and fat wefhers to 
bewoitli only 5 or 6 shillings a head 
Messrs. Cox ate slatnd to have pin sued 
au improved method of washing their 
ool fur exportation, which is as fol- 
lows : “ An iron boiler is fixed * 
bank of a running stream, with a large 
** soaking tub placed along side it, con- 
“ laining about 40 pounds ot wool in its 
** dirty state ; about two ounces of soap 
^ isiiissoJved in the first bucket of warm 
'' water, and poured over the wool in 
“ the tub, a necessary quantity of pro 
“ perly healed water is then added, uilti. 
^ the wool IS covered, and after soakisg 
** about five minutes, it is taken o it, and 
“ placed on a frame prepartd for the 
“ purpose, with a flood gale a* one end, 
“ and an iron grate at the other, which 
“ allows the water to I’.ass freely. It is 
then placed in a running stream, when 
“ one or two men keep moving the wool 
with a fork, until the water runs i-ff 
“ pel ftfctty clean, when it is taken out, 
and placed on a bundle along side to 
“ drain, particular care being taken that 
“ the wool, when wet, is neither to be 
** squee 2 ed nor twisted, and lastly it is to 
“ be dried with the heat of the sun. 
This method IS alter the Spanish fas- 
hion, and is denominated as such in the 
“ Loudon market. When the wool so 
** washed becomes dry, ii looked beautiful, 
“ and felt so delicately soft, that it did 
not appear to have lost any of its natu- 
** ral elasticity. However, muny doubts 
^ were entertained that the effects of the 
** waim water with soap would tausethe 
“ wool so cleaned to become, in the 
course of the voyage, harsh, and in 
V consequence less vainabie. Bat the 


" test of the British market proved the 
^ contrary, for Messrs. Cox’s wool, so 
** prepared, was exposed for sale, and 
** brought more than double the price for 
which wool of the samequality sold for, 
** which had been washed on the sheep 
“ before shearing, in the usual way.*’ 

** The German method ot washing and 
** preparing the wool is by soaking the 
sheep in warm water before sliearing, 
“ this is perforitied by having boilers oa 
** the bank of a running stieam, and a 
“ tub sufficiently large placed near it, to 
“ cover a sheep when turned on its back ; 
** the watea should he as hot as tha 
“ men can hear their hands in (keeping 
“the head of the sheep out of it.) Two 
** pounds of soup is sufficieut to wash a 
“ flock of four hiyiidTed sheep ; though 
“ soap is dissolved previously, as in the 
“ case of the Spanish method, ft is also 
“ necessary here to observe, that tho 
“ tubs should be replenished with soap 
“ when water is put in, which will be want- 
“ ingto every fouith or fi[th sheep j and 
“ from every fifty to a hundred sheep tho 
“ tub is to be cleaned from its dirt. If 
“ two or three men sfaud round the tub 
squeezing the fleece, one minute 
“ sufficient for each |heep to he m th 
“ hot water ; when taken out they aro 
“ thrown into a pen in a lunning stream 
“ one at a time ; they then pass through 
“ thiee or four hands, until the wool 
“ on tlie sheep is peifecdy clean. 1 he 
“ German method appear.s to' be the mo^t 
“ approved of in London, and is also 
“ more quickly and cheaply done in this 
colony than the Spanish method* 
“ Where expedition is required an cn- 
^ creased number of tubs may bo used. 
“ Alter washing in the German way, iho 
“greatest painS ought to be taken to herd 
“ the sheey catefully, to avoid the fleece 
“ being fouled bdfore shearing, which 
“ should not commence in less than four 
“ or five days, in order to allow the 
“ wool perfectly to recover its natural 
“ state.*’ 

A letter on the manufacture of soap ig 
also interesting \ it is addressed to Sir 
J. Jamieson by Mr. John Mackie, who 
says “ I take the liberty to inform you^ ■ 
“ that about seven years ago I discovered 
“ an excellent subcai bonate of soda in tho 
“ ashes of the mangrove tree, which grown 
“ wild on most parts of our coast. T'bft 
“ trees have only to be cut down, piled ia 
“ large heaps, and burned, and thn 
“lixivium of the aihea auswern ihn 
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** same purpose id the manufactare 6f 
•‘hardaoap iierfl, that the lixivium of 
^ SpaiMHli harriila doea with the Londoa 
^ soap manufacturers. From the immense 
quantity of maugrove in this colony, 

“ we are for ever provided with the best 
“ barilla, not only to make soap for our 
** own consumption, but also for exporta- 
** tion, equal to whatever our quantities 
“ of tallow may be* The price of the 
best soap never can nor ought to exceed 
one farthing; per pound weight above 
** the price of tallow. I am ready to 
^ supply any quAnUty of snap at the 
above rate, aifd have done so for 
^ seven years past, soap equal to that 
** used in liondon and its vicinity. As 
** t can vouch for the truth of tliese fe^ 
remarks, they are ^humbly submitted 
“ for your inf ormatiijn.**' < 

The brewing of beer from malt instead 
of sugar is strongly recomraen«fed, and a 
scale of rewards in grama of laud, had 
been proposed ; which however had not 
been adopted by the Colonial Council, 
and seems to be objected to by the 
Governor: hut this interesting pamphlet 
requires to be read to appreciate its value.

Resolved that so soon as Baboo Ram 
Carnal Sen furnishes his paper on the 
same subject, both essays be sent to Go* 
verument, for the puipuse ol being traos* 
mitted to Bombay. 

From Captain Richmond, Secretary to 
the Garden Committee, on the cuitivalion 
tithe Asparagus Officianaiia, at Aliipore. 

The thanlu ot the Meeting were offer- 
ed to Capt. Richmond. 

From Mr. Calder presenting to the 
Society an extensive'collection of sam- 
ples ot Mauritius sugar, collected by him 
while lately at that place, with accurate 
notes of the estates where the sugar was 
produced, degree of rehunig, mode of 
effecting tt, and the market prices of 
each — extending to 35 samples, in glass 
and tin. 

The thanks of the Meeting were offer- 
ed to Mr. Calder for his valuable dona- 
tion. 

From Mr. Henley, presenting four sam- 
ples ot sugar mauutaciured by him at 
Barripoie. 

The thanks of the Meeting were offer* 
edpto Mr Henley. 

/The President presented, in the name 
of Colouel Hazetta, a packet of tresh 
AJauiila tobacco seed, the first which 
had been received by the Society. 

The tiianks ot the Meeting weie voted 
to'Colonel Hazetta,, tor this valuable pre* 
sent, aud the packet was directed to he 
forwarded to Akra Farm, tor the purpose 
of immediate experiment, and also cf 
retaining a portion in well secured bot- 
tles, nil a mure favorable season for 
sowing it. 

Mr. Ballard submitted, on the part of 
Air. D. VV. H. Speed, a paper by that 
gentleman, on the culture of silk worms, 
manufaclure of 8tlk,%and expense incur- 
red therein, with the vie w ot pointing out 
the inferiority and dearness of the article 
at present, arihiog from the grower of the 
muJ berry, ^r^drer of the cocoons, and 
reeling pflhe silk, being wholly distinct, 
and iiidependant individuals. And pre- 
senting to the Society, 4 skeins or banks 
of silk, produced in his experimental 
factory, where the whole process, from 
the growing of the mulberry, to the reel- 
ing ^ theiilk, wns performed by himself. 
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The thanks of the Meeting were Toted 
to Mr. Speed. 

Messrs. Willie and Earle presented 
selected samples of all cottons, in the 
Liverpool raaiket, in December, 1831, 
with the prices ot each correctly labelled 
thereon, for reference by the Society 
The thanks of the Meeting were offer- 
ed to Messrs. Willis and Earle, for this 
very valuable present. 

Mr. De VeTine, Superintendant of the 
Society's experimental farm, at Akra, 
submitted various papers relative there- 
to ; including a tabular statement of tbei 
c<»lton cultiiation there, ft;|)m its com- 
mencement to the present period, on 
which to pmund m assiirauce of the 
best sea.aon for sowing, of the most suit- 
able seed, soil, and mode of cultivation ; 
an account of the expense ot raising 
three biggnhs of Maranta Arundinacca, 
(or West India Arrow Root), and manu- 
facturing the same into farina j and also 
some obser\ations on the storms of 31st 
October, and ‘i6th March last. 

Mr, De Verine also submitted several 
specimens of tobacco, cotton, and ar- 
row root, all reared at the farm. 

Mr. Piddington submitted the form of 
a circular, which he thought, ir translat- 
ed into the native languages, would re- 
move prejudices, and encourage the 
ryots to undertake the cultivation »^f 
seeds dn-tributed by the Society. ^ 
Resolved, that Mr. Piddington be 
authorized to get his circular translated, 
and printed on common paper, for distri- 
budoo. 

The Secretary informed the Meeting, 
that he had received only four parcels of 
silk, with corresponding sealed letters, 
as competing for the pnzes of the Socie- 
ty ; and that he had received no samples 
of sugar and cotton, nor any letters an- 
nnuDciug their being on the way 

Resolved, that as the reception of sam- 
ples of silk, cotton and sugar was limit 
id to Ist May last, no more samples of 
silk be now received, and that the enm- 
petiiion for the cotton and sugar prizes 
be postponed to the season <d 1833, it 
being understood that the prizes tor silk 
and Tobacco will be adj:judged on Ist 
June next, as originally intended. 

On the Burmese cotton, received by 
Mr. Swinton, from Major Burney Mr, 
Willis reports, that he considers it of the 
same description as that received under 
Major Burney*s previous dispatch, and 
considered by the Burmese, as oi ioreign 


origin, with this difference, that one-half 
ot the seed, when divested of the cotton, 
is quite bald, having a smooth, black, or 
rather brownibh coloured skin, while the 
other half is furred all over with a green 
fur, very tenaciously adhering. This 
diversity and peculiarity in the seed, Mr. 
Willis considers worthy of lemaik, as it 
is not to be found in any of the North 
American kinds, nor in those of Per- 
nambuco, Boutbon, the Seychelles, Ten- 
asset im, or Lower Bengal. The Cotton 
is however seperated from the seed, both 
from the bald, and furred parts of it, 
with ^'‘eat, imd almost equal facility, 
'ihe fibre is long, fine, and good in 
strength, and exceedingly suitable for the 
nfachiue spinner. 

Founding his estimate of it.<i English 
value, by the current prices of such sort 
of cotton in Liverpool, in the month of 
December, 1831, Mr. Willis states this 
cotton would be worth, in England, from 
7 to 8d. per lb. at which rate a wide field 
would appear open to remunerate tha 
cultivator, the merchant, and the ship 
owner, if this description of cotton be 
found capable of having asuccesstul cul- 
tivation in this country. 

Mrt Speed is of opinion, that the Cuf- 
/?<rc and E.rpewsc incurred in the produc- 
tion of siik, being, according to the pre- 
sent system of India, conducted and 
divided between three distinct parties, 
unconnected with each other viz. tho 
cultivator of the mulberry plant, the 
farmer of cocoons or rearer of worms, 
and the reeler of silk, must obviously 
check improvement; for tiuMigh the 
reeier^ay, for superior cocoons give 
encouraging prices, yet having no con- 
troul over the selections set a part for 
laying eggs, or in the maoagemeni of the 
worm (wiijycb are entirely in the hands of 
the farmer, who* again, is rarely the 
cultivator of the mulberry,) it is impogs.* 
ble to surmount the various absurd and 
superstitious practices, and other cau.se8 
now existing among the natives, which 
tend so materially to check impruvement.' 
Whereas, by condensing the whole into 
one establishment, every difliculty is at 
once overcome ; and it is scarcely neces- 
sary to say that as the cultivators of the 
mulberry as well as the farmer of 
coons, must n^essarily derive their 
respective profits, the reeler, who com- 
bines both, with his own occupation, 
cannot but be proportionally benefited ; 
that is, will not only send into the mar- 
ket a more perfect article^ but he will 
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sl)tam tBai article at a far cheaper rate 
tban it is now produced. 

Impressed with this idea Mr. Speed 
formed H small experimental establish 
snent ; first drawing up tor his guid- 
ance, a i^ketch estimate made from me- 
murunda, during many years enquiry^ 
the same as was produced i>y Mr. Jo- 
shua Saunders, in his evidence before the 
Select Committee of the House of Lords 
on East India Affairs, and the results 
of this experiment it is the object of bis 
paper to make known, dividing, for 
greater perspicuity, the iuformatiou into 
ieparate lieads. ^

SrTVATtON AND SORMATtON OF TBl 
Beds. — Select an open di y spot of'grouiid, 
where water is not liable to lollect m the 
rains, and murk out the bods 3 feet lo 
irtcboa in width, w'iih a path of 18 inches 
between them. Ihe earrh to be dug out 
of the beds at least two feet deep, so that 
when they are filled wkIi the new soil, 
the surface of them may remain at least a 
foot above the level of the soil in the gxr* 
deu. The beds are then to be tilled tip 18 
inches vtiih good ohf manurli either horse 
or bullock, but well rotted. Over that, 
put 18 inches more of the same kind of 
manure, mixed with an equal share of 
•good, rich, free earth, i reviously well rub- 
bed with thr baud, to mix them propeily ; 
all stones, and even hard clods of earth 
must be carefully removed. 

The bi^ds should be thus prepared dur- 
ing the hot weather, to admit of the earth 
settliag during the rains, and the manure 
to rot and cooL which last is essential to 
the success of the plan, in case the manure 
employed is not sufficiently “Id. When 
the rains have faif^/ ceased , the soil 
should be turned over; by digging about 
a foot deep, and whatever the beds may 
have sunk by the earth settling during 
the rams, should now be filled up with 
soil well rubbed and mixed, as before ex- 
plained, composed of equal parts of earth 
andjiOlil rotten manure 

Planting. — T ina may be commenced 
about the gOih of October, or when the 
rsyius have ceased, in the following maa- 
Dig three'rows of circular holes in 
each bed, 9 inches deep, and 15 inches

. Select strong sredling plants, and plant 
in each hole, being cerelut to spread out 
the roots, that they may lie flat and 
equally on the ground, then cover them 
vrith @ orS inches of the soil taken from 
the holes. After this the beds to be kept 
clean and the plants watered, (from water 
pots,) once or twice a week, according 
tile weather. In four months, (say the end 
ofFebruary,)the plants will appear strong; 
some will flower and throw otu seed, al- 
low the latteAo remain until it becomes 
lisrd, snd inclined to ripen, keeping the 
plants rather dry for a fortnight, when 
the stalks are to be thinned by cutting 
them down even with tlie earth, leaving^ 
merely one or two young sV^ms to each, 
according to the strength and appearance 
of the phiiits. The circular holes are at 
toe same lime to be filled up with rich 
soil, mixed with an equal share of good 
rotten manure, as before directed, after- 
wards irrigating the plants with water, 
three times a week. In tiie course of a 
few days, new shoots will make their 
appearance, of moderate thickness, when 
the soil may be iieaped over them, 2 or 3 
inches high. In two days more, these 
will be ready for cutting, which must be 
effected, by removing carefully with the 
baud, (on the side next the shoots to be 
cut,) the soil which was filled into the 
hole, until the root of the plant anpears, 
when the shoots are to be cut off with a 
sharp knife, about an inch above the root, 
the earth is then to be immediately filled 
in again, removing all ^stones and haCj(} 
clods td earth, lo the course of another 
fortnight, the whole will be in full b*^ar- 
ing, each plant producing from 2 to 4 
shoots;, — and, if the plan has succeeded, 
these will be of considerable thickness, 
very tender it dressed carefully, ami of a 
delicious flavor. 

As i.ist as the shoots appear above 
around, they may be cut, and the plants 
treated as above, (irrigating them every 
second day,) until the stems lolt at the 
thinning, throw out seed, w lu n those 
plants must he allowed to rest, keeping 
them rather dry, by watering them only 
every f^ou'^tli day or so. When the seed 
appeals hard, and begiriniog to ripen, 
the old stalks mu?A be cut down, or 
thinn’d as before — the soil in the boles 
renewed, and tlie plants watered every 
aecond day, when fresh shoots will be 
forced up. 

The same process to be followed, with 
the other plants in succession, and conti- 
cued throughout the dry season, until the 
rains commence, when /orcing is no longer 
necessary, and the young shoots may be 
cut indiscriminately* 

The above plan was adopted in Captkia 
Kichmond’s private garden last year, aa 
an experiment, and its success surpassed 

Uis expecUtiouSf havius cut the first dich 


of Asparagus, from plants raised last 
rains, from Cape seed, on the 2Bth of 
March last, about six months from the 
time of plauttug them out in the beds. 
He continued to get a regular supply of 
shoots; some of which, since the second 
cutting, have averaged from 1 to 1| in* 
ches,in circumfeieuce, — very tender, aud 
of superior flavor. 

By making the beds with only three 
rows, they can be more easily cleaned, 
watered, and the shoots cut witen ready, 
without stepping on them, which should 
be avoided, as it makes the ground haid, 
aud injures the plants. The length or the 
beds can be regulated accordiug to cir- 
cumstances. * 

Mr. DftVerine^s tabular statement of 
th% cotton cuiiivatinn at Akra is a \ala. 
able document ; it shows the extent and 
duality of soil of each paniculat field on 
the faim, under coiton, the time when it 
was fit St sown, the description of the 
seed, from whom received, from whence 
brought, mode of cultivation, when voge- 
tatiou first showed itself, when the plants 
flowered, when the pods ripened, the 
quality of the cotton gathered, and last- 
ly, the quantity of the return produce ; 
no such statement previously existed in 
this country, as is liel^eved, and it will 
furnish grounds to the Society for draw- 
ing up an improved mode of cultivation, 
suited in all respects, to Bengal. 

Mr. DeVenne also submitted a state- 
ment of the result of an experiment fo 
grow the Maranta Arundinacea at the 
Farm, and manufacture it into Arrow 
Root. For this purpose three higgahs of 
grouud, near the house and a lank, were 
selected, which were planted with bulbs 
in the beginning of 1831. The bulbs 
were found to be ripe in December last, 
and were then taken up. The apparatus 
ustd in manufacture of the farina 
was the same as was published io the So- 
ciety’s proceedings six months ago, and 
consisted of 4 large wooden mortars 
and pestles, made of mangoe tree, a 
dozen large gumlahs aud jar.s; som* 
straining cloths, and a quantity of clean 
water.

Tbeae three biggahs produced 230 
naunds oi bulbs, of which 139 maunds 
were manutactured into Arrow Root^ and 
gave 32 maunds of farina, being a frac- 
tion more than one-sixth of their gross 
weight ; which is hu extraordinary and 
SDOrtt encouraging return, seeing that 
wheat, as is believed, yields only one- 
•ixth of farina ur starch ^fcassada one- 
tenth, and Pbtatos only one-twelfth- 

Mr. DeVerine conclodes with some 
account of the great storm on 3nst 
October last, and of the hail storms on 
25^ and 26th March, as they wete (elt 
at Akra, and affected the cotton and 
tobacco crops. 

The gale ofSlst October was preceded 
by a gloomy appearance for three days ; 
on the morning of the 31st, the Baro- 
meter waa at 29,923 ; and it fell to 


29,628 ; the Thermometer was at 7&-— 
2. 60 inches uf water fell during the 
iiight. The whole plantation suffered 
most severely ; a great many cotton 
plants were levelled wfth the gfouud, 
and not a flower or pod was left on the 
plants; to such a degree did this take 
place, that a large proportion of the 
plan ation was broken up and resown. 

The hail storms of 25th and 26th 
March last came on suddenly, without 
considerable indicatieu by either the 
Barometer or Thermometer ; on the 25th 
it blew from the S. W. and ou the 26th 
from the W. commencing each day 
between S and 7 p. m. 2. 85 inches of 
rain fell. The damage done W the 
young cotton aod^tobacco plants was 
great in the extreme ; they were cut 
up in a manner scarcely to be believed 
by any one who did not witness it. 

Mr. I'eVerine’s papers were accom- 
panied by 4 specimens of cotton ; and 
by specimens of Persian, Mary Land, 
T?^irgioia, and Pear Tree tobacco, each 
cured After 4 different processes.

6. At the same time, Dr. Caaanovfr 
brought, for inspection of the Society, 
a comideto set of instruments, made 
precisely after the model of those used 
hv Monsieur Civiale, at Paris; together 
with that Author’s work on Lithontrily. 
Mods. Civiale’s apparatus is peculiar 
iu the lightness and firmness of its con- 
struction, and in having a spiral spring 
to regulate the pressure of the borer 
against the stone, during the action of 
the drill ; so that the aid of an assistant 
to the operator is not required Dr. 
Casanova stated to the Society, that he 
has now a case of Urinary Calculus un- 
der treatment by Ci7iale’s process, and 
he exhibited some portion of the stone 
which bad been reduced to a powder by 
the first operation on this subject. A 
chemical examination made by the Pre- 
sident, proved this to be composed prin- 
cipally of carbonate of lime, with some 
phosphate of lime, and scarcely any H* 
thic acid ; a very slight trace of iron was 
apparent, probably from attrition of 
some particle of the Lithbnlriteur. Dr. 
Casanova also presented to the Society, 


the fragments of a stone on which be had 
Buccessfuily operated at the Mauritius i 
and he offered his apparatus, made after 
civiale’s model, for the use of any ef 
the professional men at the Presidency, 
who might require it, either for the ope- 
ration, or to have a similar apparatus 
made here.

The following papers were then read 
and discussed by the meeting: — 

The case of disease of the heart, for- 
merly presented by the Medical Boarc?, 
The patient, a private soldier, was at* 
tarked'* with Bubo and Rheum»tipm 
while proceeding up Ine river, in No- 
vember, 1830, and was still in the sick- 
list, on the 17th January, 1831, when 
Pleoritit Bopervened : he was treated by 
V. S., blisters, purgatives, and digitalis. 
The disease was attended with a rapid 
and strong pulse, which was occasioually 
as high Hs 130. There was also palpita- 
tion of the heart, with anxiety and dy- 
spnoea. At the latter stage of the di- 
sease, a very diatressing vomiting occur- 
red for severitl days.' The patient died 
on ftie 2nd Mky^ 1831 « and on dissection^ 
adhesions were obiervad on both sides 
of the ebes^ wi^ re«!eiit indammation of 
the lungs; the pericardium was thickened* 
and its cavity was obliterated by ad- 
hesion. The parietes of the ventricles 
of the heart were unusually thick ; and 
there was great dilatation of the aorfa 
at itii asceuding portion and arch. ' The 
semilunar valves of the aorta were 
thickened* 

Dr. Casanova's ease of Elephantiasis is 
described as an enormous tumor of the 
scrotum, resembling Buenemia Tropica 
it occurred in an African slave at tho 
Isle of France. The patient died, and 
the tumor waa then found to weigh 37 
pounds. The author observes, that iii 
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treatment of tliis AiMase* ii»heii the 
g«tt«ral tiealth i« potmoch iiPpairedi, and 
the patient, ia not very old, uniform and 
wall regulated preaaure may be service- 
~ able : and as the mblady sesme very 
preypleot in some circumscribed dia*^ 
tridti, change of residence might ‘he 
b^eficial. > ; " 

* Mr. Mercer’s paper eomiA^hces wiik^ 
a few remarks en the o^b&siniili|^,dsetir* 
fence of; small'pox oftejQ^ri<^^n^Dee 
in the same person ; the Author ihen ob- 
serves, that althoogb the greatest^benefits 
have been derived from vaccinatioh, (the , 
eflicacy of which generallj^ as a preven- 
'tive of variola he fully acknowledges,) 
Still it must be allowed, that sometimes 
a modified smallpox occnrs after v^o- 
ciuatioo ; aud in a few very rare in- 
Stsncfs, the severer forma ot confluent 
small'poxvhappen. Seven cases oi vari- 
olous and varioloid disease have recently^ 
fallen under^ the author’s observation, 
the parcicnlara of which he now placed 
before the Society ; from consideration^ 
of these cases, he C(>ncludes,»>itbat the 
varioloid disease, after vaocibation, oc- 
curs in a great variety ^^oLifor ms, and 
with considerable diversity in its eruptive 
symptoms, as well as itt the de^ee of 
intensity of the dttendaot pyrexia. He 
is also inclined tp believe, tbat some in- 
dividuals who have been for a time pro^ 
lectedr. against irariofai by vaccination, 
may become aflerws^ds liable to s«wr 
from the former disease ; although the 
present cases would not support a con- 
elusion that there was any particular pe* 
riod at which the prophylactic property 
of vaccination ceased ; as thepatieuts he 
has lately treated, while ^iStiffering from 
varioloid diseases, were 'nl^d respec- 
tively, 29, 28, 22, 20, 19, IS, and se^en 
years ;tbey were vaebias^d iu infancy, 
and there is no evideBc#%hat%oy of them 
bad tu the interval been exposed to vari- 
olous contagion. ^

A boy, aged 13 years, was 
at tbqi^flate of this report going through 
the ordipa|*y course of severe confluent 
smalljp^X; the arm so covered wiih erup* 
tion marks of vaccination could 

be distinguished, but the mother. asser- 
ted that he had been vaccinated af tbs 
public institution in Calcutta at an 
^arly age. 

Case V. A man, 29 years of age, had 
fever of 4 days* duration, followed by a ' 
numerous eru[^ioD, the spots were small 
and ^omid ; depressed in the centre on 
the 3rd day, and contained a white fluid, 
Ijfbich desiccated on the Bth day : ac 
that period some of the pustules ou the 
lower extremities contained a bluish 
Juid ; the case still under treatment, and 
fikely to do well: there had been no 
rever utter the 6th day. There is one 
large maVkof vaccination on this patient, 
the surface of which is pitted by several 
small depressions. 

Case Vf. A man, aged 22 years ; the 
progres.s of whose varioloid disease was 
very similar to case 5th, but the eruption 
was less uumerous. The fever ceased 
on the fourth day, but returned on the 
11th, attended with swelling of the 
spermatic chords aud testicles. The 
case remains under treatment This 
patient was vaccinated when 16 months 
old;^y Mr. Steer; there is a large vac- 
cine mark on eaeft arm, indented with 
several small depressions* 

Case VII A man, 22 years of age, had 
fever of 4 days’ duration, followed by an 
eruption of pustules about 150 in num- 
ber ; those on the faibe contained a white 
matter, those on the extremities a pur- 
plish fluid. This patient has a mark of 
vaccination, which ia deemed perfect 

Most of toese patients had some sore- 
ness of tlt^ tbidat: vomiting occurred in

of cite oonlQaeut c^se, which hod ali tliO 
ttsual symptoms ^in a Severn degree.

In the Essay on the Proxifna^^O^hOsn 
of Cholera, Mr- Hutchinson 
explain the mode in which 
mena of that disease are pVodnoe^ The 
idea of its depending cm infiuinmatiQQ 
in the intestinal canal, (even were it 
shown that an affection of that nature is 
tnrariably present, in the early ^stage^ 
of the disease, which it is qq|,} he conti- 
ders totally inadequate to Account for 
the phenomena. Mr. H. conceives Cho- 
lera to depend on % certain state of 
disorder of the functions of respirqtinn, 
whereby the changes esBfiiitiai/,|!n life, 
effected in that process^ are inffoenced ; 
perhaps principally the consumption of 
oxygen and evolution of carbonic acid 
gas. This state of disorder, Mr. 11. con^ 
aiders to be the consequence' of certain 
noxious changes, either in the electrical 
or gaseous constitution of the atmos- 
phere ; (mest piobably, by the former 
remotely, and the latter more directly ;) 
by which the delicate nervous tfasue of 
tue lungs becomes impaired in its enef> 
gies, and oxygen ceases to be consumed 
in the quantities essential to lite. TW 
series ot phenomena of the disease m 
explained on this principle j the UiooS is 
imperfectly arterialized, and is«returoed 
to the left side of the heart in that 
state, for circulation through the body ; 
the first organ which the heart supplies 
is itself ; and the researches of Bichat 
have proved, that the circulation of 
blood highly charged with carbon 
througli its coronary arteries, is destruc- 
tive of its sensibility* The power of the 
heart is thus paralized or diminished; 
the force of the arterial circulation is 
impaired on the one hand, and the great 
venous trunks remain unrelievetbsand 
congested on the otb^r. The brain and 
spinal cord are supplied with black 
blood : hence result spasms, cephalic 
symptoms, stupor, and stentorous brea- 
thing; but whether the cessation of 
certain secretiond, and the increase of 
others is to be ascribed more to nervou^ 
influence, or to the chemical quality of 
the blood, Mr. H. is at a loss to deter- 
mine. The coma, which in Aonte cases 
succeeds re-action in Cholera, and frq- 
quently proves fatal; is iBclined 


think, may in many cases be with greater 
reason, attributed to the action of black 
blood on the brain, tban to the effects of 
the opium, which has been administered ; 
and he refers to the coma succeeding the 
ffrst symptoms of recovery in suspended 
^.atiitirathin from drowning, as an apt 
illustration. 

Mrrj[I>ci;innot concur in Mr, Brodie's 
6plbtq'D;&thaf the changes in respiration 
are%s'^|l^y/ chemical, and that animal 
heat depen^f on the nervous system. 
The anthor states that the quantity of 
oxygen consumed is least, w here animal 
heat is least.^quired; it is known to be 
affected by'the time of the day. the sea- 
son of the year, the nature of the diet, 
&trii the passions of the wind ; and Mr. 
H. thinks it is a strong corroboration 
of his doctrines, that under the circum- 
stances in which Clolera is most apt to 
occur, the quantity of oxygen consuwf^d 
is least. 

. He then goes on to remark the greafc 
similarity between the phenomena of 
fever and those of Cholera, particularly 
between the paroxysm of intermittent 
fever; the coll^sv of the remiitent, and 
the attack of Cholera. The Cholera 
Biliosa in this country is but a species of 
bilious lever, and tbe^ibolera of Russia 
is stated to be followed by high febrilo 
re-action of several days'- duration. Air. 
H« is ill consequence led to conelude* 
that the two diseases are in essence the 
fame or similar ; oxygen being con- 
sumed in diminished quantity during 
the stage of depression, and again in 
increased quantity during that of re.ac« 
tiou. The idea of Dr. Southwood Smith* 
that the brain,, and spinal cord are pri- 
marily actiO^ bn in fever by the poison* 
Mr. Ei. considers to bf erroneous ; ma- 
laria or miafma resides in the atmos- 
phere, and'^^aitfOiiW act on the brain and 
spinal cord through the medium of tba 
respiratory organs, and intermediately 
ol the blood. 

Mr. ti. considers the functions pro- 
ducing the changes in the blood requisite 
to maintain a state. of health, and especi- 
ally the decarbonising process, not to 
be confined to the lungs* but to extend 
to the skfh, and perhaps to the other 
organs of secretion, and that between 
the actions of these systems there hs 
consent, or natural dependence. He ob-t 
serves, a sprig of vegetables gives out 
bxygen in sunshine, if placed i“ 

ifater ; b«t it ceasee ttr do »o, if dej^ris 
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▼ed of carbonic acid by being placed in 
distilled water. In a similar manner 
Rlr. H. is inclined to think, that if the 
evolution of carbon by th? skin, or the 
s 'ereting organs, is diiuinished. in pro- 
portion will be the quantity of oxygen 
consumed by the lungs; and vice versa, 
as tbe quantity of oxygen consamed in 
the langs is diminished, so will that of 
carbon thrown off by the skin and organs 
of secretion. Thus cold malaria, the 
depressing passions, irregularities in 
diet, &c &G. all become exciting causes 
aithar of Cholera or Fever, by their 
effects on tbe respiratory ^rgans, in the 
extended meaning of that ..expression. 


The following is the process which, btt 
is inclined lo think, takes place in 
recovery : oxygen begins lo be c< nsumed 
in inoreased quantity, (perhap.s latterly 
in greater than the natural,) the blood 
becomes better arterialized ; it is circu* 
lated in tbe muscular structure of the 
heart, which recovers its energy ; venous 
congestion is relieved ohi the right, and 
the arterial circulation is strengthened 
on the left; heat returns to the surface, 
and the diseased secretions disappear, 
while the natural ones, which had been 
suspended, are restored, and the remains 
W andecarbonized blood are thrown off 
in black vitfated secretions.

'Ihe 
question wasoneof im portance between 
banuius and ilieir principals. heirig, in fact, 
tins; whether a hainaii, b mg employed 
by his piincipal to purchase, .couid buy 
oil his own account, and then sell ut a 
fictuious name to his employer , at an en- 
ormous ndvriuce of price. Tiie witr 'ss 
culled on the part of the plaintiff, had, in 
a great measure, established tlie facts 
winch fie should confirm by other evi- 
dence, that Tarracbaud was, bf^tore the 
purchase from Alexander and Co. on the 
IStli November, employed by the det^md- 
ants as banian, to purcfiase safflower for 
shipment to France. That, on the fol- 
lowing day, he produced a sample, stating 
that it was to be iiad for not te.ss than 
thirty rupees per maiind. Defendant 
thought the price hijli ; but, as there was 
Ho other in the market, authorized the 
piircliBije at that rate; and it was accord- 
ingly procured and delivered, as if a jnir- 
chnse from Dabypersaud. And u whs 
not till some time after the shipment, 
that defendants were informed of the real 
Seller, by Nnbboocoomar, the other 
plaintiff. There was another transaction 
of five hundred maunds of pepper, in 
which he claimed to set <t,ff a similar 
fraudulent overcharge ; also the price of 
sonic silk good$»aQd other items. Bsnisns 


were in the eye of the law, mere factors 
or servants ; and it was a well known 
principle, in regard to factors, that they 
could not cbaige tlieir piincipals morn 
than they actually paid, or any profit 
on the article, but must look to their 
commission only. II- should prove the 
nature of a bauiau’s duty to be precisely 
analogous. 

AJr. IF. Beeby^ of the firm of Boyd^ 
Beeby and Co., proved the duty of bani- 
ans to be principally in the buying and 
selling of goods, for which tliey got a 
dustoory from one to two per cent, from 
native dealers— seldom any dustooiy 
from Europeans. Never knew an instance 
of a bargains for diistoory in a dealing 
with Europeans, with whom dealings me 
commonly direct — the profit from general 
business is a sufficient motive to the ba- 
nian. 

examined.— On purchases made 
by order, ilie banian cannot ohaige more 
rhanhe pays ; he is a mere broker to the 
hou'se; slionld conceive he could not 
charge more, though he was banian to 
otheisalso. An European house cfiargea 
only the price paid and commission. Wo 
should charge the market price of the day 
on winch the order is executed. 

Fo the Court, liniry is made at tlift 
time of the uurchase, and liio market 
price of the dav is charged. A banian who 
purchases for sev<*r^i paities. should 
charge to all the average price of iho 
whole: v\ here there is a mere contract 
for suppi V, without limitation of price, ihd 
tnaiket pnee at the time of deli very would 
be charged, taking the cliauce of use and 
fa I. 

Mr, Charles Diimame was, in November, 
1830, an assistant to defendants, and new 
a uartner. Plaintiffs were the banians. 
Nubhoocoomar received tvi'enty five ru- 
pees per rnoDtb, and was employed in tlia 
accounts, Tsrrachund transacted the 
purchase's \ recollecia an order for pur- 
chase of safflower ; it was given in No- 
vember, between the Ijtb and 18th ; the 
order was^verbal heard it given by Mr* 
Walker, Walket said he wanted safflow- 
er, that was all. Tnrrachund said, he 
knew of none at tliat time ; Walker de- 
sired nim to look after it. The next or 
following day, Tarrachund produced a 
sample, and said he could get two hun- 
dred maunds at thirty rupees the maund* 
Walker said he would take it at that 
price, if he could not procure it lower. 
Eight or ten days after tlipt, the safflower 
was delivered.Walker enquired frequent- 
ly: Tarrachund assigned as a reason for 
not delivering it gooner.tliat n was not ar- 
iived. The delivery was trom a godowa 
in Clive Street. [Here the witness prov- 
ed the written receiots, arn days of de- 
livery » aud of paytucni] . 1 paid to Null* 
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boo himsplf— did not consider birn the 
seller 'I'he receipts are in Nubboocoo- 
jnar'fl signature— recollects Nubboo say- 
ing that this safflower had been purchased 
ot\AIexander and^ o. at eighteen rupees 
and eight annas in the name of Daby- 
persaud ; he said so about the, end of 
I)ecernb»r or beginning of January^ af- 
ter the, adjustment of the safflower ac- 
count; it was to Walker that he said so* 

1 put my name to the account of 26(b 
January, after NubboO bad told me this. 
Walker was j[>re8ent when I closed the 
acodunt ; tbe balance was not paid, be- 
cause be intended to claim the overcharge 
for the safflower and pepper. Mubbo 
gave all the details to Walker in my 

S resence ; he said he could not .suffer 
Ir. Walker to be so cheated without in- 
forming him* Nubboo was not employe^ 
as a banian by other people ; Tarrachund 
was. Itw’aaa m»*re verbal order fiom 
Walker to Tarrachund. Had larrachund 
sold to a FrencI) Captain, Walker cnuld 
not have recovered. [The witness here 
gave the details of the pepper transac- 
tion, in which there appeared to have been 
po overchargej. 

Cross-examined. — A written memoran- 
dum is made and filed, whf^ti we deal 
with strangers, but not with the banian. 

I know of no other purchase of safflower 
but this ; the account now shown me re- 
lates to a parcel of safflower sent to 
iVance by Tarrachtfnd. to be sold there 
on his own account. Walker was then 
going to France ; it was sold on Tarra- 
chund’a account. I know of no advimcea 
mode by rarracbund to Walker, Roussac, 
and Co., he was employed in^rnly on ac- 
count of his activity and intelligence, not 
ofhis property. It had been agreed be- 
tween Walkor, Roussac, and Co. and 
Capt. Pouvereau, that bo should have 
half the safflower we purchased, at the 
cost price. Capt. Pouvereau had the 
half, and paid at the rate of thirty ru- 
pees per inaund. T don’t now whether 
It turned out profitable ; tlie other half 
was not bought by Walker, H^ussao, and 
Co.on their own accoffnt, but as agents 
for oorresuondents in France, who paid 
thirty rupees per maund, and a cominiS'« 
pion of five per cent. Jo Walker, Roussac, 
and Co. Tarrachund got no commission ; 
he was to get his dH$(oofti from the sel- 
ler— 1 did not know till within these few 
days that 'Tarrachund had aold rwa hun- 
dred maunds to Gervain about the same 
time; nine maunds but of the two hun- 
dred were rejected by myself; don't 
Know on whose account the nine maunds 
were sold ; that qtmutity was returned as 
not answering the ‘sample ; we bought by 
sample, at thirty rupees per maund ; 
^^pi^chund said he could not get it for 
{ssi; Uisy^ coacluded ilto bargain ioiine* 


diately at that price ; rfeliers that saf- 
flower was stated in the price current as 
high as fifty rupees per maund. I did 
not know he had the godown in Clive- 
street, but heard of it after this disco- 
very. Had there been a rise of price 
Walker and Co. could not have enforced 
the bargain, having given no earnest. 
There was no agreement in writing with 
Tarrachund as banian, after Nubboo be- 
came joint with him : there had keen 9 
written agreernent witli him before, and 
it was verbally agreed that they should 
go on as before. J'arrachund was banian 
to t’apc. Ducros, Mr. Thiaulf, and other 
French gentlemen : he makes himself un- 
derstood in French. 

lie^eiamineh. The house always bought 
through th» banian by sample ; they look- 
ed to the goods, n^. th.^ seller. They 
have still an account with Pouvereau 
and tiie others, for whom tiie safflower 
was purchased. 

7o the Court, Walker had returned 
but fifteen days from France ; he must 
have known the price ol safflower there; 

1 have heard tliat the safflower was of 
inferior quality ; that was the cause of 
Alexander and Co, sellmg so low. What 
I rejected was entirely damaged ; what 
we took aereed with the sample, 

Mr. Fladow and illr. Willis were ex- 
amined as to the nature ot banian’s em- 
ployment and duties. 

W. H. hoist, an assistant of Messrs* 
Alexander and Co. proved the sale of the 
sajlivier, by Alexander and Co , on the 
llfJi November : it wus mixed, and troia 
I.)aoca, and bought in the name of Daby- 
persaud. J The witness produced the 
entry, and'was examined us to transac- 
tions throuirh banians.] 1 had made ae- 
veral etfi^ris to sell, but could get no offer 
above fointeen rnpee^, 1 did not see 'Tar- 
rachund in the tiausaction, but only the 
broker ; nineteea rupees four annas was 
the price paid, inclusive of dmtoory ; 
there wms no great rise of price within a 
fortnight: this was then the only parcel 
in the market ; it is a very perishable and 
fluctuating article. Govmd Dfiur is our 
banian in the goods department. 

Itmnsoonder Duloll proved the pur- 
chase from Alexander and Co. and its 
delivery to Tarrachund. 

Cross examined. I informed Govind 
Dliur, that Tarrachund was to be the pur- 
chaser. 1 understood jthe purchase to be 
on his own account. 1 had not heard of 
any order from Walker and Co. 

J.J, James, Produce broker. I- exa- 
mined this parcel at Alexander and Co *s 
godowus; am not sure 1 made an offer 
myself. 1 bought a great deal that year ; 
the highest price i paid was thirty rupees 
twelve annas : this parcel I thought 
worth twelye rupees pot muRd i beUs?<s 
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U wn* tlie only lot then in th#* market. 
The good qnahty comes trom Dacca oniy; 
the Patna inferior. 

J, Lauamiier produced and proved the 
written ag^reement between Walker and 
Co. and Tarrachund and others, as ba- 
mona. 

IVlr. PniNSFP, in reply, contended, at 
conaideruble length, that even aupposiiig 
the whole of the defendants* case to be 
true, the defendants could not avail 
themselves of this matter, by way of set 
off; although, perhaps, it might furnish 
grounds for an action of d^'ceit or of spe* 
ciai contract for breach of the agreement 
as banian, which, though not reduced tq 
writing, was made with ref^*rence to a 
previous written instrument put in evi- 
dence by the defendants. The purchase 
in question had not b«en made in confer* 
mity with that agreemeent, which pro- 
vided tliat all orders for purchaaes by the 
banian wore, to be in writing ; and ihexe 
were other points in winch the terms of 
engagement had been departed from. The 
particulars of set off made no reference 
to that agreement ; and yet, if the de- 
ieudants had been put to their action, 
they could have sued upon the special 
contract only. Besides, the defendants 
had lost nothing ; they luid been paid 
the full price charged to themselves, and 
their commissLOQ into tlie bargain ^ and 
until they should liave repaid their own 
employers, the allowance of the amount, 
by way of set-otF, would only trans- 
fer the profit from the plaintifl’ ua hariff^n 
to the defendant as factors; for neither 
Pouvereau nor the princifiah in Kurope 
could ever recover the amount,, Looking, 
however, to the facts of the case, the or- 
der of Walker was not specific as for any 
definite quautUy, hut merely to look out 
for salfiower. 'I'arraohuud bought of A. 
and Co oil hie own risk, taken good and 
bad together ; he resold to Walk'^r and 
Co. sample, and, if 100 rnaunds instead of 
9 liad been rejected, must himself liave 
borne the loss. Besides, the overcharge 
could not be calculated till the average 
price had been ascertained, allowing for 
loss on resale of that rejected, and for all 
charges and expenses, the amount of 
which the Court had now no means of re- 
claiming ; the oveAiharge was in any 
view of It unliquidated damage, which it 
was admitted could not be the subject of 
set off. If Walker and Co. wished for 
ihe profit of the purchase, they must be 
content to take the risk and loss also, or 
the condition of a banian would be des- 
perate indeed. Witnesses had been call- 
ed to prove the custom of the place, be- 
* tween banians and their employers ; but 
no two of them agreed; and, if custom 
was to be proved, he should like to have 
li&d some baaians culled^ and not to uko 


it on the evidence of agents only. It re- 
minded him of the case of the lion and 
the man, in the matter of the picture. 
The agents vcho had been called would 
have If, that the banian was to have all 
the risk and none of the Commission or 
profit ; but the banians, if called, would 
gjvo a very different version. It was clear, 
.however, that there was no custom in 
the matter, but that each hou.se made its 
particular arrongement with the banian. 
With regard to the excess of price, it had 
arisen from the French demand, and from 
there being none of the article in the 
market. Pouvereaii had been glad to get 
it at the price. No doubt Tarraclmnd, 
who had spoculated to France himself 
in the article the year before, would have 
learnt the state of the French maiket 
fr-Mii Walker, immediately on lus return, 
and have been on the lookout for liiin- 
self. The use of oilier names was the 
common practice of native dealers— there 
was no concealment from Alexander and 
Co. ; and Walker and Co. who received 
the article fro^ rarrachund’s own go- 
downs, might have known wlio they 
were dealing with, had they thought it 
woith while to inquir'" ; but tliey wera 
glad enough then to get the article at 
the price demanded. 

diH Aprtt.. 

The Chief Justice said, the opinion 
of the Court w'as tor ijie detendani, and 
there must be a verdict occoraingly : but 
he had himself some doubt upon one 
point, i. e. liow lar the defendants, as fac- 
tors, could have a right to set off under 
the circura&rauc»*s against a debt iiuo 
from thernst-lves as principals. 'J’lie 
factors h.id iliernselves been fuliv p.iid ; 
and to allow tins set off would pro lanto 
he given them a verdict for the part only 
of their claim for overcharge, winch 
would have to bo assessed prorata 
amongst the parties ( onccrued, in the na- 
ture of a dividend to each. There ap- 
peared to him great difficulty in this ; and 
therefore, upon this point, leave would 
be reserve to theiplanitifts, to move to 
enter a verdict for the amount of their 
balance. Upon the merits, whatever 
doubts he might have had on the right 
of abauiau acting for many to sell to one; 
and the analogy between a banian and 
factor, which he was not prepared to 
say could be supported to the full extent, 
yet if he did sell to his employers, it 
must be done openly and fairly and not 
under sn assumed name. Fair dealing 
was a duty in all nations, and under 
every code, and when money has beea 
paid upon a deception, it might be reco- 
vered back. These were not unliquidat- 
ed damages, for 'I'arrachuud might have 
thrown the loss of what was rejected 
upon Alexander and Co. from whom 
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bonglit, Iiftr? hi'« trt clonk 

his fraud upon his employers, prevcMUed 
liis grirrmn inquiry, 

'J'lie orli»»r Judges concurred, but in» 
timated that tiiey did not euiertaiii the 
same doubts as to tbe point reseryed to

Principally given by the Captain of a 
Countrv who had followed Tr doing 
on the Coail for Ten Years. 

Vf^ssels bound to tb© pef||)er ports on 
tbe West Coast of Sumatra, generany 
endeavour to make Hog Island called 
PuloOO, ('ie Coconnut Island, by the 
natives, ) and irom thence shape the 
course for whatever poit they may be 
bound — I’his island is moderatelv bigb^ 
and hilly, covered with trtvs, vid ni.iy 
be seen 10 or IS leagues in clear 
then ; it is thinly inhabited by emigrants 
from Acbeen, who t^rry on a trad*© in 
cocoaout'oil and cocoanuts — Several 
Bmall islands line its shore on both 
sides, with sudden overfalls on several 
coral pat<‘hes, 'Whic.K lie 4 or ^ miles off 
— As tiler© IS no inducement for a ship 
to at>proacii the ho<lv of this island ve- 
ry close, the dangers which surround it 
may, tlieiefore, he consi»lered as verv 
imperfectly known— S. E J S. disdant 
S or 4< leagues from its smtri point, lie 
two flat islands, 2 or ;• miles in e^Ltent, 
between which and libg Island is a good 
passage - iu whieli no danger has as vet 
been discovered — nor is there anr ao- 
pearance of bMumiings when withhi 
one mile of the north side ot the nor- 
thern most flat island ; but with the 
north part of tho noriljern-ifl''St flat

ed observation in passing: them many 
times ; they are situated S. by W, and 
N. by ];Sv of each other ; the soutliern- 
most being twice tbe size of the oilier^ 
and divided by a channel about one 
mile wide : tl^v are Iriw, covered with 
tre+*s, and may he seen from the deck 4 
or 5 leagur-s. A shoal is said to extend 
fnm the islands ui a S E. direction 
12 miles, some parts of which are dan- 
gerous, hut by keeping near tli© north 
end of Hog Island, the channel between 
it, and the Cocos may be used ; but do 
not bring the Cocos to bear westward o£ 
?i)*th until your ihslance from them is 
ut 4 leagtiHKi*.

The Co«- i Inlands have heretofore been 
©'•nsidered to he much nearer Hog Is- 
land ; tbe difference of long, in books of 
navigation, has been >aiid down only 10 
miles. V^vsels, therefore, bound round 
to tbe north end of Hog Island and tba 
Cocos, making tho land towards night, 
too, far to the soutfi to see tiie Cocos, 
should b« careful to k©e[» far enough to 
the westward, so as not to tret entang- 
led among the shoals to the N E. of 
(he Cocos, as has been the case with se- 
veral vessels. 

Pulo 'Rhmh is in E‘it. 4^^ .'>2* Xorth ; it 
is 2^ inilf»3 Ml circuinhweuce, and at tho 
80uih-*^a3i end only J a mile from tho 
main. This^island is low, and may bo 
known by an islet dir low level rock, ad- 
joining its western end, and lo^er than 
the island ^Ueif, with 2 h cocoanut trees 
scatteredl^er it. 'There is a safe pas- 
sage betv^n Pulo Khiah and the rnatn^ 
with 4 to 10 fatlioms sand nnd mud ; m 
passing through, ke^ptbe island close 
on boarj, this Inking the deep side, be- 
io^ direful not to borrow on the mam in 
the narrow' part of the channel, whero 
the water is shoal, and tho natives say 
there is a rock close to the main ; ancho- 
rage in 10 fathoms, with Eulo Khiah S. 
E. by E to S. VV. by W.distance ^ a mile, 
and irom the village on tbe mam where 
tho pepper is shipped Jarnile. Jif»r\vGen 
Fulo Khiah and the latitude of 4^ •38’ 
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north there are several small pepper 
port^, as Pattv, which lies near the 
small island of Pulo Gao, which island 
is in Lflt. 4^'48' N. and bearing S. S* 
K. 6 or 7 miles from Pulo Rbiah ; also. 
Lahgum i)iah, Tullogoorloompang, and 
Kigas ; the latter is situated in a small 
bar, rather difficult of access, and would 
require, for a stranger, a native pilot, 
which, however, should never be too 
much trusted on any part of the coast, as 
they have little or no knowl.edge of the 
compass, and when at any distano^ from 
the land are generellv totally bewildered. 
At Kigas you anchor \n 6 fathoms, 
under a small island called Ung, midway 
between it and the main, about J a mile 
from each, and are 2 and miles from 
Rigas, this being the only safe anchor- 
rage hereabout. Besides Pulo Ung, there 
are also the islands Pulo Hoosum and 
Pulo Cat), called also Pulo Rigas, aitua* 
ted off this small bay, with rocky bottom 
and mil ifferent anchorage allround them. 

Annalaboo^ is in Lat. 4’^-7’*:.>l)’ N. It 
may be known by a grove ot cocoanut 
trees situated on the point, which forms 
the small bay ; the first point to the 
northward, distant 11 or miles, (call- 
ed Oujoug BooJ^oon,) is also covered 
with cocoanut trees, encompassed with 
a reef and similar suuntnngs, but in 
clear weather both points will he seen at 
the same time, the southernmost being 
Annalaboo — In approaching Aiinalaboo 
do not come under 9 or 10 fathoms until 
the point bears N. K- by N.; as S. W. 
of it one-half mile, are two reefs of rocks 
which sometimes break ; inside of them 
is a channel for boats, you may anchor

U within or 2 miles 
of the shore, perhaps the best mark to 
know the Cape by, which otherwise is 
very difficult to distinguish, is a small flat 
house, built of mats, which appears not 
much higher than a boat, situated J to f 
%to the eastward of the Cape, and general- 
ly has one more w'hite fi.igs living on 
ir. 'I'his house is a sort of Santa Casa to 
tbe natives, and tl^y hold it in great ve- 
neration — They have a tradition that a 
Mahomedan priest, or missionary , a very 
holy and religious man, while upon his 
peregrination to propagate his religion, 
died of fatigue and hunger on the spot, 
which they consider to bo thereby sanc- 
tified ; and at this time, if a person has a 
frierm or relative verv sick, he makes a \ow 
to Mahomet, that if he is allowed to reco- 
ver he will perform a pil<rrimago to this 
house, and hoist a white flag upon it A 
small coral shoal IS said bv the natives 
to lie close in shore oil this Cape, almost 
connected with it — Being abreast of tins 
Cape, and bound for Soosoo, you should 
Feep in 27 to 30 fathoms, 2 or 3 leagues 
from the shore — Soutli from Cape lVlix,l2 
miles, and 8. 19 W. from Se Mium Poiiir, 
lies a coral shoal of 4 fathoms, with f>5 
fathoms and no ground just inside of it— -- 
A little distance, say f of a mile toN. W., 
is another shoal, with deep water be- 
tween — If bound to Qualla Battoo , stand 
on till you see two clumps of trees, quite 
bluff, appearing like small islands ; and 
about one mile asunder ; these are the 
points of Soosoo Bay, called PuloKio,aud 
Oujong Serniigab, and when the eastern- 
most clump bears N. E. ^ E run directly 
for it until the houses at Qualla Battoo 
bear north ; steer north and anchor in 20 
to 23 fathoms, J to^ of a mile from the 
shore— If bound to Soosoo, steer for the 
easternmost low clump of trees, (Oujong 
Sernngah,) N, E. J E. till within } to f of 
a mile, and anchor in from 14 to >5 
fathoms, mud. 

From Qualla Battoo steer out south, and 
from Soosoo S. W. and S* W. J W. into 
about 30 fathoms, and if bound to Min- 
gin, haul up to about E. by £, till off 
Mingiii River, when you may anchor in 
to 9 f^athoma, one mite off shore— the 
northern extremity of the ooooenut trees 
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which surround tho bazar N. E.by E. ; 
north, Tpliapow point, formed of a lo«r 
clump ot bushy trees, similar to Pulo Kio, 
and api earing like an island, N. i K. and 
a point of call arrow trees, (called Alingin 
Point, )E. S. E. Off north Tallapow point, 
W. ^ N. distant one mile, is a dangerous 
shoal which almost always breaks, Care 
is necessary in standing nit6 Mingin, as a 
shoal, with two fathoms on some patt of 
it, bears from the river’s mouth S. VV. hy 
W. ^ W. distance two miles, \Vlii*ii on 
this shoal, north Tallapow point will bo 
in a range with a small mountain having 
a circulated projecting top, bearing N. by* 
K. J E and Miiigiri point E. »y S ; it has 
^.‘3 tatJioms close to its outer edge, and 
fathoms close to it> inner edge. The 
Lat. of Mingin is 3^ 36’ N. its river is 
quite small, a sand bar rhokes up itsen- 
traiiffj, ami iris accessible to boats only 
after heavy rains. A coral reef frcjiits the 
place, and projects out into the sea nearly 
a (]uarter of a mile. 

Bhoin Mingin .steer along shore to the 
S. K, notcoining under 16 mthotns, which 
will bring you to Laboau fladjie, and you 
1 X 1.1 V anchor witliin the sand island or in 
the roads ; but he caretul of a shoal with 
^ less 3 fathoms on it, about a cable’s 
length nottJiof Laboau ILidjia sand is- 
land. This i^tl.iiidis calh^l by the natives 
Goosong. 11*^1 e are two roads, called 
the outer and inner roads ; in the outer 
roads you anchor ill 13 to It) fathoms, the 
houses at Laboan Hadjie bearing he* 
tween N. E. and iV. N. E, olF .shore to 
of a mile ; the inner roads are becweea 
Goosong and the main, the island bearing 
S. W., small ^ of a mile distant. Goosong 
is nearly even with the water’s edge, and 
can be distinguished at but a small dis- 
tance ; it has no shrubbery ou it, and is 
meielya bank of sand, there are a num- 
ber of shoals in approaching these roads, 
and a good lookout is indispensable. 

Miickie, is in Lat : N. and may 

be known by a remarkable bluft* point 
which appears with<^ small slope to the 
beach. This is the south point of the bay 
which is formed by ibis bluff, and a low 
point covered with trees, which stretches 
out to the S. W. If you anchor in this bay 
you are not more than ^ mile from the 
beach, in llj! to ll fathoms. This place 
W'as desroyed by the English in 1803'Or 
4, and has never since revived its former 
consequence. There are two shoals off the 
southern point of this bay, yet so various 
and contradictory are the accounts re- 
speoungthem, ihatitUdiiiicuiC to deaig* 


nate their true situation ; that usually as- 
signed them, is one W S. W. one mile, 
and the other S S. W. | \V, about two 
miles from the soutlif^rn point of Muckia 
bay, the former lying in and the latter 
in .30 fathoms * whether either of these 
shoals IS dangerous is doubtful, althougU 
some accounts say that the one bearing^ 
W. S. W. has a roller over it. 

South Tallapow in Lat . N, and 

about 7 miles distant from Muckie. In this 
place, about mid- way, there is a small 
island close to the shore, called Pulo Soo- 
roondung. The anchorage at south TaU 
lapow is gooj, not coming under 18 fa- 
thoms, with a stony point in the middle 
ofits small bay, S. 78’ E. 

fcflwn Dunk may be known by a white 
rock situated on a point just tethe north- 
ward of It, called bv the natives Battoe 
Beliyer ; between this and Tampat Tuan 
point, are two otlior small pepper ports, 
called Eah fiiloodooung and 'fulloo Cutta- 
pung, both easy of access. 

'Tumpat Tuan Point m in Lat. 3** 1.5* 
N. theieare two rocks above water off 
this point, both bearing W. J N. from it, 
one called Battoo Copeah, or Cap rock, 
about one cable’s length from the point, 
and the other called Battoo Tounkat, or 
stick rock, ^ mile frotrf it, having 30 fa- 
thoms close to its outer side. The native** 
bold Tampat riiua point in considerable 
veneration. 'I’hey have a traditional and 
superstitious storv, that Battoo CoopeaU 
and Battoo Tounkat, were the cap and 
stick of a saint who killed an enormous 
serpent on this point, and threw hint 
into the sea upon this stick ; upou 
which the stick was iogn^diately trans- 
formed into a rock ; and his cap fal- 
ling off hiB bead into the water at tho 
same time, underwent also the same 
change. They pretend to point out the 
spot wl^er^ he placed his foot, which 
gives the name of^Tampat T||an, ( i. e. 
the footstep of a great man,) so they 
point ; and also bis grave, which by its 
deinensioDS must have been for a giauc 
indeed. The serpent breaking into seinp- 
rai pieces formed the islands ot Pulo ]\f un- 
ky, Pulo Dua, Gum poo Arras,^ and Pulo 
Cutobe ; a coral shoal lies nearly in the 
middle of tins bay ; here you are shelter- 
ed from N. W. winds, with the point 
bearing W. ^ S. to W bv S, ; village 
N. W. I \V. lo N. N. VV. J W, the coral 
shoal E. ^ S. 16 to 18 fathoms, good an- 
chorage half a mile from the shore.

and having been thereby protected from 
variola for a certain time, may become 
alterwards liable to contract the i^ptiiral 
small pox — 3d. Whether t lie true vac- 
cine disease, by transmission through 
numerous individuals be preserved iin- 
chang'^d, or be capable ot undergoing 
any particular alteration, whereby its 
prophylactic properties are oiminished: 
or if the virus he deteriorated, or capable 
of change in (tiifereut climatr-s. 

The Author observes, “ 'I'his is the 
^question which aeitateathe public mind : 
shall we Iti safe from small. pox, if we 
ate vaccinated? ” He then offers the fol- 
lowing replies to the queries; Ist, he has 
sufficient le.asons lor asserting, that, in 
general, the individuals reported to have 
had variola after vaccination, have in 
lact either had spurious row pox ; or that 
the disease winch has supervened after 
vaccination, instead ot being variola, was 
merely one of the nuinerou» exanthemata 
which resemble variola in some respects, 
butaie exceedingly different iu many of 
the essential ch.iracters. He goes on to 
state, that vaccine lymph, taken from a 
perfect ve.<iicie, and used at the same time 
in several snhjpcts. is liable to produce 
genuine vaenne in some; while au im- 
perfect vaccine may be developed in 
others; and supports this statement, by 
reference to printed reports of numer- 
ous experiments made by D. Romay and 
himself at the Havaunah.in 1825; which 
authorise him to say, that spurious vac- 
cine may repeatedly affect the same per- 
son, but when the true vaccine has been 
developed, and gone through its regular 
course, the person U, during the rest of 
his life, insusceptible of either true or 
false vaccine disease, or^of the natural 
snialLpnx. He farther refers to experi- 
ments made in vi^rious coutitries, which 
tend to confitm his opinions: the most 
rnmarkablf statement which he points 
nut, is the summary pf observations made 
by 43 medicai men at Philadelphia, in 
1828, iftelative to a variolous epidemic 
which raged in that city ; where 80,000 
vaccinated persons resided ; and it ap- 
peared that only one death, from vAriola, 
took place on that occasion, among the 
above number of vaccinated persons. 

With respect to the 2d question, Dr.C.. 
does not consider that his opportunities 
for investigation^ authorise the expres- 
sion of a positive opinion ; but he has 
never met with a Stogie case that would*

Humbly ^howkth, — That the trial of 
disputed uiatters of tact, by means of a 
Jury, which was formeily the peculiar 
feature of Bnj^iiah jurispsMdeoce, hKt 
been adopted into the cades ot surrour d 
ing natioiia,and is hegitimug to he regard- 
ed as the iosepainlHvA charaotenstic of 
liberal forms of government. | 

That Jury trial has arc mpanied En- 
glish law into ail tlie colonies and set- 
tletnents founded by Eiiglishineu 

That Its inti nduciiou mio i>eng;al. in 
crimiuai matters, is coeval with the brat 
establishment oi a regular tiibinul by 
ch irter, erecting the .Vlayoig ^'onrt ol jC|k|- 
cutta, in the Ciiristisn year 172C ; and tftBt 
ns tar as your petiiioueis can discover 
the sole reason for its non exifnaion to, 
civil cases, also whs the want of a body of 
Jnryin o suificienily numerous toehsore 
atteudauce and itnpariiahty. ^fhe place 
oi a Jury in civil cas^s was, however, hu 
some measure supplied in that Court by 
the number of its own me.niriets, and all 
prartical men selected irom thels^uropeaii, 
inhabitants at large. 

Thai the fiubseq'ient erectfOJQ of the 
Supreme Court of Fort William, by the 
charter of 1774, was expected, by the 
British inhabitants, to bafe,. brought with 
it the extension of Jury-trial to civil ac- 
tions ; but their hopes were destrpyetVby 
B solemn decision and declaration dl^iha 
Judges, in the year 1779, that, “Except 
in criminal cases, they had nu authority 
to try by Jury, ” 

That tlie British inhabitants of tllBt 
period, surpriiii^d' a'l9d mortified to find, 
that instead of firquiring the benefit of a 
Jury, the trial of matter of fact had been 
transferred from a niimerous tribunal 
of practica< men, to a limited bench of pi^- 
f«»ssiouai judges ; presented petitions, first 
tothe Supreme Court, arid afterwards to 
Tonr honorable House, expressibg stroog- 
Wibeir concern at such a departure from 
the maxims of English law, and their 
aAarm at the establishment of a Cosfl^^ 
who war#- at oiioe Jadgen mad Jtur|^^ 


Judges of rnmmon law and Judges of 
Equity, and “ imeated with uncontrol- 
ed and indefinite powers, such as no 
men were to be trusted with, ” ^ 

That the ill ^urcess of those petition# 
can only be attributed to th#* c^mviciicm' 
of the cotit inited want of a sufficient 
boily of J my men, and to the silence of 
the native population of that day upon 
the matter. 

Thai these adverse cirruinsfsnres bava 
ceased to opefate, and the timr has ar- 
rived when Jury-tiiai in all cases not 
only is prarti« able but is ardently desir^ 
eel. That Eutopeanv, qualifieo to serve 
as Juryman, have mnlnpliod ten fold; 
•^thnt qualified ChrlstiHo iuhahitants of 
other than Eirronean birth, are become 
still more nmnerous, and that the Asiatio 
population not only has learnt to appre- 
ciate trial by Jury, but contaii^|||many 
indivtduaU qualified, in all res^jects, to‘ 
•exercise the tunciions of Jurymen. 

> That your Honorable fjouse must not 
siippose the principle ot Jury-trial to^ 
be anywise alien to the hiibits or opi- 
nions oi the peaple qf lliudnstan, who 
hail It as the renovation under an im- 
proved form, of their own cherished Pun^ 
chayetf the origin of which is lost in the 
shade of bygone ages.

SUDDER DEWANNEE ADAWLUT. 


April 5. 

BEFORE MR. WALPOLE. 

Muhanaud Boy, Apoellant — versus 7?e- 
presentatives of Rajah Oodivunt Sing, 

On the ‘Jfitb Jetli, 1230, between Por- 
manaund ^iug» zumeendar of the assess- 
ed estate called “ moiety of Purgunab 
Fatleh Sing fee.” in the Moorshedabad 
division, and Raja OodwuntSing, deeds, 
regardiug two bargains of Conditional 
sale and purchase, were interchanged. 
By one, in conaideiatinn of 1,77,000 ru- 
pees the said estate, — and by the other, in 
consideration of 23>000 rupees ; 3000 
beegaha within it, denominated Lakhi- 
raj Dewuttar lands,— were transferred 
to OodwuntSing by the vendor, — on the 
condition that the transfer should be 
cancelled, if the advance and interest 
were repaid within a given period. Par- 
manund died, having constituted his mo- 
ther the administratrix of his estate,-— 
to charge and possession of which, bis 

iiidow succeeded on ike death uf the 


mother. After the expiration of the peri- 
od, Oodwonf iSing, having served the 
widow with the notice prescribed, filed 
against her, two hills in the provincial 
court uf Moorsliedabad, to render abso- 
lute the sales in question. 

Both were tried exparte, on default 
committed by the widow. The foreclo- 
sure of the moiety of the pergunah was 
first adjudged — and on that decree, and 
the evidence offet*hd in that case, on the 
6th February, 182:^, Mr, W. T, Smithy 
senior judge ofthe provincial court, de- 
clared absolute the other sale of the Xa- 
khiraj lands. Subsequently the guardian 
of Appellant, then a minor, moved the 
provincial court for a revision of its 
judgment in this case, on the groundy 
that his Ward was the adopted sun, and 
representative of Parmannnd, and that 
the Dewuttar WnHSf which were a pious 
endowmeut, were inalineable. The re- 
view was allowed by the Sudder Dew- 
anne.e, on the recommendation of Mr« 
Melville, acting judge of the provincial 
court. The case was reheard by JkUs 
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Steer, a ef that court. The de- 

fendant in review alleged, that the 
produce of these lands were assigned 
I'or the worship of particular deities, 
and, therefore, inalienable by bis adop* 
tive father, who was only adinimstra- 
tor. He adduced an opinion, in sup- 
port of this position, given by the 
pundits of the superior court, on a 
reference requested by the remem- 
brancer of hgal afl’airs. The prose- 
cutor denied the relation of defendant, 
as adoptive son, or that auy religious 
establishment had been supported by 
the produce of the landf, which he 
claimed by a double tide; \iz the par- 
ticular sale sought to be foreclose^d, 
and the foreclosed sale of the general 
estate, which embraced the lands in 
question. ll«>-alleged, that the revenue 
authorities had held proceedings with 
a view to assess these lands, but bad 
abandoned their pretensions, on being 
satisfied that the land.s were assets, on 
which, the original assessment had been 
made. Mr. Steer, in his decision, observ- 
ed, that there were two issues to be tri- 
ed in ibis case ; the adoption of 

defendant as L^uriuaiiund's son : necond, 
ihe right of l^urmaqund to alienate the 
disputed lauds. He observed, that the 
widow, on previous occasions, had deni- 
ed the adoption of detendant,— and that 
the fact were disproved by evidence tak- 
en' by the^collector, when that question 
arose. As to ihe second issne, Mr. Steer 
observed, that, accordiug to the opinion 
of the pundits, to constitute an inaliena- 
ble tenure, such as pretended by de- 
fendant, it was necessary ihat it should 
be shown, that the laud:^ had been duly 
assigued, with permission of the ruling 
power for the worship of some divinity, 
and that the vendor had 8uc|;eeded to 
them as administrator of such pious 
trust. Now the defendant had failed to 
show this. Moreover, it appeared from a 
petition of ,the widow and Lukhi Naray* 
an, tbe'bo-be||^of the deceased vendor, 
that in the asaesament of the rev^uue, no 
deduction had been made on account of 
the alleged pious appropriation : but 
that, on tln^^ contrary, the revenue on 
the i^eueral estate, was settled with re- 
ference to its capabilities, including the 
produce of these lands.— ^Considering 
die defect of any proof, that the - lands 
bad been created an endowment for pi- 
ims purposes, — on a tenure of exempti- 
«Si, confirnsdby oompetent nathorky— 


and consideribg that the Board of Bore- 
nue, with tbe conrurrenre of Government, 
only abstdined from their assessment on 
being satisfied that the lands wero 
assets id the original 8eUiement,..-.]VFr. 
Steer affirmed the original decision in 
favor of plaintiff, passed by the pro- 
vincial court. The present case is an 
appeal by Mahanaud from this deci- 
sion. Mr. Walpole w. ns of opinion that the 
only poirts for determination wero 
these, — Isi, whether the disputed lands 
were LaJekiraj Dewiittur. 2d, whether 
t||^e late zumeendar could legally alie- 
nate them. Wr. W'alpole held that the 
first fac was proved. He observed, that 
the records of the parfiiion of the en- 
tire purgunnah iff 1793, .showed that 
there wen* ihen 2714 beegahs of Lakku 
raj Dewutiur lands, wiiich had been 
held as such by the ancestors of appel- 
laut,— that when, under regulation II. of 
1819, tho revenue authorities considered 
the quesiion of assessing the laud in dis- 
pute, they held that they weie exempt, 
as an old free tenure, appropriated 
from a date anterior to the English rule 
for religious worship, — and tiint Mr. 
Steer had misconstrued the report ef 
ihe Board, in supposing that it released 
the lands on the ground of having been 
assets of the original settlement The 
plaintiff himself liad admitted the fact of 
the hakk'iraj iJewuitur tenure, by suing 
for the Iannis under that denomination, ou 
the particular conveyance. It followed, 
therefore, tiiat as Vewuttur, the lands 
were inalienable, ’^his the legal opini- 
on of the pundits established. Mr. 
Walpole was of opinion that the ques- 
tion of the adoption of appellant was 
irrelevant. Yet still this tact was esta- 
blished by evidence, and" the pctiiiou 
of the widow, appellant's adoptive mo- 
ther, presented on 3d December, 1822, 
previous to the decision. Mr. Wal- 
pole recorded his opinion, that the claim 
of the plaintiff shouM be dismissed,— 
the decision of the Tower court revers- 
ed— and that the appellant should be 
put in possession of the disputed lands, 
as curator of the trust, — receiving from 
respondents the profits since the. en- 
forcement of the decree of the lower 
court. The case awaits the decision ol 
another judge* 

RitUAKx. — This, it is presumed, is to 
be considered as a case of Church land# 
appropriated for defined pious trust.

BEFORE MR. SHAKESPEARE.

The Rajah's widow, on his death, suc- 
ceeded to an extensive zennadaree, in 
Behar, left by him. 'Phe estate comprised 
several muhals, di.siinctly assessed on 
the coiiectfir’** bf)ok«. An arrear, amount' 
ing to VI 74*2 RupeeH, tm th^ general ra- 
Tenue account, had occurred, and the 
collector, with peruiissioii of the ctfra- 
missiuner of revenne,^)ubli.shed a notice 
ol the sale of the whole estate, to take 
place on the 5th June, 1815. dopy of 
this was se .t to the itanee. The sale 
was afterwards postponed to the 2Bth‘ 
June, with leave ot the commissioner. 
A second notice was then aftixed in the 
collectoi’ft oliice and the courts, but 
not served on tho Ranee, OntlielBih 
June, 9,985 Uupees ot the arrear were 
liijuidated on her part. On the 25th, tho 
whole estate was sold at public auction, 
to recover the arrear now reduced to 
3,757. The purchase was made in the 
name of ModNaiayuu, the minor son of 
AIjterjep>t, by an ageot, at the price of 
1,10,000 Rupees.TUe Rauee having pe- 
titioned the coumnssiotier against the 
sale, — the collector was called tm t<» re- 
port ; which he did on the 4th August. 
He admitted, that the second notice was 
not served on the Ranee, hut alleged, 
that as her agent was in attendance, her 
knowledge must be presumed. The sale 
was confirmed. On 31st October, 1818, 
the Ranee brought her action to set 
aside the sale in the provincial court 
of Patna, against Government, Miter- 
jeet, and the other Appellants. Of these, 
ATuwaree Lai bad acquired a fourth 
share, by purchase^from Gokul Chund, 
interested to that extent in the original 
purchase. The interest of Meer Ab.. 
duliah does not appear. The prescrib- 
ed reference having been made, to the 
commissioner, — he directed that the 
collector should induce the purchasers 
to abandon, and that otherwise the 
Government would not defend, but on 
the contrary, assist the Ranee, with the 
required stamps for prosecution. 

He observed, that the purchase hav- 
ing been made in a fictitious name, tb» 


estate was liable to confiscation No*^ 
amicable arrangement having been 
effected, — the action proceeded. On' 
the 19th November, 1S35, the sale waa 
reversed by the judgment of the pro* 
vincial court, on the ground that the' 
pnrehase had been made in a fictitious* 
name, — and presumed collusion of the 
collector’s officers. The decree directed, 
that appellants who had succeeded on the* 
Ranee/s death, suould make good the 
arrear with interest. On the presutnp- 
tioii that the purchase, s liad, ib the in* 
terval of 10 years, more than repayed to 
themselves ^Jie purchase money, — any 
provision for its refund was declared 
unnecessary. The pre.seut case is au 
appeal from this decisiim, preferred by 
Rajah Miterjeet for himself and son^ 
and by the other Appellants, named. 

Mr. Shakespeare, on full deliberation^, 
affirmed the decision of the lower 
court, with costs against the Appel- 
lants. and ordered the immediate re- 
possession of Respondent. The ground, 
on vviiich he revet sed the sale, was, that 
the rules prescribed by the regulations 
for regulating such sales, had been con- 
travened and omitted, — The collector 
had, not in his reference to the commis* 
lionet', Tior in the ifotica of the sale,, 
specified the component muhals of tho. 
estate, w'ith the required particulars 
regarding them — He had selected for 
sale a whole estate, when a small part 
had been enough — He had unfiecessari- 
ly proceeded with the sale of the whole, 
when the arrear was reduced ; and, not- 
wUhsianding, the whole comprised mu^ 
h.-ils distinctly assessed.. — The scconil 
notice bad not been served on the de- 
faulter, as directed by the regulations. 
Mr. Shakespeare concurred in the ex- 
pression of strong presumption of col- 
lusion on^ the jArt of the coliector’tf 
establishment. 

Remark, — We have obtained copy of 
the judgment of Mr. Shakespeare in 
this important case, and a#o enabled to 
correct the imperfect notice which wa 
before published regarding it. We regret 
that we cannot do justice to the learned 
judge’s very able argument The sale 
seems indisputably illegal, as far as the 
non-ob.servance, by the selling officer^ 
of pTe.scribed rules, can make it so. But 
wbat have the buypra to do with this?' 
Mr. Shakespeare does not make the nsa 
of a fictitious name in the sale a reasoR.. 
for re^ srsing the sale. According to th* 
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groumlfl r^toforiled by bini, the purchnsers 
•re marie to enffer for the neglect of 
the collector. From the aame neglect 
aiflo rlothe Appellants suffer — If in 1825 
it was a just presumption, that the pur- 
chase money nad been re placed by the 
profits of ten years, it is a just pre- 
sumption, that during tbe seven years of 
appeal, tbe Appellants, (who U seems 
retained possession,) have a surplus in 
band, refundable on the principle of 
both decisions. That the Appellant 
partv vras wronged, and is entitled to 
ample justice are undeniable positions. 
But the full measure of justice does not 
appear as yet to have bhen meted to 
either party. We are henre l#*d to infer 
that there is someihlng faulty in tl^e 
principle which governs this and similar 
previous dec sions, viz. that the buver at 
a public sale is responsible for the er- 
rors and neglect of the revenue officers. 
It may be said, that the purchasers have 
their remedy against the Oovernment, or 
the erring officer, if it be so, this might 
have been pointed out in the decision of 
the courts. Had the defaulter sued Go- 
vernment and the officer alone for dama- 
ges, redress, we presume,^ must- have 
followed ; the sale would have remained 
undisturbed, and thp buyers uuin iureiU 
By the course pursued a very differed 
result has ensued,

BEFORE MR. WALPOLE. 

Bidfyanand Singh, Appellant, versus Rude- 
ranand Singh, Respondent, 
Previous to the decennial settlement, 
(made permanent in 1793,) Purmanuud 
Sing died. He was owner of the estate 
Teerakhardah, on the Morung fi^mtiervia 
zillah Purnea, which nis father, Dew- 
anand Sing had acquired. He left two 
80 DS, Chowdree Doolur Sing, (the elder,) 
and Eklal Sing, who died without issue, 
and unseparated from his elder brother. 
Boolar Sing, by his good management 
and suooesstu trade, accumulated wealth, 
and bought B^rerui estates. For his loyal- 
ty, during the Nepal war, in 1815, thetitle 
of Atja was conferred on him hy tbe Go.- 
vemment. la 1819 he died, leaving two 
aons by different methers, tbe litigants,— 
of whom Respondent, the younger, was 
then a minor. On this occasion Appel- 
lant took possession of^ and appropriated 


the entire paternal estate, real and per. 
aonal. He procured the record of his 
name, as sole successor of his father, by 
petition to the collector, in which he 
stated, that bis father had, previous to hia 
death, constituted him his sole suect^ssor, 
bv invcRiing him with the insignia of 
Rajii. He presented analogous petitions 
to the civil courts* In 1823 Respondent, 
being of age, endeavoured, by applica- 
tion to the revenue authorities to pro. 
cure revision of the proceedings, by which 
his name had been excluded. Appellant 
opposed. — adducing a will which, now 
he alleged for the first time, his father, ia 
1818, when firoceediiig on a pilgrimage 
to Henares, had executed and entrusted 
to him — by this he left to him his whole 
estate, real and p^sonal except 28 vil- 
lages settled on his younger brother. 
Thi*! will, the Appellant alleged to be a 
forgery ; but lie was relerredto a regular 
action at law (or bis remedy. He accoid- 
ingly, in January 1824, in tbe Provincial 
court of JMurshedabad, instituted two 
actions against his brother, i lainiiug 
moieties of the paternal real estate, 
with mesne profits in the one,-— and per- 
sonal estate in the other. 

The former was decided by the Hon^ble 
Mr. Me.lvilie, on 2il March 1826. Deien- 
<lant pleaded in this ; Ist, the alleged 
wii^ ; 2d, a family usage, that the elder 
son should take the entire estate ; 3d, 
The purguimah Terra Khardali is Jun- 
gulfari, afld, therefore, by Heg. X- of 
1800, exempt fiom partition ; 4tb, o( the 
disputed property, Talukah Nava Nagor, 
was self-acquired, bv A ppellant, during 
his father’s life ; and Talukah Ghor Dour, 
and Purgunnah Dliaper. bought by him 
out of his own funds, subsequent to bis 
father’s death. Mr. Melville regarded 
the will as a forgery. He remarked, 
that during the five years which follow- 
ed Dolar Sing’s death, nolwithstauding 
the pretensions of Appellant really rested 
on it, tbe will had never been mention- 
ed ; — that it had never been authenticat- 
ed in the manner required, for so essen- 
tial a document ; — that the alleged wit- 
nesses to it. Were mean dependants of 
Appellant, — and of these, the pretended 
engrssspr, when examined by the' col- 
lector. had never mentioned the deed, 
but merely asserted the verbal constitu- 
tion of Appellant by bis father, as big 
heir, by investin]^ him with the insignia 
of Raja, The family usage, pleaded 
by Appellant; wag; in Mr. Melville*! 
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rpiDioQ, quite untenable. The present 
was only the third succession, from the 
death ofDewaiiand Sing^.the $rreat ||,'raad 
father of litigants, — and the fact of noa- 
dirision between their uncle and father, 
or between their grand father and greal- 
iiDcle, proved nothing ; had dispute arose, 
division would have followed ; and it 
was established, that Doolar Sing and 
bis brother, lived in family coparcenary. 
Besides, had such a valid usa^e existed, 
where was the necessity ot adducing 
the fabricated will? Regulation X. of 
1800, on which Appellant relied, was 
irrelevant ; it excepted from the opera- 
tion of Reg. Xf. of 179.3, caftes of sol^ 
succession/ounded on immemorial usage, 
which had obtained in parts of Midok- 
pore and adjoining disTticis, and could 
not apply to a family in which the pre* 
Bent was the third succession Mr. Mel- 
ville considered that the Talookoh Ohor- 
doiir and Dhapar must be considered as 
acquired by Appellant on the account of 
himself ^md bi other out of the joint 
estate. Re and his brother had never 
separated, and Appellant, who had taken 
possession of his brother’s share of the 
paternal estate, as well as his own, must 
be considered as having acted as guardian 
of his minor brother, and made this pur* 
chase on joint account. This was also in 
conformity with the principle of a case 
decided by theSudduiDewannepAdawlul. 
Mr. Melville accordingly decreed (with 
costs), a moiety of the estate claimed, in 
favor of the Respondent, and further di- 
rected, that Appellant should account to 
Respondent for half ot the mesne profits 
received by him, alter deducting the pro- 
duce money of the two estates bought 
since Doolar Singh’s death, as above 
stated ; — or in case that the profits were 
insufficient for the set oil’, the dlfiV recce 
should be credited by Appellant in the 
account of the personal estate, for which 
there was a separate prosecution. 

The present was an appeal, preferred 
by the elder brother^ from this decision, 
to the Suddur Dewannee Adawlut. The 
case was first heard before Mr. C. T Sea- 
ly, who, at the request of Appellant, 
directed further inquiry and evidence to 
be taken into the tact of the ancestral 
estate he.\vk^ Junyle-tari, This evidence 
and inquiry having been completed, the 
case came on before Mr. Walpole, subse- 
quent to Mr. Sealy’s remora) to the 
Western Court of Sudder Dewannee.Mr. 
Walpole concurred with Mr. Melville in 


setting aside the will as a forgery. He 
remarked, that the fact of there being 
jungle in a portion of the disputed pro- 
perty, did not exempt it from partition, 
or bring it in within the operation of 
Reg. X. of 1800. The family usage pre- 
tended by Appellant never existed. It 
was proved by documentary evidence^ 
that Dewana' d Singlefta second estate, 
Purguna Asjah, which bis second son, 
Doolar’s Uncle, obtained. Rklal, the Bro- 
ther of Doolar Singh, it was true, never 
separated, bur he would under Reg. XI, 
of 1793, have been entitle<i fo an equal 
share. The pretence of A ppellant, that 
NayaNagore vi%shii4 own acquisition.was 
untenable ; Doolar Ohuwdreo bought it, 
whe^n Appellant was a child, in his name, 
— just as he had also bought estates in 
the name of an elder son wnn had died. 
There was also documentary evidence, 
showing that Doolar Sing was always 
regarded as the real owner. As to the 
estate purchased by Appellant, after his 
father’s death, the evidence of Mr. Alex- 
ander Colvin went to show, that nominal- 
ly the house of Colvin and Co. had mads 
a loan to appellant on his personal ac- 
count ; but th^n the Appellant had clear- 
ed this account by the resonrees of the 
joint estate — either ^.ollentions of the 
real properties, or money in depi>8it. Mr. 
Walpole, accordingly, afiirmed Mr Mel- 
ville’s decision, awarding costs in favor 
of Respondent, and interest on the mes- 
ne profits fri»ni the date of the decision of 
the lower court 

Remark . — We mentioned this casa 
generally in our paper of April. 

Wehare since obtained copies of the 
decisions passed, from translations of 
which we have prepared tlie above out. 
line. We subjoin a report of the decision 
in the couteiiipnrary case between 
Baiiie..parti<^ahovejalluded to.

Ahilool Wahah Appellant versus Moosu^* 

mat Hinkoo and Burhan AH Khan- 

Moosumat Hinkoo is the wife of 
pellant ; who originally brought his 
action in the city court of Ratna, against 
her and the other Respondent, to recover 
the person of his wife. It is inferrible, 
that she bad tiianeft^rred herself to this 
individual. The city Judge, on 26th April, 
1826, decreed the esse ia favor of Ih# 
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IlUftband, to whom possession of his 
wife was awarded. The laily appealed 
to the provincial court. She now ad- 
Tanced a new plea, asserting her right 
to demand divorce. The Judges of the 
provincial court did not consult the 
Mahornedan law officers, but on the 
2Bth June, IH27, after reference to the 
translation of the Hidayab, reversed the 
decision of the cityjudge, adjudging that 
the wife’s demand of divorce was legally 
admissible, 'rhey also awarded against 
the husband 3J Rupees, the equivalent 
i^X ten dirhems, as her legal dower. The 
husband now moved the Judder Dewanee 
Adawlut for leave to prefer a special ap- 
peal from this decision. This was grant- 
ed. The case first came on before Air. 
I’unibull, in April, when he refer- 

red the questions ot law arising, to the 
law officers of the Court. They certified, 
under the Mahornedan Law, these points. 

1st. The husband may legally claim 
th^ person of his undivorced wife. 

2(i. The Executive power must cause 
possession to be given the husband, — 
uoiwilhsLandiug the dissention of the 
spouses. 


3d. The husband may agree, if he^ 
chuse, to divorce Lis wife far a consider- 
ation mutually settled. He ought not to. 
Hsk more than htr dower, but this is it 
matter of conscience. 

On the 21st April. 1831, Mr. Turu^ 
bull recorded his opinion, that the de- 
cree of the rity judge should be affirm- 
ed, and that of the provincial court 
reversed. In this opinion Mr. Ross has 
concurred, passing a decree iu conformi- 
ty, — by which costs were awarded 
against Burhau Ali. 

V This indii;idua1 does not appear to 
have deleuded in any stage of the liti- 
gatioo. The husband is mruiioned as 
appearing personfillj, and also by his 
wakil, fluauu Ali, the Company’s acU 
vocate. 

Remarh , — The husband may divorce 
his wile, incurring lialiility other dower; 
but the wife cannot divorce her hiis. 
band, even if she cliuse to give up her 
do we*-. It is to be presumed that the 
female sex had very little voice in tba 
institution of such law.

Ramjff RhuUa ChartiJ, Pauper^ Appel- 
lant, versus Mr. Piowden, 

Salt Agent of the 24 Puryunahs, Re- 

spo7i\ent. 

Claim Sa. Rs. 10 15, value of salt. 

BEFORE MR. C. J. MIDDLETON. 

The original of this .suit was brought 
forward at the /illah court^of thje 24 
Purgunnahs, by Mr. iPlowde*h, the^^salt 
agent, ihrougb the Oovernment wakeel 
against the persons noticed below^, for 
the recovery of Rupees 1,2.53 U> 15, 
being the value of salt alleged to be 
deficient iu the golah. The plaiut 
stated, that hamjy w«» nominated da- 
rogha ofthe salt chow key at the Bur- 
ifndury ghaut, on the 29ikbf Assur, 1228 
B. and Sonah Ghazee, as kya), or weigh- 
man, nil the same chowkee* on the 9di of 
Bysakh, 1227, B Both these individuals, 


according to usage, gave spcuritie.q, and 
executed qtibooleeuts, or bonds of agree- 
ment. 

Arrorijing to established custom, after 
the dppt>sit of salt in the golab, a receipt 
is sent in by the durrogah and kyai, to 
the salt agent, of the quantity of salt 
received by them, including the extra- 
quantity, on account of shuruf, or ivast*> 
age. The qubooleuts of office particular- 
ly go to state, that any deticieucy^iu the 
golah, from the receipti thu.s sent, as 
regards the salt and wastage, must be 
maile good by the darogha and kyal, in 
money, according to the auction value of 
the salt Now 1036 mauiids 10 seers of 
salt was received in^ the golah, in the 
year 1228, B. on account of shuruf or 
wastage, and after accounting tor half 
the quantity for jhurty purty [ot losaefi^ 
in weighing, &c ) a balance of 517 
mauuds 25 seers was still due to Govern- 
ment; of which 280 maunds 35 seers 
was deficient — for the value ol which, 
or Re. 1,263. 10. 13, the preseat suitwaa

Ramjy Deft’s answer. — That the 

salt agent had never, to this day, sued 
any one of his nmlah for deficiency of 
salt, on account of shuruft oi waslrrge. 
Salt Vieing of a \^^^tery property, is liable 
to evaporate, granting that the quantity 
alleged to have been rec^'ived in* the t!o- 
lah was correct, lu the time of former 
salt agents, a r/uboohut, of the kind 
in question, was never known to have 
been taken Iroin any darogha, on account 
of shurmf, or wastage 'I’he jgresent sal^ 
agent, Mr. Plowden, througli the advice 
of his flurrishtedar. introduced thjs 
quhoohenf system, with ^he view to cover 
all real deficiencies by the EXTitv quan- 
tity received on account of shiiri(J\ or 
wastage. iMy securities were made 
acquainted by me of this quhooleeut sys- 
i^tn, before they had executed the se- 
curity bonds ; as for my jiart, being driv- 
en by n'isfoitune to seek tor employ- 
ment, I had no alternative but to accept 
of the situation of darogha, and sign the 
Quhooleeut annexed to <he appointment, 
how reluctant soever 1 might have been 
to execute such penalty bond. Asl have 
•did before, the salt agent has in no in** 
stance ever called upon any of the daro- 
ghas to account for deficiencies on ac# 
count of shitrufy or wastaye. Nor has 
there ever a suit ot thi.s nature been 
brought forward before tlie cotrrt. My 
case, therefore, is a peculiar one ! Iti the 
year under notice, a deficiency is alleg- 
ed to have arisen in the quantity of 
salt deposited lo the golah of Manam 
Surmah, of 1035 mauuds and 10 seers, on 
account of shnritf., or loastage, Withtmt 
adverting to the evaporating property of 
salt, the salt agent, on the strength of 
the quhooleeut he had taken from me, 
has instituted the present suit against 
me and the kyal, meiely to recover 
an expected nominal profit on account of 
wastage^ although heahas received over 
and above the real quantity of salt le- 
gally demandable, 230 maunds 15 seers 
on account of W4i^tage On the hard- 
ship- of my case I petitioned the salt 
agent, representing to him the nature df 
the shuruf, (which, at the best, is an 
extraordinary demand on the part of 
government,} and the property of salt 
BO liable to evaporate on account of its 
Watery nature, but be regarded it not. 

' The lower court, after inspecting the 

fulfoghsut, and the accounts aubmitud 


by the Government wakeelflj of the deli- 
ciencyof salt, passed a decree in favour of 
the salt agent, to thoiffect as follows;— • 
That the defendants having admitted the 
execution of tho quhooleeut and the re- 
ceipt of the quantity of sale stam) iq 
the petitiou ot plaint on account of wast- 
age, the question did mo admit of two 
opinions in regard to his liability to 
account for tho deficiency in tiie s/iur?/f, 
or wnstaffp — llis excuse of acce| iiug f 
the office of dai*»gah, un«<er fo culiar 
circumstances of distres.s, and in coiise- 
quence executyig the qubooleen^ annex- 
ed to that elnce, is iiiitdinissible. In 
judgment of the court he is fully ami 
justly liable to account for all deficieo- 
cie.s of salt, with reference to his quboo- 
leeut. Irf' the absence, therefore, of the 
other defendants who have not appear- 
ed, nor have they sent in any written ex- 
cuse lor their non attendance, a decree ta 
passed in favour of the plaint iff. 

The Appellant having appealed in 
this court again.st the decision of the 
zillah court, tlie (rovenimeut pleader 
wa.<i examined u.s iollows : — 

Question by the judge — ^'hat from 
the petition of plaint filed in tlie zi). 
lab court, by the saTt agent, and the 
accounts therein submitted, it appeals, 
that in the year 1228, li. the billowing de- 
posit of salt was made in the golah 
under the management of the appeliant.

You are asked paiticuUrly what 
these two items mean severally ? ’’ 

Answer. — The item of usl, (principal,) 
means the actual or rea' quantity of salt 
deposited iiB^tbe gv>lah, by theMulungees, 
in consideration of the advance they' 
had previously received from the Ou- 
vernment. This item of shurufXs that 
which the Mnlungees are made to give 
in excess to the quantity of salt agreed 
upon, and this excess is calculated at 
the rate of 6 Aids, and 20 seers on every 
hundred maunds. 

Question. — Do the Mnlungees receiv# 
any remuneration for this excess so tak- 
en from them ? ” 

7<w«wer.*“No — none whatsoever. 

Questiofi. — Do you know of any Go- 
Ternment regulation that authorizes the 
collector nr the salt agent to exact any 
•huruff or excess from the illuluDgeex ? 
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Answer ^ — , tliere is no regulation 
directly to that effect ; but the regula- 
tioDS, in general terms, authorize the 
receipt of salt from the Muluugees 
agreeably to usage ; and the usage of 
shuruf has long prevailed. 

By a careful examination of the vrhole 
of the records connected with this 
case, it appeared, that the zillah or the 
lower court, without examining any wit- 
nesses on the subject, passed a decree in 
invour of the salt agent, merely on the 
strength of the qnhooleeut/engagement.) 
and accounts he had submitted. These 
accounts go lo prove, that in the year 
12i28, B. the following quantities of salt 
were deposited in the golahs u£uer 
charge ot the appellant. 

On account of usl, (principal,) 20,161 10 
Ou account of shuruf, (excess 

for wastage,) 1,035 10 

As regards tlie first item, or usl, (for 
which money is paid\iy Ooveinment to 
the iVlulungees,, the entire quantity, (or 
inaondB20 j6l 10,) was accounted for by 
the appellant; but with respect to the 
second item, or shuruf ^ (lor which money 
18 720 ^ paid \»y Government to the Mu- 
iiiiigees,) only ‘236 30 was accounted for ; 
thence, as touclnifg the first item, or usl, 
nothing remains to be inquired into ; 
and as regards th»‘ balance on the se- 
cond item, or shuruf it remains to he 
ascertained whether the salt agent 
has any right to demand it from the 
appellant. After a most careful view of 
the case, the court deem the claim set 
forth by the salt agent, for the balance 
due on account of shuruf, or wastage, 
as unjust and untenable, uuder the fol* 
lowing reasons : — 

Ist — The object of exacting shuruf 
from the Muluugees, was to cover all de- 
ficiencies in the actual weight of the usl- 
i-mol, (or principal quantity,) demand- 
able by Government, and in the pre- 
sent case, no deficiency appears to have 
arisen in the quantity ot salt that was 
due to Government from the Mulun- 
gees but what was not accounted for by 
fbe appeiliiiit; independant of wliicb^ 
it avpeart; *liat the appellant gave in 
a farther quantity of 236 Mds. 30 Seers in 
stxcess to what waa actually due ; ron- 
aeqdMtly, the claim set forth by the salt 
agent of Balance, is wholly inadmissa- 
ble, the entire quantity of salt actually 
aid for by Government having there 
een received hv the salt agent, con- 
iequently all that he received beifond 


that was clearly the property of the Jlftt* 
lungees and not of Government ; the 
charge on amount of shuruf being made 
merely to coverall deficiencies in the 
actual quantity purchased, arising from 
wastage in weighing, &c. From the 
statement submitted by himself, the salt 
agent admits having received not only 
the entire quantity of salt that was due 
to Gevemment, aud for which money 
was paid, but a quantity in excess to it 
of 236 Mds. 30 Srs* that was not due to 
Government, and for which no money was 
< 9 >ftid ; hen%« the court is at a loss to un- 
derstand his meaning, or on what ground 
he can uphold his present claim for 
BALANCE! ! ^ 

Although in the quboolecut execut- 
ed by the appellant, the item of sliurulf 
might be inseiled, yet, with reference to 
justice and equity, such insertion is liable 
to considerable doubt, for it is a received 
maxim of the common law, that no man 
shall profit by his own wrong. A party 
must stand “ rectus in curia ’’ or he haa 
no business in court at all. 

2ndly.-— 1he court itself, in its trans- 
actioDS in the bazar, or market, cannot 
charge its memory with liaving ever re- 
ceived any thing by way ot s/twujf be- 
yond the actual quantity purchased ; nor 
does it recollect -any instance ot an mdi- 
vidual ever executing a qubooleeut bind- 
ing himseltto give an undefined quantity 
in excej?^, beyond what was agreed up- 
on ; and the c»>urt feels satisfied, that 
if it insisted upon taking from a seller 
any quantity be'yond that which wa® 
actually sold, a prosecution in a court 
of judicature would soon make it re-* 
Btore the quantity thus illegally exact- 
ed from such party. Nor does ilr appear 
to the court, that in one market two 

kinds of weights could be current, a 

special one for the Government, and ai 
general one for the people. 

3dly. — When no Regulation autho* 
rizes the exaction Lf shuruf or wastage^ 
or the insertion of any conditions to that 
effect in engagements with the Molun- 
ghees .(for which, by the bye, nothing i« 
paid,) the taking any article, therefore, on 
that plea can bo considered in no 
other light than as a sayer or uhwab, 
(or illegal cesses,) levied by the salt 
agent : which exactions are most strict- 
ly prohibited by the regulations of Go» 
vernment. 

Under the above view of the case, the 
court cannot but regret greatly that aH 
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officfr of OoT^rnTuent, holding: the high 
Appointment of salt agfent, nhouid levy 
contribution in direct opposition to the 
regulations, and then give publicity to 
Sttcri exaccioii, by bringing it forward 
in a court of justice, in the shape Af a 
legal claim on the part of the Govern- 
ment. 

The plea set forth by the salt agent, 
being unjust and illegal, the court, there- 
fore, pass a decree in favour of the 
appellant, and order that the decision 
passed in the zillah, or lower court, in 
favour of the respondeat, (the salt 
agent,) be herewith cancelled and re^^ 
dered of non effect, and that the costs of 
tlie suits, in both the courts, be defrayetl 
by ll»e .salt agent. ^ 

Further, as exaction, of abwab and 
saver. Cesses,) are strictly prohibited 
by the regulations, and as it is repug- 
nant to reason and justice, that vexatious 
and annoying suits he brought forward 
in a court of judicature on such falla- 
cious grounds as those set forth by Mr. 


Plowden, to the great vexation and suf- 
fering of the opposite party, the court 
further order, (as a mark of its disap- 
probation,) and for the discouragement 
of such practices, that the salt agent 
be hned in the auin of 16 Rs. in the 
event of another judge of the court 
being of the same opinion.

This is the .seconil action, instituted 
against his half-brother by Rudaranund, 
mentioned in the above CHse. It was for 
h«lf of the value of the peisonal property 
left by tbeir father, and of bis residence 
and buildings, all of which, as above 
stated, the Defendant had appropriated. 
Plaintiff alleged, that Ins father, before 
his deaih, bad verbally mentioned the 
amount of his treasure to be 30 lacks. 
The abstract of the chaige in his bill 


was this :

Plaintiff laid his action for a moiety of 
4be above. * 

The answer of Defendant was in ab- 
stract thus. The entire estate was his by 
bis father’s will and family usage. Doo« 
larking, in 1819, left no money in his 
treasury : (or if he did, Plaintifi*’s mother 
took it.) For in 181.5 and 1816, from 
fear of the Napal army, during the war, 
his father remitted his money to Colvin 
and Co. who invested it in Government 
paner, and lodsred the same in the Gene- 
ral Treasury, Donlar Sing left no money 
in Colvin and Co.’s hands ; but left four 
lacks in papsr in the peneral Treasury, of 
w’hich Defendant, five years after big 
father’s death, took out 1,20,000 to pay 
the public reveuue on the estates, — to 
meet which, collections were deficient, 
— and to pay off debts contracted for ex- 
penses of the Sradhs of his father and 
grandmother. In 1816, the Napal army 
plundered Govindgung, and destroyed 
and burnt the papers of that mercantile 
establishmeut and zemindary, and since 
then Doolar Singh left off trading. 
Plaintiff, who had exaggerated the ex- 
tent of Doolar’s personal effects, had on 
two occasions, some years after his death, 
in the absence of Defendant, robbed tho 
Store- room, —which fact, as well as ths 
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<wU1, lie coaM prove. His mother had 
appropriiitf*d some tents> 

7’he PlairitilF replied to this effect:— 
Dcfeodant had pos8e4sioQ of tbe ac- 
counts »nd books left by his father. 
Mr. Colviu had, in his evidence in the 
fit at case, proved a balance in his firm 
doe Dnoiar of 91,665 Rs , credited De- 
fendant, who had received more than one 
lack of interest on the Ooveiniuent 
Notes. He was sdll coliectiug the out- 
ntandin? dues to Doolar Sin^h, and had, 
with and with<mt legal procngs, realized 
of the assets of the mercantile 
establishments, of which Plaintiff firodac* 
ed a statement,— besides 1,45,063, debts 
due by English gentlemen and zamiiii^ara, 
rv-covercd and appropriated by Defen- 
dant, hefo'^e his father’s death. The alleg- 
ed deficiency of collected rents, in 1830, 
was fai.ie, and even disproved by ac- 
counts which Defendant produced when 
judicially required to find security, — al- 
though those accounts were collusive. 

Defendant rejoined, that he had never 
realized any outstandings due to his 
father 

In a subsequent stage of the proceed- 
ings, Plaintiff filed a sutiplementary 
charge, more full ‘than that in the origi- 
nal plaint, as to the effects of the estate 
and debtsdiie (oit, and Defendant reply* 
iog to that, in a supplementary answer, 
admitted receipt from Messrs. Colvin 
and Co of Sa. Rs. 91,665 of his father’s 
estate ; but pleaded that lie bad spent 
the same, and that Plaintiff had originally 
only charged this item as 65,000. He 
also now admitted the recovery of some 
debts dae to the estate, and specified 
some articles of properly taken by him ; 
be also allowed 30,000 Rs. as the value of 
tbe buildings appropriated bv himself. 

The case first camesnu befoVe Mr. Mel-* 
ville, and the Plaintiff’s witiie.sses were 
fiammoned and ready tor examination, 
when Mr. Melville fell ill. The case sub- 
sequently was beard by Mr. C. W. Steer. 
Being called •» to adduce documentorv 
evidence in Support of his claim. Plaintiff 
produceib ‘Mr, Melville’s decision in 
the preceding case,— evidence taken in 
it,— and various jadgmenta obtaine<l by 
Defendant, for sums 4*1® to Doolar Sing. 
Amongst the evidence that of Mr. A. 
Colvin showing, that Doolar Sing left, in 
1819, a cash balance inhis firm'ofSa. Hs. 
91.665. On the ‘26th August, 18*28, Mr. 
Steer holding proceedings in the case^ 


admitted the decree of the courts ob* 
taine.d by Plaintiff, for a moiety of the 
r«al estate, as establishing his right to a 
moiety of the personal estate ; but Plain- 
tiff could not make out all his claima 
by documentary evidence ; he was, there- 
fore, directed to cause some seven rela- 
tives to be examined as witnesses to 
prove the same. 

Nine witnesses were accordingly ex- 
amined inhis behalf. Of these, one was 
an accountant employed by Doolar Sing, 
who, however, asserted his ignorance as 
to the points on which he was questioned. 
*!’ho othe.r •^eight deposed generally t« 
the extent of »he personal efiects lelt by 
Doolar *Siug ; and their ei idence, if be- 
lieved, tended I IT coufiriii the charge of 
PlAiiiiitf, that ready money, to the extent 
()l .30 Lacks, bail been left by Doolar .Sing, 
and appropriated, with other effects, by 
Delenuant. 

After the examination of these wit- 
nesses, Mr. Steer uotdeeming it necessary 
to investigate the case further — on the 
9th A\pril, 18*29, recorded tbe following 
grounds for the decision which In- then 
pa8.sed. L Plaintiff had not declared 
when and on what occasion bis father 
had told him there were 30 lacks of mo- 
ney in deposit ; therefore, his asserfion 
was entitled to no weight. Si Plaintiff 
had not particularized and enumerated 
the articles and items of personal pro- 
perty. iflir proved them by documentary 
evidence. 3 3’hc evidence of his wit- 
'nesses, which bore on the alleged depo- 
sited treasure, was incredil>le. Four of 
them deposed, tliat Dnoiar Sing, previous 
to his visit to the Gauges, made over the 
keys of the treasury and vault, to De- 
fendant, slating the contents, — of the one 
astourUrks^ and of the other 26 lacks. 
This was iniorohable. Pour others de- 
posed, that during the Nipalese war, (m 
1815 or 18 16,) Doolar 8ing, from (ear 
of the enemy’s army, deposited for se- 
curity, 26 lacks intjhe vault It was im- 
probable they should know tlds, or that 
Doolar. who, in 1815, from fear of the 
Nipalese war, remitted 65,000 R.S. to 
Messrs. Colvin and Co., should letain 
hid so large a sura. This appeared, from 
an original letter from Ofilvin & Co. dated 
6th March, 1815. 4. The statements of 
Plaintiff* and his witnesses were st vari- 
ance : Plaintiff had not, in his bill, men- 
tioned the delivery of the keys of the 
treasury and Tault : nor bad be mention- 
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€^(1 any deer, as part of the estate — yet 
one of the witnesses deposed that Ooolar 
8ing'h left deer. 5 It was true Defendant 
admitted receipt of 4 lacks of Company** 
paper and some persona) estate, but the 
am(»unt is coiiiparati\ ely small. Besides 
Defendant pleaded, that ins father and 
uncle had never divided, and Mr. Mel- 
ville’s decision, by which P-aintifF would 
he entitled, is an appeal. Moreover, he 
ciaiined sets oil* for the expenses ol the 
Srodhs of his father and grand mother, 
and niouev expended to pay the revenue 
of the real estate.^, half ot which would 
he charges on the Plaintiff’s moiety, 
should the right to the same be establish- 
ed: yet Plaintiff had brought his actilSn 
for half of the entire ustate, witlioiit al- 
lowing any credit for such sets off, and 
]\fr. Melville’s decree awauied halt of 
the renl-coliectious since their father’s 
death. 


Mr. Steer then proceeded to observe : 
— “ In case, by the confirmation of the 
“ decree of Mr. Melville, Plaintiff be- 
“ came entitled to half of the personal 
“ estate, and after setting off the ifemSl 
“ chargi“al)le to him, he should think 
“himself entitled to half of the immey 
“ and effects admitted by Defendant, — 
“ then, if no compromise take place, he 
“ may bring a separate action against 
“ his brother. Considering the above 
“ grounds, it is unnece.ssary to exainina 
“ the witnes^ies of Defendant. Ordered 
“ that this case be dismissed, and that 
“ Plaintiff do pay all the costs of court. 

Remarks . — The will alluded to, — by 
Mr. Walpole’s allirination ot Mr. Mol- 
villft’s judgment, is setaslile as a forgery- 
We understand that an apneal, by Plain- 
tiff, from the above judgment, by Mr. 
Steer, is peudiug. 


SUPREME COURT. 


Satttriiat, Junk 16, 1832; 
DfiSouzA AND OTfims V. Colvin AND 

OTIIKltS. 

Thpse proceedings had reference, to 
matters of a very voUirninous descrip- 
tion, and were a continuation of a suit 
pending in this court since The 

present hearing was cor<fintMl to two 
points raiseil by the bill of revivor, one 
of which w'asasuin stated in the original 
pUadings to have been sicca riipeps 
5 . 000 , but since discovered to be sicca 
rupees 8,000, placed in trust by Joseph 
Barrettb, senior, on the birth of his 
grand daughter, in June, 1808, to be paid 
to her on her marriage day, or on her at- 
taining the age of twenty-one. This 
grand daughter is IVirs- Pascoa Georgina 
Younghusband, the wife of Mr. Thomas 
Younghusband, one •f the present cum- 
plaiiiauts. The second point which came 
under the notice of the Court was a sum 
of 10,000 current rupees, which was 
conveyed by nir. Joseph Barretto senior, 
to Thomas DeSouza and Joao D*Abrew, 
in trust for Mrs. Rozalio Barretto, the 
mother of mrs. Younghusband, on the 
first of May, 1805, and intended by him 
to be settled on her as a dowry, or to be 
paid to her on her marriage day , or on her 
auainiDg tbe ago of twcuty*oae. 


Messrs. Prinsep and Cleland aopeared 
for the Plaintiffs ; Mi^ssrs. 'rurton and 
Dickens, for the trustees of Barretto 
and Sons ; the Advifcate Gpii^ral and 
Mr. Dickens for the other defendants. 

Admissions were put into court by de- 
fendant's counsel, as to the first mentioned 
fund, and all that wos required from tha 
court, was a reference to the master to 
take an account of its present amount. 
In like manner, the parties admitted the 
facts, wirb refereoce to ihe dowrv of Mrs. 
Rozalia Barretto, and that lady being de- 
ceased, and no deed of settlement being 
found, the dispute referred to the decision 
of the Court was, a declaration of wbat 
was the deed of trust to determine, wbe- 
^Tber the fuftd beloijtgs to Colviu and Com- 
pany, as the a(imini3traUu3 of the «.state 
of Joseph Barretto junior, the husband 
of Mrs. Rozalia Barretto, or to Mrs. 
Younghusband, her daughter. 

It was urged by the Counsel for com- 
plainant, that on the arrival of Mr. and 
Mrs. Younghusband in tliis country, they 
had discovered, on inspecting the bookti 
of Joseph Barretto and Co. that Joseph 
Barretto senior had, on the first of May, 
1805, settled on bis nioce, then Miss 
Rozalia Barretto, as a dowry, to he paid 
to her on hex marriage, or when she at- 
tained the age of twentv-oTie years, the 
turn of current rupees 10,000, or iiiGoa 
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Kupees 8.620, and that ba had given 
credit for that sum in hia own private 
books, in the names of Thomas D(>Souza 
and Joao D'Ahrew, trustees for Rozalia 
Barretto; although Mr. Barretto bad 
made this entry in his books at that pe* 
riod, he did not pay the sum into the 
firm of Barretto and Co. until the occa« 
sion of bis niece's marriage, in March 
1807, with Mr. Joseph Barretto junior, 
when be transferred the principal and in> 
terest, amounting to Sa Rs. 9,803, to the 
credit of the above trustees, and in their 
name it continued accumulating until 
the 30th of Sept. 1813, phen the fund, 
amounting toSa. Rs.l5,50b, it was judg- 
ed expedient to invest it inCompany ’s pa- 
per, bearing interest at six per cfnt. 
and this investment still continued in the 
books in the name of the same trustees 
until 1815, when Joao D’Abrew died, 
and afterwards Thomas DeSouza also 
died, leaving bis sons, Thomas and Law- 
rence DeSouza two of the present com- 
plainants, his executors. Mr. Barretto 
senior and Mrs. Rozalia Barretto bad 
both predeceased, Mr. Barretto junior, 
and from the death of his wife, which 
happened in 1816, until his own decease, 
Mr. Barretto junior had received the in- 
terest only of the^ sum accumulated in 
1813, from which it might very well be 
inferred, that although do deed of set- 
tlement could be found, the iutention of 
Mr. Barretto senior was. that Mr. Barret- 
to junior should only have a life interest 
in. the sum ; and that it bad originally 
been invested, by a deed of settlement, 
for the benefit of Mrs. Rozalia Barretto 
and her children. On the failure of the 
firm of Joseph Barretto and Co. the Com- 
pany's paper was placed for safety in 
the hands of Messrs, Colvin and Co. and 
it was for the recovery of this, the ac- 
cumulated interest, and a cash balance 
the bands of the a’hsignees of Joseph 
Barretro and Co. that the preseat case 
was brought before the Court. Joseph 
Barretto’s private estate being the only 
solvent one, bis assignees were two of 
the present defendants. And it was 
hoped, that although probably, from the 
confused state of the affairs of Barretto 
and Go, no original deed of settlement 
tottld Be produced, this Court would, ia 


equity, consider the intention of the donor, 
and decree in favour of the plaintiffs for 
the principal, and accumulated interest 
amounting together to the sum of Sicca 
Rupees 22,886. 

Defendant's Counsel contended, that 
in the absence of any evidence of a deed 
of settlement having been executed by 
Mr. Barretto senior, and that as Mr. 
Barretto junior, having survived hia 
wife Rozalia for several years, and 
having, during that period, received the 
interest of the fund accumulated in 1813, 
he had absolutely reduced it into pos- 
session, SOHS to become legally entitled 
to the whole for his own use and benefit. 
Mrs. Youngbusband having, by a recent 
decree of this (pourt, become entitled 
to a sum of Sicca Rupees 2.50,000, from 
the estate of Mrs. Barretto senior, who 
was executrix to Mrs. Roz-ilia Barret lo’s 
uncle, it was urged that mr. Barretto 
senior could have no iiiterition to make 
a settlement of so small a sum as Sicca 
Rupees 8,620 in her favour, when ha 
was aware she was alreadv so adequately 
provided for : it was presumed the in- 
tention of Mr. Barretto senior, when 
he transferred the amount from his own 
private books into the firm of Barretto 
and Co. was, that the sum should be for 
the use of the husband and wife, or the 
sprvivor of them. Mr. Joseph Barretto 
junior bad left a family by a second 
marriage, who were, when compared 
with IVks. Ynuiighushand, most inade- 
quately provided for ; it became the 
•moral as well as the legal duty of Colvin 
and Co. to use their utmost exertion to 
secure the sum now sought by Mrs, 
Youngbusband, for the benefit of the 
children of Joseph Barretto. junior, by 
the second marriage, be having left a 
will in their favour. It was contend- 
ed that no court of equity would interfere 
with the rights of the husband, or order 
a decree in favour of the complainant, 
when she was already in possession of 
funds sufficient to giroeure her comfort if 
not elegance. 

Their Lordships, after expressing their 
surprise, that they could find no prece- 
dent of such a case, intimated that they 
should take a little further time tOCOQ* 
aider of their judgment , — BulU 
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May 5, 1832.

In the matter of Palmer and Co. 

The A<lvorate General appeslred this- 
day, on behalf of Mr. H. W. Hobhonse, a 
partner in that tirin, fiom 1814 till No- 
vember, 18!2!5. to make absolute an order 
Nisi, obtained on a former dav, calling 
upon the Assignee to admit his prcmf 
ajrainattljH estate, for a hH^fance of ac- 
count, amounting to SiccaRupees 202, \7B 
12 9, which the Asai^ees bad refused, 
in consequence of a imrsfinal memoran- 
dum appearing against this claim innhe 
schedule ot the luaolvents, stating that, 
in 1828 and 1829, previous to their failure, 
they had resisted the claim. 

Mr. Cl el and, on the part of the As- 
signees, put in an affidavit of Mr. W. 
Prinsep, one of the late partners, stating 
the claim in question to have arisen upon 
an agreement made with Mr. Ilobhouse, 
on his retirement, for payment of the 
sum of Sicca Rupees 250,000, bv instal- 
ments, at certain dates *, that ^ 5,000 bad 
been paid in part to Mr. H. in London, 
but that i-a tlie years 1828 and 1829, the 
firm had addressed letters to jVlr. Hob- 
Louse, informing him that they found 
themselves in a position so diff^ent from 
that in which they had supposed their 
affairs to be at the time of his departure, 
when the agreement w as made, that, in 
justice to their creditors, thev could not 
adhere to that agreement. The affidavit 
went on to state, that there were largo 
claims outstanding against the firm at the 
time of failure, for which Mr, Hobhouse 
was himself jointly liable. Copies of 
the letter addressed to Mr Hobhouse, by 
Palmer and Co. on the 9rh May, 1829, 
forwarded through Messrs. Cockerell, 
Trail, and Co, and of a letter to the latter 
firm, cancelling the^redit formerly giv- 
en in favour of Mr. Hobbouse, were an- 
nexed thereto. 

In consequence of objections taken by 
the Advocate Genera], to the sufficiency 
of the evidence of tbe letters having 
been received by Mr. Hobhouse, and of 
the' actual state of the firm at the time of 
Mr. Hobbouse’s retirement, and also of 
the existence ot the outstanding claims, 
for which he was jointly liable — the 
ComuUsiouer ordered the case to stand 


over till the 26th Instant, and the part- 
ners were directed to be iu atteudauco 
with the books of tbe late firm. 

The 26 th May. 

The Advocate General repeated Lis 
motion of the 5th Instant. 

Mr. Cleland, for tlie Assignees, put in 
a further affidavit of Mr. V^ . Priusep. to 
which were attached two original letters 
from Air. Hobhouee, in reply to the let- 
ters betore sworn to, have been written 
by the late* fiim : the letters, wbicli 
were read, objected, in strong terms, to 
the breach of engagement, and threaten- 
©.cTlegal process to enforce performance. 
The affidavit went lui to stale, that at 
the time of Mr. Hobhouse quitting the 
firm in October, 1825, lie was fully 
aware, that there existed a deficit of as- 
sets, to the extent ot mf»r« than .SO lacs ; 
that the remaining partners, howevr, 
then considered, that the large profits 
annually accruing from the supposed 
fiourishing state of their buBiness, auilio- 
rized tbe slipulated payment to Mr, 
Hobhouse, of 250,000 Sicca Rupees, on 
bis retirement, to iiyike way for an ar- 
rangement of the partnership, more 
beneficial to themselves aud their con- 
stituents : that, suhsi quently, lu 1828, 
they found the circumstances of the 
bouse 80 entirely difiVreiit from their 
aiiticipatioijs, that lu justice to their 
creditors, they felt themselves called 
Upon to cancel their engagements with 
him, and other retired partners, whom 
they accordingly apprized of their bag 
ing done so. The affidavit wa.s accom- 
panied by a specification of cUims still 
outstanding, to the amount of 16 lacs and 
upwards, i|icurred while Mr. Hobhousa 
was a partner, aTid which were sworn 
to he only a small part of what be would 
be found justly liable for, on a full in- 
vestigation of the accounts of tbe firm. 

Mr. Cleland also produced the deed 
of co-partnership from 1820 to 1825, 
across tbe last paragraph of which was 
a memorandum, in pencil, in Mr. Hob- 
bouse^sown hand - writing, in these terms 
— ** Cancelled by adjustment of accounts 
with Brownrigg, in 1825, tbe whole 
profits of this partnership being absorbed 
in losses, ficc.” 

The Advocate General still objecting 
to the sufficiency of this proof, Mr. G* 

A* Brinaep wu examiued by Mr. Cis« 
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Und, and statad, th&tba arrived in Cal- 
cutta from Bombay about the 7ib No- 
vember^ in consequence of an 

invitation from Mr. Palmer to join the 
liouse. Mr. Bobbouse had sailed for 
Europe a few days before — that a state- 
ment of the balances, with notes pre- 
|>ared by Mr. Hobbouse, was then put 
into his hands— there was no acrount 
showing capital belonging to the house, 
or to any of the partners ; that at the 
Sr«^q'?est of the witness, a further list of 
the debtor balances was made up in 
a book, ruled in three columns, to dia- 
tinguiah the assets, good,idoubtful] and 
desp^-rate— witness was employed two 
days with Mr Jones, the principal book- 
keeper, in going through tlie lifft ; 
that be then summed up each column, 
andrepottfd the result of the whole to 
Mr. Palm^-r — (witness hero produced 
liis original memorandum, which exhi- 
bited an estimaied deli<‘it of about fifty 
lakhs, inclusive of certain accoucta to 
the amount of twenty-four lakhs aud up- 
wards. which were diatiuguiabed by the 
mark N. A.) that from that lime till the 
date of the tailure, be kept a separate 
list of these doubtful debts, and was in 
the habit of adding others, when dis- 
covered to be of sihiilar character ; some 
of them had been recovered, but on the 
whole the original number was thereby 
more than doubled— that he frequently 
coiiFiulied the book of the previous ^rt- 
nership, esnef’iully those of the ye^rs 
38^23 4 ami 1824*5— and hod no doufcrt 
that Mr. Jlohhouse was well acquainted 
with the afi'airs of the house. 

Examined by Mr, Pearson— bad known 
Mr, Ho'ihouee personally in 182$, and 
always consiilered him an intelligent man 
—was read V to state his own reasons for 
entering the firm, notwithstanding the 
deficit, if Mr. Pearson desireif to know 
them. 

Mr. W. Prinsep examined by Mr. 
Cleland. In 1825, Mr. Hobhouse vi as 
one of the leading psrtneis, and direct- 
ed most of the tr4insf*^rs on the books — 
Xeooll*ote tiie arrangement respecting 
the N. A. accounts— fvaa usually not 
consulted : in these matters the various 
sums marked N. A. were wrircen off on 
closing the books under date 

doth April, ia$4 ; sums at debit 
and credit of the partilt^rs were^^gt the 
game time, also written by .transfer 
to the profit and lusa, account Mr.

about Rs. 373,000, as would appear by 
the books in Court. This arrangement 
was made by Mr. Brownrigg, Mr. Hob- 
house, and Mr. Newton , Mr. Palmer 
was absent, in Java. The profit and 
loss account ihereupon showed a balance 
of about 34 lakhs on the debit side. The 
N. A. accounts were brought back on the 
books, in 1325, by direction of the same 
parties, to avoid this appearance of defi- 
cit, after which a small balance of nearly 
a lakh was made to appear at credit 
of the profit and loss account of the 30th 
April, 1825— remembers being sent for 
by Brownricgg, Hohhouse, and Newton, 
and asked if he would consent to take 
them as good balances, and agreed to 
do so, as they wp:'s coveied by life in- 
8ui;pnces, the premiums on which he be- 
lieved could be uaid ont of the future 
profits of the House — did not, in 1825, 
estimate the deficit so high as tha last 
witness. 

To the Court. The motive for writing 
back the accounts marked N. A. was 
to prevent the open declaration of so 
large a deficit. There was no conceal- 
ment in the Louse ; any of the princi- 
pal clerks might have seen it. 

Mr. Cleland, upon this evidence, con- 
tended, that the claim was utterly inad- 
missible. No retired put tner was ever 
allowed to prove against the assets, un- 
til all the creditors were paid in full ; 
to allow him to prove a balance at his 
credit, oi7 personal account, before the 
creditors wore satisfied, would be against 
all example. Mr. Cleland here cited 
several cases in support of his position. 
It appeared, in evidence, that Mr. Hob- 
house had biought no capital whatever 
into the firm: on the contrary, that ia 
18'’J4, a balance at bis debit in per- 
sonal account, exceeding 375,000 Ru- 
pees, had been written ofi' to profit and 
lose, on the new arrangemente made in 
the books of that period. Instead of 
proving as a creditor, he was in fact a 
debtor, and be wai* liable to the As- 
signees for ail that be had taken out of 
the firm, which he knew at the time to 
be insolvent. 

The Advocate General insisted npoa 
the right of the house, at that time, to bind 
itself by engagements, and by that in 
question as well as others ; if binding 
on the house, it made him a creditor* 
and he had a tight to prove that, al- 
though Mr. Hohhouse might have kuowo 
of kh actual deficit ci aaaeta* tha tbea 
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fioiirisliin^ State of the concern, yielding 
an annual profit of ten or twelve lakhs, 
the high credit in which it stood, and, 
above Sll, the circumstance of the imme- 
diate ussuniption of hia seat in the bouse 
bv anotlier gentleman, in all respects 
more conversant with business, and who 
had in evidence confessed his thorough 
examination into the state of the firm, 
before he consented to join, were facta 
sufiioient te show, that the house could 
not then be regarded as insolvent — that 
no large house of business, ('and this 
was confessedlv one of the most exten> 
give in the world,) could wind up, at ja 
moment, without consider^le deficit; 
while it went on in good credit, its cofi^rs 
though one day emptr^ might the next 
be overflowing with Apital. The pre^ 
cedents were none of them sufficiently 
in point, and one of them was decidedly 
in favor of the claim. Mr. Brownrigg, 
also a retired partner, had been frequent- 
ly in this Court as Plaintiff against the 
AssigiiBes, and had been in no manaer 
declared insolvent, or rendered liable for 
the debts of the late firm, but hud been 
allowed to make good his claims in va- 
rious shapes, without remark ; and he did 
not see bow Mr. Hobbouse could stand 
on a different footing — that an order of 
this Court to be permitted to prove, 
would not be absolute upon the Assig- 
nees to pay dividends, since they could 


at all times come in to show cause 
against the propriety of doing SO. 

The CominiNsuooer said, that the order, 
if given as prayed, woul I be binding 
upon the Assignees to treat this claiOA 
like others ; I nut, ihou!rh not r*al)pd upon 
now to pronounce uruui the li,i olilies of 
other retired partners of the lar»> firm, ha 
was so firmly convinced of the acual iu« 
solvencv of the house at the time of tha 
agreement with Mr. Hobliouse, that, as 
regarded the ceditora, be could not 
bold it to be biading, and, therefore, ha 
discharged the rule, leaving tiio par*y, 
if dissatisfied with bis riecisiou, to ap-

too Baboo, the dewan of Mr«. HastiDg:s» 
Oovernor General^ and Imd obtained 
great <;elebrity for bis sanidtfty. Ho thus 
acquired, by his sola eitertions, tbe bulk 
of the property clnliped. In 1773 be 
died, Horvived by bia brothers, the 
tbers of Plaintiffs, while Defeodant was 
yet a minor. On this occasion, his uncles 
acquiesced to the record of his name, as 
proprietor of the part of his father’s 
acquisitioDs, requiring that form-^-subse- 
quentiy they attempted to include their 
own names io the zamindaree receipts:

from whom the decea.sed held his potia 
and kobooleut, the Said zeniendars, for 
the obtainraerit of the said arrears, seized 
the property , goods, and chattels, of the 
deceased, ana fixed an istahur or notice, 
on the said property so seized, desiring 
any body who may be the legal heir of 
the deceased, to come forward wuhiu 
a stated lime, and renew tit© potu of 
the deceased, in his or her name, and 
pay the arrears of rent, for which tfao 
property was distrained, and nobody 
fiaviog come forward during the Imiited 
period assigned by the notice, the D«- 
fendaut Lollcband L^kur^ in the month 
of Sawan, 1333, B. A., settled with the 
said Talookdar, for the arrears of rente, 
and took by a new contract, a fresh polta 
and kobooleut of the said lands, from the 
said Talookdar, in his own name, for 
the said annual rent of 1 Rupee 4 Annas, 
and from the dale of the potta and 
kabonleut until this period the said 
Defendants payed the stipnlaled rents, 
and cultivated the said ground, and ' 
enjoyed the profits of the hame unmolesL 
eU, And by the potta, kubooieut,

&c. filed in this suit, the clatm of tho 
Plniiitilf will he clearly shown to be false. 
And the zemeemlar. Rum Chund Roy 
Chowdry, likewise pu« in his replication 
personally t(» the aanie purport as that ot 
the two Defendants Loll Chund Luskur^ 
and- Vookeel Chund Luskur. 

The Suddur Ataeen being satisfied, by 
the witnesses m behall of the Plaintiff 
Koorauee iCevah. that she had iriairied 
by a nickawto Banclinw Ram, deceased, 
held that the plea ot the Deieudants stat- 
ing that the deceased left no legal heir, 
was untenable^ and for the same reason 
the seizuie atid notice of the zeiiieendar, 
calling on the heirs of the deceased to 
pay^the arrears of rents and renew the 
potla and kobooleut uf the deceased in 
their names ; and further gave his opi- 
nion, that during the life lime of the 
widow of the deceased, the zeinei ndar 
could not, without her consent, iiaui^fer 
the contract of the deceased to the De- 
fendant, Lallcdtatid Luskur. And by 
the receipts for rents paid to the ze. 
ineendar, filed by the said Koorauee 
Bevrah, it does not appear that any rents 
are due by her to .the zemendar, as as- 
serted him. and' the two Respoudenls 
Lollchand Luskaie, i^nd Yawkeelchaud 
liu-ikur, Hud tiiat the Plamiiff cultivated 
the disputed lauds for those three years, 
as stated in their plaint, and that ih© 
Defendants did illegally and forcibly cut 
and carry away the said produce of the 
said land in the aforestated three yeais, 

• This fact^ as stated by the Plaintiff, is 
clearly estah ished by the evidence of 
the witnesses examined in tins suit, and 
although it appears by the deposition of 
one of ihe wuuesses of the Plaintiff', that 
the ' Defeudant Lollchand Luskur, cul- 
tivated the raid grounds during those 
threfeyeai^S;,)el. by the testimony of the 
other witnesses, Ihis^assertion is outborne. 
Therefore, the said Suddur Aumeea 
decreed the case yvith costs in favor of 
the Plaintiff, ordering the Plaintiff* to be 
put in the poseession of the disputed 
lands, and awarding 50 Us. t3 Annas IS 
gUodas te be paid by the Dcfcndanta 
lo the 'jPiaiii tiffs, as compensation for the 
grain iHegaily reiaoreil Irom the Plain* 
tiff's grounds, by the said Defendants. 

The Appellants, the original Defeu* 
daiiPs, dissatisfied with the decision of 
the Buddur Attineen in tavor ot the Res** 
pond cuts, the original Plaintiff’s appealed 
to the judgment of the juiige of the 
zilia court, and baying filed (be original 
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ptp^rB of the smt elated their jectioit 
ui their petition for appeal. That it was 
proyed even by the deposition of the 
Plaintiffs’ own witnesses^ and by the re. 
plication of the lemendar, Ilamchaiid 
Koy ChoWdry, that the Appellant cuUi- 
yated tbegrnnnda during the three years, 
as asserted by him, and by other^ docu- 
ments, such as the notice, pottah, a'niit 
kohooleut — this fact is farther confirmed, 
and that in consequ^uce of the new set- 
tlement made hy iilm in default of apy 
heirs of the decefised Huochaw Ham, 
renewing: the poltah and paying the ar- 
rears of rente as per notice of the ze- 
mender, he has ever since held unmo- 
lested possession ofih^Sai||JandSjpa.Jng 
the affixed rents, and enjoying me. pro. 
fits accruing to him iroin them, as is 
proved hy the fesliniony of his witnesses 
examined in this Auit. And that^he 
statement affirmed by the Defendant, 
KPpranse Bevah, thai she was th^ne- 
kawtee wife, and now is the widqvv of 
Benchaw Ram deceased^ is not the faot, 
that ceremony not sanctioned by 

the Hindoos, and is contrary to the laws, 
AiKi^sh asters, and alh^itber books of the 
same sects, treating of religious rites and 
ceremonies; and'ICporanee Bevah having 
been previously married to a Hindoo, 
she could not possibly contract a second 
marriage with a Hindoo, and, therefore, 
being hut the coitcubiue of the deceased 
she cannot in any way become his heir, 
and that Ooluck Ham the son of the 
brother of the deceased is the only per* • 
ton who could possibly assert his rights 
as an heir of the deceased, which he 
has declined to do, on the notice of 
the aeinendar, and during his exi^ence 
Kooranee Bevah cannot even think of 
becoming a claimant ^ law’ to the 
petty of the d^aased ; and Ihaj^^ven 
Goluck Ham, nd^r^hAt After due notice

The 
noort adjudged^ Bevah 


IS not the widow of Bnnobaw Raw de* 
ceased, and that she having been previ* 
ously mariied, her connexion with the 
deceased cannot be viewed by* tiia 
court in accordance with the Hindoo 
laws and ceremonies, and by the de- 
clai ations of the pundits of the court, 
on being questioned on that point, but 
as concubinage and that a concubine 
cannot, amongst the Hindoos, inherit the 
properly of her employer, excepting hf 
vvill, and not even thenJends except self 
acquired by the testator, but not as his 
lej^al heir, and excenting that plea, the 
Hespondent^ had .not urged another to 
advance their claims to the disputed

Thie wa8 an action brouglit for the 
recovery of 3,^36 Rupees, the estiniated 
value of 14 tnauods some tfeCre, of opi- 
um, fit for acceptance by the Company, 
which he ouo^ht to have fratismiited to 
the chief station of the distrji i^iiistead^tf 
the like quantity of iiapure stuff, which 
he actually delivered, and one muutioi 
■ho rt weight. 

It was Slated by the i^intiff, that the 
chelan, (invoice,) uf the Defendant re- 
presented 197 rnaiinds, some seers, of 
opium, corresponding io quality with 
the esiabiished ii^tandard, vi%. 70 parts 
in 100 of pure drug ; that ou exainiim. 
tioij by proper porj<)on8 at the sadder 
station, it appeared that the propoitiou 
of tiie pure to the impure particles was 
sodt'ficient as to require a further quan- 
tity ot t4 III Minds ot Opiuiri, at par, be- 
fore the 197 tiiaunda could contain 70 
parts pure, to 30 impure*. Besides this, 
the quantity, after the usual allowances, 
WHS deficient in weight 1 mauod. 

The Plaintiff further urged, that the 
Defendant must have been aci^iiainted 
with the bad quality of the opium, ^ 
and that the fraud which he attemoted 
to practise and sustain i>y collusion with 
the mofuasil arbitrators and cultivators, 
c aid be so clearly established, as to en- • 
title the Government to th-^ compensa-. 
tion demanded : that even if no intea- 
tioiial fraud had been comibitted,'^ the 
Defendant and his securities were still 
liable, since at the tiftte of taking oifice, 
the Defendant had signed ao Ikrar- 
namah, binding himself to obey all or- 
ders of the agents, which he ha4 not 
done: for he bad expressly or- 

dered, or? pain oH pecutiie^y f^esponsibiHtg, 
to ** take sufiicient batia from the cul- 
tivators, and report llie ca^e, if they ob- 
jected to give it; as well as to detect 
■il rogueries on the.pa,rt of the inofus- 
sil arbitrators and the cttitavators them- 
■eives. 

* This !s not the wording of any part of the 

Proceedings: to have followed them more Closely 
hi this place would have involved the necessity 
pf^ tedious cixcumiocuuou, wof of pwspt* 


The Defendant declared that the opi- 
um, which he transmitted, liad been ap- 
proved hy the mcifussil arhitrators, ap- 
pointed under the regulations ; that ho 
believed its quality to have been origi- 
Hally excellent, tbo' it might have stiff' r- 
ed some deterioration from exposure to 
bad weather during its conveiance to 
Ghazipore; that the subsequent weigh- 
ing and examination had taken place, 
the one in'his^absence, and the other be- 
fore arbitratorsf'“sa/ee«’Vf<* whom he had 
not consented ; a^ty more, than that Deen 
Bu«id,^olle, oftthe arbitrators, had been 
appoinfeit, acting in his, Defendant’s 
place, as opium goinastah, previous to 
the^ examination, and was of course 
anxious to retain his situation : finally, 
that bn a former occasion, when his nrii- 
urn had been ab >ve par, lie had been de- 
sired to pay the cultivators for it. and 
that now it was but common justice 
that those who derived the profit of any 
transaction should also bear the loss. 

The decree recites, that, by Sec. 15. 
Reg XlH oi 1816 the ttward oi INlotiissil 
arbitrators is ** biudtug upon the par- 
ties,” i. e. ** the agents or their oflicera 
and the ryots, unUhs it shall be proved 
to the satistaction of the ziilali judge, 
that they have *' been guilty of )iaitinli- 
ty/' That the opium appeared to have 
been delivered to the agent in the state 
in whicii the gomastah had received it 
from the cultivators, and that its quality 
had been approved by duly appointed 
arbitrators; whose av^ard must be up- 
held, because not provrd corrupt. 

^;^VV^i.j;h respect Io the Ikrar^iamah, the 
cpiiry^u#dered it as, in referring 
to tl^ obedience •of inferior to his 
superior in office, totally unconnected 
with any pecuniary,, responsibility : tha^ 
Uie regulations di'diHoi render a gomas- 
iah liable to penalty in failure of detect- 
ing the partiSHiry of aibitrators, nor 
an ject him io the payment of damages, 
exqept in cases of embezzle meqt ; 
and that any order of the opium agent, 
in aDustOorool-Urnui, or other such pro- 
ceeding in excess of the law, could not 
affect the dech^bonof a court of justice. 

In regard to the one maund less 
weight, it was the opinion of the court, 
that so small a deficiency in so large a 
supply, was insufficient to prove fraud,

inade them lia^|i|y as indorsers. the 
af. a i’&ke^iient indorsee. 

The notes were produced and identi- 
fied by Chiinduchurfe^ff. Hogg's Ban- 
' ian, who, on the 4th"lVIay, 182^, accom^ 
paniedDv^srkena«ith Mfj^r to the Bank, 
taking with him a cheque of Mr* Hogg’s^ 
for Sicca Rupees 92,U00, with’ the pro- 
neadt of 8^cb it was proved, that the 
three hSWa to question, together with 
eight others, kad redeemed from 

the Bank, by trai»f5irj|t account, and 
taken by Chundoch6A*tBK^me evening, 
^ to RajkissoreDutt/for JndOTS‘‘ment,and 
Were'by him indorsed to Mr.. Hogg. . An 
attempt was made to prove, by entrieli 
the books of the Banjl(,( Umt tite trans- 


fer was made to thowcredit ofPlaintifTj 
but by the entries, which were produced 
alter soin*» ilemur on the part of the Ad* 
vocate General, it appeared, that the 
cheque only was debited tu Mr. Hoy^g, 
and the amount credited to Uajkissora 
Butt by the hands of bis Sircar, Go- 
rachtind Ghosii, by transfer a8:ainat 
the amount of loans forwhich ihe papers 
had been deposited at different times. 

The notes were proved by Mr. Mor- 
ley, the Accountant General, and by 
G. H.Muttmann, of the Government 
Press, to he forgeries; and it appeared^ 
hy the evidence, of Mr. Morley, that 
that Mr. Hogg, in the early part of 
July following,^|ook the notes to tho 
Treasury, to he exchknged for new pa« 
pers ; but a suspicion having been excit- 
ed, some days passed before he could get 
a definitive answer ; but at length ha 
was informed by Mr. Morley, as well e# 
by Mr. Holt Mackenzie, the Serreterr^ 
that new pjipy{& could not be given, ai

, Mr, IV. JV, HedgiTt PlaintiiTs attorney, 
prorad the presentoient of rbe notes at 
the Treasury, on the ®8tli July, 1831, 
Ibr ]iayin(»at of interest, and the refusal^ 
by Mr. J. Harwell and Mr^.Morl«y. 

Objection was raised by 
General to the produptian pi the books 
of the Bank by Mr, pdoy, the present 
Secretary, who attended '^^itb tl^etn on 
•ubpcena dares tncuiit ; bli't the objection 
Was over-ruled by the Court, on tbe 
ground, that as they sTeresn Court, and 
in the hands of the witness, and as the 
Court would, on application, previoub to 
trial, have ordered their production, they 
ooiiid now order their production. 

The A.ivpcate General, (with whom 
were Messrs. Pnn^ep and Ctelaudt) con. 
tended, at great length, that on the evi- 
dence the Hlaintiif must be uou>auited 
on several grounds — 1st, that these, 
were not promissory notes in a legal 
sense, nor negotiable instruments upon 
which an indorser could be sued — 2dly, 
that even if promissory notes, thev were 
not liable to all the incidents of pro- 
missory notes, and amongst the rest, nor 
to the same rule of law as to indorse- 
ment— 3d ly, that It was in proof, that 
the money lent was not Mr. Hogg's, 
and that he was a mere agent for another, 
and could nor sue in his own name-r- 
4thly that FiaintilT being dbe of the 
members of the Hank, conid not at law 
6ue the corporation — 5tlily, that the 
indorsement by the Secretary only, did 
not bind the Bank, the signature of 
three directors being necessary, under 
the express tvrms of the chater. 6chly, 
that the Bank, as indorsees, were enti- 
tled to presentment, and notice of dis- 
honor in due ceurS^' : here no present- 
ment had been made till many instal- 
ments of interest were due, and notice 
not given till montl^ after reful of new 
note', on the gruunlT.of forgery. 7thly, 
—That the noteaf at the time of in- 
dorsement te Plaintitf, were already 
greatly overdue, ahd several quarters of 
interest in arrear ; andihat, asiudorsee 
of an overdue note,«Piaintiflr took it with 
ail the equities that afTecied it in the 
hand of Hajkissore Dbtt, 

The Court decliuiD^ to nonsuit, in the 
first instance, the , Advocate General 
put in, on^^ebalf of the Bank, the three 
genuine notes, of which those sued upon 
were fgo eiidUes— and the admission ef 
thai he heoaiae iadorsee oa

®2d June.— Mr. Tiirton in reply Votffiy 
mented.witb great severity , iipop aeveflir 
of the points insisted upon in the.dej* 
fence, and cited several ca4e8, to ahov7 
them untenable. 

We bad not time to follow the 
ed counsel thyougb hie lung and inge* 
nious argument^; 

The Court intimated great doubt, aiid 
a wish to etake time lor a de iberato 
judgment ;'bnt being pressed by Mr. 
Turtbn to deliver their r^reseot opiriioa 
— ^roeefMlied''to do so henatim, with ibo 
understanding, that the parties would ha 
at liberty to move on either aide upoa 
any of the points of law, and to have 
the matter deliberately argued. 

The ('kief Justice exiT^'Ssed this opi- 
nion— the Phiintjfif must be nonsuited, 
prin>'ipally on the ground of want of dua 
and formal notice of presentment sntd 
dishonour. He wished to rest liis 'deer-* 
sion on this'point ; hut, it pressed, had 
no besitatiou in shying he now held, as 
in the former case of tiie Bank of Bengal, 
versus the United Company, that these 
were promissory notes, and that the Bank* 
as indorsers could be sued ii; on them ; 
but that in this Cotirt'the Company 
could not be sued, in as much as they 
wers chargeable by Act ot Parliament, 
not on tbe commercial assets, bur on 
the territorial revenue. Thai, aa to tbo 
point of agency, it did not apply to thu 
holder of a negotiable instrument, and 
he ^oa|^ht that a corporator might, in 
hiS'^ individual character, atie and be 
sued by tbe corporation he was a mem- 
ber of. %Ho had more douhj, about tbt 
validity o< tbe iiidor>l|jfpent of the Secre- 
tary to bind the B^rik contrajy toihe 
words of the Charter, but on the whole 
thought that, Bs^lli^ainst trengers, iheir 
constant course, in that respect, made 
them liable'. Here Plain tilF being not 
a stranger, but himself a proprietor 
and ditector, threw the matter more into 
doubt. Ou the point of the UDte being 
overdue, be did i-ot think it necessary 
to present for interest at the precise day, 
nor had sucji been the practice, espe- 
cially in pases of deposit ; but he rei eau 
cd bis wish to ground bis opinion cbiefiy 
on tha iioint ol notice. 

Air John Fnnns was of opinion with 
the Plainiifi’on all the points, though oa 
Home he gonsidecgble doubly 
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and wished for furlfcar argument. He 
thought the communications of Mr. 
Mackenzie and Mr. Morley sufiicient 
eridence of notice, and that the holder 
was not bound to present for interest on 
the day. 

Sir Edw. Ryan concurred on most 
points with Sir John Franks : he thought 
the instruments promissory notes, and 
that the Company could be sued upon 
them in this Court. On the point of 
aiidorsemeut by the Secretary, he bad 
Tery great doubt, and wiabed for further 
urgumeut. The objection Plaintiff be- 
ing a mere agent, appeared to go only to 
the money counts, upon irhioh he 
thought, on other grounds, that the 
Plaintiff could not reoorer. In respect 
to the necessity of presentment and no* 
ties, he distinguished between the tiro 
first notes and the last. On the former 
no iti^talment of interest accrued, be- 
tweeen the time of indorsement to \\t, 
Hogg and his communications at the 
Treasury, when the notes were detained 
from him, for the purposes of proaeoution 
in the custody of the law. That detention 
was a auificieut excuse for non-present- 
ment, and until presentment, notice could 
not be necessary. Asdo these notes, there- 
fore, he was in farorof Plaintiff's reco- 
▼ery. On the otb«ir note an instalment 
had accrued in the interval of Mr. 
Hogg's possession, and he tboughr ho 
had lost bis remedy by laches. The other 
oint of the notes being undue had uot 
oen very intelligibly put ; bat, aa he 
uuderstoood it, the objection did not 
apply, for there was no equity affecting 
the note in the bands of RajkUsoreDalt. 
Had bis forgery of ibis note been proved, 
the case might be otherwise ; but no 
eyideuce bad been given of that kind. 

The Judgee being d^ivided pu opinion, 
the veniict was taken iu the sense of 
Sir Edward Kyan ; %. e. for the Plaintiff 
on the two first notes only, and for 
Defendant on the other note and the 
money counts . — CaU ntta Courier.

day in the argument of cross mo- 
tions in this action, vrhioh w^a brought 
on breach of ooutract of sale, and tried

five hundred, the amount of his garaett* 
money, with liberty to thp Plaintiff to 
move to increase the damages to Siccn 
Rupees one thousand, and to the De- 
fendant to move for a nonsuit. These 
motions were made accordingly, and di- 
rected to come on together. 

Mr. Turton, for tbe Defendant, argued, 
that, the Court having been of opinion 
that no breach of contract was esta- 
blished against tbe vendor, tlio PlaintifiF 
was not entitled to recover even his ear- 
nest-money ^inasmuch as he bad neglected 
to'treat the bootractas still subsisting, 
and could uot, at tbe same time, proceed 
as if it was cancelled. Tbe two claims 
were inconaistejp^,and could not be join- 
ed in the same action. With regard to the 
claim for double the amount of earnest- 
money, he was at a loss to discover bow 
it could he supported — the rule of law, 
in all reported cases, being, that notliing 
can be recovered for loss of bargains, 
unless a special damage was both stated 
in the plaint, and proved at tbe trial, 
neither of which had here been done. 

Mr. Ftiuacp, for the Plaintiff, insisted 
on tbe rule of Hindoo Law, as laid down 
in Colebrooke's Digest, whereby n 
vendor, failing in his contract, is bound 
to pay back the earnest-money, and as 
much more, by way of damages. The 
contract was specially declared upon, and 
it had be^ distinctly proved to have 
been broken by the vendor delaying to 
produce or leavo his title deeds, till 
the day before tbe* term expired, and 
then refusing to leave them for examina- 
tion, or to allow erasures and interlinea- 
tion, apparent on the face of them, to 
be enquired into. This amounted to re- 
fusal to perform ; for it prevented tbe 
vendor from taking the first step towards 
completion of the contract. At all 
events, if tbe Court was not satisfied of 
the breach of contract by the Defendant, 
tbe Plaintiff bad it right to treat the 
contract as void from the beginning, and 
to recover his earnest-money ; for it ap- 
peared, that the premises, at tbe time of 
sale, were already under seizure of thia 
Court, by writ of sequestration, ' sued 
out against the vendor, wbiph had been 
ordered to stand Ska security in toe prior 
action. This was such a defect of title 
as made it impossible for him to convey 
pursuant to bis contract. Sequestration of 
this Court was different from sequestra- 
tion in chancery at home, which does not 

affect the title to the laad« hut the leute 
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«i}() promts onlj. Hflr« it inalces the land 
aoewerable for the debt. 

The Court, after a short deliberation, 
unanimously concurred to discharfife 
both rules, a* d let the verdict stand as 
before, being' of opinion, that the breach 
of the contract had not been fully made 
out, the objectionable title deed not 
bein j;' in evidence, and that the aeques- 
tratioii was such a defect of title as reu* 
dered the contract nugatory. 

Dent and Othkrs v. Muddoosooden 
Sandem.. ^ 

Hfr. Dickens showed caule against a 
tulo obtained by Mr. Tun on, for j udgr- 
ment of nonsuit for not proceeding to 
trial. The action waabro«t^ht for recovery 
oi a sum of monev, remitted by the 
Plainriffs-, from Canton, to the Uefendaiit, 
at Calcutta, through Messrs. Palmer and 
Co., as the proceeds of thirty cheats of 
opium. By the failure of the Chinese 
purchaser to complete his contract, a 
resale became necessary, on which there 
bad been a loss of 50 dollars per chest ; 
and the Plaintiffs, having remitted the 
full money on the credit of the first 
■ale, for which, as agents, they were not 
responsi ole, sought to recover the excess 
in this action. As this could be done by 
proof, only to be obtained in China» 
plaintiffs had applied to the Defendant, 
either to admit the tacts abovementioned, 
or to consent to a commissioii# to exa- 
mine witnesses ar Macao. Defendant 
bad refused to do eilfier. Under such 
circumstances, it was ths constant prac- 
tice of the English courts to refuse judg- 
ment of nonsuit. 

Air. lurton endeavoured to support hia 
rule, on the ground of delay before the 
application for a commission, and also 
that Plaintiffs might have proceeded by 
bill of discovery. But being aeked by 
the Court, whether he was now prepared 
to consent to a commission for evidence 
at Canton, and replying in the negative, 
the Court felt itsel* bound, by the au^ 
thorities of the oases at home, to dis- 
charge the rule with costs — CalcuUaCour.

Bvlramchundkr Salk ti. PnESCiiATi* 

This was an action brought by the 
Plaintiff, a native silk dealer, at Bauluah, 
against the Defendant, as proprietor 
ol the silk and indigo mart, for recovery* 
of a sum of Sicca Rupees 3,750, paid 
from the mart, in seveial payments upon 
silk purchaSf^, to the gnmashtah of th« 
Plaintiff, in seven difiVrent notes of tho 
Bank ol Bengal ; which were alleged 
to Ifhve been all forgeries. 

Mr. Turtout for the Plaintiff, stated 
the cause to be one of an extraordinary 
nature, and wholly turning upon the iden- 
tity of the seven notes in question. 
Thera could he no doubt of their b^ihg 
all palpable forgeri<»8 ; and of notes of 
the like numbers and denominations hav- 
ing been recorded by the gomashtab of 
the Plaintiff on the mart : and the Court 
would have to determine, from the evi- 
dence, whether the fraud and forgery, 
for such there must have been, was effect- 
ed by the people of *tbe Plaintiff, oi by 
those of the mart, or of the Union Bank, 
from whence it would appear that most 
of the notes had bi:en procured. Mr, 
Turton observed, that a prosecution was 
now pending against the PiainiiiTs gom- 
Bshtab : but it was somewhat extraordi- 
nary, that it had not been commenced, 
until a considerable time after the dis- 
covery of the forgeries, — and, indeed, 
not until after this action had been 
brought. He trusted the charge would 
appear to be wholly unfounded. 

The dealings in silk, and the payment 
of 'Bank ot^Beugal'notes, and other preli- 
minary matters were admitted on the 
part of the Defendant ; and the n tes 
were produced, and proved to be forgt*- 
ries, both la the numbers and denominu- 
tious, wbicb had been altered on the 
face of good notes of smaller iimounr, and 
apeared to be clumsily executed. 

Gopeenauth Suhurj the gomashtab, and 
other witnesses, wore examined at great 
length on the part of the Plaintiff, and 
severely cross-examined by Messrs. Prin- 
sep and Dicki-ns, for the Defendant. 
The case for the Plaintiff was not closed 
until Friday afternoon. 

Mr. Prinsep^ for the defence, wu 

itopr. by the Cgiuti wbgifsr« ufianiAouip 
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of opinion for tbe ‘DAfendant ; and 
H^ara iha PlaiiinfF ihe o(itr>u of a non- 
cult, or a verdict agairiat him, intiinat- 
vn^. At the same tima, that they could 
prefer to witliold the grounds of their 
judgment, with a vi?w to avoid any 
Irtfluence upon the pending criminal 
proseciiti unless the counsel pressed 
for the exfiressioii of them. 

The Counsel acoeiied to the propriety 
©f this reserve ; and M.r. Turtori, for his 
client. e)eett-d to snbiint to a nonsuit. 

We forbear to detail the evidence, for 
the reason assigned bv the /udges'for 
tlieir <»iva reserve in declaring their 
©pinions. The trial of the criminal charge 
will afford us the opportunitv of la^ng 
before the public the extraordinary facts 
of this case.

The Advocate Genet al stated, that the 
plainiilfin this case was a young man 
whose intellectual faculties were not of 
the most poweiiul dehcriptioii ; and he 
had been, during the life of his father, 
expelled tlio hou3« and presence of his 
parent, in consequence pf which he liad 
wandered (rom nl.ire to place, non 
working, hut obtaining such assistance 
Bs he could procure from those who were 
inclined to relieve him. It was well 
linowii m Calcutta, that thq plaintiff’s 
father was a man of great wealth, and 
that plaintiff was the heir of a very large 
propertv; this had come to the know- 
led^e of the defendant who bad been 
BpnU-d to, to render the plaintiff some 
pecuniary assistance ; this he agreed to 
on condition that the plaintiff would 
■itrn ft bond tor Sa. Hs*. 5v^00(^* as a se- 
ciiriiv for what money might be advaiic- 
'yd to him, anti in the penal sum of Sa, 
lOO (UH), that the advances should 
be repaid upon the death of plaintiff's 
father. From the amount of the bond 
and peiiHlcv it might be anticipated that 
the der'eudatit was about to make some 
extraordinary exertion of generpsiti' ; he 
oertatiifv did no so, having paid the 
plaintiff. at the lime the bond for ,Sa. Hs, 
60,iH>0. was signed, no less a sum than 
iweiitj^ five Kupees: subsequentiv he 
bad uaid him. at various tunes, sundry 
pice, amomiun^ to u furt'nSr smu of 
thirty five rupees ; he had also supplied 
lam with B quantity of goodi, oousisung 


of apiece of muslfn, value 16lltipe0f^ 
and a bottle of Outr of Hoses, value tw# 
rupees. The whole amount of money 
advanced, atid goods obtained, amount* 
ed to Rs. 78. Shortly after the bond wai 
signed, the father of the plamiiff died, 
having previousiv made a will, wherein 
he provided for the maintanaiice of his 
son; bequeathing him Sa Rs. 2(i,000, 
and directing the remaindHr of his pro- 
perty to he held in trust for the benefit 
of various charitable institutions. Thia 
will was set aside, and the plaintiff de* 
c^red en tilled to ihe whole residue. In 
consequence of defendant Imving en- 
tered uu judgment on the bond, (lUiritiff 
was obliged to apply to a court of equi- 
ty to set aside^.e bond, on payment of 
78 rupees with interest. 

The case was set down eipa* le. and 
the Court granted a decree, setting 
aside the bond and warrant of attor- 
ney , and judgment entered on ir as prayed 
by the bill, wiih costs, as between at- 
torney and client, to be paid by the de- 
fendant. — 

'J'h© next case of Joyimrain Mitter r. 
Kt^$enrnohun was a similar case 

in almost nil residents, exceot that the 
bond requited was only for Sa. Rs, 
10 000, and no money was advanced, 
but two shawls and an old boat, w.rrth 
altogether S I. Rs. 160. 'f'he Court made 
a similar decree.

SIR C E. GREY. 

« On the opening of the Supreme Court, 
on Monday inornhig, the lloirhle Sir 
Charles Grey appeared without his robes, 
and with much feeling took ins leare of, 
the bar. We were unprepared for this 
circumstance ; and as our reporter wag 
uot piesent, we can only state, from the 
recollection of a fiiend, the, substance, 
of ihe Honorable Judge’s farewell, which 
it was difficult in catch, from the low, 
and often agitated tone in which it was 
delivered. “1 have,*' said His Lorpsbtp 
sat for seven years in thiv Court, and ' 
as i now do so for the last time, 1 ata 
come to hid you farewell. During this 
period I am not cor scious that the slight- 
est disrespect has been shown in any 
way to any member of the bar. Aiany 
important cases have been decided, and 
many serious changes have taken place, 
and heencontemplaieil. in which it haa 
not always been possible to hold what 
would, nnder all oircumstances, bo 
Bailed a mraight' forward coaifts. it 
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^on1(}1)e for me tosar, tYiat I hare 
«]ways looked for approbation ; 1 must. 
«t tinier, have been opposed to the views 
of many, — sometimes to those ot all ; but 
if in the discharge of my duty 1 have giv- 
en offence to any, I ilesirc to ask their for- 
giveness. I cannot now separate trora 
you, from those whom I may never again 
meet with, but with such feelings as 
Would actuate me on the bed of death. 
I can say witii triidi, that I have never 
sanctioned an injustice, and lervently 
do I offar yon all my most earnest wish- 
es for your happiness; 1 tr^st that th§re 
may be many amongst you who may be 
as forturi.tte as myseif, in returning 
again to their native fsle, where I sbali 
be most hap y to rene^our intimacy. 
Oi ray colleagues, with one of whom 1 
have sat seven years, and the other a 
somewhat shorter per»od, I can truly 
say, tiiat whatever may have been the 
difff-rences ol opin on amongst us, (and 
I am arixitius now to say, that it th«=*rft

Once again, 
allow me to offer you my West wishes, 
and hid you all a long larf well. ” The 
bar bowed in silence to the'*Hon’ble 
Judge.who then retired , — Bengal Hurk.

On Monday Sir William Russell pre- 
sided in the Supreme Court fur the 
first time. Several motions were dispos- 
ed of, but none of tlieui were of much 
public interest- Mr. Tiirton applied for 
an attachment against five per8no.i, for 
ohstrncting the process of the Court, but 
the case was poaiponed, in couseqii^nce 
of the Judges wishing an additional 
alHdavit to be made. There was also 
a long argument upon a motion to set 
aside an award which had been mado 
between Messrs Mackintosh and Co. and 
Mr. Fiddington. The objectiens taken 
to the award were aiiimerous, but tho 
only one on which any decision wa* 
pronounced, was the last, namely, that 
the umpire had received private com- 
inunications trora Messrs. Aiackinloeh, 
after he had announced tiiat no further 
evidence would be received. The Chief 
Justice expressed his opinion very 
strongly upon the impropriety of such * 
proceeding, and the Court was unaui- 
luous in setting aside the award upon 
this ground. It was observed, however, 
that there was no intention to impute 
any moral blame to Mr. Hadow, the 
umpire, fo A his cnmlucton this occasion; 
Sir Ldward Ryan remarking, that the 
arbitration appeared to have been con« 
ducted with every desire to do jus- 
tice between the parties . — John Bull^ 
July 10. 

The Supreme Court was ocenpied fit* 
whole of yesterday with the argument* 
in an equity case, Anuadomoye Biswas, 
V. Kistnouiindo Biswas, the details of 
which are of no general interest. At the 
cunclusioD of the plaintiff’s case it was 
objected that the jurisdiction had not 
been proved. The Court decided thsj 
this objection must prevail, however 
much it might have feUduposed tu over- 
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rnie iL Tt wiin nl1es:<^ci in the bill tlmt 
the parties were subject to the jniisdic- 
tion, by reason of their beioi? parties to 
A tornier suit, which related, amonij orher 
things, to the subject matter ol ’.bis bill ;

and particularly if it was not required- 
by any religious custom, he should not 
feel iucluied, for one, to press it. — Ben* 
gal llurhirti, July 13.

Geiit]em*^n, in clHimiug the 
privilege to whicfi cUstoin entitles me, of 
proposing a healrh alter that which you 
have done me the honour to drink, you 
may well suppose [should n(»t overlook 
the gentleman on my left, and in the first 
place I feel It due to him, that calling 
to mind his high hituatinii, I should 
return my sincere thanks for the honour 
he has done me iu taking the chair this 
day. In going further, I am well 
aware there are many persons who 
feel therdi is something, perliaps, of 
dithculty, and something ot nicety in 
Uttering praises of a man in his own 
presence ; J confers myself, that having 
had occasion somHiinies tu consider the 
question, on popular occasion?, it has 
appeared to me that more difTirulty is 
felt than necessary. I know oi no i»cca* 
sion on which ptaise is bestowed more 
honestly, or should rais? less scruplo 
than on such occasions, from two consi- 
derafioDs j first, that if 1 should utter 
any thing in his pre-icnco which 1 did 
Hot conscientiously believe, as f have 
always, since I first possessed the gift 
of sne^ch, been in the habit of employ* 
ing it to expiuBS my thoughts freelyi X 
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am surfl if I utterpd any tiling; different 
from niy thoughts, I should only cover 
niy8»*lf with shame. Another circum- 
Ktuiice IS, that to go iiumenius an 
'asseiiiblag-e, if I should bevuud the 
pitch in which iny audience would 
answer, T should onlv lessen what 1 
meant to exalt. That j>;enii*-!n:in havinj]^ 
paid me siii h hij'h com{ilnnent8 on my 
public characier, 1 bliouhi williit<;iv 
tin I hi 

connected with iliat hiirh and public 
Situation whndi that ijeoileman Imhis. 
but 1 doubt if tli.il would he suiiod to 
this occa.sioii, or a<jre*^ahlA to him. We 
are nor in this cmiu rv accustomed to 
oornrneiit on the orocecdin^s of Go- 
Ternmeiit with the freedom whicfi is 
done at home. Were it not for that, 
tiothiii^’^ wouiii prev ni mo fr<-m treiich- 
on this jjrouml. 1 can say, with 
truth, that ever since I have res ded 
sinoni;^ von »n<i he hug held that 
fiiiuatiou, 1 know no measure of public 
government of whii'h J < <nild not have 
6|jokeu III' leriiis of praise, 1 siiall 
Teturn, however, to topics more suiteil to 
this place, and cotionler him as the 
bead of our society , in a station lu 
tvliich I firmly believe, that indepen- 
dent of any puliiic situation he holds, 
the universal surtra', 4 ts of the com- 
munity, vrould voiuniaiily have placeii 
birn. G ■ntleinen, 1 have ulwais 
thought tliat we owe a debt of "ratiiuiio 
to Sir Cliarles Rletralfe, for that 
generous liberality, by which be, in 
common, no doubt, wiib others, but as 
consliludonall V as any other, tends to 
temove ths mistaken notion of the 
characters of Kiipbshmen, and to re- 
move from ns the reproach, that we 
come to loilia, onlv to amass moNeV. 
It is not to the circumstance of his 
ollicial situation, tlihit he tiolda the 
situation of head of the society, to 
which 1 alluded ; on the contrary, he 
bolds that by a stronger charm, the 
good aflVctiiMia of his own heart, by 
which it appears, ih.it the courtesies 
be exerciges, are not duties imposed 
upon him, so much as gratifications to 
biniself. He derives as much pleasure 
bitnself from the exercise oi these 
Jkind offices, as he imparis to otlinrs. 
Gentlemen, I beg leave to propose the 
health of Sir Charles JVlutcalfe and the 
Society of Calcutta. 

The health ol INlr, H. H. Wilson, 
Secretary to the eociety, was 


next proposed by Piincipal Mill^ 
who spoke of the successful can- 
didate tor the Bodeii Professorship, 
with a noble liberality of praise. 

In paying, Sir, our last tribute of re- 
si^ect to oiir distinguished Piesident 
before lie bids farewell to India, it can-

h'is since bet f)ine a ceitamiv. 'I’hia, 
Sir, IS not altogeilier the most proper 
occasion for enlarging on the profound 
liutian eriiditfT)!! and other admirable 
accomplishments of the Secretary we 
are about to lose : hut w'heu adverting, 
however britfiv, to his loj-s, it is iiu- 
possinle lo avoid the r>^fie<liun, that 
bis name is as impenshablv associated 
with the bisforr of llie Asiatic ^Society 
ns are tliOan of the Joneses and the 
C debrolc a ot our earlier annals; and 
liiat wheihiT we estimate his service* 
in augmenting or in dieeslvng the 
literal y sti'res ot this Society, or in 
C(indin*tiiig M'S correS'ionu eiice w’llh th® 
leainidof other coiintrire, we look in 
vain for tlte means of adequately supply- 
ing his place amongst us. 

Our re^^rel, however, must be tem« 
pered by tlie consiueration of the new 
and lionourahle scene ot action to 
winch we are nov9 resigning him, and 
we may confidently hope, that he may 
ahuiidaHtly prosper in engrafting on 
the .indent studies ot the illuatrious 
C.iiversitv ot Oxtord, .the rich exono 
literature which he has cultivated with 
6U< h unrivaileil success in this irs 
parent soil, i will not longer detaia 
}Ou, Sir, than to propose the henlih of 
the euiineiit individual to whom 1 refer : 
the only one, on -A'hose name, as a 
Sanscrit Scholar, ihe Bodeii f^rofessor- 
ship could confer no additional lustre.

and understand. Thai I have been con- 
necied with such individuals rnustalwai % 
be a proud recollection to me, and to 
liavH been brought by niy Ritiiatiori into 
irum^'diatH contact with sucli men as Mr, 
(^dehroiilce, Mr. Harrington, the Marqutsi 
of Ilistings, Mr. r»!ivler, and though 
last, not Inajt, with the President, of 
wimm we are this evening assemhled to 
t4k»^ leave, it there iH any thing that 
C'h'kI iiAve adiied to the gratification 
V hicli the k tidness of this meeting haa 
aflorded me m linnking my healtli, it in 
the circumst.incH of its having been pro- 
posed hv the highly talented and respec- 
ted iiidivulual by whom the coriipliment 
was auggesteil , .iiid interns ot wh^ch I 
c iiinot but teei iiuist proiid, Circumstuncea 
with which you are no iloiiht acquainted , 
Jiaye. ot late, hrouglit us into lemjiorary 
opposiuon, but nothing for a moment 
has ever weaktumd the high sentiments 
of res.ject aiul esteem I have ever felt 
for him, and it is a subject of licartlelt 
satis action to me to have leceived th!9

diousness towards living excellence, be- 
cause be was no more— -And w^jboiit dis<. 
paragenie*iu to anv, because take him for 
all in all, he had no equal, or. to adopt tb^ 
language of the Homan I.ytic, 

Quando uUum Invenient parem ? 

His name, it had been most justly ob« 
•nrvad. was associated not milv with the 
Rfdendourof a great reputanon, but with 
almost all the most ex<-molar\' virtues; 
bis life was diatinsiiisbed for manly exer- 
tion. unremitting industrv, and varied 
activity. It hud been tnilr bakI ihui he 
was a learned and nuriy.ht judge, a eon- 
aummate scholar, an ai romphshed phi- 
lologist, and an elegant crinc. As a cul- 
liyator pf OrieuCai JLiceraiuie in particu- 


lar, he bad thrown a classic halo arnuTid 
all that be had undertakeu, and ii snired 
a taste in others for the prosecution of 
the same studies in which lie tiad him- 
fi^-lf so consDiciiously excelled. Much 
was uttered and rei>«aCHd in the present 
day, regarding the necesanv lor economy 
of inonev. For his (Mr. Wvneh’s) part, 
he thought there w.is an economy of still 
greater^iiliie, and than wlncli no virtue 
was more rare, namelv ecorn/rny in thg 
di isioti and use o) Time, Sir VVilliam 
Jones WHS a jeinark ibU* example in point, 
with talents it was tiue of a ingh order, 
but more espfcinlly w ah an ituliisiry that 
never nr^-d, and a meiiiodical aiMiropn- 
ation of every moment of his iiiue to som« 
debnite, and Boecifiu purpose, he made 
acquisitions i^ had been jtistly said 
in the midst of an a^'live and busy lifa 
that astonished the mind, and cast into 
the shade the greatest exertions of 
other eminent men whose days had not 
been so quickly numbered, llis life 
was remarkable for unblemished purity 
and unexampled industry, 'i'he scopo 
and end of his studies was practical uti« 
Illy. Above all, the great object which 
he had most at heart was to give to this 
country a code of law's in which the prin- 
ciples of * substantial justice should be 
Hiiaoted to the oirciiinstances of socie- 
ty,’ and in the oorre8pomleno.e given to 
the world bv bis noble and elegant 
bioi'r&phgf, Lord Teignmouili, is record- 
ed H letter (to Sir John Mcl'herson) re- 
lating to the publication of the first vo- 
lume of the Asiatic ^ Transactions, in 
which be observes. ‘ Whai ] can possi- 
bly perform alone, 1 will bv God’s bles- 
sing perform; and I woulil write on the 
subject to the Minister, Chancellor, the 
Board of Controul, and the Uirectors, if 
I were not auprehensive that they who 
know the world, but do not fully know 
me, would think that 1 expected soma 
advantage either of fame or patronage, 
by proposing to be made the Justinian of 
India ; whereas I am^conscioiis of deriv- 
ing no advantage, but the pleasure of 
doing general good’ — It may be added 
also, III the language of Lord 'reign- 
)i)outb||p)at to render himself useful ta 
his ooflfiy and mankind, and to prorabta 
the prospentv of both, were the prima- 
TV and permanf^nt motives of hia indefa- 
tigable exertions in acquiring knowledge. 
It wasdeeplv to be lamented that in so 
early a stage it might be said of his high 
career and destinies, he had been cut p^ 
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hr t>if* nnnparinsr hand of I><*ath — but 

loo otion tho art^itdant fat^ on ozalti^ci 
tulenis and bonorakde am on ion. To that 
untinnolT event Trhich bati so eariy der»ri^ 
vad tb« world of auch a man, b« CMr.

Sir CHAiti.fc's Giur said, — he cer- 
tainly had not exoncted a repetit oii of 
the honor done him by dr nKiiig his 
health ; but he felt the delioacy of llja 
compliment, be8tuwe<i in a form winch 
supposed him already beyond the reach 
ot a reply- His friend Sir Edward had 
hesitated to accept the ei>ith»*t of Drill 
SerjHanl to the march of int*»llect. As 
for hiinsi^lf, he thought it highly ap- 
propriate, and it would have given him 
much saiisfaction to have earned it so 
Well as his friend had dou^*. hy his 
labors in prr#moliiig the cause of educa- 
tion. He was of opinion, that to itnprovs 
the education ot the Natives was to do 
a real service lo the c<»ijntry. (Sir Charles 
Grey here made a few remaik^ upon 
the "political circHnistances of the coun- 
try, of which we very much regret wo 
can but oflfdr a very imperfect sketch. J 
Every one, (ho observed,) even tbo 
most teuscious adoiirer of exUUag 
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•TAtonns, imiat-b© convinced, that tve 
W(»re arrived nt a period when greet ^ 
changes were become nece^ery^A state 
of things, created for a system^ exclu- 
eion, could not be proper for a svetem of 
free trade and ooen intercourse with all 
the world. Indeed, when we looked^ 
abroad at the state of Kurope, and at 
the progress of eveiits in the Yvorln, it 
sras impossible not to nerceive that im- 
portant obanges in Governments were 
pecessarv, and were now impending. 
He looked forward, certainly not with- 
out fearful apprehension, but still with 
confidence in the nowera of the bumaii 
mind to produce improvement, and lu 
the enlarged intelligence and good ae^ise 
that were abroad, to bring about a bap- 
pr result. He did not see why we 
might not consider ourselves now in 
the spring, or fierbaps in the sum- 
mer, — culling the buds, or rather the 
bloa||^^8 <»t libertv, and libeial senti- 
ments. Such was the prospect in 
everv quarter of the globe, and be 
regarded it as promising everr where a 
rich harvest of prosoerivv- With re- 
spect to the Government of India, every 
body must be sensible that much re- 
mained to be done, (toimons ditfored 
widely upon the subject ; but for bis 
own part, from bis experience of parties, 
be felt, that there were none of tb«-ni 
with which be could not conscientiously 
have joined. }{e regarded ilie present 
plan of Government in India ns based 
upon the bioa<l principle or doing good, 
and developing the resources of the 
Country for its own benefit. lie saw no 
ground to apnrebend violent convul- 
fiions, nor reason to doubt, that the 
desired imnrovements might eaailv be 
engrafted into the present svHtem Of 
this he was sure, that the attempt 
could no^ ho made unMor happier aus- 
pices than those of Sir Cliarlos Metcalfe. 

Sir E. Ryan disclairnetl the inerit 
awarded to him as a mam instrii- 
metitiii bringiiifi about n rhange in 
the condition of the Natives, by 
the encouragreinent of education, 
and attributed it chiefly to iMr. WiU 
aon.with much eiiertry and feeling-, 
Mr. Wilson returned the cornplU 
merit and paid a just tribute to the 
Cfxertionsof Mr. Hare^ whose health 
he proposed —

Sir E. Ryan, President of tKtf

Mr. James Prinskp rose, and said bo 
was one of the youngest members of the 
society, and one of its bamblest oilico 
bearers ; — he could as yet, therefore, 
have earned but little title to their 
consideraiion, and be felt that the com- 
pliment paid to himself was intended 
rather for his pretlecessors, (Mr. Ross 
and Cant. Jenkins,) w’ho were present, 
and would appreciate it. 'Ihe proper

The witnesses were then severally re- 
called, when they swore to the identity 
of the watch. D’Arville proved that it 
was the same that lie ha^^ missed out 
of his pocket, and Perry and tlcCartby 
proved that it was the same that had 
been purchased by the latter from the 
pnsoner Ke^ugh. 

The prisoners, on being called on for 
their defence, put in a written statement 
to the following effect, which was read 
by the Clerk ^f the crown : — They were, 
two soldiers who were indicted for a 
crime of which they were not guilty-^ 
they were ignorant of the law, and un- 
able to employ counsel, — they were, 
therefore, obliged to state what had 
occurred to themselves, and loft their 
.>iimse iu the hands of the Jury. They 
>#kre going to the bazar, when they 
Were met by D’Arville, who enticed 
them to his house and treated them 
with spirits. He then endeavourei^o 
persuade them to desert from Affeir 
** Regiment, and ship themselves on hoard 
of a ship that was in want of men, and 
sent them to the house of Beck, where 
they fxund a sailor, destined for the 
same shiffl* D’Arville afterwards arriv** 
ed at Beck's, when they refused to 
leave their Regiment, and left the place 
for the purpose of reluming to tlie Fort, 
when they were overtaken by D’Arvilie, 
who succeeded iu again enticing them 
to his house, when he gave them more 
liquor, and renewed his {tersuasion for 
them to join the ship. They would not 
remain, but went away, leaving ShortalL 
in the house, previous to which, O'.dtrville 
had taken ont bis watch, and reques,||l|i 
some of the men fu pawn or pledge it, 
fur the purpose of getting more liquor. 

The Chief Justice summed up the 
evidence at some length, after which 
the Jury returned a verdict of “ Ooiltv 
against Keoogh, but acquitted the oihec 
prisoner, McGinnis. ^

Willie tie waft there, #ffuue CtuiW- 
kei dai s Crime up with two piH. ners m 
their rostodv, and askeil iiiiu who ho

liiiu, and, on ins inability to satisfy 
llieni, they took him into custody, and 
accused him of beinj one ot the thieves. 

The last prisoner raileii three wit- 
nesses to establish a p:«od character, two 
of whom knew nothin'' about him, fiir- 
th^‘r than seeitij' iiim at times iii the 
street : the third w^ness was his land- 
lady, and she Slated that she had never 
known of any otlier instance of his 
beirii' chdr;;ed wiiii crime. 

Alter a few moments' deliberation, the 
Jury returned a venlict of “ Gujltv 
ag'dirist ail tiiree prisoners. 

Tile Jury have found 
you Meier.iliy guilty, and I am luHy

ters ; two of you have not aH<*mpted to 
produce anv evidence of character, 
thoug;h you are in ) our own place of re- 
sidence. You Tareef, have attempted to 
do BO, but your witnesses have proved 
iiotiiliig. The crime of which you ar« 
found o;ulIty was cmnmitied in the 
dead ot nlglit, at a lime when the peace- 
able inhabiiauts ot this city ought to 
be able to sle^p in security. * The sen- 
tence of the Ooiiit is that e.u ii of you 
be transpnrteii to the niitisli seule- 
iiientd on the East Coast ol the H.iv of 
B*ng.il. South of Martaban, for ths 
term oi your natural lives. 

^erreef, Ilarreef, and Jeetoo wero 
seveially charged with having, on tho 
I5ih Oi April feloniously siole a 

stung of gold heads, of the value of 
rupees 17, Hie property ot lloohim Do>s. 
Tlipy were likewise charged in a second 
count with the same olhiu (', iiicii 
the htMil.s weie represented as the j.ro- 
ptiiy ot Num.owhar t)o,'S. 

i'o this indictment they pleaded ^‘Nofc 
guilty

called several witne.s.^^ .s, witli a virw tJ>

The Jury leiiivd for about halt fiii 
hour, and on their return, .acquitted tho 
pnsoueig.

Nazir Pead i was indicted for bavins’, 
on the 3<1 of July instant, whilst in tho 
service ot John Jenkins and fithers, and 
eniployeir«by thAii to receive inoney^ 
rer^'ivett ^n their account. Its lUO ni 
cash. and’H promissory notoot tlte Riiuk 
of Bengal for Rs. 60, and with having 
feloniously embezzled the said money, 
tbe property ot the said John Jeiikiiii# 
and others. 

The prisoner pleaded “not guilty.” 

JoAu Jetikins sworn. I aru a partner 
firm ot livyhiirn and Ci»., Auc- 
tiM||sers. The Rnsoner .<t the bar has 
uur service since the year 
He was cmi U»y<‘d oh a Peon to collect 
bills, the jvmount of those received he 
was in the iiabit of paying in every 
evening. Ue was sent ou the dd of July 
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instant to Maior Rocfafori), with a bill for 
Bs 150, for trie purchase oLa tent. [In 
reply to the prisoner.] L did hot make an 
arrangement with your security to take 
the arnonnt by monthly instalraenU of 
Be. 45f nor did I make an agreement to 
that effect. 

Major Roifhjord, of the Buifs^ sworn. 
At the commeucemeut of the present 
month I was indebted to Messrs. Ley- 
burn and Co tor the amount of a tent, 
the bill for which was brought to me 
by mv sirdar bearer, at about eleven 
o’clock, on the morning of ^le 3rd of the 
present month. I referred it to the Bay- 
master for payment. 

Captain Lutai,, Paymaster of iha 
Buffs, "sworn. A bill was presented to 
me on the 3rd instant, which 1 directed 
my BMcar Joygopal Koy to pay. 

Joynupal Hoy sworn. 1 am a cash 
keeper in the service of Captain Lucas, 
and baow the prisoner at the bar, to 
whont 1 paid a sum of Hs. 150 on the 
3rd fii^the present month, on account of 
IVl'ajor llochtord This is the hill which 
1 paid, but I cannot lecollect whellier 
Captain Lucas sent it to me, or whether 
the prisoner brought it hiiuseit I paid 
the inimey to the prisoner, who wrote a 
receipt on the hack, at my desne. I 
l^ave linn a note of the Bank of lieogal 
i'or Hh 50, and Hs. 100 lo cash 

Mahomed Massour sworn I am a 
nhop-keeper, and deal in prrfuuiefi. I 
was petsonal security for ilie prisoner. 
] entered into a written security with 
the Jemadar for the prisoner, when he 
was engaged by his employers. On 
the morning of the third o1 July the 
prisoner took liS. 19 from me, and on 
the evening of the same day he brought 
me Bs. 50 in cash, and a hank note for 
Jls. 50. 1 paid tlio no^e away^the same 
evening On the 7ih insiadt he look 
back the whole amount of Its. lOU, 
without even paying me the Us. 19 which 
1 bad lent hikn. 

Mr. Jenkins re examined. On the 
evening of the 3d ut July he accounted 
with Cossinaoth Day as usual, and each 
day kf^tTwairds. it was his duty every 
evening kodjriiy in the amoontthathe had 
collected, nnd to roturn the bills that 
bad jaot'been paid/ " ^ 

Cosainmttk Day Bworn* 1 t^ill 
keeper in the aeyyice of Messrs. ‘Ley- 
bum and Co. The' prisoner at the bar 
wUi in the habit of (faily accounting to 
me for the amount of bills received^ and 


returning such bills to me as Lad not 
been paid, which I used to put in a 
drawer, without examining. On the 3d 
of July instant I gave that bill to 
him to collect. On the evening of the 
3d he did not account to me as having 
received the amount. On the lOlh 
instant the pri.soner was apprehended, 
before which he never told me that he 
had received the amount ; but on the 
day when I examined the bills, and 
questioned him, he said that he had lost 
the ^mouey. Between the 3d and the 
lUtpii of Julvvthe prisoner accounted lo 
me for other bills tliat he had collected. 
The aniou#^,of bills collected, was paid 
into the Tiands of Byrup Bonneijee, 
the c.<sh keeper, or his a.ssistants, tti 
whom .^uch aiffounts should he paid on 
the day of receipt. If he had done so 
with the amount in question, he would 
have intormed m * o( it, for me to enter 
the transaction, which was the usual 
course of dcdiur business. [In reply to 
Ih^ prisoner,] When you went to Bar* 
rackpore to collect money, it sometimes 
I'emained iu your hands for some dai s, 
but only when you were ahseiit; the 
juoment you returned, you bad to pav in 
the money. On no other occasion than 
the present, were you made to sign an 
arkuowledgmeot for a balance against 
you 

Joygopa] Hoy re-examined. The num- 
ber ot t7i«, note given by me to thn 
prisoner, was 29,747. 

Mahomed iMassour recalled. Tho 
number of the note ^iven to me by the 
prisoner, wan *29.747. 

The case having closed for the pro- 
Beculioii, the prisoner put in a written 
iletence, which stated that* be had re- 
ceived money to the amount of Its. 393 
in the Fort some time bark, which ha 
had had the misfortune to lose. Ide was 
afraid to inention the loss, which he con- 
cealed, in tlie hope of being able to make it 
good. Two months aUerwards inqui- 
lies had been made, when there was a 
balance of Ks. 36*2 against him, which 
he engaged to pay by instalments, but 
on the following day be was takep to 
the Police. 

The prisoner then called the follow- 
ing witnesses. Mahomed Masaour de- 
posed that he had made an arrangement 
on the lOth or 11th instant with Hessaca 
Ooddeen, at his desire, and at that of 
the h»d Banyan of the kuoae, toiuako 
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RAnd the d<>ficieney !n eix montbs, bj 
monthly tnetfiltneutn. 

Hessam Onddeen, the jemniAclar cor» 
robofated t'ue Htai^nient of the la»t wit- 
ness, but stated that noneot the partners 
of the house were aware of the tran- 
saction. 

Leelumher Sircar ^e\tO}Ae<\ to having 
written the abovementioned .agreeiueut 
at the d< sirft of the jemadar, 

.Cossinauth Day was recalled by the 
Court, and stated that the amount re- 
ceived by the prisoner from Maj<ir 
Kochford was inrluded in the amt^nt 
deficient, for whicli the ^irangemeut 
was iiiade. ^ 

Mr. Jenhins was recalled, mid stated 
that neither the Hanyau nor the jemadar 
had any authority to tnakts the arrange- 
ment that they did, and that lie rejected 
it when informed ot it. 

The Chief Justice siiniined up the 
evidence at some length, and th«* jury, 
after a short ronsultaiion, returned a 
verdict of G uilty” against the pri- 
soner, wlio was sentenced to trans- 
portation to the Bntisli settlements on 
the K'lst coast of the Bay of Bengal, 
South of Martaban, for seven years. 

Ameer K!»an was indicted, with hav- 
ing, on the tilst of May last, feloniously 
stolen five silver spoons, and two silver 
forks, of the value of Kupres *26, the 
property of John Howard W^elield. 

'fothls mdictmeu tthe pri^oer plead- 
ed “ (lUiLTY, ” notwitliHtaoding the 
repented warnings ot theCourt, that such 
a course would not mitigate the severity 
of his punishment. Tlie Thief Justice 
then addressed him as tollows ; — The 
Court might transport you, hut in consi- 
deration of your youth, and in the hope 
of your amendment, it only sentence* 
you to hard labour in the Louse of cor- 
rection foi two years, 

Boo^adun Doss, JK boy of about 
fifteen years of age, and Parbutty Doss, 
were severally indicted for having, on 
ihe 28th of May last, ieloniousiy stole, 
in the dwelling house of one Ram Doss, 
one pair of gold tavetz^ value linpees 
96, two strings ot kantamallah, value 
Rupees 24, and divers other articles of 
jewellery, the property of the said Ram 
Doss. 

Doorjadan Doss said, in his defence, 
that the daughter of the prosecutor had 
giveii the things to him, tied up in a 


bundle, and desired him to give them to 
hia brother. 

Parbutty Doss said that he had been 
on terms of intimacy, for three or four 
years, with the youngest daughter of ihw 
prosecutor, and that she had given him 
the articles, which were her own person- 
sal ornaments, for the purpose of convert* 
ing into money, to supply him with a 
capital to commence husineHS as a clotU 
mei chant. 

H.m Doss was recalled, when he 
stated that the ornaments belonged to 
the several females of his family, namely, 
his wife. Ills two daughters, and his two 
grand-daughters. The articles belonging 
to l^is wife were selected fiom the rest, 
and valued at rupees 132. 

The Jury returned a verdict of 

Guilty” against both prisoners, hut 
recommended Doorjadun Doss to tiie 
mercy of the Court, in cousideratiou of 
his youth. ^ 

The Chief Justice passed sentence in 
the following teims : — The semei^e of 
death which the Court has just record- 
ed I shall commute, and I wish, with 
respect to you, Doorjadun Doss, that 
the law left it in my power to pus* 
some other sentence than that of trans- 
portation. f shoiiiif ill that case further 
attend to the recoiiimendation of iii(» 
Jury than 1 am now able to do, by sen- 
tencing you to hard labor in the house of 
correction ; but I am rtbliged, as the 
law now stands, to order you lor trans- 
portation ; aiul indeed, the offence you 
have committed is a very bad one, for 
you were a servant, and you robbed 
your master, who appearn to have been 
a kind master, and to have allowed 
your brother to reside in his house on 
your account : your yeutli, however, 
makes you an object of mercy, and I 
shall, therefore, 8o*arrange your sentence 
of transportation, as to make it as lenient 
as possible. The sentence of the Court 
is, that you be transported to Prince of 
Wales’ Island for seven years, and C 
shall endeavour so to recommend your 
case to the Government, as to prevent, 
if possible, the further corruption ofyour 
morals. 

- Ae to you, Parbutty, I think you by 
nnipeaDs an object of mercy. You 
roi^d your benefactor, and set your 
younger brother a most infamous exam- 
ple. After having injured yonr bene- 
factor in respect to property, you have 
endeavoured to injure his feelings^ by 
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traclncinsr l»5i nenrenl ftnd clearest rela- 
tii'Ds. Bent«>nc« of Court i§, 

til -It you be transporieti to tlie Briiiah 
nettlpii»f*nt8 on llie lirigt roasi of tbe 
Ji.iy of Iten^Hl, South of Martaban^ tor 
the teriB of your natural life.

Pulnerain Sa^ra, llamperaanil Hoy, 
K uujlep Kbankep, and Neraiii [)ar, were 
severally imlir-ted, llie two first f«»r hav- 
in{?. on the 7tb of Marcli la^t, atCalrutta, 
fctoniously and burwlaiiouHly broken 
open and cntorrd tbe dwelling bouee

lladamidiun Mitter, it was stateil that 
lie was sick, and that he had letiiined 
to his viiia^e ; notbing^ anpeaiini^ to 
flupporrt tins statement, be was railed 
on bis recognizances, but did not ap- 
pear. 

The Chief Justice summed up the 
evidence, after which the Jury acquitted 
«U the prisoners.

After % long charge from the Chief 
Justice, the Jury returned a verdict of 
“ Guilty ” against Neelrnonv f)ay and 
Ilojohnrry Day, but acquitied the other 
pri.'iouers. 

Chief .Jttstice. Neelinony Day and Bo- 
iohurry Day — the offejicr of whicli you 
have been convicted is, I fear, a very 
common offence, and ibe Legislature has 
tb<Might it an offence requiring greater 
punishment than common larcenv ; aud 
I see nothing in your case to lead mo 
to remit the piiiitshment the law awards; 
antJf I hope your punishment will he 
a warning \n others. 'I’he sentence of 
the Couri is that eaeli of you be trans- 
ported to the East Coast of tbe Bay of 
Bengal, South of Martaban, for tiie term 
of your naiiirhl lives. With respect to 
the others, they have been acquitted, 
yet there are some among tliem who 
are unquestionably as giiiity astlie oilier 
two, but, nniortunately lor tbe purposes 
of jus'.ic^*, we liav« uot b^-en able lutw to 
discover tlieir guilt, but I beg, wbo^^ver 
may be tbe godly persons, ibat they 
Will take wariiiiig by tins example, for 
they will not be so fortunate in future, if 
they persist in tbeir guilty practices. 

Tui'Sday, Jtxv 31, 1832. 

Ballon was indicted for having, on the 
lOtb of^b’ebruarv last, lelnniowsiy inada 
an assati^c on one Tooiit, and with a 
knife, stabbed rut. and wownded her on 
tbe nose, and U}>ou the inner part of both 
tliiglis, with inteutdo kill and murder 
her. 

He ivaa charged.in a second count, with 
having wounded tbe said 'J’oony in the 
manner aforesaid, with intent to maim, 
disfigure, or do her some grievous bodily 
harni. 

To this iudictrneDt the prisoner plead- 
ed “not guilty” 

The pmsoner said in his defence, that 
he had always sbo^m the gieatest affec- 
tion for his* wife, and that it was not 
at allli'kely that'Jie should have attempt- 
ed to destroy her. He never had an 
angry word with her, and he did not 
marry her for the purpose of deslroyinj^ 
her. It was the usual practice with 
people in Calcutta to get tbeir daught- 
ers married while mere children, and, 
aftec they bad lived some time with 
the^ir husbands, to get rid of the latterj 
to obtain possession of their property. 
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Tli^ Chief Justice Rnmmed up the 
•videnre At great If'us^lh. He observed 
that as ihe law now stood;, which had 
been extended to this country, the act 
of stabbing or wounding; with any of 
the intenig set torth in the geverai connta 
of the indictment was a capital olFeiice, 
but that, if the gUiibiufe had been in- 
flicted iirnler such circumstances, that 
if death had ensued, and the oftence 
had not aniounied to murder, tiien the 
party snoulti be acquitted. It however 
the Jury believed the evidence in the 
present case, it would njioear, thaAif 
fibe had been killed, the ollence would 
have amounted to murder, because 
there did not seem to have been any 
provocation that conhi have mitigated 
the nature of the oilence. •VV'iih respect 
to the wounds, it appeared Ih.it they 
were in vital parts, aud, accurdniir ui 
the evidence of tiie medical gentleman, 
if they had been deeper, th'‘y might have 
caused death. It suoti bad been the 
case, he \v«iuld have undoulitedly been 
placed at that bar tor inunler. ft they 
be-ieved tile evidence, which they were 
better able to judge of than be could 
be, ibe case waK cle.nly brought within 
the statute. 'I'lie learned Jiulge ilien 
recapitulated tlie whole of the esulence, 
and concluded wi 1i a few m«re observa- 
tioiis wri llie Ifgal poiniM of ilie r.ise. 

The July retired, ami after a short 
time gave a verdict of “ C» tiLi aiust 
the priHtmer. 

Alter judgment of deatbjiad been re- 
corded ag iiugt die piKsoiier, the Chief 
Justice addre.ssed liini mm lollows : — A 
Jury of your country have found jou 
guilty of a rriiue by wbicli your life has 
become forfeited to the law, a^fd I entirely 
concur in the veidict they have given, I 
hope the, mercy which is about to bo 
extended toward^ you will not be mis- 
placed, Your Conda*'t has been so ag- 
gravated, that I should have been justi- 
fied in carrying inb> execution the 
extreme penalty of the law ; and I have ' 
some fear that [ am not doing right in 
yielding (u an inclination to mercy. 
Your crime is one of the deepest *iiye, 
inasmuch as you raised your hand 
against a woman whom you had under- 
taken to protect.Thongh I donot deprive 
you of your life, 1 will protect her from 
further violence. The sentence of this 
Courtis that you be transported to the 
East coast of the Bay of Bengal, South of 
Martaban, for the term of your natural life. 


Mahomed Housvetn waf iodioted for 
having, on life 15ih of March last, at 
Cslcutia, feloniously made an assault 
on one Jsiinoo, and, with an iron bar, 
struck and bruised him on the fore part 
of the head, with intent to inurdvr him. 

He was ciisrgfid in other counts with 
the same oflt«tjce, with intent to main, 
disfigdire,or do him some grievous bodily 
harm. 

To this indictment the piisoner })lead* 
ed not guilty." 

The firisoner, when called on for ht« 
defeiic*'. said ^lat all that had been eaid 
bv the several witnesses, trom first to 
last, was 11 parcel of lies, lie was sick 
at ti^ time that it was alleged that be 
had struck Janitoo, of which he pro- 
fessed r > know uotiiing. He tlieu 
called sev(>ral witnesses, some of whom 
Slated that Iih bad been sick on the day 
ill question, tlioiigfi they could not state 
the extent of his sickness ; iud^iid it 
would r.ither appear, from what they 
s.nd.tbat ha bad been an k soine lims 
betoio, and that be was then either reco- 
veied or lerovering.

Mr. Pnitsep opened the ease for th« 
prosecution. 

Mr', W, //, Smoult, Clerk of the Crown, 
prodtfeed seven uoti*s, which lie had re- 
ceived from the Pplice Office, to the 
best of hig recollection, on the Saturday 
before the last Sesaions. He believed, 
that there was an action pending at that 
time, against Msssri. rresgrare and 
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Co., hr B u Tram cb under Saba, tb© mas-* 
ter of \hp who w^ ronsuited. 

j\f, . C, K. ItobtSfln, sjvurn. *I am a 
Police Magistrate : [ look at these seven 
notes, whicli I delivered to Mr. SmouU. 
They were delivered tome on the l7tb of 
Pebruury last, bv Mr. Fruisep. [Cross- 
•xamiued by Mr. Turion.} 1 took the 
depoaiiiou of NubkUsor© Bonnerjee, 
whom I detained till be ^ave me securi- 
ty. I am quite certain that 1 used no 
tbreatt to him. I did not commit him to 
prison, but i detained btm in the Town 
Guard, tiil he gave securUy for his ap- 
pearance here. To tiie nest of iny re- 
collection, I took his deposition directly 
lie WHS brought to me. I exaininei^bim 
on oath, 'fbe prisoner was not present 
when I examined him. Niibki.8Hora has 
been supoorCed by the Police up to the 
present time. 1 have been hve or six 
years at the Police, and do not recollect,

We regret, that we cannot give the 
whole of Mr. Robison’s evidence, as, at 
this stage of the proce#- dings, we weie 
(Obliged to give up our chair to one of the 
counsel for the prosecution, and could 
Bol get another for some tune afterwards, 
though several wer^ occupied bv natives, 
and persons unconnected with the Court. 

Wtiltam Prnis^p, sworn. 1 look 
at this note No. 7117, winch is appa- 
rently an altered or lorged note for Rs. 
500. I first saw it on the 19tb of Sep- 
t«*iuber, when I received u from Parhut- 
tv Churn Chuckerbutty, the Banyan of 
Presgrave and Co. The prisoner was 
present, and the Banyan told me, in bis 
presence, that be bad brought this, and 
■IX other notes, statiiig them to be forg- 
ed, that they were received from ftlessrs. 
Presgrave and Co. and that he demand* 
•d payment for them in good money. 

I examined the bool^s to asf^rtain whe- 
ther the seven notes, or notes of a 
similar number. bad been paid to him, 
which I found was the cast', I express- 
ed my autpriae that such a length of 
time had' elapsed before they bad been 
brought, and said that 1 would iprnie- 
diately caaS# inquiry to be made of 
whom Pr^igtaya and O. bad them- 
■elvea receiysdl Ibem, and that if he 
proved them be the aame notes, we 
wouJld assist . ia Vecovering the 
amoimt. I desirsd^^m <o call again on 
|he following day. . 'l^qeived this note, 
pifrporting to be ^9* 7500, 

at tbs same time, [Mr« ^tasap ptored 


that five other of the forg^ed notes bad 
been given to him at the same time,! 
They remained in my possession till f 
delivered them to Mr. Robison at the 
Police Office. I saw the prisoner on the 
following dav, when I told him that 
I had found tiiat the numbers and amounts 
agreed with notes that had been received 
by Presgrave and C<>. from the Union 
Bank aiid other parties, but that it would 
be necessary for him to produce tf'stimo- 
ny that they were the same that he had 
received from us before we could recover 
foq^iixn. I told him to fetch his books, 
to which beCeplied that he could not, as 
he was sick. 1 then told him to bring his 
books the next day, when 1 would have 
the Secretary of the Union Bank to meet 
him. One nr two days afterwaids he 
came and met Mr. Carr, the Secretary of 
the Union Bank, when he said that he 
could not produce the books, without 
reference to hu master at Bauleah, on 
which ho was told that ha might take 
away the notes, and recover them in tlce 
best way that he could, since he would 
not aftord the necessary assistance. They 
were sealed up, afeef iiaving been o(F*-r»'d 
to him, and after he bad refused tliHin. 

exarniu d by Mr. Turtoii.] I 
have known the prisoner for many 
yf'ars, and have dealt with him to a large 
amount. He alwavs bore a good charac- 
ter, to the bi'St of my knowledge. II iS 
master s is one of the princinal silk da- 
aUrs in ^^aleah. From rav knowledge 
of the prisoner, I should think him inca- 
ble of making the numbers on the notes. 
To the best of ray knowledge he nciilier 
Speaks nor writes English. The notes 
are done so badly that almost any one 
might have done them. I did not no- 
tice whether he was alarmed on the first 
occasion, but on the second, I thought 
that he did hesitate a little, when I 
questioned him oh'selyr 1 conduct the 
detail of the busi lesa of the fiim in the 
Indigo and Silk line. 1 am sure that the 
notes remained in^che envelope unopen- 
ed from the time that they were seaUd 
up till they were delivered to Mr. Robi- 
son. I have seen Ramnerain Muilick 
frequently at the Indigo Mart. Parbutty 
Churn has been tn our employ since the 
Mart was first established, before 'which 
time 1 had ho knowledge of him. Hurry, 
flor is our native bookkeeper, and \8, 1 
behave, the brother of Parbaity, who 
was introduced to us by the banyan of 
the Uto firm of Palmer "and Co. Parbntt/ 
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!b tlifl deirun, tnd is rssponsibla for the 
whole eatahliglinieiu. 1 ilid nor sat* Nub- 
kissore Chatterjee till after bis examin* 
etion art the Police. 1 hav^o rui personal 
interest m the firm of Presgrave and 
Co. but receive a monthly salarr. I 
have lio interest in the profits or losses of 
the firm. 

HJr. Franks, Clerk of the panera, 
Bvrorn. The prisoner was exiiiiliaed in 
the civil action brought by Bulriimchuu* 
der Saha against Presgrave and Co. 

AIi\ llttoison re-examined. '1 he ^ix 
potest ere put into the lijtnds of The 
prisoner on the civil trial. He stated

IMr, Henry Henderson, the accountant 
of the Hank of Bengal, prcived that the 
foilowiru'’ notes had been ffirged bv alter- 
ation of tlie amounts.

Other notes of 
the same numbers and amnufifs were 
then put into his hand, which he proved 
to bo ti’ijo and genuine notes of the Bank 
of Bengal. 

Cross’eTamined by Mr. Turton, t\ por- 
8011 unable to write E'lghah would cer- 
tainlv not have been able to have altered 
the figures They might have been paint- 
pd by a person w’lio was ignorant oi the 
English language, ^ ^ 

Farbntty Chut a Chuckethutty, sworn, 
1 am the mootsuddie of Messrs. J^tes- 
grave and Co. and know the pr(M<nier 
ftt the bar. Notes were paid to him in 
the course of business, in Julv and 
August Ust year. Hurry Hur is my cou- 
sin, and the cash-keeper of the firm. I 
saw the prisoner on the 19th of Sep- 
tember last, for the first tune, on the 
subject of tliB notes. He was examin- 
ing Hurry Hurt's books and comnaring 
them with the seven notes, when 1 asked 
why he did so after sutili a lapse of time. 
The prisoner went with me lo Mr, 
sep and Mr. Preagrave, mnd said these 
are the forged notes that have been 
given to me.*' The numbers of the 
notes were compared wiiLt the entries 
in the books, when I discovered that 
notes of those numbers and amounts had 
been received from Kajib Loebun Dt|jic. 
Gopenauth Shaw demanded money for 
the notes, on which Prinsep sent 
for Rajih Loebun Dutt. who came with 
hiB hook. Tha number of tue &ote» 
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agreed with the number in his books, Mr. 
Priiisef* thoif went with the notes and ih# 
two books to the Bank, accompanied b/ 
Bissonauib Chuckerbutty. The prison- 
er remained till the reiuru ot Mr. Prin- 
sep, who tolfj^ him that he had left th# 
notes at the Union Bank, and that be 
would give him an answer on the lollow* 
ing 'day. The prisoner came again on 
the following day, and was taken hy me 
to Mr. Prinsep, who told him that no 
answer had been receive!, either from 
the Union Bank, or from Mr. Saunders, 
fri>m whom the note for P*3. IwdO had 
been received. The next day he came 
again, when Mr. Carr came al.so, Mr. 
I'riiJ^ep asked the pns iu*r why he had 
so long deiared bringing the notes, to 
whicli the laiti'r repiied, tli.it they iiad 
baeti HI his chest. Mr. Prnuiep said 
that it was not us'iiil for dealers ti* k^ep 
BO large a sum uueinpluv e.i , to wl.icll 
the prusouer replird, iha. ir was usual 
w'lth people of hiB kiml to keej* money 
till they got hoondtes. Mr. Piiiis* p tliea 
usk nl whether toe entry of ihe n> tea 
wt'uld appear in his hooks, and, on his 
replying in the athrmaiive, d»*S)ied him 
to get ill in, but he declined, s^iying 
that he had a feve^', which prevenloil 
him. The prisoner did not atterwarda 
produce )hs ho.ikB, and two or three daya 
afterwards, when Mr. Prinsep aeked him 
whv ho had not brought iheiu, he re- 
plied thai he could not uo so without 
the sanciion of his master. In July or 
Au‘ 4 iJSt [ received orilers to pav tli« pri- 
soner cer l.iin amounts, which J directed 
Hurry Hur the cash-keeper to do. 

Crosk-et aiiiined by Mr, Turton. 1 havs 
been in Mr, Pnoaep’s service sine* 
December, 3 830, before which 1 w'as 
Sheristadar to V]r,Trcwer the Collector. 
Before lhatdi was in the Commissariat 
department, *but was never at Rangoon. 
1 was Sircar to the gram agent in the 
west country, in 1803 I was at Sylhet 
during the Burmese war, during which 
time no forged Bsnk notes came into my 
bauds. I was dot turned out of the Com- 
missariat department, but resigned my 
Situation three or four years ago, be- 
cause I could not get leave of absence to 
go and see my father at Benares. I am 
a resident of Bowaunypore, and bav# 
aiwavs resided just out of the jiiribdic- 
tioh of the Supreme Codrt, 1 am not 
aware of any forged papers having been 
found in the neighbourhood. Hurry Hut 
Cbu;;kuibuiiy is my cousin, but Bi»sa% 
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ttftuth ifl no raltffioii of mint. I pitetd 
him at Praagratw'a, as weil mi my brother 
Hnrry Hur. and I am roapOtisiblo for tbt 
wliole esrabiishmeot.

W'hi- h he brought to Hurry Hur, who, 
aiit r untering iheui, paid them away to 
tli#» pnsonor. 

Mallick, sworn; f am a dea- 
ler HI Indr^o, and live at Tuutuiinea. On 
the 2d of September last, 1 retnovno thren 
noli^i of the Bunk of Bengal, from Nuii- 
bookisscoi Uliaiterjsa ami Bvkaiit i^ay, 
one for K'5.

^ Tha eaia for tbe prosooution hairing 
Mr. 'I'lirton auggt^steci, that tha 
ind^tnient had not been supported by 
eridf^nne. He made seteral objeetiona, 
which want ot* time prevents our noti- 
cing ; the trial not having ooneliided till 
balt-p&st SIX o’clock. Mr. Turton theii 
caUed the following witness: 

Byhont Day sworn. I know Ram- 
neram Mullick. I never wen^' to l^is 
shop at any time, or gave him any notes. 
He went to my bouse four or five times, 
and told me tliac if J, being a poor man, 
woul I say a couple of wordj^ he wo%ld 
give me something. He said that he 
would viva me some money if 1 would 
say that 1 was Gopeiiauth’a security f^r 
the passing of tbe note. X refused to do so. 
1 went to the Police, wliere^I said that I 
know nothing. 1 was committed to pri* 
Bon,and am m the custody ot tbe jaifbr at 
tiie present raomeiit^ Kamneraiij^ keepk 
a spice shop, antT his whole stoclr in 
trade is thirty or, forty Rupees. [Cross 
examined-by Mr. Pririsep.) I aoi a neily 
dealer in drugs, and have known Kam- 
nc'siu for Che last four or five years. 

The Chief Justice was about to sum 
up the endence, when the foreman of 
the Jury told hi§ Lordship, that it was 
unnecessary for him to trouble himself, 
as the Jury had derided on the verdicL 
which was one of Acquittal.

CASK OF MUKDMI. 

Hiinnae was indicted for murder, in

The following statement, made be- 
fore Mr. Blacquiere, uy the prisoner, 
after having been properly autheo|ical- 
ed, was read I am a carpenter by 
profession, and lived in "the house of 
Pannnoo Raur and her son Saddon, for 
upwards of four years, ^ Tbe day before 
yesterday an altercation^ took place 
vetween me and Paunnoo, who askyd 
me to pay for some milk, and dei^sl^d- 
ed tbe arrears of renit dne by%se. 
Farther altercation took place between 
us, daring which the struck me three 
tiaee with a broom* Yesterday moru« 


ing I remoead part of Mi/ things from 
her house, Iftit she objected to^my tak- 
ing away a tuchta post^ in consequence 
of which further abuse passed between 
u.s. After I had eaten ray morning meal 
1 went out, and returned at four o’clock 
in the afternoon, ’^aud, being unwell, sat 
myself down, when she came and abused 
me t%ain, on which I inflicted a wound 
On her hip with the adze now produced^ 
which belongs to me, when sh^ scream- 
ed out, and attracted the neighbours 
by her cries, and I was taken into 
custody. • 

.On being called on for his defence, 
he prisoner positively denied all know- 
edge of the matter. 

The Chief Justice, in summing up, 
recapitulated |die whole q|( the evidence, 
after which tKft Jury raurned a verdict 
of “ fioiLTY ” against the prisoner. His 
Lordship then pu^ on tbe awful J»lack 
cap, and, in a solemn and impressive 
manner, addressed the prisoner as fol- 
lows: — Prisoner id the Bar — you have by 
a most attentive Jury, and, I may add, 
a most intelligent Jury, and after tho 
most attentive and deliberate investiga- 
tion, been tound guilty of the heinous 
crime of murder. l^is a crime that is 
visit'd ill every civilized* nation witb 
capital punishment, and you must pre. 
pare to undeigo that punishment. 'I'ho 
Court sees uo circumstances in your 
case which can. extenuate your rrime» 
or induce it to extend mercy to you I 
pity you from the bottom of uiy hearty 
but I trust your example will be a. 
warning to others, of the coosequencea 
of being betray etL by the diabolical 
pa.«siou of revenge. For yourself, I trust 
that the very short jUme (hat the law 
allows you, will enable you to make your 
peace with Tfod. H nq;^ becomes my 
painful duty to pass upOn you the sen- 
tence of the Court, wufob is, that you 
be taken from hence to the place from 
whence you came, and& on Saturday 
next, be taken to the usual place of exe- 
cution, and there bo hanged bv the neck 
till yon are dead, and tiod navs mer- 
cy on your soul 1 ^ .

you are dead, and the l^ord have mercy 
upon your soul !

Babno Rain was indicted for having, 
on the I9iii of June laSC, at CaU uita, 
teloniouslv, w^Uully, and of malice 
Htorethouglit, *mad<- an assault on one 
Kissen iMiig and for hating with a 
sword rut, sfiiitk and wounded the 
^ said KLisseu Sing on the left side of the 
neck, and on tlie left shoulder, and 
thereby caused his death 

To this indiitinent the prisoner plead- 
ed “ not guilty ” 

The prisoner altogether denied the 
chiig< and stated that some <tne might 
hive put the sword into bis band while 
be was in a state of intoxication, at 
he was in the habit ot taking intoxi- 
cating drills He knew iiotbiug oi the 
mailer and had no rer oliec turn of hnv> 
mg hern taken to the than nah having 
found Vi^nisi If at the Police when be 
cant to hik senses He denied having 
had any quarrel with the dece ised, 
whom he replr^eDted as a relation of hia, 
hut stated that tllC deceased had had 
quarrels wiih the two witnesses who 
gave evidence against him. 

Sit Hdwaurd Ryan, who conducted this 
case, summed up the evidence, and the 
Jury, without retiring, returned a ver- 
dict of ** OniiTY ” agam^^t the pnaoner, 
Sir RdwanbHyan then passed upon the 
prisoner the awful sentence of the law 
in tlic follow impressive address: 
BaboQ tarn. — ■^ftera patient and cool 
investigation into jour qaae, the Jury 
have found yeii guilty of the crime of 
murder, and | may now ssy, that no one 
that has heard your trial can, (or a mo- 
ment, doubt your guilt Your c&se is a 
sad example of One crime consiHutly 
leadmg^to the commission of another. 
A i^i^inal intercourse with the wife of 
the unhappy man Kissen Smg has b^en 
the cause of placing you in your nresent 
ttfitVrtoiiatd sKuatioa. The blow# that 
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yrttt reeeiTfii) from Kivfl^n Singf that niglit 
produced in your mind n of rfe- 

Tenjre, and you took tlio firgt oppor- 
tunity of carrying that reventro into oxe- 
'cution. Had that criminal interrourse 
never exiated. thoae hloM^s had af*ver 
been ^rivett, and that feelinsf of reveniro 
bad Dpvcr been excited. You have now 
but a abort time to live, and T trust that, 
according’ to the faith’ in which you have 
been educated, you will etnploy it- fn 
nrnkin^ your peace with God. It only 
remains for me to pass the sentence of 
the law, which is, that you., Baboo Ham, 
b© taken from hence to the pUce frotn 
whence you came, and that, «'n Monday 
morning next, you he taken to the us^ai 
place ot execution, and there be handed 
bv the neck till you are dead, and may 
God have mercy iipoo your soul ! 

Hassan Ally wajj| indicted for murder, 
for hivinsf, on the 3d of July lailit, at Cal- 
cutta, feloniously, wilfully, and of ma- 
lice aforetiinunflit, made an assault on 
one Mahomed Kurreem, and for hav- 
ing. o'ith a knife, on the left side of the 
breast, struck, stabbed and thru.st hltii, 
giving hitu <Mie mortal wouod, ot which 
he laijgnished till the lOth ol July, and 
then died. 

To this indictment the prisoner plead- 
ed ** not guilty. ” 

The depo.sition of the deceas^, tak^n 
before Mr McMahon, in the presence of 
the prison'^r, iiavirig been properly an- 
thenticatfd. w s then renfll. It was as 
loilows: —I reside atOmraroll th. ^riiis 
day, at about two o’clock m tlie a(terii«u»rt, 
I waii returning from the China Ba%a> und, 
on coining n**ar to the house oi K<-» j< e 
Bve, 1 found a palanquin iat th** door, 
and saw the prisoner in it. I neked him 
who he was, and what be want^-fl, to 
which he replied he h’.Mi money to 

receive from the woman, rtold him to 
go to the Petty Court if he had any de- 
mand against her. ontrhich he asked mp 
who I wan, to which I replied, that I was 
H friend of h*»r8. Some altercation took 
place between us, when I saw the 
prisoner put hisha^d onds^r the bedding 
of the palanquin, and take out b knit* 
of about a span long, and ^ two fingers 
broad. 1 went near* and asked him 
if he intended to strike’ me 'Svith the 
knife, to which he replifjd that b^ did, 
xnd thereupon slabbed me on the left 
iide nf the breast. I bled profusely. 
Hud pm my band to ‘my side to stop 


# 


the bleeding. The prisoner was endea- 
vouring to uHike off, when three or four 
of my countrymen ran after him. I can- 
not say where they came from — whether 
they were on the rt-ad, or whether they 
came out of Reejee Bie’s house, lam 
quite positive that the prisoner is ihA 
man wh'^^ inflicted the wound, fie hed 
foui^tw five people with him. and the 
blow on' my head was given by one of 
them. I think that ray life i.s in danger, 
yet it is in the hands of God, and ha 
mav spare it. 

The prisoner said in his defence, that 
he had gone to the liouse of Beejee 
Bye, for the purpose of recovering some 
nionay, that was due to him. Finding 
the dour shut, he sat down in his palaD« 
quin, and called out to ihosa. inside, oa 
which, first, ode of Beejee Bye’s girls, 
and then herself, desired him to go away 
about his business. On his refusal to do 
so, two Moguls came out of the afiouse, 
aod .MIX or eight other MoguU came up in 
anoj her direction. The deceasnl went up 
to the palanquin, abused him, and drag- 
g^'el him out, amik the others tell upon 
him, and beat him with sticks. Jamrnau- 
ton made a blow at bnn with a knife, in 
doing which it < lanced aside. and mound- 
ed Mahonieil Kurreeift» who accused him 
of doing it. 

’rho t'liief Jiislicft commenced stini- 
ining Uf) the evidence at a quarter be* 
fr.re eight o’clock, and di<l uotconcludo 
till twenty miiilftcs past nine. 

.At twenty two rainut#8 past eleven 
oN, lock I he Jury returned a verdict of 
“ Mansj.xi CHTBit ” agaio«R the prisoner, 
but rei-ommendt'd bito to. the favorabU 
consideration of the -CqiiiI, from thu 
coutradictury' evidencQ, that had been 


given. 

Tile FoUyt sentenced the prisoner 
to iinuriM<»iim«nfe fu common Jail of 
Calrtii'ji, for the , plfrf^d ot eighteen 
calendar months.

their fort, and on Kis giving notice to 
the nearest Thana within our provinces, 
they were attacked by the PolireOfficers, 
with some suwars of the locel liorse, 
stationed in this district to aid the 
Police, and were apprehended in their 
fort, and brought into Gotufkoore. The 
Magistrate obtained the sanction of (vo- 
rernmeut to bring these two prisoners to 
trial, under Kcgulati^n 5, 1K09, end 
sent four others, being Oade subjects, to 
liucknaw, to be punished by their own 
Cloveriiment. In the other case, No 15, a 
Mahnjun was sending Rnpees 2,600 to 
Z inWtr in the CQstody of five men, who 
were abafked by the prisoners, and a 
gang of ten men, beaten and plundered 
at a place called Bildaha, within the 
Oude territories. ^Ahoutamonth after- 
wards the two prisoners, who were the 
only ones recognh{U|d> were seized at 
Sorhorpore, ill Code, brimght before the 
roagistratb i'bf this 'i^istrict, and after 
leave obtai|iied from Gorerninent, were 
roniinittedffbr trial {. before (he court of 
circuit. SimUar oaSc^ have, I believe, 
orten oconf^ed in all the frontier dis- 
trict^ at|d the prisoners punished on 
convitftioii^ withotf^'.the objection to the 
j^brisdiction having been raised^ 'I'he 
native govermnents are so lax in their 
Poifce, and will not give up criminals, 
unless non||*^^^d to it by force, that an 
amend tne'iif^^ the regulation is absolutely 
reqinisite fp,pf^4^ the inhabitants living 
nn . ntw ^TrontteVs:% from plund«^r, as it ie 
so beyond the bonndarv, 

befu|W»piiY notice could he given to the 
neaiptd'^^anaHof any crime committed^ 
aii^tbe offenders pnrsued and afqirei^ 
Itebded* But antU that nmendaieikis 
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\ itiQcli fear tliat tli« present 
con>icti(inR cannor ataiul. as I conceive 
the mere fuct of the apprehengion in a Co- 
rei^D country 'i^iuded the decision of the 
Court in the case of Ramhuns It ts 
ostial, in (hilt district, to give notice to 
the Oude Government and its local 
officers, when a warrant is issued and 
executed airainst persons ioiheir terri- 
tory, though it does not Appear to have , 
been done in this particulg^dnstapjDe. 
The sanction of that Government to^ur 
apprehending criminals inav, therefore, 
be considered as tacitly granted, wtiicli 
may make a difFerenco th**se cases 
from that of Ramhnns, who was pro- 
bahty taken withont tlo^ sanction of the 
Bhartpore Oovernm'^nt. 

Some contrariety of opinion existing 
in the court regarding this case, and 
ns it appeared chat on a reference made 
from the joint magistrate of Futtehpore, 
in the ca^e of GunneUb, which was 
simitar to this, a report of the proceed- 
ings had been made to Oovernnient, 
the Court resolved that theii^ cases also 
should he laid before the Governor 
General in Council, with the conn’s opi- 
nion on the course to he pursued ; a< enr- 
dingly a letter, in the following tetnis, 
■was addressed by the register to the 
secretary to government in the judicial 
department : 

The Court are of orioion th^, under 
the circumstances of these (tuses, the 
prisoners in question cannot m consider- 
ed subject to the BritisJi jiirisdictiou ; 
but, at the same time, deeming it highly 
ohjectiondbl'3 that snch olfeniiers siiouid 
escape with impunity, the court were 
disposed to direct that the prisoners 
shouli) be delivered intolthe custody of 
the nearest aumil in the Q.ude territory, 
and that the magistrate sltpuld make 
over to that officer a copy of the pro- 
ceedings held in their cas^, taking his 
official receipt for |he saniAji AOd lur- 
nishing the UesideWt at Lu^KiiPW'Wuh 
a statement of the iransartion, in ol'der 
that he might adopt mea- 

sures to secure the paniai|mitut of the 
offenders. , ' 

The court observe, tbai«a cpi^rse of 
proceeding aimiiarto ^ap |i%rsoed 
in the case of an individual uftmed O^n- 
neish ; and the i iistract ions ispiie^ eo the 
magistrate, on that ocpasioUf werA'^jSiii- 
municated to GovernmVdt, with, my let* " 
ter, dated the 5l5ih of February -14^^ ; 
bat aa the practice it not warranted by 


any express vegnlation,^ and as the 
Gotyernmenl did not distinctly signify 
their appronstion of the course pursjued 
on the furiner occasion, the Court aro 
unwilling to follow up the pfeoedeot 
in question, for which there may nut bw 
adequate auth>»rity 

' The reply to this letter contained tbw 
' sap^tion ol the Vice Ptesidenl in Cmin- 
.ctliO lEigpropni^tl^d course, and ordera 
were issued accordingly to the court of 
circuit

The prisoner Budhoa Kshar. aged 20 
years, was tried by the court of circuit, 
ol the division of Patna, in the ziiiah 
of Ranigsur, the 2d sessions of J83I, 
on the charge of murder of Beenaram, 
and woiuidii)]^ Chsmar Kahar, at Sheer- 
gotty. And a letter froqi Mr. W. Lam- 
bert, the Coroinissioner, dated 24ih De- 
cember 1831, thus detailed the particu- 
lars of the case. 

It appears, from the depositions of the 
witnesses in ' this case, (hat 

the deceased -i^iiad bticome acquainted 
with an igtrigue the mother of 

the prisotilr’a, tpasteV.tmd the piisoner ; 
that the prisoner,' ib i^onrequence. came to 
the house of the de^^LUB^ri at night, and 
desired him to Accompany him to his 
master’s house | that, on the deceased 
going out of his hoi|He, the prisoner 
attaei^d him witli aAlVord, and wounded 
him |o severely, ^"thAt he died imme- 
diately \Afte)ru^ds, and that the pri- 
soner HilsiA wpiindld CftpiiDar Kahar, (one 
of'the witnesses on the trial,} who bad 
gPM to the spot;.., The clfarge is sunpor- 
by the .evidence of Mussamut Mool- 
fSe: widow of the deceased, and by 
^l^illar Kahar, one of his neighbours, 
bnUi nf whom depoie to the facts of tlin 
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.«iise ; charge is further supported 
by the pvnb»oi'e of f^uteboo Kahar, aod 
other witncesea, whe went to the spot 
imroediately aiter the occurrence, and 
were inforpied of the facta, aa above 
stated, by Mossumot Molheaand Chanaar 
K'vhar< The prisoner, iii liia defence, 
totally denies the charge, and States that 
he #as falsely accused; hut he' has net 
named any witnesses t^Jbis defencei, 

The law olficer .d the .Commissioner's 
Court, considers the etid^iwe of Mua- 
samiifc Molhea and of Chlbtar Kahar to 
be tnSdmissable, on thiii^. grounds of the 
/ormer being the widow otlhe deceased, 
and the evidence of Ohamar jKlahar 
jilone being insuificient ; bat without 
the legal disqualifioations, he declares 
he prisoner to be convicted, by the evti 
deuce of those witnesses, of wHfol murder, 
and to be liable to ^Kisas.^ The Coii^> 
missioaer, however, considered the pri> 
eoner \£t be fully convicted of the crime 
nf wilful murder, ^ and eoold perceive no 
cause to render him ol^ct of mercy. 

' By the Court, R,< Wdipuh . — The 
** Putwa ” of this Court acqnfta the 
prisoner, because the testimony of the 
wife of the deceased and of'tbe wounded 
person, are legally not trullicient foS con- 
viction ; I think the ‘evidence fullyesta* 
blishes the guilt of the prisoner, on the 
crime laid to his charge, and wouid seu^ 
fence him capitally. The murder was 
clearly deliberate and malicious.

In conformity with these opinions, the 
prisoner Bodho wa%on the 16th February, 
183^, condemned to be hanged by the 
ne9k till he he dei^, at Shergotty, for

COVBRNMBNT versus MUSSUMAT AMBRBICa 
DRBA AND NIZAM SH4U FAKBBK. 

The prisoners were tried at the 1st 
Bessinns for the Zilla Silhet. lor 1832, 
charge murder of Mohes Surma, the son 
of Mnssiimat Ambeeka Deba. 

Mr. Ooldsurorthy, the Commissioner, 
detailed^tbe circumstances of the.case in 
his letter/ accompanying the record of 
trilil. 

The, female, prisoner, Mnssum at Am- 
beeka, is th4 widow of a Brahmin, and 
resided in the same house with her son, the 
deceased, (a young man of 25 years of 
age,) and a daughter, (about 7 years old ;> 
the other prisoner Nizam Shavr, who 
is a Moosuiman faqueer, and was for- 
merly ill the habit of wandering about 
the villages, took up his residence in the 
house of Mussumat Ambeeka some time 
before the murder was committed, and 
a criminal interconrse commenced be- 
tween them; which the widow persisted 
in, notwithstanding the endeavours of 
h«*r »on to dissuade her from such a dis- 
graceful course, and his having on one 
occasioTi, tnrned the faqueer out of the 
house, ^ Several quarrels took place ia4> 
conseqnence between the deceased and 
his mother’s paramour, aud a strong en- 
mity subsisted between them. In the 
month W DL'ceraber last, some of the 
neighbours/on passing near Ambeeka’s 
house saw th^ dogs eating what appear- 
ed to be part of a human body, and on 
asking where Moh'esb Surma (who they 
had not seen for two days) was. his mo- 
ther and tlio faqueer gave such contra- 
dictory answers, tha^t their snspicions 
were exoitisd^..and infurmation was sent 
to the thau^'. The^^lice olHcers found 
some parts ef n. hl|m^ body near the 
honse. and fhB bisd of a khal, (or 
rivulet,) house, the earth of 

which wiii stainei, with blood, a mat 
was discovered also, bearing bloody 
stains- On t^ir proceeding to search 
the interior ' oc the house, the female 
pr^oner ' projij^uced a (koolharee), or 
ha^het, a (dost) or sickle. and alBookee) 
sickle/ahd >,ponfess«(], that she 
had murdered: her sow during his sleep, 
by. a h^ow ovW the left eye, with the 

koolhwrcCt at the insligation of the prL- 

soner^ Nizam SIj ah, by whose direction 
she aft^ywkrds cot up, and dissevered, 
the body, part of which she cooked and 
gave him> (Nizam Shah,) to eat ! and 
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tlie r^miimder wag buried in a bole, 
dug; by ibe iaquerr, under gome tr<*es 
near the bouse, from whence the piece 
fiioud by the netpfhhourg, bad been taken 
by the do^g. That she bad made use of 
the Doh* and Bookee, for the purpose of 
cuuio^ up ibe body ; that a cnmioal 
intercourse subsisted between her and 
Nizam Sliab, who had for sQiue time be> 
fore the murder, been incegtantly impor- 
tuning her ro murder her soupand bad 
giien her the Koolbaree for tbat pur- 
pose. On a Kecond examinatiim nbe 
staled to tite police officers, ^tbat NtZam 
Sbab was the murderer, and that she 
was arce.ssary to it, that she had de- 
clared hfrself to be the murderer in h^sr 
fiist examination, with the view of ex- 
culpating her paramour. The police 
officers then caused tOe earth to be dug 
up, where the prisoner pointed out, anti 
found tile mutilated fragments of a hii- 
inao body, the limbs and head of which 
had been cut off, and the head having a 
deep wound over the lelt eye ; the 
neighbours on seeing the heftd, recog- 
nized the features of Mobesh 8urma. 
Betore the magistrate Muasumat Am- 
beeka repeated her secondary asser- 
tions, VIZ. that Nizam Shah was the 
murderer, and that she w«ts ftn accom- 
plice, and suid that, Nizam Shah per- 
suaded her that he was her former hus- 
band. who had been restored to IjJe, and 
that if she kiiiod her son Mol^esifsurmi), 
it would he the means of restoring to life 
four children whom she bad lost. 

Massumat Doorun, daughter of the 
female prisoner, (a|;ed 7 years,) whom the 
lUHgistrale examined without oath, but 
whose depositions were not taken before 
this court, in consequence of ntino- 
rity, stated that pbe bad seenfher mo- 
ther strike the decided 3 bi^nvs with a 
Koolharee, and tltat ‘ Ny4ain''Shah was 
holding him. At the Thtini(|b she denied 
having seen the murder ' pn/nmifted, 
which, was probably lii rough of the 

prisoners. 

Be lore the circuit court, Ambeeka lid- 
roitted having made th^MpfussU ahd 
Foujdaree confessions, andlstalled that 
•lie committed the murder hej-self, 
instigation of Nizf^ ShLa)l. ^ ' 

The iirisoner Nizam ^hah denied the 
murder in toto, before the police 
bat he admitted that thniJCoolhareewne 
his, and that on tbe night of the mnrder. 
be was in the house A a person ’tiahied 
Uuseon Heza^ that be went next day 


with the Koolhareoto Aeabeaka'i honse» 
where he sifw AlohesVi iSutma lying 
dead, on which he ran oiF through fear, 
leaving the Ktiolhariu* behind hi»f 
The alibi however could not be proved,, 
and it is established in evidence, that 
he lived day and night in Ambeeka’a, 
bouse, upj.to the day on which the mur- 
der was i^iscovered. 

Thii futwab of "the Law officers con- 
victs Massumat Ambeeka, ou her own 
confessions,' declares her liable to 

“ nient, ” KiS#^ ” being barred, in 
consequence o^'’^fier relationship to the 
deceased^V* a second Jutwah declares, 
that; if the relationship did not exist, 
she ^ould be liable to suffer death by 
‘^I'jjfissas,*’ Nizam Shah is convicted by 
th^jiutwab, ou violent presumption, and 
declared liable tq punishment by 
“ Akoohut,*^ 

The Ooinmissioner fnrfher addej, that 
lie concurred entirely in the conviction 
of both prisoners, and from all the cir- 
cumstances of the case, and in the ab- 
sence ^of any other motive which could 
have , luduced the mother to murder her 
sou, he was of opinion, that the pre- 
siimptiou is sitffiqi^ently strong to convict 
Ni/um Shah of instfjgation, aiding, and 
abetting in the crime, and that both pri- 
soners are deserving of capital punish- 
ment. 

(By the Court), H. VValpole--Tho 
circumstances of this extraoidlnarv 
case affnils a violent presuipp’ioD, that

Respond ent'A husband’s share of 
lands, bequeathed him by her father- in* 
by will and ready cash, r;^;- 
^ Twkesponilent, in the Zitlah ;€oort;^ 
(in accordance to a will of her father* in- 
Uwi dftittd 7th fiSabran; 1226,} sued for the 
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tliare of her deceased hushaad's proper- 
tj, g^oods and chattels, according to the 
tenor of that will, and the Appellant, to 
eet aside the will, and dismiss the claim 
of the Respondent, rests his rights on two 
counts; first, that the father of the Ap- 
pellant Uainkuuiahj after the demise of 
the Respondent's husband, (the testa- 
tors’s son, an<l the brother of the Re- 
spondent,) to set aside his Will, had peti- 
tioned the Court ot Appeal at Calcutta. 
— Second, by the ^ Shaaturs Revnsta,*’ 
in case a son dies before his father, the 
will is nnll in favor of th^ son’s widow, 
and the 18 higgahs of ground ciaim<*d 
by the Resp<*ndent, as her loie hushaud's 
earning, is the earning of the Appellant's 
father. The question then is solely this, 
is the will good hy the Shasturs or not 
and whether the ReKpon.lent can claim 
her husband’s share by it ? I’lie Conit 
decided, that by the pleadings and the 
depositions of witnesses, and tiie “ Be- 
vusta of the Shastuis,” the will does not 
appear good ; hot, by other circura- 
Atantial occurrences, it may he held valid. 
Ist. By the very perusal of the will, it 
appears, that the father of the App< llaiit, 
to prevent any cavils aft^r his death, 
regarding the division of his property, 
made 3 divisions of it, one share to his 
nephew, '^itachund Chattcrjea, and of 
the divisions, one remaining division 
allotting 4 Annas’ share to the hi^hand of 
tile Respondent, and 4 Annas’ share to 
the Appellant, ami the last flivisiou allot- 
ting 3 as, iSgundas 1 ^c'wrie 1 crimt’s 
share for the i-upport of his family, viz. 
his widow, and the like sum to the widow 
and children of his younger son, Mut- 
tranath deceased ; on these conditions, 
viz. that after the demise of his widow 
the 2 as. 16 gundas, 1 cowree, 1 crunt’s 
share left her he then divided equally 
hetwixt .the hj^irs of his two sows, viz. 
Respondent and the Anpej^ant ; and be- 
cause the proprietor h»s the sole con- 
trol over Lis pro^rty, either as to 
the selling or bettowing it as a gift, or 
disposing of it by will, as he may think fit, 
and the practice is not coi/lEriry the 
Bhaaturs ; it, therefore, plainly appears, 
that when the father of the Appel! ant» 
by his will, equally divided this property, 
and defined the shares of the Respond- 
entia . husband and the Appellant. then< 
ther^l cannot be any after subdivii%fis^ 
prdered by the Court, as to awarding to 
one party more than to another legate.A 

in variance with the will. Farther^ with 


regard to the “ ShasCdr Bevusfa^ given 
by the Pundits in a Robacarry in the 
Court of Suddur Dewany Adawlut, at 
Calcutta, on the 24ih June, 18*26, and 
filed by the Appellant in this case as a 
document hearing in his favor, the 
Court does not coDsider that document 
applicable to this case ; for that Shastiir 
Bevusta tdainly states, that whfn the 
testator, in prejudice to the righitul shaie 
ot any legal heir, makes ati imoroporti- 
onate will, bequeathing a sinaller por- 
tion to one relative who, by the Hiuboo 
law of succession, is entitled to a lar- 
ger, and giving the larger portion to the 
one who is entitled only to llie smaller 
sii-ue. without assigning » sufficient rea- 
son for his so doing, then, that wili is 
invalid — now as this has not hern the 
case in the present will, and the share of 
each brother is equal, the precedent does 
not, as heiore stated, apply to tiiis case. 

3ndly. By the tenor of the #^111, the 
Respondent is, on the demise of her 
husband, entitled to his sliare, and on her 
d- iiiise, her tlaiightei, as such, the Appel- 
lant has no claim or right to dispos- 
8fS8 the Respondent of her late hus- 
band’s share, ; on the contrary, it ap- 
pears, that on the Appellant’s petition- 
ing tiie Court to set aside the uiil of bis 
late father, the Court ordered him, if he 
had auy thing to nige against it, to 
sue on the eqtiily side of the Zillah 
Court, ami the asRertiun of the Af>pei- 
lant that, on the deinis^' of the Respon- 
deni’s husliand, her father- m law, the 
father of the Reapnnd- nt, by the 4tli 
Keguiatiun of 1793, filed a petition to 
cancel that will, has not been proved by 
any document filed by the Appellant, 
either in tlie Zillah Court, or in this, for 
if the testator had actually filed a peti- 
tion, either personally or by his Vakeel, 
expresKiDQ a wish to alter his will, and 
cut off' the Respondent from her de- 
ceased hushaim's share, after his demise* 
the Court would hate passed the order 
for his so doing, and allow her only 
maintenance* which t^e Appellant haa 
illegally attempted „ ip do, and merely 
stated to tMVe been "|t(% inCen^on o£ the 
testator, without bfeiving been able to 
make it evident to the Court that it Was 
so ; added to which, it appears, that after 
the demise of the festaror, the Appellant 
and Respondeof, for some time, joint] v 
held tneir respective shares, wirhout cavil 
or mblesiatioti, and equally divided the 
prufit% of the famO/ and in like propur* 
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tion tfad Ociv«nini#tiit rents ; and 

gitbseqiiently the Conrt refused 

to sanction the petition of the Appellant 
to set tiside the will, the Appellant^ with> 
euc any legal auibortty, forcibly oasted 
the Respondent from her rightful nbare. 
The Conrt^, is further eompelled to ob- 
•arre #ilii'Vegret, that it appears^ that 
after the flemiae of the Respondent's 
fatishand, the Appellant drew up a pe- 
tition, without an<r warranty for so 
dohsg, in his father’s name, praying to 
hat#the will cancelled. 

3rdly. ft appears in f^idene^, that 
the testator’s nephew, his widow, and 
the widow of his youngest son, are all. 
up to this moment, in full possession of 
the respective shares allotted them in 
the will; thus plainly showing* that the 
will is in actual force, and has not hi- 
therto bef'n disputed by any of the le 
^aiees, bat the Appellant in the present 
instanch. 

4thly. The testator after signing and 
executing the will had it Hegistered 
in the* Zilla Court, and no underhand 
donble-dea ings has heen brought for- 
ward or alledged against either the

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Th« Renpondent broiiglit this actioD in 
the Bankeepoor nii>onshid'*s court, for 
money lent at ilte nforestiiteil time, to the 
Appellants, the orig^mnl Dei'euoMnts, hnt 
'without Hiiy written bund or promissory 
note beings ^iveu tor the same, yet in the 
presence ot respectable witpeSBes. The 
Appellants, the original Plaiotiils, denied 
the debt, and slated that they went to 
mnuzza l)hor, to cultivate some grounds, 
of theiis there, about the time ot the 
alleged debt being contracted, and 
thereby put iu an alibi, and further 
stated, that the Piainiiff was illegally 
fiiliug up atai.k ot the Dei%ti(iaots, wijo 
had a quarrel with him on tlic 8ubjf^ct» 
whereupon th*- Defeodonts inteiiaed to 
bring an action against the Plaintiff 
for tresi»a<!S, to comiieract wh'cli, the 
Plaituiif hroinilit ihis false claun for 
debt ag<uu^t the Defendants, who never 
boriowed auv sunt troru the Ujainlid*, 
anil had witnesses to prove their asse- 
Teraiiotis lh.it vh<> moon^hiif haiing ex- 
amined two witnesses, who proved the 


Defendant’s borrowing the money from 
the l^laintifl^ and iktnhing that a ne* 
gative could not be proved by law, witA* 
out putting faith in the testimony of tha 
DefmdauVe witnesses, decreed the oaao 
in tavor of the Respondent, whereupon, 
the Appellants appealed to th^ decision 
of the Judge, UtAiiog that thobd^itnesscn 
were Bazar witnesses, and that there had 
no deed been filed by the Respondent 
to pi ove the debt, and that due regard 
had not been paid to the depositions of 
their witnesses, by the said moonthia. 
The judge, on investigating the pleadings

On the !25tli July, a venr fierioufl 
fire occurred in the raDf^e ot buiyinga 
fitrminff the Areenal, uritbin the t'ort. 
The daily ,y|»«{.>erfl have them 

][>ubliihe'd[ aeteyal Accoums of it, e»ititna< 
ting variously the damage sustained. 
The Col lowing is tVoiu an authentic 
aottr'c^, and vre publish also a letter on 
tki^ subject of aii„ alleged deficiency of 
Vtat^ for the engines. We are gUd to 
see, that the loss to C^<|^verntuent has 
'been much overrated. We should 
hope that it may be repaired at an ex- 
pense un<ler five lakhs of Rupees : if the 
Armoury had been destroyed, the 
Uittoant of the logs would have been ten 
iitnes as gi^eat. We understand that 
Sf^e Ofitcers had a narrow escape horn 
ft shot, which struck a wall c ose to 
them, taking an oblique direction after 
passing through a building, which the 
ArtjUery were playing upon. Soin»* pcr- 
eofts, we hear, quiite^T Qalcutta in ap> 
prehension of an /explosion, not aware 
that the powdqf is kept in a distant part 
of the fi'ort, Wml secured from accidents 
of this kind. • 

The fire broke out, either in, or close 
lo» ft store-room, in which nitric acid and 
other articles used lor browning anus 
, were deposited. This ciicumsiaiVce 
leads to the supposition. tliHt it may 
bave been accidental ; but as the smoke 
was first observed ou^r, about halt an 
boor after the working establishment 
bad left the Arsenal, there is reason 
to suspect, that it was the work of some 
incendiary. 

The buildings appropriated to the 
Arsenal depariinent, in the part ot the 
Fort where the conflagration yok place, 
form a square of about thsee hundred 
feet— -the southern and eastern sides of 
which are respectively composed of 
Ihegrand Armoury .^«fthd the store rooms 
for < camp joining each other 

at the northern and 

eastern in lifceiSianner, join- 

ed fbgelher nt the worth- west angle, 
forming tw^o rangeji ef store rooms, but 
oonanieraflf lower than the other sides 
ofil thit The easiera eigtremity of 

thmi^ pto^tfrlhnms is separated only by a 
fe^Veet from the catian ejfuipftge dep6t

graat j^maary. It waa trilhig about 


fifty feet of the eastern extremity of tha 
store-rooms, that the fire originated $ 
and such was the rapidity with which 
it spread, that it would very soon have 
reached the tamp equipage depfit, not- 
withstanding ihe narrow interval which 
separated them, if the wind had not pro- 
videniialiy blown from the opposite 
direction. The circumstance enabled 
a party of H, M. Ruffs lo keep their 
statiosb at thi^ point, and, in defiance of 
the almost suffocating heat, to throw 
water in at ihe end windows of the 
store-room, till the flames had so much 
exhausted themselves, that nearly all 
danger was over in that diiection. 

But whilst this object was being effect- 
ed, tile wind, which tavoird it, impel, 
led ihe flaraea with such Hercenes.s iw 
the opposite direction, that nothing was 
found able to resist them. There wms 
at first a loud call for water, and riiHiiy' 
voices being exerted to the same ell ’ ct, 
led inattentive observers to believe, that 
there was very little to be tound. This, 
however, was not the cas»*, alter the (iist 
quarter of an hour, or iwentv minutes; 
lor Captain Hutchinson, oi the Foundry, 
got his steam engine int«» oiay, and by 
the time tbb two engines had arrived, 
under l^be direction of Mr. McFarlan, 
Captain Jamieson, Captain Steele, and 
Mr. Seppiti^s,. tliere was water quite 
suiHeient to pupply them all. But the 
troth is, that, troiq ilte nature of the 
ignited materials, little or no effect 
could have been expected, even from 
a much heavier body ot water, than all 
the uniied engines of the Fort and Cal- 
cutta could have thrown-* 'Ihe flames, 
consoquently, gained ground with great 
raoidiiy: hardly could ,H. M 3d Buffs, 
with such oQ^.he Furopeaus and Natives 
of the Arsenal eBtftblistiment as could be 
spareii from the engines and buckets, 
succeed in removing the more portable 
stores from the rooms yet untouched, 
than they were driven away by the heat 
and intolerable smoke that accompanied 
it. About eight o’clock, the cotiflagraiiou 
had turned the north-west angle of the 
store-rofttns, and was fast approaching 
tb^ main edifice of tbe Arsenal, when it 
was deeupEsd expedient by the Principal 
and Depfity Commissary, the Town Ma- 
jor, aftii the Commanding Officer of the 
UarrMoiB>to4eBort to the extreme iixea* 
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o^baUftringf flown a part of the still 
vnronsiimed store fooms in order effec- 
tiiatij to interrupt the progress ot the 
flames, 'rins expedieof, it is almost 
needless to say. succeeded crTnple>ely, 
and by tnidui^bt, the larger ond uioro 
important part ot the Arsenal buildings 
were entirely out ot daosrer. It was u<»t, 
however, till near day-li*?bt, that ail ap- 
prehenaion was over. Towards Iw'o 
oVliu'.k, the j^'inn were a^am oueiied on 
the spoi where the Are liatl flist bioke 
•u(, in order to make assurance doubly 
sure, and to guatd ajrainst ev^n the pos- 
sibility of the. 'I'ent de|Mk%eing once 
more eiidangert^d ; and a guii, which 
indeed still remains, was pointed to the 
cruwii of the arch of the eastern s:ale- 
way of the Aisenal yaid, ready to blow 
it away upon any appearance oj' the 
flames gairniie^ head in iliat dirertilvn. 

Ill aiiintion to the gentlemen already 
mentioned, it sliouhl be recoided, that 
Captain Young, wiib the crew of the 
J^ergusaon. volunteered their S'^rvices in 
working the engines, and excited uni- 
versal admiration by their woudertul 
perseverance and activity. 

'riio OiHcera in Garrison were all on 
foot, and sonte from Dam Duni. Lieute* 
nants GiahHin, Huckliouse, and 8 iss- 
more, wet e pailicularly conspicuous in 
serving the gun«, and Colonel Sir T. 
Anbury, ('aptaiii Davis, the Cort^Xdju- 
tant, and Captain Coinelt, the liarrack- 
master, (particulai ly She lastf^ appear to 
have rendered great asaistpnee by their 
exertions and advice. 

It is remarkable, that several store- 
rooms on the ground floor escaped, aU 
though all above and around them were 
entirely consumed. This circumstance 
justiflea the anxiety shown by iho Prin- 
cipal Commissary to put a stop to the 
cannonading, the instant the desired 
object of cutting* oiF a coi|mnnication 
with the flames was attained — a step 
which saved a considfiahle part of the 
budding trom complete demolition. 

No lives were lust — at least none have 
as yet been oiHcially reported : the Ar- 
senal establishments is entire, and H. 
M.'s Bulls had u few men only injured, 
more or less, but none, we believe, seri- 
ously, Many individuals, European and 
^ilativeg, met with narrow escapes dat- 
ing the night ; but, considering the naiA- 
her of persons actively entployed durin|p 
so long a period, it is quite providential, 
that inoreneriotts accide&U dMiiot occur*. 


The rumours, too* which have bee« 
spread ahrbad concerning the prevalencu 
of intoxication, are without foundation* 
7'he Europeans of all descriptions, gene* 
rally speaking, did their duty 8 teadU;f 
and manfully; and it was not till near 
three o^clock In^ the morning, when tha 
men were entirely exhausted, that thn 
3d Buffs were withdrawn by Colonel 
Mitchell, C. II , and then only at tha 
earnest request o( the Principal Com- 
missary, who undertook to be responsi- 
ble for again sunimouing them, should 
occanion require it. 

iMt'dical aid was at hand and Dr* 
Speus in particular was actively employ- 
ed,'-n 0 ow, ill giving what directions 
were required on the spot, now, in calm- 
ing the mindb of the more helpless in- 
mates of the garris4>n. to wbfMu the 
awful aspect ol the c«>nflagratioD, which 
threatened every moment to involve all 
the netohhoiiring buildings in rutn, was 
terrific in the extreme. 

lo coucliision, it has as yet been found 
quite impracticable to estimate tbe 
am ount of damage sustained. There is 
reason to lielieve, however, that it will 
not be so serious as is generally thought ; 
and cert a ml V, trom, tlie aspect which 
the conflagration had assumed about 
nine o’clock, there is every reason to 
congratiiiate the Government, that iha 
lo. 4 a WHS not much greater. — Calcutta 
Courier*

He congratulates them on 
the success whi< h attended their ope- 
rati'fls, and cordially acknowledges, 
that to their indefatigable exertions thu 
abaUmeut of the fire, and the preserva- 
tion of the lUAio building are principally 
to be ascribed, 'l ue exertions or Lieut. 
Colonel Cameron and the oflicets and 
men of H. M. 3d Kegt. nr Buiis. hay» 
been especially nolktoud in the reports 
which have been sabmitied to the D«. 
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pafcv Governor, and entitle that excellent 
corpa to his particular acknowledgments. 

. He has further to request that Cap> 
tain Young of the ship Fergussnn will 
accept his hearty thanks lor himself 
and his crew, for the prompt, valuable, 
and voluntary assistana^ which they 
afforded, and which is described as hav- 
ing mainly attributed to save such of 
the storerooms as ultimately escaped 
the 6ames. 

Captain Steele, Superintendent of Po- 
lice, is likewise entitled to the niiuked 
applause of the Deputy ,Oov*»rnor. for 
the promptitude which he repaiied to 


the scene, and for his zealous atid pro* 
longed exeriioDs there. 

The Deputy Governor has also to ex* 
press his thanks to Captain Jamieson, 
Master Attendant, and to Mr, Seppings, 
Surveyor of Shipping, for the zeal which 
they displayed, and the active part which 
they took in checking the flames.

The Secretary informed the Meeting, 
that he had. m April last, received from 
Colonel Shelton, of His Majestv’s 47th 
Kegiinent, on his return Van Die- 

man’s Land, a box of seeds gathered in 
the highest reuinn of that Island, which 
he had forwarded hy Dawk Baugy to 
the Governor General, in the iiope that 
His Lordship would cause them to be 
planted in that Itigii range, and thus 
introduce them into this country; but 
that he had nut yet learnt their arrival. 


Sir Edward Ryan read extracts from 
a letter to his address from Mr. Cracroct, 
at Chirra Ponjee. dated 19 l1i June. do. 
scribing tlie Agricultural and HoriicuL 
tural improvements at that station. 


The Meeting was adjourned toThms- 
day next, the I6th, for the purpose of 
their awarding the prizes to the com- 
petitors in silk and tobacco.

Mr. Willis, in his report upen the 
Pernambuco cotton, grown by Mr. Hsstie, 
»t Duckineore^ yalaeii it at 6} per lb% 
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Captain Sag#**s paper on Vines, com* 
municates tift* whole particulars of hie 
management of a vinery at Dinapore, 
during the last three y« ars ; and he states 
the following to be the result ot his ex- 
perience ‘The ground must he opened 
at the coromenQpmeut of the cold weather, 
ao as to expose the roots as much as 
possible to the cold, which should like- 
wise be well washed ; when the roots 
have been about six weeks exposed, a 
prepuration of good rich manure should 
be laid over them, and the ground cover* 
e«i up; as tha spring is about to com* 
nicuce, the branches should be pruned, 
and equally spread over the jaffrey, so 
th.it dight and heat may have access to 
the whole. In constructing a vinery, caro 
should be taken to protect it partially 
Irom the violence of tlie easterly gales ; 
for these bring blight, which consists of 
a great number of small brown spots, all 
over the grafies and leaves, cau4ng tho 
leaves ti> vvither, ami the graoes not to 
increase in size alter the blight covers 
them, while tlie bunches that have es- 
caped, swell into, large luscious truit. 

The cucumbers, raised hy wSir Thomas 
Anbury, from Cabul seed, were twelvo 
and thirteen inches^ long, and of very 
fine flavour. 

Mr. Cracroft reports, that they hadf, 
at Cheera Poonjee, in June last, pease, 
beans, Frencii beans, uolcole, cabbages, 
carrots, and lettuces, all on the table, 
but ill sm.ill quantities, being rather tho 
result of experiment than cultivated 
for crops ; radishes, turnips, and cauli- 
flowers, were ail doing well, hut not tit 
for the table; he had dug some exceL 
lent potatoes, raised from Patna seed, 
but found those from the Nuugklaw and 
Moong seed very poor. 

Of the tree's, carried up by Sip 

Edward Ryan, and planted at Cheerali, 
the jorguuelle pear was thriving, and 
two grafts from it, on the country pear, 
were in progress — wlieat, barley, and 
oatSj sowQ in October, had produced 
their spikes as usual, and the c-rain wan 
formed in them, but the whole had been 
cut ofl* by the rain falling before it could 
ripen. — Oats, sown in Apri>, appeared to 
be thriving ; and bartey self sown, op 
mixed with vegetable seed sown in Fe* 
bruary or March, wan then in ear ; 
and some wheat and outs, sown in May^ 
were expected to ripen in October or be-

It was then proposed hr Mr. Chester, 
fienon<led by Mr. Smoult. and qarried 
unanimously. “ I’bat the Treasiirers’ 
accounts he apnrofed and parsed ” 

Mr. Tiirtou. in prop<i8ing the next re- 
golnlion, observe<l that there was iitlle 
veoessity in saying much on the .subject, 
• — that, in fact, the least aaiil was the 
soonest mended. He hoped tor the cor- 
dial co-operation of those who resided 
in Calcutta, as well as those who resid- 
ed in Harden Ileacli, for they must all 
be aware of the ad vantages that would 
attend completing the bridge over Tol- 
ly's nullah. It would considerably shori- 
en the xlistance, and bring them nearer 
to each other. The Bridge Committee, 
of which he was a Member. Bad now in 
their hands a sum of about Bii ees 
12 000, hut the work rould not be com- 
pleted under Rupees 24,000 If the 
surplus of the .Monument Fund was ap- 
propriated to thpt purpose, it would 
just about make up the defiriency, 
W'ith it be had no doubt they would be 
able to complete the briilge — without it 
be did nnt hesitate in s lying that they 
never would, Mr. 'riirion then put the 
following motion, which vras seconded 
by Mr. D. OUirke, and carried unani- 
mously — 

''That the surplus on hand he appro- 
priated to the completion of the bridge 
•Ter Tolly’s uttllab^ and that the bridge^ 


when erected, be called the Hasti^os* 
Bhidgr, in couiraerauratioii of the No- 
ble Marquis, in honor to whom the two 
subscriptions were raised, and who was 
ihe oriirinttor of the strand road, to 
Vhich the bridge will be a con' inuatiou ” 

It was th**n pruposed by Mr. C. Prin- 
sep, and curried, That the surplus 
fuiid.9 he vested in the haiios of Messrs. 
Colvin and Gj to ho by them made over 
to the Managers of the subscription tor 
completing the bridge over Tolly’s uiiU 
lah, 4»n their receiving from them (ilio 
managers ot the said Committee) an un- 
dertaking to complete the bridge within 
the peiioil of two years.” 

It was next proposed by Mr. Plowden, 
and spcundod by Mr. Hogu, '* 'i’hal the 
ihanks of tills Meeting be given to 
( aptaio li’orbes, the ar< hitect who plan- 
ned and supiT.iitended the elegant and 
rl.ij»hir,il building in which the statue of 
Lo! d Hastings isi placed.” 

'I’o this motion Mr. O. Priiisop pro- 
posed an amendment, omitting the 
words “ elegant and classical, on (ha 
grounds that a variety of opinions exist- 
ed •as to the classical beauty of the 
building, many piersous having express- 
ed senVinieuts of a very contrary nature, 
while other,*; could not express siilHcieut 
admiration. 

. Alter a grekt deal of desultory conver- 
sation. the aniendiiieiit was put and 
lost, after which the original motion wau 
put, and earned by a large majority, 

Mr. Turton. in proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Chairman, trusted that 
that gentleman would excuse his call- 
ing such a vote an honor, but eveiy one 
woiilii agre^* with him that ii was aa 
honor, and a very nntisnal honor, to 
preside over a im^^ting at which money 
was given aw'ay ! Ft was the only meet- 
ing. oublir. or private, that had occur- 
red for a length of time, at which any 
money had been given away, though 
I ds had been held for getting it !. 

Mr. Turton s vote of thanks was theit 
seconded and carried unanimously, after 
which the business of the meeting con- 
cluded.

in the posse^tsiun of Messrs. Colvin and 
Co , where they may be inspected by 
any gentleiuan, either simply curious, or 
particularly iuteresred. 

3c//y- The drawiji«s, working plans, 
and large model oi the building prepar- 
ed by Mr. Kose, (under my direction,) 
Tnay he seen at Me.ssrs. Burn and Co *s. 

From inspection of the.se last, it will 
be seen, (hat Mr. Bose not merely pre- 
paretl upwards of 30 plana and draw- 
ings ot vaiinus parts ot the edifice ; but 
further, that he accurately completed 
every detail of it in miniature. It is 
moieover known that he superintended 
tlie work for upwards of a year, Under 
such nrcuiiistanres it will be observed, 
that if, iu the adopted by your 

Committee, bad taste has been slfown, it 
lifts at least been perpetratcwl deliberate- 
ly. After the criticisms it has railed 
forth, there cannot be iiinch vanity in 
inv acknowledging myself chiefly re- 
sponsible lor its haviuj; been adopted- 


The models from wbicb it ifl takaii 
are the Proffyloea atSuniura;the teinplo 
of Nemesis, at Rhamnus ; the Propyloea^ 
at Rleusis; and the Propyloea at Athens, 
—•specimens oC art which have been pro- 
nounced, by eminent European artiein 
and. authors, to be works of the best ago 
of Grecian architecture. 

That the simplicity of Grecian archi- 
tecture would not be generally relished 
in Calcutta, the Committee were pie- 
pared to expect, and are not disappoint- 
ed to learn. • Accustomed, in Calcutta, 
to loads of meretricious ornanieut, it 
was nut to bo supposed, that a design 
utterly at variance with their introduc- 
tion would pass nneundemnad by those 
who have abused it. 

In the back ground of one of Flax- 
man*.s celebrated designs, the sketch of 
a similar building, applied to t^similar 
purpose. IS introduced. Whatever may 
be the faults of this, he would not have 
been offended by its simplicity. 'I'he 
monument is in the atatue, which the 
exterior building serves to preserve and 
to exhibit as a frame dues a picture. It 
was never mtendetj that the outward 
case or covering should, by the osten- 
tation of its design, procUira, / omf/ia 
monument ; whilst Flaxnian's Statue, 
lost amongst the broken shadows of fan- 
tastic columns, vainly siibmitted,-^*'

LAUNCH. 


A fine ship, of six hundre^ and thirty- 
nine tons burthen, was launeheil on Mon- 
day afternoon the l3th ^ug ,from tiicDock 
of Messrs. Gilmore anM Co. at Sulkea, at 
tweuty-five minutes past two o’clock pre- 
cisely. She glided slowly and majestically 
into the water, cheered by the siirroumling 
multitude, and under u salute of twelve 
guns from the shore hard by. The sight 
was graud and iiunnsing, and we were 
informed by persons skilled in such 
matters, which we ourselves do not pro- 
fess to be, that she is a flue model ofa 
ship, and Bnished in the 6rst rate style, 
doing great credit to her builder, Mr. 
^ugald Renton^ who formerly built tbo 


Rebecca, w'flicb vessel was nnfortiinately 
bnintat Rangoon six months afterwards. 
The ship was, strange to say, christen- 
ed by a gentleman, a Mr VVilliaui 
Augustus Kellett, who saluted her by the 
royal, and, of course, fashionable name of 
Adslaidb.” Whether this was done 
out ot tenderness to the assembled fair 
ones, who might perhaps have injured 
their complexions by exposing them- 
selves to the rays of the burning sun, 
we are noable to say, but it certaigiy 
could not have been from a scarcity of 
^ Womankind, ” as Jonathan Otdbnck 
woutd say, for we observed numbers of 
them in e?ery direction. The AnELAiDX 
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wafl built for MeasrH. Gilmora anil Go. 
and is, as we are informed, destined for 
the Gfirooe trade ; ahe has excellent 
accoinmndatioQS for passengers, and is 
boitt, with a few very slight exceptuius,^ 
eotirely of teak. Sli« measures one 
hundred and thirty feet tliroc inches 
from stem to stern, and the breadth of 


her beam is thirty three feet ; she lias 
six feet clear between decks, and the 
depth of her hold, from the second, or, 
as we believe it is called, the main deck, 
is seventeen feet six inches. She is ex- 
pected to be what is technically called a 
** Clipper.

PBXaOBAVE ANO COk 
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RIVER STEAM BOATS. 


W^har^liail an opportunity to per- 
ORe ibe reporta (kt'Captaiu Joboaton to 
tb« Court of Hi rectors, on the Ruhject 
of River Steam Boats ; and, as tbe iii> 
forinatitm wbicb they convey, reg irdin^ 
his proceedings and enquiries, is of 
miicb interest in Bengal, we will give a 
short analysis of their contents. 

ft ia already known to our readers, 
that Capt'un Johnston, shortly after hii^ 
arrival in Bngland, was. at his own 8ug> 
gestion.sent u)m>d a tour of^nspection to 
the Contin^-nt, for the purpose of obser- 
ving the progress of steam iiavigatiou, 
and coiut>ariug the plans and qualities 
ot the boats plying on the rivers of 
France and on thf» Rhine H« had 
previously visited Soho, ^l^nchester, and 
Ijirerpool, and out hiixmclt in ctiinniti- 
nication with the prin« vpal engine ina- 
nufacturera In those places and in Lun- 
dtoi, and hatl inmifcted an iron boa», 
building by Mr. McGregor Laird, with 
curved plates, the “ rivets countersunk, 
preserving an even surface vind was 
conaeqnentl y the better qualilied to 
judge, ot the merits of the continental 
steamers, when he went over to Rotter- 
dam, in August last year. Thence he 
travelled up the Ithine, rtteainiriir all the 
way as far as the extreme limit of 
steam navigation, which then te/iniuat- 
ed at Schrock, near Rastadh., whrre the 
water begins to shallow, bu t was expect- 
ed to be curried this year t.i Basle- 
After soendnu' a couple ot days with 
his family at (Jeneva, he proceeded to 
Fivons, and thence to Chalons. Monte- 
reaii, Pat is, Bouen, and Dieppe, in- 
specting steam boats and steam-boat 
estabiisiiraents,and coinmunirating with 
th'iir directors, at each resting place. 
Captain Johns tin loiind ^the curient 
of the Rhine not to exceed three geo- 
graphical miles per hour, in mid stream, 
at Mayence, on the llltli August. 1'he 
Rhone, he was informed hy intelligent 
persons, was as rapid and as variable 
in depth as the Ganges ; hut he made 
no personal observations on that river, 
having gained otherwise all the iulorma- 
tion he required regarding the steamers 
Upon it. The best steamers on the 
Rhone were built by M. Guibert, under 
the direction of the American Cnniful, 
Mr Church, who had engaged deeply in 
the speculation. They carry a pair of 


twenty- five horse engines, snd bare • 
speed of seven miles per hour, and a 
draft of three feet, with forty tons of 
cargo ; the uimensions of one of them, 
the Yillt de hyons, being one hundred 
aqd thirty tour feet eight inches, by 
nineteen ieet nine inches. The Filiine 
boats are some of them one hundred 
and fiffy five (pet long, by twenty two 
feet broad, clinker built, aud diaw less 
than two feet and a half. The boats 
on both those* rivers are built of o^k, 
or oak and larch, atid are trussed dia- 
gonally. but they all dro^p from four 
to seven inches in th * centre. This de- 
fect, however, seems to have been avoid- 
ed in one of U. Guihert’s boats, the 
Hirortdelle, plying between Lyons and 
Chalons 

From Mont reau to Paris there are 
steamers on alternate days. Between 
Pans and liotien ilie steamers have 
ceased to ply for passengers, and are 
now employ eil only as tugs for large 
boat<4. ,The principal establishment of 
the Seine boats, is at Uouen, under the 
direction of M. Maillet de BouUy, a 
man of science Fof the trafiic between 
Rouen and Havre, there are four iron 
tugs, clinker built : one of these, launch- 
ed in is one hundred and six feet 

by 8evpot?en ; she had formerly a pair of 
twentv five horse engines, but these have 
been lakenout, and she is now used as 
a cargo vessel, and draws only lourteea 
inches Another, the Casimevy one hun- 
dreit and twenty feet long, by nineteen 
feet six inches broad, and eight feet 
deep, Carrie'S two high pressure engines 
of twenty-five horse power, set in brick 
work, and draws thirty three inches, 
with fortv*feight h/>urs fuel on board. 
Neither of these boats has drooped 
in the least; they are both perfect! y dry, 
and have never required repair, beyond 
that of a few new rivets althou*rh they 
are constantly exposed to severe shocks 
against other craft and stone hridi/es, 
and constantly lie aground upon an 
uneven bank, waiting for the tide. The 
first of these iron boats was built in the 
Thames ; the rest were pui together in 
France, the materials, which cannot be 
made there, being imported from Eng- 
land. Yet the cost of an iron boaL 
in France, with such disadvantages 
is only twice as great as that of a wooden 
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one — the ennnal wear and tear of which 
was reported to Caf^ain |obnaton to 
aiooimt to fifteeoLper cent, of the prime 
cost. 

A monfT the British experiments which 
catpe 'iinder the inspection of Caotain 
Johnston, was a hi^j^h pressure rotatory 
•n^ne, by Brricksun, in which the mo- 
tion w»H given by the escaoe of steam 
from two holes in the oeriphery of a 
wheel, turninsT in a hollow case. The 
engine he saw of thin construction, 
which had the power of tfiirly-six horses, 
weighed but a few hundred pounds, 
and “ might be coiitaineR in a sentry 
box.” It was intrnd#*d to try one ia an 
iron boat. 0,n a plan of the same engi- 
neer, Mr. McOr^'gor Laird was *con- 
atnl^ting' a boiler for the Coraair of 
Lif erpool, with narrow flues, in which 
a drfliBght was to he excited by an ex- 
hauster or fan, worked by a drum. The 
issue of these experiments is not report- 
ed. Mr. Watt, h<iw. ever, i« quoted as 
being of opinion, “ that the long tried 
condensing engines, in pairs, are the 
only safe and efficient machines for 
boats, and that in these the only parcti* 
cable mode of reducing tiie weight is by 
siibstitiitfog some of tlie parts of wrought 
iron.” He preferrc^d iron boilers to cop- 
per. as less expensive" on the whole, and 
not much less dundde it' properly at- 
tended to : apiron boiler made at Soloi, 
for H. M. Sfeanier dMrVm, at the he- 
ginning of 1825^ had lasted, without re- 
pair, till 1831. 

The result of Captain Johnston’s ob- 
servations and enquiries, as reported to 
the Courtis, that — 

let. Engines used singly in heats 
have hut a small advantage in weight, 
and none in fuel, to compeusate for many 
disadvantages, especially that of a less 
ttniforrp motion. 

3d. Iron boilers, which are generally 
Iracomiuended by the engineers, will 
last five or six years, and cost less 
than half the price of copper boilers, 
which, moreover iu an iron vehsel. might 
jproduce a rapid oxidation from galvanic 
action. 

3d. No improvement in boilers or 
engines is yitt recognized as supersed- 
ing low pressure en^iueji. ' 

!4tb. Some oconomy in weight may 
from the use wrought iron, 
l^bd from a different indli* 6f nommuni- 
IptiDu^ the notioa. 


5th. A perfectly smooth surface may 
be given to an iron boat ; but the clinker 
fastening is stronger than butting on 
jingles. . 

6th. Th^ continental builders have 
carried the length of their river boats to 
seven or eight times the breadth, and 
twenty-eight times their “ height of 
strength ; ” but modes Of trussing, 
op the Maese, thAlhine, and the Rhone, 
have not prevented setgginq ; the simple 
roof trussing of M \lauriac being, how- 
/ver, the mostsnitablO for India, and the 
curvilinear trussing of M. GuiberU in the 
Soane boats, cthe only perfect preserver 
of the form. 

7lh. The iron boats on the Seine are 
made of metal three eighths of an inch 
thick, unn.ecessarily heavy, ard have 
ciumsy maoUiner'y ; they last many years 
unaltered in form, and without injury 
from concussions of considerable vio- 
lence. 

Stli. The decks and cabins should^ 
nevertheless, be of wood in a warm cli- 
mate ; with this addition. Captain John- 
ston, accordingly, recommends iron boats 
for the internal navigation of India, li- 
militig them to about the dimensions of 
one hundred and twenty feet long by 
twenty to twenty-two feet hroa^, with 
irou boilets and engines of low pressure. 

'I’lipse suirgestiuns were adopted by 
the Court, and a circular was sent by 
the sAjretary, soliciting tenders from 
s«>ven ot ilic most considerable hnnses in 
the trade. Of this circular wf> publish a 
Copy, in order to give an idea of the 
sort of vessels about to be sent out. It 
appears by a letter iroin Captain John- 
ston to the Marine partment here, 
that Messrs. Maudeslay and Co.’s tender 
wa.s accepted in December last, for a 
pair of iron boats, one of them a tug, the 
other for cargo or accommodation ; and 
eventually three ocher pairs, id case 
the former should be approved when 
tried upon the Thames. The cost ot tiie 
first pair is fixed by contract at .^5,700, 
incliidiug a pair of thirty horse en^'ineg ; 
the other three pairs are to cost 1 5,400. 
Four months were allowed for construc- 
ting the former, from the date of the con* 
tract, which was preparing, but was 
not signed at the end of January. W« 
caunot, therefore, expect to hear of the 
issue of the trial for some time ; nor 
can we hope to see auy of the boats, or 
rather the materials for them, in Cal- 
cutta, until the beginning of next year* 
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We do not find any mention of en> 
gines in preparation for the Experiment 
Flat, oor is anv notice taken of her in 
comparison with tho flat wooden boats 
employed ou the continental rivers. 
This surprises us the more, as she has a 
double advantage over them, in her 
lighter draught, and In the perfect pre* 
servation of her shaper ithoat koy^twg, 


sagging, drooping. In on© of hia 
reports before proceeding to the Con- 
tinent, Captain Johnston brings it to the 
notice of Mr. Auber, that he received on 
commission upon the subject of that 
vessel, and attributes to oversight the 
not having given him an indent for the 
engine or engines required for her.— 
Calcutta Courier.

* I Qin commanded to inform you, that 
the Court ot Directors of the East India 
Company propose to send from this 
country, for the navigation of the rivers 
of India, four pairs of boats, viz. four tug 
or steam vessels, and four accommoda- 
tion vesseis, to be constructed ot iron ; 
and that tbey are desirous of rec^^iving 
from you. on of before the 25 h Instant, 
a tender under the following beads, for 
tlie construction of boats corresponding 
generally with the scantlios and proper- 
ties set forth in the accompanyiijk spe- 
cification : — 

First. For the coustruc^on of the 
Iron shells of one accom^noriarioii and 
of one t'jg vessel, fitted with low pres- 
sure engines, and iron boilers, to 
such an extent as sliall suffice tor mak- 
ing trial of their sirengib, power, and 
capacities.

eiahty feet in length, which must, how- 
ever, be covered with hatches of not 1»*88 
fhan three-quarter inch.

feet ten inches ; the beams to he seenred 
to timbers growing up to the necessary 
height above the iron shell, from which, 
to within two feet of the under side of 
the beain-a, to he planked up with one and 
half inch stuff, and the remaining spaces 
between the umbers to be fifted with 
glass sashes and Venetians, 't'lie space 
between the dec^ will be divided into 
sixteen cnbina (mtit on each side) and 
a dining room, by Bulkheads, containing, 
in all, about two thousand three hundred 
and sixty-four sqfibre feet of stuff, of a 
"/iiedium thicknesa of three quarters of 
an inch. Two pieces of weaihor deck, 
of on»» and ftnlf inch, comprising toge- 
ther about five hundred equate feet. 
The bow and stern to be suffinienrly 
strengthened, with convenient means of 
securing tow ropes and cables, and of 
taking up the anchors. 

A'i i^ is not intended that more than 
one tug vessel shall be fitted tin in 
England, and that one only to a suffici- 
ent extent to try the draft of wa^er and 
power of the boat, the specificaiions of 
the fiuings-iiD are here given only to 
fiirtnsb the means of calculating the 
weight fh^v will involve, that the parties 
tendering inav be the better hble to deter- 
mine how much disnlacement mav be 
sacrificed to form, without infringing on 
th<“ o’-^sonbed limits of draft. The «anie 
wil’ be the case with one accommodation 
vessel, the firings UP of 'which, bevond 
the sixty. five tons weight set apart for 
cargo, mav be taken in round num- 
bers at twenty-four tons.

The tenders mast be ao* 
companieM* by a drawing specification, and 
half mould or model of the boats, on a 
scale of one quarter inch to a foot, which 
will be immediately returned to the par- 
ties whose contracts may not be accepted.

The llon'bift Sir C* E, Grey, Presi- 
dent, in the chair. 

On the conclusion .oftho business of 
the evening, the Pi:4S^d6at rose, and 
addresseti the meeting, (’which was iin- 
usualiv numerous,) in the following

“ Gentlemen, — The pleasure ofineet*^ 
insr a more numerous bodij of the So- 
cietv than is usual, mak*^s it imi ossi- 
ble that 1 should find fault with my 
friend, Mr. Jarnfs Prinsep, for having 
adUed to the notices of the meetirg, an 
intimation that I should take mv leave of 
you ibis evening, 1 regret onlv that it 
inav have caused an expectation, that I 
shnild offer a more c-'inidete tribute of 
pratiiude than 1 am capable of express- 
ing, or that I should have prepared for 
the Society one of those ^jorntirchcusive 
views ol the fields of literature, science, 
and art, which have been usual on si- 
milar occasions, and which generally 
are well adapted to tliem, but which 1 do 
not think would he suited to that of my 
own departure, Hariiig ntv* r entered 
the vinevard as your fellow- l.ihonrer, I 
will not cull the fruits produc* d hv the 
labour of oth«T8, that I inav claim ^ merit 
for merely laving them before you, and 
arranging th*»in. T feel that fhere is little 
which it wouhl become me^to say on this 
occasion, but to excuse mvself kt what 
1 have omitted to do. But it Las always 
been known to you, tliat 1 neither have, 
nor ever pretended to have apv acquire- 
ments in Oriental Literature ; and I 
should have almost thought it incumbent 
orj me to decline even the gratification 
of being elected your President, it I 
bad not regarded it as an honorary ap- 
pointment, and known, at the same time, 
that as long as Mr. Wilson continued to 
be vour principal Secretary, the Socierr 
could not suffer from any deficienci^'s of 
tnine. — Gentlemen, he has really beim 
your President: and I rejoice that liis 
absence from Calcutta affords me (be op- 
portunity of saving what F could not so 
well have said of him in his presf^nce. 
Whether voii consider his unrivalled 
attainments in Sanscrit Literature, or the 
many valuable works with which be has 
enriched your Transactions*, or which he 
baa otherwise given to tbs world, or bis 


indefatigable and most meritorious devo* 
tion of his time aud talents to the esfa- 
blishmeiit of an extensive system of edu- 
cation for tbe native vouth,' or the many 
amiable qua||||tiHS which distinguish him 
in private life, yon must all feel that if 
you should lose htm, of which fhere is 
at present some likelihood, you will in- 
deed sostaii) an irreparabiO loss : — vet a 
loss not to be deplored by his friemls, 
and least of aM by me : for it might afford 
roe the hone of meeting him soon amid 
other scenes, rrlipre the happiest porlioii 
of mv loiuh was passed, and which, 
now that 1 am turning homewards, rise 
nponnir wakin-^ memory with the vivid- 
ness and imaginary beniity of a dream; 
Th\8 would, indeed, bo to me n source of 
infinite pleasure, if it was not qualified, 
aud if my mind was not dividfd, I 
may use tbe expression, by the reflecti' n, 
that the event which would lake Mr, 
Wilson to Oxford viuuld leave in India 
another distinguished member of vour 
Society, my excellent friend, Dr. Mill, 
whose presence alone prevents mo from 
exnressing of hirns^lf praise as fer*v»-nt 
and sincere ns that whifh, with a willing 
ear, he has heard of his rival in a gener*^u« 
contest. Gentlemen, though I have dis- 
claimed, as 1 was hound to do. all ac- 
quirement or ability in the department of 
Ori^'TJtal Literature, T will not f>r»*ient to 
entertain so humble an opinion of the 
results of a life which has, at least, been a 
studious and thoughtful one, as that 
there is no province of study in wliich 
1 might have hoped to gather offerings 
which 1 should not hare been ashamed 
to nreseiit to you. But here, in vindication 
of my own consistcjicv, and to shew, at 
least, tbatt tlealt fairly by you in accept- 
ing the office of yonr President, I beg 
leave to recall what none of yon am 
likely to recollect, ih'.it seven years ago, 
upon another public occasion, in taking 
leave of a Socieiv at Madras, of which 
also I was President, I bade adieu, at the 
same time, to nil literary employment, 
so long as I should fill the station to 
which I was oa’iled in Bengal. 1 foresaw 
that it would impose upon me a pre- 
dominant flutv, and one of which the 
must peculiar features are not, perhaps, 
the moat obvious, and to which I knew 
my owD mind too well to think T could 
give e divided etteation. How 1 have 
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perroroaed that duty, this is not the place, 
neither is it for me to aut*: hut I will 
aay, that to perform it aright, in its most 
importuQt and essential particulars, has 
been the earnest and engros^iitif purpose 
of my soul. ' 1 do not look for a iair eati- 
mate in the present day. 1 uara norer 
weighed appearances againi|||Tealitie8 in 
the scale of popular applaule. But time 
will declare it ; and lam 'billing to abide 
the judgment of time. All that 1 desire 
at present is to offer the duties ofmy sta- 
tion to your consideration, as some apo- 
logy for whttt might otherwise appear a 
neglect of what you had a right to hare 
•ipeoted of me. From that station and 
those duties I hare now reMr^ o, vnd T 
bare to regret that the leisure winch [ 
thus obtain can no longer be employed 
either in rour service or your cornoanv. 
But in that studious retrement, which, 
j devoutly hope, awaits the )ait«r portion 
of my Ivfe, L shall, to the end of that life, 
be proud thatl have borne tlie name of 
your President, and 1 ahail re(»U»'ct, 
with gratitude, both the favour which 
oouferred on that honor, and the in- 
dulgence which has been attendant on 
my tenure of it. ” 

'Hie president sa^down amidst a gene- 
ral demonstration of eUng on the part of 
the members, towhicli Sir Kdward Rraii 
gave expression in the foil iwing replr : 

Sir, —lam requested by the ineru- 
bers who are present, to express to you 
their feelings on this, 1 may truly sav, 
SO) rowful occasion. I wish lliey had 
^elected some one more coiapotent to be 
the organ of tiieir thoughts and w is'.'es ; 
but at the risk, nay with the ceriauity of 
being unable adequately to exuress the 
feelings which your eloquent address 
bas excited in their minds, I cannot 
decline the honor, for so indeed % con- 
sider it, which they iiava*‘ cdjhferred 
upon me. 

“For more than fire rears, Sir, you 
bare filled that chair, and during the 
whole of that period, 1 repeat with 
confidence, you hare evinced the 
deepest interest in the weUa e of our 
Society— you hare never willingly ah- 
iCttCid yourself from our meetings— and 


you hare taken an active and diligent 
pari in the duties W'bich dnvolre on 
your station amongst us During this 
period we have been indebted to your 
munificence for a splendid addrion to 
our iVluseum, of an extensive ca^’inef of 
minsrals and geological specimen.- ; and 
this night you have made a valuable 
addition to our library, by the hooks 
which are now before us. Y'>u have 
never lost sieht of us in your occasional 
visits to diff-^reut parts of India, and 
^from the Himalaya and Penang you 
have added^to the valuable collection, 
which we had received from you ; spe* 
cimens collected with your own hands, 
Bv Tour kindness, couriesr, and hos- 
pitality to those strangers whom science 
or literature may have guided to the 
shores of India, v ou liave shown the re- 
spect we bear tu their attuiuments. 

Sir, half a coiitury has nearly elaps- 
ed since this Societr was founded by 
one who was tuen a JuJire of the Court 
in wbicli you *80 recentir presided. I 
mean, of courf,**. that ereat and good man, 
Sir WilHam Jon-^s, to whose memory wo 
cannot revert w ithout the deepest sen- 
timents of veneration and Esteem. iVlanv 
distuit:m.«5hed persons have since filled 
that chair ; a proud distinction to any 
man; but I speak wiin Piucerny my 
ow’a feelines, and those I believe of 
the getrclemen around me, when I sar, 
that great as WG'-e the acqiiiremenrs of 
manv of your predecessors in their va- 
rious paths rtf knowledge, the lustra 
which they have thrown over that chair 
bas been brightened and enhanced by 
you. 

** I must no longer trespass on your 
time, hut peimit me to iiooe, tliat on 
yo ir return to your native countrv, it 
niav be s-iine saiistaction for you to know^ 
that you bear witli you the respect, the 
este‘»m, and VliM legarn of this body, 

over whom you have so, long presided.*' 

Tne Acting Secretary was directed to 
taks the usual steps for btioging before 
the Socieiv, us soon as possible, the 
8ubj«jct ot till election of a President to 
fill the vacant chair.

Mr- Geddes’s paper on Abscess of 
the Liver, was then read and dhscussed 
by the Meeting. It contains a miuute 
account of all the more inf^ortant cir- 
enrastances observed in the cases which 
OGcurrad during a priod of nearly 4 


years, in the Madras European Regi« 
ment, in number about 600 men. 

When th»* Corns was at Masulipatam^ 
from Ist.Tuly, 18*^8, to Ist January, 1830, 
the avprBg||8trftiigtli being 603, the 
admissions of sick into Hospital were 
121 per month: and during the above 
period 97 cases of hepatic disease are 
reported to have ocrurr<*d. From the 
beginingof 1830, up to Aprii, 1832, while 
stationed at cKamptee, the average 
admissions into Hospital per mortfh were 
123, and during thos * 27 months, 131' 
rases''of hepatic disease were reported ; 
the average number of men present 
being 502 While at Masulipatam 50 
men died, and at ICamntee 58; inclu* 
ding 19 deaths from Cliolera at the fat- 
ter station In 28 rases abscess of the 
liver was found. Thus it appe#T-s that 
abscess of the liver orcuTred in 4*‘d of 
all the fatal rases, exclusive of Cholera, 

The constitutional peculiarities of the 
persons in v'honi the.«e abscesses oc- 
curred, and the circumstanreft which may 
have influenced the commencement of 
disease, are classed under three differ- 
ent heads ; — 1st, young lads with light- 
red. fair, or brown hair, who have freck- 
led faces, anil light-blue, or light-grey 
eyes; these have generallv presented 
the delicate skin and formation of the 
scroftrlous habit: — 2d, individuals who 
came to India at a late period of life, 
and are more liable to the influence of 
the depres.ning psssions : —3rd, men who 
have been above 6 years in this country, 
and addicted to intemperate habits. 

The author then points out the ohscii- 
rity w{iioh is often found in the symp- 
toms it^iGKiting th*e commeoceinent of 
Hepatic^ Ahtf ess, and the variety of 
modes in wjdrli that di-ease proceeds 
insidiou'^ly inwards a fatal termi* ation. 
To accomplish (his more effectually, he 
has traced the illness of each man, not 
only dining the period of his last ad- 
mi.ssion into Hospital, but has followed 
HP the inquiry, hy ascertaining the nature 
and progress of each previous disease, 
which had ocrasinned the patient to 
apply for medical treatment, from the 
period of arrival in the country, up to 
the time hf his death,

The proori“tor of the parcel of Silk 
inarke<l Hutnt^spnn^ being N<» IV, having 
refused to acreot ^ny premium, unless 
the highest of th • class were awarded to 
bioi, that his letter be returned unopened, 
th'‘ Society considering bis silk as only 
entitled to the second prize.

1 have 
submitted them to tlio various tests by 
winch a munni.'icturer in Europe would 
most surelv judge iliem, whether as to 
strength of st.iule, eveiiiieps of thread, 
cleanness and freedom from waste ; and I 
have the pleasure to hand you my retail- 
ed leport ot the result of every skein of 
earhnumber, and asuinmuty of my gene- 
ral opinion St foot. 

Upon the whole, 1 oronounce No. 6 to 
be the best of all the numbers, for rea- 
8. ms evident on the face of the report ; — 
and cousequeiuly entitled to the highest 
prize of the 1st class. 

I think No. 4 entitled to the 2d priz“ of 
Ist class, as ih« next in grade of excel- 
lence. There are only two tenders tor 
2d class ; 1 believe No. 1, C. K. R. and 
No. 7 • 

1 think Nq 7 so far superior to the 
other, that 1 hjjve no hesitation in pro- 
nbuiicm^ it entitled to the first prize of 
the 2d class'; all the* rest are superior to 
No. 1, but as they sre not tendered lor 
the 2d class, it must he for the commit- 
tee to decide whether No. 2 be entitled 
to the 2d prize of tlie 2(1 class.

[Ie hejjiied to state, 
tout llie Depniy G, ve'^no' apfooved of 
the objects ot tl»e Meetlno, auil it was 
nu.reiy bom iinai oidalile cit cuins.ances 
tliat he was not present t(' take the chair 
'I'iift duiv havluij deiolveii upon him 
(the A» ciideacoii) h^ felt that he was 
only actin*;' as a sinceie wen Misher to 
Society, in lending liia aid to an institu- 
tion, which liad for its object tlie re- 
moval < f ttiose periiic toils etfects arisirii;* 
from intemperance, and the orilv dilli<*ul- 
ty that presented iiselt to his mind was, 
th{it of finding' a proper substitute ti r 
Rpiriiiioiis liquors Binong tliohe wliowere 
given to the use ot them; he trusted, 
however, that if a correct inquiry were 
made, a proper substitute would, in time, 
be discovered and iutroduc 'd lu this 
country. Even the supplies given by 
Government to the Military ware exces- 
sive, and the use ot spiiils at all, only 
ibilamed the passions, and led to a farther 
want of indulgence. Among Instances, 
which might lie slated, lie would only 
mention »ne, winch might he stiougly 
impressed on the recollection of .several 
present; he alhided to the execulioii 
of the man named Lioyfi, who, some 
short time ago was executed for shooting 
the Corporal of hts 'Company. When m 
y iiglaud, he became acquainted with his 
family, who were in the rank of respecta- 
ble farmers. In a fit of disappointed love, 
or something of that kind, be enlisted, 
and for some time conducted himself 
rreditably, but in the course of listless 
uess. attenoant on a soldier’s Jile in 
India, he had been led nwav to acts of 
inteoiperance^ and aftei the act which 
subsequently caused him to suffer, he 
told him (the chairman' he attributed the 
cause of hia laac and (greatest inutorlaue 


to intemperance, It surely then was 
advisable to remove the object of sncll 
temptation, and all who pleased to re- 
sist it might easily overcome its power. 
There was a statement which would he 
read, showing a number of cases where 
this had been effected, and medical men, 
it would be found, had declared that 
spiiituoiis liquors in any shape were a 
slow poison The venerable chairman 
then solicited Major Powney to reati 
the report which Irad been prepared lor 
the meeting. 

From (he extreme length of the re- 
port, and from the litrle room allowed 
to us (or local intelligence at present, 
we aie unable to piihiisii more of it 
than the few following extracts, which 
appear to he among the parts possessing 
the gieiitest interest. * 

“While our criminal laws, with ail 
their inhiiniaii severity fail to interpose 
an etiectual obstacle to tlie fearful in- 
crease ot crime, the preventiie process 
of legislation is altogetlier disregard*. d, 
or rather the Government itself hohi^ 
out indiiretmoits to ■ciime, while sangui- 
naiy laws are wielded for its punish- 
ment. A few jeais ago (4overtimenl 
lowered the duty on gin, upon the avow, 
ed piinciple, that “ low^^vivg the duty 
would iHcreaae the am smnption. ” (n 
oth<^r words the (Government thought 
it right that the morals oi the people 
should he saciilioed to a sordid notion of 
revenue, as ii theconiturt and luotvility 
ot a people were not the best wealth ot* 
the state ” 

“ It was a mistake to suppose, that tho 
revenue would siiflc! ii the use of disiill- 
ed spirit# was difeKiOuraged, tor then the 
working clj'-ses would be able to pur- 
cha.so otlier domestic articles ot comfort, 
which pay an exciseable or customary 
duly, -diul whicli are now beyond the 
reach of themselves and their tamilies. ” 
— “ In the event of the. suppresMon ot* 
ardent spirits, what a saving there would 
be to the state, with regard to the pro- 
secution of crimes. ” 

One of the (acts noticed in the report 
was. that in the course of three years in 
America, “ among a population drinkings, 
on HU aveiage, eiglit gallons a man an- 
nually, the consumption ot ardent spuiu 
has been diminished thiee-toiirths, evtta 
in some of tkie largest towns.’’

TEMPERANCE SOCIETY MEETING. 


Sir Ashly Cooper’s opioion of ardent 
apirit8 — 

“ No person has a greater hostility to 
dram drinking than myself, inasmuch 
that 1 never suffer any ardent spirits 
in my house, thinking them evil spirits; 
and if the poor could witness the white 
livers, the dropsies, the shattered and 
nervous systems which I have seen, are 
the consequences of drinking, they would 
be aware that spirits and poisons 
were synonymous terras. ” 

“ We have now to show, that the 
schemes of Temperance Societies have 
not been chimerical ,* and in alluding 
to their success, we find, that in 1830, in 
Ii eland, there was only 100 inenlbers, 
but in 1831 they increased to the a**, 
tonishing number of 1500. In England 
thirty Societies had been formed, and 

100.000 tracts put in circulation, and 
persons of various descriptions had 
enroilefl their names as members. In 
Scotland the last annual report contains 
a body of evidence in favor of Tempe- 
rance Societies which they believe it 
impossible for Christians to disregard. 
During the short period of twelve 
months the number of members in 
Scotland has risen'from 3.330 to nearly 
4‘i,000, of whom above 1500 are juveuile 
members, 

‘‘ There are in America about 3000 
Temperance Societies, 18 of which are 
Stote Societies. More than 1000’ dis- 
tilleries have been stopped by their 
means, and at least 8000 ni'^rchauts 
have discontinued the sale of snirituons 
liquors, in consequence of the dimi- 
nished demand. There are upwards of 

800.000 members enrolled in the Tem- 
perance Societies, and as great a num- 
ber of persons supposed to have given 
up altogether the us^ of ardent spirits, 
■who have not yet enrolled* themselves. 
Not less than lOO taverns have given 
up selling ardent spirits by retail, and 
it is calculated, that about 3000 drunk- 
ards have been reclaimed through the 
instrumentality of these institutions. In 
one town, populated by 5^,000 persons, 
not one new drunkard has been made 
in four years. In a town where the 
quantity of ardent spirits dfank had 
been retificednine-tenths, in consequence 
of the. lohabitants, genorallyf having 
enrolled themselves as Members of Tem- 
perance Societies, the deaths aoniiaily 
in the hills of mortality bava been ui- 
ttiinished oue-fourtb. ” 


The report having been read, the* 
Venerable Archdeacon again addressed 
the Meeting, and observed, that from the 
various details just read, those not be- 
fore persuaded must, he was certain, bo 
satisfied, that the use of ardent spirito 
must be unhealthy to the body ; and 
that though in the removal of this 
evil, much would depend on the labor 
of the Society, yet, much also would 
depend on individnal exertion. It was 
Jheir duty to their fellow creatures to 
Abstain from feiving encouragement to 
what might U ad others intoruin. Dur- 
ing his stay in this country he had 
known the men of four re^vraerita and a 
niimher of individuals in other regi- 
ments. Amongst the rules observed by 
one of them, there was one which was, 
that no liquor should bemused among 
them to excess; and when he asked if 
that was all that was necessary, the men 
all declared it was best to avoid the 
temptation altogether. There was only 
one thing more that lie would add at 
present, and that was a notice of a 
custom prevalent in the army, known 
to every one by the name of Keyring, 
and though it showed how tar reso- 
lution in such cases would go, yet, 
from rashly undertaking such engage- 
ments, there was ahvavs great danger 
attendant on their breaking keg. It 
was adrisable that they should not has- 
tily make such engagements, and he 
was certain, \hat it they would only 
go about it in' an orderly and proper 
manner, they woiildfiDd sttHicient encou- 
ragement to pursue, with success, the 
objects of the society. 

Doctor Corby n next rose, and ob- 
served, that considering , the value of 
the institution proposed to be establish- 
ed, he fully concurred with the langiiags 
contaiued in the proposition he held in 
his hand ; thdugh, after all that had been 
said in the report, nothing was left for 
him, but to say sonxidiing in illustration. 
For au opinion of the effects of drunk- 
enness he could not do better than refer 
to the opinion given by Doctor Twin- 
ing, (?) that when a man fis*=0 spirituuuA 
liquors it causes the loss of both mental 
aud bodily powers. If so serious in its 
effects how necessary was it that men 
should abstain from it. What induced 
parents to toil and labour for their off- 
spring ? What induced them to send 
them to those glorious seminaries the 
Charter houses, Westminster, and a nuii|- 
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Irer of others 9 Was It not that their 
children should he distinj^uiHhed tor 
mental powers ^ But here was a Tice 
that destroyed this hope; here was a 
vice that destroyed that intellect that 
God gave to man to make him suneiior 
to the brute cieation What ought not 
man to do to prevent the progress ot 
such a vice ; and yet it had been allowed 
to proceed tor centuries unchecked, and 
no one had c «me forward to say, 1 will 
stay its progress. It was not only the 
mental, but also the bodily powers tbat% 
suffered, and though politicil econoiriisfs 
traced the causes of distress among the 
laboring classes in England to the corn 
laws, increased population, and the tithe 
laws, never had they yet traced it to 
intemperance ; hut if tli^y had looked to 
the parliame^^ry returns, they would 
have found, that that cooaumptiun of spi- 
rituous liquors would havefuliy account- 
ed for it. 'riiP sums there stated to have 
been so expended did not come from the 
rich, hut Iroro the laboring classes, and 
the political economists never adverted 
to that astounding fact which had really 
caused the misery and rnin ot the land. 
What the laboring man had toiled for, 
did he give it to his children ? No — he 
went to the liquor shop, and he who 
ought to have been the prop of his 
house, he it was who led a comse that 
brought him to the work bouse, 0% what 
was worse, to scenes of iniquity. Hero 
was the cause of the distress in the 
mother country, and he (rfisted the day 
was approaching when men would see 
the full extent of wretchedness entailed 
upon them by giving way to acts of in- 
temperance. See its effects in the Bri- 
tish Army ; wherever she sent h^r 
troops there she also sent that vice with 
them so disastrous in its effects to all 
who were guilty «of it. Never was Ho- 
garth more true to nature tftan when he 
painted his Gin Swig, and his Brandy 
Swig. In his Gin SWig vvhat misery, 
what wretchedness did the objects pre- 
sent; hut in his Beer swig what health, 
what happiness! a picture of th«i eff.^cts 
of industry and temperance ; and the 
painter deserved well of his country, 
tor true delineation of this strik- 
ing fact. He (Doctor Cor by n) had been 
twenty years in this country eleven of 
which he had passed under canvass, 
and knew the differences that exists 
between European and Sepoy Rogi. 
ments* Sepoys work night and day, and 


yet their drink was only water, hut Eu- 
ropeans uimA have (heir drams, must 
have their liquor. Why was it not also 
necessary for the native ? If it waa 
necessary for the strength of the Ba-« 
ropean, the native must, require it much 
more ; hiit no, it would be said, this 
was not It, It was necessary to p'reservo 
healtli, in this climate, and to securo 
the constitution from ti-e effects of a 
powerful sun. This however was not the 
case for it, was known that (lie effects 
were directly the reverse of these con- 
clusions He would also observe, that if 
a Temperance Society was toiind neces- 
sary in any f>art of the world it was 
necessary m Bengal. It had been 
argued that Brandy was necessary for 
medicinal purposes, but he would 

challenge any medical man to say that 
he would prescribe it. They had a 
spirit, and they could measure it. but 
what did he know of the, streifgth of 
Brandy? tliev had it not, hut they had 
Alcohol, a spirit the si length of which 
they knew; and, iherelore, he declared, 
that in no case was there any necessity 
for the use of Brandy. With further 
advertence to the piooosition beheld in 
his hand he would a^k wheie a Temper- 
ance Society could he more required 
than in the Bengal Annv? and were it 
asked, where were (lie effects of inteui- 
peranre beie, he would an-swer the best 
soldiers that ever came into our Army, 
here became the victims of the most 
degraded (d all human appetites, which 
it was in their power to have over- 
come. As a pioot of this he would 
notice what iiail been alluiled to by the 
venerable Chairman, the custom ot 
ghuj Here was a proof that tlie .Sol- 
diers could abst.aiu, whenever they 
please, from liqiions. The men made 
vows that tli#y would not drink for a 
year together, and during that time 
they had been remarked as being the 
finest men in the regiment, but the mo- 
ment the time has expired, they had 
given loose to (heir inclinations, and had 
gone on 111 a course of intoxication till 
they had been flogged ; they then went 
on to greater excess, till attacked by 
the horrors, one of the mostdreadlul of 
all maladies, and so on till their career 
of intemperance ended in destniciion. 
He was quite certain, that if the sol- 
diers would avoid the temptation of 
liquor, and the attention of Govern* 
meat were called to it^ Goverameot 
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would come forward with a Bubstitute. 
add allow ao increase ot tUeir C' mforts. 
He would then proceed to notice the 
various causes of temptation to drink 
the first was cuBtotu y that was, perhaps, 
the greatest evil. A recruit coming to 
fins courury might be eoberly iriciined, 
but the men would get about him, 
would call him names, and gl\e hini 
TBo peace till he treated them, and 
Joined them in scenes of iuebriati n. 
Another cause of it was example; they 
would find that men might be poiati<d 
out as the finest and bravest men of the 
regiment, who, however, would imt scru- 
ple to take their drams, and another 
thinking he might also escape ft^ouki 
follow their example, little thinking 
how instduous were its eftpcts, and that 
intemperance, though first planted only 
like a seed, would increase little hy little 
till its roots could not, without difliciiliy, 
be eradicated. Were they to a.'^k anv 
drunkard, he would say that he commen- 
ced with a little, to which he added a 
little ; so that that little was the origin 
of the evil. A third cause was to be 
found in the establishment of can- 
teens; he was perfectly satisfied that 
these were acaiisefof drunkeuness, for 
where a canteen was to be kiund there 
nlsowere the men to be found spend- 
ing their money. He determined to go 
among the soldiers himself to find out 
the source of evil, and he had got it. 

Doctor Corbyn here rea i the follow- 
ing extract of a lelier. “ 'J’lie evils 
resulting from the establislioieot of can- 
teens in (he army, and consequendy of 
intemperance, is, 1 believe, sufficiently 
manifest. It can, therefore,! should hope 
need but little argument to induce any 
man, who is careful of his own reou- 
tation, <ir the welkire of his fellow 
comrade's, to enter into league against 
it ; and I am fully convinced, that were 
the sad effects resulting Irora the can- 
teen system fully known to the higher 
authorities, someihing would be done to 
put a stoo to it ^ 

And I am quit^ sure myself, con- 
tinued Dr- Cotbyn, that Government 
will put a stop to it as soon as the effects 
of intemperance in our army are suffici- 
ently known, and the results, from the 
operations of our Society, have had 
time to be appreciated. Dr. Corbyn 
then observed, that there were many 
other citcumstances be wished to bring 
iforvard^ to show the ways the men gut 


spirits, and how they ruined their health' 
and constitution; but, he trusted, the ne- 
cessity ot a Trmpprance Society in the 
Bengal Army had already hetn bhown, 
and, therefore, he would only add, that 
he cordially agreed in the Resolution 
he proposed. 

Proposal) bj Dr. Corbyn, and gcconiU 
ed by Lieut. Wakefield. 

First . — That a Society be formed at 
the Presidency of Fort William, to he 
entitled. “ I’he Parent Temperance 
^Society of the Bengal Army, ” and that 
the re.sldpii^i at all Military stations, 
and ail King’s, and Company’.s Eu- 
ropean Ariiliery and Infantry Regiments 
be invited, with th«i aanctio'n ot his Ex- 
cellency the Commander- in- Chief, i<> 
form branch Socieiies. to ho entitled 
“ Auxiliaiy Military Temperance So- 
cieties.” bearing the name ot the station, 
and the name ot the regiment wherein 
it IS instituted. That each Auxiliary 
'Jemperanoe Society shall be invited to 
repot t progress to the Parent T< mpe- 
rauce Society, which bhuil collect ail the 
leports, and publish them annually tor 
the inforraalion ot the public. 

Dr. Miuto slated that this was the 
second occasioii of his being present 
at the formation of a 'i’einperance Sneie- 
ty, and encouraged the elforts of those 
engaged in the present undertaking 
by the success that bad attended the 
tormerone, tboug^ gr. at opposition bad 
at first been' made to it. He then pro- 
•posed the Sedond Resolution. 

Proposed by Dl. Minto, and seconded 
by Major Powney, 

Second . — That a committee be ap- 
pointed, entitled, “ 'I he Executive Com- 
mittee,” the duty of vi(,hicb will be to 
carry into eftect all votes and orders of 
the Society, and to take proper mea- 
sures for accouiplishiQg its benevolent 
designs; to Appoint corresponding mem- 
bers \H difiVrent parts of the country, 
as shall hejudgfd most conducive to 
the great object of the Society ; to draw 
ordeis on the Treasury for the payment 
of all sums which shall be expended ; to 
inspect annually the state ot the Trea* 
»ury ; to order monthly meetitigs ; to 
read the reports; and, in general, to per- 
form all other duties not inconsistent 
with the constitution which they shall 
deem necessary tor promoting the habit 
of temperance throughout the Bengal 
Army. That a book be left open at the 
Town Major’s office, iu which it is re- 
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quested* iliat all those who are desirona 
of hecoraiuj^ merahers will write tlieir 
names. A meeiinj;- of the niemhers will 
take place on the third Wednesday 
evening^ in September next, at such time 
and place to be hereafter notified, when 
the executive committee will be ap- 
pointed from among; the members. 

'Pbe third Resolution was prefaced 
with remarks, to the following effect by 
Ij^eutenant VVakefield. After the many 
observations made on the advantages^ 
atisiiig from institutions such as tli»* pre- 
sent, he found that much wan not left for 
him to say, but ho especially wished to 
combat one argument. Some vroiild sup- 
pose that there slioultl be some inodifi. 
cation of the plan. [A m-iuber, “ ex- 
ortjy so.”J but. wlib due submis.sioii, he 
ili t not think that this was necessary. 
'I’liey were ail confessedly agreed, that 
diuokenness was a disease of an un- 
comiiioo. of a deadly nature, ami ordi- 
nary nu .ins of nire would not remove 
it; therofme, if the measure were only 
to be supported in a half and half sort of 
manner it would fall to the ground. 
'I’ruly philanthropic men must enter 
heart and soul into it, to ensure its 
success ; and those who voted for a mo- 
difi'.ation were only proposing a res- 
tiictiou of its cthcacy, and dissolving 
away its good cflects. It was necessary 
to raise, the tone ol moral feeling, ^nd to 
imorove that sense, -whicji raises us 
aiiove the brute. It was nece.ssaiy that 
they should not only speak, but act, and 
what had they to relinqulslr^ A great 
deal, certainly ! only occasionally a little 
hrandy-and-water. They had had a 
volume of facts related, and it was not 
theory, it was not reasoning that had to 
be opposed, )nui factu Lieut Wakefield 
couiiiiued bis adilress at considerable 
length, and we regret that we weie pre- 
vented from hearing muohtKat appeared 
to excite great interest among those who 
were scaled near wh'lre he stood. He 
concluded with the following words: — “ I 
trust that the day will nut be long bo- 
fore we shall hail in this city, where our 
plan is treated so much as chimerical, 
results which shall surprise tiiera as hav- 
ing sprung from so small a Meeting ” 
Me then propi»sed the next i esolution, 
and sad town ainid the loud applause of 
the whole meeting. 

Ptoposed by Lieut. Wakefield, aud 
ai;conded by Ur. Miato. 


Thif d — That a Secretary and a Trea- 
surer shall, fft the same meeting, be ap- 
pointed. The duties of ihe Secretary 
will be under the direction of the exe« 
cutive committee, to make appropriate 
coramiinicatioQs, by pumphlets aud cor- 
respondence and peisoual interviews, to 
Ministers of the Gobpel, Commandants 
of Regiments, Military Medical men, 
and others, and to consult aud co-npe^ 
rale with them for the purpose of gunrd- 
ing those' under their iniluence ogainst 
the evils of intemperance ; to m ‘ke it a 
serious object introduce into thepiib- 
iie.ilions of the dav, essays and ad- 
dresses, on the subject oi intoxicating 
liquor«8, and to induce teaciiers and 
those cimcerned in the coiidurt of regi- 
mental schools to promote the (diject of 
llie institution. 

Major Powney next rose aud spoke as 
follows : — 

Dn rising to submit the roiNilutioo 
which I bold in luy hand to ihe coiisi- 
deration and adoption of this Meeting, 
1 desire to preface it wi<h liiit a ie»y 
few words from mvself Knowing tliat 
there are tho.se who, lliougli trieiidly 
to the temperate use of, are neverthe- 
less adieise to to^al abstinence fiorn 
ardent spirits, object to eniol them- 
sehes as meiribers, nod would arbrrra- 
rily name these tsefiil though novel 
institutions, abstinence, ratiier than 
“ Temperance Societies ; ’’ — it may bo 
as well ihat sucli a mistaken view should 
be corrected; and the nature of these 
Societies placed in their true light. Let 
it be uiiderstmol flien, that it never was 
intended to insiitute total “ Abstinence,” 
but as they aie truly termed — “ Tempe- 
rance Societies, ” inasmuch as entire 
abstinence is enjoined (tom ardent spiri (9 
ovhp and “ Tempe^*ance ” in every ue- 
scriot on (tf^ bev«*rage, let it be wtiat it 
may, the imraodorate use of wliicli, tends 
to intoxicate. 1 have here u smad 
pamphlet, from whicli, with your per- 
mission, r will read a few sentences: — 
it coniaiuA the solicited opiniims of no 
less than five and twenty medical gen- 
tlemen of note, in '"Englmci and Scot- 
land. as to the evil tendency of ardent 
spirits, (even when used in the mildest, 
and most temperate manner) to the eon- 
stitiitioiiR of all wild habitually partake 
of then) ; and it contains such startling 
evidence, that few, I concieve, will be 
found lo reject, without due coubidera- 

tion, which, if given, I should have dw 
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eaase to doubt the reealt. Add to the 
rpasuos which will here a|»pear, as aa 
inducement to abstain altogether from 
such a destructive beveraj^e, the «rell 
known one, ^ That to tamper with a 
temptation, exposes to the hazard of 
becoming its victim.’' The only sa/e 
course surely is, to shun it altogether^ 
and flee from its allurements. ** Let 
him that stande^h. take heed, lest he 
fail ; ” even a little, has in many in- 
etances prepared the way for a little, 
and a little more, till by a gradual pro- 
cess, many a strong tisan has been 
overcome, and cast down ; —with regard 
then to “ ardent spirits only,'^'^ would 
Isay, let this he the motto of the ^)flciety 
*• Taste not. Touch not. Handle not.’* 
Wine is a bounty of Providence, and 
a provision of it was the first miracle 
our Blessed Saviour performed. It is 
frood i|ji^ itself, though like other gif's of 
Heaven, (as another has expressed it,} 
liable to abuse; but distilled spirits, 
are (as Sir Ashley Cooper had said) evil 
epirits, the invention of fallen man, and 
the abuse of God’s Bounty, hurtful to the 
coustitutions both of body and soul, — as 
yon will now bear is the recorded opi- 
nion of the eminent men. witose seuti* 
meots on the subject 1 will now read 
Major Powney then read numerous 
extracts, from the pamphlet he had al- 
luded to, but whicii the length of our 
report prevents os from more fully notic- 
vng ; aher which he read the following 
R^olution 
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Proposed by Major Powney, and se- 
conded by Dr. Corbyn. 

’Fourth — That th« Members of this 
•Society shall abstain from the use of 
ardent spirits, except for Medical pur- 
poses, and ettcesses in the use of all 
other liquors, such as Beer, Wine, or 
other intoxicating d links; and that no 
niemher of the Society shall resort to 
any house or spot where ardent spirits 
are sold, except on duty or business ; 
^aiso, no member of the Society shall, on 
^any account, give, sell, or cause to he 
sold, ardent® spirits ; nor shall a soldier 
transfer drams from one to the ether; 
neither shall he receive ardent spirits on 
any pretence whatever. 

The next Resolution wss proposed 
with little comn^nt, and like all the 
others, wns carpm^Mnaniniously. 

Proposed by EnAign A. Rainey, and se- 
conded by Lieut. Wakefield. 

Fifth — That ail Subscriptions be made 
according to the means and inclinationa 
of each individual Member, and that 
Donations be received from other indi- 
vidiials, not Members of the Society, but 
who may be favourable to its object. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman was 
pissed, and the Meeting dissolved at a 
quarter to ten o’clock. The room was 
not very full, bnt there were several 
rrspciftable members of society ; and 
a number qf European non coinmissi- 
oned officers ^nd privates, who appeared 
to take deop interest in the proceedings.

We publish, in a preceding sheet, a 
copy of a Memorial to Government, on 
the subject of Letter and Banghy Post- 
age, together with Mr. Secretary Prin* 
aep's letter, in reply to Mr. Burkinyoung, 
tbe of the Trade Association^ 
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And other Merchants and Tradesmen of 
Calcutta, by whom the Memoriai was 
forwarded, and at whose request we 
pubttsh the ahovementioned documents 
lor the intormation of those concerned. 

Tt appears that this repi esentation to 
Government originated with the principal 
Tradesmen of Calcutta, who, as is fully 
Stated in the Memorial, felt themselves 
hardly dealt with, in bein^ obliged to 
disburse large sums periodically in post- 
ages on Letters and Banghy parcels, in 
iidiianct, instead of allowing the amount 
to be collected o/f cle/ivery,ii^H in Eugland, 
when the ammount would he disbursed 
by the party receiving the goods. 


This request has, il appears, been refud* 
ed by Government, on the ground of its 
being inconsistent with the safety a the 
public revenue, and the punctual per- 
iormanre of the duties of the Post Officn 
Esiahlislunent ’’ It is not found to he so 
in England ; and why it should be so here, 
we cannot iuiagine. Letters or parcels, 
(the latter especialiv,) need not be deli* 
vere<l withonr pay men', anil the punctual 
discharge ot the duties <>f the Post Ofiire 
may he easily provided for, by allowing 
edir'ient establishment, suited to the 
increase of business and of revenue, that 
would atten^ the ad^fiiion of the plan 
recommeuded . — Beng Hurk^ 
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A tttdtJLATlON for enabling European 
Functionarus to avail themselves of the 
assi'itance of respectable Natives in the 
Admimstration of Civil or Criminal 
Justice^ and or modifying or di'^pens^ 
ing with Futwns hy Mahonieda n Law 
OJfict rs in cenain iria s . — Passed hy 
the Vtce President in Council , on the 
7o/y, 1832. corresponding with the 
17 ih Saronn 12.59 Bengal Era ; the 
Bawun 1239 Pmiy ; the 18M 
1239 Wiilaity ; the. ^fhSawun 
1 889 Sumhut ; and the Hd Rubee «/- 
ftwal 1248 Htgeree. 

It is considered desirable to enable 
the European Functionaries, who preside 
in the Courts tor the admiinstratinn of 
X^ivil or Criminal Justice, to avail them- 
selves of the assistance ot resp'^ctable 
l^atives, in the decision of suits, or the 
conduct ot trials, which may come before 
them. It is also oilensive tmihe feelings 
*€i3f many persons who are*suhject to the 
Government of this Piesideucy, and do 
not profess the Mahomedan faith, to be 
liable to trial and punishment under the 
Itrovisions of the Mahomedan Criminal 
Code. XhA ITegulations which have, from 
tipie to by the Govern- 

meat, render it Unnecessary any longer 
to maintaitt that form of trial towards 
such persons ; and it is* therefore, proper 
that |t p^Otld be modified.

requiring the delivery of a Futwain all 
such cases, or lor any longer miintain- 
ing the sameniiraher of othcers of that 
description With reference to these 
objects, the following Hiilfs have 
enacted, to have eoect ihionghoot the 
Provinces subject to Port William. 

if. The Governor General in Coun- 
cil IS hereby declared competent (o grant 
the powers specified in the following 
Section ot this Regulation to an Rnro- 
peaii^OlHcer piestdiilg in a Court for 
the admiiPstraliOD of tiiil Justice; such 
powers to be exercised either in any 
particular sait, in any Sjpecified district, 
or generally by*such nthrer, in anv suits 
that may come before him, and in any 
part «f the country where ho may be 
eninloved. Provided that it shall aiwavs 
be competent to the Governor General 
iu Council to revoke a*od annul the grant 
of such powers, whenever be may see 
sufficient cause tor so duis^.

Seconds First, by referring the suit, 
or any point or points in the same to a 
Punchaet ot such persons, who will carry 
on their inquiries apart from the Court, 
and report to it the reault. The refer- 
ence to the Punchaet and its answer 
shall be in writing, aud ahall be filed in 
the suit. 
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Third. Or sermidlr, hy constituting 
two nr more such piersons asnessora or 
inerabera of the Court, with a view to 
the advantages derivable from their >>b- 
aervatioDS, particularly in the exauiina* 
tino of Witnesses. The opinion ut each 
Assessor shall be given separately and 
discussed ; and if any of theAsseasors, 
or the authority presiding in the Court, 
shoubt desire it, the opinions ot the As- 
sessors shall he recorded in writing in 
the suit. 

Fourth. Or thirdly, by employing thorn ^ 
more nrarly as a Jui y, they swill then at- 
tend during the trial of the suit ; will 
suggest, as it proceeds, snoh points of 
inquiry as occur to them ; the Court, if 
no objection exists, using every endea- 
Tour to procure the required intorroa- 
tion, and after consndtation will deliver 
in their verdict. TUPlIlbde of selecting 
the. Jurors, the number to be employed, 
and the manner in which their verdict 
shall he delivered, are left to the discre- 
tion o<‘ the Judge who presides. 

Fifth. It IS clearly to be understood, 
that uuiler all the modes of pioceilur© 
described in the three preceding clauses, 
the decision 18 vested exclusively in the 
authority presiding in the Court. 

IV. First, i’he provisions of the pre- 
ceding Section are applicable, but vviih- 
out the necessity tor any special autho- 
lity from the Government, to all tjourts 
of C'riuiiual Jubtice, iti which a Com- 
missioner of Circuit or a Jiidgeof Shs- 
sionsmay preiiidv>. la all trials in which 
recourse may be hdd to the provisions 
of this Kegulaiion, theFutwaofa Ma- 
homedan Law Officer is declared unne- 
cessary, and may be dispensed with at 
the oplino otthe Court ; any thing in the 
existing llegulatioDS. to the contri.ry not- 
withstanding, Provided that wlienever 
the Futwa rs^ dispensed with, and the 
crime of which the prisoner 4s convicted 
he one which the Judge is not specili* 
caily empowered hy thfc Regulatiuns to 
punish, he shall not proceed to pass 
sentence, .but shall refer the case lor the 
consideration of the Nizamut Adawlut, 
Btating at length in the proceedings 
the opinion of the Punchaet, Asses- 
sors, or Jury, and his own opinion as to 
the crime proved, and the nature and 
extent ol the pumehment which should be 
awarded. 


Second, l^ Criminal trials, also, it is to 
be understood, that under all the modes 
of procedure prescribed in this Regu- 
lation, the decision is vested exclusively 
in the officer presiding in the Court, 
provi'l«»d that the sentence be one 
wlircli, under the existing Regulations, 
it is within Ir.s competency to pass. 

V. fn tnoiiiiication of the Rolescn(»- 
iained in Regulations IX. 1793, anti 
Vfl. IS03, or other corresponding 
enactments which provide for the deli- 
veiy ot Ftitwa^ ht^fore the Courts of Cir- 
cuit and the .Nizamut Adawlut, and 
which prescribe, that the sentences of 
those .Courts shall he regulated by the 
Mahomedao Law, it is hereby declared, 
that any person, not professing the 
Mahomedan faith, when brought to trial 
on a cominitnient for an offence cogni- 
zahlo under the gein^ral Regulations, 
inav claim to be exempted frcflb trial 
under the provisions ol the iMahomedait 
Criminal Code ; and in such case th© 
Commissioner ol Circuit, or Judge of 
Sessions, pre.siding on the trial, shall com- 
ply with such reqiiisiiion, and shall pro- 
ceed in one of the three modes leterreci 
to in Section 4 of i^is Regulation ; at 
the same time dispensing with the Futwa 
of the Mahomedan liaw Officer. 

Vf In modification of Section««Sfr, 
Regulation IX 1793, Section 13, Regu- 
lation VIII IS03, Section 7, Regulation 
VIII. 1808, SfClioQ 3, Regiilatiou 
XVI I. 1817, Section 4, Regulation Vf. 
1S3I, and any other provisions of th© 
exi.«»ting Regulations which regulate the 
number or functions of the bead Cauzy 
or Mufries of the Courts of Nizaidut 
Adawlut ; it is hereby enacted, that th© 
Governor General in Council shall ap- 
point as many LaV Officers to those 
Courts as the state of business in^^ach 
may appear to render requisite. It shall 
not hereafter be necessaiy that a Futwa 
be filed by the Law Olncers in every case 
that may be referred for the final sen- 
tence of the Nizamut Adawlut, but the 
Judge or Judges, by whom the proceed- 
ings shall be reviewed, shaft exerlts© 
tweir discretion in requiring aFutwa, or 
otherwise, as may appear t© them expe- 
dient or necessary, excepting in cases in 
which exemption from the Futwa is prC- 
ficribed by lliectioii 5 of this Regulation*

raob*. Coraoany’s slanging counsel, 
from Court: tb* Chief Justice adilress- 
iug himselt to Mr. MolUy, llie C.mw 
pany’s attorney, said, tjiat he regretted 
much the absence of the Advocate Ge- 
neral, owing to indisposition, which 
prevented the decree in question, from 
being now made ; but that, as he 
wished to make some progress in the 
cause, <.e bad taken into consideration, 
the suggestion made by tlie Advocate 
General, whether the building erected 
b» the Government, to be used as an 
bosptial, was not a fit building, with 
tbe requisite alterations and adniiions, 
to be used lor the Martiniere School, 
nnd therefoie, thgt he would order a 
reference to the master, to inquire and 
report on the subject ; as also relative 
to the advantage of disposing of ihe 
ermiad thpt had been already pur- 
chased, with a view to the erection of 
the building in qaesuon— and likewise, 
as to how far the hospital buildiog .

therefore, they ought to fall into the re- 
sidue of the Testator’s Estate.

BaHoo Kaulnath, (guardian of Chnt- 
turdlArpe Singh, a minor,) — Ap^^iellant, 
(Plaintiir.) 

Jiigroou Singh, Itod'li St^in, Kunlivah 
Singh, and Juiigali Singh— Kespoiidcnts, 
(Dpt<*iidan(8.) ^ 

This action was originally inniitutod 
in the Ziilah Court of Kamgurh, for the 
possession of certain villages of 
Rupees 15 Annas annual rent, Hituated in 
the Ziilah ; which it was asserted had 
been purchased by Jewun Singh, ifi** fa- 
ther of Oliuttnr<]h^(|^^ Singh, with his 
own private in^<lihK^^pd which, conse* 
quently, on his derti^P, became the pro- 
perty of his son, Cliwtturdha> ee, to the 
exclusion of all others, in wiiatever de- 
gree of relationship such otfier might 
have stood to the dereRlted. Against 
this, it was mamtained, that the pur- 
chase had not b^en made from the pri- 
vate funds of Jewun Singh, but that the 
estates had descended from Kirtee Kaee, 
the common ancestoFofbotli parties, who 
^ere, therefore, entitled to share, accord- 
ing Co tlie Law of inheritance, applicable 
to the circumstance o' the case. The 
Appellant ohrained a decree in the Zil- 
lan Court; which, howeve^was set aside 
in the Fatna Provincial t^urt, princi- 
pally upon H hewu»tah filed by the pre- 
sent Uespondeots, (iheie the appealing 
party.) This took place on the 25th 
of September, 18*2d A special appeal 
having been admitted by the Suddur 
Dewauuny Adawlnt, the case came to a 
hearing before Mr. Rattray, who. after 
five distinct sittimrs, atfirmed the decision 
of the ProvinciaT Court, ogi the 19th of 
January, 1830. Mr. Rattray, however, not 
resting his affirmatio^i on the bewua tah 
acknowledged by the Provincial Court, 
(which he considered to contain an er- 
roneous exposition of the Shasiur on the 
question at issue,) but on the merits of 
the case, as established by the evidence, 
which in his opinion clearly disproved 
the asserted purchase by Jewun Singh, 
nnother voice was considered bv him de* 
sirable ; and on the lOtb of February, 
1830; Air. Turnbull, coinciding with 
Mr. Rattray, and passed judgment accord- 
ingly. On the ilth ot Augnst^ 1831^

(«>ighteen months subsequently tn the de* 
ctsion just raoiitiourd,) a review was ap« 
plied tor and adruiueii by tiie Sodder 
Court, under the followin ' extraordinary 
circumstances : on the Sth of March 
preceding, Kiinhyah Singh and Junvaii 
Singh went, in person, belore the Judge 
of Ramgurh, and desired to be sworn to 
the facts they wistied to slate regarding 
a written pane# produced by them. They 
were so, and made affidavit that the pa- 
per in question was a tnlcseemndmnhy (or 
deed ^af partition,) executed iiy Kirtee 
Race, til** fatlier or Jewun Singh, m the 
year 1*210 Fussily, fa this it was set 
forth tliat • certain tillages were to he 
con.sidered as tlivided h'-tween his, thU 
said Kirtee Raee's. heirs; hut that cer- 
tain others, (these the siihjeil of the 
present suit.) having been purchased by 
his son Jewun Singh, with his (Jewun 
Singh’s) own money, they would, of 
course, go to him, to the exclusion ol th^ 
rest, in virtue of such pui chase.’ The 
two persons who produced this, stated 
in their petition, th|it * they had obtain- 
ed possession dif it, and suppressed it, 
through the three difierent stages of the 
trial, by the aid and at the ipsti gatio g 
of the Respondent, Jugroop Singn 'and 
Bodh Sein ; but that noW their conscience 
had smitten them, and they produced it, 
in the hope of its being acted upon, and 
that they themselves might be directed 
to yield to the Appellant what they had 
iniquitously obtained by withholding 
it.’ On the 2 1st of December, 1831, 
the rehearing of the case was roncluded 
bv Mr. Rattray, who detailing the grounds 
of his opmion, at* considerable length, 
recorded iLto be, that the transaction 
was one of gross fraud and falsehood, 
and of palpable collusion between Chut- 
turdharee, (the Appellant, now of age 
and independent of his guardian,) and 
Kunliyah and Junyab Singh, for some 
consideration exceeding the trifle which^ 
the latter were entitled to, under the 
decision of the Courts in their favor: 
Mr. H. observed * admitting the genu- 
ineness of this tukseemndmeh, such a 
deed could not, of itself, convey to the 
heirs of Jewuu Singh exclusively what 
the evidence adduced clearly proved to 
have been purchased with die common 
funds of thO family ’-^and with this i'iew 
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«if the trAnsantinn an(i opinioa of the 
iDstrument. the tormfr juHg'inent was 
; leaving it to the conscience 
of Khiihyah and Junyah to force a resti- 
tqtiitn of anything they held dishonestly, 
or (he Appellant to sue them under their 
own recorded admisi^ion of the facts sta- 
ted. Mr. Tornbiill who had been one 
of the Judges on the foriD''r trial, having 
quitted the Presidency for the VVen- 
tern Court, the case went before Mr. 
Shnkespear ; who, on the lOtU of April, 
1S3*2 concurred with Mr Rattiaj,Aud 
finally decided accordingly.

Two anp^alj. cases between these 
yiarties were before the Court — one troin 
the decision of the Moo! shedabad Pro, 
▼incial Court, hy Mr. Steer, dated 37lh 
Pec, 1S3S, — the other fr<nn that of the 
Provincial Court Dacca, hy Mr, C, 
Smith, dated 15th April,, 1839 — and both 
connected with each ot)ier,uod a previ- 
ous decision of the Sudder Dewanee of 
S-ftM'^Juiy, 1897. The following narrative, 
founded on the j^apers of the case, ex- 
plains the nature of t^e litigation : — 

The Appellants are grandsons of the 
late Mnnadeo Mnkerjee, the elder bro- 
ther of Uespondent. Muhadeo, in Ins 
life time, earned several estates by 
his own means and labour, in difiebent 
jurisdictions, viz. Rungoore, Dacca, and 
Kishnagore In IS 1 4. Miihadeo executed 
a deed, with the knowledge, and ap«'' 
prnval of Uespondent, to •this effect, 
— though not in these exact words: 
** During my life, my elder son. Door- 
‘‘gapursaud, fehall manage my estates 
•* and tho family concerns ; any profit 
^ shall be thus divided : he will take one- 
**half, my. younger son, Kiahnpursaud,' 
« one quarter, nwl my brother Rad- 
•* hanaih, one quarter. On my death 
•< ihe estates shall be divided amongst 
«* them in theie shares ” U was men- 
tionedinthe deed, (which Respondent 
attested) that, the estates were acquir- 
ed by Muhadeo, by bis own "resources, 
end that (wo villages, in the Rungpore 
•state;^had beea given tq bis danguter. 


Kishn Purshad died Soon after this 
deed. Hadha Nath mantioed the RunsT'* 
pore Estate, and Muhadeo caused his 
name to be recnrded ns npoarent owner. 
He made ahso tbenanie of liis elder son, 
the father of Anp^ llant, current in re- 
gard to th » Kilin^gore estate. After 
this his elder son died. 

At the end of two or three Tears, 
Radha Nath ooenlv mamfested his in- 
tention to dmavow the deed - He refused 
^to allow his Neire ber two villages, or to 
account for profits of the estate h^ld in 
his name ; aifd he brought an action in 
the Provincial Court of Calcutta, against 
hi.s brother and the pnellant.s. (his 
elder neohew’s sons.) for half of the 
Kiahnagore estate,— -alleging that it, 
as well as the other tltstates in the deed, 
were a joint acqidl'sitioii. He asserted 
the deed to be a in^re fiction, intended 
to pacify Doorga Purshad. While this 
snit was. pending, the Defendants pro- 
duced to the Zillah Court a decision 
bv six arbitrators, settling tbe dispute 
on the deed. Plaintiff met this by pro- 
ducing one by seventeen, awarding him 
seven annas of th** estates. Finally, at 
the end of some months, both parties 
privatnlv settled, — and Plaintiff filed in 
(he Zillah Court a fiazinaroah as to the 
claim before the Provincial Court, ad- 
mitting the validity of tli** deed of 1814, 
-—and f)ef«»ndant a ^nfiuamah to the same 
effect. The Vazinamali was given bac.k^ 
to be filed m the Calcutta Provincial 
Court. 

Deforethis was done, Respondent had 
succeeded in procuring dismissal, in the 
Mofirshedabad Court, of h>s Niece’s 
claim to the two villages. (Tnining con- 
fidence from this. Vie receded from the 
recent settlement and the deed. — refus- 
ing to file the Razinaniab. and insisting 
on his original claim. 

The Provincial Court held, that, the 
Razinamah, not Ifaving been filed in 
that Court, went for nothing ; — and re- 
garding the award by seventeen per- 
sons, produced by RadhaNath, as good, 
adjudged him thereon seven annas of 
the Kishnagore estats. 

From this decision Doorga Purshad*# 
sons appealed to the Sadder. Their 
grandfather Muha Deo bad died. 

In June, 1837, Mr. Courtnay Smith 
heard the case. Ho remarked, that the 
award of the serenteen was invalid, — it 
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Veinfr founded on no Arbitration bond : 
W'hereas that by the six, was so 8«pf»ort- 
cd. and conformed with the division deed 
of 1814, signed by Radha Natb • 
whose recessioo from the Rajinaiiiah, 
he attribitt<>d to fraud and his accidental 
success at iVTonrbhedabud He proposed, 
therefore, that the der.ision of the lower 
Court should be aiuend^'d, — that is, that 
four Annas only should be awarded 
to Kadha Nath, on the deed. Messrs. 
Dorin and Leicester, in July, 1827, con- 
curred in this. 

Now arose the two cases lately decid- 
ed. Ooorga’s sons sued Rudha Nath for 
all the liuntrpoor estate, on the ground, 
that it was acquired by their grand- 
father; — and Radhanath, having obsti- 
nately receded from the acceptance of 
the quarter-share ttH,der the deed, and 
frvim the later compiibisiise with his bro- 
ther, could not lieil^fit by either ar- 
rangement ; —in short, that he could not 
hhuo hot and cold in regard to the same. 

In the Dacca Court, Radhanath sued 
his great nephevvs, for a quarter of the 
estate in that division ; on the above 
decision of the Sudder and the deed, 
—the benefit of which he now claimed, 
the Dacca Court thouaht its decision 
must he governed by the deed already 
upheld bv the superior court ; and de- 
cided accordingly. The Moorsheduhad 
Court was of a different opinion,* Ra- 
dhauath pleaded that his brother had 
given him ail tho Rungpoo/ estate, when 
he caused the record <d his name. This 
Court, therefore, dismissed the claiin 
of his great nephews. 'I'hey preferred 
their appeals from both decisions. The 
cases were first heaid by Mr. Rattray. 
He did not think the acts of recession 
and retraction by Radlianaih as to tiie 
deed and compromise, — or his former 
suit on a ground repugnant to the deed, 
barred his right to the lessef share under 
the same: — and,tlierefore,as the Court, in 
1827, bad upheld the sbvisinn in the deed, 
be proposed to decide both appeals, on 
its principle, — that is, to atfiriii the Dac- 
ca appeal, and modify that of the Moor- 
abedabad Court, by giving Appellants 
twelve Annas of the Ruugpore estate. 
Mr. Walpole concurred in the proposed 
decision as to both cases, on the ground, 
that the former Court of Sudder De- 
wanny Adawlut, having, bv its decree, 
given effect to the deed of 1814, — it was 
inruiabent to do the oame io the present 
cases.

The Rajah, for the recovery of 135,366 
Rs. 7 Huiias, 12 guudas, wnh iiiierest, 
stated, in his plaint, ihat Na'»ob Delawur 
Jung, the father of the defendant, used 
to c.’irrv on money transaitions with the 
plaintiff, through tho agency of Jlanoot 
Ooss and Rijinalli Doss, of AldRrslieda- 
had, native lianiaus. After the death of 
the father, Ins son, the defeniiaut, as his 
heir, settled liis father's accounts, whtttt 
he gave a writing for 270 686 Us. 14 
anoa.*<, 1 guiida, being the balance due to 
ihe plain. dV, on a stamp paper signed 
with hts Signet, of wdiich sura 1 9, '666 its. 
9 guudas, on account of Nubbee Begoin, 
written in his note, he deducted from the 
p#*nsion of Nuohee Regura. and iia 
plaintiff’; and after this pa\ uieni the sma 
ot 250,220 Its, 6 anoas.^ I'igiindas prin- 
cipal, and 164, t4^dls. 4 annas, iDieiest 
thereupon, to the time of filing the plaint, 
is utili due to toe piaintiff- 

The defendant replied, that ihe ac- 
count is false, and the Court, after the 
filing the documents by the plaintiff 
and the depositious of the witnesses, 
decreed the case ; whereupon the appel- 
lant appe.|^led to *lie Sudder Dewanoy, 
at Caloutia, |which decided ihat the plea 
of the appellant, that the account is 
inoorrect, and that he has run his pen 
through the overcharges, is not valid, as

Ahoo Mahomed Khan, Iidi^ th,e Appej^ 
lant and ResppndenX on the demise qf 
her husband. Blade over her property , real 
atid personal, by a'^deed of gift^ dated 
|7th March, 1S20, to 'the ReHuonde'iit's 
husband, and put him in possesHion of 
the same. Subsequenily. on ber demise, 
the Appellant, as brother of the deceas- 
ed, sued fur his share of her e^itate, ns 
entitled by Mahomedan Law, The lle- 
sponuent pie(a<led possession by adet dof 
gift, and staled, that on the demise of 
Juinela Niseis ‘ in, the Respondeni’a 
husband had, as her representative plead- 
ed in her lit>u. to a suit brought against 
the deceased, by Murza Peer Mahomed, 
and hirtiier, that Kida AboQ Mahomed 
Khan, the elder brother oi the Appellant 
had, in like manner, instituted a suit for 
his share of the deceas ed*8 property, 
but on perusal ut the Eiabeh he aban- 
doned the suit.

Charge, Murder of Ram Ki^jun Aidiah. 

The deceased was thp nephew a^d 
ItdopfBd son of the female prisoinisr, 
who is tj^e mother of the male prisoner. 

It appears ftom the depositions of Moos- 
sumut Paunnpo, (the widow of tho dc-.„ 
ceased,) that six weeks previous to th4^^.; 
dsy 90 which the qrimei (to which she was 
HQ eye witness,) was committed, a disa- 
greement exia^d betwixt ^e female 
psrisnnsr and the deceased, account 
of his having brought (berjf^ his wife 
home. The deceased, po tltfe day on 
which he was killed, helped himself to 
^ iuiAp ^d out of the co^iog pul^ on 


which his aunt abased him, for touching 
the cooking utensils, which made him 
angry, and as he passed her he kicked 
over her spinning wheel, and injured it, 
on which »«he continued abusing him, 

. and struck him with some cocoanut 
husks ; she then called her son, who 
was asleep inlhe house, to her assistance, 
when they commenced beating the de- 
ceased, with a rluu measuring two feet 
4| inches long, and six inches in circum- 
lerence. and also with a moonda^, an 
instrument for stripping the husks off 

IViofe.— T hs Mookoa is a piece of wood, mea- 
suring 2'^feet 5 inches long,, at the thickest, 
and 6^ inches in circrmfcrence. A piece of iron 
is run through the thickest end,' in a slanting di- 
rection, measuring 1 foot, 1 inch long, inch 
broad, 3| inches th^ck, sod sharp at jthe upper 
en^ 
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encoanuts, which, from lis weiglit, (about 
th'^« aiitrra,), aud make, ia ceriain)y^,a 
dangerous weafion* From the inqiit^et 
k a^vueai'H, ihai ike deceased di^d 
fro^ the blmvfi he receired on ike ueck 
and the head — he bled ffery luucii from 
the wouudfl, and Jrom hla nose. 'I’lii pri^ 
sonerril^ lu their examinatiuu before the 
7'hana, varied in their account of the 
dedt.'i of the deceased. Ttie souAtaled, 
as he' liad also, done before, the IVlagis- 
It’ate hihI toe Oorniiitsi^ioiier, ihot wtien 
be titruck the lit-ceuscd with the club, he 
foil' on the inoonda ; but he ^ay.s, at tiie 
aame time, that the moonda was in the 
Lands of the deceaaetJ, and does not 
account at alt tor the wounds being «»a 
the back of the bead and neck. The 
female prisoner staieil at the. 'I'liana, that 
the decofts^ii, onboing struck by her and 
her K!in^ uii on a s:oij^,wiifeii caitHcd his 
death. IJefore. il»e Mag^atraie she stated, 
that, after stiikuig the deceased with 
the club, and calling her son tu'her as- 
Kistaiice, she became lusensihle, and did 
not know how the deceased met with his 
death. Before the Cpmmissioner she 
stated that she gave the deceased two 
siaps, but did not attempt to account fur 
Lis death. 

Tlie Futw-a of the Law officers of this 
Court ctoiviCkS b<»th prisoneis of being 
concerned in the murder of Ham Taiisseii 
Awtah, and declares them liable to 
long imprisonment by ^ Aj^nohuc,’’ to 
be extended, if thought pioper, to death 
by Sea'^ut. With regard to ^uthoo Cfhuu 
Awtah. the Comtuissioiirr concurred inAbe 
Futwa, and recoinnK oded both priimn* 
ers to imprisonment for life ; the feUlftle 
in the ZillaJad, and the nmle prisoner 
in Alipoor Jail, because it had not 
been proved that he bad iniitcted the 
blow with intent ,lo kill the deceased, 
nor had,, he any previous tjuarrel with 
Liro. In the next place, it is evident, 
by the scatements of li%th prisoners, and 
the deposition of Mot^ssoomut Pauo- 
non, that he was a.^leep when hismmher 
called for his help, when, witiioiit deli^ 
berating for a laoincnt, he struck the 
deceased, and killed him. 'J'hat he 
committed the crime charged, tlf^re is 
iw> doubt, but the malice aloi ethougbt, 
which constitutes the ^orime of wilful 
muider, is, not established. *

The cirurastances of tb% case are as 
follows: — The prisoner Ravnrutten Doss, 
made an apivlioation for the assistance 
of the Police, to df|tfaio the crops of the 
deceased (Cull op) «Sl’ others, for rent 
due, aAd Bygenafh Sing, peon, was de- 
puted 'ihr that purpose, and did atrach 
the >^trops. Alter he had done so, an 
assemblage of persons, on the part of 
Ramrutten Dut, used threatening lan- 
guage Ift^i’ore the peon, but Ramrutten 
Dili told the peon not to fear, and said, 
that il he got hold of any persons on the 
part of Ritniruttew Doss, he would beat 
them ; he also read th# order gireo to 
the peon, and said, that he should not 
^'\k* the crops, for that he also had sent 
}iis brother to obtaki assistance from 
the Thanna. Od the same day an assem- 
blage ol persons, on the part of Kamrutten 
Dut, went and took up a position near 
the house of Raracuiteu Doss, when, after 
abuse on both sides, an affray took place, 
and the deceased (Culloo) was severely 
beaten. He was taken up and btbught 
to the house of Bararulten DoSiS, and 
died there during the night. 

The affray origiunted in ilie distraint,, 
and (whether it was regulator not js im- 
material, as the other claimant, Ramrut- 
ten Dut, might havegbfeu security^ and 
applied for redress to the Civil Court, 
(this has been determinf'd hy ijhe supe- 
rior Court, in the case ofKifaynt iMun* 
die and others, Nixmt* Repts vol. l.p,,. 
302,) bat as the death of Culloo seems to"‘ 
have been more from chance mediy, and 
no other persons were wounded, the 
Commissioner recommends a mitigation 
of pffuishment, as regards the prisoners 
present,, aoA dmcerned in the affray, 
iAnd who are fully convicted by the ‘ 
ifPutwa,^ in which the Commissioner 
.Uoncurred. Three years’ imprisoniuent 


for them all, would, be conceired, bo 
commensurate with their guilt; the prt- 
' snner Ramrutten Doss to be imprisoned 
without labor, and the others with labor, 
and in irons. The prisoner Ramrutten 
Dut has been sentenced to the minimum 
of ponishment prescribed hy Sec. 2. 
Regulation fl. 1823, (6 years* imprison- 
ment without labor or irons,), and why 
no distinction is made as regards the 
other prisoners, is that the deceased Cul- 
loo, was on the part of Ramrutten Dnt, 
who was throughout the aggressor, and 
was killed by *be party who distrained 
bis crops ; and although they adopted 
legal measures at first to attach his crops, 
they ultimately proceeded to lengths 
which were not only illegal but unjusti- 
fiable, and the immediate provocation, 
which seems to have been abuse, is no 
palliation for the cffence. The plea urg- 
ed by some of the prisoners, that they 
were not concerned in the aff^ray, is 
unavailing, if the evidence for the pro. 
secution IS to be believed ; and an alibi 
set up by three of them, was not esta- 
blished, and the prisoner Moneram 
Hody, against whom theie was no proof, 
baa been acquitted. The principal par- 
ties in ibis case (the Talooktlars) it 
would afipear, havS long bad disputes 
amongst themselves about lands, which 
have thus terminated fatally to one of 
their RyotH;and as the Joint Magis- 
trate does not appear to have adopted 
any steps t« prevent a recurrence of 
these disputes, the Commissioner deemed 
it his duty to intimate to the Magis- 
trate, in whose* jurisdiction the land is 
gittiated, that he ought to call the par- 
ties before him and pass a summary 
decision in the matter, under regulation 
XV. 1S24. A'warrant has been issued to 
carry into effect the" sentence passed 
on Ramrutten Dut, and the same sen- 
tence has keen recorded against the 
other prisoners convicted, bat no war- 
rant issued ; thisiShe commissioner pre- 
sumes Co be the intention of sec 3, reg - 1 f. 
1823, the rule being analogous, (though 
differently worded,) to the one. contained 
in clause 3, sec. 9, reg. XVil. 1817. if 
the commissioner has misconstrued the 
meaning, he begs to be set right by the 
superior court. 

By the Court — R^r Walpole. 1 do not 
concur in Uie mitigation of the punish- 
ment recommended by the Session Judge 
in favor of Ram Rutten Doss, who was 
|he head of one party, as Ham Ruttea 
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DnU was of fhe otliar, and would con- 
firm tli«* seutcnri* pns.se.d on him. Under 
sect. 17, rejif. XVII, IS17, the opinion of, 
a second Judge hecorneH necessary. 1 
have'no objection to mitigate the punish- 
ment of the other prisoners, as proposed 
by Mr Cheap, the Session Judge. The 
Session Ju<)ge should b« informed, that 
under sec^ 3, reg. 11, 1823, and clause 6, 
sec. 4, reg. IX, 1831, he should not have 
issued his warrant for the execution of 
the sentence against Raniruiten Out, 
until he had received the final order of 
this Court on the trial. ^ 

H. Sltakespear — I concur. 

In conformity with these opinions, the 
prisoners, Kara Kutten Diit and Kara 
Rutten Doss, were sentenced to 5 years* 
mprisonmenc each, without labor, aud 
the other prisoners to 3 years’ imprison- 
ment each, with irons and labor.

It iilimut Chokydar and 
Chundra Puiamanik, adm»^ted as evi- 
dence before the MagistraTC, depose to 
the prla»>ner Miihboo having assisted, by 
holding the body of Mooty ram Gliose in 
the grave, whilst tJour Puraraaoik was 
filling in earth upon it. The witness, 
Rajmidiiin Ghose, was present when 
Kuiimut Chokydar pointed out where 
the body was burieil, aud saw it disin- 
terred, and immediately recognised it 
as that of Mootyram Ghose# The ideii- 
tity was, moreover, satisfactorily estab- 
lished by witnesses jrho gave, (and by 
many more who were not called upon to 
give.) their testimony before the Magia- 
trate. 

The prisoners entirely failed in their 
attempt to prove an alibi, and the Futwa 
convicted them of being accomplices to 
the murder charged, aud declared them 
liable to punishment “seasuteen, ex- 
tending to death. The Commissioner 
concurred in convicting them as accom- 
plices to the murder Qi Mootyram 
Ghose. 


By the Court, A Boss, Not deeming 
the testimony of Riihraut Chokydar and 
Chundra Puramanik trustworthy, I ac-

Charge — 'Murdei* of Hoodoo Beebee, 
alias Keyuo Nisa, his wife, and daughter 
oi the Prosecutrix, who deposed, that in 
consequence of previous quarrels the 
piisnuer and deceased had separated, 
and that be had inviteil Jior to his houso 
one alteruoon, under pi elenco ot giving 
her a mat to sleep unou, and th^siibse- 
queutly no trace «d lier con'd oe disco- 
vered till the lt>il'»Hing morning, when 
her corpse was found near a tauk in the 
village. 

It appears in evidence, that from the 
middle of tlie tnouib ut May, 18.>2, the 
deceased had leit her husbaud’s house, 
in consequence of quarrels with him and 
hi.s elder wife, but tliat nevertheless he 
went to vi.Hit her sometimes, Oit^ t^ 
15tu Jaitii. 1239, he v/eut to see her, and 
soon alter his departure, (about 3 
o’clock p. M.) the deceased, having told 
her mother that lie had invited her to go 
to Ills house and get a mat, pior.eeded 
to his iiuiise. For about an hour beioro 
sau-sek, she was seen sitting wdth him at 
his door, but in consequence of her 
not returning home, the prosecutrix sent 
the child of the prisoner and the deceas- 
ed, to inryiire for* his mother af his 
father’s hoiipe, and subsequently dis- 
patched three men, who made the same 
inquiries, and Were told by him that 
she had not been at his house. £ai ly 
next dAy the deceased was found lying 
dead in ia drain or water course of a 
tank in the village, about 3 or 400 y urds 
from the prisoner’s, and about half that 
distance from the prosecutrix's house.

them some grounds, in Mouza Umna, in 
lieu of*it, and the said grounds in Mouza 
Umna, were held jointly betwixt the

Ramjoy Mokerj(*a, the defendant, re- 
plied, that the plaintiff’s great-grand- 
mother never made the tlabeh, nor could 
she do BO in favor of her sons-in law to 
the prejudice of her daughters, who were 
her rightful heirs, it being contrary tt> 
the Sbaster Beevasta, see Hindoo Law 
Book Dianda/’) bul the ulaintiff’s father 
sold to the defendant his share of his 
paternal estate^ and that he^ the defen* 
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<l«nt exclian^ed it with his uncle BAuha- 
ram for thp ^louutis now held by him in 
IMoiiza Umna 

The plaintiff did not 6le any deed but 
the Haueh Ut suoport hi.s cUitns, which 
the Court, in the first view of it, considered 
a forged document ; and secondly, held, 
that the PlaiutitVs greai-giand mother 
could not make such au iiabeh iu favor 


of her sons in law to the prejudice of her 
daughters, who were her rightful heirs, 
and as such disiiiissed the case with costs. 

Whereupon the appellant appealed to 
this court, which, on perusal of the pa* 
pers trom the Zilla Court, dismissed the 
appeal, and coiifirtned the decision of the 
Zilla Court, ordering appellant to paj 
all costs.

It appears that a case regarding an 
applicatit.o for a Potta for 250 biggas 
ol alluvion having been referred to Mr. 
IVlillet, the Judge of Rurdwau, he was 
of opinion, tliat the lands in qut;btioii, 
were liable to assessment, and intimated 
the same to the Collector of llooghJy, 
who deputed Moonshy ^llamchunder 
Chow dry and Kowid Raui Sing, the 
Nazurofihe ('ollectorate, to report on 
the alluvion, when it appeared to be on 
the Bast ol the villages of Oungadhar- 
poor, in Zilla Burdwan and Salkora, 
SuUaupoor, Pattnall, (Jokulgung, Oo- 
bodpoor, (iasigunj, Kiseubaty and 
Katnpoor, in Zilljj. Hoogly, and sepa- 
rated therefrom by a narrow creek 
called Soona, and on the West of which 
is the main stream, ilieyond whitU is 
another alluvial formation, the whole of 
which land is claimed by the Raja of 
Burdwan, as fomung a part of a 
Lakraj Estate of the Kaja, denominated 
by him, Chur Gungadhurpoor. The 
Collector, therefore, sent a Purwana to 
the Raja to substantiate his claims to 
the disputed land, who in reply stated, 
that the matter had already been dc^* 
cided in his favor, iR the CollectoratC’ 
of Burdwan, and was now pending in 


* the Commissioner's Court for that Zilla, 
and that the lands were a pait ot the 
cliatity lands ol Gungadhurpoor. in Ziiia 
Huidwan ; but he did not file any docu- 
ments to support his claims, whereupon 
the Collector, alter having oidered the 
record keeper of his ofllce, to search out 
documents, and raport thereupon, and 
alter perusing the same, together with 
the depositions of witnesses si^moned 
in the case, decided, that the lands ia 
cpiestiou, being an alluvial increment 
to villages belonging to the Hoogly 
district, the Burdwan Collector’s de- 
cision could affect them — and moreover, 
as file alluvion had been formed sub- 
sequently to ihe decennial settlement, 
it was, with lefer^nce to Sec. 4lh, 
Reg. XI. of 1825, of Government, iia- 
ble to assessinenl. Dissatisfied with 
this, the Appellant appealed 
Court, filing the decision of the Collecror 
of Burdwan, before allmled to, and hia 
proofs of possession of Gungadhurpoor, 
ever since the accession ot the British 
Government. To this the Governmeut 
vakeel replied, that the alluvion was no 
part of Gungadhurpoor, and was formed 
since the decennial settlement, and 
liable to assessment, tiling a map of the 
disputed formation, (wherein it ap- 
peared, thRt 600 bfggas of the disputed 
lands, formed a part of Zillah Burdwan, 
and a suit relating to winch, ^ was 
pending in the Commissioner's Court, 
at Bui-dwan— and that 4707 biggas were 
an alluvion increment to villages in the 
Hoogly district— and about 4000 biggaa 
to the Zilla Nuddea;) and he further 
urged, that the Raja, being a powerful 
aud an opulent ZeminOar, had surrep- 
titiously taken possession of the wholo, 
under the pretence ot its being a por- 
tion ofdJongadliuFpoor, whereas Gunga- 
dhiirpoor contained but 4000 biggas, 
and the present alluvion 9637 biggas, 
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tha evirleate of the witaeitses to 
prnvf^, trial it had batn ibrmed aince 
1794; whereii{jnii the Court ordered the 
Cominisaiouer at Burdwan, to rurnish 
infonnntion re^ardirig the tenure of 
Guoi^adhurpnor, with the Burdwan Col- 
lector’s Roi)acarry of the 6th December, 
1^31; and the.

The Horticultural Society bave at 
last f^ubJished thi'ir award of priz»»s, for 
tbe best prouuce of raw silk. There 
were four competitors. Mr. Stialvesi>*‘are, 
tbe silk resident of Gonatea. Mr Wat- 
son, of Feridpore, Mr. G T. F. Speed, 
of Calcutta, and* Baboo Rogonat Bose 
of Bailee factory, in the neighbourhood 
of Calcutta. 

There were in all seven tenders of 
silk, five of them for the 1st class prize, 
and two tor tiie 2d class prize. 

Tbe highest prize of 5<)0 Rs. for first 
class, was ^warded ib Baboo Rogonat 
Bose, fur silk of a quality that appears 
to bave been e^uai, in almost every 
respect, to Italian raw silk. 

Tbe next prize of 260 Rupees, for first 
class, was awarded to Mr, Sin kespeare, 
for Silk of very nearly equal goodness, 
but not quite so even in quality of 
thread. 

No prizea for the second class were 
given by the 3ociety, nor were ahy 
reasons assigned, although by the pub- 
lished proceedings we perceive, that 
Baboo Rogonat Bos 0 *s tender for thia 
class, WAS approved as fully entitled to 
the best prize off^^ied by adreftisemsAt j 
vis.

No treat- 
ra“Ut a]»i»ea>'eil us- ful lu case's wiiere 
th'i patmut w.ia cold, ihe eyes 8Uuk> 
and pulse irnpHrceptible. 

Mr. H.ikpr allude* to the treatment 
of Choli-rii by emetics, pu’-sued for a 
long time bv Mr, Wilson, of Indore, 
ami HI m^inv c.is€« with success, lie 
S'Hte.s 'h.it^Mr. Wilsnu ordered twe 
giains of tartanzed antiiuriny, and then 
calomel and antitiioriv, and someiimee 
opium; soon after which, purgatives^ 
brandy, and spices are resorted to. Mr. 
Baker ascntiea the benefit derived 
from eineiics. to tfte re-action whiclx 
they excite, as well as to the complete 
evacuation of the stomarb, wberebir 
subsequent remedies are allowed to tak9 
effect ; and he thinks it possible, that 
a large quant iiy or warm fluid lu tti^i 
stomach may HM8i.st in relieving spasm t 
Large draiigins o*" water, ns hot as 
c«»uld he borne, were used at Muttra^ 
with tha effect of checking the goiaic* 
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and parging^, and restoring the 
pulse and natural warmth : perspiration 
followed y and the cure was completed 
hy a dose of calomel or castor oil. A 
friend of the Author’s used ^ i. of laud- 
anum and two ounces of pure brandy, 
in the early stage of Cholera, with great 
auGcesa. 

Dr. Woodburn’s remarks on Cholera 
eommenoe « with an account of that 
disease at Ramghur and the vicinity, 
in 1831. Cbolera is stated to have 
appeared, for the first tiu^e, as an epi- 
demic, at ShHer^hottv, in April, 1828 ; 
and again in 1829 1830 passed over 

without a single case, though the 
district of Palamow, a short distance to 
the south, was nearly depopulated hy 
the disease. In the hot season of 
1831, it returnpd, appearing first m 
the districts to the north-east. From 
the U'tl^ to ]4ih April, four cases 
ocrurrred at Sheerghotty, and recover- 
ed i rom 30ih April to I5th May, four 
more of the prisoners in jail were* at- 
tacked, and two died ) from Idth to 
Gist, 68 were admitted, and 48 died ; 
from Ist to 8th June, nine were ad- 
mitted, and seven died. The disease 
ran itH course with 'great rapidity: of 
the 58 deaths in hospital, only four 
etirvived above 24 hours ; 44 died on 
of admissiori. The mortality 
among the inhabitants is also reported 
to be greater than on any former occa. 
aion. Mf>8t of the prisoners in the 
Sheerghotty jdl, are natives of hilly 
districts ; many of those from Chota 
T^agoore are sent annually to the jail 
of Ghittra, whirh is a more healthy 
Station during the hoi winds. One 
buudred of the most infirm nrisonera 
were thus trartsferred in 1831 — 18 of 
whom were attacked With Chy.lera, and 
11 of those died. ,, 

When the Cholera was moat preva- 
lent in May, the weather was unusually 
Lot, and storms of hail and ram had oc- 
ourred more frequ«ntly than for several 
years. 'I'he epidemio is reported to 
have made its approach directly against 
the wind, it was progressive along the 
load, and then divided into two cur- 
rents, the one passing to the eastward 
and ths other to the westward. 


At one village, three ofthe runners, 
employed in carrviiig the mail, died, 
and most of the others were attacked 
by the disease. From the Ghauts ta 
the Soaii, every dawk chowkee was 
visited hy Cholera, and lost part of its 
establishment. A native doctor and a 
coolie, sent to the aid of the sick of a 
village, two miles from Sheerghotty,* 
were both B»‘ized with the disease soon 
after they reached the village, which 
might be ascribed to contagion ; but the 
sAuthor observes, it may, with equal 
justice, be aupposed to depend on an 
atmospheric cause. Every individual of 
one family having died, the cattle and 
other effects were sent to a village m 
which no cast had yet occurred ; the 
inhabitants of the house where these 
arrived were soon after attacked witfi 
Cholera, and the disease subsequently 
prevailed in the village. Dr. Woodbura 
states, that his experience of Cholera 
has been limited to the worst form of 
the disease, in the worst of subjects. 
He states, that whatever may be the 
exciting cause of the disease, its first 
and immediate efiVct is on the ner- 
vous system, prr>duciug a state of col- 
lanse more or less complete, according 
to the intensity or other modification of 
the cause, and the peculiarities of the 
pviient’s constitution : the heart ia 
rendere/1 unfit to carry on the circula- 
tion, hence the secretions are suspen- 
ded, congestion lakes place, and all the 
symptoms of the disease are referrible 
to the conditions above described. 
The relation between Cholera and con- 
gestive fever is then alluded to, and the 
rssemblanoe of thoses disease to each 
other pointed out. 

The first object in the* treatment of 
Cholera, is to produce reaction, and to 
restore the balance of ^tbe circulation. 
Dr. W. think), tb>itno medicine appears 
to possess any marked infiuence on 
Cholera, unless it%e oomhiued with 
opium : he prefers the powder, one or 
two grains of which, with from 8 to 15 
grains of Calomel, are given for a dose, 
which is repeated; for a draught of 
laudanum, ammonia and spirits is ad- 
ministered, aocoiding to ciroumsUacof. 
Cal, Cour, 
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Pursuant to advertisement, a meet- 
ing' of the Subscribers to the Free 
School Charity was held at the Free 
School, on Saturday, the i29th Sept. The 
Venerable the Archdeacon was called 
to the chair at a little after ten o’clock, 
and addressed the Meeting in a gpeecb,of 
which the following is the substance: — 
Notwithstanding the novelty of the 
purpose for which the meeting wa^^ 
assembled, he bad grei^ pleasure in 
taking the part that had been assigned 
to him. There had been a great many 
charges brought of late against the 
institution, and he had seen a great 
many ot those charges, of which, liow- 
ever, some of their fi lends might be, 
in a great uieastire, ignorant* Before 
bira was a copy of the last year’s report, 
as well as the book of the proceedings 
of the instil iilion. which were, of course, 
open for the inspection of any subscri- 
ber who felt disp<»hed to examine them. 
The practice of calling public meetings 
bad been discontioued for a number of 
years, owing to the little interest taken 
by the public in the affairs of the inatitu- 
tion. Before him was the original book, 
by which it would be seen, that quarterly 
and anuoal meetings bad been regular- 
ly held, all of which had been d^uiy ad- 
verti.sed, notwithstanding which, he did 
not recollect any instance in which 
strangers had attended ' The last pub- 
lic meeting ha<l been held in the year 
18ld, at which only two persons attend- 
ed, who were unconuected with the 
institution. Since then the meetings of 
the (lovernors had not been advertized, 
as the public appeared to take no in- 
terest in their procee. lings, but, so far 
from their having had any desire to 
keep those proceVdings secret, the pub- 
lic had always been most welcome to 
look over the hooka.^which were always 
on the table. In 1817 a notice had 
been sent out, inviting attention to the 
report of the Free School, since which 
period more interest had been shown 
by the public, and there had been an 
increase ot subscriptions and dona* 
tiuns. During the peiiod of nearly 
fourteen years that he, (the venerable 
chairman,) had been a member, the 
accounts had been regularly passed by 
the board every month> and every 
item of evpenditare regularly inaer* 


ted in the accounts, as well as tbe 
state of the food, clothing, &c, ; If 
mismanagement had crept in, it must 
have been instantly detected. If they 
would examine the accounts, they would 
find, that every article supplied had 
been regularly set down, so that if 
erroneous insertions had Yleeu made, 
they must have been detected. Every 
month and every year the accounts 
had been brought forward, yet no com* 
plaint had ever been made with re- 
spect to the supplies, till early last year, 
when the food had been reported bad, 
in consequence of which he, (the Chair- 
man, )had visited the establishment unex- 
pectedly, without gi^ing any notice of 
his intention, when he had found the 
meat from the bazar, and every other 
prepai atioo, as wholesome aifd as clean 
as he could himself have wished : the 
complaint, which was duly investiga- 
ted. merely arose from the carelessness 
ol the coolc, who had spoiled tlie curry 
on the preceding day in cooking it. A 
complaint that had been made respect- 
ing the clothing li^d been rectiHed, by 
a decisiuD, that no cloihing should af- 
terwards be purchased till the musters 
bad been aj^iroved by the Ooyynq^. 
With reference to the funds of tbe 
establishment, the greater part of the 
public was in tbe dark as to how the 
stock had originated ; tbe amount, which 
was upwards of two lakhs of Rupees, had 
not accumulated, as was generally sup- 
posed, from subscriptions, but from the 
remuneration made by the Nabob of 
Bengal, for tbe demolition of a cburcb, 
which stood on the ground occupied by 
the Writers’ Buiidings, when the said 
Nabob foiik Calcutta ; this sum had 
been placed in the hands of the Select 
Vestry, and was the origin of tbe pre- 
sent flourishing funds. 

The Venerable Chairman then gave 
a detailed statement of the rise and 
progress of the funds from (he above 
period, after which he proceeded as 
follows 

With reference to the erection of a 
church, he might mention, that the Go- 
vernors had been for some years sensi* 
ble of the defective education of the 
children ; so far as the mechanical 
pari of their education went, the system 
had answered well enough, but the reli. 
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gloun part had been po defective, that 
it had become dpairahle I'li obtain 
Clergyman aa the heail of tlie instit»> 
tion, to iopiire a b<*iter avstem of 
education, and (or a church tt» be erect< 
ed witii the same view. Formerly the 
boys had been marched all the way, 
through the heat of iiie ann, to the 
Cathedral ; the girls had beeu token 
in hackeries ; but e\en then, it w«i8 
generally the case, thitt two llnrds of 
them 4tid not go at all, and tor his 
own part, he thought, that their tninda 
vere luo-e likely, under ib« present ar- 
rangements, to he iiupiesbod with the 
■Value of relit>iou> To convince the 
^Meeting tliat the thought was uo new 
one, the venerable Chairman read an 
extract from the minutes oi a meeting 
beid on the Ist of January, lb30, ut 
V^bich it was lesolved, on tiie motion 
f>f the B shop, to build tiie Lhiirch. 
With reflect to a pro\isi()n for Mr. 
Peters, they weie paying a luonthiy 
salary o( lour liundted Uupeea to the 
bead master, hesides a pension of one 
bundled Uupees a mouth to Mr. LiuUe- 
luau, the lornier master ; with the lea^e 
of tlie (loverunra, he hoped to got a 
master Ironi » uioj^e, who wouhi also 
undertake the duties ol the CliKich, 
aud wiio would not require above four 
bnniired Hiipees a month for the per- 
fRTiueRi'ce ol both duties* but it ob« 
Stacies were thrown in the way of car- 
rying iuto (fleet the piO| used arrange- 
ments, their lailure could not be 
attributed to lliose who bad come 
forward to propose ibciu. He bad pro- 
posed Mr. McQiieeti as ChapUio for a 
jear, wbicli hud expired in June last, 
at a salary ol one hundred and liliy 
rupees a mouth, and they would find 
that the income ol tlm Church had met 
the outlay. Mr. MtQMeen wjfs willing 
to do the (luty gratuitously* but he. did 
not think he ought to he alxiwed to 
do so; he had no other pref« riueni, 
and it would be neitlier just nor gcncr- 
iius to accept his otfer. 

The lieverend Mr. Jiohertsnn said, 
that there was only one material point, 
in what liad fallen iyom the Chairman, in 
which he was concerned, which whs, 
the ciiarges that had been brought 
lor ward, of the existence of abuses in 
the institution. Those charges had been 
first brought before the Governors, and 
eubaequently published in the India 
Gait tie. The etatemeaU appeared to 


him to have been well borne nut, anif 
be. bad not yet loimd IImI mey liad 
been SRti^tHctoMly refuted nran.swe»ed. 
lie bad lelt sHli>iied in his own ulind, 
tbatabii«;es bad existed to a consnier- 
able extent ; ho still tbouglit so, and 
hoped to convince the t^iiairiuan and 
other Gentlemen, bv papers w’hieb be 
held in Ins baud, wliich be bad drawn 
from the puhlic dcciiuients ot^he school, 
and voitciiers iiiruiHiied to him by Mr. 
SiitherlaiHi, that ih(»se charges had not 
^heen iiglnlv In ought forward. Me 
agreed with^^ the Chairman, tliat the 
items had ceitaiuly been put down 
most iiiiiint' ly , but as to the accuracy 
ol lho.se ifems, ir was exiremt^ly diffi- 
cult to decide ; amt this ddlicully ha 
liad liiinsclr expetienced, and men- 
tioned to ihe tiovtrnois. Me must 
repeat, that he did point ou^ to Mr. 
Sutheiliiud, two articles that appeared 
to liiiii to have been gitatly over- 
cha* ge<i— u.iiiiel|^ le^-clirs ami nafier. 
He bad siuce ohlaiwed indmiHiion, 
that, in the Gat rison, thirry three I trios 
were procured for »i Itupee — lu rue 
(Jeiieral Hospital, ihirti — a. d hi the 
Orphan Sclioo), sixteen; but i.i tlie 
Free School, only eight had been fur- 
nished J.)r the same amount, though 
he was in the habit id procuring Mxt' en 
ia his own family \Vuh reference to 
the pa|f.|.er, he had found, that two Uu- 
pees eigiit Auuus had )>eeii charged on 
each ream, to cover any josses ihat 
might have leen sublained oq li.ht arii. 
<Je. Me also helu in iiis linud »!«< iimeii'a 
winch would provt**, tiifit .Mr ^^^^bfr anil 
had purchased qinlU at two liupt es two 
Annas a hundred, and cliarL' cd the 
School five — \vhi(h. aiier a siir had b'^eri 
made in l>i31 and 133*2, he had lower t d 
to four, suit leaving a pii fii or oearU a 
hundred jier cent. Ucsioes the*xairt- 
ples just quot/‘ii, he had found tliat. se- 
veral other article.^, many of them not 
liable to detenorat^jOn, bad been over- 
charged, so as to give a profit of from 
one hundred to a hundred and fifty 
percent, lie, therefore, moved, “ 1’hat 
a Committee of Gentlemen he appoint- 
ed, who are conversant with acemmts, 
to go into the details of these accounts, 
and report whether they be correct or, 
not. He had found that the articles 
supplied for the Hospital, had bee;i 
charged greatly above the maiket price, 
aud not a single article bad come under 

his obseiTaMoii; that ihad nut appeared 
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to IniTi orprrliRrf^ed ; it' tlipv wish'd 
to go over the >onrlier», there they 
were — tjiere were the prices charged 
hv Mes«i s. rliacker and Co. and there 
were the amnuu.s charged to the In* 
stitHtion ; it tiipy ronreived what he had 
stated to he Rufticieut grounds, he 
trnste«t they would appoint a Com- 
nii lee of G 'Hilt men who were suihei- 
eutiy q alifipij to enter uvon the 
ioHpec'ioti of the, liccoiiots. V'V ith re- 
ffrenre to what had fallen from the 
Chairman, at the connluMion «•! hi.«i ad- 
dre«.s, ahiiut pending to h^glaiid for a 
IMaster many of them woul'd, of coiiise, 
form various opinions ; for lii.s part, he 
conceived it to a sulieriio full of ri^k 
to the l.istitution, and caicnlaied t.i 
burden tli'Mii with an expense the^*’ 
were not very well able to bear. In 
sending to Kn.land for a .Master, 
lli^ie was no certainty that be would 
answer, when be arrived, but th're 
was a reftaitit)^ of tlmig being sadide*! 
wi'h an exoense : if he did not aim- 
wer, th»y most send him back again, 
ami ilieii, <»f rour«.e, they luust pav ins 
p '.ssage money ; but on tlie other hanci, 
even if he iTmI j nswer, they con'd 
not pr. vent him, in ilie lapse, of time, 
from growing old or sick, in whirdi caKe 
ihe^ N'ould bo hull he tied wi h anotlier 
jion‘»«<in ITe <lid n<it see wliv a master 
coidd »!(»♦ be p'.o'iired in tins ropiiiry, 
solli i^Mtly (|ialiii.Mi ti’ an.swer all tht'ir 
piirnoses ; tn« s*^ate of e mention had 
boen so lu'ieli improved in "this country, 
that he wa.s cttnvinred that many in- 
dividualH ini ' he be. found, not <'nly 
ijiiahfied for all the duties of the School, 
but eligible for ordination also ; so that 
the two olHces might be corabiiied, if 
it was thought necessary, without send- 
ing to (!liiiope for a person, who, after 
all, might not answer their pur]»OvSe: 
besKtes iliese rea.sons, it/ was well 
knovn tint a popuiaiioii wa.s gr<iwing 
Up around them in^extreme mi.seiy 
ami wretchedness, and that the extreme 
difU''\iIty of providing for many well 
educaleii young men waa nnparallelied ; 
be, therefore, thought they were bound 
to give the preference to the youths of 
the country. 

The Reverend Mr. Fisher could not 
help standing up to express his surprise, 
th.»t riucli charges should have been 
b^ouglit forward by Mr. Robertson, who 
bail been particularly appealed to at a 
Ute meeting, to know vrlietber be bad 


any thing to bring forward, to which he 
had repiieil* in ihe nej* alive ; and ap- 
pealed to Mr. Robert.soii wtietiier such 
hail not been tue case. 

Mr. Fohertson denied that it had, and 
said that iioihuig could be more absurd 
than to siinpuse so. ^ 

Mr Ftsher also bee ged leave to ob- 
serve, that the articles ihat liait been nar- 
ficularly soecjfied by Mr. Ilol.erison, 
such as leecbeR, paper, and qMtltR, had 
been regularly ifistussed and examined 
•at that meetiiijj;; tlmt the (Jo eriioth had 
her II .salKsfit^d that the charges ihai Itad 
been made against Air Sutlierlaud 
W( ro neUxmdfd. and that bis ciiaracter 
v.a.s tjiitm.ieaclied. and that Air. Ro- 
ber^stui had concurred in riie seniiinents 
so txpiessed, and shook hand.s with Mr* 
Smi eriand, as a proof liiat he was 
Hait.'-fi'‘i} With the refut iiioii. 

Mr. fhiherfion denied the«*trntli of 
thT.S statement. He had cerJsnnly 
iboogbr th »» the charges with resppt t 
toihe food, hail not been proved, but lie 
had been far from tli inking so with 
respect to the other chargts; nay, ho 
held docnmi^nts that would proto 
hey.ind u inmht, tl'^it they were well 
founded, and, if a Coinnmiee nas ao- 
pomted. they Would he sati.Htied that 
every tlnnT ]ie had Rail wasj^ullv;, 
boine out; tor his parf, ho was sHlislb d 
that corrnjitiori existed from one cud 
Of the establishment to th .* oilier. 

The Arc/iU^nron did not lliii.k that it 
hail ever h' eti a verted bv any one, that 
Mr. Nmheiland had made an r*\er- 
chaige tor leechr.w. with a view to Ins 
own benefit, »ar lee.'v was he liable lo 
sucli a chu'gM with re'^pect to tlie 
paper; for thoiiqli he ihouglit he had 
calculated ^nduly, *116 believed he had 
been a ioser^ r.ilher ihao a g iner oy 
the transaciion. W'nh u leronce to the 
ohj#»c.ticrj8 thac had been iii.oie to tlie 
suggeaiiou or getting a Cieiirvmnr out, 
he might be pormiited tosav, that be 
would yield lo no one iii ins wishes to 
promote the welfute of the popu'aiion 
ot tins country, lor a p»-oof of which 
he Would appeal to a life of twenty 
six years passed in it ; hut he ieit 
convinced, that no person could he found 
here of tlie de.scription required. la 
reply to the objection iha* had been 
made to the rxpense liable to be incur- 
red in pensioning the im ividua), he 
would oh^erre^ thutthat mi^ht bo easily 
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obviated, by reserving a portion of hie a Committee be appointed or not, m 
ealarj, with which an annaity might be such a coaree could nut well be pur- 
prucured, to serve as a provision for sued, without casting- a slur on the 
liim, when no longer capable of faU Governors, who had exonerated Mr* 
filling the duties of his situation. Sutherland from all serious blame. 


Doctor TytUr observed, that it would 
bn quite impossible for him to give an 
opinion ot the charges brought by Mr, 
Robertson ; but since such charges had 
been brought forward, and by so re- 
npectabie an individual, he thought it 
their duty to investigate them ; be 
therefore 'seconded My. Robertson’s^ 
motion for the appointment of a Com- 
mittee, and, if any difficulty was expert 
enced in procuring members, tendered 
his services as one. 

Mr. Willhm Adam was satisfied, that 
such investigation was indispensable, 
both with regard to the character ol the 
Governors, and the interests of the 
institutfbn. 

The Archdeacon said, that there could 
be no possible oi)j**ction to such invcHti- 
galion ; but an ii might be said, that the 
present Governors had a partiality fur 
Mr Sutherland, and no wonder it they 
had, after he had served the insti- 
tution with fidelity and integrity for 
twenty four years, he would propose 
that the Committee be composed of 
•Nperfi^ns who had nut ^ sat before as 
Governors. 

Mr.. William Prinsep, without wish- 
ing to oppose the m(»tioii ot Mr. Robert- 
Bon, thought it would be as well, before 
appointing the membt-rs, to put the ’ 
question to the vote, whether the Com- 
mittee was to be appointed or not. 
They bad had two meetings, and bad 
found, that a few more leeciies might he 
obtained, and that Mr. Sutberlaud bad 

f iut on asuiall per centage to cover the 
OSS on damaged pens audfpaper — (cries 
of no, no; the pens were not damaged \) 
well then, to cover the loss on damaged 
stationery; but he believed, that Mr. 
Robertson bad failed to prove every 
one of (he serious charges brought 
forward against Mr. Sutherland. He 
bad gdne to the meeting with Mr. 
I^obertson, impressed with the idea 
that there was peculation, and room for 
‘amendment, but bad been obliged to 
join in the voice against him ; he had 
jgone over the charges, but had been 
able to make nothing ont that would 
.warrant serious censure : he therefore 
Urged the queidou to be pat^ whether 


The Archdeacon^ before putting the 
question, wished to show the manner in 
which the accounts had been kept, 
and settled monthly, and proceeded 
to read a siring of items, such as 
ghee — two annas, salt — two pice, &c. 
&c , but was interrupted by cries of 
^ question, question ! The question then 
was, whethoi/ or not a Committee be 
appointed to enquire into these imputed 
abuses, for they had not been proved, 
or not. * 

Mr. Robertson did not think that it 
was in the power of the meeting to 
resist appointing a committee, for if it 
Old, he would publish the doenments 
that he held in his hand, and prove to 
the public, beyond a doubt, the facts that 
he had advanced. 

Much confusion arose at this part 
of the proceedings, in which Mr. Ro- 
bertson was rather roughly handled, 
some of the Governors asserting, that 
he had never made a complaint of 
any sort while he held the office of Se- 
cretary, which he denied. 

Mr. Greenlatv observed, that he had 
not been a Governor at the time of the 
meetings alluded to by Mr. Prinsep, 
with the result of which he (Mr. 
Prinsep) appeared so weil satisfied ; hut 
even if he had been a Governor then, 
and if he had been as well satisfied as 
Mr. Prinsep appeared to be, still he 
would not have opposed the appoint- 
ment of a Committee, on the ground of 
his own satisfaction, ^but would rather 
have given every possible opportunity 
to satisfy the minds of others. He had 
been but aV3bort time a Governor, and 
knew but little of the affairs of the 
institution, hut « from what bad been 
stated that day, or rather from what 
he had seen, as, owing to his deafness 
and inability to hear what was going 
on, Mr. Robertson had shown him the 
papers previous to the Meeting, he was 
convinced that the system of the insti- 
tution was radically bad ; he, therefore, 
thought, that it was best, for the sa^ 
tisfaction of all parties, to have a 
Committee, 

The venerable Chairman (hen put 
Ike questioii to the vote^ wheii the apf 
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pointment of tLe Committee was resol- 
Ted upon by a majority^. 

It was then proposed by the Vene- 
rable 'Archdeacon Currie, and carried 
unanimously, “ That the following Gen- 
tlemen he requested to act as Members 
of the Committee, viz. 

Doctor Grant, Mr. Bruce, 
Doctok TYTiiBR, Mr. W. Adam, 

Mr. Ballard, and 

Mr. Hunter, Mr. D. McFarlan.’ 

On a suggestion by Mr • Adam, ihikt 
the Committee be empowered to en- 
quire into tlie system of education 
pursued by the institution, the Arch^ 
deacon observed, that tlie Governors 
Lad for some time pastmanitr.sted a dis- 
position to improve that system, and 
that it would not be courteous to them 
to pursue such a course for. at least, a 
year to come, when it might be ascer- 
tained whether their exertions had pro- 
ved beneficial or not. 

A person, whose name we could not 
learn, thought it would be better lor the 
Committee to confine its investigations 
to the question of the alleged misina- 
nagement. 

The Archdeacon coincided with his 
view of the case, and thought that 
the question of education might, at all 
eveors, be allowed to rest till the arrival 
ol the Bishop. * 

Dr. Tytler thought, that the sooner 
the question of education was investi- 
gated, the better : a year or six months 
might appear but a short time in the life 
of an adult, but it was a period of some 
consequence in the life of a boy. For

Ir. Ellis, Mr* Bushby, and Mr. F. Liudstcdt. 


Lis part, he confesBed, that he trts con- 
siderably intirested in the question: 
he was murh interested in the welfare of 
one of the boys of the School, and had 
frequently examined him, to see what 
progress he had made in his studies ; 
but he had found that the hoy, though 
by no means destitute of abilities, had 
made but small progress, having been 
noilesB than two years in progressing 
from the table of English money in 
that of weights and measures, 
s Mr. Prinsep, as one of the Governors, 
wished that no* limits might be. put to 
the investigations of the CommtUee. 

The Archdeacon then proposed, 
“ That the Gentlemen who now stand as 
Governors, with the exception of Mr. 
McNaugliten, whose place is vacated, he 
confirmed as Governors, and that Mr. 
G. J. Gordon ami Mr. BHliurd, ho 
added to their number. ” Thi^mt^uon 
having been seconded, was carried 
unauiinously. 

The question of education having 
been in some unaccountable manner lost 
sight of, it was again agitated by Dr. 
Tytler, who, to avoid misconceptions, 
as it was asserted some one tliat 
it had dropped by geneial con.sent, 
made the following proposal : — ** That 
the Committee he authorized to ex^nd. 
their investigation to the system of 
education pursued in the Free SchooK 
This motion was seconded by Mr. 
Adam, and carried against a minority 
of two. 

The meeting broke up st about 
twelve o’clock, and was rather thinly 
attended ; there were not above a 
hundred persons present, of which 
number very few appeared to bo 
subscribers*. •

The fit si proposal, hav ing been put to 
the vole, WHS carried unanimously . The 
second, which fixed the rate at which 
the tickets weie to he charged, and the 
dispohui of the suipliis alter the ex- 
penses of th^ dinner had been derrayed, 
gave rise to much discussion. Mr. Pn/ker 
did nut think (hat the ihaigesof Messrs, 
Gunierand nooper would be much more 
than eighteen Kupees a iiead, which tie 
believed "was the rate that had been 
paid for the French dinner,) which would 
leave them a halance of a thousand or 
twelve huintred Itupees, ond lie did not 
think tiiat (hey couid better disfiose of 
tliai biii.incc, than by relievinsr (lie Ois- 
tressrs of the unfortunate. snllVieis of 
Cuttack. One Omtleinan observed, 
laiiwiiingly, that that was cliealit g tlp iu 
into chat it\ . and .Mr. Plow den observ ed, 
tiiat those peisoris who weie chatpahiy 
disposed towauU (he sulterers could 
stiii.HCiihe inwatds their relief: he < ouid 
not see any nec.eshity (or coinhining 
chafity witii their rejoicing lor the 
tiiuiipdi ot iteforni ; lie \vou<d, therefore, 
purpose as an amendment, (hat it he 
ieit (o the (iis< letiou of the (’(numittee to 
disi'ose of the surplus us it thinks 
pi ope r, ” 

Another Gentleman snergested, that 
the s'lrplu.s might be reserved to assist 
ill deiiaying the expenses of ibe propo. 
sed Fancy Pali, on winch Mr O’Hanlon 
reinaikeii, th>>t they m ght as well invito 
the Duke of VV eliiiigtiiii to dance a jig, 
as ask peojiie to reliAitate a measure lo 
wliirh ttiey\rere hostile. He had been 
one of the fiist i^exeri himself in get- 
tin<^ op M letorni meetiiig ; he had ex- 
peiienced nunibericsB difficulties in doing 
so, and he did not hesitate m sayings 
that the greater portion of the cotnmiA 
niry^iu Calcutta, ^f not generally opposed 
to, were at least cold, on tiie qnestinu 
o( reform : was it not ihen ahsnid for 
them to^et up a ball le wbich itnch 
people must be invited ; (or tiiey coojd 
not make invidious distinctions : be di..} 
not see why tbe sixty-five persons who 
bad dttbiicribed abuuld do wbat other 
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or twice Bistty-fire, cnulJ have 
dooe, had they been so disposed. 

Mr. Parker, in explanation^ said, that, 
'when he bad sent round the proposal, 
one set ol subscribers had said ^ let’s 
have a dinner and no ball others 
had said lei’s have a ball and no 
dinner” — he himself, being a thorough 
Rc^forcner, had said ^ let’s have both;” 
—•and, with a view to obviate dilficuUies, 
and please all parties, bad drawn up 
Lis pi uposals accordingly. 

Mr. h'tmgueville Clarke did not think 
Mr. O’Hanlon’s ohservatioifs at all per- 
tinent ; the question at issue was, whe- 
ther the surplus should he devoted to a 
speciliG purpose, or let c to the disposal 
ut' the Committee. 

Mr. Plowden then withdrew his 
amendment, to make room tor one pro- 
posed by Colonel Young, whu-b was 
^ That there he no surplus at ail ! hut 
that tlie expense of the dinner be paid 
in equal shares by the subscribers.** ^ 
To this amendment innumerable objed- 
tions were made, and it was hnaiiy 
moditied, put, and carried, in the toilow- 
ing form, “ 'Phat the price ot the tickets 
shall not exceed thirty-two Rupees, and 
that (he surplus, if any, hi? devoted to 
defraying the expenses of (he o(her eu- 
tertaininents proposed. ” This ainend- 
jment was carried, as also, alter*much 
discussion, were the lollowing reso- 
lutions 

“ That Sir John Peter (irant be 
requested to act as President, and Mr. 
Turton as V. P- on the occasion.” 

That the billowing Gentlemen be 
requested to act as a Committee of 
Stewards, for conducting the details of 
the eiiiertaiimient, namely : Colonel 
Voung, Mr. H. Parker, Mr. Wyncli, 
Mr. O’Banlon, Mr. Holroj^ Mr. M-l- 
tille, Mr. Andiew VVight^nd Captain 
Steele. ” ' t 

“That the Honorable the ^ice Presi- 
dent be invited as a guest, and that 
the Stewards be invested wnb dii^re- 
iinnavy power to invite any foreig«i£;]^eii- 
tleiuen they may think proper^^nii^ihe 
occasion. ** 

The question of ihi dinner having 
been disposed of, VMr. l^nrker negt 
'proposed the .FancptrBall, ^r. Turton, 
<tfho had just entered^ a&d who had 


heard nothing of the meeting till nine 
o’clock that %iorning, at which time he 
was eighteen milf*8 from Calcutta, 
thought, that giving a hall was a very' 
inappropriate mode of expressing their 
satisfaction on the occ<isi(>u. Why 
should they ask those who liked balls 
but bated reform”? It they woulii given 
ball let them do so by all means, hut 
without retereuce to the question ol Re- 
form, which he thought they might cele* 
brate in a much more appropriate way. 
^Mr. O’Hauliui perfectly coincided in opi- 
nion with Mr. 'i'urtofi, and the ball, hav- 
ing been put to the vote, was lost. 

Mr. Plowden then made a proposal for 
a Fete Chatnpetrp, at the Hotanical (iar- 
deiis, which might he arcompauied by 
fire works, but it shared the same late as 
the proposal for a bait. 

Mr. Turtou said, that he sliould have 
been one ot ilie last men in the woild to 
have opposed a hall on any occasion, 
and would have been far from doing so 
;vhll. the present, had it not been, (hat ha 
had thought of a proposal which he be- 
lieved would much beth^r show the in- 
terest they took in the qui^stion than 
any of the wa)H proposed, lie thought 
the country was gfenily indebted to 
Lord Grey for hi.s patiiotir. exertions 
in support of the Reform Bill — exeitiona 
that ougiit to^be appreciated IriMH one * 
end of he British dominions to the 
other — he, theredore, hoped those who 
had been inclined to vole lor the hall anti 
the Fet& ('hampetre, would he willing, 
now that he suggested it to them, to 
vote for a cup lor Lord Grey, (he did 
not mean a cup and hall,) as a testimony 
of the sense tliey entertained of his ser- 
vici^ in tlie. cause ot Reform. 

Tibia proposal was not supported, 
some ol ths Gentleibeo present thinking 
that it was fVeign to the mtaotiou with 
which the meeting had been called, and 
others, that it would be most advise-, 
able to put it after (be dinner, when a 
larger number of persons would be pre« 
sent, 

Tlie meeting, which consisted of about 
fwrty persons, bi oke up at about belt past 
eleven o’clock, nothing having b^en de- 
cided on but the dinner, and the ar- 
rangements for carry ingit into eftect, as 
soon as tidings ot the passing ot the 
Scotch and Iriflli ^Re^rin Rills shall liav^ 
arrived*

A meetinf «f tke Sabscrihipra to tbe 
jPunil for the relief of the euifenD^ 
iilatioD of Cuttack and BaUspre, wa« 
eld at the Town Hall, on Saturday the 
SUc Oct, pursuant to advertiseuent, for 
the purpose of appointing a CommiUee, 
and considering what further measurea 
ahouid be adopted to apply the public 
nubscriptipns. 

IVIr. W. Adam was called to the^, 
Chair, and commenced Uie proceed- 
ings of the Meeting, by stlfting briefly, 
that it would be useless for him to go 
into all the details of the accounts ; he 
woold, therefore, merely consider the 
state of the Funds, which might be 
seen, by referring to the paper which 
be held in his hand, which was an 
open account of the receipts and dis- 
bursemenia, that had been sent for the 
inspf^ction of the Meeting, by Messrs. 
M ackintosh and Oo. By that account it. 
wrould be seen, that the receipts bad. ' 
amounted to Rs 6.479,10, and the. 
dfshtirsenienfs to Ks. 4,655. Of the 
disbursements, Ks, 1,000 had been for- 
warded to Mr. Rifketts, and Rs. 500 
to Mr. Hunter, and the retnaioder had 
been employed in purchasing and dis- 
natchiug tvro thousand t^^aunds of rice, 
for fSe use of the distressed sufferers. 
A gentiemau belonging to the bouse of 
jMafkIutosh and Co. was present, whu 
wouid be happy to give auy explana- 
tions required. Since the dispstrh of 
the rice and money, communications 
bad been Received froni Mr. Hunter and 
bflr. Ricketts, which, for the information 
of the myeting^ he would read. The

We are in receipt of your favor of 
the lUh instant The sloop with the 
gram we are glad to say, survived 
tiiegile, having put back to Diamond 
Harbour, with the loss of an anchor. 
She sailed again, and we hope will 
have arrived with you in safety ere this 
real lies Amidst the distress described 
by yrAi there are few, we apprehend, 
who have money to pay fer the rice 
You ask whether part might not be sold 
at some low rate to prevent persona 
laknio more than their due proportion 
— you are better able to judge whether 
such a measure should be adopted. 
We should say not, except where a 
positive knowledge existed, as to the 
means of the party It is better, we 
think, to make a judicious, but ludia- 
criminate ^sttibutiom The Company’s 
sloop will^i^e arrived with you, and 
we will fe^ obliged by ytinr inforni* 
ing us q^ether^the remainder of the 
suhsrriptmn shall be sent you tn rice» 
money, or clothes, stating the pro- 
porlfiens of each. We see Mr. Hunter 
baq^/Aent you Us 500 which we had 
rhjmjfiue^ to bun at Cuttack ^ 

Mr A dam then ebhervad, that since the 
Wriung ol|?|he Uec letter no informatioQ 
bhd the sloop having 

reached tta^&stination, or of any thing 
havtng been done with the funds already 
•cut, he wunid^ therefore, propose that 
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il Committee be tpj^inted from the 
geDtlemea then present, to take charge 
otlkhe fands, and to Buperintend their 
oistribution. The Reverend Mr. Sutton, 
who was then preseot, had passed 
through the district in August last, the 
month after the re- appearance of the 
famine, and would, no doubt, be able to 
inlorm the committee of the extent of 
the distress. 

Mr. Sutton expressed himself willing 
to assist the Committee in any way in 
his power, but declined acting a.mem< 
her, his residence in Calcutta bein|i^ only 
temporary. 

Mbssrs W. Adam, S. Smith, O. A. 
pHiNsrp, M. M. ManCK, and Kada- 
PKUSAUO KuY, were then appointed as a 


Committee, find they chose Mr. Adam an 
their Chairman. 

Some disonssion then ensued on the 
question, whether or not instruction* 
should be given by the Meeting to the 
Committee, to take into consideration 
the propriety of appointing an agent 
to act tinder their directions. After 
much desultory conversation it was 
finally decided, that it was best to 
leave that and all other questions to the 
j^iscreiion of the Committee.

A vote of thanks to the Chairman con* 
eluded the business of the meeting, 
which WAS attended by thirteen peisons, 
and which broke up at about eleven 
o’clock. 


SUDDUR DEWANY ADA WLUT.— July 31. 1832. 


BEFORE Mil. SHAKESPEAR. 

'Mohamud Mofhir Khan and Moha* 
mud Mozhir Khan, AppedantSt versus 
Sffud Abdul Hakim and others, Pesnon- 
denis, and Heirs of Muskiyut Utlah, 
Appellants, versus same Respondents* 

Moharatid Mothir Khan, Mohamud 
MoAhir Khan, and their Sister, Badloo, 
were tenants in common, of fouf viU 
lages in Burdwan ; viz. Kasa, Dundor, 
Wahshutpoor, andSiparah. These, pre- 
vious to 1817, they mortgaged by deeds 
of conditional sale, to Mushiyut Ullab, to 
secure a loan apportioned on each vil- 
iage, and partially reclaimahle at suc- 
cessive periods : the mortgagee received 
possession. By the Regulations, a 
mortgage of this class, cannot be fore- 
closed,— nor the mortgager ousted of 
his right to redeem,— till the mort- 
agee, on expiratibu of the li^ rm. shall, 
y process ot Court, havMEquired the 
mortgager to redeem^and .the latter 
shall have failed to do so, irithin the 
year of grace allowed in the process. 
The sate may be then declared absolute, 
on regular suit preferred by the mort- 
gagee.— 8uch process as to iwp ^ th* 
villages had been served^ i^, lids ease, 
by the eonditional hnyor; and on de- 
fault within the y««t ot jgi^e, coin? 
mitted by the conditional 
aort to the last and^ final atop df fo^ 
closure had not been had when, Wiili 
a, view to redeem the mortgage, .^othir 


Mahomed and Mozhir Mahomed, on the 
part of themselves- and sister, agreed 
to sell the property to Respondents, fur 
5,000 Rupees, (to be paid in advance,) 
and the difference between that sum, 
and 24 times the net yearly produce, tu 
be paid when they could put Respon- 
dents in possession. *The 5,000 Rupees 
were accordiugiy paid by Respondents, 

and the two brothers, on the part uf 
selves and sisfbr, executed, in 18^, to ' 
Respondent, a conveyance, whereby, in 
coDsideratioo of the sum paid, and to 
be paid, they transferred to the Res* 
pondents ail their right and interest 
whatsoever in the four villages. The 
deed contained a clause, that on giving 
possession to the purchaser, the residue 
of the purchase money should be paid, 
and fh® assurance of further con- 
veyance given. The brothers guarau* 
teed, that 4hey had power to act for 
their Sister. • Subsequently to this,' the 
Respondents had recourse to legal 
process in the Zilla Court bringing 
their action against the mortgagers and 
mortgagee for the completion of the sale, 
and the possession of the villages. 
Mushijut Ullah, the mortgagee, pleaded, 
that his mortgage was anterior to the 
transaction between the mortgagees 
and Respondent. This, Beebee Budloti 
' disavowed : and her Brothers, in de- 
fending the action, admitted the deed 
executed by them, hut pleaded that it 
was invalid ; — 1st. Because the villages 
St the time were mortgaged to another*^ 
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S(i The coneideratiOD wi^ unknown. 
Srti. They had not the authority pre- 
tendi'd from their Siater* 

Ou the 3Ut March, IR'23, the Ztllah 
Judire decreed, that the mortgagee 
fihoold receive from the Respondenta, 
the amount advanced 09 mortgage, and 
that Reapondeiita should acquire the 
hharea of Mothir Khan and Mozliir 
K.han in the property, (not that of their 
lSUter.)un compleiing the purchase mo- 
tley to he settled hj^ enquiry. 

From this Judgment iVhaliomed Mothir 
eind Mahomed Mozliir, and the niort- 
|ragee preferred separate appeals to the 
A’loviticia) Court of Calcutta. This 
iljourt amended the .decision of the low- 
er Court, and after consulting its 
Mahommedan Law ofHoers, and fixing, 
by enquiry, the net income of the 
estate— ii^warded the same to Respon- 
dents,— ^n their making good the pur- 
chase money within a prescribed period, 

Special appeals by the. same parties 
io the Sadder Dewauee were admit- 
ted— and are the cases lately beard 
before Mr. Shakespear., He referred to 
the Mahonnuedau Law Ollicei, the ex- 
ceptions taken to « the doed, executed 
by Mothir Khan and Mozhir Khan, 

The law' otlicers^ leplied, that the sale, 
• ^otw'iistaudiug the mortgage, would 
be valid, it «he mortgagee assented ; or, 
if the mortgager redeemed. If the 
mortgagee did not assent, then, accor- 
ding to one report, the sale became 
canc* Ih d ; but the moat correct opinitm 
was, — that it was not null, 'i’he buyer 
might wait until the mortgager re- 
deemed; — or, it he brought the matter 
into Court, ^he Court might cancel 
thesalp, on the ground of inability, on 
tlie part of the seller^ to deltv<«r the pro- 
perty sold. If the brothers had no au- 
t(iority from their sister, the sale would 
be geod, as to their shares only. 

Mr. Shakespeare, after considering 
|his reply of the Mahomedan law 
officers, oTerjp^e^ the second and third 
oAceptin^ ^7 Mothir Khan and 
ASo%hir Kha^i As to the third, he 
observed, th^ aceording^ to the Futwa, 
Kud the Chapter of the Hjideyah on the 
power oyer pledgeAi— 'tbe Pawner is 
not competent to sell a pledge^ posses* 
end by the Pawnee^ vwiAw hie ai^ 


sent; and on this fioini, the virtue uf 
the decision of the lower Court depend- 
ed. Of the possession in this case, 
there was no doubt: and according to 
the terms of the conditional sale to 
the murtgagee, it had become absolute 
as to part of the property before the'' 
deed to Respondents. Now, as the 
morgagee had not assented, in the 
terms m the Futwa, the Respondents 
should have waited till the seller re- 
deemed ; or had recourse to law to 
annul the sale. Mr. Shakespear then 
recorded hie opinion, that the decisions 
of the Lower Couits, authorizing re- 
demption of the mortgage by the Res- 
pondents. without the consent of Mnrt* 
gagers and Mortgagees, was neither im 
conformity to Surrent Shara, nor 
the regulations, — nor the circular or- 
ders of the Court, rons-trur.tive of Regu- 
lation XVII of 1806, which prohibit in- 
terfer^-uce of the Courts, as to posses- 
sion of either conditional seller or 
conditional buyer; moreover, as regard- 
ed two of the villageu, the ssile had 
become absolute, (before the deed to 
Respondents,) by default committed by 
the Sellers to redeem witoin the year 
of grace prescribed io the legal notice. — 
Mr. Shakespear, therefore, proposed, 
that the decisions of the Lower Courtg 
should be revel sed, whb all costs 
against Re^ondents, who were to 
account for mesne profits. They might 
receive hack the balance of the pur- 
chase money paid into Court. In this 
,p]roposed decision Mr. Rattray, before 
whom the case came on the 14tb 
Aa^ust, concurred, and a decree was 
passed in conformity. 

The case decided in the Sudder Dewanny 
Adawlnt tliw day reported, involves qui-stioris of 
genera) interest The derision passed seems to 
rest on the Shfira, ” rather than equity 

and reason. TL(:ic«e Futwa declaratory of this, 
it would Appear, th.Ht equity of redemption is 
not a transfeiMblerighr ; and the decision seems 
to recognize that principle, —though In the partio 
cular case, that right was extinct in regard to part 
of the property. What then is this ** Cnt-rent 
Shaia y*' and is it meet, that the fanciful caprices 
and crude ideas of Legal Theorists, who wrote in 
a foreign country tjome six or seven centuries 
ago, should be raked up'. ^ nd perhaps misapplied, 
to u«iurp the place of substantial Justice. A blow 
has lately been struck at Futwa-Uvr In criminaJ 
case!, ; and if it can be thus’ made a weapon ' to 
menace the ordinary transactions of gociety, thtf 
early abateipept of th^ nuisance in ciiil case» 
becomes an object of general concernaieiit,-r

Sessions 
for 1832. 

Heferred by Mr ToLLoH. tlie . Commis- 
sioner ot Circuit. 

Government on the pro8<*chtlon of ^ 
Bunsee Maloo, against 
Kugoo Pal,-— charcre Murder and 
Highway llobbery. 

PUTWA (taZEIIR.) 

The prosecutor states, that on the even- 
ing charged, wnen he returned home 
from market, not finding his sister, 
Asserdab, (the individual missing, and 
Siippo.sed to liavc been inuidered,) in 
the house, he went in search of her, but 
^vithout success ; on the following day 
he renewed hia euctuiries, but bt* could 
gain no intelligence of her. On finding, 
in a garden, some cowries, wrapped up 
in a cloth, which lie recognized as his 
sister's, he suspected she had been mur- 
dered, and gave information accord- 
ingly at the Thanna. Atter making 
enquiries at the several villages, with- 
out success, the deponent stalei^, that 
in consequence of the pris-uier’s bad 
character, he was suspected, and appie- 
hended. On searching his house no 
property belonging to the missing 
female was found. The necklace and 
ear-rings produced in court, the pro- 
secutor recognized, as those which be- 
longed to his sister, and stated, that 
they were delivered up by the witness, 
Kureem Biswus, to whom they bad 
been pledged bv the prisoner, for 11 
Rupees, and a piece of The pri- 
eouer and his sister acquainted, 

end the prosecutor jidded, that they 
crossed the ferry on the Izamutty. in 
the same boat, on their way home, in the 
evening charged, since which the 
woman had not been heard of. Three 
tviinesses, Gour Hurraooker, SreeMooiy, 
nod Buficharam, deposa to the silver 
necklace and ear-rings* foeing the pro- 
. perty of the missing woman, the latter 
having made, and the first repaired 
them. The witness, Kurieent Biswus, 
stated, that on the last day of Chyte, 
1238, orUt Bysnck, 1289, R S. the 


prisoner pawned the nerklace and eaN 
rings, produced in the court, to him fop 
1 1 Bs and a piece of cloth, in the pre- 
aenc«> of the witnesses, Kunoo and 
Hudoo, who corroborated hia state* 
nicot Bliagyruth Putny and Bhola- 
natli* ferry, boat men, depose to the pri- 
soner, the missing woman and many 
others crossing the ferry in their boat 
about an hour after dark, on the even- 
' ing charged, and state, that they all got 
out of the boat together, but they cannot 
say what happened afterwards ; the 
woman Asserdah bad her ornaments 
on wiien she crossed the ferry. The 
wii nesses, Rago, choky dar. and Lhady 
Biswus, state that they saw the pri- 
soner and Asserdah afterwards, but 
their evidence does not agr^e, and is 
unworthy of credit. Tlie lam nflicer^S 
Futwa acquits the prisoner of the 
charge of murder and highway rob- 
bery, but finds him guilty of having 
in iiis po8ses.sion property belonging to 
Asserdah, who is Hiissiug, and pawning 
the same, as being the property of his 
wife, and declares (him liable to pti- 
iii.-^hment by 'I'azeer. The session 
.liidge concurs in the Futwa in acqiiit- 
tiog tiie pris^mer of the cba^e of, 
mufdei and highway robbery, of wiiioh 
there is no proof, but difiers with tho 
law offii er as to the crime of which 
tlieie 18 evidence, and is of opinion, on 
strong presumption, that the prisoner 
has been guilty. It has been satisfac- 
torily established, that the necklace and 
ear- lings produced in the court be- 
longed to the missing woman, and that 
the prisoner pawned thhm to another 
person as the property of his wife ; the 
session Jddge is consequently pf opi- 
nion, that h^ must ha^ye obtained them 
by unfair means, and that there iff. 
Strong presumption uf his having stolen 
property in his possession, knowning 
It to be such ; and under all the circuno^ 

. stances of the case, the session Judga 
recommends, that the prisoner bh sen- 
tenced to 30 Stripes, sort 7 years’ imprr^ 
Bonment, with labour in irons— In conclo- 
sion, the sessiou Judge added, that thn 
. body has not yet been found — and al- 
though there is no proof of the prisoner' 
having murdered and robbed the 
missing female, yet there is strong prsM, 
sumption to suppese that he did it. 
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By tli« Court. R. Walpole.— Hia 
bariu); breo the laat pere£n seen with' 
the iTiidAin^ woman, anti hin bavins: 
inbm^queotly pawned her necklace and 
ear-ringe as the property of hie wife, 
the latter articles stjained with blood 
(probably front their having been for* 
cibly tom from the ears,} combined 
with the other oircnmatanres of the 
case, afford a TiolenC presumption of 
the prisoner's having robbed and maiie 
awaT with the missing woman. 1 
wonld sentence him for the Robbery ^ 
to imprisonment for 7 years, with hard 
labour in irons ; and to be further im- 
prisoned till the woman be forthcoming, 
nr until it be asoer tamed, that she died 
by means not implicating the prisoner. 

R. H. Rattrav, — I cnn^nr with Mr. 
Walpole, that the evidence warrants a 
viobmt presumption of the prisoner's 
having roJl>bed and made away with 
the misskpg woman ; bat f do not con- 
cur in the sentence suggested as pro- 
per to be passed against him. There 
seems to h^ no reasonable doubt of 
his having destroyed her, and I would 
convict him of robbery and murder, 
and sentence him to imprisonment for 
life. If any after /.ircumstance sliotild 
demand a revisal of the sentence, it can 
readily be taken into consideration, and 
such randifi<‘ation be mad^ as may ap- 
pear ^niitable to the new facts wlii^k 
may be substantiated. 

H. Shakespear,— i concaj^^with the 
other Judges, that the cironmstances 
proved, afford a violent presumption, 
that Mussamut Asserdali, the missing 
woman, was robbed and murdered by 


The deceased died nine days af)0fi 
being beaten with sticks, and wounded iu 
five places with a Daw. or hill-hook, 
by the two prisoners, who are father 
and son. The evidence went to show, 
that the parties bad long been at 
variance with each other. Some of the 
wounds were deliberately inflicted, 
since the hill-hook, after being thrown 
on tho gfbund, by one prisoner, was taken 
up by the other, and then used against 
the dec^sed, who, at that time, was 
lying on the ground, bleeding and 
senseless. The cauie of the assanlt was 
the cattle of the prisoner’s partly tres- 
passing on the field of the deceased, 
who, it appears, struck one of the pri- 
soners with his fist, at the commen- 
cement of the cattle quarrel. Assaun 
Olla pleaded guilty before the Magis- 
trate, but retracted his confession be- 
fore the Session Judge. The evidence 
is comidete, as regards the death of 
Kmamhuv, by cutting and maiming. 
The only circumstance on the trial, 
which appeared improbable to the 
Session Judge, was the asserted fact 
of the deceased Surviving nine davs, 
without any sustenance, not even water. 
This, ths Session Judge would have 
imagined an impossibility, had not the 
Civil Surgeon, whom he consulted, as- 
siirc||jl him to the contrary. Being satis- 
fied oJ the guilt of the two prisoners, 
as touching the wounding with a sharp 
instrument, with intent to do the de- 
ceased grievpus bodily barm, the Ses- 
Uiotl Judge enneu^yed in the Futwa of 
tire law olhcer, and submitted the 
case for the final orders of the superior 


the prisoner ; and the body not having 
been found is the only circumstance, 
that operates to save the prisoner's 
life. I am of opioinre, that tli^ sentence 
proposed by Mr, Rattray ^is tlie. inos 
appropriate, and, concur in it accor-

By the Courts ff. H. Battraiu — The 
futwa ot the law officer of the court re- 
gards this case, ns originating in aa 
affray, incident upon ^ cattle trespass, 
of which thJbv.appears to be no doubt, 
with referenW' to each party having 
used violence towards the other, before 
all fighting ended, by the deceased be* 
coming senseless, and disabled from for* 
ther contest. But allowing the prisoner 
the full benefit of tbe statement given 
by Assaun OHah in his defence, of the 
deceased having commenced the affray, 
by aUarking hini, he admits, that he 
succeeded in disarming him, and. of 
course, that self-defence demanded no- 
thing further. Instead of forbearance, 
^however, both, father and son fell upou 
the deceased, and so maltreated him. 
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tbat death eosQedy the caDseqoence of a 
Slinil violeoce, whicli there wan nothing 
to warrant qr axtennate. I cooTict 
both the prisoners of manslaaghter, anti 
sentence them to iroprisonnient with 
labour for fourteen years The Com- 
mUsioner observes, in his letter referring 
the trial, that the only circumstance 
which appeared improbable^ was the 
asserted fact of the deceased si|rvivirig 
nine days, wilhotii any sustenance, not 
ei>en water ; wViich he should have im- 
agined an impiiBsibility, had^not the 
Civil Surgon, whom he consul teil, assur- 
ed him to the contrary. On reference 
to the Civil Surgeon’s answer to the 
query put to him, I find him to have 
furnished an opinion, that it was pro- 
bable that a man, desoeraiely wounded, 
could survive nine davs without talcing 
any sort of nonriahment, and that lite 
could b*' supported during that number 
of days by merely drinking water. 
This ciiciimstance is noticed with the 
view of pointing out the discrepancy in- 
solved in the two statements as re- 
gards the water, which the register 
will be pleased to notice to the com- 
missioner. 

In conformity with this 'decision . the 
prisoners were sentenced to 14 years* 
impriboumeut, in irons, with labour.

FUTWA TA3|pBR. 

This case rests wholly on circnra- 
staniial evidence, and is as follows: — 
The two persons deceased, by name 
Alum and Teka, were sent by the pro- 
secutor to Patna, with property in 
money and goods, to the value of 346 
Rupees They were found, it wouhl 
seem, on the evening of tbe 31st 
February, 1833, in a state of iutoxfca- 
tion, on A plain, near the village of 
Qeryeh, vi^heu they were made over to 
the cate of the prisobeo Cho« 


kydar, who, with several of liis sons, 
were emplt^ed in a threshing floor 
some 4 or 500 yards from the village. 
This happened about 5, or half past 5 
o’clock in the evening. After this the 
two deceased persons were seen sbpping 
in the “ Kiilyon,** by many persons, hut 
subsequently they were never seen alive. 
Oil that same night, however, some of 
the people of Geryeh were alaimed by 
the cries of thieve.<i, in the direction of 
Seebun's threshing floor, on winch soma 
of them went with the hurkuuiioz sta- 
^tiooed there, to see what whs the maiter. 
They found the three prisoners stand- 
ing a little w'ay from their thrashing 
floor, who, on being interrogated said, 
it was a fatse aUrtn, and that it was 
only a bear that had appeared, and they 
drove it off. On the evening of the next 
day it was rumoured that two dead 
bodies were lying in a watercourse, 150 
yards soiitli ot Seehiin’s thres^iig floor, 
and the hurkondoz went with Seebuu 
and uthera, nud found the coi pses of 
Alum and Teka, together with several 
petty articles they had with them. Sos- 
picioD fell on Seehun and his sons. 
On Seehun was Iniind a tiirhuii in his 
house, deposed to us belonging to Alum, 
deceased. 

Seebun made a declaration of his 
innocence before the police, hut iiiipli- 
ail Ins ^ons. Hechoo cof(fl>ssed 
to' privity and participaii«»u in the mur- 
der, and named several others, as ac- 
compliceSy hgainst whom sufhcienl proof 
to warrant a committal has not been 
obtained ; Bechoo has likewise made a 
declaration bofoie the magistrate nearly 
tantamount to a coniession Hoolas has 
always denied ail knowledge of the 
affair. As from the evidence adduced, 
there cannot be a shadow of doubt 
tiiat the siiirpses tDiind in the water- 
course were •those of Alum and*^ 'IVka, 
who had been sleeping in Seebun’q 
threshing floor the previous evening, 
and the persons who had been sent by 
Goviiid ^ahoy. The commissioner next 
proceeded to the cause of their dr^ath, in 
which some difficulty, he added, may 
occur on the subject, as those persons^ 
who saw the bodies, assert, that they savy 
no marks of heating on the corpses, antt 
no wounds^ save those oocltsiooed by 
dragging the bodies on the ground. It 
is, hiiiVevcr, stated, that there was some 
extravasated blood tii the ear of one of 
them. This perfectly elucidates and 
coutirms what Beechou has staled ia hil

'confesflion* that the decease^ men were 
etraagied, and by the haod. 1o explaoa* 
lioa of thi^i the commissioner begs to 
refer the Court to Dr. Beck’s Medical 
lurisprudence, iu Chap. 13. Sec. 4, on 
persons found strangled, where will be 
found a confirmation of the above symp- 
toms* in a cftais precisely similar. (The 
commissioner giv^ the i^tract.) In 
regard to the proof against Seebuii, the 
Sessii'O Judge thinks it sofiicientiy clear, 
that he received the charge of these 
two travellers, who had considerable^ 
property with them, and that they were 
never seen alive alter sleeping in his 
threshing floor, and thlit the bodies 
were found very near his house. There 
is likewise positive testimony to his 
Laving had in his possession, articles 
belonging to Alum, deceased — and the 
witnesses he has called to prove that 
roperty ,.hi8 own, have denied all 
nowled^ of the fact. The defence 
of Seebun too, is much against him, — 
being unablel to account fur his guests, 
be is compelled to deny that they came 
to him, which fact is too plainly proved 
tfi admit ol denial Two other points 
are essentially worthy of observation, — 
first, that Seebun, f when searching for 
the body, iti company with the hurkun- 
doz, evidently, as stated in the depo- 
■itiuryji. attempted to thrq^ obstacles in 
the way of the search," and ' like^tjlb, 
rpfused to report^, the case to . the 
Tharadar; but it "is mor^^espeiiially 
worthy of remph* that SeWlin, when 
the bodies w^re found, though lie must ';

been innocent, his first exclamation 
would have been that they had stopped 
with bim^ and his oilence could only 
have s^isen from his knowledge, that 
be would have^^een ausbectecf when 
they recognised.

The guilt of Hoolas is not so clear as 
that of the other two prisoners, iii as- 
niuch as he has not confes<ied> nor has 
any further evidence been given against 
bim than that of his having been 
present in the Kulyan with his father, 
and having been present when it* was 
presumed the • murder was committed. 
«. e. when the cry of thieves was heard. 
Under these circumstances, the com- 
missioner does not think that Kessas 
should be barred in the present in* 
stance, and deems the circumstantial 
evidence against Seebun and Bechn, to 
be 80 strong, as.,.to leave no doubt of 
their guilt, and that Koolas was privy 
to the whole transaction. 

By the Court. R. H. Kattray — I think

FUTWA (KBSSaS.) 

Mr. J. G. Brown, the 8|asiooJud{i;e, in 
bis letter to the Nizaihat Adawlat, thus 
declared the case. U appears, from the 
evidence of the prosecutor; that Mussa- 
mut 8urro, of whos^ murder the prisoner 
has been convicted, on the clearest evi- 
dence and bis own confession, l^jLber 
home aboui^inid-day, on tU#29ih ofmuy 
last, to go to the house of the prisoner. 
As the deceased had not, by the evening 
of that'day, returned hom^ the prosecu- 
tor, Guugai tiehtei, (wbu^aher 
went twice to the housh of the pnsom^ 
to make enquiries regarding her. The'' 
fir.'t time the prisoner mfas noti^at home ; 
but when the prosecutor went a second 
time, he found him, and asked him ftbout 
the deceased, when he denied all know- 
ledge of her. , T]!ie tolluwiug two days 
Were spent io searc^iwifnd^her, and on 
the 1st of June, the choVKdar laid his 
information at the T^^nna of the corpse 
of the deceased, (who had been, accor- 
ding ta his account, missing for two 
day8,)being found partly buried in a bole 
"near the village. The ThanaUar^ on 
learning the circumstances connected 
with the disappearance of the deceased^ 

‘ apprehended the prisoner, who denied 
aii knowledge of the affair. As, how* 
ever, the prosecutor steted, that at the 
^ fime the deceased len ' her home, she 
bad Some ornaments, about 1& or ^6 
llupSes worth, on ber, which were not 
found on her corpse^ and as ii appeared 


she bad gone out with an intention of 
calling at the Itouse uf the prisoner, the , 
Thauadar, in hopes of obtaining SpjpttS ' 
cliie^e^to the discovery of the murderer^ ' 
sent a liurkundaz with the prisoner, and ; 
accompanied by witnesses, to search tha ’ 
prisoner*8 house (or the missing ornU'^ 
ments, aod to see if there were any 
marks of blood on the premises. 

On entering his house, the prisoner 
agreed to point out the ornaments, and 
did so ; on which the Burkundnz sent 
^or the Daroga, and on his coming, the 
prisoner confessed having ^uiutdeied 
the deceased. The omameuts, which he 
gave up, were smeared with blood, aud 
were rixognized the prosecutor aa 
having belonged to his deceased sister. 

A broken bamboo stirk was found in the 
house, which bad maiks of blood on 
it, and which the prisoner acknowledged 
was the weapon with which the murder 
^yas committed by him. It cafte out on 
the trial, that by the Daroga’s orders, 
a Burkundaz, previous to his confessiug 
and pointing out the ornaments, pulled 
the prisoner’s ears, but it dues not 
appear that this caused him to confess^ 
he persisted io (iis utter ignorance and 
inuHceuce until the house was about to 
be searched, when iris confession waM 
quite voluntary. Before Mr. J. C. 
tifrowo, the Commissioner, the prisoner 
l^^ded not fuilty, aod set up^n de- 
fence, which he could not prove, nor 
did He attempt to do so. The parole 
and circudl^antial evidence in the case 
is strong, aud brings the crime hr>nie 
to the prisoner. The futwa of the lavr 
officer of the Commissioner’s Court 
convicts the prisoner of the wiitul 
murder of MossaUmt Surroo, by the 
blows of a heavy stick, and twisting her 
fteck, on his own ^(ree confessions be- 
fore the magistrate, and tKc Police offi- 
cers, %s preved by the attesting wit- 
nesses, and on the gf^nd o( the orna- 
ments worn by the deceased being 
found in his house, and her corpse in a 
bole or tank neur it, and declares him 
liable to sutt'er death kessas. The 
Cottimtssiuner enure ly concurred in the 
Futwa of the law officer, and seeing' i^io 
cnrcumsiauc^e of a favorable n&ttire 
for mitigat^p ' of the punishment, was 
compelled to recommi^tid; tirat the priso-^ 
ner, Gopee Bui, be Sentenced to suffer 
death. 

By th^pourt, B. H. Hattray. It 
pea'^s, tha^ the .prisoner first forcibly^ 
violated the person of the deceiiied« , n 
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yftiinjr womtitt of nHont 19 yosra of 
and theo struck: her denselVss, and 
wriifi^ her neck till life was eiitinot. 
'f’he evidr^nce is conclneive as to his 
guilt ; and nothing afpears to iniluce a 
■^tish to stand between him and the 
ulmtist penalty of the law. I conenr 
with the Session . lodge and the eon., 
dieting ** Fuiwa'^ of our law officer^ 
and would sentence him capitally. 

H, Sbakeapear. I concur with Mr. 
flattray in the conviction of the pri- 
soner, and in sentencing him to death^p 
Advening to the remark of the Session 
Judge, and to the ' depositions of the 
witness, Bnddun Snonder, as to the 
frolics Daroga having ordered a 
Burktindaz to poll the prisoner’s ears 
previous to his confession in the \1o- 
fiiBsil, f would direct a farther enquiry 
to he made, with a view to the pimish- 
ment of tj^e Darogah and Burkundaz, if 
guilty, ila^confnrlBity to the rule pre* 
scribed in clause 9nd section I9tii Re- 
gulation XX. of 1817. The Sessinn 
Judge should also he informed, that he 
ought, in his letter of reference, to h«)ve 
noticed more particularly the confea- 
sion of the prisoner' before ijne odici- 
ating Magistrate.

The necessity of this reference is, 
that the .SesMion Judge does not concur 
in tlie Futwa, as regards one of the 
prisoners. (Tota Khan,) declared to he 
convicted. The circumstances of the 
case were »s follows : — A dispute be- 
tween two neighhoringZemindars seemvs 
to have arisen, (no uncommon occur- 
rence,) from a new baut, (market,^ being 
established in the vicinity of another 
of older standing. To prevent or put 
a stop to persons frequenting the 
latter, the prisoner, Sheebdeen, tog#l* 
ther with the two others, came down 
violently with a tumultuous assembly, 
and there grievously assaulted the pro- 
secutor’s father, who was a witness 
for the prosecution. The assault was 
made by the prisoners Sheebdeen and 
Stizaooul, and tITe r ay ms to bare 

been present at the ticnoiC’rhe two for- 
mer prisoners are charged with the 
affray, and the lattfr with aiding and 
abetting therein. The CominhiSioner 
said he had his doubts whether tfae^ 
offence 'amounts to an affray, Ss it is ter* 
toed by the Regulations of Government, 
and which he opines to be recipfoeal, 
giving and receiving blows, or fighting 
of two or more persons. At aqy rate, 
there was a breach of the peace^ and the 
Commissioner concurs in the Fntwa 
which convicts the prisoners, SheSbdeen 
I'ewarry and Suzaooul Peada, of strik'* 
ing with a club, being accompanied 


with a tumultous assembly ready for an 
affray but ^with regard to the priecner 
Tota Khan, there being no proof of bis 
being actively engaged in tlie assault; 
the Session Judge considered it un- 
necessary to take the evidence of the* 
witnesses in attendance, to Ins defence, 
and closed his proceedings, cal ling upon 
the law officer for his Futwa, who the 
Commissioner first consulted verbally, 
and who seemed then to assent, that 
nothing was proved against the prisoner 
Tola Khan ; hut notwithstanding, the 
^ law officer subsequently brings him in 
guilty of being an accessary. In this 
part of the Futwa the CouiiiiiS'^ioner 
cannot concur, for two reasons ; fiist, 
because, lie does not consider any 
oflence established in the remotest 
degree amounting to that with which the 
prisoner is charged ; and secondly, he 
has had no opportunity of reluting the 
^charge hy the evidence of th^tvitnesses 
which he named in his defence being 
taken in hia behalf, and would now, if 
tl e CummisBioner were to concur in the 
Futwa, he convicted and punished oit 
an exparle investigation. Eiueriaii ii.g 
doubts as to whether a Session Judge 
can pass sentence on prisoners who are 
convicted by a Futwa in the whole of 
wbicii he u^y not concur, the Ciuniois- 
sioner has not passed any sente uco on 
ti|e piisoner^ Sheebdeen Tewa^ and 
Suzaooul Peada, but be concum in their 
convict iou, nnd if the final admeasure- 
ment of punishineni rested with him, ho 
would have sentenced the prisoner 
Sheebdeen to two years’ imprisonment, 
(as he has before been guilty of a breach 
of the peace, and seems to be a ready 
instruroent in the hands of his eni. 
ployers, when his services on such occa- 
sion seem to bq required,) and the 
prisoner iHuZaooul to one year’s impri- 
sonment, but both of them witbout labor 
or Irons In conclusion, the .Session 
Judge begs to be also favored with the 
Nizamut Court’s orders on the point 
alluded to; .viz. whether in trials where 
several persens may be convicied under

Tli« niArket, dnring th^ pwst month, 
has been very <^nU for Europe qunlitiee, 
but an active itemand for IVIadraa ami 
Bombay, duritig tbc earljr part of the ^ 
month, when the importations were the 
largest, has kept up oricea beyond what 
might have been expected ; very little ^ 
remained in first hands at the closing 
of offices for the great holidays, except 
from the Baulfah aiirong. This descrip- 
tion fetching ver'Jf low prices in England, 
comparatively wmi the produce of the 
other aurungs, and being consequently 
avoided here There was an unusually 
splendid promise from the August and

TREATY WITH THE GOVERNMENT OP 
IIYDRABAD IN SGINDE. 

A Treaty, consisting of Seven Articles, 
having been ooucluded on the 1 8th 
Zeebij, 1247, A. il., corresponding wuh 
SOtb April, 1832, between the Hon'ble 
the E'ist India Company, and his High- 
ness Meer Murad Ali Khan Talpoor 
Behadoor, Ruler of liydrabad, in Soiode, 
through the Agency of Lieutenant- Co- 
lonel Henry Pottinger, Envoy on the 
part of the British Government, acting 
under the authority vested in him by Ine 
Right Honorable Lord William Caven- 
dish Beiitmck, G. C, B. and G. C.*H., 
Governor General of the British Posses- 
sions HI India, this Engagement has 
been i^ivea in writing, this day, the 
IQth Jane, 183^, both in English and 
Persian, in token of the perfect confir- 
mation and acknowledgement of the obli- 
gations which It contaioB, in the manner 
following ; 

Article 1. 

That the friendship provided for in 
former Treaties Jketeraaj^he British Go- 
vernment and that of Smddti^emaiu un-^ 
impaired and binding, amt that this 
stipulation has received tdditioiial effica- 
cy through the medium of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Poitinger, Envoy.

Tha 
author states, that the disease occurred 
in about half the families which he at- 
tended ; and describee the prevailing 
symptoms to have been of cousiderabla 
severity; the pyreXia high, and cough, 
very dietrilAing. 

Mr. Linoesay’s psner contains an ic- 
conbtnf numefobs renal calculi, obtained 
' on post-mortem examinatiou c€ an Eu- 
ropean pensioner, aged 60. 

Mr;^ Barnard’s papsr shows, in a ts- 
bnUr' form^ the result of five successful 
cssed'of Litbo^my ou Natives at Bom 
WWi pai&dlRfiWafa becwssn 11 snd 
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19 T<*ar8 ofa^a. Four citc^li wara ra- 
caivpd add preseDted to the Meetidg, 
and one 'was lost in the courae of trana 
mission to tho SOoiatT, — They aU con- 
tain tithio acid, two hare alao'a piortion 
of Hthate of ammonia, and one is oom- 
posed in part of triple phosphate. 

Mr, Brett's communication states the 
rssttit of 14 operations, in addition to 
the eight already be^re the Society, 
making altogether 22 cases, in which he 
bad operated foe the stone on Natires.^ 
Of these 14 cases ten were in-patients 
under 20 yeare of age, and one was a man 
of 60. Only one terminated fatally, 

Mr. W. BeU'a letter, states thorcase 
of a natire hor, aged eight years, who 
had suffered extiNsmely from the symp- 
toms of urinary calculus. Thd lateral 
operation was performed with a scalpel, 
and a atowe. weighing nearly half an 
ounce waf^ extracted. On examtnatiQi^^ 
itproreatobe composed almost eotifely 
of iitliicaoid. Tbs patient was well on 
the 14th day. 

Mr. Bell concludes his letter, by ob- 
•erring, tbatBroncbooele exists to a great 
extent in the ricioity of Hawulhaugh, 
and proposes to trf Iodine on a large 
number of eases, if the Society will send 
a supply of that medicine. 

Mr.^lilitchelson's letter* gives a state- 
ment ol: a Native who had been effected 
with a calculus for eleven years, and 
was cured after the removal of the stone 
by an operation. * ..

irritation in the bladder commenced in 
February, 1629; and the patient was 
examined inMay, 1831, by Dr. Casano- 
va, who ascertained, by CiViale’s instru- 
ment, that the atone in the bladder mea- 
sured three inches and ^ in circum- 
ference. The ooeratiou of Uihontrity was 
repeated four times on this patient ; 
namely, on the l5th, 19th, 25th, and 
29th June, whereby the stone was re- 
duced to a powder and voided per 
uretbram. The whole quantity of eaioo- 
lus matter collected, was 401 grains* 
which on analysis, by J. Prinsep, Esq. at 
the Mint, proved to be composed of litb- 
ate and fusible calculus, in about equal 
proportiOna. 

This ease is accompanied by the pati- 
ent's own statement of the origin of bis 
illness, and a diary which he kept of his 
treatment bv Civiale’s oroceas, showing 
"that he suffered but little pain by the 
different operations which have complete- 
ly removed the stone from the bladder, 
and relieved him from all symptoms of 
the disease. 

Dr. Wise’s three specimens of renal 
' calculi were voided by a stout and healthy 
Hindoo, 40 years of age, of sedentary 
habits, resident at Hoogly. The first 
Bvmptoms of renal imtaiioii occurred in 
December, 1831 ; when pyrexia, vomit- 
ing, knd pain in the region of the left 
kidney, and along the course of the left 
ureter, was followed by expulsion of a 
.Brnnll calculus from the urethra, and all 
the symptoms above mentioned suddenly 
ceased. A similar train of symptoms 
recurred in March, and again in July, 
and on each occasion a small calculus was 
voided per u^ethram^ after which all the 
complaints ceased immediatelv. Dr* 
AVise advised a saitabb regimeii, and oc- 
casional use of med^m^in consequence 
of which ibfqpaff^ut baa remained well.

It appears, by the statement of the 
Prosecutor, on 4»ath, and the eridence 
of his wit nesses, that the Pnsonero, in 
a gang, attacked his <Vlutk, and plan* 
dered therefrom property to the amount 
of 655 Rs. I An. 9 Pie. It is proved, 
that they were armed with oiatchlocks, 
swords, sticks, and other weapons, and 
made use of Torches in perpetrating 
the robbery. From the depositions of 
Doss Mullick, the Chokfdar of the 
tillage, it appears, that when he first 
SAW the robbers, he gare the aUrni, by 
calling out “ Thieves, ” ‘‘ Thieves ; ” ou 
which Hurre Patur, Sadhoo Patur, and 
Aruth Naick, pinioned him, and tied up 
his mouth, and placing a khaqdars, (a 
peculiar descriptiou of sword, which is 
sharp on both sides,) across his throat, 
threatened to kill him if. he said a^ 
word. They the** proceeded to break 
open the doors of the Math, and after 
wrenching and breaking off the lids 
of the chests, plundered the preperty, 
as set forth in the prosecutor’s depo- 
sition. With the exception of Oobur- 
dhuu Nuruodur and'Bhnrth Mehter, all 
the prisoners have confessed their guilt 
at the Police Thanna, before the Ma- 
gistrate and the Sessiqp Judge, but 
with regard to those exceptions, the 
circumstantial evidence, of their being 
accessories to the crime, and knowing 
where the stolen property was con 
cealed,i8, that Goburdhun Nurrendur is 
the head cbokedar, who, on being ap- 
plied to by the Thanna Daroga, to dis* 
cover the stolen property, desired him 
to apply to Dylaree H|l^ee Chundur 
for it, aiid Dylaree Hurree Chnndun 
pointed out wfiere the property was 
concealed o|i che^^remises of Gaoga* 
dhur Patur, Golfina Duilai^and Urjoon 
Fitter ; this proves, that he was an acces- 
sary to the robbery, ot|ier wise he would, 
as head Chokedar, have apprehended 
the thieves, and given iniormation at 
the Thanna.

There are no eye witnesses to this 
murder, and the Government Vakeel is 
the prosecutor in the case. The Mohura 
of tbanna Muucsree was employed on 
duty at the Thsnna of Luljee, when, 
Busswan rnforined him that Bokhrnn 
Das had killed Mussamut DooUrro, 
the wife of tbe^pfisqiter, who made oath 
to this statement in the Mwfusstl. On 
the prisoner’s being sent to the Ma- 
gistrate, he eoofe8Bed,^thst he himself 
bad killed bis wife, by striking her 
three blows with a large bamboo stick, 
used for fsatening the door of the 
bouse. Two witneeaea depose to the 
deoeesed having borne a bad ebaracter, 
and to seeing he^ dead body' on their 
return home. Three other witoeeaes 
veere not present when Mussamut Ooo- 
laro was killed, but safr her dpddbhily. 
msd the prison'er aeknowtedgsd bavili^ 
killed her. The eon of the pfiaoner and 
flhv deo«ued» said he was not psdseot

at the time the blows were struck, but 
on his reading home be saw fbe dead 
body in the, house, and a wound on the 
head like that, from a blow struck with 
a large stick, and saw blood upon the 
atick produced in the Court. His father 
said to him. ‘‘ rshall be paid for what I 
have clone,” The daughter of the pri- 
soner and his dau/rhter-in-Uw both de« 
pose to the prisoner saying, that he had 
killed hia wife, and that they saw her 
lying dead; they bad both, aiew boura 
previously, left the prisont^r and the 
a4ecea8ed,when they went to bring water 
from the river. Two witnessea depose 
to the prisoner bringing the stick front 
the house, and saying be had killed bis 
wife with it ; there was blood upon it, 
and it is the same stick as is now pro- 
duced before them in the Commission- 
er’s Court. Three witnesses depose to 
the inquest held on the body of the 
deceased ; and Usily, three ^ber wit* 
i>ejmca depose to the autheoti^y of the 
prisoner’s confession, made before the 
Zilla Magistrate. 

The prisoner denies his ever having 
cotifes8«>d before the Magistrate, but it 
is aatiafactorily proved to have been 
regularly taken. Tbe prisoner oallnd for 
no witnesses to support bis defence. 
The Commissioner remarks, that there 
appears to bsVe been some cause of 
▼ezstioit to ti)^ husband, (that „^s the 
pn8nner,^from the notoriety of bis wife's 
bad conduct, insomuch so, t batcher ir- 
regular oonduoc induced the village 
people to turn them ont of their oommun * 
nity; but the sesaion Judge cannot trace 
any immediate saiise wbieb led to the 
Bseaiilt wirioh caused tbe death of the 
deceased. Tbe size of the stick, (as is 
recorded in the proceedings,) made it 
next to impossible, that any pergon

Prom \he evidence in this css^^it 
appears, that in Nov. 1831, a dispute 
arose, regarding the proprietary right 
to a amall tract of ground situated uear 
the Village of Nibuia Auze, between 
tine Kiabnanund Boae and the land- 
lords of OolukG hose, the deceased. It 
would seem, thatl at their suggestion, 
Goiuck attempted to get possession of 
the land, but was violeutly preveoted by 
the followers of the opposite party, and, 
in eonaequsooef Goiuck Ghoae complain- 
ed against Kishoanund and others, in 
the Foiijdsry Adswluc, for an assault. 
The cause was tried by Mr. Thomas, 
the Sudder Aumeen, in February last, 
•ud Kishnsnund hoed 10 Rs. The 
prisoners Bhurus Cshar and Goluk 
Kahar are domestic servants of Kiahua- 
nund, and it may be inferred, from their 
conduct, that enteriug into the spirit of 
Bis quarrel, perhaps fustigated by him, 
they resolved to annoy and distress the 
deceased, in return for* the disgrace 
brought by him on their ipaater.

The natural effect of this noto- 
rious conduct was to produce m distur- 
bance ; Goluk Ghose came out, sbuside 
language passed and blows were given 
and received on both aides 3 however, 
through the interference of Sheeb- 
ohunder Ghose and Nuseerom Gbose« 
witnssaes in this ease, it would aeem, 
that, for a moment, the parties were 
separacod, when the prisoners, having 
obtained their clubs from Neloo. attacked 
Goluk Ghose anew, and killed him. 
The skull o|^ the deceased was fractured 
by a heavy blow inftictyd by Bhurus 
and Neeloo, and the two prisoners then 
fled ; they were subseqiiently taken at 
the house of Kishnsnund Bose, bv the 
police officers, where the stick of Bhurus 
Cabar, a heavy bamboo, weighing up. 
wards of a seer, was also found, and the 
witnesses declare, that they recognize it 
as the club whereby the deceased was 
killed — it IS possible. In thatt defence 
the prisoners plead alibi, but they have 
failed totally to establish them. The 
Fulwa of the law officer convicts both 
the prisoners of the murder of Goluk 
Ghose, and subjects the prisoners 
Bhurus Cabar to punishment by Kesas 
aud Goluk Cahar by Ackoubut. In this 
seuteuoe the session Judge concurs ge- 
nersllv. The guilt, however, of both the 
prisoners appSars to him equal ; for un- 
der tHe ciroumatsDcea shown, the mere 
fact of Bhurus Cshor having given the 
fatal blow, (which caused the dis- 
tinction in the Futwa,) seems to him of 
little moment. The Commissioner consi- 
ders both the prisoners as deserving of 
severe, but not of capital punishment. 
There is not, in hie opinion, any positive 
ground for supposing,^ chat, when the 
priaoners first osma to Goluk GhoseV 
residence, they contemplated doing 
him any serious jj^copiial injury, uW 
though they bad olubg in their bands, 
and were prepared to support, by 
force, their unjuslifiable conduct, should 
oiromnstances rsquire it. Transporta- 
tion for 14 years, would, the SOasioa 
Judge thought, be a saffioient punish- 
ment for their crime.' The Bessioa 
lodge further added, that be is not 
aware of any reason for questioning the 
Oredibility bf the priUeipal witnesses ; st 
the same time, he begs to remark, that 
they'are alt intimate mends of the pro^ 
■eeqtrir. In boocVusioo, the Session 
Judge inli^ed the Nizomat Court, tbatt 
at biu^itfjigeittab; fbe magisttatu 
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ttapB for seenrin^ tha peraon of 
Nealoo, should the superior Court be 
of opinion that be merits punishments 
Tbo Commissioner tboug^bt that Neloo 
should be brouf^ht to trial for aiding 
and abetting the outrage in question. 

I convict pri- 
soners of maoslaugbterg, under circum- 
stances greatly aggravating their gfuilt, 
and sentence them to imprisonment with 
bard labour in irons and banishment, for 
14 vears. 

The Magistrate did not 'think tbe 
evidence against Neeloo esuflliciently 
strong to warrant tbe commitment of 
that prisoner for trial, and it does not 
seem to me necessary to set aside bis 
judgment.

— Fi twa agsiustDoodt- 
bee Mullik Se>/sut ;** against Kuroop 
Mullik, Acconhut, and Tateer against the 
other prisoners. , 

The four male prisoners went out for 
tbe purpose of committing a robbery, ss 
they declare, for the cravings of hunger, 
not having eaten a morsel of food for 3 
days. They proceeded to tbe bouse of 
the mother of tbe Prosecutrix,, where they 
left tbe female prisoner on the outside, 
and entered the house. The night ,wae 
a bright, moonlight one, being near the 
full moon ; and by tbe evidence of two 
eye-witnesses,^ Ab^ee Rebar and Jugoo 
Boss, as well as fiy^tbe exaipinations of 
the prisoners, it appears,tbst tbe deceased 
recognised ber murdejers, and calling 
them by name individually, begged that 
they would take all she bad and only 
spare her life. Tbe dead, however, tell no 
tales, and tbe inhpman wrstohes,^ j^ot 
satisfied with robbing tbe poot old woman 
of her all, aggravated tbetr crime by 
murdering her. In this I>adb^y filvUiic 
took the most active pare, and it w^from 
tbe blows indicted by him, do- 

ceased met with her ddfith, the 

inquest made by the Tbanadar, and tbe 
oyidanot of tho persona wbo the 


corpse, it afmears, that the inhuman 
wretch strucli/ her so severely with a 
thick and heavy bamboo club, as to smash 
tbe right side of her face ao completely, 
that not a feature was discernable on 
that side Kurrop Mullik aided and abet« 
ted in the murder, inasmuch, as be got 
astride the deceased, and held her bands 
while Dudby Mullik commuted tba 
murder. Tbe remaining male prisoners 
were recognised by tbe eye- witnesses as 
being present during the commission of 
tbe murder ; they, however, only plead 
guilty to having taken a part in tbe rob- 
bery. The female prisoner is also iden- 
tified by tbe eye-witnesses, and confesses 
to having aided and abetted in the rob- 
bery. The Fiitwa of the law officer of 
this court convicts the prisoner, Dudbee 
Muihk, of having murdered Mussamut 
Bookby, by the blows of a thick and 
lieavy stick, and of tbe robbery of which 
^ he stands charged, Tbe prisoner Kur« 
rc'>^ Mullik of being an accomplice, 
and of aiding and abetting him in the 
commission of the said crimes. Tbe pri- 
soners, Gblm Mullik and Dbunny Mullik 
of being accomplices in the robbery, 
and Mussamut Sonai of being an acces- 
sary to it, and declares the prisoner Dud- 
bee Mullik liable to capital punisbrneuC 
by Seasut, Kurroop Mullik to long im- 
prisonment by Accoobut, and Gbim MiiU 
iik, Dbunny Vl^llik, and MussamfU; Sonai 
to discretionary punishment by Tateer, 
The session Judge fully concurs in tbe 
above Futwa, and seeing no favorable 
circumstances to warrsnt a mitigation of 
punishment, as the murder was commu- 
ted 10 perpetration of a robbery, and it 
was cold-blooded sad inhuman, is under 
tbe neceasity of recommending, that 
Dudbey Muliick be sentenced to suffer 
deatb and then to be gibbetted ) Kurroop 
Mullik to receive 39 strokes of a rattan, 
aud OhirfMuliik and Dbuny Mullik to 
receive each 30 strokes of a rattan, and 
all three to he jaTerpUy imprisoned for 
life in the Aly|rore jaB. And Mussamut 
Sonai to 5 years imprisonment in the 
Zilia jail, wub labour suited to her sex, 
By.^e Coun-^A.^Ross — I am of opi- 
nioa^^Eat tbe prisonere Dudby Mullik 
and forroop MuUik, are conyicted of 
having murdered Mussoinut Dookhy, and 
robbed berl|ouse; and that tbe other pri- 
soners are so evicted of having been 
accomplices in the robbery. I would 
sentence Dudby MuUik to suffer •death,

The circumstanceg of 
the case are these : — Thiif prosecutor and 
bis brother Bhowaoy were assembled / 
with otbeN at Sheeb Dhoobec’s houa^to' 
settle SQine marriage matters, and niey 
all drank some spirits ^ and Khunthur, 
it would appear^" Was considerably in- 
toxicated. Bbowany said he would tnke 
the presents* (different kinds of silk and 
tilotli pieces^) andgire other presents in 
return^ if a Duliaila were not present* 
Kdnthur, with whom Bhowaoy had ior. 
marly quarelled, took these words to 
himseif, and immediateyr laid hold of 
Bhowan/^aiid both caught each other hj 
ibe hair, and at last Khuotnur beat Bbu* 
waoj with his shoe. ISeeb iDier<ered, and 
took Kbunthnr and ilutbun, his father, 
to his house, from the cow house which is 
in the same compound where they bad 
been drinking, and leering thoee two 
there, he returned to the assembly, 
phowauy said he would not stay any 
longer afUr heiog beaten, and went to 
untie his l|0?se^ leavfng the others there.

be was not there. The erideooe of MoosyS 
chokedar, is contradictory, but he ap« 
pears such a gimpleton, it is not proper 
to n^dice further his lying. First, he 
says he saw the prisoner the night the 
murder was committed, and afterwards 
denie^ haring seen him. Mussamut .Ihuf.. 
liah; the mother or the prisoner, admits 
having taken the two swords to Mussa* 
mnt Cndhorie’s house, who lives in the 
same village with her, and concealed 
them under some earth, from fear, after 
hearing ef the ronrderof Rhowany. Three 
Witnesses depose to finding the swords 
which had been concealed in Mudhorie’s 
house by Jhnlliah. Doctor Barker de- 
poses to the wound having been infiict- 
ed oy a Sabre or sharp edged weapon, 
and that Bhowany died, in consequence 
of the loss of blood Irom the wound on 
Ike left forearm, which dividjed ail the 
muscles and all the targe ^ vessels, 
and both bones were mnCu shattered. 
Two other witnesses were present when 
the inquest was held on the body. Two 
witnesses, who seized Kbonthur in Serb's 
house, the day after the murder, state 
that he had the appearance of being 
drunk. 

The prisoner denies any knowledge 
of haling struck Bhowany, and sayg 
be was taken to the meeting of the 
marriage seulement sgainst his will ; the 
prosecutor and he drunk each a bottle of 
spirits, and he became so intoxicated, 
that he did not know what took place 
until he was appTehended the following 
day, and told utat Bhowany had been kill, 
cd by him, Tbe only positive evidence 
against the prisoner is ^he prosecntot 
swearing to having seen him running 
with a sword, but all the other persohi 
who came up, say it was nearly dark, 
although there wqg 4po/»nlight, but it 
was cloudy, and they saw no one ^ ' all 
agree in Bhowany’s having taken tbe 
name of Khi>n*l|or, and that he died 
from the wound which fractured the 
hones of the lower part of the srm, and 
left it hanging by a small piece ot flesh* 
Where Khilnihar obtained tbe sword 
does not appear ; all say, that uUne of 
tbeiB bad a sword in the party, nor ursi 
any saen in the place. Khuntliur’s houso 
is two coss from See Vs, and there wah 
not suflicient timh for him to go homo 
and bring one, between the time SCeb* 
took hinilo bis honSe, and the time thO 
bioW%«li strflck. The conduct of tbh 
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prffotif r's uoilier in incretmg the fiword» 
induces the Session Judge to suppose it 
prbhable, that Khnnthur, after striking 
the blow’, ran hotne^ and gave the eworid 
to his mother^ telling her what had,been 
dorje» and then kept at a distance from 
Seeb’s house till after search had^bfpn 
made for him, when he returned, and was 
there apprehended. The Futwa finds 
the prisouer not guilty of the murder, 
but guilty of heatiog lihowany with his 
shoe. With this finding the . Session 
Judge does not agree, bacausp there is, 
be thi'iks, every reason to conclude, froni 
' the struuj presumption of the circiim- 
StHDCPs adduced in evidence, that Khun- 
thur did inflict the wound with a sword 
on Bhowany, which caused his death. 
The Commissioner, however, begs to sug- 
gest, that the piisoner be sentenced to 
a liniitted uuuiwhtnent, rather than be^ 
condcinued ' ' death, or even imprisoned 
iur life. 

By the Coart, R. Walpole. The pri- 
soner, it appears, killed the deceased 
without any premeditated luteution, in 
» fit of intoxication, and puder violent 
irritation, atisiugfrom a quarrel between 
them, which immediately preceded the 
act. Considering the case therefore, as 
one of aggravated culpable bomichle, 
and with reference to the concluding 
part of the Commissiouer^s letter of, re- 
ference, I sentence the prisoner to four- 
teen years’ imprisonment, with labor in 
irons.

The 
Plaintiff further states, that, in oonse^ 
'quenoe. of a comnminiCatiou made by 
Bundhoo at the^ pulice cfioky, impU- 
otting SbeO'Lal and two other inhabu 
tants of Ktureah in the robbery, their 
bouses were searched by the police, 
and a part of the stolen property, con^ 
sisti^'of four brass pans, was discovered 
in the bouse of Sheo La»l. The. witnesses 
for the prosecution substantiate/the sei* 
zure of Buntihop on tbe spot, whilst 
.engaged in the robbery, and the wit* 
messes to the search in Sheo Labs hpuse, 
prov« that the brass pans Were found 
there, and they are identified by wit* 
nesses in an imperfect manner. Bundhoo 
denies the charge, and states, that ha 
was passing through the lawn when he 
was seized on suspicion,, Sheo Lai also 
deuies any partioipstiop, and declares, 
that two of the pans are his owa 
property by purchase, and two be* 
longed to his father. Of tbe wirn^ssea 
examined befot’fl tbe Session Judge, in. 
behalf of Sheo Lai, Narain Pandeli. 
gives him a good character, and Peer 
Reel owns, that the two pang purchased 
by Sheo, Lai, was through him, 

Futwa declares both the prisonera 
guilty of the offence charged against 
them. 

The Seesion Jdige conoura with 
tbe Futwa regarding Bundhoo^ aod 
has sentenced him *to receive thirty, 
rattans and imprisonment for four years.

>wheD alone with himself, bad pliN}iaiaed 
to point out the thieves And property, if 
permitted to go to the jurisdiction of tbb ^ 
Thsnahs of Burowa »ad PhttogMo p bu| 
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before the Mai'ieti'ate the plaintiff de- 
posed, that Bundhoo disoloaed hia ao> 
eonanlicea’ names in the presence of 
^Jemadar Nefatully and Bnksbeen 
Khan. The Magistrate obserriag this 
dis;:rcr>anoy, and the abaence of any 
Huch disclosure in tli^b Jemadar’s report. 
Bent hiin a parwaua to state why be 
bad not reported the disclosure made by 
Bundhoo in his preshnoe^ The Jemadar, 
in repiir, denied that any confessioi^ 
bad been made " befpre him,, and it 
appears, that bad any confessions hedh 
<nade, the Jemadar would readily have 
recorded them. Therefore, the manner 
in which Sheo Lai’s bouse became the 
object of search, is not cleared and 
whilst Bundhoo ' said, that he Would 
Doint out the thieves and property in 
two Thannes, attbe Qhoky, he is said 
before Magistrate to have disclosed, 
at the Cbioky, the names of the thieves,^ 
all of whom, if such, live in one viitage 
in the Tharma of Dhungaen. 

2ndlv. —The four brass pans found in 
Sboo Lai’s house are such as any 
. person, in his circumstances, might he 
fairly possessed of, and such Si tides 
cannot be eaailvcideiitifibd. 

drdly.— It is singular that out of 
Kupee's, worth of nroperty stolen, only 
thesB.four pans, of 3 R upees 8 Annas value, 
should have been ioun<^ alter seatchiug 
three persons, houses. The session Judge 
thinks, that either more or none would 
bare been found. 

Lastly.— Peerbul declares that (as 
Stated by Sheo Lai, ) Sheo Lai received in 
exchange from him the two pans for 
some lod ones ; and. the testimony of 
blarain Pandeb, regarding the character 
of Sheo Lai, is strengthened hvhis never 
beforb having heed apprehended and as 
such, the session Judgy adbe,that,iQ his 
mindi’iftiiesSJch'oumallanoes were not 
sufficient toproye hia innocence, yet they

This case was postponed the last ses- 
sions tor the attsndaace of the wiiuMsaes 
called by the prisoner in his defence, 
as well as for the purpose of obtaining 
i^doine turiher infotmition resrardin? the 
girl Gourmony, who is said to have been 
murdered. It appears from the Dar iga’e 
fsply to the Magistrate, that no traces 
have been found of the girl since the last 
s»»ssious. As the proi»*cMitrix is not rhe 
legal h«ir to the girl sai«i to batre been 
murdered, the Session Judge directed 
the government vakeel likewise to be 
made proaecutor op this second trial, 
Mussarnut Kaluo in her deposition slates, 
that the prisoner came to her and said, 
Kubeeru Buksh has sent mo to bniig to 
hiui one of your girls, and prosecutrix 
desired Gourmony to get ready and go 
with him. Sue having dressed herself 
andj. put on her stiver ornaments left 
the house in company with the prisoner, 
but as the gifl did not return alter 
some days, she sent Bullabv, Zuhoor 
and Kuiitoo to Ruheim buksh to en- 
quire for her. They jreturued, and said, 
they had not seen Mungloo, and that 
Huiieim Buksh hud taken them to Caa- 
sim’s house and ils^irjed the two men 
of thenatae of Mungloo to appear, but 
that they could not point out Mungloo, 
who had taken J>4ourmony away, as they 
were not acquainted with him. The 
ornaments worn by the girl and her 
clothes are valued^ 61 Ha. The girl has 
hot since been heard of, nor has the pro« 
perty been found. Ruhiem Buksh oamo 
to the prosecutrix and said he would 
search for the girl and send her back. 
She further says, that the prisoner told her 
that the bonea^ found near the Durdura 
Nulla, were the remains of Gouimony, 
who was murdered by Ruhiem Buksh, 
Jharoo, and Golamgous. The Jxrisoner 
pleads uot guilty, feet Mohaskud and 
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ClSbumroo doposes to the prisoner com in j; 
to pros(>ctitnx’s houfsA, and in tbe name of 
Kuhiein Buksb, and taking tbe girl Gour* 
monv witb her. 'I bn first witness states^ 
some of the silver ornaments she then 
bad on, aitd tbe other particularizes all. 
They both svfeur to seeing ihe girl going 
on the road with the prisoner. Sbe went 
first anti he followed her, . and from 
that time no account has been heard of 
ber. She was about years of age, 
and ot low stature. They a^ 
sure the prisoner took tbe eirl from tbe 
bouse. Kuntoo BinUbv and Zuboor, were ' 
sent by Alissainut Kaloo to llubiem 
liuksh, to bring back G^iirmoiiy whom 
the prisoner Alungloo had taken with 
him in (be name of Uuheim Buksb He 
took them to Casiiin’s bouse, and they 
Were told to point our Muriirioo, hut not 
having been acquainted with 
before, they could uot identify him]\ut 
said that tVlussainut K^ioo, who bad mane 
tbe girl over to lVIuri«loo, would be able 
to identifv him. They returned to Mus- 
samut K iloo and told her iha< Hub«em 
Buksb said be wnQ d s^nu the girl in four 
davs. Kassim and .1 ubooo depose that 
Kubiein Buksb came with the three 
last witnesses and said, ** there are two 
persons in tbe V illage of Gobindpoor of 
the name of Mungloo. one small, tbe other 
large, and one Alungloo has taken a girl 
from Mussamui Kaloo in my flame ; 1 
did not send any one to bring the girl ; 
make both tbe Muugloos attend. On 
their appearing, one of tbe wCmen’^ 
IVlussaiiiut Buiiabv, said, Mungloo is not 
nrni>ui:;st these. Juhboo also adds, that 
Muss.onut Hullaby said, “ ibis is not 
Mungloo, the other iVlungloo has a shorter 
beard and whiskers,’' Huheim Buksb 
declares, be never sent tbe prisoner to 
bring Gourmonv to bis house, and that 
be never saw Gourmony ; be acknow- 
ledges going to Mussamut Kaloo’s bouse, 
and her telling bim, that Mungloo bad 
taken away Gourmonv in his name; he 
denies having sent Iduugioo, and that be 
has a servant of that name, but says two 
persons of that name live at Futteh Ma* 
homed Biswas's house. AJusSamut KalOo 
begged that be would tell Mungloo to- 
send home tbe girl. On bis return borne, 
be asked both tbe Muogloos if they 
had taken a^ ay tbe girl,- aud they both 
denied having done so. Deposes to the 
three witnesses BuUabv, Kacicoo, and 
Zuhoor, coming to inquire about the girl, 
and to bis proceeding to Cassim's house, 
aud usktog boiU tbe Mungloo's spp«ar, 


when Bullsby said, one Mungloo took 
away Goufmoby, but be is not amongst 
these persons. Denies having said, 
that be would s^nd tbe girl in four days. 
Guny, Husno.and Komuldy are witness* 
ea to tbe finding of the bones produced! 
in Court, and to the prisoner’s pointing 
out tbe place where h** s-nd tbe giii 
was beaten by flubiem BuLsb, GoUm* 
g&us, and. Jaroo,< who on bis ai^king then 
W'by they beat h(fr, made a rush towards 
bim> and be fled, Doctor Barker declarea 
on oath the bones found are hiimaa 
bones, and appear to be those of a young 
woman of short stature, and from their 
appearance are tbe remains of a person 
who died several months ago. Tbe pri- 
griper denies having taken the girl front 
Mussamui Kalou’i^ bouse^ and says that 
she did not point him 6u; as the parson 
who took her awav ; and that bis wit- 
nesses will ooutiimtbat Mussainut Kaloo 
at first said sbe did no^ know him. 
Gboosary says, that Mussamut Kaloo 
poirired oat tbe prisoner, bur at first 
said sbe did not recognize either of 
them ; and then said that libe recog* 
nized tbe prisoner as tbe person who took 
away Gourmony. Mungloo !i!d states, that 
Mussainut Kaloo said tbe prisouer took 
away the girl. In c^mclusion, tbe sessioR 
Judge adds ** that be 18 of opinion that 
it is clearly proved, that ti>e prisouer 
Mungloo tobk away the girl G . urmony 
from Mussamut Kaioo’s bouse, .ind from 
her not oaviuy been since beard of,- 
that he murdered her for tbe sake of her 
ornaments, and he thinks that ibe prisoner 
should be confined in Jail until soma 
accouutsof Gourmony are received, or as 
tbe superior Court may decidt-.” The 
Session Judge diifers from the Futwa 
which acquits tbe prisoner of tbe morder, 
but finds bim guilty of privity to tho 
Jgaurder# before and after the fact. 

By the Court. — R. H. Rattray — I do 
not consioer tbe idenuty ^t th^« prisoner 
as the person who inveigleo Mussamut 
Gourmomy from her bouse to be esta- 
bished by the testimony of tbe wrnesses 
adduced to substantiate ii, while in the, 
Btaiemeac said tq have.heen made bv tbe 
prisoner biissekf at tbe Tbana, upon which 
auoh stress is Uid by the circuit law 
officer, but which IS denied both before 
tbe MagfstfSte and tbe commissioner, 
ttiis fact*^^ is distinctW disallowed. 1 
concur with the. Futwa of the law officer 
of ibis Court, in the acqdlttakof tbe pri* 
sonar, and diisol that ha bs immediately 
discharged.

ALEXANDER AND CO. 

The following is from the Courier on 
this suhj^^ot : “ With deep regr^it, we 
an.n^unoo the stoppage of the firm of 
Alexander and Co. this morning— a fsi- 
lure 8''arftelv second in iinuorUnce to 
that of palmer and Co. three vpars ago. 
But a few years back — indeed at sot 
time UTilii the fail of the Bouse last 
pamed, the firm of Alexander and Co., 
h»»tb in its ageiicv and in its hanking con- 
cerns. enj oyed a credit unbounded as iis 
reputation The onlv difbcultv in its 
finances was roemoloy the capital tender- 
ed to its acceptance. Unfortunatelv, 
confidence was pUoed in the unstable va- 
lue of property, chanced, and since de- 
pressed hv political everts, and bg the 
financial measures of this Government ; 
and the changes in commerRe, in the 
prices of commodities, in the value of 
fixed propertv, in the rat'*s of interest, 
in the emoluments of the Company's ser- 
vices, have all tended, of laie years, to 
depreciate investments in anv degree de- 
pendent upon agricultural or commerci- 
al induatrv. or uporv a continuance of 
former incomes and allowances. The 
change of circumstances itreas*»d most 
severely upon Palmer and Co bn^it ope- 
rated generally, and the temporary shook 
to credit which the failure of that House 
occasioned, made matters worse, falling 
with overwbeiming force upon a Firm 
which, at the time of that event, had a 
large sum out in Bank Notes; for near. 
Iv the whole of these inimediatelv came 
in for payment, thereby suddenly a.id 
permanently crippling its resources in a 
degree for which no oompensatioii has 
been found in subsequent #cciirreDc«s. 
But a fairOipportunity was not given to 
the House in aits strugelo with such ap- 
palling ddficaUies. Tbe public always 
marked it as hanging uoon tbe same con- 
tingencies as its predecessor in oalsmity, 
and almost from the dav of the pressure 
upon the Hindostan^Hsnk in Jan, 1830, a 
general ooinion seemed to prevail, that it 
was struggling Vitb difficulties too poir* 
erfal to be overcome. 

We know nothing of tbe extent of>the 
debts and assets of tbe House. It is intend- 
ed to call a meeting of creditors without 
delay, and to propose to the oiediiprs, that 
its affairs shall be wound up' by Trustees 
of their own election. In the mean time. 
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we unHeritaod, that a provisional assi^« 
mont liAs lieeu executed bv tlie members 
of riie Firm. 

We cannot close the distrea^ina; sub* 
jAcc» without casting a $!ianei» ok* syinoa- 
tliT and sorrow towaids the uahat>py 
home* or thos^ hi^hlr esteemed and tal- 
ented individuals, who b^ve laboured for 
Tears in this ht^artiess atrug<;Ie against 
fate, for the pub'io rather ihaii for their 
own bAUt'S'’, — making a sacrifice of anxi- 
ety whi -li but tew cau appreciate, and in 
coiD''>a' iso'i with which, the catastrophe^ 
itself 18 to them a relief. ^

*' We hear this Umeut ible event aambed 
to loss of credit ansinsT from reports, ori- 
giuikllv without foundaiioii, but which 
have prevailed ever ainre the failure of 
Falrner and Ce. It khis view bs correct, 
rumour, whether idle or mnlicious, has 
created the l^vil which it predicted. Ths 
suffering and loss must be sstensive ; but 
we have no* heard any sstiiuate of the 
debts and assets. A Provisional Trus- 
tee has, we understand, been appointed, 
pending a meeting of the creditors of the 
Fi'tn Oft Monday H'^xt. However deplo- 
rable tbM ooriirreiir^e, and however w de

Such would appear to be the presaot 
state of affairs in our own citv, and we 
are glad, tliat a gentleman unconnected 
with raercantilA pursuits, and whose pro* 
fessional avocations must make him ac* 
quainted witii the movements of the vari- 
ous classes of stoiety, has publicly an- 
nounced the existence of such a scheme. 
Its detection ought to lead to its defeat, 
lor howevArthe destruction of mercantile 
credit might, for a short time prove pro- 
fitable to the jobbers and traffickers in 
Company’s paper, the lasting desolation 
winch It must spread through tbs whole 
commuiiitv ought lo rouse them with one 
acco.j;,d to avert the calainitv. 

is impossible, that any mercantile 
/establishment, however vast its resour- 
ces, or extensive its aecurities, can with- 
BtauU the effects of a sudden withdrawal 
of the capital eniuusted to its inanags- 
meut. It leipiired the almost uiiconsci. 
tuttonal measure of an \ct of Parliament, 
siisoeiiding cash payments, to save the 
Bank of Eogiand from Bankruptcy, when 
a run was made upon it, partly throui^b 
panic, and partly by design. Yet the 
Bank of England engages in no mercan- 
tile Sfierulations, its capital is vested lu 
the ffinds of the nation, or in private 
loans on the most afioroved sec'urities. 
But jn tins coiiniry the constituehts of 
•the mercantile bouses receive on tbeiV 
deposits a rate bf interest unknown in 
Europe, which cau omy be afforded to 
them, on rbe avowed ract of tlieir depo- 
sits enabling their Agents to carry on 
the Indigo and other , works, by which 
such large returns have heretofore been 
yielded. Everv man who places liis mo- 
ney in an Agency House,, aud receives 
his eight ptr cent, knows perfeotlv well 
how ibat money is employed, and that 
without it was emnloyed, be could 
not receive his large rate of interest. To 
call suddenly on all the Houses to return 
the borrowed capital Will be'compelling 
them to close tbeir trade ac once, to in- 
undace the market with factorit'S; hoiisks, 
and property of every description, in 
order to realize the money demanded of 
them. Prices will eonsequeutly experi- 
ence a ruinous fall, and these who have 
created the misobief will be tbe greatest 
sufferers, and will bare only themselTes to 
ibkolt. 
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We warn the public, therefore, not to 
be misled, not to permit themselves to 
be iiiftueuced br a pauic, c.rtgiuatin^ with 
designiu|^ persons, who have oiilv their 
own interest lu view ; L^*t them look at 
the quHsuon disnasaionately and tliey 
must peicvive, that ther** la rea ly no- 
thing to tear, hut the fflTeots of panic, 
and it is against that only that they 
ehould guard. If the constituents of the 
Mercantile Houses do not withdraw 
their confidvuce from them, there can he 
no sudden reduction of their canital, and 
tbev will I e enabled to continue tbeir 
mercantile irausactions uniM atl the out- 
standing property is realized. Three 
things have combined to injure the mer- 
cantile establishments of this city : — The 
fall ID the price ot Indigo, the extensive 
credit which they gave to indiviiluais, 
and the oonseqneiit large debts duH to 
them, and their own private hanks, W*^cb 
subjected them to sudden demands, 
latter are now done away with altogether, 
and ill regard to Indigo, there are many 
eases now operating to OiiniiiiAh its' cal- 
tivation, and conaequeutlv enhance Us 
price. Many of the Factories which be- 
longed to Paimer and Co. are abandoned, 
and this vear will probablv be the last 
that the Trustees will cofuiuue to carry 
them on. 

Ail the unprofitable Factories, and, 
perhaps most of tiiose which have not 
yielded a certain good return helonf^tiig to 
Ai«*sander and Co. will likewise be dis- 
continued, and the number of private 
speculators, frotn not being able to obtain 
the necessary advances, must also he 
greatly diminished. Hence it foUowij, 
that the cultivation of Indigo must great- 
ly decrease, the quantity in the market 
will be Jess, prices will rise, and the pro- 
fits will be greater. Through these causes 
ib« present mercantile establishments 
will all be gainers, and to this may be 
added a probkble increase of mercantile 
and agency business cons-'^u-nt on the 
failure of so extensive a House as that of 
Ai<*3tuuder and (Jo. * 

The great loss which they have hither- 
to sustained by that indiscriminate system 
of credit IS also at an end. Money is no 
longer advanced with that liberal hand 
with which it was formerly bestowfd, 
and so far from it, the system of economy, 
now so generally prevalent, is enabling 
the Agents hourly to collect large por- 
tions of the immense debts due to them. 
It will be the work of time, but pf no 
gtaat U&gtb of time, and wUh p%utaj»e 


and confidence, on the part of the public, 
its progress And effect is ct^rtain. 

It the houses fail, the general loss must 
he iinmeuse, and they can onlv fail 
through the want of confidence on the 
part ol the ptihhc. If that coiifidence he 
bestowtid, the change of srsiein which 
has been a>iopted, and then >eiutioii oi the 
various causes to which we havn ailnded, 
must bring matters roiiud. Let any man 
examine the question disi*a9si>>iiatelr, 
and we are certain that will atimit (he 
justice of oiirteasoniug ; but at all events, 
^«t tbe puhlisrbeware of the tales got un, 
or the advice'given by interested specu- 
lators, — which would hurrv' them into 
acts of precipiiaurv which must i>roduce 
the most ru'iioua rebults to all. — Hurkaru, 
Dcember 17. 

A very full ineetiiig of the Credi- 
tors oi Alexander and Co. took place 
on Mondav the I7tb Dec.«to take in- 
to ooiisideralion tlie measures moat 
advisable to be adonted iii tiie pre- 
sent exigency ot the affairs ot the 
ffrm. 

At eleven o’clock Mr. Abbott 
entered the room, and recoinmetided 
the ineeiing iinii^ediately to pro- 
ceed to business, by electing a Chair- 
man, upon wiiicli, Mr. Wyncii 
was noiiiiiiated. ^ 

The Chairman observed, that the 
meeting having done hini the honor 
to appoint him. he woiiirl not mi- 
neccssaiily take up rheir time by 
lengthy observahons,. but would re- 
coiiimend tiiat a Cominiltoe of dis- 
iiiti'rested and qjitnhiitMl persons be 
anpoiiited to look into the accounts 
ot the ffnn, and to make a report 
to another meeting to be aiter- 
wards called, for be believed it 
iiiifiossible/ Aiat a sraternent could 
now be produced lor atializatiort 
in such a iiuineroiis itieering as the 
present. He had paid attention to 
several letters which had appeared 
ill the public papers, and there was 
one which he considered tlie best, 
wliich relk>m mended a course of pro- 
ceeding, that the Creditois would 
find It would be their interest to 
adopt. The letter \v?^j^sigiied * a 
WELL WISHER TO ALL fl^TIES, and 
recoium ended, that on llil^ appoint- 
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merit of a Committee, they should 
proceed with fiieir biistficss iii the 
lollowinir order: —

Mr. Jayebi^s Pattie said, that pre- 
vious to eoiiig into any other biis>* 
ness, he thoiislit it iiecessari*, that 
the deed ol trmt executed to Mr. 
Abbott, should be read to the 
that they niifflit know what 
itiflneiire it itii^ht have on the acts 
ot the Cre<Htors.« 1’hla was second-’ 
ed by Mr, Goldsworthy, and 
shorfly afterwards, tlie deed, which 
was ts the following was

Mr. Dickena, on the part ol Mr. 
AbboU, stated, that the provisional 
deed executed to lino, would be 
for the benefit of all without preju- 
dice to any. He would not deliver 
lip the dociimeiita in his poHSfssioii 
till spine more decisive ineaMire 
would be adopted, and then when 
called upon he would be rea ly to 
resign his trust. It it were proposed 
to appoint a committee to draw iifi a 
.repoit, the deed might remain ill 
lorce under tlie*soleiiin pledge, tiiat 
the property would remain secnie 
till some definite measure vvou d be 
adopted. 

Colonel Becher begged to state, 
that though he had not the least 
doubt of the honour and integrity of 
Mr. Abbott, he tlioiighcit necessary, 
for the satfifaction of all tlie Cre- 
ditor.9, that other trustees should be 
appointed to acf with him. 

Mr. Longiieville Clarke opposed 
it, on the grounds of its being unne- 
cessary, the committee being appoiiit- 
ed lor only a brief period, and be 
tiibiight It very iinvvtse to throiy 
dillictitties and impediments in the 
way of proc ediiigs that ought, to be 
as simplified as possible. If. they 
bad confidence in Mr. Abbott the 
UiiaC would be better in bis bands 
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than in those of several persons, 
aixi it must be considered, that the 
trust was confided to him by the 
partners ol the late firm tiU smh 
time as competent aiitiiority appear- 
ed to demand it from him, and the 
moment that was done Mr. Abbott 
would resiirn his trust. 

Mr. Pattie thought, that if all the 
members of the late house could not 
mana^tf their afiP^iirs, it would nor be 
possible tor one individual to do so ; 
and besides this, it' any tl?m^ should 
happen to Mr. Abbott, it would only 
leave the alfairs in greater difiiciilty. 

At tins staije ol the proceedings 
a great deal of conversation took 
place witlioiit producing any result, 
and was concluded by Mr. Butk^- 
yoiiiig reading the tollowiiig resolu^ 
tion which was put and carried : — 

Tlmt a provisional Coiumittee be 
appointed to investigate the affairs of 
the Firm, and to report their opinions^ 
and the grounds ot it, at a meeting ot 
Creditors, which shall be called to de- 
cide on what steps it may deem most 
proper to take on that report, and out 
of which Cornniittee two shall be ap. 
p4iioted jointly with Mr. Abbott as pro- 
▼ isi<»nal trustees. ” 

• 

This was followed by a discus- 
sion about the number necessary to 
form the CoinrniUee, some of the 
gentlemen considering that every 
class or creditor should have a 
representative, but this argument 
was set at rest by Mr. Dickens ob- 
serving, that the Ooiiimittee would 
not represent any class of creditors, 
nor would they have to periortn any 
act binding on the rest, but would 
merely have to report on tfte state of 
the accounts. 

Ttie Chairman then {proposed, that 
the duties ot the Committee be ap- 
portioned in tiie following order • 

1st.— Exliibitiog the cash and real 
assets of the firm available for divisioa 
wiibiQ one month. 

■id — The assets falling due at cer- 
tain periods within one year, confining 
this c ass to sack as are Rnequivocal and 
certain of realization. 

3d.— The dubious assets, with full in* 
foruation in a column of remarks oppo- 


site each snin. that the roeetiog may not 
be in the da^k ne to their expectaiions, 
4th. — Assets justly considered irreco* 
verable. 

The resolution was seconded by 
Colonel Wood, and was carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. Rodgers pronosed the names 
of several geriflemeii, from among 
whom the following were appointed 
to form the Cumrnittee, each name 
being called and receiving the ap- 
probation of the Meeting sepaia* 
tely : —

Upon the motion of Sir John 
Grant, it was resolved — \ 

^ That the Committee sba I bavo 
power to call a Public Meeting of Cre- 
ditors to receive their report, and to 
determine on future measures.’’ 

Two resolutions to that effect 
having been passed, Mr. Bin kin- 
young and Mr. ffiirry were ap- 
pointed to act «'ifl IVuslees conjoin- 
tly with Mr. Abbott. ^ 

Mr. Biirkfnyourig, after some pre- 
liminary observations on the nature 
ot the proposition he was about to 
submit, read as iollows:— - 

** That it is the opinion of this meet- 
ing, that it will be highly injurious to the 
Creditors of the Ute Firm ot Alex- 
ander and Co. if the members ot ihe 
Ute Firm be arrested, and their affairs 
placed under the* management ot the 
Insolvent Qourt, this meeting, therefore, 
earnestly recommend to the Creditors 
at large, that no legal process be issued 
against the members ot the Ute Firm 
until, at least, the affairs ol the house he 
investigated, and the report ot the 
Committee b« known.” 

Mr. Clarke thought, that bffsidea 
the view in which Mr. Burkinyoung 
had put the argument for passing 
the resolution — the necessity they 
were under oi soothing and paci- 
fying the feelings of the ijdt^^^artners 
— he would state it in a niimher that 
would come home to^ their feelings, 
and that was, that he never kuavr 
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any bpn^'fit to arisfs to rmercantile 
atriirs by puttin*; tbern into the 
IriAolvent Court ; and it could not 
be pxuected that Lawyers, who, 
from habit and ediiration, were 
niidtted lorsurlia task, could ma> 
nave them better than men who 
Were accustomed to such pursuits. 
Brides this view ol tlie matter, an 
enormous expense would be entail- 
ed on the estat*' it* it were placed in 
the hands ol the Insolvent CMUirt# 
It was true, that any sin^de creditor 
niiirht. pur the estate into tiie Court, 
and they liad no power ol preventing; 
if, except by their infliieiice, and, 
therefore, the only course it was ad- 
visable for them to adopt, would be 
iiiianinioiisly to pass tlie resoliilioii, 
and let th{jt have its weight among 
the rest dt* the Urge body of cre- 
ditois. 

Sir John Grant remarked, that the 
Insolvent Ch)urt was nut applicable 
to the arrangement ol mercantile 
affairs, having been merely intended 
to give private iiiiiividuals their re- 
lease on surrendering their proparty 

The resolution was than carded 
with i^neral applause. 

Mr, Dickens, as a ffl^ivate friend 
of the partners, was glad to observe 
that so much good ieeliiig had pre* 
vailed on this occasion, and he must 
take the opportunity to counteract 
an impression which he had heard 
prevailed abroad, that the failure of 
the House had been caused by any 
pressure of their London corres- 
pondents. It was^enough for him 
to say, that the balance at credit of 
the London House in t^ie books of 
Messrs. Alexander and was, in 
1831. about nine lakhs more than 
ill 1830; and that the aggregate 
claims of the London Firm and its 
immediate connexions, amounted 
to no less than 75 lakhs ! It was 
clear that Hie House in England had 
done its utmost to support the Firm 
here, and jf they had failed in their 
abject, al^east they had failed with 
Vhoitof. 

' Captain Steele voted thanks to 

' tb« Chairman, whiob was seconded 


by Mr. Clarke, and the meeting 
dissolved. 

Tlmra so peered at this meeting, as 
well as »c that held at the Trades’ Rooms, 
on Saturdar, a verr strong desirf*, that, if 
possible, the affairs of the late firm should 
not fall under tb«» management of ibe In- 
solvent Court, Upon tbie subject Mr, 
L >ngueviUe Clarke and Sir John P. 
Grant both addressed the meeting, and 
a resolution expressing the strong de- 
sire of the meeting, that no person would 
adont legal tgeasiires against any partner 
of the late firm, was carried by acclama- 
tion. 

Mr. Dickens then, in a short but elo- 
quent atidress, which, together with the 
other proceedings, is reported above, 
Stat^ to the meeting a few facts that 
m^'St tend to preserve unimpaired 
good feeling that prevailed, and 
oofivince ail, that althouc^h the part- 
ners of the late firm had failed in tbo 
struggle which bad proved hopeless, they 
bad failed from cirrnmstanoes which ren- 
dered all efforts useless. 

A notion had prevailed, at least among 
some, that th ^ir London corresnondents 
bad withdraw u their supuort ; so far was 
this from being the case* that in truth, the 
balance at credit of the London Heuae, in 
was about nine Incke more than 
IBoOr and since then their relations had 
not been altered materially ; the balanoes 
accredit of the former partners who had 
' gone out and the present, the latter in- 
oluding independent property of their 
wives and families, not derived from the 
firm, amounted to no less a sum than 75 
lacks of rupees; so fiankly and unreserv- 
edly bad the commoq risk been shared 
and partaken by them ; failed they had 
in a task that non** could have succeeded 
in, but they had failed w^th honour. 

We may tdd, that we have heard on th* 
best authority, that ail inveatedTrnst pro- 
perty deposiied with the late firm, is safe, 
and may be inspected hjr the parties oon- 
oerued, or their friends. But of course 
ail sums, whether trust or otherwise, at 
interest in the bouse, will share the ge* 
neral fate. 

' But these matters will be all investi- 
gated and reported upon hr the commit- 
tee, than which a more couii>eteiitoQe, or 
one mure entitled to the enure ouiifidenoa 
of the Creditors eould not have been se« 
leoted.^iittrharu, Dee. 18.

It the meet- 
ing apooiiired a cnainuHn be would be 
lea ly to give any infonuarion that might 
he called tor, and it not, he would go 
over the accounts one by one, and explain 
them in succession. 

Mr. Pattle enquired under what rule 
IVIefisrs Alexander and Co. bad marie 
the transler? to which Mr. Cullen repli- 
ed, that it had not been made by that 
firm, but by the Directors, who were con- 
cerned in the greatest part of the in- 
tereiiSf aad who had adopted for theW 


nefit of other members as well as them* 
selves, the couise which appe-ired most 
advi^eahle, ami most comlucive to the 
weltare of the Society. 

Mr. Tnrton vvas tlien called to tho 
chair. He observed tliai this was the 
fi S’ occasion of his ever taking part 
in the concerns ot (he Soci^tv , and lie 
regretted tliatsome one ini>re conversfint 
with tiiein had not been Hx<'d upon. Ho 
^ould propose, that the IMeeliug should 
first hear ili'* state or the two Socieiied 
from Mr. Cullen, betore, any opinion was 
expre.Msed ot the course that ought lo bo 
adopteil. 

Mr. Cullen then referred to papers re- 
lative to tlie Idih Siippiemeutary Daii- 
dahle Society, and reinaiked, that this 
Societv wa.s yet only in its inlsncy, hav- 
ing been estaidished on the iV of July of 
tbn year.

30,0t»0 were 
in the Estate of Messina Alexander and 
Co ; to tace which they had an interest 
ill the lapses to the extent of twenty 
three shii'es Mr. ( wllen made some 
other explaii rffl ons winch we umTerstood 
to be, that tiie reniavn tig rupees 129,000 
were in the hamis ot Cruttenden, Mac- 
killop, and Co., but iliat there were two 
OI threp ciaiins ot a souicwbat doubtful 
nature tor inves ipation. 

it was then asked, bow so large a 
balance was allowed to lie in the hands 
of Messrs Alexander and Co.? to 
which it was replied, that it was not pos- 
sible for the Direct'ors to make a daily 
sciutiny iijti) tlie accounts, besides winch, 
c<aiiuants w >u*|d not have waited for tho 
sale ot («nverninerit papers before bav* 
ing their claims disbursed. It was tiieii 
a.sked it tlie Directors were responsible, 
Hud in reply, it was stated that they were 
nut 

Mr, Paltle remarked, that a loan of the 
kind made to Megsis Alexander and 
Co. was a deviation from one of the 
rules of tlie Society. This rule was then 
read by the chairman.

Mr. William Smith proposed, that 
0oine distinction siioiild ]>e made be- 
tween the actounfs ot those who had in 
cured for tiic* lifii- fit of creditors, and 
those wlio had iii.snred for their families. 

Mr. Cullen refer I ed to tlie acooiiuts|l 
and slateci, that a very small propoition 
veie of the furtuei dehciiption. lie then 
liroceeded to the papei s ol the iSeventh 
liAiidahle Society, comtueuciri!* fiomtho 
]h 1 January, 1S3‘2. when interrupted by 
Mr. Pattle. \%iio tlirnit;ht that tliey oii<;ht 
to £>o l)!V<lv to the 1st Siiclety, and then 
follow up the accounts to the pres^mt 
perioil. c’ 

The t-h lirinan explained, that they 
vould ioiliatcase have to fjo hack a 
period of thiity years, and besides the 
trouble, it would be altonellier unneces- 
sary, for the Society had coinitu nced de 
movo on the lirat day of Janu.iiy last, 
and they had no business with the uc' 
counts closed in the titii Laudable Socie- 
tv, except witli the transfer and risks 
taken from tliat into the present 'ociety. 

Mr Cullen slated, tliat ni-e total num- 
ber of live.s insured in the 7tii Society 
were, seven huudrerl and seven, upon 
xvhich there were two thousand and 
eleven shares, ami theie had been 
lapses on one hundred and twelve 
nhares ; but he could not state how 
aiany sharea had been transferred 
from the 0th Society, as he did not expect 
to be called on for auch an cxplauation. 
and had not prepared him.self tor it. 
Other information was then j;iv,en by Mr, 
€ullen, but the remarks of those about 
where we were stalioued, prevented us 
from hearing them. 

In coii8e(|uence of some conversation 
arising^ upon the subject of Me srs. \i- 
•xa tier and Co. haviuj;f t;iveu piomis- 
•ory uotee, instead of cash payments, 
Mr, Pattle remarked, that their shares 
were cancelled, in conformity with one 
of the rules of the Society. 'I'lie Stli 
article was then read as bearing; on the 
point. 

'Mr. Turton remarked, that lie con- 
curred in the opinion expressed by Mr, 
Fattle^ but it would have to be recoL 


lected. that there mlo;ht be several in- 
stances in wnich subsequent payments 
had been made, and it such were the 
case, the interest would, by that means, 
have been he^au anew 

Mr Cullen remarked, that it occurred 
to him that some accmnniodatiou beyond 
wliat the rules specified should he g;iv- 
en to those who had lart>;e interests, 
and adv.intai^es had heeu gained by 
Society leinliny; a little of tlie luotiey 
they would afterwards have been called 
on to pay to ih^ same parties. 

Mr. Adarq, observed, tiiat if he under* 
stood aright Mr. Cullen was of opinion, 
tint adiantages had already arisen 
from the violation of the rules. What 
was the statement then before them, 
but that the securities were in the 
greatfsi state of insecurity, and in.stead 
ot ajtVvantai»es. he was of opinion, tliat 
ii^en^e evils bad atisen from the in- 
jrmi'eineut of the prescribed rules ; 
and to modify them, or to give by fresh 
ones such arbitrary power to the Direct* 
ors, would not remove the evil, but 
would peroetuale it. 

Mr Patt.e suggested, that a Committee 
should be appointed to put such assets 
as were available into (ir»vernmeut Se- 
curities. and to report on the stale of 
the Society. 'I'iiey had only a cursory 
view ill the accounts hetoie them, and a 
satisfactory enquiry could not be made 
by the meeting. 

The following resolutions were then a* 
dopted ; the conversation that interven- 
ed, being only the views of tlie differ* 
eut sneakers in proposing ameudmeuta 
and alteiatious. we omit: 

Proposed by Mr. Patile, and sacouded 
by Mr. Strong. 

That a ('ommittee be- appointed to en- 
quire into the state of the affairs of the 
Laudable Societies, and to report gene- 
rally to the members, with a request to 
the Direcfhrs to co-ooerate with the 
Committee, and give them every infur- 
matiou in their p/)wer. 

Proposed by Mr. Greenlaw and se- 
conded. 

"i'liat a meeting of the Proprietors to 
receive such Report be now appointed 
for Saturday the 12cii January. 

That the Committee consist of the fol- 
lowing members 
Mr. Adam, ‘ Mr. Dickens, 

Mr. Henderson, Mr. Bruce, 

Mr. J. D. Smiib, and 

Mr. Turtoo, Mr. Da? id Hunter. 
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fTeflolationii were also adopted, that 

tile above ebould conduct tbe investi^’a- 
tiou into the state of both Societies, and 
4hat publicity should be giveu to the 
resolutions, in tlie various newspapers 
of the Presidency, tor the information of 
the Mofussil subscribers. 

The hosinrsB of the meetlnsc beings 
^oncluded, the Meeting broke up, but 
titte members of the Committee sat for 
some time to make arrani^em mts tor 
carrying on the duties they had under* 
taken. 

We publish in a preceding sheet a re- 
port of the proceedings at a meeting of 
the Members of the Laudable Societies, 
li^ld yeaterdar, at the ofKoe of the Hecre- 
tanes, Messis. Crutteiidea Mackillop, 
and Co, 

It apoears, by tbe above repo'it. 
that the tunds consist ot about six 
lacks of rupees, invested m Com- 
panv’s yiufier, as required by the re- 
grulation^, but in promissorv notes of 
M <^S3rs Alexander and Co., bearing 8 
per cent. iiiterHst, and gtiaranteed bv as- 
signment of their interest in certain shares 
in the Laudalile, and by the collateral se* 
ourity of bornls and acceptances ofin- 
diriduttls to a much greater amount than 


that abovei stated as due by Messrs. A. 

and Co. • 

The Directors who sanctioned tbe ac- 
ceptance of the above securines instead 
of requiring that the amount should be 
invested iii Comoanv’s paper, stated the 
emergency of the rase, the great auoport 
that Messrs, Alexander and ('o. have al- 
ways given to the Society, (of which theic 
Louse was tbe fonniirrs,) that they were 
convinced that the seouritv v\ .is ainolp, 
and tliatin the course* of \t or 18 months 
the lapses which might fairly be expected 
• to take place, would not only pav i ff iho 
amount due hv Messrs. Alexander and 
Cu. but leave a considerable suiplus. 

Mr Cullen, on behalf of the Directors, 
ailmitted the irregularity of allowing the 
funds to remain iii the hands of IMess>S. 
Alexander and Co instead siitig 

them 1(1 Compnnr's paper, and added, that 
nlthinjgb tiie .S *tieties would be no suf- 
ferers hy this measure, hut Imii long been 
great gainers, yeiif ther were conttnued, 
the regulations on this head should iti 
future be strictly enforced. 

It will be seen by the Report that 
a resolution was ijltimatelv carried, ap- 
pointing a Coinmirtee to enquire inoro 
particularly into the jiff.irs of tbe Ijuud- 
able Societies, and to report to the Mem- 
bers at large, uii Saturday week. 
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The members of Lodge ITuuiltiy 
WirH Fortitode, No. dO’i jolneil by a 
great numlier of tlieir iircthreii from th? 
Calcutta ami Duni Diim Ijodgns, walked 
in procession on Thursday morning, the 
27th Dec. from their Lodge Rooiiih, in 
Fort William, to the cbiiich, where Di- 
vine Service was priforined hy the Rever- 
end H. Pratt, A great niiiiiber of ladies 
and gentlemen .from the city assembled to 
gee tlie prncps.sioii, aud tlge Fort was 
crowtled with empty carriages, and, 
what is not very usua^ in iliis country, 
ladies in great numbers walking on 
foot, 'fue R iveren I Divine preaciied 
a most beautiful and iustructive sormoa 
from the tenth verse of the twelltli 
chapter of St. Paul’s Boistle to the Ro* 
mans “ Be hindlt/ affe'dioried one ta^ 
wards another with brotherly love.^ 
Wet should be temp e I to give the eu.irs 
seriaori. did the limits \)t a newspaper 
admit of our doing so, as it is we must 
be content wicU giving our readcra a 
few extracts!

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A meeting^ of the Roman Catholic in* 
habitants o^ Calcutta was conyoneil at 
the moms of the 'Frade Association, on 
Siimiay morning. the 30th Dec by public 
advertisement, to hear the report of the 
Committee appointed for adjusting the 
existing Church differedces The meeting 
was attended by nearly all the respectable 
Catholics of the City, and the business 
c6mnieaced by the appointmeut of Mr.

The chairman comhienced the pro- 
ceedings. by declaring, that he was uu- 
repared ft»r the honor conferred upon 
im, by lamenting his incompetence, 
and by stating briedv the cause for 
which the meeting had^heen convehed ; 
namely, first of reading the report of the 
Committee. He then proposed that the 
report shouj*' he read, after which such 
remarks c >tild be made as suggested 
themselves. 

Mr. Roger Dias, one of the members of 
the Committee, said, that he was entirely 
opposed to the report, and that he bad 
Written a letter to the other members 
stating bis reasons (or dissenting from 
ilifem. Th js letter, * which was * written 
on about a dozen sheets of foolscap, he 
proposed to read, the rwsding of 

the report, but the cliairmtiu said that 
lie was out of order in inakiug such a 
proposal : they had met there for the 
especial purpose of reading the Commit- 
tee's report*~after that object had been 
attained he was at liberty to make any 
remarks that he thought proper. ^Mr. 
Dias was disposed to insist on his right, 
as 'a member of the Committee, to have 
the letter read, but the sense of the 
whole meeting was agskusi him, and the 
repoint was read.

the facility that followed the progress atid 
termination of (heir proceedings. The re<* 
salt of the application to the other party 
proved otherwise than could have been 
anticipated by the Committee : they ex- 
pressed their happiness at the direction^^ 
of the Cotninittee’s exertions towards^l^ 
accomplisliment of the grand desidera'- 
turn with which they bad been charged, 
but they acconipanied this intimation 
with a dist^ct statement, that unless, 
iu the first instance, the rights of the 
people for whom they were contending 
were acceded to, and all costs already 
incurred hy them iu the pending, suit 
(iefraved, they could not consisieutly ac« 
cord their assent to the Com m» (tee's pro- 
ceedings, or furoish them with the docu^ 
ments or informaiinn required. 'Phe 
Committee, not considering themselves 
authorised to recommend the payment of 
any costs, before they bad carefully ex* 
amiued into the state of the existing dif- 
ferences, and not having the power to 
do so, had they been so disposed, all 
correspondence between them necessari- 
)y ceased. 

The report then adverts to the for- 
mation of a code of laws for the future 
mauagenient of the affairs of the Church, 
in the/ollowing impartial terms: — 

PenUing the correspondence aoove adverted to, 
the attentjon of vour Committee wjs devoted to 
-Jthe formation of a Code of Lnws for the future 
management of. the affair., of the Churcli ; -a copv 
of which will presently be l.iid before ^ou— and 
your ComraUtce sincerelv trubt that it wUl be 
round (o be such, as to meet with your approval 
and adhptiim., 

With reference to that part of Rule 10th, which' 
provides Umt none of the genilemen who. have 
been in office since ISIB shah be elected at tiie 
^8t election of Wardens after tho paasjmg of these 
Rules, your Tommittee deem it their duty to 
stat^ their reasons for this exclusion, for fear it 
might be construed into a refiection on the cha- 
rsclera of tho^ whom it aflft*cts, than which, 
nothing could have been further from their in* 
tehtiohr ' Yottgre all fully .aware of iho lament- 
ablb disputes ^ich ha;;e torn our community in- 
to' ftetions- and you are equally aware that the 
pSrties affected by the above exclusion have 
been identified with tho^e disuutes. Hence, it 
occurred t • your committee that, if any of them 
weYe elected,' during the present exgited state oT 
feeliitf among the parishioners, such. ebrjioQi 
would be hailed with exultation as a triumph by 
the party whu^ had taken the same sl^e m the 
dispute, while, the other ,pa?tyi would look upon 
It with feelings of ljitterne^''and .pounded pride: 
aiiid thus, fuel would-be Added to the fiames of 
eiiicord anicontentioh. Under this Impression, . 
and with aqcfart-felt anxiety to devise any mea*' 
sures thait $iHgbt tend to heal all differences t» 
compose pihty fcel^rig, and to reatorcH^hristiaa 
^oamhttity tq our €(nfimunity«' yotis 
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C^titlmlttee have made the above excliiaion— 
Vfhich they confidently trust will meet with your 
, concurrence and iipprobation. 

The CoDiraittee then bear testimony 
.to the integrity ot the old wardens in 
the following terms-^ 

Your Committee would now beg to draw ntten> 
tion to the most mterc!»tin‘* part of their lanors 
—namely, the examinatum of the original books 
and accounts called for fro*m Messrs. Uostan and 
-Cornelius, connected with their mamigement of 
♦q'fi afl'aira of the Church. I'he greatest care 
ann attention have been devoted to the examin- 
ation of those books .uul account-", and it adbrns 
your Committee much satisfaction indeed, to bear 
testimony to their perfect correctness, and to add 
an assurance of their being such, as fully to en- 
title the parties to tne coufldc‘nx> and acknow- 
ledgments of the Community at large 

Your f'ommittee would fain rest satisfied with 
this tiieiT opinion of tnc acrouuts in question, 
under a com iction, that it records as much as 
can be neceassry, towards an utter eradication of 
such unfavourable and eirnneous insinuations 
have beeualiinved to travel sbroidon the subject, 
to the prejudice and injustice or the parties; but, 
with aiivc rtaiice to some particular charges ad- 
duced against the gcntieinen under reference, 
and mule a rnattcr of inquiry a^d dheusfion by 
vour (Committee, it becomes a matter of commdn 
justice, that the points so strongly nrged and 
made to bear against the administration of Mr. 
Hostari and his colleagues, be clearly elucidated 
and set at rest. 

It lias been said, m the first instance, that 
the monumental furniture, otherwise denominat- 
«ti ro»9i, prepaiedfiy Messrs Chalcraft and Co. 
was nor sanctioned by the then Vicar, f^re Man- 
ficl lie ’ranta Theieza— when, on a reference to 
the book of proceedings for the year Ifl-y, it' was 
shown, that his sanchoii was accorded tuere’o, 
along with that of the Waruens, under their 
sigtiatuiea le-spectiielv. 

Another coin plaint has been, that the salaries 
of rhe church •-eivants wee kept in arrears and 
nev( r p ud by the Wardens. To these charges it 
will sufiice to state, that the payment in question 
fovmcdno partofthe duties of those functiona- 
ries, but the exclusive province of the Vigar from 
the rnonthiv revenues of the Church realized by 
hlinsclr, and hence it follows, that, if any irregul- 
arity existed in lUU respect, the fault rested with 
t!ie Vicar. 

The last and moat serious accusation is founded 
on an a«sc rum of the late Vicar, as made at the 
Biennial ( ouvocation of 26th February, 1 H 29 , re- 
garding a demand of his, rem.iinnig unadjusted 
at the time The explanation then given by the 
Wardens, seemed to nave afforded satisFactimi', 
and vour (’omniitrec's investigatSons towards 
that p,)int have>sati.sllc.l them, that a want of 
sufficient funds at tile time, pri^uUed the pay 
rneiit of the claim, but which was not long 
after adjusted, as exhibited in tha‘^counts« and 
acknowledged by the deceastd. 

In closing this part of tiiier jrenort. your C<»n- 
mittee coimot refrain from ad vertipg to the sus-> 
pitdons entertained, and «a Widely, circulated, 
t 'uching the honesty and lair dealing of the ]^«st 
■Wardens, connected with- their management of 
the Lftairs of the t'hurch, and as to these un* 
founded statements ami scandalous mlneptesent' 
ations. the existing differences rnay not imf^opte* 
Iv be said to apply, your Ooinmittea cobsi^r it 
incumbent in them openly to declqte, ^ that, jiv 
lu.far as they have had opportunities of judgliag, 
they have been unable to trace any mjtsappItcatiQn 
Of public funds, or abuse of public tmst, and 

soeh^ unhesitatingly to refute the Mnuatiodi 

that have beau so gxatuitously Indulg^Ciit pa thjU 


effect, with tie apparent obj<»ct of imposing on 
the weak ar^i uninformed, and inilaming the 
minds of the populace. 

With reterence to the election of 
Vicars, the report stated, that it had been 
resolved, at a meeting held on the iSth 
of February, 18*i9, previous to the elec- 
tion of the present Vicar, that Vicarft 
should be elected for periods of three 
years, instead of for no iixed period, as 
bad formerly been the case ; that the 
re.solutioii had met with general appro- 
bation, and that it had been sanciioned, 
confirmed, and highly approved of, by 
iPre Manuel de Are Maria, the Episco- 
pal Governor of MaUapore. 

The report then concludes as follows 

On the subject of the spiritual -authority of 
the Provi'or, i‘eg:udiug which there has been 
so mu'h discussion, your ('bmmittee content 
them!,elves with merely quoting the following 
Extract troma letter dated Isc Ma" 4IH29, from 
the Rovd. Fre Antonio de Sta. Maria, to the 
Wardens, and leave you to draw your conclusi- 
ons. , 

** As you pretend to be ifjnorant pf the autho- 
“titles of the Most Revd. Provisor, the Dele- 
** gate, I Will tell you something on this subject* 
“ that you may have no more reasons to talk 
“about* The 'Provisors or Delegates, haveal- 
** mo t Episcopal aAithorities; tney may post up 
«* Edicts, call the people, predde over Meetings* 
“confirm both the Vicars and Wardens, visiC 
“ Churches, reform abases, prescribe TCgiilat ions* 
“ restore confraternities, dispem:o prociamationt 
“ and oth^r impedunents to Christians, punish- 
“ With excommunicatioft edntumacious persons, 
“ intertlict and order doors of the Church to be 
“ shut up.4u>pend Pas^ons, &c. Ac.” 

Under all the circumstances abo' e “ated. your 
Committee cc^Md have nt» heiltalion whatever in 
declariiig, on the most clear and unequivocal evid- 
ence, th.it the? Revd. Fre Antonio ue Sta. Maria 
was clocted Vicar of the (’huTch of N. h. de Ho- 
zario for three years, and this period having ex- 
pired,. yonr Committee earnestly recommend 
your electing a Vicar, with the least practicable 
delay. 

Having laid before you u faithful and accurate 
accou*^f^f l^heir piocecdings, your Coram it toe, in 
resigning thettust deleg.ited to them, deeply re- 
gret their having been able to affect so Uule to- 
wards the adjustment of the Church differences, 
which silll remain a question for your final deci- 
sion, in discussing \vnich, your Committeeanxl- 
Qusijffh that yon will digest our minds of 
all party and angry foeUng which may have been 
engendered by disputes, and direct \our en- 
deavours to the restoration of Peace and Chris- 
tian liove, so strongly enjoined by our HoLy 
Ueligion. 

' It was then proposed by Mr. Anthony 
D’Sou 7 a„.Becouded by Mr. D’Rozario^ 
and cuniqd ag^ainst one dissentient voices 
^ That the report be published for ge« 
neraj iofonnation.” 

Ar |lie Secrefary was aboi^t to read 
Ums code of laws framed by the Commit-^ 
tee. he was interrupted by Mr. R. Dias« 
whuajfain eubmitted, that his let|e'r,of 
the previous day to fhe Committhe' dughi 
fo be read, qu which Mr. Michaei Crowo 
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made a innHofi, whif h was Sf^coaded by 
Mr. D’Cruza and carneii ^ Tint all 
ciucuments <d' tlie Coiuni'tpe be read 
firat, after wliicb ilie opiaiuo of iudti^i 
daaU may be lierinl.” 

The t’ode, whicli is toolentrtby fi>rthe 
limits (»r a iiewHitanei t but. wlucii appear* 

to have been brawn ui» with jrreat 
jtld^lnrnt. liberality, and impai tiaiitv', 
was ilieo read, alter w.iirli vjr (>owe 
|irupnsed, that it shniiid i>e ndonit^tl. <>b 
Aervin^ that much tiiBr* and trouble h u) 
been devoied by the Committee to i>s 
format ion, and that it would be unne- 
Cessary and a Wriate of Htne and trouble 
to propose the rnie.*! one by one. 'riiij 
prooosai having been seconded by Mr. 
Anthony De Souza, Air. II Dias pro- 
po.sed as an aniemiiiierit, that Uie ru eg 
be proposed and disrusse.i one by one.” 
lie sujgfA-te'd that tins was necessaiy 
if they wished to m »ke the C-ule bln«l- 
ing on the tVftholie, coiiiinnnitv, for he 
was surelliat that coimnnnity would q«. 
ver consider itself bo.iiid hy such a 
hasty procedure ol a meetiiifr coinoosed 
ol no more tbati eioiity four persons, out 
of winch ten weie strang o a anil ten 
minors. No one having 8‘cooded Mr. 
Dias’ amendment, it lell to the ground, 
aiter which ilie origviai motion was put 
and carrie d. 

It Having been suggested to the Chair* 
inan, iha^ the rejiort had mU been ap- 
roved by the meeting, tiiongli it iiad 
eeii re8>lved to fiublisli it. Mi. De Sou- 
za ailereil me lorm tti me fir.sl rrsolu-' 
tion, addiug that the report he appro- 
ved ” Toe re'olution in i's anieioied 
fprm was tlieu seconded, pul to ihe vote, 
and earned. 

Mr. II, Dias said that they had ap- 
proved id the re(»oii, notwitii^tanuing 
that he iiad told them ,tinit he bad op- 
-posed it on especial gronn/is — they 
woulb not even bear his letter read, 
though they were ign »ranl ot its con- 
tents, but he would teti (hem, that if they 
could publish their report, so could he 
publish his letter, an i th'* public would 
theu be able to judge wh -lher (vr nut his 
reasons* were well- founded-.*the report 
bora assertions that he could contradict 
if they would hut allow him to read his* 
letter, but they refused to allow him to 
do sOi — all present>appeared‘to be on one 
iido'of the question^, 

The Chairman called Mr Dias to or- 
der, as becmniog personal, and suggest- 
W that it was'Bpt usual to noNlresB a 


meeting unless some motion was before 
them. They had all oilier dnries to attepdi 
to, and could not ofFord to lose time in 
d<^claituing on irrelevant matters. Mr. 
Dias said thal he had put a motion, but 
that b<» could not get any one to second 
him. [Great laugliter ] 

It was then proposed by '^'r. Michael 
D* ^oiiza, second^^d bv Mr. V/. L.icker- 
sle-n, and carrifd — '* that tbe tnank* 
of ihe me<-iiri<r bf*oiven to iho gentle- 
men ot me commii ip(* lor tho alile and 
satislacrory nimurr iii wiiicli they bad 
executed Lhe^)u.siness eriu usied to iheir 

C.ire, 

Mr Crowe tb^n exnlaiiied, at some 
Ipiigdi, the circ'imstancps that had led to 
the accusation ot ral.spliMod preterriMl hy 
the V'c ir agaiiKst tlio inemheis ot the 
Coriiinittpe oil i lie .subject <»* i lie a)*plira- 
tion ot tbe latter to ibe torin^r lor per- 
mission to iiold tbe meeting in tiie 
Church Tlip exo'anatton temleb to show, 
that tliou-:; li the Vicar bat init person iliy 
retos'^d n» let them have the cuu.chfor 
that puroose, they r^rtainly consideied 
that lie had viriualiv d'Mi'> so. tor he had 
relerred tiiem to Ins iV^trdett'i [laying a 
stress on the word] his olU«.ial organs, 
who had rer sed ineir application, and 
which letiisal they ciaddered toiiln- 
moont to a re»iisd liy tiie Vicar liiins-df; 
Ht all even s iip did not i. (insider tint the 
Gorrimi^lee had merited the stignia 
thrown upon their whole body by the 
Vicar, who bad accused them in direct 
terms of falsehood I'lie meeting express- 
ed their sense ol the m rits ot the Com- 
mittee hy loud applause- Mr. Crowe 
then observed in reply to wliat had fallen 
from one or two iudividua's pre.sent, (he, 
might perhaps he more correct in say- 
ing troin one onli,) “ that the meeting 
was only composed of a portion of the 
Catholics of Calcutta, and that its acts 
could not be^considered as* those of the 
Catholic community,’’ llial. sirioriy speak- 
ing, pubiii^^^etingH seldom contained 
the actual majuriiyi, of any community 
but that they* were not the less binding^" 
on the body they professsed to represent, ' 
provided they were publicly convened, 
and held in a public place ; because tboso> 
who might dilfer from them, could very 
easily, it they thougnt proper, attend, 
and it their opinions were the most pre* 
dom.nant, they would, as a matter of 
course carry them by a majority. He 
was awaie of the existence oi dissontionB 
umoDgtbo Calboiicti of Calgutta— tbero 
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iiad be^a one or two dissentients even 
inlfie Couiinittee whose report they had 
beard read ; but he would submit to the 
g*ood sense ol the meeting, whether this 
circumstance could any more vitiate the 
acts of that Committee, or those ot the 
meeting, than the existence of a Judas 
among the twelve Apostles could the 
preaching of the Gospel 

Mr. iXlichie wished to bring to the no- 
ik;e of the meeting, before their depar* 
tuie, the degraded state of the greater 
pari of the Catholic population of this 
City, who^ were inimersed in darkness 
and superstition to an extent scarcely 
ioierior to the Hindoos and Mahom^o 
daus He suggested the benefit that 
might be derived from obtaining the 
services of English or Irish priests, as 
thf* English language was becoming the 
prevailing language of the country. He 
further remarked, that the Augustines, 
of whom the priesthood in this country 
was chiefly composed, were Friars of 
an austere order, better fitted for her> 
mits, than for pastors of congregations, 
and that the austerities and meditations 
enjoined to them, if indeed they ever 
perlormed them, were of such a nature 
as to preclude them from properly doing 
the duties of pastors. Mr. IMichie said 
much more on this subject which want of 
time III events our noticing, and couclud* 
ed hy putting the two following mu* 
tions, both of which were seconded, and 
earned uoauimously. 


** That the intereits of our religion ureently 
require thnf we should have Secular Priests, or 
Jesuits, wlia have been educ' ted at British or 
Irish ('oUei;e8. and that measures be forthwith 
adoi)ted witli a view to obtain such Pastors**’ 

" That a Committee consisting of seven mem- 
bers, to be designated, ** rhe Committee for ob- 
taining English Priests,*’ be appointed for the 
purpose ot effecting the object of the preceding 
Kesoiution. '1 his ('ommittee smaII nrepare a Pet^ 
tioa to the Holy See to be submitted, thro* the 
('ardinal Prefect of the Sacred Congregation de 
Propaganda fldie, praying for Pastors such as are 
above descril)ed, and forward it to (tome when it 
Shalt have been signed by the p'incipal Mcmi>era 
of the Catholic Community of Calcutta. The 
Committee shall convene a Meeting for the pur- 
pose of subimttiiiga report of its proceedings so 
soon after receiving a reply from Rome as may 
*bc expedient, and in the mean time it sliail be ful- 
ly competent to adopt any other measures which 
may appear calculated to promote the attainment 
of the object in view, and it sh.in also be compe- 
tent to fill up any vacanev that may occur among 
its Members, and to add to their number if neces. 
sai*y.*' 

After tliese motinnu had been carried, 
it was suggested that they w<i^re irrele- 
vant to the purposes for which the meet- 
ing had been called, and4hat it might 
perhaps hereafter be alleged that they 
had been carried by surprise, without 
the due deliberation necessary to sucb 
iinfioriant objects. The meeting acqiiU 
esced in the suggestion, and it wag- 
uiidei stood, that another meeting would 
he culled to take them into coosidera- 
tiuo, and appoint a»Gommittee. 

After the usual votes of thanks, for 
the use of ^le rooms, and forsthe Chair- 
man’s able conduct, the meeting broko 
up at about two o'clock. 


FREE SCHOOL EXAMINATION. 


Pursuant to pulic arl vertisemant. an 
Examination of the children in the Free 
School took place on Thursday morning 
(^Oib IJee ) at which the Bishop of Cal- 
cutta presided. 

We omit all notice of what was done 
by tbe junior'classes in the Boys’ School, 
and oommeiioe with the To^urih class, 
whose studies, according furuish- 

\ to the meeting vqpre as follows 
** Religion — 'I'he whole of the Church 
Catechism. 

Reading — Sermon on the Mount to end 
of page 19. 

Spelling — Book No. 1, oage 11 and 12. 
Arithmetic — Multiplication. 

Writing— Show Copy-books* 

The boys repeated tbe Church Cate- 
ohism. and were then questioned by the 
Bishop as to the meaoiug of some of the 
words. 


We give a specimen of tbe two or 
tbieu quesiioDS that were put to them. 

Q. What does the Jirst Commandment 
foibid'i [Ng answer given.] 

The Sermon on the Mount was then 
read, in^ very tolerable manner, after 
which tbe meanings of detached parts 
were given ; and tbe Bishop remarked, 
that ” the whole of the class were verr 
good boys, though rather frightened, hav- 
ing, perhaps, never before seen him,aud he 
darati say that had he been a boy, under 
such circumstances, he might have been 
as much frightened as they were.’' 
Words of one syllable were then spelt br 
tbe class, but when questioned, the boys 
did not appear to comprehend tbe sense of 
them very clearly. A sum in aimpio 
Multiplioanou was then performed Vith 
accuracy. Dr. Tytler having p^lked out 
four of the most pxofioie»t boya of tbs 
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oUlS. sslcAd thAiD tame quf»8i«;iAQt on 
different portions of Scripture Histofr, 
of wbioh the following is a specimen . 

<2. What da ffOH mean by ** otir Biesud 
Saviauv ?" [No answer given.] 

l>r. Tviler observed, that it was very 
evident that tbi* system wanted much im- 
provement. He then asked one of the 
lads how tong be bad been at the school I 
sod the answer was ** four years.’* 

Toglesseo the duration of ibe exami- 
nation, the ftrat class was next ealled up. 
The studies of this class were stated 
to be as lullow : ^ 

Religion — The New Catecbism. 

Reading— The Bible to the end of !21st 
ehauter Bzodus. 

English Grammar — Murray’s Abridge- 
ment to the end of page 6. 

I&pelling-rs^^ook No. I, Gari>enter*a 
Spelling Book to end of page 18. 

Arithmetic — 1st division, Rule of 
Three ; 2d division, Keduotioo. Show 
Cyphering- Books, 

Writing— Sbow Copy-books and texts 
from tbe New Catecliism. 

The boys were first examined in what 
is called ** the New Catechism,” and 
afl'T bavin? repeated it by rote, were 
asked to exulamtbe a^^nse that different 
porci'msof it were intended to convey. 
This having been done to the best of 
their abiluj^V the boys were t^ld bv tbe 
Bishop, that such ques ions and a hundred 
others would bare been answered with- 
out difficulty in any of the Enelieb Nati- 
onal Schools. Dr. Tyilsr then continu- 
ed the examination, and asked tbe four 
moat advanced boys of the class, where 
Joseph, tbe reputed father of our Saviour, 
lived 1 To which one of them, after |onie 
consideration, replied, ” 4ith hit 
Sir ” “In Egypt, ” and “in tbe laud 
of Israel,*’ were afterwards given in 
answer to the same question. 

Soma other questions were then pot, 
ofia or two of which were answered 
correctJv. After ibis, part of a chanter 
oftbe.Old Taacament was read, and the 
meauluga of its detached parts were 
given With ooniidarablc accuracy. The 
hove Were next questioned as far as the 
6cii page of Murray’s' Abridgment of 
English Grammif, in which tbry ac- 
quitted themieUee^ remarkably well, 
constdeniig that ^ey bad keeii inatruoted 
in tills bi^noh ofetudy only - five or six 
dart* The examinetion wee ooncltided* 
Widl d atfRi worked by the Rate of Three, 


The Bishop addressed a few remarks to 
thoaa around him, the purport of which 
waa, Iliac the boys had done just as well 
under the cironmstances in which they 
were placed as could be expected, at . 
the same time observing, that there . 
waa plenty of room for improvement. It 
was, bawvrver, pleasing to see children, 
who a few months aeo knew nothing, 
now ID the way of raceiving an useful edu- 
cstion. Amongst the visitors we rp^‘ 
cognized Mr. Sp<»eH, Dr. Cor^n, Captain 
Ellis, Captain Morse, and other gant I emeu 
well known to the public. 

Tbe Sr stem &f education pursued in the 
boys* school was acknowledged to be de- 
cidedly bed, by all who were present at 
tbe examination. Tbe buys did not ap- 
pear to be deficient incapacity, and the 
strange answers sumetimes given mav be 
attributed to tbeir not being used to 
speak English, and to tbe questions 
being put in a manner to which they are 
not accustomed. 

We must now notice a gratifving 
contrast that nresented itssli in tbd 
Girls’ School. Questions similar to those 
that bad been put to tbe boys were an- 
swered without hesitotiou by tbe female 
olasaes. and sometimes others, of greater 
diffieuUv were solved with equal readi- 
ness. A J unior Clast, in wbicu a great 
number of the children did not appear 
to be more than lour or fir-» years of age, 
Were examined by the bead mistress, 
Mrs. Sidley, and by Mr. Dulf. Tbe 
education of these is on a system suited 
to engage tbe whole attention of very 
young minds, ibe bauds and fingers being 
made to more in time with the cadence in 
which tbe answers are given. 'I'be little 
scholars appeared very proficient in sim- 
ple Arihmetic, which is' taught to them 
by means of a frame fitted with horizon- 
tal iron r >ds, on each ot which ten wooden 
bails are made to move at pUasurv. The 
plan will be understood by those who 
have aeeo' tjlie Chinese onunting-b< ard. 
The little elaSa of w|;|iob we are apeajktiig 
replied with readiness to several questions 
put by Mr. Duff, of which we uoted thp 
following.

Slid Kovflnhib^r. At tht time, tbe wea- 
ther wee iDteDselj hot aud oppressive^ 
and there was a Urge pool of atsgnant 
water within a few yards of the Jail» 
which ha^ in part dried, and waa in |iro- 
gress of evaporation, and may have tend- 
ed to aggravate, if not to produce the 
disease. 

The year 1831, was remsrkabla for a 
i) agree of sickness and morlaliry beyond 
what had been observed in Tirhuot for 
many vears. There w««ro maiiv deaths 
from Cholera in June, July, and August; 
and Remittent Fevers prefailed and * 
proved very fatal during the months of 
September, Ociob**r, November, and 
Uacember. The most fatal tormsot Cho- 
lera were observed in unbealthy and 
lowsituationa; and It was verv destruotive 
after several heavy Ulls of ram, about the 
middle of Jiuie. In the Stud lines, it did 
not effect the avees iu one particular 
stable, but mA’n had the disease at the 
same time in various and remote stables, 
without any direct order of succession. 
The disease did not appear in regular suc- 
cession, or attack the nearest villages to 
those where it firat prevadeh ; frequentlv 
fieveral contiguous villages escaped , while 
Cho'era appeared in those more remote 
Though Several iirisOoers in the Jail were 
attacked with Cbcdera, and died of the 
disease, || bad not spread among the 
prisoners. 

‘ Mr. Steart’a obseYvations are princi- 
pallv intended to describe the sucoeaa 
with which he had used humor Ammoni<c> 
Pwcc in a very severe description of 
Cholera, which prevailed among the na- 
tives St Mundlaisir. in 1830 and 1831 . 
The treatment consisred in administering 
30 drops of Pure Liquor of Ammonia in 
a table-sponful of distilled water, com- 
bined with a few drops of Oil of Mint. 
Thia mixture is directed to be ^ut into 
the patient’s mouth, and mouth and 
nose are to be forcibly closed till it is 
swsilowed. The dose is repeated at in- 
tervals of 5, 10, or It minutea, till re. 
action oommenoeB,and then the quantity 
is decreased, and given at longer inter- 
▼sis* A bottle, containing volatile alkali 
is held near tbe nostrils and moutb, and 
heat is applied to the body. A vein is 
directed to be opened. > The patient in 
the majority of casea was quickly resiis- 
titated by the above medicine ; the vo- 
mitting«and purging ceased, and nothing 
wss.fequieite, except a mild purgative 
HdS^day, and careful aUention to a rtgu- 
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lated diet for a few days after . — Calmita 
Courier,

The following communications weYa 
then read and diachsaed by the Meeting 3 

Mr. Maepheraon'a communication re- 
Isiirs to Variola and Vaccination, in ra« 
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pW to th» MpdicJil Roarci’s letter, con-* 
tnins an assurance, that lie had never ob- 
served a case of Variola after Vaccination 
at hia Rration, ( Moorshedahad.) 

Dr. Macfiheraon made various attempts 
to produce Variola in cows, by exposin'; 
tiiem to contagion, and by inoculation, 
but without aucoess. Hia attempts to com- 
municate the Vaccine Disease to the cow, 
were equally uusuccessful. A Febrile 
'^'^luease appeared amonq; the cows near 
Moorabedabad, in the latter end of Aug. 
The anirnals that were afTected, became 
dull and stupid , they had fever and 
drought, which aymptonm increased till 
the 5th or 6th day ; pusmies then ao- 
peaied on the belly, and other parts of 
the body, which terminated in ulcers- 
ti*>a. The inucoiia meinbriinea of the 
mouth aud fauces becau'e ulcerated, and 
in severe cases the animals died, ap- 
parently from inanition; the power of 
masticatirHI^ and swallowing being ob- 
structed. When the affection of the 
mouth and fauces wna slight, the asii- 
nrials usnatiy recovered. Ju some of the 
cows affected as above, pustules formed 
on the udders and teats, from which 
children were inoculated, and a disease 
produced, having the characters af true 
vaccine strongly marked, an<l during its 
process considerable constitutional irri- 
tation took place. Dr. Macpberson has 
thus succeeded in producing a remarka- 
ble fine vaccine disease; and has as- 
certained, by exoerimenta, that persona 
▼ncf^inated from lymph procured in this 
manner are not suaceptible of amall-pox. 

Mr. McCleland’s case of Occlusion of 
the Ductus Communis Choiidociiua oc- 
curred 111 an European, 31 years of age, 
who had been 11 years in India. The 
liver was of a dark color, but not other- 
wise diseased ; the gall- bladder coiuanied 
a small quantity of dark, viscid bile. An 
enlarged gland in the capsule of gliss'in, 
the size of an egg, had compressed -tiie 
Dnctus Communis Choiidochus, which 
was dosed. 

Mr. 'J'wiuuig’B remarks on some of the 
effects of Iodine, claim rl^ attention of 
the profession to the influence of the 
internal use of that medicine, in causing 
pain io the rieht si^e, and inflammation 
of the liver; these effects of that me- 
dicine would ODpear to be imoortant in 
India, where Heuatio disease is so liable, 
to occur, and aught local irritation is, 
at some seasona especially, prone to 
terminate in abscess. 

Mr. Corbyn’s case of parodynia per 
versa brachialis was also read and dis- 
cussed. 

Mr. Bramley’a account of tbe Bron- 
ohocele of the Cisaud Trans-llimalayan 
yaugea ia 4ivided into three parts ; tbe 


first comprising a very compreheiisivci 
view of the comparative prevalence of 
the disease in different countries, an4 
a statistical account of the ocourreuce 
Goitre, as he observed it in various dis- 
tricts from the banks of the Gtinduck 
river, to the remotest parts of Nipai, 
which he visited ; the proportion of the 
popuUiion affected by Broiichncele ia 
estimated at eleven per cent in the 
smaller towns and villages, and between 
three and four per cent, in the largest 
cities. The second part of the Essay, 
contains remarks concerning the causes 
lof the Broncbooele of JNinal ; which the 
author does not consider to arise from 
the water or food used by tbe inhabi- 
tants ; and in fact, he shows snfficienc 
reason for not ascribing the disease ex- 
clusively to any of the causes that have 
been usually admitted as liable to give 
rise to it. Tt'is part of tbe e8S||y contains 
a meteorological cable, anif an analysts 
of water taken from seven different parts 
of the country near Katmandoo. In pare 
third, on the treatment of Bronchocele, 
the affection is considered as purely of 
a local nature, and the remedy principally 
relied on is the Iodine. 

The general result of Mr. Bramley’s 
treatment of Bronchocele is stated to be 
ns follows : — 116 cases treated : — of these 
.57 patients were cured; 14 ceased to 
apply for proper vadvice when nearly 
well ; S'l ceased to apply for medicines 
at an early period of their treatment, and 
its eftecis^are unknowD ; ate obtained 
only partial relief after a fair trial of 
remedies for twomoulha; and five were 
entirely unsuccessful. 'J'hese cases of 
failure were in patients of middle oge, 
and tbe disease was of long standing. 

The President then adjourned tha- 
Meeimg, and said, “ Before the Meeting 
breaks up, it is my duty to remind you, 
that 111 January you will have to elect 
Office Bearers for the year ; the Vice 
President, and Committees of Papers, and 
of Management.

I may say, in- 
deed, that I have enjoyed a perfect 
sinecure ; as the good sense and friendly 
feeling of all the members of our little 
community, have beeu, and e^^er will be 
much better guarantees for order and 
propriety than the authority of a Bceai-

An Image of Bbairava. . Presented 
through Dr. Tvriniug, on the part of 
General O'l^iiorao. ^ 

This image of Malradeo was found at 
Bijrah Ghat, situated in a wild jungle 
on the right hank of the Nerbudda, 
on the rout from Jabalpur to Garwarreb, 
about 14 miles from the former town, and 
about three miles from the high road ; it 
is approached through heavy ravines. 

Ou the top of a circular bill, about 150 
feet high, in the ceuire is a temple de- 
dicated to Mabadeo, and ou its brow, 
surrounding the temple, an arcade, 
divided into compartments, in each 
of which is a large image, of good work- 
manship, more or less mutilated, as tra- 
dition states, by the army of Aurangzebe, 
when in progress to the Uekhau. At the 
foot of this hill, and at a small distance, 
close to a temple, falling into decay, the 
above image was found, and conveyed 
to Sagar, and from thence to Calcutta. 

The arcades ou the crest of the hill 
appear to be very ancient, and are built 
of large ^ones, without cemenf. 

Bijrab Ghat is considered as a sacred 
spot, where an immense crowd of pil- 
grims congregate three days in the year, 
for the purpose of traffic and devotion.

Of 
this class there are creat and dailV in. 
creasing nirnhers, nominally Chnatitns, 
foattered over the Presidency, who are 
Mst sinkin;: uito the lowest depths of 
ignorance and vice ; and who must, if not 
rescued from t^heir deplorable state, bv a 
|;o<td moral education, become a nuisance 
and a burden to SMCieiy.

Burvived by four wives, — sons —and 
fix dan^hters. Appellants are arinB of* 
JKifayat Alij one of Turali’s sons, who died 
before him Heafiondent, ii^lanwiiipr and 
bei'pss of IMjatiii^ala, whole sister of 
Kifayat Ali. The partjiion of Tn^^ah’s, 
estate became the aul)j<»ct of ' litigation, 
and w!is finally RPtti*-d by a decree 
the Sudder, dated 17th September, f805. 
By it, each of his surviving daughters 
took 7 - 8 O 1 I 1 of his es-tate* — and amoA^st 
them, the mother of 'Renpondeat; 
Ahidahj her whole sister,' aanr of ibe 
litigants, fn Bespihndent brOnglit 

her action in the Patna^'ProTincia.ki/ouTt 
ngainst her cousins, fheAppAtlants/for a 
Hioiety of Abidaii’s share, in right nf 
her deceased nigtber,— admitting tjMt 
Hie other moiety belcmged lo her mother'll" 
fraternity of the half blood. 

The Appellants pleaded, that their 
annt Abidah,Vy deed,, executed in 1800, 
bad given them her whole estaf^,aiid put 
them in posHessioii. They aiided, tliat 
Abidah died in 1804. PiaintiflV mother 
had never claimed any part of her sister's 
share, but. on the contrary, in IS('7, whew 
a conimis'^ion of partition had been i.h< 
sued by the Civil Court, in regard to the 
estates of Aboo I'urab, PiainTiifs' inodier 
formally, by writing, recognized their 
snccesstoQ (o Abidalrs share. PlainiillV. 
eUim8'wa.s, therefore, barred by the legal 
limitation of years. 

The Provincial Court remarked, thaC^ 
the Appellants admitted, tnat tliev had*^ 
DO claim by inbentaoce to Abidaii's 
Kstate, and could uo^ produce nor recite 
particulars of the allege<l deed. Be- 
fore the decree tyf the Sudder Dewannee, 
Abidah’s share )faif indeterminate — it 
was, therefore, improbable, that she 
should give what was unfixed. Judgment 
went, therefore, in favor of Uespoiideut, 
eu 3d July, 1827. 

The Appeal from this was first hc^ard 
by Mr. Llalhed; on the 3(hh Sept. lasV 
Mr Halhed was satisfied with the oral 
svidence addased by Appellants^ in snp- 


ort of the cift, which was render<*^d pro* 
able, by the fact of Aopeliaiits haviog* 
been brought up by their aunt, the Donor, 
and her mother, llepondeni's moiher too, 
had formally teco^uized the right of 
Appellants: besides, under every view 
of the case, ^.Uespondent’s claim was 
,bS’rred by the legal liinication. It was 
clear, that Appellants had held by a 
title deemed bona-fide good for more 
than 12 years, fw fact. Plaintiff herself, 
liter her mpther^s deatir, had remained 
silent all but 12 years ; while 15 years 
bad elapsed frt»m the time, she said, her 
mother M<*patated from Apoellants, and 
18 years from the death of Abidah, with- 
out any claim being preferred.

In tlie Debar Collechirv is a Talukeli 
recorded as Pnttehpoor K.ulan, of which 
the t/ialiks were, at tlie time of the fixed'* 
sdtieiuent, (I79t),) Beslin Singh, Man 
Singh, and a numerous' clan of Kinsmen. 
It comprised ten villages, and tlie kins- 
men had made an interpartnerary parti- 
tion, by which particular Tillages were 
assigned to particular branches, 'i'he 
inanagigg owners tendered to the Col- 
Mector in a joint petition, to pay on the 
general muhal, a yearly Sudder Jemio 
of 2,375 Us., which was distributed in> 
eight Alims, on a similar number of spe- 
cified pattes or divisions, in the uainesi 
of particular rhntracting iJemindars. Up- 
to 1207, F. Cfck the component items of 
the Revenue were received in the Col- 
lector's office distinctly. In this year, aii- 
der orders of the Board ot Revenue, OB' 
the ground, that no regular nartitino, un- 
der Regulation XXV. of 1773, had beeis 
made, this mode was discontinued, and 
the component muhaU being coiino* 

JidaUd, the Revenue was received te 
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credit of the general estate, ^(hcers of 
thp Collector were dopuied to controiii 
collections By accounts of receipts and 
disbursements, a balance of 1 .574 Ks. was 
alleged to be due to Clovernment, for 
the year I'ilOt and the general tuuhal 
was sol<l by the Acting Collector, (Mr. 
Trower.) m Sept. 1803, at Public Auc' 
tion, to realize the same, to Hutton 
Cliaod Saboo, for SJOtJ ift. The pur- 
chaser, after much dillioulty and aid of 
the lVl.i«islrate, firqiiired posseKsion. On 
the !29ih July, 1817, a petition otTalewar 
Kav and other former malilcs, was beard < 
by Mr. J. Dean, the CtirniniHsiOner of 
Heveniie for Behar and Benares, ap- 
pointed under Beg. 1. of IS16, It wag 
to the elfect. that no arrear was due 
when the estate was sold, and that 
though they tendered, what was claimed, 
yet Of idhur “fial, the Collectoi’s l>ewan» 
caused the sale. They alleged, that they 
ba«4 often an^fiied' to the Courts for re- 
dres.s, and prayed enquiry and restitu* 
tion of their estate. 

Mr. Dean, by an order on that data 
on their pi^.tiiion, refcerred them to a 
legal prosecution for redress. They 
accordingly, in the Prormcial Court, ott 
3d February, 1818* instituted a suit sis 
PaMpets , — against the Collector, -—heirs 
of the buyer,— and son ot the Dewaii — to 
get aside ij^e shI© ao<4 recover the estate. 

The piaiiiliilh alleged, tlu/t the sale 
wawiUegal — -on these grounds : — Ist no 
arrear was dii© ; "itl, what was claimed 
had been t^indered ; 3d, earli ptttee was 
a disriuct assessed muhal, and no dis- 
tribution of tbe alleged arrear had been 
made ; 4th, the Collector, tor four \eare 
previously, had taken the mantigpinent 
out of their hands, and deputed his own 
officera to collect. Tliey alleged, that 
Bhoora Rae, by the original tender, was 
the contracting maiik of half of; one of 
the lots, Bhonpoor and two other 
villagtiSt^'* and became in arrear for l!^0I. 
Accordingly^, to recover his arrear, his 
half of that lot, and lot b^ntiehvoor 
Kulan were sold at .Auction, and b(>ii«^lit 
by Tilok Cband; who after wurds resold 
it to certam of j^tbn brotherhood, 'i'his 
proved, that the Vhf^le estate was not 
liable for sale, for'ditManct arrear.

Baring several years, (np to hia, death,) 
jib<»y ttere in atUndaa^ Akil tli« itac* ^ 


cessor of Mr. Trower, Mr Cockbnrn, 
who put them off with assurancr-'s, that 
their petition was referred to the Board 
of Revenue in Calcutta, whence he ex- 
pected orders. 

The Collector in original answer de- 
murred On point of Law. He alleged 
that by the showing of the plaintiffs their 
olaiiu was barred by the legal limita- 
" tioo, under. Sec 14. Ueg, HI. of 1793, 
"ami Reg II of 1800. 

On the 2UU Feb. 18*20, Air. Doug- 
las. Senior Judge of the Provincial 
' Court, sustai^lsd the demur, and dis- 
missed the suit. 

Frpm this order the pUintitfi pre- 
ferred a summary appeal to the. Sudde^> 
Dewanneft Adawlut. On the 18ih May, 
18*20 plieir petition waaiirRt heard by Mr. 
O. S'mitli, Acting Judge, Besides the pe- 
tition of plairitifls Mr Smith had before 
• Idm copy of Mr. OonglHs' decision and 
ropp// of ' ihe order passed by Mr Dean, 
on 2^tb Julp^, 18t,y, whicb he mentioiiH aa 
tile order of' the HOurd. He was of opinion, 
that the alleged Httendaiiee of petition- 
ers ou the Collector and Board, was a 
suflicient reaseiri to iasfiiy the lapse «»f 
two years beyond the period of twelve 
from date of sale to date of arJion and, 
that under cl. 9 See, 3. Reg- XXVI. of 
IHI4. an order to bear and try their suit 
should be pas.^ed. 

The '.ijase tlieu wav heard successive- 
ly by Mr oud the '4‘li Judge, and Mr. 
Leveester, the 2d Judge, on the I5tli 
and 28tn June, 1S02. Both Judges dif- 
©red from Mr. Sipitb, and conciirred.tbat 
the onjjSHion of plaintifis to bring tbedr 
suit before a competent Court within 
the legal limitation of 12 years, barred 
their claim, Vlr. Douglas’ decision was, 
therefore, aflirmed. 

In F’.‘b.l824, the claimants again pre- 
^senied a petition lo Mr. C Smith, in 
which they;_recited his otders of the 
18th iMay, 1820, and mentioned a pe- 
tition presented to the Q-overnment and 
Board of Revenue i Central Provinces, 
since that time : thev also alleged, that 
the origins) buyer, had, died without is- 
fiue, and prayed, that the sal© might bo 
versed. On the i'ith February, 1824, 
Mr. Smith recorded an order, that no re- 
solution could be passed by him. as they 
had produced copy of no orders issued 
“**« the&e days»^ in April. Is24, they 
again came before Mr. Smith with a pe- 
tition, in which they alleged, that they 
had bepB iinabie to* prodace to bim in 
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Feb* copy of his order of l$tli May, 1820, 
as It was then before (T»verDiDeDt,wiih a 
petiuoii.Tliey stated that M**- Mackenzie, 
the Secrelarv, bad referred tbein to the 
Sudder Dewariv, in order that they might 
obtain an order for revision ; or ad- 
mission oi a i^’ood exeuse tor the lapse of 
time, with which they might come again 
h**f.»rp (lovernns^nt,- — wlien their case 
would he cou^idered. ‘ The petition then 
r^ited. that they had never ahandoued ' 
pursuit; of retJreas. b'or four veais they 
attended the Collector petitioning agHinst 
the sale. “ at last, dissatisfied, in IS! 3, 

“ we presented a petition to Mr. John 
“ Dean, (3orninisHioner ot the Board, for 
“ Beiiar and Benares ; and alter an in- 
“ tfrval of tour years, he gave us leave, 

“ in 1817, to sue lu tlie Ci urt ” \fLer men- 
tioning, tliat a stranger had then suc- 
cet-ded to the property, they prayed 
either, that tiie Bourn might he diiected 
to reverse the sale, — or that the liio- 
vincial Court might he ordered to re- 
vi-se ns judgment. On the Idth April 
Mi.Suiitli, haung merely before him tins 
pecitjou, recoided this oiduioii “ Petj- 
loners have been barred o( their daiip 
wiilmut sullicient reason j for tliey allege 
a gjMid and strong ground to justify 
the lapte or 12 years.” Mr. Smltu pro- 
posed, that the orders of his Brother 
Judges, passed on the Ifitli atnii 2.Sth 
June, 1820, coutiiiry to his i^piuiori, 
should he reversed “ by tue way of a 
review, ” and the case dealt with as be- 
fore suggested by him in his proceedings 
or the 18th May, 1820. 

The motion was next heard by Mr. 
John Shakespeare, on the 24th April, 
1821, when ho directed, that the ap 
plicants should file copy of the petition 
alleged to have been presented to tUe 
Board, in April, 1813, with the order of 
July, I8l7, thereon. Their vakeel, ac- 
cordingly, on the I9»b Jiype lollowing, 
presented to Mr. Shakespeare copy of a 
petiiion, purporting to be that in question. 
With reference thereto, Mr. Sliakespeare 
observed, that it appeared that this pe- 
tition, (it was in the name ot 'falevvar 
Roy and others,)» had been presentt d to 
the Hoard on the 12/A April, 18 13, at 
tile end of 10 years from the date of 
SHle,^h«u had not been heard nutil i9iii 
Julv, 1829, when Mr. Deau referred the 
parlies to the Civil Court. As applicants 
bad applied for leave to sue within 
twelve years, the delay in nassing an 
nrUer on their petitiou;( which had caoeed 


the period* of 12 years to be transgressed,) 
wasnofalilt of theirs Considering this, 
— and that the copy of the petition was 
authenticated, and had not before been 
produced when the orders of June. 1820, 
were passed, — Mr. Shakeapeaiefdirecred 
that the petition and oilier papers he re- 
ferred to the Court at large at its Roglish 
sittings. 

The matter was next heard on I4tli 
July, by Mr.VV.B. Martin, the 5th Judge, 
who was of opinion,' that the fact or au- 
pliraiits having in April, 1813, appealed 
• against the sale to Mr Dean the Com- 
missioner. (who passed no order until 
July, 1827, was a good reason to exempt 
tlietii from the lule or liniitarioii. Ho 
proposeil. therefore, that the Provincial 
Court sliould he ordered to try the case, 
on its merits. 

Ou ih-^ 23d August, Mrt Harrington, 
Acting duel Judge, recorded his as.seut 
in the above npiriion iff his Brother 
Judges, and directed that the order ol the 
Piovinriul Court ot 24lh Februarv, 1830, 
sustaiinug the legal demur of Hovern- 
ment. should be reve*8ed, and that that 
Court should try and adjudge the origi- 
nal nlaint. 

4'he heirs of Ruttan Cband, and the 
Collector, on the ^lart of iTOverument, 
appeared to defend the suit thus revived, 
'I'he former pleaded Ut, Plain, lifs were 
barred by fclu* legal limitation of 12 years ; 
and the revi.sieu by the Sudder Dew^nee 
in IK24. of its previous decision on this 
point, wa.s (d)Uined by foiging the date 
of l2ili April, 1813, on copy of the peti- 
tion piesMited to \lr Dean in July, 1817. 
The olfire of Vlr. Dean was constituted 
by Heu Illarion I ot 1815, and tlie peti- 
tion on which his order of 29ih July 
I8l7, was recorded, was written on a 
staiiio, S(dd on tiie 26th July. 1827, as 
certlfi<^ on the back by the vendei. They 
V held ofiicial reports to prove thi.s 2 — 
The arrear of 1210, was proved by the 
Collector’s records. 3, — rise owners of 
the estate htul tendered jointly for the 
revenue, and no legal partition had been 
made, and the consoliilation ot the por- 
tions of revenue heiore separately takeu, 
had been according to rule. 

Tue Collector, on the part of Govern, 
ment, pleaded. First. Futtebpoor, iu- 
cliidmg ten original and one added, 
villages was recorded ag a Muhal as* 
seswe^l at 2,375 Rupees^thoufili this waa 
apportioned <>n s«))arate divisions in the. 

origiaai Und«r of tba former owiier«» 
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no Je$fiif n«trtitian, an<ier R'es^aUtioa 
XXV* «<* 1793, hail ever been rnVtfie j and 
coi»a(»ii(ilaiu>n in 1!207 of t^e coin- 
|MiTjeiit portiooa* (before eeparatel^ paid 
in,) was te^al^2, plaintiffs^ by tiiei^r own 
filioyntiir, admitted, ihaiiti (l>efore 

the etiactaifric of Regtilatioti I of 1^01,) 
one of the aljeg^ed divisiona and part of 
EDotUer had been sbtd to recover arrears 
on that part Knar this proved, that all 
the divisions bad been always ooDsid«re,d 
jointly and severally liable for the public 
Hev^niie. 3* — The Collector’s officers 
had been deputed tocontroul the c*^i)ec- 
tiona under Section 5, Retjrulaiioo XKX* 
of 1793, and this did not bar a sale fur 
arrear- 4. The alleged arrear was due, 
and. tiie sale nf the entire estate legal, 
tinder Regulation I of 1801. 

The plaintiffs, in reply, joined issue as 
to the legality of the sales, and alleged 
that consideration of the question, as to 
the legal liinitiistiqo, was no longer before 
the Court. The Superior 0<Mirt had 
final ly settled this point 'Fhey aiiiuit- 
ted, however, that the petition or Talewar 
ftoi and oihers to Mr Dean was present- 
ed after the constitutinn of his office^ by 
JKr*gntatiofi I* of 1816, ana Hverre<l, that 
that of 1813 was a petition presented by 
^Aea.Roi and others their body to the 
Calontta Board of Heveuae : and that in 
tb^j had enthibitted to the Sudd^r 
Dewauee, *a copy of a report of the 
ns tp this fact, as well as h copy ot the 
petition of Jnljf, 1817. 

Oil tlieSStb April, 18^8, the case again 
came on before Mr. Douglas lor tri<Al. 
He observed that it was no longer open 
for him to cousiuer whether the plaintiffs 
were or were not barred by the legal 
limitation. The Judder Dewaiiee, in 
18*24, had decided they were not. He 
considered it established, that each of 
the eight divisions of the Tdluka^ was a 
distinctly, assessed estate ; thereiore, in 
1803, the CoUcGtor should have imputed 
thesrrearjto the proper Muhals ; but

He directed, that' 
pluintiffs should pay in the arrear nf 
1594 , Rupees to the’ Collector, and in 
default, the Collector might sell one* 
village after another to realize the same. 
The heirs of the purchaser might get 
back their ptirchase'money, aud pay 
their own costs. Those of government 
and the plaintiffs’ were to be paid by 
government. * * 

The heirs of Rnttnnchund abme, pre« 
ferred an appeal irom this decision to the 
> Sadder Dewaiiee. 

The case was heard by Mr. Rattray, 
on the 3lHt January, 1832. Be concurre<l 
with Mr. Douglas, that the sale in 1803» 
was illegal, on the grounds assignetl by 
that Judge. H(> was also of oniiiiou, 
that by the deciston of the Court of 1824, 
it was not competent to cousider the 
question, whether the plaintiffs were 
barced byihele^al lunttaiion, — observ- 
^iog, that surely the Court would not, 
without duo en^uitif and deliberation^ 
'have decided ou that point. He accord- 
ingly affirmed Vlr Douglas’ decree wnh 
costs against appellants. He offered also 
to award mean^ pofics from 1863 against 
appellants, if they olroso to take their 
chance of the reference nf the case to 
another Judge. This the -vakeel of 
respoDiienra, declined, observing, that 
if prolix be allowed, appellants may 
clatin interest; besides his clients might 
institute a separate sait to recover the 
profits. 

' Oil the 20th April last, ’Mf*'- Rattray 
rpfu.sed to grant tlie revision of judgmeut 
and reference to the Court at Targe, 
which appellants prayed : and their fur- 
ther petition for the same was heard 
by Mr. Shakesoeare, od the &tii Novem- 
ber. Mr. Shakespetire, ruled, that by 
Regulation 111. of 1825, he was preclud- 
ed from infcj^,r fere nee — any’ order lor 
revision must origniate with the deciding 
Judge. *— «- 

Wo have, on aeveijal oeoasions, ani- 
inadrvrt.jd on the iniquity cf the principle

We 
are compelled tosar, that a more g^Uring 
instance of precipitation of judsrinent 
nerer came under our notice, lu l80of an 
estate is sold at auction for arrears ; poa* 
sibly the sale was illegal, but even that 
seems doubtful, and it was always justifi. 
ed on the part of Our eminent. The 
buyer and his heirs etijoy it 15 years* 
w'^fen the former owners sue them and 
Government, to set the sale aside and re- 
cover the estate. The non-resort to their 
legal remedy during IS ]|sar8, by law, 
bars their claim ; and Government resists 
it on that ground. The Judge of the lower 
Court finds the demur good, and bis de- 
rision is affirmed by the Siidder Dewannee 
in appeal — one Judge, IVl.C. Smith dis- 
senting, He thought that alleged at- 
tendance on the Collector saved them 
from the operation of the rule. Four years 
after his opponent’s Judges being dtad 
nr absent, claimants cops® back to Air, 
Smith, and coolly tell him, that in 

1815 they presented a remonstrance, 
(heard in 1817,) to a public officer^ 
whose office was only created by law, in 

1816 Air, Smith, of course, retains his for- 
mer opinion, and wanting no proof of the 
aJlege#fact, again proposes to overrule 
the decision. Mr. J. Shakespear, who 
next h^ars the motion, is more decent, 
r«-quire8 production of the paper ;^opy is 
pri-diioed ; on which, observing date 
April, >813, without allowing the op- 
pt site party to show cause, or pausing ro 
reflect, how an officer appointed iu 1816 
could receive a petition in 1813,) Air. 
Shakespear also overruUs the decision 
of the lower Court. 


Two otjer Judges, (Martin and Har- 
rington,) concur in this ; and thus, by a 
gross fraud and trick, which the oppo- 
site parties are never allowed to cbal- 
leuge, a judicial award affirmed in aopeal 
is set aside. It is in vain the iijuredi 
party exposes the fraud ; the Judva of 
the lower Court tells him, that the ques- 
tion is settled. The Judge of aopeal 
tells him the same, with the comforiabla 
assurance, that the former Judges must 
have passed their order ofur^tiue inquiry 
ami (ielihet atiom Nay, appellant is even 
•refused the bent ftt of reference to the 
collective Court, and has the soothing 
prospect of undergoing another suit, and 
paying mesne profits for 15 years— 'Mn-ae 
the deciding Judge does not award, only 
to obivate reference to another Judge. 
It is impossiple to witness thebe things, 
and not to admit, that reforth is required. 
If the former owners were wronged, iti 
God’s name let them bsPindemriified ; 
but not at tbe expense of the nnoifending 
party, It seeina that after their discom- 
fiture, in IBlH), the former owners did 
petition the Council direct, anti were re- 
ferred back to the Sudiler Dewanee. 
Surely the more dignified course aould 
have been to have inilemnifi<^d them at 
once at the expense sf the state, -i^articii- 
larlv as the legal tUmiir, found good, had 
originallv b^en mutie op the nart of Go- 
vernment. ^We are not familiar with the 
rules which r ^guiate the a'>mission of 
reviews, bucitseHnis to us. ihnt undue 
power IS giVHii to a single Judge, if lu 
such a case of gross error and glaring 
iraiid, his individual voice can prevent 
even enquiring into the matter, 


CALCUTTA NIZAMUT ADAWLUT,— Xubsdav, Dec. 18, 1833. 


A letter has been feceived by this 
Court from the Secretary to Government 
in the Judicial Depanment, enclosing 
one likewise to the address of Mr. John 
Master, Officiating Commissioner fur 
the trial of the Cole Insorgent cases, 
directing the Nizamnt Adawlut to for- 
ward the letter to Mr. Master ; feoth 
letters bear date 1 1th December, 1833.' 
That to tbe address of Mr. Master states, 
that it having co'me to the kiio^wtedge 
of the Vice President in Council, that 
the trials regarding the crimes charged 


against these deluded people, exhibit- 
ing, in most cases, atrocious acts of 
cruelty, perpetrated by these barbarous' 
creatures, who have not even atiempted 
to den/ these acts on their trial ; as 
such, the Judges of the Nizamnt Adaw- 
lat, acting according to (he strict letter 
of the law, have been oepesaitated tot 
pass on many of ’ them sentences of 
death. But the Vice President in Coun- 
cil, not deeming that these bumeroas' 
executions could possibly have a^ 
beneficial efi'eoi/baTe directed the om-' 
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eiating; Commissiotier to suai^jod ^ the 
execution of the capital cienteoces. aitd 
keep the pnsonere in custtidy until all 
the trials are over, when the officiating 
Commissioner, in conjunction with Mr. 
Dent and Captain Wilkinso^, the 
special Cpmmissioaera for the investi- 
gation of those cases, will send to the 
Vice President in Council, their ovvn 
sentiments on each particular case, and 
the vice President in Council will then, 
after taking into consideration the re- 
r.otnniendHtiou of the jpfficiatinp Com-'" 
missinner, and the joint special Com-^" 
missioners, together with the details 
exhibited in the several trials as for- 
warded to the Nizamnt Aduwlnt, for 
the orders of the superior Court, will 
then decide as to against which of 


them ca|>iUl sentences are to he 
carried into execation, and to which 
of the prisoners a mitigate^d punish- 
ment will he deemed more applicable 
than the capital one, and the Vice 
President will, after having decided 
o.n those points, issue orders for their 
final disposal. The letter concludes with 
a promise of amnesty to those not alrea- 
dy committed, and who may not be very 
atrociously implicated, as the most be- 
neficial mode of proceedinir in these 
cases, considering the barbarous man- 
ners an 1 litter ignorance of these de- 
luded people, and points to the case of 
an nimnesty to some similar y|sorgentH 
in 1809, when the amnesty nWRltended 
with beneficial res nits. ..

The inf^jnaiion contained in the following table was collected 
originally llrom various works, simply as memoranda to be used in the 
prepaiation of a few historical tales, connected with the period^ 
of our early intercourse with India. Thinking, however, that the matter 
so obtained might be generally useful in the sliape of a chronological 
table, compiler has thus arranged it.

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1453.— Tb« Tatks conqnerAl Constantinople ; and by the expulsion of the Cle«

1497’*— The Portuguese narigator* Vasco de Gamo, doubled the Cape of Good Hope 
on the 20th November, and on the 22d May of the following year, arrived at Calicut 
on the Malabar Coast, returning by the same Cape to Lisbon, m Sept. 1109. 

1500. — In consequence of Vasco de Gama’s success* a PortugueOi' expedition* under 
Pedro Alvarez Cabral arrived at Calicut, on the l3tU September; folfmed the first 
European factory in India at that place, and returned to Usbon on July Ist, 1501. 

1501. — In the homeward voyage discovered the Island of St. Helena. 

1503.— Alphonso de Albuquerque erected the first European fortress in Indisr, at 
Cochin, end re'establisbed the Factory at Calicut ; he settled a trade at Couiao aud a 
factory at St. Thome. ^ ^ » 

.506.— Alphonso de Albuquerque, the Csdnderof the Ptlrtuguese Eastern Empire* 
now commenced a career on a larger scale, witha squadron of 16 ships, having troops, 
on board. He defeated the Tamorin of Calicut,— formed a settlement at Goa— which 
lie fortided, sailed to the Straits of IVfatacoa, and took the place of that namfrip Eebrua* 
ry, 1810, reduced the Molucca and Banda islands, at that time gardens' w'the East 
for cloves, nutmegs, &c. and at last in 1514 finally reduced Ormus. seat of 

Persian commerce. In 12 years he raised the rortuguese Empire n^^dia to the 
ereatest height it has ever attained : All the principal Emporia trom tlilSiSlpe to the 
China frontier, an extent of 12,000 miles of coast, being in Ins possession.

Plymouth 9tli September, 1588. This year the Portuguese took possession of Maeao^

1589. — Divers English merchants petitioned the queen for permission to make ft 
voyage with S shipisand as many pinnaces, by the way of the Cape of Good Hope. 

A Squadron sailed, tinder Cuptaiu Haymond, and from disease and a storm, 
it proved an abortive enterprise— only one oificer. Captain James Lancaster, and a 
few seamen returned. 

An Englishman, Stevens, wont to Goa with the Portuguese by the way of 
llie Cape of Good Hope. He wrote an account of his voyage. 

1595. — ^In the mean time the Dutch having gone round the hitherto interdicted 
Cape, openly opposed theiPortuguese in th%£astern seas. They supplanted the Por- 
tuiiuese in the Spice tiade ; m a very few years expelled by force their rivals from 
the Moluccas ; tormed establishments at Java and Sumatra, and swept the Chinese and 
PaciHc witli an overpdworing force. During the year 1595 tliey took pos- 

session m^fhe IMuiiritius, then first occupied, but abandoned it thirteen years after- 
wards. Jlj to | fl| in allowed to be occupied that year by the Dutch, as their first factory, 
as a reware^dnn the king for their aid against the Portuguese. 

1596 — flii) pears that in this year Elizabeth granted strong letters recommen* 
datioii to the Errperor of China to Kichard Adam and Thomas Bloomfield, merchants 
and citizens of London, with permission to proceed with one or more ships. Tho 
draft of the letter is dated 16th July. • * 

1597. — The Hollanders formed a “ society for trade to distant countries.** 

1599. — Tiie English determining to keep pace with their rivals of Holland, an asso* 
ciniioii of '* Merchant Adventurers’* was formed this year, a fund rkised to be ma- 
naged by a committee of 15 peisoiis, and the queen again more earnestly petitioned 
foracharter. Her Majesty referred it to her council, and John Middenhal i, a mer- 
chant, was sent, vi^onatantinople, on an embassy to tho great Mogul. The first au- 
thentic deed of tlierCompany, is preserved and is entitled — The names of such 
psotis as have written with therbowne hander, to venter in the p|ended voiage to tho 
Easte Indias (the whiohe it inuie f>lease the Lorde to prosper), and the somos tJiaC 
they will adventure, tlie jcxij Septerrtber, 1599.** The fund subscribed was o£*‘30,lJ3. 6. 
8. divided into 101 shares, varying from 100 to ^!iOOO. • 

3600, — A corporation formed in \.oiidoii entitled “ GBvernors and Company of raer- 
ebaots of London trading to ilie East Indies./* Their original petition, as now extant, 
stated that no ** genUemihij>wM to be employed in any place of charge.’* This corpora- 
tion is the origin of the present Company and of the British empire in India. Their ca« 
piiai was ^70,000. Thecie yvere 215 sharers, and the Earl of Cumberland at their head, 
forming the Company. first Court of Committees or 17 Directors was held oa 
the 2Jd September, 1600. The number was Changed to 24, aud then their first regular 
meeting was on the Slat October. Their Charter was finally dated by the queen onthu 
Slat Doctjinber of this year. At this era, and at the commenceinent of tha 
Eoglish trade to Titdia, the Portuguese possessions in tlie East were as follows ; — 
Muscat, in Arabia,, Orrous and Bussora, in the Gulf; Diulou oh the Indus ; Diu, 
in Guzerat ; a foritified factory at Daman ; the town and castle of Chaul, and 
a factory at Pabul ; Bassein, the iaiand of north dSalsette, and Tannah ; tlie town 
and fort of Goa, (their seat^f power,) and factory at Onbre, Baroelore, Mangalore, 
.Cananore ; the town of Calicut, a factory at Orangaiiore, and the port of Cochiu ; 
and factories at Coulan, Queion, and Taecstra, They had established themselves ac 
Ceylon, and fortifiedJafiauapaum. On the Coromandel copsttbey had stations atNe- 
gapatam, and St, Thcm^e* In Bengal they hud no factories but commercial stations, or 
bouses of trade. They had factories at Pegu, traded up the MartSbau river, hud a 
Station af Junkceyloo, and possessed the valuable ^wn aud fort of Malacca. They 
bad establisbmefira in the Moluccas, at Aitiboynn, Manilla, aud Macao, in China. Not- 
wirhatanding tliese valuable possessions, the Portuguese power in the East bad visi- 
bly decreased, and was ptejpared to give way to tho Dutch and Euglisli, now entering 

1601.— The earliest ship purchased was the Susan of 240 tons, for thug 

the first ludiaman io the serried. The Coro'pany fitted her out with three others, the 
Malice-scourge of 600 tons, tUd Hector of 300, the Ascension of 260, and ^ pinnace

The scale of 
remuneration to Captain Lancaster orotheis does not ai^ear. They sailed on the 2<1 
May* 'i'he French this year endeavoured to obtain a footing in tndia, sending out 
three ships from St. Maloes, but they failed to reach their destination* 

IdOS. ^Captain Lancaetsr, who had been furnished with generayelters from queen 
JEliaabeth “ To the greate and mighlie kinge of — *,our lovinge orother greetmge,” 
arrived at Aoheen, and formed witii its king the first treaty of the Company iu the 
£ast y with permission to settle a factory^ our first estabUshinent. 

1603.— The English fleet returned in September, having made a successful voyage. 
After touching at Acheen, they captured in the Straits of Malacca, a Portuguese ifiiip 
of 900 tons; then put into Ban tdm in Java, settling there a factory or ** house of 
trade,’* from whence to England. 


1604.— King James granted a license lo Sir Edward Micbelborne, and others to 
trade to the East ; the first violation of the exclusive privileges of the Company, 
who designated the parties interlopers or private traders. A French Last India Com- 
pany chartered this year y it failed and v^as afterwards dissolved. 


1605. — Akbar died after a leign of nearly 50 years. 

1606. Cloves purchased at Amboyna for ^’2,948. 13, sold aftei^a 
for ^36,287. 

16(t8.— Captain Hawkins visited Agra as Envoy.

1609. — A new charter granted by James to the Company, who now saw the evil of 
aepai ate licenVs ; the privileges rendered perpetual. One of the Company’s ships 
this year, called the 'Frades Increase, was eleven hundred tons. 

1610. — Trade attempted with Japan, ami the king’s permission obtained to erect 
a factory at Ferando, 

1611. — I’he court began to receive regular communications and dispatches from 
their factories in India. 


1619 —.Great efforts by the Company to extend the commerce. *AttentioQ was turn- 
ed to Western ludia^and new factories conteinplaied*;AJ^r repelling much opposition 
from the Portuguese, the Engliali were permitted to*n^pil themselves of a Firmaiin 
obtained on the iJtli January of the following year, to etect factories at Surat, Ahme- 
dabad, Capibaya and G oya. '■ 

1613.— Up to this year eighl voyages, realising nearly ?(X) per cent, had been per- 
formed by varipus fleets, only one expedition failing ; the ships of 1607, having been 
Josf. 

. 1614 —Mr. Edwardes of the Surat factory went to Ajimero as envoy to the Mogul, 
Jehanguire *, was presented on the 7lh February, by Asaph Khan, brother of the beau- 
tiful empress Noor- Mahal, and obtained an addiiionul Firniaun. A Portuguese fleet 
and powerful armament defeated at Swally, with a loss of 350 men, by the English 

1615. — SirT. Roe reached Agra, as ambassador from James 1. the Company being 
at the expense of the embassy. 

1617. — An English factory establiahed at Macassar. At this period *the Company’s 

ahief factories were at Surat and liantam, they had establishments at Acheen, 
and Tekoo in Sumatra j Joccatra^Jambee, Poiania, Siam, Japan, Succadania, Jlor- 
neo, and Banda. % 

1618. — The Outeb obliged the English to resign all pretensions to the spice islands* 
They introduced themselves now as rivals, also at Surat. The English Company’s 
ship Ann,«^<tptam Shillinge, obtained freedom of trade at Moojia. 

1619. — A oommisaipn, cklled the council of defence, consisting of four members of 
tlie English, and fbur of the Dutch Companies, eetablisUed by treaty between tlia 
nations, to prevent disputes in India, It availed nothing, as tba/Dutch influence 
preponderated* Tlup Putch this year attacked an English fi^et of 4 ships at Tekoo, 
annk one and aei?iod tb^otbers. Firmauns were obiaiBed from the Court of Persia*, 
for facilities t'O , trade in Persia. 

1620. — Engtisb AgSiM# deputed from Surat to Agra, two also sent to purchase 
Olotbs at Patna. 

, I6fll.— /smes 1. wrote to Shah Abbas, king of Persia, dat^^d 19th March, thanking 
for favor ahbwn to |^n|^Uilti*M«^ohaiit3^ and xequeat^ng a conuouance of aueb pxo« 
4(Wtloav 
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1622 . -^The Engli$b joioing the Femons attacked and made rhemflelves masters of 
the island of Ormuz, resignma the same to their allies for purl of the booty and a gram 
of a xnoiety of the custonis of the port of Gombmonf 

1623. — In February Captain 'i'owerson. with nine I'ntxhBhmen, nine Japanese, and 
bne Forhisueae, were seized by the Dutch, at Ainboyua, and accused of conspiracy 
to attack the garrison; they Were tried, put to the torture, and executed. 

This cruel transajCtion caused much sensation, receiving, the name of the Massacre 
of Amboyna ever mter, but tlie particulars of the case may have bctu ( xapgeruted. 
The king issued a commission tor inquiry, yet tlie Dutch obsiinatel> maintained 
their giouud as ilie exclusive and rightful possessors ot the Moluccas, T-anda, and 
Amboyna; and strange thbugh it may appear, the English governmem, in spite of the 
po,aular indignation , seem quietly to have acquiesced until a partial coiopeiiiiutiuri, af- 
ter a delay of 20 years, was eufoiced by Cromwell.- 

1624. — The English factories and agencies, unable to cope with the Dutch, nearly 
all withdiawn from staiionts in ^he archipej^ago. The company obtained, this ^tar, 
for the hrsttiine, permission to punish their servants abroad by martial as v\e]l as mu- 
nicipal law* The factoiies at Siam, Fotaniuand Japan, withdrawn at tliis time. 

16*25.— T’he EngliAh, alarmed at the iata massacre at Amboyna, had retired, the pre- 
ceding yeuL from Batavia to the island of Lagundy, in the straits of Sunda ; alter 
much were forced to abandon it, from its unheal thiness. 

16‘26-— the factory at Bantam sent to the Coroniandel coast, to open a 
trade at PilflicAt, but tlie Dutch eflVctually opposed the attempt. In Uo* following 
year, they seem to have succeeded m establishing a trade house at iVlasulipafam, and 
secured a cotisiderable qttantuy of coast goods. In Februarv, 1826, the English erec- 
ted a small factory at Arniagon, undei^Mr. Johnston, a Factor, whiclfthey ebghtly 
fortified, as a subordinate station to Masuliuntutn, and us a retreat, in case ot need. 
Tliwa originated our transactions on the coast of Coioinander. Tlie English wished 
to seize the island of Bombay and fortiiy u as a retreat fiom the. native powers ; the 
plan was not earned into eil'cet, but now also w'us attention hrst directed to 
Eornbay. 

1637.— Jehanguirc died. 

1628.'— In consequence of thepppression of the native Governor of Masulipatsjn, 
it was abandoned for a tun«^i^t*io factory for Armagou, whi»fh now mounted 12 
pieces of cannon, and had 23 factors and soldiers. 

1629 — Bantam reduced to an Agency, tlependant on Surat ; this proving inconve- 
nient m irs relations to the Dutchf it was again, in 5 y*ais, lestored to a presidt'iicy. 

1630. — Armagon reinforced by 20 soldiers, and placed under the controul of Su- 
rat. Olf Surat, tho Portuguese, w'lth a large fleet, and 200 soldiers, madeseveiui fruit- 
less ai tempts against the English shipping. They also made violent ellorts, with- 
out success, to regain their power in the Gulf. 

1631^— A proclamation^ by Charles 1. enumerates, this year, the exports and im- 
ports of the Company, viz, exports, “ perpetuanoes and diapery, f broad cloths, 
&c.) pewter, saffron, woollen stockings, silk stockings and goiters, riobauds, rosea 
edged with gold lace, beaver hats with gold and silver bands, fell hats, Strong w a- 
ters, knives, Spanish leather shoes, iron and looking glass ; ** the imports were 
** lung pepper, white pepper, white powdered sugar, preserved nutmegs 
and ginger preserved, myraboluins, hezoar sttyies, drugs of all sorts, agate 
beads, blood atones, musk, ^ots soccatHna, ambergris, rich carpels of Persia end of 
Cambaya, quihs ot aattin, tatfety, printed calicoes, benjamin, damasks, suttins and 
Uffuties of China, quilts of China embroidered with gold, quilts of Potanin, embroi- 
dered with silk, galls, worm seeds, sugar candy. Chins dishes, aad porcelain of all 
sorts*. ” • ' 

1632. -— A Firmaun obtained from the king of Golcouda, for the re-establishment 
of the factory at^lasuiipatam. 

1633. — The Emperored Delhi ordered the Soubadar of Bengal. Kassim Khan, to 

expel tlie (Portogiieke) idolaters from his dominions. In consequence, ilie fort 

at Hooghly, under Michael Rodrigues, was seized after a brave defence, I’iie Por- 
tuguese were spared, but their idols were destroyed. This is the first act uf hosti- 
lity against Europeans recorded by the native hisioriatis. 

" ♦ The proclamation does not mention Indigo; but about this period there was b laryt contract fet 
Its supply to the English, at Agra, and much loss wa» sustained, as it found, at tiiat juncture, hO 
ready.iMe eRher in Persia or Gnglatidr 
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A French Company again aftempted, with a fruitless effort, to colonise Madagascar* 

- On the 2d February Finnauo was obtained from the Mogul, for liberty 
to trade in IIengal, without nny other reatriction, than that the KiK^liaii ships were 
to resort only to tlin pitrt of Piptey This fixes the i>i'eche pe\ lod in u)kuh the English 
teci’e first permitted to enter the Ganges. The Preaideut and Council at Surat, in great 
disgrace with the Court, having been discovered, from quarrels among themselves, 
to have, been largely carrying private trade ; they threw themselvea on the mercy 
of the Court. " • 

Mr. Morris, a factor ftom MasuUpatam sent to Bengal to avail himself of the Km* 
peror Shaw Jehan’s Firmaun, he reported from Pipley,that provisions for th«* Com- 
poniea factories on the coast, and abundauce ot fine white cloths were procurable on 
r'ebsonable terms. ^ 

1635. — A new English Company, or association under Sir W. Courten*, chartered 
by Charles, upon the unjust grounds that the London Company had ** neglected to 
establish lortified factorifS, or seats of trttde, &c/^ Tlte laAer petition against tli« in- 
fringement, and send orders to their servants lu India not to assist or encourage tho 
interlopers. 

1636. — CoiiTten’s vessels seized and plundered tw<> junks off Surat and Dlnn. The 
Mogul authorities would not comprehend the distinction of Couip:int(>s„^n(i impri- 
soned the president and council of Stirat for^^hiS' aggression of ther^^^iutrymeiu 
Pirates also seisfd ihe opportunity of infesting the Indian seas. The Pl^aident re- 
leased only oji paying 1,70,1)00 rupees to the Mogul. English Trade riepiessed at 
Surat, while the Dutch brougin 2*i large ships, with proportionate stock, to Bantam. 

3637.— Captain Weddel, formerly a Company’s servant, but now a leading instru- 
ment of Courteni diced an Agenev at Goa, and at Baitinolo ; he obtained a grant for 
a foctory at Acbeeo, and attacked and carried a fort at Canton, collecting many bal^s 
of China goods, but being obliged to quit those seas, be futed a factory at Uajabporo 
in the king of Visiaporo’s dominions. 

1636.— Armagou found uusuited to commerce. 

1639. — Mr. Day, ode of the council, sent, in consequence, to the vicinity of St. 
Thome, who reptirted Mud raspatam as favorable, and ihai ibe Naig of the district, 
offered land and evejry aid for building a fort. So icqpumnt did the Biiuation appear, 
that. Oil their own respousibiiity, the council at onc^|bmmenced the fortification, 
tnd it soon became surrounded with a town. They na^d it jpert St, George. 

1640. — distresses of Churles I. mude him oblige the Company to sell him 
607, 522 hogaheads of peppe/ a*. Id. per hogshead, for whicli he gave bonds and 
resold it for !«, 8d!. ready money. The (himpauv undent great difficulty in these un- 
settled times, 'i'rade opened to Biissorah rrom Surat. 

1641. — Fort St, George made subordinate to ’Bantam. 

1642. — The first regular dispatch from Madras received at home this year, and it is 
curious that Mr. Day, who founded Fort SuGeorge, immediately went to Bengal, and 
that the first regular dispatch to the Court from tlie hitter place also, bears his signa- 
tttre> and was received the same year : it is dated 3d November, 1642, from BaUasore. 

1643. — Great competition between the Dutch and English for Firdaauns from the 

Mogul, but the commerce of the Europeans must have been looked upon as inferior 
by (be Imperial Court, for the profusion of presents, " as appears from Surat, was 
©nJy 9,000 rupees altogether. v ^ . 

16^,— The sum of ^2f294 expended hitherto on the works of . Fort St. George. It 
required aj^his date ^2,000 farther to complete it for a garrison of 100 men. This 
year is memorable for the curious and unexpected extension of^our incipient power 
in Bengal. Mr. Gabriel Bbughioii, surgeon of the Hopewell, was Sent for from Surat 
to attend the Emperor Shah Jelian. Hs daughter was severely burned, but Mr. 
BoughtOQ cured the j^riuceas, and in reward for his services was greeted, at his disin- 
tetested request, additional and new privileges for his countrymen in Bengal* In 
he rendered profesrional b^^nefit to prince Shiijao, then in tbp Government of 
Bengal,. pud by b4 intercession, factories, on advantageous grunts, were, 
establisliied at Bala^pre aud.Hooghly 

1645.*-The rigid and aiistere manners of the republican party at home, injuring the 
trade of tl^ Company, the same was officially explained to the king of Persia as tha

« Sit W. Gouxtein died hmoeiUstely after thisi but the chattet wm centinued to his som. 
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reason, why silks, formerly a luxury, were now less in*(leinand. The civil wars dc- 
trimenlal to all sales, ^ 

This year died Noor Jehan, Empress and favorite Sultana of Jehangir. 

1646. — The Dutch obtained a decided superiority in the Persian Gulf, almost 
ruimng the Hussorah and other establishments. 

1647. — Conrten'a assooiation, having established a colony at Madagascar, got into 
difficulties, and resorted to the desperate measure of there coining counterfeit pago- 
dahsand rials, to the great stain of the English character in India. 

l(>18.~>BeDgal silks introduced into the investments* I'lie coinmuTiicatioiis Ihis 
yeai^ secret, and no dispatches forwarded by the Company, in consequence of the 
danger and badness of the Umes. 

1649. — Courten's associ^ion pow assumed the name of the Asaado merchants— 
an i after much discussion an union took pladl between them and the F.^ndon Com- 
pany, but aiihough an “ United Joint l^tock*' was formed, only ‘J ships and ^60,()(H) 
were sent to India this season. The agents in Persia ascribe the deficiency lu trade 
there to the rumoiiis reaching Of civil commotion in England, and the tragicall 
storye of Kinge^s behoadinge, which would cause the Emperor and the Persian 
nobles to^j^^der the English as a ha^ contemptible, unworthy nation.^* 

1650. — Captain Jeremy Blackman appointed president at Surat* with a salary of 

about 400 rupees per month, private trade disallowed. * 


1651. — Tlie Dutch officer, Van Bub<ik settled u colony at the Cape of Good Hope# 
Outward nnd homeward ships hod hitherto touched here, ami jouinalB were secretly 
deposited at Uol hen Island, to give information to triemls arriving. The Dutch 
relinquished St. Helena, which the English took possession of. The residency at 
S irat bad obtained enlarged piivileges throughout the Mogul provinces, through tha 
agency of a Mr. J^avidge sent to the MoguTs Court. 

16.52. — Cromwell finding it expedient to employ the fleets and armies of his inse- 
cure government, declares war against the Dutch, and the question ot the injuries to 
the Company made one ot tluLjx^^nds. , 

The indefatigable HollandeWwere now rivalling the English at Bengal in their own 
factories, * • 

165'1.— The English must have established a factory fefore this at Lucknow, as it 
is stated to be withdrawn tins ytear. Fort St. (ieor;;e raised to a presidency, but the 
garrison, on tlic 5tli February, as per return, had only 26 soldiers. The English lost 
4 sliips to the Dutch in the Gult. 

1654.— Notwithstanding its new rank as a presidency, the Company had ordered 
the civil establishment at Fort St. George to be reduceri to 2 factors and its military 
force to 10 soldiers ! Peace signed with the Dutch, and they agreed, as per separate 
article, to pay the London Company ^’8.5,000 for losses at the Eastward, and ^'3,6l5 
to the heirs of Captain Towersou and others, the sufferera at Amboyna. The island 
ot Palaroon was also restored. 


16.55. — The Persian trade suspended, nnd that of.Fort St. George at o Bland, prin- 
cipally from the opposition ^f the Dutch. ’There were difficulties also from /resh 
rivals, called '• iSlerchont Adventurers,” who, on petitioning for free trade, were at 
first patronised by Groin well.

last Cromwell railing to open a fi«e with adv&tage,c>o the oOuntry, on the 

opinion a id advice of hia Council, of wte thM the trade of East ludia^be managed 
by a United Joint Stock, exclusive of all othefl^* consented to grant a i^W Charter, 
on the 10(h February, and took the Company under his especial protection. From 
this year the Company attempted to settle pei^mapently at St. Helena. 

1658.— 'ni€fc Hen gal establislimenta ordered (rom home to' be continued under the 
presidency ot Fort Si. George. ^i« agencies at Cossini Hazar. Ballasore. and Faina to 
be subovctiuate to the lactory at Hooghly. Surat the chiet presidency ; new regula- 
tions ma le for the servants in India. 'I'he emperor. Shah Jehnn,, being atllicted with 
iBortal illness, biat'oiir sons coiiteuded for the succession. Aureugzebe's superior abi- 
lirins and cunning prevailed. The Dutch coinpleiel y expelled the Furiuguese from 
Ceylon. 


1659 — In consequence of the new charter, the English trade revived in India. Au- 
reugzebe became emperor, Shah Jehan liveiF some years 'afterwards confined at 
Agrb. ' 


1660,— The uncertainty of public affairs in EngUndfipft 'Cromwell's death, pre- 
vented th^ Company from making this year any exertions at home. A China Com- 
pany attempted in France. 


1661. — The embarrassments of the Company's funds D%the commencement of this year 
again so great, it was resolved to relinquish many out staliona in India, and instruc- 
tions were issued to thisetfect. baton the 3d April, Charles II. granted a new char- 
ter ** for ever,'* with considerable privileges. The Company were authorised to make 
peace and war with any prince or people not Cliristiaiis, ereef torcifications, maintaio 
ermies, send home unlicensed Englishmen, and administer justice as a sovere ign 
state. The Portuguese power in the East, now reduced to the possession oi Goa 
and Dtu, the Dut'h having expelled them from «heir portb on the coast of Mala- 
bar- The island of Bombay ceded to the English by Portugal, as o marriage por- 
tion to Charles li. but its final possession withheld for 4 years, 'on various pre- 
tences. 


1662.— The Earl of Marlborough and Sir Abraham Shinrann sent by the king wifJt 
troops to take possession of Buinbay, The Vice roy^ef used t^^deliver up the 
place. On the junction of the Assnda and the East India Companies, the factories 
in Atrioa Imd become the property of the latter. They were Fort Cownnniine, Fort 
Wyamba, 'Cape Coast Castle, and Benin ; but this year the king<k>biiged tiie whole to 
be handed over to the Royal African Company. African Labourers,” had early 
been sent the Indian Factories .as servants and guards; their descendants were 
subBe^quenciy 'ii constituent part of tlie inilitary. guatds at the Compony's principal 
establishments* Sir Geo.

'exemption iroin customs for I yew, in token of his admiration. 

Sir A. Shipman, the dLeputed Governor Of Bontba^,j)erished by Hisoane, at Ange* 
derah, with 300 soUiiers. the^ortui^ueve reTusing to "Comply with the lr»'nty. and 
the English lactory oi ooraf Ifhiid to" adt^it armed men, trom apprehension of the 
Mogul’s diapleaanre. lOO ,m«*\*'Hiy a'drvived ot 4 CoiUDanies, wl^en the Por- 

tuguese finally gave up Ep&bay, but without ahJT of its dependencies. 

1^5.— The Mogul Jealoijs'of the possessfon of Bomb^av by the king, but unable 
to comprehend the disiincc charscrera oi ^he king's and Companv’s estuhlishments.

1666. — Bombav ceded by the king, September,) to the Company. Its reve- 
rut-s, a^ per leturn on cession, were per annum.

J^Miera voluuuered into the Company’s service, and thus 
formed its first military esnih^liijient at B .»mbay. •

proclaimed a traitor. The revenue of Bombay more than doubled itself, uiidec 
the Company, tne first year, 

1669. — Sir G.C)xiuden aopointed from home** Governor and Commander-in-Cbief 
at Bombay, but he dieii on I4th July of ilie preceding year. 

"I’his year also were rec#*ivf-d orders from home, to institute n pilot eat ah lishnient 
at Hooghly, to build a puiuf’ce to bt* mniup*d njih intelligent seamen from the India- 
men. to take ciiaige of the shipping up aud down. Thus originated the Bengal 
Pilot Service. 

St. H^dena now regularlv cohniised under Captaib Stringer, appointed Governor ; 
the Cbptaius ot diiii'liauien t<l\joliiii!; there lo act as numbers ot his council. Thera 
Were 22 regular rndiamen {hen in ilu* service, as appears by a list of those entitletl 
to act as members of the Sc. Helena council. 

The military regufations in use, to controul the small force at Bombay, founded' 
on autiiority vested in rhe C'unpanv, bv charter , to levy, embody, aud entertain, 
forces, &c. Their military c^tahlishinetits were thu.s upheld for years, until king’s 
troops, serving in*Indi8, questioned their competency to hold courts martial. 

1670. — Ihe Eugliah trade considerably increased, a.s anparent from the fact of 
outward investment of bullion aud goods being ^3,03,600. But the Dutch in- 
fluence predominated ; their, ahips from Europe tln.s s^*agou were .'>2 in number. 

1671. — Bombay rising in consequence, Irraint ordered, and the building of 2 ships 
and 2 brigantines commenced upon. Captain Hnniian Blake, who Came rounii yia 
Persia, appointed engineer and surveyor general ; the first of tfifft rank. 

Surat again attackedi but well dafeaded : its situation now deemed preoarious for

The Court recommended the Councit, tor the first time, at Bantam, to open a direct 
tratle to ‘‘hina, aa<i, at the sam^ time, with reierence to the attempt above alluded to, 
Bertie at Tonkeen, Ty wan, and Jtipau ;t ordered their anents" to wear dresses oi Eng- 
lish cloth, with gold aud silver lace, that their appearance might convey to the empe- 
ror and his officers impressions of theiF;.rank.*' 

167:>. — Sf. ir-lnna having been several lime^aken and retaken, recaptured this 
year by u naval force from the Dutch, and regrauted by charter to the English Com- 
pany. 

The oiirwar^ India fleet divided into three squadrons, under an ** Admiral, vioo 
Admiral, atid rear Admiral.” * 

Englishmen sent to Bengal to imorove the silks, and dye llie green and black co- 
louis, “ but under an obligation to keen their art sncietfrom the natives.” 

The Dutch fleet so powerful off Bombav and Surat, that 500 llaj poots were sent 
for to dctend these plac“8. The French had taken I’riucoinalee from the Dutch, who 
now recovered it by a forct- frpin li.itaviu. 

1674. - Bombay mounted lOt) pieces ot cannon. 

167.5 — riia Court* write out that l/ihore iTidlga/?,,yvas undersold by West- 
India indigo, and that less iao would ba requiredijT^om ” the new practic® 
of using waters instead of wax.” 4. 

Mr, Delboe formed a factory at Siam. 

The Court, 13th July, framed the following reriilations for their civil service. 

In til** advancement ot our aoprenMo»*s, we direct that alter they hav»* serv- 
ed the first b yeares they shall have o£lO per annum for the two last yeares, 
and having served tliose two yeares, to be ehtertayued one yejare longer ns Writers, 
and have W'riter’a salary ; and having served iliat veare, to enter into the degree of 
factors, which otherwise would have been ten yeares. And knowing that a disiinc- 
tion of titles is in many respects necessary, we do order, that when the apprentices 
have served their times, they be stiled 11^? aud wdien the Wiitera havt‘ served 
their times they be stiled Facti'trs; and Faotorsliaving served their tinjes, to be snled 
JJerc/irtnts, and VIerchants having serN ed their times to be stiled ScnioV Merchants,^* 

Civil Servants were to apply th^fmselves also to acquire a k.nowled_',e of military 
duties, so that in case of attack, or being better qualified ^r military than civil duties, 
they might receive commissions and have military pay.

Air. Aunirier, l^resident at Surat, died .SOth June, 1677. 

1678. —A Judge appointed for the island of liombay . 

A troop of Horse ordered to be embodied at Bombay, the pav of the Captaitt 
not to exceed ^’120 per^ annum, 

Uneynthatu Master, Esq. succeeded Sir W. Langhorne as Governor of Madras. 

1679. — The Court finding Bombay too expensive, sent out oiders tor retrenchmHnta 
in the military cliarges. Bur.it also to be reduced to an agency, bin their servants 
were unable to obey th“ f^iiirt, from the lansettled state ot affairs, and the wars be« 
tween Sevagee and the Mogul. 

1680. — Captain K'dgwia sent to command the military at Bonabav with a small rein- 

forcement ; li^ was to have 6 snillingh per diem and to be 3d m couucii. Mr. Smith 
pent oiif us assay master on a salary of p-^r annum. 

Mr. G>ffV)rd appointed agent and gS^'ernor at Tort St. George. 

1681. —Surat (such the shir'nug state of the Company's donit-stic affairs at tliis peri- 
od), again ordered hy the Court to re.sutne the rank of a presidency. The Court also 
revoked Lhe order for CapUiu Keigwm’s having a sear m council. Mi. dolin Chilj^ 
brother of Sir Josiah, the governor •(now culled ^1 the EUat India Com- 

pany sent out as piesuient at Surat. 

Bengal fust made separate from Madras, Mr. Hedges, a member of tliHir com* 
(now called director,) sent out with special pow ei s as “ agent and gover- 
iiur ot rlieii aifaiisin the hay of Bengal and of the lactones subordinate lo it, or 
Coi.simba//ar, Tama Balasore, Malda :»r>d Dacca. A corporal of approved iidclity 
and coinage, with twenty soldiers to be a guaid to tlie agt*ut« person, and the factory 
at Ilooghly, and to act against inter iopers.’* Such the foundation ot our povwer lui 
Bengal; iti tiie sequel the coiiimeiceand the seat oi ihe^goverument lu India. 

Tiie king of Bantam sent jj^'embassy to England. 

1682. — riie Knglisii Levant 6omp,»ny deprived of their former portion ofcthe Indian 
trmte, endwavoui ed to oppose tlif* Last India Coinp.\|^y, but in April, the king and 
privv council rf^jected ilieir scheme, Per'-iau goods at this time comprehended silks 
of all sorts, red aiul black caramania w’ool, rhubarb and drugs. 

Tno<'ouit ordered tlie inatiruiiou of a bank at jMa«lras. So violent the feeling 
against Intel topers, it was enjoined that uu Company's servaut sliouid intermarry 
with then families. 

Opium fir^t ordered from Bmgal, Bantam captured by the Dutch, and the king 
expelled. This gave a tiuibliing blow lo our positiou in that quarter. 

1683. — By letters patent, dated 9ch August, the king authorised the Company to 
exeicise admirfilty jiiriBcliciioii within their limits The appointed judge, Di . St. John 
to have oif 200 per annum, and allowances at the Company’s table. 

Two Companies of Hajpoois ordered to be emlflidied at Bombay. 

Two English fleets sent out to redress the injuries to the Persian and Bantam 
trade, 

Mr. Hedges clisnsissed from Bengal for misconduct, and Mr. Gyfford who was 
eeiit to Maclras, (now constituted a presidency,) dnected to proceed to take charge 
also of Bengal with an escort of a Company, composed of seamen from ladiaineii. 
A factory esrab^shed at Tillicherry. 

A serious insurrection at Bombay , on the 27th December, the fort was seized hy 
the troops under Captain Keigwin in consequence ot retrenclimeuts and reuucuons, 
and held in the king’s name, renouncing the authority of tiie Compniiy. It was 
lorcibly retained for nearly 2 years, and theu given up, the lusurgenis having stipii- 
iated for pardon*. 

* The officers both in rank and pav had been placed lower, "ind the militia so much reduced, that all

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Th« Company had to pnt to ‘death some rebels nt St. Helena, but on the petition 
of the widows, to the House of jComnriona, the act was declared illegal and arbitrary^ 

India stock sold this year from SdO to 500 per cent, advance. 

Pactories established at Cuddalore and Commerce in the Gingee country. 

1684. --'rhe English formallv expelled from Java, and with the Company's proper- 
ty. the e«:tahltshriients went to the Malabar coast. 

Sir John Child of Surat made a hamnet. and appointed tlie frdlowine year. Cap- 
tain General and Admiral in Jo^Ma, Sir J'dm VVyborne Vice-Admiral and Deputy 
Governor of Bomoay, wiiii a salary 0 / ^^2.30 per annum. 

1685. — Seat of government ordered to be transferred from Surat to Bombay. 
Madras govornineni having 5 xed an agent and council at Pnaman.oii tiie island of 
Sumatra, the Court ordered the station to be supported and fortified. Also ordered 
an un-in!/abited island 111 the Gauges to be obtained and fortified, w'hile the works at 
Eort Sr. George were to be 8 trengtliened,<^lie factory at Masulipatam to be dissolved. 

1606 — len ships of war under V'^ice- Adnurul NicoUon sent out to oppose the na- 
tive powers. On its arrival the agent in lienpai, (Mr. Chaitiock,) ordered to at t as 
Admiral and ('orainfinder-in-Chiet ; sixcnnpleie Companies were on boat d without 
Captains, it being intended thac the ni*^‘inb ra in council in Bengal should act in that 
capacity, i he force to disembark at Chittagong, seize and tornty it, establish a 
mint, and 5 percent, custuins to be levied on the inhabitants. It wiii^wislied to inti- 
midate the Mogul and his officers, who ha<i been aibitrary towards the facioiies. The 
factory at Hooghly was oppressed, and surrounded by parties of nanve hoI.^e and 
foot. Surat also iiad been plundered by Scougee, and the Company’s possessions 
injured by the wais of the Mogul and iVlahrattas. 

Sir John Child appointed what is now called Governor General, with full authority 
in India, and disoreiionary poweta to tnuke war or peace with the Mogul ; oidere I to 
proceed to Madras and li'^ngal, Mr Zeuzan to act in his absence Surat or rather 
liombay. A Company from a Braiali regiment of the line sent out under a Captain 
Clifton, tvho as w'ell as all Captains of infantry was to have seat in council. 

On the iiidtU October, a part of the fleet under Admiral Nicolson having arriv- 
ed in Befi};al, an affray took place at lloo..hly between S English soldiers and soio© 
of the Muwab’s peons ; more atildiers joint'd, and a'i last the eniire force c.inie m 
rmitacf, and after a severe acrion, the N.iwah's irooos were defeated with loss. 
Hootfhly W'ts cannonaded ana 500 houses hurut. SuiUequent to this useless affair, 
the agent ami council quitted, their open tiicfory a', lloogbly 011 the VOtii D.'ceiiihet 
1686, and retired to Chutanuttee, ( afterwards Caicutta) waiting a nego'iaiion with 
the Mogul. ''I’ne shipping, as rlie whole arriveu, wanting repairs, u w’as deemed 
unauvisabie to ailempc the original object of the cxpenuion, ibe reduction of Chit- 
tagong- 

J6b7.— A settlement made at Bencoolen, and a firDiauiid obtained for the sole govern- 
ment of it. A tonification called York fort built. 

Bombay constituted a regency with further powers. Sir J, Wyhonie and Mr. 
Zeiizan ui 8 misst,d for disputing Sir J ohn Child’s autliority. 'I'o give ilignii y to the 
Governor Geneial he was directed to he attended always with a, life guard of .51) 
grenadiers commanded by a Capfani. Madias also constituted a regency, witli a cor- 
poration, under His Majesty's Charter, coiiaistuig of a Alayor and ten Aleennea 
(three to bo Company's servants ^aiid seven to be natives) 10 be justices of tho 
peace, and ** to wear thin scarlet gowns.” One hundretii' and twenty burgeeses to 
be appointed *' to wear black silk gowns.” 

The Court disapproved of the measures of Mr. Charnock atB'ugal, and recom- 
mended more active hosnluy. Sir John Cliildat Bombay however^ook most able mea- 
sures at this difficult jiincif.rc*, and dei*>imiued to uphold tne Biuiah name and influ- 
encein India, notwiih^iunding t)ie diSMstious appearances at Bengal, where our re- 
mote factories were seized and ihe Eng'ish iro.ips forced to fortify themselves at In- 
gellee. Captain Heath had rneauvrbiie been uispaiched from home with a fresh force* 

1688 .— A Post Office ordered at Bombay. 

vas irr''nted, pending a reference to the Court. Th'* Court ‘‘unhappily ordered the half allownnce 
for diet to t'nptaiil KeigwiJi ti. be refunded, anti this par>inu)nii>us uK.i'iioo pmdu ’ed thi cH>c- nteiits 
and probably/ the revolt of the g/irri»on.’' Dr. r t. Jtihn. iniiis lep *rt however 10 the king and 
Council stated, that the rebellion arose from the deptcManons, atul crimes of the interlopers, with 
whom Captain Keigwm was intiniatelv conuccted^ : although he used the flLings name, hismoUveSo 
Were pred^ry and rebeliiou 8 ««<-'f BrwcW 
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Captain Heath arrivio? with the reinforcement ia October, nnwisely recom- 
menced hostjlitif»« in Bengal; he plundered and burnt Bdlaaore ; the Alogtil Gorer* 
nor Beizi:;d the English at the factory and sent them pfisoners up the country. 

1689. *--Sir John Cluld, after caoturing some native vessels at Surat, and bravely 
opposing the Mogul power amidst many embarrassing difftculties, died at Bombay 
ou the 4th February >089. Ilia successor Rfr. Harris being at iliat lime a prisoner 
at Smat, the Coino.my’s affairs became more alarming : suhmissiwii was made to the 
IVlosiiil, aiwl a Fi»-niauiid, or r.itUer oajdo'i, issued us to oriiitiitals. A h»avv hue was 
exacind, on payment of which ihe Siduee’s fleet and army withdrew from belora 
Bombay. 

In tlie mean time, at llengal, Caotain Heath sailed towards Chittagong, which, for 
soriie iinexolaiiied reason, he faileil to attack ; he then proceeded to Ariacan, wliero 
he olfered to assist .» revolted chief ugauist its King, but without waning lor the 
reply, set off tor Madras*, where his fl -et, fiavmg on board tho agent and council of 
Berigai, and the Company^ eifec s, arrived on the 4th March. 

The factories Ht Vizagaoatam nnd Masulioatam were seized by the Mogul, and Mr. 
Stables, duet of the former, and 4 factors put to death. 

At home the Coininons recommended the establishment of a new Company, tho 
present one being iitiie in favor with the King, parliament, or people. 

It IS singular that tlio Court, during these humiliating revers^es abroad, had written 
out to tlifor S'M-vj^pra to ooraiu dominion ; or, as the orders bav to increas ■ revenue*, 
** to mok>i us a iiaMoii in [tidia.*’ They had found the insulticieucy I'irmauDdB, 
and wwre desirous to assume independence and power, 

1690. — The Mogul authorities invite*Mr. Charnock and factory hacl^again to Ben* 
gab-Mr. Hams urodaim^d Governor of Bombay- - - but with no general pow er as his 
preileeessor : i\lr. Weldon appointed D'^puty Gove rnor 'I'he inteilopers in England 
associated tlieinselves and muiie every exertion to obtain a separate charter. 

1691. — A new Finnauud obtHined by Mr. Chatnock in Benaal. He had previously 
re>seiried the esiablisiimeiic at Chutauuitee protected by 100 solaiers, Uiabdreah 
had beeu before iiied, but iouud uniauited. 

i69^.—-Mr. Ciiarnock died lOiU January, much respected by many* He was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Ellis. ^ • 

Mr. Yiile dismissed at Madras, Mr, Nathaniel Higgensoti succppiieri October J3th 
to thi^ goverumeiit, 'I'he lattt'x^was sup»*rced»»d in Dvci-iiibei bv Sir J. Jfioldebbu- 
rough w'ho was appointed Comiuissary Geueial and gppervisor’^ of the Company's 
ad'aira m India. 

An Attorney General sent to Madras for the batter regulation of the*CompaDy*a 
iniereats. 

At Bombay European pirati^s h id caused much inconvenience to the trade and 
iiriTaUon on the part of the Mogul. 

'iHgiiapatam had been purchased from the Ilam Rajah, and fortified— was called 
Fort St. J> 4 vid. 

1693. — fhe Company had expended at heme ^90,000 in influencing the Privy 
Council to renew the charter. 

A mutioy took place at St. Helena, conseqne|it to the temporary relaxation of 
martial law ai directed 'fr<|ui huine. Ihe insurgents killed the Governor and dia- 
armed and imprisoned the sm<lier8 of the garrison — Captain Keeling sent out with a 
force to reduce the island to obedience. 

A new charter grigi ted on the 7th October (5 It William and Mary) renewing 
that of Elizabeth with some modified and some extended privileges- 

U)91f. — Bengal after Mr, Charnock’s death again made suborn in Jite to Madras. Sir 
J. (joldesborougli^ott his lour of inspection as Commissary General msbeiued from 
the high eulogium elsewhere passed ou ttie late Mr. Charnock. He desciibes hun 
as haring hoeti irresolute nud indnient. He superseded his euccessor Mr. Eilis, and 
appointed the chiet ut Dacca, Mr. Eyre to bp agent. He also leiiiovi d Captain Hill 
the milra v coininandunt and sent him to Madras. In ttie midst of several spiriterf re- 
forms, sJir J . GoUleshorough died, and was succeeded by Sir J . Gayer from Bombay, 

Duiirig t tis year a Dr Blackwall a medical officer, for a bribe agreed tosdelivv*r up 
Fo t D.ivid to the Mogul General. Thu treason waa fuituuuieiy ducorereu, and 
Blackwall seized and punished. 
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A letter from the Court stated that every recruit sent

A torrified settlement was made from Bombay at Anjengo. 

1693.-- The Parliaiueut of Scotland on the 26th June empowered the King (as 
King of Scotland) to crmaiitiiie a Scottish Company. — I’he Governor of the London 
Company, (Chaiiman) Sir 1’. Oook committed by the coininous lo the Tower tor re« 
iusiug to give un account of tlie money distributed in bribes. * 

The hoinewurd bound Heel captured by the Tieuch. 

A large pirate having seized a iVloifui ship, the Surat factory was seized upon^ 
and liberated only utter muuii ditficuiiy on the tolluwiug year. 


1696.— Much distress occasioned bv the interlopers : tlie crews of two Indianreu, 
stated to have been .seduced by them; tbt*y rose aim Inurde^^d their officeis and 
turned pirates - -such ibe ejc eut ot the contagion, that the Governor at Bombay could 
not mau a boat, lor lear tliat the crew would deseit; an^‘ so low the state oi ilio 
garrison, there was not a trustworthy solcfier tor promotion to the rank ot sergeant or 
corporal. 


The trade at VI adras also similarly crippled, but its revenues and taxes said to have 
Biuounted t > 40, Out) Bagoauns. 


1697.— Mr. Put appointed Governor at Madras; to be for 12 moutlis independent 
of the Commissary General, 8ir J. Gayer. 

A rebelliorrof a Rajah Suban Sing baviii*^ broken out in Bengal it gave an opening 
to liie Fic^ucb, Duicli and Btiglisn lactones to erect iurtiticaiions. But ior this, fio 
jealous were the autUoriiies, it would not have )>een permitted. 

A new and favorable Piniiaund obtained from the Kmperorof Persia. 


1698. — X\\ act nassed lOili William Cap. 41* inoorporaiin^ a new general 
society trauing to the East indies.'* Li was called the Lugiiali Last India ('oiupany, 
in coQtra-disiincUou to the olu or Loudon Company. 


On the passing of this act tor another Company, Ih© old corporation ex- 
erted itself, wilk a true Roman courage, * as one ot their iiit-reauiiie Leitera 
states, in advising ilieir s^i%uu<soi an extensive equipment, 'i iiey dismissed the 
Preanieiit 01 Surat, CAr. Aunesiey , ( Mi , Colt to aucv-ceu) ; ami peiniitied iheir es- 
tablisniuents, as an eiicouia^eineiu to trade in jewels, Ai \Judras all turiueriactu- 
ries or atatiDiis Wet e to be lesuiaed, so us to exciudu the new Cuiupauy. Bengal 
was again fuaoe independent ol Foil St. George. ^ 

Captain |vyd, the. notorious piiuie, toriu«‘d his ships into squadrons, and fairly 
blockaued t^le couslls: in const- quence, the Mogu , who v\ouhl not unuerstana tbo 
distinction between this outlaw and the oiner Kuglisii, put the whole trade uuuer 
an embargo. 

The new Ktighali Company sent Agents to India, chiefly men who had been dis- 
missed with (iiagiace, from the Ltiuuou Company. Sir Wiiuain Norris, wuts appomied 
by the King’s Comimsaiuu, au Ambuttsadur to the Mogul, to solicit privileges tor 
the new associuCion. 


1699. -' Sir Edward Littleton was appoint»*d President and Consul, in Bengal, 
of the new Company, he was also emptiwered to act as King's Consul. He was oruer- 
ed to report on all the plans and tjade ot the Loudon Company, to obtain Irom the 
nismisst'd servant, all pussiou* infurniatiou. copies ot iumaunds, &ic, Sir Nicholas 
W'aite w'as appoiut^nl tlieir Pie>.ideui, atSuiat 1 he new Company, however, at tins 
early stage, made approaches lor au uniou between the rivals. 

The Mogul Prince Azeein Oosban, granted in 169i>-99, the adjiy'ent small villages of 
Cbutauuitee, Govindpore, and Calicotta, (dedicuied to the Cioddess Calee), the 
whole soon taking the uaiue ot the last, or CaLcufrA. Jjir Charles Eyre, recently 
kui!;hted,au old servant was again sent to iiiuia, lo be principal servant iii Bengal 
which they now constituted a presidency, llie mstruciious to Sir t:. Eyre, dated 
l)ecember 169.), directed him tb'mcrease the tortiboaiions, to build a strung- Fort of 
peutsgou lorai, to be called Fart iiiUmm, 

1700. — I'he Ltmdou Company obtained an act, on the 11th April, for continuance of 
their corporation, and the King recoimneuded au union of the two interesis. 


, In India', the new Company’s servants insult and commit violence on the flag and 
factory ot the London Company, at Burar, which was resented by the Mogul Uo« 
veinoi'^ as uu ahiout to hiuiaeiL The uaue was luuch injured every where. 
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At Madras, disputes took olare bet Totiswi Pitt, and Governor Pitt, the rival 
Govt'rnora of the iwo Comoiinies ; in fuoL thro,ii^hiiut >ndia, na mi^lit be expected, 
the l»03tilo rivalry of boili Compani‘*a riniie<l the trade for all concerned, 'I'Jid 
new Company, made some progress, in opening a trade with China, though it failed 
eventually. 

1701, — 'riie disputes of the o]<l and new Company most perplexinsr and ruinous. 
Tlift Native rulers took b ibna from borli parties. The AmbasKiioor Sir \V. Norris, 
seiz^ol fwoot the Council of the London Couioanv, at Surat, and sent them to rh® 
Montil Governor, “ with their hands tied/’ Sir J ohn Gayer, the President, subse- 
quently was seized by the Emoenir’s order, ohtained through misrepresentation, and 
with^ihe other members of Council, barbarously used.” 

A cofiimiuee appointed at home, to enaeavour to effect an union betvi*een the 
Ct>mpanies. 

Sir W Norris bad an audience of the IVTo^yl, on the 28th April, 1701. He was at- 
tended by a splendid Knropean Cavalcade, with Ordnance, and many t<illotverB. 

Kvd, the pirate, taken, and liariged at home, fie had been supported by some 
noblein<“n Lnrd Somers and Oilord, w'ho were impeached. 

170i. — In January of this year, the preliminaries of the union were settled. 

Heiiual improied, under the aiisoices of th«* iVlocul Prince Azeern Oooslinn. The 
insttuctiens fiom ie me directed the (’iril Servant**, to pioce^>d HirmgeJves. with 
small slocks, in the Auriinga, and barcain ihemselvea “ without the affectafion of pomp 
and mandeur, and aj» merchants ought to do/' 

The ambassador abruptly broke otT ttie negotiation at the Mogul’s ftourt and de- 
pat ted for Surat, vi Inch circumstance, w itli tlie depredations of the pirates, bo in- 
censed the ki'nueroi that he, ordered all the Kiiglish in his domviiionato he seized im- 
prisoned, and their effects confiscated. All the subordinate agencies ruftered in coa- 
eequence, but Calcutta by this time was too strong to be thus dealt with. 

In the ileed of union by which th^ tw'o Companies were hereafter to take the nam® 
of “ the united Company of merchants tiading to tiie East Indies,” the lactones 
of the old Company are thus detailed.

1703. — On the union above referred to, Sir John Ga\er was apuuimed bv the Ge- 
neral ‘ ourt, “ General anrl Governor” ot Bombay, and Sir Nicljolas Wuite'scoii.mis- 
Bion under the Ens^ish Company of Consul, revoked. President Pitt was confiim d 
ot Madras, and consul Pitt made chief auth^ritv at Fy/t St. David, his coinmission 
of consul being cancelled. President Beard r<»rifirmed at Beiig d, though a comraissioa 

eight were appointed to investigate and control all proceedings at Fort Wiliiuni. 
’Diere was still much dissension betw'een tin late rival authorities throughout India 
and much difficulty in the attempts at adjustment. 

1704. — Sir John Gayer having been imorisooed by the Mogul authoriiieg, Sir Ni- 
cholas Waite, who was appointed to sueceed in case of vacancy, basely c^rntrived to 
prolong his detention, bv bribps and iniquitous inisrepiesentations to the naiives. 'J'h® 
disuu^es between the riv.ii servauiaiUli kup( up lu adjuauug aecuuuU ana ouisUud* 
tug comineicjiai uauaactions. 
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1705. — ThiB frpachpryof Sir Nicholas Waits fully diecorersd by the disclosure of 
Ills infltrinn^nt* Rusturu a native broker : but in defiance of ordera from the G^^ne* 
rai Court, he retained authority and Sir J. Gayer was still in confinement at Surat. 

1706. — At Bent^al the affairs were becoinifii; settled ; Sir Edward Littleton the late 
president of the new Company baring been recalled, tuid Mr. President Beard having 
died. Mr, Hedges and Sheldon were appointed jointly to succeed and bring up tiie 
accounts of the two Companies. 

1707. '— Aurungzebe died on the 90di February. His revenues were equal to 33 
millions Sterling. To shew the general fear entertaitied of the imperial power by 
foreigners then in India, it wa-« thought nec^-ssary to announce it to the Court in an 
allegory. 'I’hus in a retier dat*'d l^t March 1707, Sir J . Gaver (” previo: sly relet^ied) 
represented ** that the snu of tins iieimaphere had sec, and that tho star of the second 
magnitmle beiuff under his meridian had taken bis place, but it vv-is reared the star 
of the y?/ St mngtiirinie, tl'Oiigli under a remoter meridian, jvould struggle t.> exalt it- 
self,” tiius conveying the news of the ^Emperor's demise, and of the disputes be- 
tween his sons for the succession.

The Bengal Army signed the covenant ; but the G'^iieral delay- 
ed the signature, pending a reference to Calcutta, receiving, in the interval, 2 lues of 
rupees from the Emperor. IHie new Nawab of Bengal, on a fresh agreement, ratifi- 
ed on the 28th July, handed overall Ins Revenues, and the management of the Su- 
badaree; himself to have 50 lacs, subject to the controul of the Company’s servants* 
III operations against the Vizier of Oude, Lucknow had been taken by Sir H. 
Eietcher, before General Carnac joined the Army. Allahabad had fallen ; Cbunar 
held out: but on the 3d May, General Carnac attacked the Nawab, at Corah, and 
routed him. On the 19th May, th^ Vizier agreed to come into thesHritish Camp, and 
was well treated. His dominions were restored. The English Authorities did not 
insist on private trade or factorit^, in Oude ; but Allahabad and Corah were retained 
for the Emperor, who himself was forced to give up all claim to arrears of Revenue, 
from Bengal, Behar, and Orissa ; and finally, on the# 12th August, His Majesty 
signed the perwana, granting to the Company, the perpetual Duwannep of these 
three Provinces The private trade, so strongly prohibired by the Court, still 
partially rerained ; and under a public association'', arranged by Clive himself

Lord Clive's splendid financial promis^'S,«aiid 
the hopes in England, regarding the riches ot India, already proving fallacious. —MitU 

Kotwithstanding the growing pressure for funds abroad, the Court ot Proprietors 
at home, increased the dividend to per cent. In consequence of this and other 
proceedings, the Restrictive Acts o't the 7th of Geo. Ill . cc. 48, 49, and 57, were 
passed ; by tbe last of these the sum ofo^400,000 peraiinbiii, was to be paid by the 
Company, to the Crown, for their new territorial acquisiiioua. — Grant. 

1768. — Early this year, arrived the Company's peremptory order, entirely abolish- 
ing their servants’ private trade in salt, and r^^siricting them to the maritime 
branches of commerce.

1773. -The financial distresses of the Company increasing, they applied to the 
British Minister for a loan. His Majesty’s Government finding the feelings of the 
country alienated from the East India Company, by their improvidence, and stated mia« 
management, brought in the important Regulating Act of 1773, (13 Geo. III. c. 63) 
appointing a Governor General and four Members of Council, for 5 years, to Bengal ; 
Mr. H-.stiiigs to he Governor, Mr. Harwell Senior Meinber, and Lieutenant General 
Clavenng, Colonel Monson, and Mr. Philip Fiancia, Members. The oo^nstitution of 
the Court of Directors was altered ; an annual election of 6 Directors for 4 years or- 
dained ; a year to elapse before an Ex- Director could be eligible. Qualification for 
a Proprietor now raised to ^\000, The Crown also assumed formally,*a privity and 
coutroul in the affiiirs, finatici.il and political, of the Company. The Mayor’s Court 
was abolished at Calcutta, and Supreme Court of Judicature established. Tha 
Judge.s to be sent from England. Similar steps were subsequently pursued at tho 
other Presidencies, — Grant, 

The English entered into a treaty with the Nawab of Oude. for the destruction of 
Robilcund ; the Nawab to support the charge of the British Army. A Garrison 
throwu into Allahabad ; and a Member of Council sent to take charge of the Reve- 
nues. The Emperor of Delhi le^t to his fate, amidst the aggresyona of the Mahrat- 
tabs : and Corah and Allahabad handed over by the English to the Nawab . — MUL

War anew with Tangier ; the English and their Ally, the Nawab of the Carnatic, 
being dissatisfied with the terms obtained in 1771. On the 16th September, Tangier 
was carried by aiorii% and the Rajah and family taken prisoners in the Fort. He waa 
dethroned, and his territories soiXed by the Allies. — Mill. 

1774. — Colonel Champion, Commander-in-Chief in Bengal, assumed the command 
of an Army in destined to^^t against the Rohillas, in allianoe with the Nawab 
Vizier. On the 23d^ApTi|, (knoi^n as the. battle of St. George,) he defeated 40,0X1 
Rohillas, spider theft Chief Hafea, near Babul Nulla. The Vizier kepi aloof; but 
after this Wccory, (which led to the termination in July, of the first Rohilla war,) he 
plundered and despoiled the whole country. 

The new CounsellpTB, General Clavering, Mr. Monson, and Mr. Francis, arrived 
in Calcutta, j9th October, Mr. Haatiogs assumed the mle of Governor Gqperal, now 
first authorized ; but diacnasions immediately arose between himself and colleagues. 
Mr. Hastings and Mr. Harwell were in the minority ; thus the new Counseliora wield- 
ed the powers of the Government.— 
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Collectorft' Courts abolisbld, and Provincial Councils established at Calcutta^ 
Burdvrao, Dacca, Moorabedabad, Diuagepore, and Patna, to superintend the joint 
Departments of Revenue, Trade, and Administration of Justice.— Grunt. 

23d November, Lord Clive died in London, aged 49.-— Eas^ India Chronology, 

1775. — Died Sumh Dowla, the Vizier of Oude, succeeded by his only son, under the 
title of Assoff ul Dowla. 

The Bombay Government, previous to this period, had interested and mingled 
themselves much with the poiiticii of the Malirattas ; and were, about this time, in 
athanoe and support of Kagoba, the Bz-Peishwah. Ou the 28rh December, 1774, a 
force from Bombay, had seized and occupied the island of Salsette ; and a force, un« 
der Col. Keating, having etfected a junction with Kasroha, the allied Army wap. at- 
tacked by their Mahratta enemies, on the I8th May, 1775, at Arras ; when the Bri- 
tish and their Allies, after much loss, were victorious. At this juncture, the Bengal 
Government, now Supreme, interfered to disapprove of the connection of the Bom- 
bay Presidency, with any of the Mahrattah powers, and insisted on an immediate 
nancelment of the treaty with Ragoha. (by which Salsette, Basseen, and part of the 
Revenues of Baroach, had been secured to the Company,) and on tiie withdrawal 
of all the British Troops furnished for hia assistance. 

The Gourt’a despatches of this year, it is curious to state, approve of the acts of 
the Bombay Government, zt the very time they were ordered to be aunulled by the 
Supreme Authority in India. — Mill. 

The Court in England, displeased at the late war and reaoUa, in Tanjore, deter- 
mined ou the re* instatement of the Hajah ; and Lord Pigot was sent out to give effect 
to this, and other measures, at Madras. He arrived as Governor, llih December, 
1775 —Mia. 

1776. — The Supreme Government deputed an Envoy of their own, Col. Uo- 
ton, to Poona; after much unsatisfactory negotiation, the Council decided, oi> a war 
vvith the Mahratta confederates, and on the support of Ragoha — both of which had 
been the suhjeots of their severe condemnation, tne preceding year; but on further 
laegotiaiion, by Col. Upton, a new treaty, (called that of Poorbunder,) was obtained, 
Still leaving Salsette to the English, hur not so favorable as that secured at Bombay. 
Ragoba was now. left to his fate, and retired to Surat with only ^00 followers. 

Dissensions ran ttigh between the Governor General and his Council ; charges of 
bribery and corruption were brought against Mr. Hastings, at the Council Board itself. 
He indignantly dissolved the Couacil on each occasion of their being preferred there, 
Nuncomar, a Native of rank,. implicated in preferring these charges, was convict- 
ed of forgery, at the Supreme Court of Judicature, by a Jury of Englishmen, and 
banged. This act much condeipned. 

In November, Colonel Monsop died, which restored to the Governor General, the 
majority in the votes at Council, and gave him again the direction of the Govern- 
ment. — Mill, 

The Taujore Rajah restored, Lord Pigot and the Council of Madras, bad violent 
disputes ; and on the 24th August, the Council arrested the Governor, stripping him 
of all authority. He died in restraint, on Slat August, of the following year. The 
four Members of Council, who coinmitte,d this violence, were subsequently tried at 
borne, found guilty, but fined only ^1000 each.— Mia. 

1777. — The quinquennial settlen'ieni at Bengal, having expired ; and both Mr. Haa- 
tinga and Mr. Francis^having meanwhile submitted able |^e venue* plans, (both differ- 
ing, and neither of ‘them adppted by the Home Authorities) ; the annual leases were 
again put in force, and were continued for four years.— Grant. 

1778. — The ttea^ of Poorutt^r,(fcol. Upton’s,) not proving e^ktisfaetory, and part 

of the MnUratta confedmtes having resolved to support RBi;oba, the English were 
applied to again toaM"^^: 'l b® General assented, and 6 Battaliona of 

Sepoys, 1 Company ^ fSfaiive Artillery, an4 a Corpa.of Cavalry^ assembled at Cul- 
pee, nnder CoK Leslie, with orders to march towards Poona, tbfpugh Berari 

The French, at this period, had much infiuence at Mysore, el&d attempt^ through 
A^genta, to obtain footing and infiaenoe among the Mahraitabs. 

Sir Thomas Rumhold succeeded to the Government of Fort St. George, in Febru* 
ary* Uisacts gave much diaaatisfaotion to the Home Authorities, particularly as re- 
garded bia%lleged corrupt.in8tallatiou of Sittersm Rilz, in the Dewanee of the Gun- 
toor Sircar. ^ < 

War breaking out between Eoglapd and France. The French Factories of Cben« 
r <letn«8ore» Mssulipstsllii and Carml^ Hreie occupied without resistance-^ Sir & 
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Vernon, with a Britisli Sqaadron, engaged that of the French, under M. Tron jolly » 
10th August, and dispersed the larter. Pondicherrv vyis invested in September, by 
land, under Sir Hncior Munro, and by the English fleet, by sea. After a gallant de- 
fence, under M . Kellecombe, it surrendered on the l7tb October, and its works wera 
again razed.— Mi//. 

1779. — A Force from Bombay, in support of Ragoba, impeded by the blunders of 
Civil Commissioners placed in controul of it, got in'o difliculties. and commenced a 
disastrous rerreat, when only 16 miles from Poona. Negotiation was commenced un- 
der these unfavorable circumstances with the confederates, and a treaty signed, by 
which much of the acquisitions ot the English, in that quarter, were relinquished. 

Col. Leslie, commanding the Bengal Force, having died ibe year beforo. General 
Goddard assumed the command, and after much difliculty, and under conflicting or- 
ders, marched 300 miles in 19 days, across India, reaching Surut on the 30ih January. 
He was now invested by the Supreme Government with full pow’ers, to treat with 
the Poona Ministry. AOtr much ineflectuak discussion, hostilities were resumed at 
the close of the year. 

Sir Eyre Coote succeeded General Clavering, as Commander' in*Cbief at Bengal* 
and Membei of Council, in April. 

The Supreme Government disapproved of Sir T. Humboldts acts at Fort St. George j 
be indignantly repelled the interference. 

The Fiench settlement of Malie taken by Col, Braithwaite, 39fh March of this 
year, although Hyder All remonstrated against the act; Mahe being useful to him- 
sell. — Mill. 

1780 — General Goddard carried Ahmedabad bv storm, on the 15th February; end 
on the 3d April, surprised the camp ot the Mahratta confederates, and dispersed them. 

In the rainy season, Scindia and Holrar witlidrew into their own countries. But 
the brilliaiii event of this year, was the assault and <apiure of Gwalior, on tlie 3d 
Ausiisr, by Capt* Popbam, with a small detachment, iuieuded to augment the forces 
of Goddard. 

A duel rook place between Mr. Hastings and Mr. Francis, the latter having been 
accused of breach of faith—he was wounded : he embarked for England on ths 
9th December# • * e 

Hyder Ati, who for some tiive had been regaining his power, consolidating his 
means, ana disciplining his Army, by means of French Officers, incensed rft the cap- 
ture of Mahe, contrary to his wishes, put his I'roopsfiu motion, in .lune, and had 
entered into a treaty with the Mahratiabs, against the English. The Go^veriiment at 
Madras were struck with alarm, being without troops, money, or military means# 
Hyder's Army now advancini! was 100. (KK) strong; SO, 000 of them disciplined and 
commanded by the French. They spread devastation and rum, around the precincts of 
Madias, while Sir Hector Munro hud no Force, to make head against them. Arcot 
was invested by the Mysoreans. Col. Baillies’ Detachment was overpowered and 
cut to pieces on the 9th September ; and Sir H. Alunro, who had advanced to his re- 
lief, forced back to the mount, from Coujeverain. The Supreme Government now in- 
terposed. It sent round Sir Eyre Coote, by sea, in October, with treasure and troops* 
detaching a body of Sepoys by land. Mr. Whitehill, who bad succeeded SirT. Hum- 
bold. as Governor, on hia removal in April, was suspended by the Bengal Govern- 
ment, Mr. Charles Smith taking his place, 8th Otftober; and Sir Eyre Coote, not- 
withstandsDg Aroot^had by Aiisnme fallen, soon was prepared to enter into opera- 
tions against the formidable enemy now opposed to the British.^Ali//, and others. 

At Bombay, the government, under considerable financial difliculty, was obliged to 
contract new debts, Ro enable General Goddard, with Ms contingent force, to act with 
efliciency. In October, he moved from Surat, with reinforcements of Europeans from 
Madras, against Bassien. On the lOth D-^cerober. when a practicable breach waa 
nearly effected, t4ie Fort made aO ofier of surrender, which was carried into effect on 
the following morning^Afi/L 

This yelk an act w'a'apassed at home, similar to one of the preceding Session, permit- 
ting a dividend of 8 per cent, for the year, reserving the surplus profit for the future 
disposal of the legislature. 

At Behgal, the new Supreme Court, froipit* constant pretensions and attempts, fxMP 
some years, to extend its jurisdiction, bad occasioned much inconvenionce to thn 
Government, and suMected the Native community ro distress, by the introduction of 
legal proceedings, affecting the property and pereoas of inhabitants of remote pro- 
viaoea never contemplated to be amensbie to its power. The situation of the Cont^ 
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pQny with Native'Princes, and the treaties with the Nawab or others^wera utterly 
disregarded by the Court. The Cauzee of the Patna Court, in 1777, nras seized for 
acting upon the regulations oV Goverumeut ; and the dnoiaion of the Company’s 
Court reversed* The Caozee died under iniDrisonment. In the same year, a process 
waa violently served on the Oewan •of the Phouadaree Court, at Dacca, and aome 
members of the Phousdar’s family dangerously wounded in the affray. At length, in 
1779, a suit was commenced against the Rajah of Casaijorah, writs were issued, and 
the Hnjnh’a zenanah f(>< oibly ent'^ red, aud hia effects pluudered. The Government 
now summarily interfered; the Military at Midnapore, were ordered to intercept tlie 
Sheriff’s party. Matters were thus at once brougiit to issue. A summons, on the Go« 
veroor General and Council, was served on them individually, and they, of course, 
refused, by their Counsel, to siihiiiit to any such procet^ding of the Supreme Court, 
At length, (^4th October, I7fi0,) a means ot reconciliation with the Judges was 
adopted, by appointing Sir E. Impey, to be Chief Judge, also, of the Suddur Dewan- 
nee Adawlut, with an additional salary of 60.000 rupees per annum. This appoint- 
ment was deemed most esceptionable oip general priiicijfle^, notwithstanding the 
admitted advantage of hia profesaioniil knowledge, and that he reformed and method- 
ised the practice pf the Dewannee Courts. — 3Itll—~Gr'int» 

1781.~At jjengal, in April, the Dewannee Courts were increased from 16 to 18; 
and the Foujdara, or Native Magistrates, were this year removed. In February, Mr. 
Hastings had decreed, that a Committee of Revenue should be established at the 
Presidency, consisting of four covenanted servants, — and Provincial Councils were 
abolished, these changes, the Governor General nroceeded, in August, to Be- 

nares, determined to adopt measures against the Rujah Gheyte Sing. Demands 
were made uphn him for additional tribute to be paid to the Company, as the 
sovereign power now requiring assistance. in*'its exigency. The Rajah declined, 
pleading willingness, but inability. He was Sf^ized by Mr. Hastings’ order, at Be- 
nares ; a revolt took place in his behalf, on the ^Oih August ; neariy two companies 
of sepoySf and their officers, were destroyed — and the Rsjah escaped in ihe confu- 
sion, I'he Governor General immediately a^^sumed cuniroul of the province ; and 
troops were called in to oppose the Rajah, who now head^^d the numb; rs docking to 
his support. He was defeated at Lutieefooore — and lastly, his strong hold of ^hriie- 
gur was seized, and Vii a family plun<ler 0 <l by a force under Major Pophain. flip Ra- 
jah had fled, on liis reverses at Lucteefpore, to Bundelcund. After these transactions 
at Benares, the GlovAnor General proceeded to Oidle, ro obrain an adjustment of 
the heavy debts due to the Company, by the Vizier. 'I'he terntones of ibe Begums, 
(one, the piother of Siijah Dowlah, the late Nawab— ^he other, the mother of the 
present one,) were seizedi on a charge of aiding rh/; insurrection of Cheyte Sing, and 
in an arrangement with the Nawab Vizier, their Reven ses and property were appro- 
priated towtftds the redemption of the Nawab’s debt to our Government* 

0 

Madras.—On the l7fU January, the army, under Sir Eyre Coote, marched from 
the Mount, aud proceeded to Pondicherry,' where the General disarmed the inhabi- 
tants. The French beet was off that town, but being in want of water and necessa- 
ries, and unequal to cope with the expected English squadron, it sailed on the 15th 
February, for the Isle of France. The English fleet now attacked Hyder’s new shio- 
ping, and destroyed the germs of hia maritime power, at Calicut and Mangalore. Od 
the 1st July, Hyder, emboldened by a partial repulse, suffered by the English Gene* 
ral, at Chedinbrain, in June, naked a general etigagHiiieni at Porid Novo, and was 
oompleiely routed. Hyder abandoned now hia designs'Old the southern provinces ; 
bis son Tippoo raised the siege of \Vaudewash - and Imtl^ retired to Arcot. On the 
97th August, another bat»le took place, at the place wher# Baillie was defeated. The 
result was indecisivet though victory was claimed by both armies. The English troops 
wers.iii great difficulty for pay ,apd provisions. Hut on ihe 27th September, Hyder 
suffered far tiier loss at the paas of.^holingbur ; and iii October, Ifts fortress of Chit- 
tore surrendered. Odthe 2ist November, the Eugllsb returned to cantonments, 
having iost oim-third of their force in this campaign. During ttie year. Lord ^|acart- 
uey had pasume 4. the Oorernment, on the 22A June; and putting himself at the 
head of the MiUflie, he took Sadias and Policat, on the breaking out of war with 
^e'Putcb. Oh ihd I9ihlir<».vember, Negapatam capitulated tp.Sir H. Miwo, ( who 
had left Sir Eyre Coots in disgust, and'^now commanded a force under tn^FVrders of 
theOovernor), and witb.it fell all the Dutch settlements on the coast ;->ahortly afcer- 
Werda, those on Ceylon shared the same fate* 

On the 9(h April of this year,/Xord North brought forward, at home, aome propo- 
sitions restricting the Cotbpany* and bringing tueir affairs more under the eootrout 
of the Secretary of State* ' Though nai , adopted at this period, yet on these were 
afterwards based?" three, princioal provisions of Mr. Pitt’s East India Bill. Lord 
Korth'i sttgsflfll^iOiUl wdi^amodiflad tha Act 2l, Geo. 111. chap. 65 ; ahd all former 
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privileges wftre granted to the Company until the 1st March, 1791. But all dis* 
patches on Revenue, or Civil and Military matters, w^re, by this Bill, to be aubmit* 
ted to the Minister. 

Parliamentary attention was now much directed to Indian affairs. Two Committeei 
were formed : in oae of them Mr. Burke became conspicuous— in the other, Mr, 
Henry Dundas. By a Bill passed on the 19th June, the Jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court in liiuia, was restricted . the Co^ernor General and Council, witli ail matter* 
of Revenue, all Zuineendais, Native Farmers, and Collectors oi the Revenue, wer* 
exempted from its Jurisdiction. — Mill. 

1782. — Madras—The campaign against Hyder commenced, by the English throwing 

Bup^ilies into Vellore. The English fleet, under Sir E. Hughea, nud the French under 
the famous Suffrieii, had an indecisive action on ih« l7tli* February. The French 
J^dmiral contrived, however, to land 2,000 men at Porto Novo. From the. 36ih to the 
38th February , Coiouel iiguiihwaite’s detachment bravely and perseveriflgly with*, 
stood incessant attacks from a combined forc^ of French and Mysoreans, under M. 
Laily and Tippoo; but was, at length, forced to surrender. I'lppoo treated the pri- 
soners well. Cuddaiore yielded to the same combined force on the ;3ci April. On 
the l2th April, the French and English fl'-ets again engaged ; ayd though the fight 
commenced under most disadvantageous circumstances fur the English, they dis- 
abled the enemy, and both fleets lay for seven days within rauooni shot, una- 
ble to assail each other, they then mutually retreated, fjyder, in June, dex- 
terously manmuvred with a deiaohaient of his army, and carried off his treasure 
from Arnee, where it was threait-iied by Sir E. Coote. On the 29ch June, news 
came of a separate treaty with the Mahraitahs, made by the Supreme Goverumetit 
at Poona, on the 17tb iVlay, putting An end to all operations in thltt quarter. A 
negotiation was commenced also with Hyder, who again out maucsuvred the General, 
and was only prevented from reducing Negapatam, in a plan of ooinhiued operatmua 
with Suffrien, by tlie latter, again eucountei mg the English fleet, on the 4'>li July. 
The French Admiral was able, however, to retake Trmcomalee, on the 31si August* 
I'he English fleet heaving in sitrhi, just two days after ua suirenner, when a 
gallant action was fought, — and Suflnen broke six of his Captains, for not supporting 
him. Sir Eyre Cooie, by this tim^, w'as seriously ill, at Madras j and the Govern- 
meiit thtire under much alarm : their means were lecluced to the lowest ebb, and 
the.ir food even limittea to o0,C)0(9 bags of gram, lying in the foads, unequal to a 
mouth’s supply. At this ci isis. on the 15 h October, the Admiral quitted them; 
and the fallowing day, a storm either sunk, or stranded the craft oontainin^^the gram. 
Famine now raged awrully : Sir E^re Cooie still sick: no longer equal to cniuriiand, 
stilled for Bengal, and Geueial Stuart succeeded to tSe head of the aiuiy, with pro- 
visions only for a few days, and its pay 6 mouths lu arrears. * 

On the 7th December, Hyder Ah died, and Tippoo, (who had been detached against 
Colonel Humhersione, wiium he vigorously attacked in conjunciion with Eatly, though 
the Colonel bravely withstood and repelled him,) hearing of his father's death, join- 
ed the main army, and was, in a few days, firmly established on the throne. He now 
took the field in December, with 900 Europeans, 250 Tapasses, 2,00t) Sepoys of tha 
French allies, with countless hosts ot Mysoieans — while (he English Carnauc force 
amounted only to 2,943 Europeans, and 11,545 Natives. ' 

In Parliament, Mr. Dundas moved the recall of IMr. Hastings ; it came to no re- 
Bult, but on the 3d May, an address to the King wtis carried, that his Majesty would 
be pleased to recall 3ir E. Impey, to answer for hia conduct in accepting a situation 
under the Bengal Local Government. — Mill, 

1783. — Madras — The English army early commenced the campaign ; bat found 
that Tippoo was retiriiiv* from^ the Carnatic, being recalled into Mysore, not only to 
consolidate his Government^ but to defend his territories against an incursion of tho 
English, under General Matthews, in Bednore. The General hud reached Bombay, 
from home, with ^reinfiorcementa for India, and immediately advanced as above. 
Tippoo Mddeoiy, in ;flibpnl, appeared against him, retook Bednore, out off the re- 
treat of a phtdetaclimdiii: ; their resources ceased, -and without food or ammunition; 
they Burfendered to him on the 30th April. The General and troops were afterward* 
ciuelly treated. Discussions had arisen St Fort St. George, between General Stuart 
and the Government, and the army remained inactive till June, when it attacked 
Cuddalore, and failed. 1’he English fleet ofl'ered battle on the 22d June, ift Suffrien ; 
which, the latter seemed to have declined, hut immediately landed troops at Cud^ 
daldre, where the French were already more ^han 8Ui>erior to the English opposed 
to them. Just as the French were meditating an effective attack^ peace was an- 
nounced from Europe, heiween Frcnoe and Eogland,— end the French* seceded froflt 
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their operaHons on behalf of l^ippoo. At this period, General Sttiart was placed 
in arrent, by the Goveriimeot but Colonel Fullarton» who, with a separate detach* 
ment, waa successfully curryinJf on operations in the souvjbc^rn provinces ; tvas able 
to threaten, in November, even Seringapatam itself. He was rliecked only m his suo« 
oesaful advances, by negotiation ibr*peac8 entered into with Tippoo. 

Bengal. -^-Mr. Hastings was occupied with measures regarding the Vizier of 
Oude. The English residency was experimentally withdrawn, on the 31st Deoem* 
ber, under much asserted intrigue and cabal. 

At home, Mr. Fox proposed a Bill for Indian affairs ; it had in view, the abnlish- 
floeut of the Courts of J)irectora and Propriftors. Seven Commissioners were to 
be appointed by the Legislature, to inanaiie the political, and nine Directors |o be 
selected by tlie Proprietors, to conduct the commercial concerns. It created great 
tslarna, and the King interposed to efIVct a majority agdinst bis Minister. 

Sir T* Romhold, late Governor of Mndras, was arraigned before Paliainent ; but 
the doubtful situation of the Kockingham Ministry prevliated the proceediug coming 
to a result . — MilL 

1784. — Madras-^ After some delay, peace with Tippoo was signed, (11th March), on 
the general condirion of aHiutual restoration of conquests— it was ratified from Calcut- 
ta, Mr. Haetinga being then at Lucknow i but no cordiality subsisted between him- 
self and the Madras Governor, and he afterwards disapproved of the treaty, and in- 
sisted upon other terms. Lord Macartney, on his own responsibihry, gave lu the 
treaty to Tippo^, as first ratified ; nor did the Governor General resent the disobe- 
dience, any ^ore than be did chat of the preceding year, when Lord Macartney re- 
fused to surrender the Assignment of the ('arbatic territory to its Nawab, when or- 
dered by the Governor General, on a reconsideration of the Ineasure, to give up the 
llevenues and Government now formally assumed by the English* 

Bengal.— In February, the Governor General again proceeded to the upper pro- 
vinces. He imprisoned At Benares, the Native Deputy placed over the territories of 
the deposed Cheyte Sing, for miecnnduci in the administration of tlie province. At 
Lucknow, he locceeded in obtaining more of the debt clue to the Company ; relieved 
the Viaier of the burthen of a detachment of the array, under Colonel Sir John 
Cummmgs, Vhi^h ^as paid by him ; and finally restored in part to the Beifums, as 
commanded by the Court of Directors, the jaghiers which had been taken from those 
PriDcesscS’ He returned to tlie presidency m NovenSber.

The defeat in Parliament, Mr. Fox’s Bill for India, in the preceding year, having 
been followed by the loss of office, Mr. Put, his successor, procured, on the iStli 
August, 1784, the passing of an Act modelled by himself, but partaking of the pro- 
visions suggested^ by Lord North. Its grand enactment consisted of Ministerial 
Commissioners, forming a Board of Contrbul ; its minor features were a secret Coin- 
Paiitee of Directors less power to the proprietors; a provision for ascertaining the 
fortunes amassed by public servants in India; and a tribunal for the trial of offeucea 
there committed by them Mill. 

1785. — Mr, Hastings, on the 8th February, resigned the Government, and embark- 
ed for England, lu 1772, On the commencement of bis edministratfon. the Revenues 
under Bfngal were, j{^S5,373.650 ; the Civil and Military. .^bSrges, ^f^l .70.5,279 ; differ- 
ence, a£d63,37l. The dehtin lu6ia was, ^1,850,166 ; .in Eng I ana, ^12,850,166. la 
1785, lilt* reeeipta Under Bengal, had increased to ^5^1.5,197 ; the expences were, 
^4,312,519 ; diffeicence, ,£1,002,^8. But including ihe Home debts, it appears, that 
In t78^.ou bringing jail arrears ^ account, 12^ millions had been added generally to 
Che Odmpany’s debt, during the period under review*. — M ill. i,
